I am sorry that tin* (rovernmi‘nt have 
mad(' it impossible for me to find out vvhy the Secretary oi Stiite sanc- 
tioned tin* retention of tin* Jloard in s])it(* (d’ the l>(‘central isal ion 
(k)mmittee’s re]iort. In answer to a (piestion of mine, the (lovern- 
ment d(*clar(*d y(‘sV‘r<Iay that they did not wisli to publish the corre- 
spond(‘nce regaiding the proposed abolition of the Board of Revenue, 
because this was of a confidential nature. I fail to understand why 
the ri’asons for the retention of tin* Hoard sliould be regarded as confi- 
dential, while the reasons for alxdition could be published liy the Decen- 
t l ali.sation ( \mimission. Idle obvious conclusion is that tln^ reasons 
foi retention must be v(*ry weak indi'ed and cannot bear the light of 
day. 

Tin* Zainindars of B(*ngal were also to a certain exti*nt respo^i- 
silile for this d(*cision. Their association, the Hiitish Indian Associa- 
tion, j>etitioned ( fovernin(*nt against the abolition of the Board, 
ddie main ground on which they o])])osed the abolition was tliat, as the 
final appi*llat(‘ authority in revmuie matters, the Board carried great 
confidence with tin* ])(*ople, because connsi*! were allowed to appear 
befon* the Board and its aludition would jirove unpopular.

As a comjiromise between the two contending opinions of abolition

Professor S. C. MUKHERJI: .lohn liri-hl, in one of thr 
siieeches, said: “Tell me what th(‘ linaneial iiosition of a ccuintiy is, 
and I will tell you all ahoul th(‘ character of its (lovcrnmcnt and tlu' 
])osition of the peophe” Judged hy this standard, the position as dis- 
closed hy lli(‘ prcsiuit Bud^‘(‘t is not om* on w hich w(‘ can con^rat ulat«‘ 
ourselves, d li(‘ T inanc(‘ D(‘])artnicnt has, no doubt, made a ht'roic strug- 
gle against the inherent limitations created hy the new- financial 
jcadj ust imui t hetwc'cn tlu‘ Uenfral and tin* Ihovineial (loviuiiments. It 
IS uj) to us, both insi(h‘ ami outside IIk' Uoiineil, to bring home to the 
Governimuit of India th(‘ injustiei' of flit' tnmtment imded out to Bengal 
and to ])ress for a fairi'r and a niori' (*(juital)h‘ adjustment. Ihis year 
no doubt th(‘ ingcuiuily of the I' inanee De])artment w ill enalile us to tide 
over our ditlieult i(‘s hy having reeourst* to th(‘ aeeumulati'd halaiiees ol 
the last f(wv years, hut suridy such a makeshift arrangiumm t — and the 
(lo\ernnient candidly admit that it is nothing hut a makeshiit J say, 
such an arrangeim'iit cannot he a ]>art ol our jiermanent financial policy. 
The fact cannot he oviulooked that, notwithstanding tin' larg(‘ sum drawn 
from aeeumulat(Ml halaiie<‘s, m‘^t ytair tlie hiidgeted expiuiditiire on some 
of t h(‘ matlmsof im>st vital importaiict* — those that may he said to consti- 
tute the nat ion-huilding (h'jiartuients — is hopehcssly inadeciuate. 

Sir, it is no use disguising the fact that, wdth th(‘ inauguration ol 
the Itefornis and Avith the installation of po])ular Ministers in tin' (^aliinet, 
we all hopml that, Bengal had didinitely turned a new corner and that a m‘W 
vista had o])ened out to her gaze, hut, Sir, to our great disa pjioi nt ineiit 
it must h(‘ confessiMl that the Budged Avhie h has been jihieed htdorc* us 
aii'oids litth* eneourageimmt foi- such a hope. 

I'jot only is tlieue that huge' deficit of eiver twai ereire's a eh'fiedt whie li 
e‘anne)l he* im‘t e'xe-ept hy re*e*e)urseA te) unsound fina nee — hut, what i> 
WMirse*, Ave* do not fiml any imlie-ations whatever in the Budge't that the' 
disti’ihutiem e)f the* available fumis umler t,lie various he*aels e)f (*x])enditurc 
reiire'vsents any marke*d impi’ov(*ment iijion, or a striking dejiarture from, 
the past ])olie*y of the* Geivernment . ddie llon’hle Mr. Kerr himself had 
to aefmit in intreeducing the* Budget that the* ])roi>e)rtie)n of grants wdiie li 
had hee*n put eloAvn he*tween rese'i veel ami t lansferreel suhjee'ts Avas exaedly 
the* same* as in previeius ytxirs — Go poi' eent-. for tlie foinier anel 85 peT 
cent, feir the* latter. 

I eaiimit e laim that 1 have lieen able this year to examine all the* 
figures in the* Buelget as minutely and fully as with increasing experience 
of this kind of work I he)pe‘ to do in future, but even a cursory glance 
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Banerjea, the Hon’ble Sir Surendra Nat:

In this conneelioii, 1 would also refer to the ipiestion of intermediate 
eolle^-es in the city of Dacca. This (|uestion was considered mmrly 
two \ears aj^oi. hv a special suh-coniniittee presided over by Mr. '1 iirner, 
the then J’lincipal of the Dacca College, und the unanimous opinion of

Again, we have seen in the m-xt year’s Budget how sadly we liave 

hee.i disaiipointed in the iatioii of the sums for the traiisferivd 

departments, whieh should have l.eeii more lil.erally finaiieed and l.aeked 
up. We find that the |iropor(ion is Or. per eent. and Or) j.er cent. Sixty- 
five i>er cent, of the expenditure is to he incurred in respect of resmved 
suhjeets, and Oh i.er eent. for the transferred. On what l.asis this percen- 
tage has heeii arrived at we are at a loss to iiiiderstaiid. 1 ho]ie we shall 

get more informatioi this point. It eannot t).‘ denied, to quote the 

happv expression of Sir Snrendra Nath Banerji'a, that the iiat ion-liuild- 
ing activities of the Slate will he mueh restricted, for we find that the 
allotmi'iits made in respect of education, sanitation, jiuhlie health, agri- 
culture, industries, etc., are very di,sa|)poiiiting. Mere a fragment, there 
a fragment, has heeli allotted. We do not know how it is possihle for our 
poiuilar Ministers to launch into .schenu's of devidopment of the eountry. 

1 think we ought to have .some information on this jioiiit as well as from 
the Mon’hle Mini.sters. 

It is akso to he noted, although 1 have not got the actual figures hefore 
me, that the hulk of the iiierea.sed exiienditure is ah.sorhed hy the jirovi- 
sioiis for the imiirovemeiit of the pay and prosiieets of the superior and 
suhordinat(> estahlishments. 1 do md deny the necessity of iminoving 
the pay and ])ros|iects of these .si-rviees, hut at the same time we must 
also see how mueh id' the revenue is swallowed uii liy ineieased salary or 
creation of new posts. 

Turning to education, we find that a sum of Bs. *)4,(M)0 will have to bo 
found for leave allowances for educational oflieers in England, and 
anothm- Bs. 94 ,000 somewhere in the Budget for leave allowances of 
otlicers of the Indian Medical Service. A pialtry iirovision of Bs. 40,000 
has been made for the increase of tlie j)ay of teai liers in luimaiy schools, 
over and above the sum of Bs. 1,00,000 for the im.i>rovenient of primary 
education in the mufassal — a provision which is likely to he interpreted 
as a mere mockery in comparison with the magnitude of the ilemand of 
40,240 schools in Bengal.

Tin' necessity lor educating* cultivators in 
im])roved and scientific im'ihods of cultivation is iiressino-. d'he need 
for mine money to s|H‘nd on sanitation and medical schemes is well- 
known and so on and so forth.” lie xvinds up hy saying, that it must 
not 1 k' assumed therefore that tlu' sum earmarki'd next year is anywhere 
lu'ar tlu' maximum. This is very disa])i>ointinf>- and disheaidenin^*-. To 
meet the hu^e (h'ficit of over Us. 2 erores, hy utilisino- the unsi»ent 
halance>. I'armarked as doles lor certain pur]K).ses, is hardly lair and 
inirtakes ol the nature ol a ” »ainhle.” The future is very gloomy, and 
without resort to fresh taxation and to the exercise of the horrowing 
i)ower which the new scheme^ f>ives us a “ boon,” I for one moment 
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caiiiiol think of uii.v wav to <j-t't, out of tins iinKhllo. To icsort to fn'sh 
taxation, for nifi'lino- the deficit in<»sll\ caused 1)V lavisli in llie salaries, 
IKUisions, et( .. on the ground of Ilia'll priees, etc., is not only not " fair," 
hut is ziiltnii in the worst sense of the term. Are not the tax-)ia\ers 
affected hv the i)re,sent economic strain':' Evidently the jiolicy followed 
is that of rolitiin^- retm to pay I’anl. Does it not show that the 
•• Keforms ” have < onie witli the costliest administ i at ion In other 
countries the word " Reform ’’ is always associated with the word 
retrenchment, ■’ hut here we liave tlie word “ exlravacaiice " associ- 
ated with it. 'Th(> homely proMuh " to cut the coat aciordin;.;- to the 
cloth," fhouc-h enihodyinp- a very plain and evident truth, has heeii 
('■iven a coni]ilete «-o-hy, hy tho.se wlio are res|>onsihlc for allowing' such 
vast exiiendlture in frivin^r " increase " to tie- salarii s of all the .services. 

It is verv easy to he oenerous with other iteople’s money, luiii iciilarly , 
when those other lH-oph‘ fiapiMUi to he dunih and inal 1 iciila te. 1 hej^- to 
Ollier my slrono'csl protest ag-ainsl the “ increa.se " allowed in this slate 
of our poor linaiici's, iiafticularly to the princidy salaries which all the 
hio-her-service-otlicers draw. The incieases allowed or ahoiil to he allow- 
ed to tile ministerial and menial esttihlishmenls, for eiiahliiie the men to 
keep their bodies and souls lo/r'elher, may he jiistitied. hut what have 
we to say with rejrard to the hi^ther and su].erior hram h(‘s of the serviees'r 
This to)i-heavy administration cannot stand lone-, wilhoiil liinihlinn' 
down, unless it is replaced hy " c/oe/icr ui/c/m /c.-." Even if we loidi to 
the vast undeveloped resources of the jirovitice, Ifiere is no dotihl that 
we shall Inive to spend lare-e sums (d money af the initial slaves id' the 
process of development, and " returns " are not fo he l■x|lected in the 
near future. The llon’hle ttie Einame Meiiiher, whose " ridiust ojiti- 
misni ” is really amazing, refers us to the " horrowine- jiower " eon- 
ferred u])on us, under the present arrangemmit , and a-.ks us to exen ise 
It on remunerative works. Huf in the same hrealh, he is ((uistrained 
to say that unfortunately our total im-ome is siifhcieiit to meet our recur- 
ring expenditure and, until this deficit is got rid of, we cannot use our 
hoiTOwing iiowers to the hesf mlvantagm A soiiml loan policy pre- 
siijiposes iirovision for a sinking fund, under which loans taken for 
specified ohjeefs will he paid off, hoth jirincipal ami interest, hefore the life 
of the iiroject comes to an end. Here the ground on which we stand is 
evidently vanishing away under mir leet. 

To come next to our iiower for inde|>endent taxation. A glance at 
the (lovernment of India Act will show that our ].ower in that direction 
is extremelv limited. In every direction we are ‘‘ crihhed, cahined 
and conKned," Besides the tolls or taxes which local bodies usually 
levy for local purjioses. there is very little for us. Schedule 1 of Hu- 
Act enumerates eight heads of taxes, which are within oiir competence, 
and the four out of those eight are not at all new and unexploited- only 
there are four kinds of taxes which this Council can imi>ose, to make two 

ends meet, namely— ( 1 ) a tax on betting or gambling (i'l a tax on 
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iidvcri isciiH'iil.s, (d) a (ax oii s, and (4) a tax on any sjHnified 

luxnv.v. K i.s ridiculous to tlonk of any of tlicsc taxes hein- resorted

ahlc hctwemi unc(|ual iiartncrs. 'I'lie maxim that “ notliinc- is unfair 
in love and war” lias the widest apiilicat ion in cases like this. 'Idle 
circiimslaiices loudly call for the immediate const itutiou and formation 
,,r a ” |{cli.'nclimcnl ( ’oiiimittcc ” with extensive powers to examine 
evm V detail of mlminist rat ion and to slice-, .st remedies for this impasse. 
It may he said Unit many of (lie heads of i-xiicndit lire, where retrench- 
ment may he possihh-, arc heyond our jurisdiction and competence, 
i'ivcn (here wc can recommend retrenchment ami voice |mhlic opinion, 
of which wc all- supposed to he an ore-aii — which in these da.\s ouf^ht 
to he irrcsistihlc. lleforc the final adoption of flic Ifiidcft, we want 
to have (he heiiclit of the r<-comnicnda t ions and succest ions of such a 
useful committee. The stahility and prosjierity of every hiisiiiess con- 
cern arc indicated In the ” Kcs.-rve funds,” which it can keep or niain- 
III, I oiil\ to meet cnierc-encies, hut also for tut lire developments. 
Here we have to look to our '' ojieiiinc and closinc ” halaiices. The 
opeiiilic halaiices, which have hceii drawn u]ion to meet the deficit and 
which have hei-n dcsirihed as ” unduly swollen,” represent earmarked 
doles, on spcciticd ohjccls. to which they were never apiilied. What- 
; , , , , i ti 1 i , OI Mii-ro nia\ he lor luei’linc 1 h(* d, ‘licit III the current 
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the f^-lorioiis jirivilec-e of ” horrowiiif,'- ” to oet ,mt of this hihyrinth. 
'I’his reminds me of a very common story current aniono us. relating 
to the case of a prodigal and spendthrift heir of a rich father. The 
heir was verv much incoii vcnieiiced hy the father not allow ing him suffi- 
cient funds to meet all his requirements and also liy a.sking grahhing 
money-lenders, not to lend any money to the heir-a]ij)aren t , on ])ain of his 
disinheritance. But as soon as (he father died, the proilig-al son started 
on his mad career of horrowing right and left, and had the candidness 
to (ell one of his coiiqianions: ” What a fine situation 1 1 can now get 

any amount of money hy sinqily putting my signature to a piece of 
pa])er ” (nieaniiig- notes of hand, etc.). Our jiosition is no way better 
than that of (he jirodigal heir. 

'I'liere is one sound husiness principle which is followed ex’erv where, 
namely, not to sihmuI a pice more than is absolutely neee.ssary. Of

1'li(\s(‘ includo analoinical acotomiiodal ion-- estiniai(‘(l cost Us. 15,000 
-^which is all we ask for at pre.seiil, hut this is really ureent as it must 
he provideil hy Sejdeniher Fst I'CM. so as not to interfere with .school 
work lu'xl wini(‘r vS(‘ssion. 

'I'he ineonie from fees has iiieieased from Rs. it.titid to Rs. 'J.a.IIDU in 
the last four years, l!tl7 difJl, and the cost per head to (iovernment 
has heen halved, i.c., from Rs. I 1(1 to Rs. 7(1. 

'I'he eiilare-ement really repre.seiits a new sidiool of over L'OO students, 
at a capital cost so far of ahoiit Rs. ’.i.a.dOd. The sum of Rs. 15,000 
more, for which wi- now ask, will only make the capital expemliture 
Rs. 40,000 and with a new e.xaniiiiatioii hall at Rs. 5(i,000, still undei 
Rs' 1,00.000. It costs Rs. .5.00,000 in caiiital expenditure to jirovide 
a new .school. Cur demands are, therefore, very small and eminenth 
eoonomical. 

It was enlarged. Sir, at the uif'eiit request of (Iovernment, and now 
we are only asking; that (loveinmeiit shall perform a small portion of 
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their part of the harguiu. ’I'lie education now gi\eii is snfVering to 
some extent, owing to the lack of a<'eoninio(lati(>n. Students have to 
sit in tlie congested rooms and tmtside in the ojh'Ii space and in tlie 
venindahs. 

/y — As regards the Dacca Ihiiversit.v ; 'I’he ainonni Inidgclcd under 
this head is insufticient, and in vii'w of t he reply whii h t iovei iiincnt 
f.ave to niy interpellation on the 7th Fehruary. viz., tliai the Dacca I’ni- 
versity will he in working order from .Inly next; 1 would linnihly reiinest 
(Jovernment to allot a suflicieni amount for the work wlii( h is essen- 
tially necessary to begin. It is hardly necessarx f(M me to point out 
that already the delay in my part td' the province has caused great 
disai>pointment, and it is only fit and pn»per that tin feelings ot East 
Heiigal should be a little more r(*spected in this niallm. “ Hope 
deterred inaketh the heart sick ” is a well tried maxim, and 1 would 
lieg to tell the Government that the working of the scheme should not 
be delayed a day longer, for we know that the Goveinment of India 
contributed certain amounts annually for this work and the Govern- 
ment (d Hengal is bound, and morally bound, to allot tin* amount which 
is just now ne(‘es.sary to give the wrirk a start. 1 am atiaid 1 (,innot, 
from till' j)a|K*rs circulated, make out as to what amount the tioviMii- 
nient id' India has given to the I’rovineial Government so far for this 
scheme, but 1 should md be surprised if a jiortion of the provincial 
balance spoken (d in the mde id the Hon’ble Finance Member is the 
iinsiieiit balanee of that amount, and it is only reasonable that Govern- 
ment should now allot sufficient funds for giving llie Fniversity an 
immediate start without any further delay. I do realise liilly the 
Iiresent financial position of (iovernment, and I fully sympathise with it, 
but 1 believe it will be conceded on all bands for dear reasons, that 
|.arsiniony in the allotment of sufficient funds for the Dana I niversity 
at this moment will not only be disastrous, but also an ad of bad faith 
to the jK'ople of East Hengal. 1 cannot imt it higher (ban that, though 
one must feel a bit surprised and disapi>ointed at tlie way in which some 
members have referred to this (piesl ion— East Hengal wants, and badly 
wants, sympathy, and md unkind words. 

Gur position is uniipie in the financial arrangements made by the 
Goveriimimt id India, and we have to cut our coat according to the 
cloth at our disjMisal. We are grateful to the Government of Hengal 
for the manly fight it imt up before the Government of India in this 
matter, but, strange to say, nothing came out of it, though the case tor 
Hengal was a very strong one. The MonUigu-Uhelmsford HeiKut pro- 
posed to levy the contribution on the basis of an all-round ratio ol the 
surplus of the budgets of the provinces. The Mission Uommittee 
rejected this plan, because it reproduces the exi.sting ine(|ua1ities of 
treatment, that the methods of arriving at normal exi>enditure were 
arbitrary, and did not take into consideration the needs of the provinces 
iu the coming years, and that economical inanagement and thiift on 
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the pari ol SOI...- of the provincoH were ])ei.alise(l. The new hasi-s for 
levy pi1< lie.l upon is the in.proveinent in the resourees us a result ol 
the' new x.arrange.neni. an.l it is . lain.e.l that it creates nun.nmn. dis- 
turlmn.s.. It is l.e.ause the ,.lan proceeds on the lines ot least resist- 
ance that the ('oniniittee’s re.-oininendation cannot he consideiei o .e 
prcatlv superior to the orifrinai scheme, lor many ot the detects o ii 
Lter are found in the former. The Uommittee did not recommend 
that additional lm,M-rial taxation should he resorted to in order te 
meet tl.e d<-ticit. on the .-omforlahle assumption that it would he 
TrroiiK to do so hecau.sc- the provinces liave a large margin, nhuh could 
he tapped. It is furtl.er pointed out tl.at .•ertain provinces, sucli as 
Madras the- United I’rovinca-s and Bcmgal. cannot digc-st the additiona 
funds all at onc e, and it will he unwise to leave witli them sue!, a large 
amount. Bengal puhlic o,. inion will undouhtedly rc>sent most strongly 
this reflection on their ability to manage their own financ.es. and it i.^ 
very regrc-ttahle. that having admitl.-d that Bengal has a lowc-r Ic-vcl of 
exiMMiditurc- than the- (’c-ntral Brovinc-es or other provincc.s, and tha her 
mn-ds arc- urge-nt and important, the Uommittc-e should have laid clown 
the fanciful and unwarranted pro,>osition that Bc-ngal c-annot lor somc- 
yc-ars find profitahh- inve-stme-nts for h.-r money. Another curious ami 
ohjec-tionahle faci must also he- mc-ntioned; an all round ratio on tie 
,-m'provc-cl rc-, sources is not. as one might think, proposed, hul speeia 
considc-ration is given to Assam, the Central Provinces, Bihar and 
Burma. The- arrangc-ment , therc-forc-, is dc-eply inicpiilous to Bengal, 
whic-h is c-allc-d upon to hear the exiK-ncliture of other imiiecunious 
provinc-c-s. The rate of standard c-ontrihution to he reachec six years 
henc-c- is naturally vitiatc-d hy the same hlemishcs which charac- 
terise the initial Ic-vies. A niimher of circumstances have heen taken 
into c-onsiclerat ion in arriving at the standard c-outrihution, i c-., tin- 
relative capiicitv of ilir provinces, iheir lesoiirces, induslruil (U'velop- 
ment, c-c-onomic- c-ondition, and prohahility of future progrc-.s.s c-tc-. 
But admittedly the figures are arhitrary and dely any intc-lligi > c- 
an-ilvsis The ciuestion of the ultimate aholition of contrihiilion is lui 
incidentallv rc-f.-rre-d to: while they say that the (iovc-rnme-nt ol 
India have such an idea, they warn the latter not to commit themselves 
definitedv ahout it. This is a most un.sati.-cfactory state ot aftaiis. 
m.ignancy is acldc-d to regret hy the long iiericd over wliu-h the pro- 
gressive dc-ficit is spre-ad in regard to the heavily taxed provinces. Ji 
is thc-refore perhai.s right to say that the committee have ailed in tlic- 
most essential part of their duty, that is, in attempting a lasting so u- 
lion of the prohlem. It is clear, the Imperial dc-fic-it is perfect > 
unnec-essarv, if it is iiievital.le, then the Government of India sliouhl 
imt.rove their own resources, which are eapahle of expansion unlike tlie 
nrovincinl sources of revenue. So long, therefoie, as the fiiiancia in 
justice to Bengal is not remedied. 1 think this Council should be on its 
guard a«d try to retrench expenditure as much as possible, liie 
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Proceedings of the Bengal Legislative Council assembled under the 
provisions of the Government of India Act.

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DISCUSSION OK THE BUDGET. 

Sotmor or laU-r. nay in Hu- very next Biulfrei, fre.sh faxes must he intro- 
duced, if the lueseiit administrative nnu hine is to move at all. There is 
no other way out of it. Even if the pmailiar financial i.osition of the i)ro- 
vinee he reconsidered, and we are fjrranted the jute exinul duty, it will 
simply mend tlie Budjr«*l as it is. No further developments will he possi- 
ble, and yet the ^Mants in the various de])artments, as we also feed, are the 
hare minima which ilis Excellency the Governor, after anxious consul- 
tation with the Memhers of his Executive Council and his Ministers, 
considers should he spent in the coniin^r year. A^min the jute e.xport 
duty, even if introduced, will not (ome up to the pre-war level, owiiifr 
to the iiKU-eased consunii>lion of raw materials in the loi-al mills, and 
fallin>' out of ohl customers. Any suhstantial increase of revenue from 
iiKwune-tax cannot he exjiected in the immediate future. Thus the pros- 
pect hefore us is either loan or fresh taxation. 1 know not whi.h is 
Worse. To carry the ordinary works of administration hy loan, with no 
immediate luosiiects for inerea.sed revenue, is out of the que.stion : while 
liny fresh taxation at the present moment will he ref'arded as a di.sasU'r. 

The hu^c deficit is imainly due to the increase in Salaries atid Estali- 
lishments, excepting the unavoidahle item of the jirovincial contrihu- 
tion. (•w'iii)' to a ^;eneral rise in the cost of liviiifr, the Goveri aieiit has 
lavi.shly incnuised the salaries of the hinher services, rcf-'ardless of the 
resources of those who will have to hear th(> hurden. 'J’he lower services 
and ministerial estahlishments reipiire much greater attention, hut no 
relief has yet been granted to them. In spite of a prosj.ective deficit in 
the Budget, the Government went on increasing the salaries. They 
should have for(>seen all the.se. more .so, specially when the requirements 
in sanitation and education an* considered. 

(ioming to the actual figures in the Budget, we find the di.st rihiit ion 
under 'rransferred and He.served siihjeets to he about .‘Sri per cent, and 
(ifi per cent., resjiectively, luactically the same as in the luevious years. 
The transferred gioujis contain the subjects vitally imiiortaiit for nation- 

building, and we confidently exiiected that, with the advent <)f the 

B.eforms, more attention would he paid to these dejiartments, which have 
been more or less neglected hitherto. In a province like ours, which is 
preponderatingly agricultural, sanitation, agriculture and ])rimary edu- 
cation should have the particular care of the Government; and, when the 
bread luohlem and the (piestion of luiblie health have been satisfactorily 
settled, much of tlie difficulties will he .solved. 

Under the Bevenue heads the estimated increasi* of 4 per cent, in 
Excise against (i iier cent, in the current year. 1 am afraid, will not mate- 
rialise. Out of a total of Bs. d crores in Excise, Its. 1 erore Td lakhs is 
exiiected from the sale of liquors, lieensi*, distillery fees, etc., and other 
excise drugs. I’hc major ]tortion of these is from country liquors, and 
about 70 per cent, of that is consumed in Calcutta and its surnmnding 
mill areas. But in view of the 4 days’ work system projmsed to be intro- 
duced in the mills and the vigjorous anti-drinking propaganda now

Is it because we are still expecting that we shari not be in need of 
iinjiosin^ fresh taxe.s, inasinui'h as tin/ (loverninent of Indni i.s ^oinjj to 
relent'' Instead of hoping against hope, is it not laitter that we should 
hue the situation straight!' Merely criticising the Budget, which cer- 
tainlv has its defects, .some reinediable and others not, is not doing pro- 
gressive or constructive work. If w(‘ can juit the Budget right, let us 
show :.ow Itiat can he done. If we mean to wait and see, let us do so, 
and carry on with the Budget as now luesented to us. It is idle to 
expect that the first Budget of a new (lovernnient will be acceptable 
in evi'i-y ri'spect and to every one. Only those who have the inisfortune 
to frame a Oovcrnment Budget know what an intricate matter it is, how 
intractable many of its factors, and .sometimes how almost imiio.ssihle. 
My considered opinion. Sir, is that we .should take the pre.sent Budget 
as our starling )>oini ; .set our ('omniillee of I'ublic Accounts to keep a 
strict watch over the year’s expenditure; add to our ex jimience cd the 
liraclical working of the Budget: .iiid thus preiiare oursidves for the 
time when we shall liavi* to make a new Budget tor the next year.

2,()(),r)00 is sjient annually, but the* income from these* farms <ioe*s 
not exce(*d Us. 2,00,000. That is to say, the elemonstrat ion 
farms, which were started to teach the* pe*ople* the* utility of introelucing 
improved metlmds of agriculture in the* country, aie* a source* eif loss 
to the public funds. Idmreforc the* jK‘oide will not be‘nefit liy this 
example, that is to say, th(*y wn)uld not take* to impie)ve*el me*thods of 
agrl(*ulture. 

We find no provision foi' the devehijmient of industrial soci(*tie*s on 
the co-operative credit systeun, or feir inelustiial and teehnic.al education. 
The bulk of the money jirovided for the purpose goes for direction and 
inspection, and nothing is left for the expansion of industries in Bengal.

The Hon’ble Sir HENRY WHEELER; It is not a fad that Anglo 
Indians aie dehaired tioiii ai)poinl nients in the Hengal Civil Seiviei*, to 
which the Meinhei picnsuinahly reefers. 
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the subject, I iuteiul to draw the attention of the Minister in charge ol 
Education to the deploralile condition of primal y school buddings in the 
inufa8.sal. It has been the policy of Oovernment to construct a model 

primary school buil.ling within each panchayat, union, and a good 

number of such school buildings have been constructed, and, in order 
to kee,. them in good ret.air, (iovernment pays certain amounts to 
the district board, and sometimes .some district boards do not get any 
amount at all. The lla.ishahi District Board, which used to gel 
Us t;,00(l a vear has not as yet got anything this year, daresaj 
that the amounts which other district boards are getting are too inade- 
, Plate to meet the increasing demands. In the detailed statement o 
the Budget, under the heading Building grants for colleges and schools, 

I find a luni], provision of Us. ;i,25,(KU). but do not find anywhere 
whether any portion of the siiiii would be devoted to grants lor primaiN 
.school buildings, and if so, how much y I hope that the Mini-terit 
charge of Kduiation will eiiliglitcn ns on the subject, and that, ik 
future, the grant for primary .sclioid buildings may be shown separately 
.so that we may coniiiari' the figures with those of the ]ircvious year. 

'I'lie reformed Madrasahs, having jirovided secular education witt 
religious education, have found favour with the Miihaniinadan people, 
and as far as my information go.'s, many punior Madrasahs ol the 
reformed tvpc have bi'en started in the miifa.ssal: and it is only fair and 
iirst that (iovernment .should hell, these institutions by giving suitable 
grants-in-aid. Mut under the heading Madrasahs the .same amount has 
been provided for the next year as in this year. 

Beaving aside the (piestion of education, let us taken into consider- 
ation the condition of the disi.ensaries in mufassal towns and villages 
and th(> j.rovision made for them in the Budget. As far as I know, in 
every headquarters of the district, there is a (iovernment assistant sur- 
ireon in charge of the disi.ensary, which is generally niaintained by the 
municipality. This a.ssistant surgeon has to dii all the legal medico 
work of (iovernnient, and some of the inunicijialities have been fortunate 
to get themselves ex<-mi)ted from jiaying contribution towards the pay of 
the assistant surgeon; but, in the case of others, this contribution, 
which is about Bs. 3,000 a year, is being realised with all rigidity, not- 
withstanding all entreaties to the contrary. The price of medicines and 
of diet of patients has considerably increased, and all these munici- 
palities find it too difficult to enable their dispensaries to make both 
ends meet. With the introduction of the Beformed Scheme, we were 
hoping that some relief will be givim to those municiiialities by 
exempting them from the payment of this contribution, but to our 
utter disaiipointment, we find that the old amount of Bs. 71,500 has 
been put down as the amount recoverable from municipalises and dis- 
trict hoards for assistant and sub-assistant surgeons. It is a strange 
irony of fate to .see that, while it has been found possible to provide 
Rb. 90,000 for the revision of the pay of sub-assistant and militarj

2,(100 to individual oflictus of tlu‘ higlu'r giad(‘s as vr- 
trospective pay. lltdrospectix e })ay imh'ed, while the l()vv-])aid oflicers 
are starving! A numb(*r of sclnumss has Ihmui givtui (dVtut to dining tlic 
current year, which might easily have wail(*d foi- another yeai, and now 
the Idnanci' Member tritvs to console us with woids: “ A vtuy la!g(‘ 
part of th(‘ t‘xp(Mis(‘s had btaui incurrtal btd'ore th(‘ jutvstuit ('ouncil camt' 
into being, foi‘ which this Council has no rtvsponsi bility . ” This is very 
poor consolation indetul ! This is just my complaint. Our liaiids havt* 
bi*eu tied without our consent, and we ait' now askt'd to look cht't'rful 
and ])ay. 

I shall now enumerate a few items of exjienditure, and seriously 
K'ljuest the (a)uncil to consider whether fht'st' itiuns cannot be postjioned 
till financial comlitions imiuove. Idrst, there is a projiosal for the nt‘W 
st'ttlement ()])erations to bt' started at Khulna, Murshidabad and Uirblmm 
at considerablt' expt'tist'. It is not ])ossiblt‘ to gt't tht' t'xact figurtvs. on 
account (d tht' way in which the Budget has b(*en ])rt‘part'd, but 1 think 
that th(‘ amount is considerablt' and thest* operations can tautainly be 
]>ostp()ned. 

Then, Sir, theie art' tht' paititions of the distiicts of Midnajiort' and 
Mymensing’h; 1 think tht'st' will c-ost Us. Id lakhs; tlu'st' can bt' ])ost- 
l)oned till next yt'ar, by which time we shall bt' able to judge if thest* 
])artitions are at all necessary. 

Then there is an item of Its. lakhs for tht' lesunqition of land at 
Kalimiiong. This is not a very uigent matter and can safely bt* kt'pf in 
abeyance. 

Then there is an item of Its. 5 lakhs for the Alms House for the 
District (!haritable Society. Thin can be easily jiostiiontHl. 


Then there is the Police Dejiartnient. Much has lieen said about the 
extra expense incurred in this l)t*])artment ; 1 net'd not go into details. 
1 shall try to take them up in the amt'iiding motions which 1 shall bring 
lip on the 4th. The additional pidice, for tin* ITildic Vehicles Dejiart- 
ment, is absolutely unnecessary; the activities of thesi* gentlemen, as is 
known to this Council, w^ere the cause of the recent taxi strike. J think 
we might rest content with w'hat we have just now. 

Then Rs. 88,000 has been jirovided for the price of a steam-launch 
for tile police to repla(*e the launch JxiTtct taken over by the military 
authorities. We do not know why Government has been saddled with 
this extra expense, and wdiy this launch has been taken away. Without 
this information we cannot criticise this item.

Is it fair to this Council, is 
it legal to say that the pay of the Ministers who are in charge of the 
transferred sulijects, is not goHig to he voted;-’ This is an irony ol fate 
indeed !

The lloii’hle Member has said that owing to war conditions only 
urgent and inevitable expenditure was ].crmittcd during the last four

than the war (oiiditiolis, so far as iinaiice is concerned. If we could do 
without these items for the last four years, 1 do not sec why we cannot 
wait lor another year or more. 1 beg to suggest that only urgent and 
unavoidable matters be taken up now, and that a revised Budgi-l be 
presented before this Council in the aulumii. If trade conditions 
imiirove, and, if we are able to get our just dues from the Governmeiil ot 
India by that time, we shall have amiile opportunity of sanctioning 
further grants then. l>et us not go ahead of our resources and make the 
Reforms a failure. 

Unless Government goes on and proceeds on these lines, 1 am afraid 
we may have to go to the painful necessity of refusing the whole Jfudget 

in toto. 


Is this the 
time to borrow money:'' The state of the money market is very well 
known. The liank rate is very high, and we know the very low price 
of the d and lU per cent. Government pajier. If we launch on a new loan, 
I am afraid we shall not he able to raise a loan at less than OJ per cent, 
interest.

You know, Sir, that the whole (*ouii- 
try goes umlor water .luring the rains, and the wbob- area is contamin- 
ated by diffusion of l.oison pent uji in (lovas and pools during tbe dry 
season' Even then “ water, water everywliere but not a drop to drink. 
After the annual bath in the rains, the country begins to Im.sk in the sun ; 
and by this time of the year the children of the soil are running mad 
from want of wab-r. The p.‘OI.le who are accustomed to a i-rofuse supply 
of water can hardly form an id.'a of the magnitude of the want in the 
mutas.sal. where tlie ji.'oph' consider it a bounty to have water from a 
tank, where a Calcutta gentleman would not allow liis .log to sip in. 
The,se conditions in tbe niufassal remind me of the well-known lines of the 
INusiau poet : —

A few months ago there was a circular Issued from ( iov.unment that 
the district boards should not 8].eiid their recurring income over the 
water-suiiply, tor which they should rai.se loans. If they have to j.ro- 
vide drinking wat(U- by raising loans, it is bound to be liitile in view 
of the vast demand. 1 know that the di, strict boards are not unmindful 
of the interests of the mulas.sal, and they are spending sums for the 
supply of water for the rural areas, but these are too small. The 
people in the niufassal Jiay the major ])ortion of the first revenue ol the 
province, and they are the p.M.]>le who contribute largely towards the 
exiiort duty on jute and stamps which items go to swell the financial 
revenue of the province, and Government should provide largely for the 
material prosjierity and the health of tliosi* iieojile. We find here that 
we are (piite disapiiointed at the grants for educati.in, but we have been 
reminded that we have got Its. 24 lakhs for iirimary education, and we 
know that this sum goes t.i swell the income of the district boards. 
|We find that the teachers in girls’ schools and maktabs are satisfied 
with an annual income of Us. 18. which you even cannot offer to a 
durwan. P’or a month even 1 submit that the provision of one lakh i.s 
too small, and that the people, who give a large portion of the first 
revenue of the province, are entitled to better treatment at the hands of 
Government. 

Then. Sir, as regards medical aid, there was a resolution moved a 
few days ago that every thana should have a .diaritable dispensary, 
half tlie cost being borne by Government and half by the district

is the eradication of malaria. Kv(‘rv yt'ur after the moiitlis of OctolxM 
and November, we meet our friends stricken with malaria, and malaria, 
cholera and small-pox are our nevei -failing;: fiiends, who are very n*ady 
to relieve us of all our anxieties in tins world. Where is the inone>^ to 
meet these expenses? We are t(dd that district lM)ards have ^-ot suili- 
cient money. I am sorry. Sir, that the district hoards ate conttuit with 
one anna in the rupee of the revtuiiu*. They liave ^ot incomes from 
pounds and ferries yet the revenue is too small to meet the ordinary t‘X- 
pens(‘s for the charges that liavt' been ])laced und(‘r tluun. 

Then, Sir, we lind in tlie Budget that no provision has h(‘(*n mail** 
for meeting the demands of tlie distrn t hoards. I am proud to say that 
the district of Pahna is the only district hoard which s]K‘nds th(‘ larg(*st 
])er(‘entage of the exp(*nditure on edm^ation of all the hoards of the 
jirovince. Tlie avcunge jicrcentagc* is something like jkm- cent., 

wiiereas the Pahna district hoard sjaunls about dS -,7 jH‘r cent . During 
tlu‘ time of the Eastern Bcuigal and Assam ( rovcunment there was a i>ro- 
gramme to jirovincialise all the technical schools of tin* jirovince and 
some of the schools, nann‘ly, Pangpui', Bakarganj and Bogra wane ])ro- 
vincialised. 1 submit that the Bangpur and Bakarganj district hoards 
have an in(*ome three times as much as the district hoaid of Pahna, hut 
tlie latttn- is left to hear the entire* hurch*n, tin* grant jueviously enjoyed 
being stoj)p(*d. I therefore* submit that this district hoard deserves 
syinj'atlictic ( (Uisidei'ation fiom the provincial (^o^ (*rnnn*nl . 

J shall lay the correspondence* which lias jiassed on the subject l)e*fore‘ 
(he ('ouncil. On the annulment of the partition oui* claims liavi* been 
ignore‘(l and we have been left to ourselves. On the 28th March, B)ld, 
the District Board of Pahna aiijilied to (iove*rnment through the Divi- 
sional Commissioner for a grant-in-anl, and the* Commissioner, in his 
memorandum No. 670, dated the 19th flune, 1918, forwairde'd an extract 
from a letter No. 782, dated the* 11th dune, from the InsjK'ctor 
of Schools, Kajshahi Division, to the effe‘ct that tin* authorities of the 
school may he i‘lease*d to move the Government for the proviiicialisation 
of the school. “ I beg to ])i*opose that the Pahna Technical School l>e 
provinriialised. ^ ’ That i.s the remark made by the* InsjHn^tor oi Schemls. 
After this, the district hoard, in its h*tter No. 1011, dated the 22nd 
December, 1913, forwarded the hoard’s resolution of a meeting held on 
the Kith December, 1913, to the effect that the board approved, with 
certain modifications, the scheme proposed hv Mr. C. 1. Henderson, 
Head Master, Dacca School of Engineering, recommending provin- 
cialisation of the school. Extract from Mr. Henderson’s scheme regard- 
ing the Pabna Technical S(diool is as below : I may mention that the 

uew Pabna Technical School scheme is the largest and most im|mrtaut 
yet proposed for any of the Bengal mufassal technical schools, and will 
come next to Sibpur and Dacca in point of importance.” Now, Sir, the 
irony of fate is, that not only have we been refused provincialisatioo, but

This deticil has been soujfiit 
to be met from the swollen l)alance of the previous years, whicli a^ain 
has been considered to be an altogether unsound policy. Th(‘ a])i)aliing 
deficit in the Bengal Budget was clearly foreshadowed by tlie Meslou 
settleineiit. It did not come to the (Government as a surprise. But, 
what did the (jrovi'rnmeni do at such a juncture to ])rovid(‘ against such 
an appalling deficit? They apparently went on (‘Xiianding thtur (‘xjien- 
(litiire altogeihei’, ri'gardless of tin* situation witii which they wt‘re faced, 
as if theii' expending capacity was as elastic as in previous normal years. 
Take for instance -on the veiy ev(‘ of the lU-forms and with the dismal 
shadow of an appalling deficit falling Indore them tln^y hastened to in- 
cri'ase the pav of the Brovinc'ial .lvx(‘cutive Service. With the same dis- 
ri'gard tlnyv havt* com(‘ to incriaise not only the ( Xpiuidit ui t* for tin* ,ludi- 
cial Service, which accounts for no h‘ss than Its. 9 lakhs in the expi'iiditure 
under dudicial administration, but also of tin* Excise Dej^arlment, at a 
cost of neaily Its. 4 lakhs ( Us. ;{,8r),000). All tlnvse iinpi ovi'inents, even 
if they wer(‘ nec*essary, ought to have Ixnm susjiended, jiending the changes 
that wer(‘ bound to come with the introdmdion of tlu' Itidbrms and the 
()])eration of Lord iMeston’s financial stdtlemmit. And now tin* r(‘sult is 
that tin* ex]Km(litine undei' tin* r(‘scrv(‘(l ln‘ads as sw<.lh‘n to (id pw cent, 
leaving onl\' 45 Iku- emit, for the minist(‘iial departnnmts. Thus the 
Ministei's are liandicapjied and tln*y aie forced to cut (heir (‘oat accoiding 
to their cloth. The ( iovernm(‘nt has no doubt earned coiisiderabh* ]»oj)u- 
larity with a certain section of the seivices, but tin* un fort una ti* Minis- 
t(‘rs, w’ho should have* been given a wider o]»portunit\ to givt* a good 
account of tliems(*lves, havt* i)e(‘n driv(‘n into a conn*!*, wln'ic* tln*y would 
l»e ])ound to put up with consid(‘i-able discontent and advei'se (uiticusm. 
Tiiis is a very lamentable feature of tin* Budget. The salaiies of the 
ministerial officers and the menial servants have long been tin* subject of 
hitter complaints, and 1 am of opinion that lluur liai'd case should liave 
received consideration loiig l)efor(* the cas(‘ of tin* siijiei'ioi of1i(M*rs, to 
which 1 have already nTerred. Tlie incr(‘m(‘nf given to tin* latter goes 
to swell their accounts wdth the Savings Bank, but the ])oor earnings of 
the former go to the groc(*r’s shoj), to which their chronic. indebtednesH 
drags on from month to month. In fact the Iteforms and the improve- 
ments seem to me to havi* l)t‘gun at tin* wrong end. I w(‘l(‘ome the jiro- 
vision of Us. 45 lakhs to meet the ca.s(* of these hard-worked ministerial 
officers and Rs. ^ lakhs for the improvement of the pay and prosjiect of 
equally ill-paid members of the Subordinate Ldueational Service, 
although 1 am not (piite sure if the latter provision will firing in ade- 
quate relief to the poor teachers, who have been so lamentably n(*glected 
for a long time. I now come to <lraw attention to a few of the new items 
of expenditure under the Budget. Foremost among these the increased 
provision of Rs. 27 lakhs for the im|)rovement of the Police loom.s very 
h^rge. Not long ago considerable expenditure had been incurred for the

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improvement of Ihi.s seiviee, but even eonceaing that further improve- 
ment is necessary, T wouhl uiife tlieir suspension or curtailment in this 
year of extreme difticull.v and at tlie very outset of the reformed adminis- 
tration. The contemplati-il improvement can safely be deferred 
for at least one year to enable the Oovernment fairly to maintain it.s 
eiiuilibrium. 1 have notiied that a i.rovision has been made of 
Rs d IH 000 for raisine house-rent and acquiring land for the sertreant.s 
of the’calcutia I'oli. e (db.OOO t ‘i.Sd.OOO) and of Rs. 2,75,000 for the revi- 
sion of the rates of pav of the Inspectors of Heiiffal Pidice. I contess 
1 ,,uite fail to understand why specially tin- first elaborate ,)rovision has 
been found so ur-ent at this moment. The.se may very well be deferred 
for the pre.sent. 1 also take exception to the lai'Ke increase made in 
the Secndarial (>stablishm<-nt. If an additional Secretary be at all nece.s- 
sary, 1 do not .see why a number of Deputy Secretaries and Assistant 
Secretaries should have be.en found .so ur^'ent as to lie incorjiorated in 
the Rudeet under the pre.sent financial difficulty. In this year of hardship 
there is naturallv a cry for increment all round. Rut at a time, when we 
cannot make the two ends of the Rud--et meet, an altof-ether novel act 
of frenerosity has been shown by the Oovernment by juovidinf? Rs. 1 
lakhs tor increinent of small jiensions. 1 am not without sympathy for 
the.se ])ension-h<d(lers. but there are eipial if not ftreater hardshij.s of a 
vast iiojuilation outside the jiale of puldic seivice, and no tTOvernnient 
can by doles of srant brinp relii'f to all its suiferiiif? subjects, and w’hile 
there are pressin>r demands for the nation-lmildinfr di'partnients, which 
we cannot meet, the.se new and unexpected and unurfved-for provisions 
should not have been pratuitously offered. Let us be just before we 
can be pencrous. 


Now, if all these items to which 1 have drawn attention were to be con- 
sidered and cut down, 1 think a saviiiffs of nearly Rs. 50 lakhs 
niifrht be olitaincd,. which will be available to the transferred subjects. 
This additional prant will (amtainly strenpthen the hands of the popular 
Ministers to a considerable extent and enable them to j.ut forth some sub- 
stantial work under the comiiip Riidpet. 


Apainst all this 1 hep to point out that a very small provision has been 
made for primary education in the mufassal. One lakh of rupees under 
this head doe.s not bear testimony to our earnest desire to improve and 
develop prima'.v education in a vast province like Renpal. It is 
notable that a provision of over Rs. 3 lakhs has been found for the improve- 
ment of siie and establishment of only 4 schools in Calcutta and 2 schools 
in the hills. I find no indication in the Budget that it is contemplated 
to take any steps towards the inauguration of a system of vocational 
education, for which a resolution was recently adopted in this Council, 
and some sort of assurance also given by the Hon'hle Minister for Edu- 
cation. I do not see that any appreciable provision has been made for 
water supply and drainage in the rural areas. Vast projects may be

90,83,000) while liveis and 
channels, kinds and tanks in the remote villag(‘s are being silted up and 
the scouige of malaria is spreading fast and wide aiiiiilst di‘cimatc<l ai’cas. 

J earnestly suggest tliat laige grants should lie inad(‘ to district boards, 
inuniidimlities and unions to biing home to the jieojile the atUmtion we 
aie giving to their hard lot and harder (conditions in lib*. It has betui 
said by the Ilon’ble tin* Finance Member that “agricultural ih'velopments 
also have rec(‘iv(‘(l ade(|uate attention.”

It largely contains provisions for additions to 
buildings and inciea.se of salaries. No one can grmlge the increase ot 
salaries in view of the abnormal rise in prices of toodstufts and clothing, 
but we should have liked to see included in it provisions for several 
useful and urgent schemes to the exclusion of less important projects. 
None of the departments under tlie Ministers appear to have received 
suflicieiit attention. The small amounts that have been included are 
wholly inadequate. Were there no useful .schemes ready, prepared by 
the various departments that could have received the approval of he 
Ministers’" Having regard to the important subjects in the hands of the 
Ministers the i.ercentage allowed them, as against that allowed to the 
Members, appears to be ridiculously low, if we want these particular 
departments developed and not to remain in the state they are in now.

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Recommendations of the Calcutta Communications Committee.

In his spe(‘ch introducing: the Budpi't, the Ilon’ldt* Mr. Kerr remarked 
that so far B(*np-al had bet'u in the position of a youn|n: man in the pos- 
session of a fine estate, but limited in repaid to his expeiiditurt* to the 
annual sum allowed to him liy his puardians, and he conpratulated the 
Province on its rel(*ase from tin* tinamdal h'adiiip strinps of the (fovern- 
ment of India. Mr. Kerr ajiiiears to have taken a too o]itiniistic view of 
th(' situation. He seems to havi* forpottim that no considerate and duti- 
ful puardian would vser be a ])arty to an arranpement, which provides 
for his ward, when he comes of ape, an income which, as has been the 
case with the Budpet befort* us, falls far short of his expenditure*, tlie 
scale of expenditure having ])ractically been fixed at the instance of the 
so-called guardians. 

We have this year the good fortune of having at our disposal an 
opening balance of about three crores and a half. This balance will 
help us in meeting our deficit for 1921-22. The year, however, if* 
expected to close with a dwindled balance of Its. 52 lakhs only. This 
diminished balatice might be further reduced, for it is feared that the 
expectations as regards increase of revenue might not be realised. The

The mon- 
soons are ecjually dubious and doubtful factor, and nobody desires an 
increase in the excise revenue. The financial ]>rospi‘(*1s of t>ur Province 
appear, therefore, to be such as to cause the most serious mis^-ivin^ in 
the minds of those who an* anxious that Bengal should now launch on a 
well-considered proprrumme of social rr‘Const luction and reform. 

It is to be rioted that the budg‘(‘t(‘d (‘X]>endit un* foi far 

exceeds the annual exjienditure of any ])ast y(‘ar and that the estimate 
for the coming year is higher- than tin* i-(‘vised estimate' of the current 
year by over* two crores and a half. A substaniial part of this ineieast' 
is due to additional expenditure' foi* e*an ving ein the* eirdinary weirk of 
administratiori. The de'ficit will thus ('ontinue', and tlu'ie' will be no 
surplus to fall back upon, wheui the time' foi the' framing of the next 
budge't comes. Unle^ss, ther-efore', we' are* ju'ovide'd with funds fi-oni 
some other- sources, the*i‘e will be no course' left to us for meeting even 
our- ordinary expenditure than to imjiose' fie'sh bui-eh'iis on tin' tax-paye'r, 
what to say of expenditur-e feir sjiecial pi-ojee ts for imju-oving tin* general 
condition of the iieojile. 

There are' three ways in whicli the financial r*e*sour-(‘(‘s of llengal 
may be improved. ^Fhe'se' are*: firstly, fresh taxation; se'condly, provision 
of funds by bor-r-owirig ; and, thirdly, inducing the' (iove'r iime'nt of 
India to augment the share of leve'nue tliat has heen allot te'd to Be'ngal. 
hhesli taxation appears to me to he unt hinkahh' at tlu' ])re'scnt moiiu'nt 
for a varie'ty of i-easons e'specially afte'i- the ne'vv ])i-o])osals of tin* tiov- 
er-nment of India. In the fii’st insiama', any imposit ion of fie'sh hurdens 
on the tax-paye'r would ])r’(‘judice' the succe'ssful working of tin* Ib'forms 
liy creating distrust and suspicion in the jnihlic mind, h'liilhe'r the 
taxable e;a])acity of the' pe*o])le' Inas, in the* e)])inion of many compe'te'iit 
]>(‘rsons, reached its fnrthe'st limits. Tln'ii, it has lo he* home' in mind 
that it is never prudeuit for ariy (love'i-nme'ni lo le'sorl to such a course' 
for tile purpose of carrying on the orelinary wor k eaf administrat ion. 
The' Finance Member has e*x])laine‘d that, until the' })itsent eh'fie-il is 
got rid of, we (‘aiiriot use erui" hernerwing powe'is to the* In'st ad\antage‘. 
Ih'sides, owing to the existing cemdiliem erf the* morje'v rnaike't this 
cannot he considered to he a siiitahlc lime* for floating loans. The* only 
[)ossil)le solution of our- present eliflie nlly lies, thercioi’c, in the aderp- 
tioii of the third course. Ih'iigal can ve'iy justly elaim for- he'ise*lf the* 
proe’eeds of the income-tax as alser Ihe* dut\ em jute, which is entirely a 
provineial source of revenue. This would afteuel the neeuled re'lie'f to 
Bengal 

It is very unfortunate that the* projrortion of expenditure on the 
reserved subjects has been kept unduly liigh while that on the trans- 
ferred subjects is unduly low. While thei’e has lie'e'ii a consielerahle 
increase in expenditure* on (ieuieral Adininistratiori, .lustice, Police*, and 
(hvil Works, there is not any real increase in expenditure on Education, 
Sanitation, Agriculture, Industries, etc., which have very projreidy been

A careful si'rutiny of the figures will 
sluiw that the lludg,'!, in fa,'l, pho'es the departments, over which our 
Ministers preside, in a wor.s,' position than that in which they had been 
under the oh! rn/imr, for an increas,' in the staff and in the emoluments 
of officers do,'s n,.t constitut,' any real advance. Even in this year of 
stringency anil special diffii'ully, when we are faced with a huge deficit, 
funds ai.pear to have been freely providi'd for departmi'nts, which have 
HO far enjoved more atti'iition and care than either the funds at the 
disposal of Government or the circumstances permit. No new or impor- 
tant scheme for the improvement of the general condition of the people 
has been undertaki'ii. So long as funds are not made available for the 
proper development of the transferred departments, the Reforms cannot 
be expi'i'teil to be lonsidercl by the jicople to be a reality. 

Besides the provision by the Government of India of suitable funds 
for Bengal, there is another way in which it is possible for the authori- 
ties to avert the financial danger that threatens our Province.

If we make a comparison between the 
exiH-nditure in l!»n-18 and the expenditure which we 
to incur this year, we find a diffmence of about Rs. ..4 lakhs. 
In Exci.se, too, we find a hip difference in expenditure; in Stamps, 
Forests and everythinp; and particularly when we look at the parti- 
culars of the General Administration, the difference stands at more than 
Rs 11 lakhs Then, when wa* come to the Adininistration of .lustice, we 
find that the difference is Rs. 40,48,00(1. One of the items which 
struck me most in this connection, was the settiiiR ajiart of a certain 
amount for the .Tudpes of the Ilipli Court. Under this item we find 
that in 1019-20 the amount was Rs. 7,18,754, in 1920-21, it tas 
Rs. 7,44,000; hut this year it is Rs, 7,84,000, ConsideriiiR the Rradual 
increase that we are makiiip in this direction, I think that very possibly, 
the lawyer-memh«-rs pre.sent in this Council have a very good chance 
of becoTning Juflpfes of the High Court. a

Tlnvst* are for new^ schtunes, Init, Sii\ we have to 
K'meinbei- that wo* have met iiiidcM' tin* a*gis of the Uelbrms; w’e are 
jilcdged to tlie (Tovcrnment and the people, to sto* that the Ueforms are 
a real success. In order to make the U(*forms a success we ought to 
he in a ]>osition to grant sums necessary to bring the jieople out of 
ignorance, and to teacli them to be able to n‘alis(* their rights and 
rt‘s])onsibilities. Sir, w^e ktiow* that nothing w*hatsoe\(*r has \el been 
done to ameliorate the condition of the toiling millions. If the nation 
livi's in huts, wdiat is it that wo* have done for them? Have W(* enable<l 
tin*m to come out of ignorance? Have wo* enabh*d th(*m to grow' sutti- 
oently on the soil, so that they may live well? No, nothing has \vi 
heen done, it is our duty, it is the duty of ev(*rv human being to do 
all that lies in his powo*r to u])lift the masses, and for that, th(*s(* small 
sums w'hich have been provided in the Budg(*t are not all adeipiale; 
very much more is nec(‘ssary. And what, should w<* do fnsi ot all, 

vve have to demand to g(‘t hack the tax on pite; wc should tiy to tax 

luxinies, cinemas, theatres, tlie race courst*, and with all tin* mom*\ that 
wo shall be able to get by these means, wo* shall amjdy he al)h‘ to u])lift 
the masses, if this amount be not suffi(‘i(‘nt , tlien on the s(*curity 
of the amount. 1 think it should be our duty to raise loans in (irder 
that necessary measures aie taken. We should not hesitate, and out 
tioverinnent should be alert, and so sliould our Ministers. Tin* time 
allotted to me is very slioit, and in order to finish, 1 shall read a few 
lines from the farewell address of llis Royal Highness liie Duke of 
ronnaiiglit. Sp(‘akiiig of tin* message he would take to the peojde of 
Kngland he says: “ What message can I take back to England? I 
shall say this, that a greater effort must be made in England to under- 
stand and afvpreciate the Indian point of view. I he voice oi India has

Babu JATINDRA NATH BA8U: 11 1 may not agree with the way 
ill which the fuiuls liave been allocated in the I'diianoial Slutement, 1 
cannot but congratulate the Hoii'ble Einance Member tor the lucid way 
in which he has iiresented this statement to us. He has been ol great 
help to us in liis endeavour to exi>lain to this Council how to under.stand 
the Einaucial Statement, lie has shown us clearly the heads, Iroin 
which the income is derived tor the provincial Government and the 
heads ot expenditure. There was one matter which 1 looke.l tor, but 
did not hnd, viz., he has not indicated in the statement what has been 
done to reduce expemliture. In ordinary business concerns when the 
e.vpenditure exceeds the in.a.me, there is a reduction either ol branches 
ot the business or ot eslabli.shmeiit, and in such other ways; but we do 
not see in this Financial Statement as to how the Finance Member, has 
sought to meet the situation. This is a principle, which is recogiirscl 
in administrative linaiice, and has been indicated by Mr. Hailey in hi> 
siieech delivered in the I icgi.slati ve Assembly yesterday. With yoiii 
permission. Sir, 1 will read a short extract from that siieech. 

Hut Uie fact romuins that wo have lieen outspomling our inconie and 
unless we take (airly steps to make hotli ends meet we shall assuredly find somier 
later that, with our revenues mortgaged and our credit imi.aired, not only mil the. 
he no money for the development, moral and material, wlii. li Jiulia so greatly needs 
hut it will even he diflieult to carry on the administration at its present level m 
efficiency. To retrace one's steps uphill is never a pleasant ])roc<'ss l.ul it is a pie 
cess which must he followed hy every country which is determined id set its finances 
in order. 1 lay down two propositions as elemental and e.sseutial. in the first pla.e 
we must either hy decreasing our exiienditure, or hy increasing our revenue or v 
a combination of both measures, make our accounts balance, in I hi- ne.U Jilace, n 
BO far as we are not able to fund our floating debt or a rea.sonahh- portion ol o.ii 
fiduciary note issue in our long-term loans, we must also direct our financial polii i 
in such a way as to replace from revenue tlie deficits, which we have ho<-n financing 
bv the expedients which 1 have mentioned. For, camouflage the situation how u 
may, no country can continue indefinitely to live on its overdrafts; even 
to attempt to paper over the chasm between revenue and expenditure hy the p • 
process of printing currency notes. 

This is wluit the Fiiuuice Member of the (fovernment of India sa>s. 
and 111 the Govenimeiii of India they have a muc.b greater advaiitug. 
tbaii we liave here, becau.se lliey liave .sources of revenue not 
onlv elastic but of an upward tendency. Customs have been taken awa> 
from us; we all expected now that the war is over, trade would reviw 
and customs would nicrcasc. So also with income-tax ; that has also 
been taken tiwav bv tlie central Government. In Bengal the sourco 
of revenue are mostly inelastic; land revenue is ali.solutely stiff, excci't 
in khas mahuls which are not very wide in Bengal, and for the stiflncss 
I must sav that we owe it to the way in which the bureaueracy manage' 
the administration from the elo.se of the eighteenth century to the present 
dav It Wits prohahlv necessary at the time, when the country had " 
be'aettled and landholders bad to be pacihed, but it is wholly unnecessary 
at the present day.

,l,.e<l is utilised throuKliout. So that Government loses the ad 
valorem duty on 20 transactions and gets a revenue duty on one trans- 
action only. As 1 have alrea<ly said, a very large amount of share 
husiness is done in ('alculta, and if some method can he devised to 
enforce iiayinentid duty on each transaction, a large amount ol 
revenue is likely to he realised. There is also one method by which 
„ui revenue can he icalised by stamps. There are a large 
numlK-r ol awards under the Indian Arbitrat'on Act and also 
under private agreemeiits. These awards are filed m 
courts and bv virtue id' legislation, instead of going through any hearing 
in (•ourt, they have the force of decrees and can be execuled immediately. 
When a party goes to a (aun t and files a suit, he has to pay an ad raioTeni 
duly on the amount of his ( laim ; while in filing the award he has simply 
to jiay, jtrobahly 8 annas in (auirts outside Calcutta and lls. 2 in the 
High Court and in courts inside (Calcutta; and, although the aiiaid may 
be hir lls. lakhs, the jiarty gets the wlnde miu hinery of the judi- 
ciary to ludp him to reali.se his dues. If an ad valorem duty is imposed, 
having regard to the large increa.se of commercial tiamsactions, some 
amount of levenue may be realised in that way. 

Then theie is the question of death-duties which has already attrac- 
ted attention. It is an exceedingly difficult problem, having regard to 
the intricacies of the Ilindu and Muhammadan law; hut 1 think on a 
carefully considered idaii the law may be made to agree with the require- 
ments of the public revenue. 

In regard to the ex|>enditure on Forests, as .shown in the statements, 
it did not appear to me that there was any expenditure which might 
be .said to be rejnoductive. There is nothing like afforestation 
or the introduction of useful trees or anything of that kind; and we all 
know that Jhmga.1 is nearly denuded of forests excejit the Chittagong 
Hill Tracts, the Sunderbans, the Darjeeling district and parts of tlic 
Duars. We have apparently no forests, although forests bring in a very 
big revenue to the United Provinces and Burma. 

It has been repeated over and over again, in the course of the last 
feiv days that our administration is top-heavy; 1 do not want to repeat 
it again, but 1 find, on looking at the e.xpenditure on 
industry, that there is going to he a Secretary and staff. It is a no" 
department and W'e have a Diiector. What necessity there is of having a 
Secretary is not quite apparent. Private business firms would think 
twice before having a staff like that in stringent times. 

There is also some expenditure on military assistant-.surgeons. 
If they are military assistant-surgeons and employed on military duty 
the expenditure .should go td the central revenue; but if they are in civil 
employ, probably, the expenditure should be debited to Bengal. Tht) 
Financial statement does not, however, show it.

If this project be earned into 
effect, it will improve sanitation, agriculture and communication. I 
hoiie a liberal grant will be made for this purpose. The people ol the 
interior of I'aridpur suffer much for want of medical aid. as there arc 
few good <diaritable di,si.ensaries. 1 do not know what would l»ave been 
the fate of the poor jieople, if the mission dispensary at Orkandi did 
not exist Some of the villages of the Kasiaiii police station have been 
alino,Ht depopulated by malaria and influen/.a. The number of daily 
patients at the Orkandi Mission Di.sjicnsary rose to several hundreds. 
I'therefore hois' that adeipiate provision will be made for medical rebel 
in the district of k'aridpur. 


Dr. JATINDRA NATH MOITRA: Many have been the speeches 
and se'veral have heen the comments on the Budget, and 1 think mine 
will be the last straw that will break the camel’s back as I fully realise 
that all the members of the Council are very much tired at this late 
hour. It is really a sad siiectacle to find that our iirovince cannot make 
two ends meet without drawing on the unspent balances of the past 
years, and it is also deplorable that whatev,-r increase you make in your 
exiien’diture, vou are unable to face tin' vital (piestion of sanitation and 
medical relief of the I'ountry with that amount of attention which they 
eminently deserve. Kavages of malaria and cludera and many other 
preventible diseases exact a toll, the like of which can hardly be con- 
ceived by any other civilised country. But it is curious that the allotted 
sums, however paltry on the above sul.jects in previous years, could not 
at all be spent, as schemes did not fully mature! 

Coming to the Boliee, may 1 know what has been the urgent necessity 
of budgeting Rs. 2,8:1,000 for acquisition of land for married sergeants 
of the Calcutta I’olice, and would the Government really justify tlic 
increase of Its. 64,50,000 in course of only 4 years on the Depart- 
ment of Boliee alone? But whether you make any mcrement or not in 
this department, the net benefit practically remains the same. Goondanm 
is still as rampant in Calcutta as 20 years ago, and detection of criiuc 
and criminals no better.

As a medical man 3 have* geit a lt‘w suggestions to offer for the 
improvement of sanitation. (ii an ting that the* resources at our dis- 
]>osal are inaderiuate, inst(*ael ot ])]oviding crumhs te» all the* districts 
togethe*!', I weiulel like tei take* u]> the* epie^stion eil sanitation one elistnct 
at a time, and a large ])art of the available* resources should l>e elireedcel 
to that district alone fe>r that year. It is thus that malaria can he 
checked, if not entirely ])revented, throughout tlie province in the course 
of 25 years; otherwise even 125 years will not mend matters. 

To check cholera in the rural areas senmis te) me to he a com})arativel\ 
easy task. You know, Sir, that chedera is principally a water borne 
disease, and provision of goe>d drinking water will efficiently mitigate 
the incidence of this disease. If all our village unions he compelled 
to provide at least one deep well for public use, every year^ I am sure 
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Malaria in Manikganj.

Sir, us ro^^nl]*(is tlie provision for medical education in Bengal, I am 
aware that the acconiinodation and re.sources are exceedingly inadeiiuate 
in the existing medical colleges of Calentta, considering ihe largi' num- 
ber of candidates for admission, and instead of two medical colleges, 
another two colleges should be iirovided for by raising the status of the 
Existing medical si liools at Sealdah and Dacca and the Mayo Hosiutal 
and Sambhoo Nath famlit llosj.ital should also have a medical school 
attai hed to them, as also the districts having first grade arts colleges, 
such as, Chittagong, Ba.jshahi, Mymensingh. Nadia, Hooghly, Barisal, 


etc. 

Turning my attention to my own district (Faridpur), 1 am grateful 
that ( jrtvernmeiit has done something for opening the Madari])ui Bil 
route, but the drainage of Chaiidana and the removal of .silt from it.s 
junetion with the I'admu will imjuove the health of at least a lakh of 
the population, and my ajipeal to Government is to give early attmitnin 
to this. Our regret is, Viowever, that the Government has eyes which 
see not, and ears which do not hear, and some specialists are necessary to 
bring them to their senses. 


Mr. KRISHNA CHANDRA RAY CHAUDHURI: I regret 1 do not 
find any item in the edmation grant for providing any kind of instruc- 
tion for our working (dasses. Evening schools and institutions for 
working classes have ]ilayed a great jiart in Euroiie and Japan. In 
fact technical education of a very elementary type, .suitable to 
each particular industry, will mark a new epoch in real industrial edu- 
cation of our province. Once the Government decides on this, they 
will no doubt get plenty of finamdal support from owners of industries, 
who are equally anxious to see our workmen acquire knowledge ol 
technique. 1 can assure the Ilon’hle Minister in charge of Education 
that the cost will not be heavy, and will be more or less supplemented by 
donations and sub.scription.s. As an alternative the Government 
can induce factory owners to inaugurate evening class or Sunday classes 
for the benefit of the employees. 

Referring to the grant for industries on page 122 of the estimate, 1 
find the usual item of fisheries recurring from year to >ear. Sir, 1 
have personally done my bit for this Industry as a commercial man 
and have had occasion to criticise the usefulness of this department. 
Many of you are aware of the dramatic origin of this department 
beginning from the purchase of the Fishery Trawler " Golden Crown 
and the luxurious steam launch for discovering Fauna of Fish in the 
Bay of Bengal and Sunderbans. Sir, these scientific researches could

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specially ei.couragcd. Ii. villages, not only a considerable number of 
boys can attend schools from tlieir f)wn homes, but, owing to 
known hospitality of Bengal, a large number can also find comfortable 
homes in inanv families— sometimes for nothing and sometimes only at a 
nominal fee, and this even th<-y can pay in the shape of teaching com- 
paratively well-to-.lo-hoys. Even off-hand I can name several schools, 
which, with a little occasional ludj) from the Education Department, can 
he made ])erenniall v beneficial to a large section of the iK^ople. 

In the third jdace, in the matter of Focal Self-Government a pure 
imlicy of non-inteilVien.e with district boards and other local bodies 
will not do. In the constituency which I have the honour to represent 
in this House, namely the subdivisions of I'iro.ipur and Patuakhali. to mv 
great surprise, 1 have found that some villages have more roads, bridges 
and tanks than are necessary and there are villages too, and their num- 
ber is considerable, where not a single road or bridge is to be found. 
It is desirable that the Tlon’ble Minister for Focal Self-Government 
should look into the matter, and issue instructions, so th.at this glaring 
irregularitv mav be a thing id' the iiast as soon as i>ossible. 

Next, it is md stated in the Budgrt as to how nimdi money has been 
speciallv albdted for Muhammadans and the liackward idasses. And 
in connection with this point I should like to |.ut the case of the back- 
ward classes at .some length. So far as (fovernment is concerned their 
demands are vmy fiov. A few hostels here and there, a few .stiiiends heic 
and there, a few disiieiisaries here and there, a few grant.s-in-aid in those 
Idaces where they burn their own bricks after flic day’s toil, in order to 
meet the demands of the Education Dc])artment that for certain hours 
of the day the young boys must sit in an airy and hygienic building if 
they want education at all — some representation in the administration o( 
the province, a little ndaxation of the Bengal Tenancy Act, so that they 
may remain assured in the enjoyment of the small pieces of land whirli 
their forefathers took years to cultivate and f'ei'tilise and with whidi 
their very soul and heart is associated— these are all their demands, ami 
surely these elenumtary needs no Government, not to say of the highly 
civilised Government under British rule, can deny. A noble-hearted 
Englishman whose name is all the more wmrthy of resi^mt, as he has 
chosen to keeji himself in secret, has contributed a sum of Rs. .W.OOO 
for the education of the backward clas.ses. This noble example of a 
generous son of Great Britain ought surely to awaken the Government 
to their sense of elear duty. 

In this connection, I should like to submit that a real responsible 
Government, capable of withstanding any storm, cannot be established 
until and unless there has been an all-round progress of all classes. 
A nation like nature abhors artificiality. By merely swinging the 
pendulum swiftly from outside you cannot advance the hands of the 
clock permanently. And indeed even the whole machinery might get 
wrong to the great detriment of the best interests of the country. H

|ir()sp(*rit.y conn s. A lakh of ru]H‘(*s onl\ has been provided for jiiiniary 
education, although juimary education may be said to la* a panacea for 
most ol the ills, which tin* masses art* ln*ir to, as decreas(*d mortality 
and improved agricultuic* ait* bound to follow in its wakt*. Thousands 
die iinnually oi lueventiiih* d!s(‘as(*s, and it is no coiuplinn‘nt to tin* nn'iin 
lu'isof a civilis(*d (iov(*rniuent that they look on this scene with indiffei- 
ence and with an easy eonseienct*. 

It is jdeasing to note that juovision has b(*(*n made for increnn*nts in 
the salaries of ministerial officers and t(‘ach(‘rs of schools. Bevisioii of 
salaries was long oveidut*, but it is a ]uty that it was begun at tin* 
wrong end. Those, whose bank balanc(*s wa*re ind augnn*nting as 
before, were given increments first, and those* who wen* fac(*d with tin* 
pros])ect of one meal a day came afterwaids. Would it not have b(*en 
better, if l)oth the increments were given simultaneously fiom the in*xt 
y(‘ar? Better late thaTi lu’ver, and let us h(»}>e that the increments to 
the salaries of ministerial ofideers and teachers will be adeejuate. 

I am afraid nearly double the amount juovided for ])rimary education 
has been and will be sjient on the Ban f/fihasi defamation case now j)(‘nd- 

in the High Court. The case was brought to vindicate tlie character 
an Inspector of Police. So great was the stake that money was and 
being freely spent, as if the Goveriiinent thought that their *'ery 
f'xistence wa.s jeopardised by the comment of a fifth-rate newspaper. It 
^ould have been better if the Government had (X)nducted the case with 
Hn eye to economy in view of the hard times which were approaching.

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It is pratifyirig to find that Government have at last thought fit to 
di8i.o8e of khas lands in the Western Dooars with tea leases on receipt 
of a salami. The Hasimara plot of about 1,200 acres fetched a salami 
of Its. l,;i(i,000 at a time when the tea trade was experiencing the utmost 
depression. If the Government had pursued this policy from heforc 
then there would liave been no hearthiirnings, and at the same time the 
Government, would have been the gainer. 

Most of the lands and the climate of the Duars are fit for the cultiva- 
tion of tea which is undoulitedly a more valuable crop than paddy. But 
the woes of the purchaser begin, when he apidies for conversion. The 
<lue,stion of adaptability of the soil and climate is frequently lost sight 
of in upholding the Government iiolicy of not restricting the cultivation 
of paddy which is alnindantly grown throughout Bengal, and which may 
be and is easily imiiorted by rail to supidy local wants. Would it not 
b(‘ better to aliow conversion on iiaymcnt of a fixed salami per acre for 
the cultivation of tea, and earn a little revenue? 1 hope the TTon’ble 
M(‘ml)er will consider tho iiiafler. 

The other aspects of the Budged have been thoroughly discus.sed by 
the other Members. I will just oiler a few remarks. The entire revenue 
from railways is taken by the Central Government, hnl the cost of the 
Railway police amounting to Rs. 7,15.000 will have to be borne l.v this 
Government. Would it not be fair to ask the Government of India tii 
contribute a moiety at least of the cost of the police? Similarly the 
revenue for income-tax is taken by the central Government. But it 
does not a|>pear that the cost ot realisation ot thc' tax is paid by them 
Would it not be fair to ask the Government of India to contribute b> 
per ceiit. of the revenue as cost of realisation?

1 would 
ask, what is the utility of asking the people to share in the goveinmenl 
of a country without giving them the recpiisite education for it':' 'I'hc 
Jlon’hle the Finance Memher in his review of the general financial situa- 
tion in the Explanatory Budget hook, at page 14, paragraidi 9. has 
himself admitted the importance of the three deiiartnients of I'iducation, 
Sanitation and Agriculture. It is hetter that 1 read out those lines— 

“A special officer is engaged in drawing up a scheme for the 
improvement of primary education in Bengal. As soon as some line 
of action in this matter is decided ui>on very largi- exiiendil me will 
have to he faced. The necessity for educating cultivators in improved 
and scientific methods ot cultivation is pressing. The need for more 
money to sik-ihI on sanitation and medical schemes, is well known to 
every member of the ('ouncil. 

But in spite of all these the three deixirtments have been sadly 
iK'glected. To me it is Lisinet. 

■ In conclusion. Sir, I heg to suhmit that to make the Iteforms a 
success and to avoid any misgivings about, them it is necessary that the 
transferred subjects should have hetter fate in the Budget so that 
]wople outside the Council may at lea.st feel that they are enjoying the 
blessing's of a new era. 


Babu 8ARAT CHANDRA JANAH: Before proceeding to discu.s.- 
the Budget that has been i>laced before the House, 1 very much regret 
to say that the .short time that has been given to the non-official mem- 
bers to get themselves aciiuainted with its contents has greatly haiah- 
capped them. This is the first Budget after the Beforms and most of 
us are new men.

So I appeal 
to the Government to revise the Budget in .such a w-ay that there mav 
not be any deficit, ami thus save the people from the influence of the 
unhealthy atmosphere of the day.

Sii]>p(>sin^, if we had kept the total 
ampnnt earmarked foi’ education in a sort of se]>arati‘ eliest so to speak, 
it would have been necessary this year to tax the proviiue to the extent 
to which we retaitied the earmarked grants. The various suggestions,^, 
of retrenchment put forward by many ukouIh is ol this House may 
result in the vsaving of a few lakhs of rup(‘es, but tlie didicit as you know" 
is of a much larger amount, so that, if we had ndained the moiu'v ear- 
marked for our departments, the provin(‘e would have been fa(‘ed w ith 
ti xation of over a crore of rupees limiting my nunarks to the earmarked 
grants of my department only. 

There is another thing w'hich T desire to state' to the' (ouncil. The 
Members on the Executive' side of the (xove'rnnu'nt nt'Vt'j denied our 
moral right to these earmarke*d sums, and the> will ne'vc'i de'iiy it. 
Now", luider the Devolution Rules, if any furthe'i taxation be imposed 
the (jovernment wull ha\e* to ])ro(*eed undt'r se'ction -lO, the' ])re>vision oi 
whiedi is this : — 

All proposals for raising taxation or for the borrowing of money on the revenues 
of a province, shall, in the' case of a (Governor’s provinee*, l)e eonsnU'rcsl l)y tlie 
Governor, with his Executive Council, and Ministers sitting togetlier. l)ul tlx* deci- 
sion shall thereafter be arrived at by the (Jeivernor in Council, or l)y the» (Governor and 
Minister or Ministers, according as the proposal originat(.‘s with the (Governor in 
Council, or the Governor and Ministers. 

So that if this money he reeiuireel for tlie r(‘se‘rve*d elepai tme'uts th(5 
proposal will originate Ireim the Meml)(*r ol that ele*])artme*ijt , hut I 
suppose it will be poeir coTisolalie)ii lei euir pieiv iiie e* as to wdie'lheu* the 
proposal for taxation originates from thi* reserved d(*]iaTtm(‘iit or the 
transferred department. The nett result of keeping this money in a 
sort of separate chest w"oiild have been immediate taxation. On the 
other hand there is the prospect of tin* (jovciiiiiH'iit of India coming to 
our rescue. Supi>osing tliey do not, then it will Ix' open to us to think 
out schemes of retrenchment. Wc have six or eight months Ix'fore us 
and we can formulate well thought (jut schenu^s of retri'indiment and not 
hasty suggestions here and there, and wu* may also formulaU* schemes 
of taxation if the members think w'e should have taxation. 8p(‘aking 
for myself, I am opposed to taxation to meet ordinary exiKUises though 
for increased expenditure of the transferred departments and for public 
good I would not oppose taxation. 

Another criticism, which bus liecm levcdled at us, is— On what prin- 
ciple did we consent to the division of fib and d5 per cent Ilcie, too, 
the Finance Member will deal with this question and he will be in a

With regard to the allotment of 
funds between the Calcutta and Dacca liniversities, 1 find that some of 
my friemls have criticised me for allotting more funds to the Dacca 
Cniver.sity than 1 should have done. And .some other.s criticise, saying 
that I have given juact ically nothing to Dacca. 'I’o this my fir.st 
answm- would be that this ymir’s Budget is not my Budget. But, 
apart from that, even within the short time that 1 have been here., I 
have tried to help both the ('ah utta and Dacca ITniversities. As 
regards Dacca, it had a large earmarked grant, amounting to about 
Its (1(1 (1(1 (lOO Therefore, I have alloted Its. !),00,0()() to Dacca and 
those who have spoken in favour of the Calcutta University have no 
legitimate right to complain. As regards Calcutta. 1 am sorry to say 
that the old (fovernmeiit was powerless, because the Calcutta liniversi- 
tv never came forward with any demand in ])ro])er tune. So far as 1 
am concerned. I practically went out of my way to say that I 'v-oulcl be 
nrepared to consider favourably any demand made by the Calcutta 
University, but at the same time 1 took care to add that 1 could only dti 
so after the whole Budget was passed, and, only if I could effeid a saving 
out of the Bmlget grant. I daresay that if the (Calcutta Universi y 
had heliied itself ami placed its demands or schemes before the old 
Gdveriiineiil, that Government would have favourably considerec e 
demands or schemes of that University. But T wi 1 promi.se this tha 
I shall try to do my best for (he Calcutta University, for after all it is

It will be for the House to consider wh(‘ther 
the criticisms winch they put forward havt* been i)i()j)(*rly met or not, 
hut I venture to think that I havt‘ t!‘i(‘d to nuM't those criticisms 
properly. 

Before I conclude. Sir, may I appeal to this House that in consider- 
ing the questions on Budget proposals, the House should lay to heart what 
our future Viceroy, Lord Reading only yesterday said. Sjaaiking nt a 
large gathering of Indian students and in response to the call of Indian 
students, Lord Reading declared that tlie ]nditicnl idealists, who had most 
influenced him, were Gladstone, Morley and Cam])bt‘ll-Ranm‘rnuin. 
Political idealism finds modern ex]iression in nnnteriiretat ion of the 
Frencli watchwords: Lilauty, dusticeand Ia)V(‘. There could 1)(‘ no jus- 
tice without love. Love meant povveu' to ])ut on(‘sell in anotlnn- sinner’s 
position. In jiolitical idealism justice stood siqinune. 1 ajilK^al to the 
inembeM's of this House'* to make justice* suj>rt‘me. Biitish oi* Indian should 
always reinemlx'r that, if we r(*ally desire* tei make* the^ Re‘lorms a sue (‘(‘HS, 
justice should stand su])re‘ine. This 1 say with refe‘rence‘ to the* Buelgrt 
proposals about Euro|H*an and Indian eulucatie>n.

This Ilemse* is considering the first 
Budget of the* Refe)iine*d Ceiuncil, armed with ])h‘nary pe)we*is eiver import- 
ant branches e>f the* juiblie- exiH*ndit ure*. Sir, 1 am neit g-uilt\ e>t the^ 
slightest exaggeratiem, when I say that we*, the* re*prese*ntat i ve*s of the 
peo])le, are exercising at this memient what may be deseribed as seive- 
reign authority subjee-t to the limitatiems whie-h the e*onstitutie)n has im- 
pofied upon us. T a])peal to hon’ble me*mlH*rs to rise to tfie seileinnity 
of the occasion, to the height of theii' respemsibility. We have listened 
to the criticisms which they have made*, with interest, with attention - 
and I might add with respect. Some* of the* criticisms secern to me to 
have ^eri unfounded. All the same, 1 feel, and every Memher of Govern- 
nient must feel, that they are the e riticisms of the ele*et of the people, 
their chosen representatives deputed to this Council, to work on behalf

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of the people and to voice the prievances and the complaints of the 
people We regard tlieir Jpiticisnis in that light. They may pene- 
trate into our flesh and blood, hut the soul remains undisturbed m the 
magnitude of the task that is before us, in the recognition of the fact 
that the voic'c is the voice of the repre.sentatives of a people, rising to 
a sense of national (.onscioiisness. Sir, the Budget is a disappointuig 
Budget and the note of dissatisfaction has been sounded with unerring 
emphasis. I am afraid in that note of dissatisfaction the Government 
and the Ministi-rs have been intduded. We have been held responsible 
for the Budget. Mv friend, the Mon’blc Mr. I>. C. Mitter, has endeav- 
oured to show that we. Ministers, have just recently come into office, and 
therefore, the responsibility is not ours: but the public voice makes no 
discriminatior and savs that it is the Budget of the tioverniiieiit, that it 
is an unsatisfactory Budget, and (lovernmciit is respon,sible for 
no mutter whether the Government consists of two wings, the popular 
and the official; it is the Government —one solid, unified Governim'nt, 
acting and deliberating together. Government iiiu.st, therefore, bear the 
responsibility. Sir, 1 do not object to that. I am broad-shouldered 
enough to bear the criticisms that may be levelled against the Govern- 
ment or against the Ministers. Sir, the fact that we have been new to 
office does not count for mmdi. In this connection 1 am remind(‘(l of 
a bit of evidence wliicli I gave before the .loint Barlianientary Com- 
mittee in Julv ]!)19. Tliat was one of tbe pleas that 1 urged in favour 
of tbe Refornis. 1 said that tbe immediate effect of the operation of 
the Reform Act would he to bring the Ministers into line with the Execu- 
tive Govoriiinent, within the central /one of popular critici.sm, which 
would he directed against the Government as a whole, against the Min- 
isters as well as the Members of the Executive Council, and the volume 
of siu-h criticism would he redma-d by its division among Members of 
the Executive Council and Ministers. That prediction has now been 
ainplv iiistificl hv the events of the last few days. 1 do not regret it 
in the slightest degree. And there was another little prediction, which, 
as a Bnihinin and which 1 desire to rei.eat in this Council, I ventured 
to make on that occasion. It was this, that this first instalment of 
self-rule was hut the prelude to the fuller establishment of complete 
respoi.sihlc Government in the provinces. I am perfectly certain that 
we are on the first rung of the ladder, and that, if in this Council we 
conduct our deliberations with wisdom, with prudence, with good- 
sense without extravagance, and without stirring up racial prejudice, 
we shall he approaching the goal of self-government within a measurable 
distance of time. That was the message of His Royal Highness the 
Duke of Cmniiuught. His parting message was, whether India was to 
have .self-government or not was a matter which rested with the people. 
They mav have it indefinitely postponed, or they may have it^n by 
the practice of moderation and prudence, qualities which,! yenture

Let us not 
forget tlie traditions of courage, patiem'c and foititude wliich aie the 
heritage of our rac^e. The Budget is indmal disap]>ointing. But hd nn* 
tell my friends that it is not the last of your disappointments. \ on \viil 
have many more, many trials and ti’ibulations of this kind, 
before you will have crossed the deseid and (*nteied tln‘, land of promise. 
Bear in mind that witli the growth and develojiimuit of the (jualities of 
courage, jiatience and self-restraint the dark clouds that now 
frown on the horizon will pass away, and a briglit and sjyhuidid day 
will dawn upon this great and ancient land.

So far as the administration of just ic.e is concerned, 1 shall ask you 
to ivinember that, when you are levelling your critici.sm on the working 
of this department, you are dealing mainly with the High Court. It 
is the High Court that is really in direc t charge of the administration 
and supervision of justice in this province. The learned Jiidgms, who 
are admiiii.stering justi.-e and supervising the administration of jmstic... 
throughout the province, are in tlic- best position, therc-fore, to judge ol 
the wants and needs of the department. No member of the House can 
for one. moment think that the High Court does not know wl.at is wantc'c 
in the estal.lishments of the courts. 1 am sure the Council will not 
doubt for a moment that the High Court kec.ps a vigilant eye on the 
lower courts, and sees that they do their work properly, and that they 
work as they are expected to do for the full time. I know from my 
expc.rieiue of this provinc.e and also other provinces, that for a consi- 
derable. time litigation has been c.onstantly increasing in the country 
ami for the last two or three, years there has been a considerable lucrea.se 
in litigation in this provinc e. 1 was not at all suriirised, therefore^ 
when 1 met with a demand from the High Court for a considerable 
strengthening of the subordinate judiciary. They wanted as many af

trict and Sessions Judges. JJiis jirovision the High (’ourt will jirobably 
not consider as wholly adecpiate, but everyone tried to cut down liis de- 
mand in these times of financial stringency and my dejiartment also had 
to curtail its full demands. 

Then, as we all know, foi* a long time there has been a erv from all 
(juarters lor the increase ol pay ol the Subordinate rludicuil Service. 
It IS not only the odicers themselves that have been asking for more 
j»ay, but in their demand they havi' had the sym])athy (d‘ the entire 
province. JJie gi’catcr portion of the incicase in the Budget for the 
Administration of Justice is due to the increase of pay that we have 
ht'eii obliged to give to the Provincial »Iudicial Service.'. 

Then, in the course of the debate, complaint was made of a Fapei- 
Hook Dejiartment that has been recently established hy the High ('ourt. 
That after ail is not a very big item; it is a small item in this year’s 
Budget, about Rs. 50, 000 and in the ensuing year we have hudgeted for 
Ks. 1 ,d0,000. The whole sclieme is still under considcrat ion , and it is 
possilile that some items of the anticipated expenditui-e might be cur- 
tailed, but we ouglit to take it that tlie High ('ourt found itself compelled 
by circumstances to establisli this dejiartment. As many of the mem- 
tiers may lie aware, the High ('ourt has always itMjuircd that pajier 
books should be jirinted not only for seciuid a]»peals, hut foi’ the tirst 
ajipeals or regulai* apiieals. J'he paper books for second a])])cals were 
}irinted under the supervision of the .High ('ourt itself, but so 
far as the tirst ajijieals are concerned they were iinnted by 
junior vakils. The Privy (Aiuncil in several judg^meiits complained 
of the way in which some of the jiajier bdoks in the appeals from the 
judgments of the High (kmrt had been jirepared. Tliey also comjdained 
a great deal about the delay that there has been in the aj)]»eals being 
heard, so much so, that they went to the extent of laying down with 
reference to appeals to the Privy (kiuncil (all ajipeals, whu li go to the 
Privy Council, have to be of the value; of more than Rs. 10,t)()0), that 
the jiaper books must be jirejiared and printed under the sujiervision of 
the High Court. That order the High Court was bound to carry out. 
So far as the ajipeals below Rs. 10,000 are concerned, the Privy Council, 
as a rule, are not concerned w'ith them, but, as a lawyer member of this 
('ouncil said, even in cases below Rs. 10,000 ajipeals may be jueferred 
to the Privy Council either by consolidation of a number of ajijieals, or

record is properlv prepared, and, surely it is the duty of the High Court 
Judges, if thev find that thh records that they have to deal with, were 
not properlv prei.ared, if they find difficulty in following that record, 
surely it is their duty to change the procedure in order to ensure that there 
should be as little risk of miscarriage of justice as possible. 


Sir, something was also said about the cost of the administration of 
justice. 1 have had considerable experience of the administration of 
justice in this country for the last 30 years, both in the profession as 
well as on the Bench, and 1 quite agrei' that the administration of 
justice under the present sy.stem is very costly, but it must be remem- 
bered that the cost to the litigant is not so much on account of the court 
ft'es levied by the Government.

in which they are mainly intmc'sted. I shall now (h*al with soim* of the 
jxunts which have bemi raiscal liy certain imunlKUs of this Uouned. 

First of all Rai Maluuidia Fhandra Mitra Ihihadur gavt‘ us a word of 
advice about the d(‘velo})nien t of tlu' forest r(‘venues. 1 may ])oint out to 
him that the Budget, so far as it relates to the provisions uiuh'r the head 
horests, is always made with an eye towards getting mon' mon(‘y into 
the exchequer, and, if the hon’ble member, who mad(‘ the sugg(‘siion 
that the department concerned should hav(‘ an eye towards the develoj>- 
ment of fon'sts, wer(‘ to examim* some of the items which we have 
included in the Budget, he would find that they are all practically iUuns 
which will bring in revenue in some sha]>e or otlnu'. To give an exanijde 
there is a provision for Rs. ;FS,0()() for tin* comjdetion of working idans 
in ( /lilt tagong. I’he work was started in J91H and was nearly com- 
])leted in 1920-21, but owing to certain diflicuH ics— one of them being 
the resignation of the officer in charge and the g(‘neral shortage of 
officers in the Forest Depart nu'iit — it could not be (‘omph'ted, and it is 
nec(‘ssary that the work should be comi)h‘ted next year. It is a remu- 
nerative work— the extraction of timlier in the Chittagong Hill Tracts, 
and as such, I am sure will lie welcomed by this Couin'il. If wi* took at 
the provision of half a lakh for the khnhhi ojKuations in the Chittagong 
Tracts, it will be at once ap])arent to the members of this (Council that 
tills is a romuiiorative work. 1 shall not, then-ion-, trouble the (’ouihuI 
anv further with repanl to tl.e ju-ovisions made in the Budget so far as 
the head Forests is concerned, for I am sure everyone realises that provi- 
sions are made with the main object of bringing in more revenue, to the 
tlovernmtmt.

The iiro- 
visions of that minute we'ie neit ace'e'pte'd, anel tlie' re've'iiiu' was tlxe'd for 
ever, without any precise iee*e)rd having be'cn maeh' of the le'ciprocal 
re'latieuis of the zaminelars and tenants. 1 de> not ]ne>]K)se' to go into the' 
history of what happened at a later stage' re'gaieling this (jue'stion. 

I shall now' turn to some' eif the poitits eif the' Kumar with re'garel to 
what lie said, that the estimates went up by leaps and iiounds at the 
time of Sir Nicholas Beatson Bell, ami wa'i'e' very much O'diice'd in two 
ve'ars during tlie time eif Sir John ('umming, and he' has also e'\])rcss«Ml 
a disappointme'nt that sine-e 1 came in, be'ing a big zamindar myse'lf, by 
a magie-al w’and, I could not at emea' resduce the' se'ttle'ine'nt ojicrations tei 
iiotliiiig. I shall explain to him why that waes imt jiossible. In the' fii'st 
lihu'e, let us look at tlie' ju’ogTamme'. Ee't us first (d‘ all conside'i' wliat 
has been the programme in pursuane'e eif this ])olicy wide li ne'cessitated 
survey and settle'inent operations be'ing taken u]) in some of the' llihar 
districts, and in Bakarganj in Eow'er Be'iigal, because' it staite'd from 
IbOd. A le'gular progiamme was elrawoi up in llhtJ for the w hob' of Be'ii- 
gal, Bihar and Chota Nagpur, and according to this, the' work in the' ])ro- 
vince, as tlien constituteel , was te> have be'cn eomplete'd in 1927-28. 
After the readjustment of territories in 1912 a fresh jirogramme had to 
be draw'll up in 1915, according to whie'h survey anel se'tth'meiit eijiera- 
tions were to be comjdeteel in the wheile ol He*ngal in llMl-fi2. 1 his 
contemplated the em])loym('nt of feiur traverse' jmrties, followed by 
four cadastral survey ami settlement partie's, but owing to financial 
stringency during the w'ar, it was not possible tei ke'e'p jiace with the 
programme. The four-party basis hael te, be reducc'd to a three-party 
liasis, with the result that the ojeeratiems were elelayeel in several elis- 
tricts by three years. The iirogramme' ceive'is an are'a of ne'arly ()b,0(K) 
square miles, in 38,000 and odd square miles of which the work has now 
been completed; The recMird-of-rights is in preparation in m, 44() square 
miles and 26,000 and odd square miles still remain to lx* taken up. The 
work 'has been completed in Fhittagong, Tippc'ra and Noakhal. Dacca 
Bakarganj, Faridpur and lyiymensingh, Jaliuuguri, Uajshahi and 
Midnapore. It is going on in Jessore, Nadia, Bankura, Pabna an^ 
Bogra. It is proposed to take u]> the work of preparation of record-of- 
rights in Khulna, Murshidabad and Birbhum, where traverse survay 
work has already commenced on a four-party basis. The Kumar has sug- 
gested a reduction of the allotment for survey and settlement to some-

Two other gentlemen criticised matters relating to my de])artm(‘nt. 
One was, 1 think, Babu Indu Bhushan Dutta, who criticis(‘d tin' provision 
mad(* for the resumption of lands at Kalim|)ong. Regarding that, I may 
])()int out tliat th(‘ matter has Ix^en thoroughly gone into; and it is pro- 
posed that th(‘ develo])ment of Kalimpong might 1)(‘ giuit^ ahead with. 

I hav(‘ already had a discussion on th(‘ subject with Mr. Ee(‘s, th(‘ Mrm- 
lier of the .Hoard of lti*venu(\ who will have* to go into the v. hoh* ([uestion 
again this year: but that does imt in any way lesstm the i-esponsibil ity of 
( iov(‘rnnient or in any way make it possibh* for ( io\t‘rnment to cut out 
this provision for th(‘ ]'(\suniption of lands, l»ecaus(‘ already wt‘ have 
givaui notice to a larg(^ number of ((‘iiaiiis tlnu'c, who aif‘ just culling 
theii' crops and who will have to vacat(‘ tlndr lamls which havt* l)t‘cn 
setih'd with other jiarties bid'ore the mext c(dd wint her conics in. 

Then, we had a criticism by Habu flogtcsh (diandia Sarkar, with 
ri^gard to thi‘ (Tovmnmcnt allowing some aiabh- lands in the vM-sli-rn 
Duars being coini‘ii(*d into tiai. Il(‘ also com]>lain(Ml of the restrictions 
with regard to the jiresent method of sidthunent which (-aiiscs a certain 
amount of heartburning. 71iis, again, is a matter which th(‘ Hoard of 
Revenue will have look into; and all that I can jironiisi* Hahu dogirsli 
Chandi’a Sarkar is that Government will look into tin' matter in due 
course. 

llaxdng finished these rejdies to the criticisms made, I shall now come 
to the other big project, viz., the Grand Ihunk Ganal, wlnh h ndates to 
the Irrigation Department, which is under me. 

Regaiding this project, the outlay on waterways, which consists of 
the expenditure on the Grand Trunk Canal work and jnirchase of dredg- 
ers, has been criticised by a good number of the meTiibers. Mr. Eifan 
Ati, Ibibu Amulya Dhone Addy, Air. Nasim Ali, and seva*ral otliers 
advocate omitting the provision of Rs. 70,0(),0tK) during 1921-22 Habu 
kishori Alohan Chaudhuii, Rai Radlia Charan Pal Bahadur and Babu 
Nibaran (diandra Das Gufda also want that this work should not be

Tt has been asked why this work has been termed as a prodm tivc 
work. The conditions relating to a productive public work are given in 
])aragraph of tlie Uiiblic IVorks Coile, KHli Edition, and runs as 

follows : — 

(a) There must be good reason to believe that the revenue derived from it will, 
witbin lO years atur the probable date of its completion, repay annual interest on 
the capital mvcstoa, calculated at .h per ccut., but in preparing tl.e project or sa.u- 
tion no deduction is to be made from the total cai-ital outlay on aeiaumt of antu ipal.Ml 
e.xcess of n'vcnue over simjde interest. 

(h) It must he susceptible of having clear capital and revenue accounts of it kepi, 

(c) Its classification as a productive public work must be authorised by com- 
peteni authority. 

In tbc estimate of tb(> work, as revi.sed by the Inspector-Geiierid 
of Irrigation and .subse.,uenf ly .sanetioned by the Secretary of State -t 
is shown Unit tlie net revenue expected from the project, 10 years after 
tiie opening of the canal, is Us. 22,74,000, which represents a return of 
7.4 i>er cent, on capital outlay of Us. O.O!), 00.000.^ The work has aecoi.h 
inglv been admitted as a productive work by the Secreti^y of State. Ihe 
above anticipated revenue is based on a toll receipt of Hs. 2 per hundred 
inaiinds, which was accepted hy the Ohamher of ('omineree in 1910; and 
it is not unreasonable to assume that at the present value of mone> 
Rs. 2-8 can now be levied. 

It has been suggested hy some members that the estimate will recjuire 
revision.

The (^mneil wa.'i then adjoin ned to Tu(‘8day, the Sth ]'\‘briiary, 1921, 
al 11 A.M. 
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(luite rccoiitlv joined it. It is, tlierefore, not suiprising that inisundeT- 
,stan<lings and ini.sconceptions may have arisen in eonneetion 
Budget. But one of the most curious misconceptions, which is doub less 
entirelv unintentional, thougli one which may have regrettable result.s, 
is t hat’ which underlies the arguments of which we have heard so much 
dining the last three days, namely that, because on an arithmetical cal- 
culation it works out that the re.siuved subjects account for ()5 per cent, 
luid the transferred subjcts df, per <ent., <d the total exi.end.ture, 
therefore tlic whole object of the Reforms has been intentionally frus- 
trated and turned to nothing. That Sir, as 1 have said, is a nusconeep- 
tion 'I'he Reforms were never framed upon a financial basis, t mse 
who were responsible for tlu' Reforms did not begin by .saying: “We 
will divide the e.\|.enditure of each jirovinee into half-and-hall , or two- 
thirds and one-third, or any arbitrary proiiortion.” t)n the contrary they 
made a division, whidi has since been known as “dyarchy, on the 

basis of functions, and when that division is criticised by an 
urithmetical standard, the wlnde scheme of Reforms is being critici.sed 
by a criterion which is non-existent. Not only is it non-existent, but 
the comparison is singularly mi.sleading because, whatever words we 
niav invent to designate subjects— we may call them re, served sub.iects 
or transferred subjects or what not— the fact remains that the reserved 
subjects arc those, upon which, very largely, the whole structure of Gov- 
ernlnent irsts, and that they are of as eiiiial importance to those in 
charge of the transferred subjects, as to the members of the E.xecutive 
(Council and, indeed, to all members of the Jiegislative Council, wlai 
presumably have come here to view the Government of the province 
as a wlnde, and to assist in the t.a.sk of improving the administration 
iis a whole.' 1 would therefore di'jirecate. Sir, the tendency to view the 
(,uestion of finance as one of di.stinct sides. The administration is 
one, and, as one, it is of e(|ual interest and iinportunce to us all. It is 
therefore, incumbent iiiioii us all to .see how' be.st the funds at the dns- 
liosal of the iirovince can be di'voted to the maintenance and improve- 
ment of the admiiii.stration in all its branches. 

Now, Sir, 1 turn to my particular departments, and I will commence 
with that of Ihe Police. The Rolice, as usual, have come in for a cer- 
tain amount of denunciation— denunciation, that came so glibly from 
the lips of so many members, that one is almost tempted to believe 
that Mr. Hornell prescribes tlie .subject of the iniquities of the police 
as an essay-subject for every school and college throughout tiie province. 
If would be easy to answer these generalities with generalities on the 
other side, l.ut it is perhaps preferable tiiat wo should try and view them 
in the light of the facts. It is, of course, true that the expenditure on 
the Ihdice has increa.sed, and it is not unreasonable or unexpected that 
the Council should desire to know the reavsons. 

But before passing on to the expenditure side, 1 would invite 
attention to a small point, and that is, that the revenue under “Police” 
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Proceedings of the Bengal Legislative Council assembled under the 
provisions of the Government of India Act.

\ lee. If we look to tlie pirojioi t ion of our police lorce to tin* jiojnilatiori, 
as compared with othei- province's— I he ligin-cs wck* worki'd out in lltbS — 
we find that in Bengal theie is om* sujierior ollicei to 373,000 ]»eo])h*- 
a larger numliei- than any other pi-oviiice in India, excejit Jlihai and 
<hissa, wlieie the jioliee system is based more or less on oui own. In 
Bombay the ])]oportion goes down to 107,000 jicoph*. d'akinj/ tin* 
subordinate staff, we find that in Ih'iigal we have one subordinate* offi- 
cer to 2,109 i)eo])le, while in Bombay it goes down to 072 people* and 
iu the Punjab to 974.

sons why a certain amount of I'Xj.ansioii is unavoidable in the Ihdice 
Dei.artmeiit, are, 1 tliink, fairly clear. The country is develo].ing. 
Coiiditioiis are not what they were even five or ten years ago, and i-very 
( hange in the coiniilication of modmii life increases tile comjdieations 
with whi. h the police force has to deal. I'hey introduce new forms of 
crime; they give new facilities to criminals and render neces.sary more 
aetive'foree.s''in order to e(.|.«- with them. There is another change. We 
have heard a great deal about the industrialism that is going on in India. 
It will go on more rapidly in future. And what is the result? In 
th(‘ ].laee, a few years ago, of a string of jieaceful riparian villages, we 
have now a line of smoking chimneys, surrounded by a dense i.o].ulatiou 
of some a 00,000 iieo|)le, along either hank of the llooghlx . It is evident 
that we cannot control a multitude of troublesome coolies with a police 
force which was thought sufheient for simi.le villagers. Take, again, the 
ea.se of Asansol. When 1 first came to India, Asan.sol was an arid and 
.s].ur.sely j.opulated tract; it is now dotted with flourishing collieries each 
emidoying a large labour force. I will not tire the Council wdth details, 
but 1 will say this, that in .some resi.eets, i.articuhirly in industrial 
areas, we are working with a dangerously small margin of j.olice— 
the more .so as industrial unrest, eoinhined to a certain extent w'ith j.oli- 
tical unrest, nowadays renders the task of controlling large masses of 
ignorant men most diflieult. 

So much about the numerical strength of the force, and the factors 
which have inevitahly l«>d to an increase in its number. 

As for the cost of the I’olice, the jiredominating factor in recent 
years has been the enhancement of i.ay wdiich we have found it iieces- 
sarv to give to the I'oliee in consequence of the economic conditions, 
which are .so well known to us, and which have necessitated additions to 
jiay practically in all ]irovinees and in all .services. At the risk of boring 
the Council I would give them a few details of what we have done. H

The increased pay of tlie Imperial Service was sam turned aft(>r a di'tail- 
ed inquiry, hut it has md satisfied the (dliceis in tiiat siovice. ttidy a 
few months ag-o tlie (iovernment had to decline to support a menueial 
for a further iiHiease from the memhers of the service, although it 
was supported hy various responsihle puldu- Imdies. After the Imperial 
Service we come to the Dejuitv Superintend<'iits. I'ornieily they iiseil 
to he ajipoiiited on Us. L’ott, rising- to Us. dOtl; this we have had to 
raise to Ks. 200, rising to (iOO on a time-.seale. with a .selection grade on 
Us. 700. Here, again, a few months ago we hail tu deal uitli a iiieiiuM lal 
from the Deputy RuiKuintendents, who were discontented and jirotesti'd 
against our action. As in the case of the Imperial Service we had to 
turn down their memorial, hut tlu' fact remains that the improved pros- 
pects have not .sati,sfied the .servants of (iovernment in that liraiich. 

Tak(', again, the ease of the lower ranks the constahles. In lltld 
we could get constahles in the unai'nied hranch (the armed hranch gets 
Ue. 1 more) at Us. S, rising to Us. 11. In that year we had to 
raise it to Us. 10—10. after that to Us. M— 17, and in Novciiihei 1020 tu 
Us.

100. Individually, all the.se are very small increases, hut they work 
out to large sums, as the total of .some of these revisions show. The total 
of one is Ks. 4,90,000; of another Us. S, SI .000; of another Ks. 5,119,000, 
and so on. Similar details could he cited for ( alciitta. 

Well, Sir, so much for the general considerations connei ted with the 
Police, and at this hour of night T will only mention one detail which 
has attracted a eertain amount of criticism. 'I’here are other details 
and, if anybody wants information about them, I will try to supidy 
them if he comes to my otlice, hut it is im|>ossihle to luolong this dis- 
cussion much longei, and 1 will only deal with the matter of .|uarters 
for married sergeants. Th<- Kuro|..uni element in the subordinate 
Ualeutta police is a most important element, and it necessiiry element, 
ill a huge citv constituted such as this, ft is the endeavour of the 
Department to attract a better class of Kuropeans to the force, hut under 
the terms now offered it is increasingly dillicult to get suitidde 
men, and it should he remembered that out of a total sanctioned strength 
of 154 there are at pre,sent 25 vacancies -not a very satisfactory state of 
affairs. Now one means of attracting and keeping men of this tvi-e .8 
ohviouslv to give them facilities for marrying and living as married men. 
Anoiher' point is the necessity of having a certain pro,,ortion of these 
sergeants where they are readily available near the jiolice head-quarter.

It has never been 
tackled in the iiast, and we liave gone on a hand to mouth policy of hired 
quarters. The rent bill in 1018 was a lakh of rupees; in 1010 it was 
Bs. .‘1,10,000. Tliat is wliat vvc arc jiaying as rent for unsuitable quar- 
ters, bei'au.se in the past enterprise was not shown in acciuiring land 
and building hou.ses.

The total amount which 
the Slate sjiends by recent figures on this matter is some 
Its. fOj lakhs, as against which we have to rememhcr that the rest of 
the annual bill of Its. 32 lakhs is contributed by the community itself, 
either in the shape of fees, sub.scriiitions or cndowmenis. If this 
community show.s that extent of ,self-('tfort , it seems to mi* that it is not 
unreasonable that the total assistance given by the State shoulil amount 
to a sum of a little over Its. 10 lakhs, and as to the ade(|uaey id that 
expenditure, let the recent report on the alVairs of the domiciled com- 
munity be the judge. Any one reading that report will find that those

-Ih.hOtt for 
the Under-Secretary in the .ludicial and Ihditical Departments, which 
appears on pa^e 49 of the t'lx’il Estimattes; and he ha.s \ei_\ natuially 
asked for an explanation of this item, whicli is aiijiarently lar>;c with 
reference to the estimates id' the two ])i-(“vious years. '1 he I'ca.son is 
that the item ])rovides not onl_\' the pay ol t he Undei-SiM-ret.ii \ , hut 
also the pay of a Deputy Secretary in the Uolitical DciiartmenI and also 
of an Assistant Secretary in the Judicial Department. As reffards 
llie latter, a mistake ha.s, however, heen made, and it should not have 
been treated as “non-voted.” It will he transferred to the “voted” head 
in the next edition of the Civil Estimates, which will he .n the hands of 
Members before the detailed discussion hefrins on the 14th of March. 
The Deputy Secretary and Under-Sccretary, Ix iiiK niemhers of the Imlian 
Civil Service, however, their jiay has heen correi tly debited to the “>'«'*- 
voted” head. The fact that tin' heading here is “Under-Secretary” 
is an illustration of one of the difficulties we have experienced in dealing 
with the e,stimates in their new form.

It is fioin t ns icac o 
ac.(a)unt that local ofliccMs make their ordinary every-day purchases of 
small things like country stationery, itetty items of furniture and t e 
like; also telegram and postal .harg.'s. The latter item, we hear, is 
about to be increa.sed. The prices (d tlu'.se things have g-i.ne up ,so much 
within recent years that it is (piite impossible to keel) Hie local oHicer.s 
going on the grants which sufficed before the war. Wi‘ are therefore, 
umlertaking a revision of the contract contingent grants ol all muiassal 
officers, and this lump provision of Us. d lakhs under the Miscellaneous 
head is what we estimate roughly at pr.-sent likely to be necessary tor 
the purpose. When the revision has been completed, this dem will lie 
distributed under the proper heads; but, for the pre.sent, it is a lump 
sum which we show under Miscellaneous. 

There has been a certain amount of criticism of the increase recently 
granted under the orders of the (Jovernment of India to pensioiK'rs 
drawing less than Us. hO ; and it has been urged t hat while the case of 
these men is deserving. of sympathy, we should first provide for the lower 
paid servants of (ioverniiient. Well, the Budget, as you aie aware, 
contains a large sum of over Us. 45 lakhs for the increa.se of the pay of 
minisli'iial and menial estahli.shments, and also other items lor the 
increase of the pav of the sjiecial .services, like the Subordinate Educa- 
tion Services. In any ca.se, this relief to ])ensioners Ls an all-India 
(Uiestion. It has been settled under the orders of the (xovernmeiit ol 
India, and we can hanlly n-fiuse to give those pensioners who live in 
Bengal the relief which has been extended to other pensioners in a similar 
IH'sition in the rest of India. 

Bahu Indii Bhiishaii Ilutta has told us of the great .shock which he 
experienced on finding that the pay of Mini.sters is to be “non-voted.” 
Well, this is i.urelv a legal (luestion. W"e are advised by our legal advi- 
sers that, the Council having the other day rejected various proposals 
which were put before it in relation to the salary of Ministers, the order 
passed by Ilis Excellency the Governor, when the new Government was 
formed stands good. liie pay of Ministers must, therefore, he regaid- 
ed as fixed by law, and under section 72 D (.7) of the Government of 
India Act, it'caiinot be submitted to the vote of the Council.

He ai)i)oure(l to 
argue that only the salaries of Judges should he non-voted. Fins, 1 
think, is due to a misunderstanding of seetion 72 1) (.1) of the Oovmn- 
meiit of India Act. It is true that suh-clause (r) mentions oidy tlie 
salaries of the Judges of the High Court and of the Advoeate-OcuuM al, 
but just above this provision will l)e found another, stating that the 
salaries and pensions of officers api>oiuted by or witli tlu‘ ap]>roval oi 
His Majesty or by the Sturetary of Stat(‘ in Council are also exclinied 
from the voted head. This covers all iHUunanent Judges, since they are 
appointed with the approval of His Majesty. 1 do not (juite know why 
the salaries of High Court Judges are si)ecially mentioned lovvtu- down; 
but probably because it is intended to cover tlu' case of t(un|)oraj-\ 
Judges of the High Vouri or acting Judges, whose apixuntments, 1 
believe, do not n^qiiire the approval of His Majesty. Such tmnporary

The total of the it (‘ins 1 havt* ment iont'd is 
Es. 80,90,000. In addition to these, the Intermediate Colleges at 
Dacca are estimati'd to cost at least Ks. 16^ lakhs altogether. 1 he 
expenditures will also be dediited to tlu' giants ior Education.

As a matte*r of general interest, we sub- 
sequently worked out the preqiortions between tbe reserv^ed and the 
transferred sides, but we did not allocate on the basis of the ])roj)ortions, 
and our Judgment was swayed solely by the needs of different dejiart- 
ments and liot at all by any theon*tical proportions.

8(1 lakhs at a moment’s 
notice, and 1 am (luite certain w<* should not be prejiared to entiust 
him with money in this way. A Bud^(‘t is an annual estimate. We 
cannot budg-et for schemes which are not yet born. This proceduio is 
definitely barred liy the luhvs and is obviously unsound fimmcc*. More- 
over, J am (|uite c(‘rlain that the (lovernment of India would not let 
us draw^ on our balances for any i)ur})os(‘ of this kind. They would sav : 
“Oh, no. \ou owe us Bs. 8b lakhs and, having regard to your finan- 
cial iiosition, w(‘ must insist on youi' keejung a sum actually in tlu' bal- 
ances sufficient to ensure our being repaid before the (‘X])iry of the 
time mentioned in tlu* ])(‘volution Buh‘S.“ 

We could not, therefore, use this money as W’e please, even if we 
asked the Gov(‘rnment of India to h‘t us keej) it in our balances. I 
think, therefore, that the payment of the loan account is the best 
course that w^e can ])ursue, and it would b(* unsound to defer the repav- 
ment when we can see clearly that that course would entail a very definite 
financial disadvantage in a total loss of Bs. 24 lakhs, while, if the 
Government of India refused to let us use* this money for provincial 
schemes, as they certainly w’ould, tlu're would be no advantages at all.

iiated in terrorism and vieile'iiee' un]>reee'de‘nte‘d in the history e)l H(*iii>‘al. 
It is therefore hi^li time. Sir, tliat a seile)us and im])aitial impiiry intei 
the root-e ause* e)f this new Industi ial I nsurre'e t ion be made ])re)m]>tly and 
vig*e)re)usly tei allay ]>anic and i’e*assui‘e‘ public ojiinion anel eh'vise' jeme'- 
dies. Ae*coidiri^^^ tei e)ffie ial statistics and my own imjuiries there' were 
J39 strikes between 1st July, 1920 and 28th February, 1921 — in ei^ht 
months and the' number of me*ii inveilve'el e'xe*e'e'els 270,000. With few 
exceptions, the eh'manel lor hi^he'r wa^es was tlie (‘a use of the*se sti ike's. 
This demand was nu't in full in 12 ]>er cent, of the cases, OO per cent, were 
setth'd by me'e'tine' tlie strikers’ demanels ]>artiallv, and the' lest viz., 22 
per cent, returnt'd to work without any ^ain. I'he numlier of workin^^ 
days lost by these strike's, ine*luelin;i: the dhamways anel liilleioali Cariia^e 
Works’ stoppage', exceed 1*8 millie)n elays, viz., 18 lakhs of days, whiedi 
num])er is arrived at by the number of idle days multiplied by the number 
of difYerent strikers, r.e/., nearly 70,000 working days were lost by 2,500 
Tramway men, who struck for 28 days. Thc'se figure's tell ])athe'tie* tales 
of bitterness, ill-feeling, misery, and in many ca.ses of sc'ini-starvation 
on the ])art of the strikers. The indust ric's and trades most affec ted by 
these strikers are — Jute Mills, 150,000 men strue‘,k. Building Trades 
Engineering Works, 35,000 men struck; Transi>e)it ( d’axi and Tram- 
way merC, O.OOO struck; CollicMuc's, 2,00(t men struc'k : Pa|)er Mills, Bail- 
way Workslioj>s, 16,000 men struck, and otlu'r small industries. Sir, I 
find by taking the avc'rage earning of our industrial woikers, men, 
women and children, at 8 annas ])er day, that the wages lost by 270,000 
hands amount to 9 lakiis of rupees, and the em])le)yers’ estimated loss, 
immediate and pros])eciive, is at least three times that. T have taken 
the average loss of four fac'tories supplied to me confidentially. Bengal 
was thus poorer by 36 lakhs of rupees in less than eight months,

ejiK'sentatives to the (^)uncil. AtkI it is not a small fiiH' indeed; but

'IV elec'tors and countrymen, J frankly .say 1 cannot s(‘e my way to 
'ipjMirt this resolution. 1 really womler. Sir, what' aie wu* coming to 
V til the inauguration of llu' Reforms. We have been ht'ariiii/ of nothing 
hut of salaries, emoluments, offices with maximum .salaiy; and 
• >»'< though not the least of allowances for ]) 0 [Milar ri'pK'spntatives. Js 
Ih'iigal u) denuded of public spii'it that with the advent of tlu* Reform^ 
'othing but a monetary inducement appeals to usr Have the Rt'forms 
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not to .speak of .serioii.s public inconvenience and hardship, iiersonal 
iujiii-ies — as in the case of the Tramway and the East Indian hallway 
carriage builders’ striko.s--great dislocation of traliic ainl consequent 
loss to other industries. 

The question before us is— Could these strikes have been avoided, 
or even, if tlu' strik.'s were inevitabhq could tl.ey have l.een settled more 
i.romiitly and on more mutually advantageous terms to both parties? 
The (luestion before us is-Caii the Government .set up a mach.ne.y to 
deal with strikes in future, or liel]. in the removal of the cau.ses of these 

strikes? Is the State .iu.stified in interfering in disputes between Labour 

and t’apital? Sir, it is necessary to give a very concise account of the 
growth of Bengal industries and economic conditions, under which labour 
thrives in this part of the world— labour which contributed largely to our 
material j.rosperit v. TU- paid-up capital of joint stock companies in 
Bengal contndling most of the leading industries and the economic 
de.stiny (d' si'veral lakhs of our workers, men, women and (luldren lias 
gone u}. from :?(! crores of ru|.ees in IttTJ to nearly dd crores of rujiees 
in litis. Tli(‘ authorised capital id' (iomiianu's registered in ( alcntta 
in litl!) and lil'A), when the boom was on, exceeds 114 crores of rupees 
and assuming that 25 per cent, is i.aid up, the tidal i.aid-u). cai.ital 
inve’sted in Bengal exceeds 70 i rores of rii|.ecs to-day. 1 have chosen the 
iieriod beginning with 1012, as Bihar and Oris.sa ceased to be i.arts 
of Bengal from that year. The industrial labour force increased in 
our iirovince from 500,000 to 750,000 hands during the short i.criod of 
eight years. The, sc tigures are compiled from oiiicial and iion-otiicial 
reipoi'ts, and arc oidv approximate. Of these 7i)0.000 hand.s a great 
portion of whom are immigrants to Bengal— .lute Mills, with a paid-up 
capital (d nearly 12 crores of rupees em|doy by far the largest 
number, vi/.., 2<;l,000 and more. If we take recent tigures more than 
f)0 per cent, id them .struck work. The next largest number id hands, 
vi/.. Bid, 000, are emidoyed in the Tea industry which has a iiaid-ii]) ca]ii- 
tal id' nearly’ 7 crores of rupees. Mercantile offices, giidees and semi- 
official iinstitutions, .such as Corporations, Port Trusts, Banks, Insu- 
rance Companies, Posts and Telegraphs, come thiril, with over 120,000 
clerks and assi.stants, who arc more or less responsible for the adminis- 
tration’of our great industries and public service and are i/.m.si- workmen, 
C.'dlicries emplov nearly dff.OOO hands; Railway Workshops, .'iO.OOO; .lute 
Presses, 25,000; Gun, Shell, Rifle and Munition k'actories owned by Gov- 
ernment, 21,000; Engineering Trades 45,000 id whom nearly 55,000 
struck work, and the rest are emidoyed in Printing Presses, Dock- 
Yards, Building Trades, Electrical Siqiply and Workshoi.s, Brickfiidds, 
Rice Mills, Tramways, Gas Works, Taxis and Transport Tiades, Chemi- 
cal Industries and River and Ocean Navigation. These 750,00il hands 
employed from one end of this province, vi/., the tea gardens in the north- 
east border to the Collieries in the so'ith-west. and in the Factories in 
Calcutta and its suburbs receive something like a crore of rupees as

MEMBER in charge of APPOINTMENT DEPARTMENT (the 

Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler): The* \)i('^e‘nl re'seduliem introduces a 
new piincijile*. arni il llu'iefene* he*hove‘,s the* Council to se'rutiiuse 
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wages per month. Individual wage.s range from Rs. 9 a month, as 
drawn liy a Tea Garden ('oolie, to an average of Rs. .'15 a inonlh, paid to 
carjienters, electrieians and other skilled workers. Sir, IV estern indus- 
trialism and Western niachinerv, as inlrodiiced in India, has lured this 
vast body of men to industrial centres. They are mostly imniigiants from 
the more or less distant country sides, who found agiieullui.il oi i uji.ition 
or even small handicrafts uniirolitahle. In no dislant fiituie tin \ will 
have to undergo the miseries and mislortunes that will lollow tiom IV est- 
ern methods of industrialism and capitalism. Before long (he State will 
have to tackle luoblems of (he un-em]iloyed , the tramp mid the nn-em- 
idoyable— of IVork.shops and Asylums. Sir. 1 maintain that (his laiuc 
body of workers needs full ])roiection of the State, just as the system of 
lamilordi.sm created by British admini.stration nece.ssitated protection of 
tenants and raiyats by a whole series of tenancy legislations in tlie past, 
and so as the peasants are helped liy the Go-operative Credit Societies .let. 
Thp protpc’iioii oi Iiifliiui hiliouT is jill iln* iiioif* iioc css-.ii \ , ti'- it is 
inarticulate and its economic jiosition is miserably weak, whereas capital 
i.s strongly organi.sed and forlilied with monoiioly and ]iower. and is 
more than a match for the feeble strength of oiir unorganise.l labour 
as we find it to-day. The only protective Ads in force are the Indian 
Factories Act, 1911, and the old and incomiilete Indian Mining Ad, 
IfMll, lioth half-hearted nieasurcs. It is es-cnlial dial the Stale niust 
intervene whole-heartedly, as every civilised State lias done, including 
tlapan in the h'ar Ea.st, to b'lid directly, or indiredlv, a heljnng li.ind 
to labour, in encouraging the formation of and ))rolection ol unions and 
combination of workmen. Every civilisml Stale has supiuvened to 
strengthen the hands of Labour Fiiions and to make their collective 
bargaining more and more effective. Not wi t list aiiding Sir Thomas 
Ilolland’s sjieech in (he Legislative Assembly two davs ago against Stale 
intervention in favour of labour, 1 maintain (hat the statutes of every 
civilistul countrv go to .show that Legislation such as I rade Lnion Acts, 
Employer, s’ liiability Acts, the .Minimum Wages Act, the 4H Hours 
Bill, the Industrial Housing Ad and the Conciliation and Arbitration 
Act were found absolutely necessary. 

Sir. the charter of British labour dates from the pas, sing of the Trade 
Hnion Act, ISTti, making combination of labour for all non-violent 
jiurposes lawful, followed by a .senes of measures, as I have just mention- 
ed, affecting not merely wages, but hours of labour, sanitary conditions, 
precautions against accident.s, c(>mpensation for intui’Kss and a host of 
other things whiidi all civilnsiul countnt^s have adopted and which I call 
the mile posts in the road of labour eraaiieipation. A number of legal 
assaults were made on ’Frade Lnionism, c._i/., the luff I' ale case in 1901, 
whi(di decided that Trade Hnions were liable for damage suffered by 
employers due to strikes by members of such unions. This, however, was 
reversed by the Trade Hisimtes Act, 1908, known as the Magna Charta 
of British labour, which deidared that no civil action could lie against

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Trade Union oflicials. The .second assault on Trade I'nionisui, known 
as the Ctshorne .ludfrineni, delivered in (he Uo<ise of Lords hy three 
great Law Lords, contested the right of Trade Unions to si>enil money 
for politi(’al propaganda or ]>ayinent of salaries to l.ahour inenihers of 
I'arliament. The Trade Union Act of DUt niillifi(.l the effect of the 
Oshorne Judgment, legalised i)ieketing during strikes on an exten-^ive 
scale, and the levy of fees for i)olilical purposes. Tlie Whitley Coun- 
cils were inaugurated in 1!»17 to discuss wages, technii al education and 
legislation aft'ecting industry, and (heir later develo].nieiiis are full of 
significance. The U neniiJoynient Insurance Acts lime also couk' into 
force. The National Industrial Council suniiiioned hy Mr. Lloyd George 
in 191!» decided in favour of a legal niaxiniuni of S hours a day work 
and the statutory Minimum Wagi'.s Commission. Latest development, 
viz., interiiational lahour-protection has hecn discussed in the League 
of Nations wdiich re|)udiate.s the inhuman idea of lahour to he treated 
as merchandi.se, and affirms its humanitarian ].riiirii)les, and directs 
legislation to that effect all over (he civilised world. Its immediate 
eflect was the Washinglon Conference wliiih will he followed hy the 
coming Conference at Geneva. 1 urge that a Commilt.'e he formed, of 
the composition suggested hy .Mr. Kerr, and acc(‘i>ted hy me, to muiuire 
into the causes of strikes within the last se\en or eight iiionths, and to 
get evidence from representatives of employms and eniido\ees affected 
hy tfiose si I ikes and also from experts. 

The luiniary cause of these strikes, as we all know, is economic, 
viz., demand for increased wages. Some eniidoyers still iiersist in main- 
taining (hat wages must lu' regulated hy demand and .supply of lahour 
or, in other words, that lahour must he treated as men handise, like so 
many head of cattle. They are not moved hy eonvincing facts, as 
clear as davlight, that the increased cost of living as we .are facing 
to-day must he met hy grant of increa.sed wages. The ITon’hle .Mr. Kcnr, 
in reply to my (|uestion, told us the other day, (hat the cost of 
feeding, (lothing, etc.. <'ven a jail i.risoner has gone n|i CO ].er cent, 
since 1914, and the Director of Statistics has given figures to indicate 
that the increased cost of living is '0 iier cent, since 1!)14. My <)wn 
linquiry through the Emidoyees’ .\s.socia(ion, with a menihership of 
9,000 clerks, shows that the cost lias actually gone up 110 ixu' cent., 
including new necessaries of life, which have raised our workers’ stan- 
,dard of comfort and activities. Sir, the official figures, given in “ I'rices 
and Wages in India.” puhli.shed hy the Department of Statistics, leave 
no douht in our minds that the great hulk of our lahouring iiopiilation 
was not paid fair wages, and was conse(|Uently discontented. On ])age 
180 of the Gfficial Statist ii's of “Prices and Wages,” table No, 22 .shows 
that Tittagarh Pai>er Mills y.aid Rs. 7 to a woman worker, Rs. 17 txr 
a bricklayer and Rs. 29 to a hlacksmith per month in l!tl4. In 1!)18, 
when the cost of living was up hy 50 yier cent a Tittagarh woman- 
worker got the same wages as in 1914, a bricklayer got Rs. Hi, t.e.. Re. 1 
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n'sjM^cts, wo shall hav(‘ to reiinhurso tho Railway ami Postal Dejmrt- 
inoiils. Wo sliall havo to sui>|>lv our Tnonil>ors with service stamps 
and hooks of rocpiisi 1 ions for railwa\ ao( oinmodation. It is a system 
which, with tlio host of intioitions, will not ho easily onforo(‘ahle with 
strict ocononiN Noitluo’ can 1 so(‘ any u'ason w’hy meinhors of 
Council should 1 h‘ onahhsl to tra\<d all over the juovince, and (‘ven to 
the hill stations, at the public <‘X]»cnso.

Why not adopt as a i>eriuaiient 
solution of mining wages problem the sliding scale systcun; ])ay him 
according to the stdling ])]‘ice of coal, say one-thiid according to the 
quality of coal raised. There are other causes besides economic at the 
bottom of a few of tli(\se strikes. Tl)e employers’ i)eisonal supervision 
of labour in tlie good (dd days, when loyalty and sympathy were the 
key-notes of the mutual relation of emidoyers and employers, is gone, 
and impeisonal management by ))aid managers wiihoui human sympathy 
is being substitu1(‘d. Two or three very recent strikes w(‘re due to this 
factor. In some cases refusal to reinstate a particular employee, dis- 
missed by the management, has brought about stiikes. 1 know of 
cases also when strikes were decdared, as hcdidays ioi* festivals and 
religious ceremonies were refused. Strikes liave been declared to my 
knowledge because of the refusal on the part of thi* managemeni to 
recognise newly-formed unions. Sir, 1 apixuil to the hon’ble members 
here, who represent our great industries, not to discourage such unions, 
however defective they may be at tlieir infancy. The late Sir William 
Mather, M.P., one of the leading manufacturers, said : “ W(\ (*m])loyers, 
owe more than we are inclined to iidmit to the im})rovem(‘nts in our 
methods of maTiufacture, due to the firmness and independence of Trade 
Unions. Th(‘ energy and peitinacity of Trade Ihiions have caused Acts 
of Parliament to be passed, whitdi would not othervvis(‘ have been ))io- 
moted by employcus or politicians, all of which have teiuled to improve 
British Uommerce.” In fact these new unions and tluur sj>okesmen 
will lieip in future to avert strikes, which conn* al»out as quick as 
lightning. There is a good deal of talk about outsich' infimuici' and 
pressure being brought into th(\se strike's. l’h(\v ai'(‘, Sir, in my oj)in- 
ion, inevitable, as the vast majority of our woikers are* inarticulate* ami 
incom])etent to bargain with employers. These outside* meui, some ed 
whom are pT()mj>te*d by the best of motives and are men of great self- 
sacrifice, have given money and advice ungiudgingly during criiieail 
stages of strikes, as for example*, during the Jaxi, teas and Irani way 
strikes. The*se men should be invile*d to make* their suggestions to the 
propose*!! Committee. It is true that there are very exceptional cases, 
as in the collieries, where political motives prompted outside men to 
interfere, and the lightning strikes thus engineered failed miserably, 
and the strikers had to pay the penalty eif being su])due*d by starvation. 
A piece of warning must be issued to lialiour leaders and to those who 
are coquetting with labour, that there is a strong movement on foot 
for a union of em])loyers, not only to combat strikes, but also to resort 
to lockouts, which will mean starvation to thousands. Anyway the* 
question before us is — what are the likely methods to be adopt(‘d to 
avoid such strikes or ex|)edite their termination when they do come 
about? Sir, so far settlement of strikes are cemcerned, T advocate 
some such legislation as for example the Couciliatiou a^d Arbitration

In this no sto])page of works takes pla(*e, when tlie arbitration award 
is ]c'nding\ Nevert heless, if the stop])ag(* (‘oes take })lace, the Government 
is cmpoAvered to take over the managenu'rit . The Act provid(‘s penalties 
for in friiig‘(‘m(*n t of its provisions and tor* ol)struction of con(*iliation and 
arbit rat ion ju’oceedings. 

Sir, what will liappen in Calcutta if one fine morning in summer you find 
your water-ta]) ceases to flow, or that the whole city is in darkiu'ss, as hap- 
IKMied not long ago, or, as is threattuunl nou , that our railways C('ased 
to woik becaus(‘ of this m‘W s])asm of indusirial insuiT(*ci ion . It is no 
longtu* a, (juestion of what will ha])jM'n any more'. It has happened in 
Howrah and its neighboinhood. l\*rro?‘ism of the worst kind luis 
paralys(*d train services; thousands of vlaily ])ass(*ngers were at their wit.^ 
(‘lids; confusion and disordt‘r ruled su])r(‘me; ignorant, un])rotect(‘d, 
unguided and unorganised Indian labour ran amok, assisted by hud- 
mashes, and gav(‘ rather an iimmsy tim(‘ to Gurkhas and the minions 
of the law. 

I maintain, Sir, if we had a machinery to deal with th(*se jicople to 
imluce them to ('ome to conciliation and arbitration, these chaotic condi- 
tions, such as we find to-day, would not have appeared at all. Concilia- 
tion and arbitration may be distasteful to Cain’talists in Bengal, but our 
labour, as has been amjily demonstrated in the case of the ta.\i and tram- 
ways strikes, will make full use of it before downing their tools (t 
creating liglitning strikes. If these legislations may take a long time 
to materialise in the Imperial Assembly, let us have in the meantime 
district Wages and Comdliation Councils as, and if, the proposed com- 
mittee decide. These are my observations which I coniTuend to vou 
atid I thank you for giving me a patient hearing.

Mr. Watson-Smyth has consulted the Committee of the (duimber 
of Commerce, of which he is now the President, and he tells me that the 
Committee of the Cliamber are in favour of an inquiry l)y a committee, so 
constituted as to include representatives of both employers and cm])loy- 
ees. His Excellenc'y the Gov(‘rnor lias welcomed this co-o])eration on the 
part of the Chamber of Commerce, and is jirepartnl to aiqioint a comimittee 
to deal with this question, jirovided this resolution is jiassed in a slightly 
modified form. Th(‘ form we suggest is : “ Tliis Council n'commends 1o 
the (iovernment that a commit t(‘(‘ Ik* formed to imjuirt* into the causes 
()1 the recent strikes oi workmen in ]h‘n^*al, and advise what remedial 
m(‘asures should be adoj)t(‘d.’* 

It will be obsei’ved tliat we sup^^^est cutting* out of the resolution tlie 
detailed jiroposal regarding its constitution, because wo do not consider it 
altogether suitable, and we may, and very prohaldy sliall, find that it will 
he advisable to ask one or two g(‘ntlemen who aie not members of ibis 
Council, to join tlie committee. 

In th(* second place*, we liave jmt in tlie words “ in lh*ngal,” Ix'cauHo of 
(*ou!'se, W'e are* e)nly authorised to impiire* into the* lh*ngal peisitiem, and we 
have cut out the last few words, liecause (*xjK*rie*neK* in e)t]ie‘r e'oiintrie*s 
suggests that the best way of allaying industrial unie'st, is not for (je)v- 
ernme*nt te) inie‘rvene elireedly. The h(*si woik of (T()\'e*rnme‘nt in this 
matter luis ])i(d)al)ly l)e*e*n to bring employers and e Tnj)le)yeevs, both 
parties, te)gcth(*r, and te) enable them to disemss their elifVe*rt‘neK‘s in a 
calm and friendly atmosphere. 

Well, in view of the coniemplatod ai)jM)intme*ijt of this comniitt(*e, I 
do not jirojuise to go into any details at present, or tf) discuss any e*ontre)- 
Versial qu(*stions; 1 will only say that, as to tlie causes of Tee*e‘nt strike's 
in Bengal, there has just been pn})]isbe*el in the* tirst number of the 
Journal of Indian Tytiboui’, a very in teie'sting article by Mr. Meek, the 
Director of Industries, on the stiikes that have unfortunately occurred 
in this ])re)vim*e* during the last e*iglit months. That iidbrmation w^e 
shall, of course, lie pieiiared to plaeK* before the committee in its fullest 
details as a basis for working. 

As to the exact constitution of the committee, I shall have to take tin* 
orders of His Excellency the Governor, who has not yet returned from 
Dacca, but 1 may say that tlie sort of committee that is contemplated is 
a coinmlttee consisting of two menihers of this Council n'jiresenting 
labour, two representati ves of the Bengal t^hamher of (Vimmerce and 
perhaps one or (wo oilier Indian gentlemen, togetlier wifh an impartial 
GoYcrnpiept glficer as Chairman, 
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Djif T hen* are other ways of lookiii^^ at it; there are some other 
leusons sueii as eoiiijmiTsoii with others sjiiiihirl} eiicunistancecl, which 
1 could have told the House, hut which T would uot say uow as they 
mi^Oit he unpleasant. Rut if there is ojijiosition which impels me to 
i(‘fei to tlu‘in, 1 shall liavi* to do it in niy rejdv, though with a certain 
amount of legret. 1 can cite to }ou \aiTous instances of that descrip- 
tion which |)f‘jliaj>s will hnng this thing home to you. Rut I would 
not take them up now' and wdll not hiing them uj) either, unless 1 am 
fon-ed to do so 

If you, genlh'men, consider that the (‘xodiis is not leiiuired in the 
intericsl of jmhlic s(‘i\ic(‘ oi lor efhciency -- that blessed wofd which 
has come into vogue since Ijord (hirzon’s time; if you think that this 
mom*y ought to la* sav(‘d and couhl Im* sav(*d, if \ou think that it 
should go to th(‘ ta\-i)a>ei and not to the tax-patherer, then the lime 
iias come to say that w(‘ shall have nothing to do witli tlie hill exodus 
an\ longi'r. In the jiast, we could only nu»vc ]>ioiis r(*solut ions and 
(>\pr(‘ss (‘ag(*i' h()]H*s Rut now that we haM* got sonu* semhlance of 
pow(‘i in oui own hands, w’e shall sa\ that we do not want to w’aste 
so much mones when hall the jiojiulation in Rengal live on one meal 
a day. 

(hie wold mole. I vvouhl ask ev<*iyhod\ to ( oiisider the question 
iKtt III a pait\ sjnnt. It is not a part\ (piestion at all. It is a 
mattci which we should loidv at Irom a hioad ]>oint ol view — irom the 
jioint ol view of (*lii(‘lenc\ as well as of economy — which is so much 
ne<*d<‘d in the administration ol the provinci*. With thesi* words, 1

Dr. H. SUHRAWARDY! This resolution is said to he haseil on 
econoiiiK' grounds, as llu* mover has said. Well, Sir, if it is good 
(‘cononiv. the ( xpenditun* must tie cut dow'ii, otherwise not. My 
hon’hle fi n'lid Mi. I'a/.l-ul llaij said y(*st(*]‘day that the juuning knife 
must !)(* applied iih*i cilessls ami everywhen* items of (‘X|K‘nditure 
sliould h(‘ cut down. The metaidioi is good, hut it is, I am afraid, had 
liotany. Sii onh judicious pruning invigorates tin* ])lant and pro- 
motes luxui lolls \egi‘tation. IJie indiscriminate use of the piuning 
knife is not only not good Imt it acts like a hliglit on a jdant. If we 
cut down expenditure indiscriminately, the result will he that W'e will 
make the Secietaiiat unj>o]»ular and, 1 ajiprelu'iid, may lost* the services 
of maTi> experts. We leijuire their .services as w'e ourselves are not 
experts hut more or less amateurs. As num* and more of us come into 
positions of resjionsihilit v in the administration and Government, more 
work devolve.s on the Secretariat, wdiose long experience in their 
s^MH!ial dei>artiiients is drawn upon to efficientlv and expcnlitiously get 
through the work. Itesides this, we should consider that the Secre« 
tariat is not made up of young men, hut of men well on in years, who 
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I hope that this (^oininittee may l)e able to unite in putting forward 
practical proposals for allaying the i)resent stjite of industrial unrest, 
but, even if their conclusions are not unanimous, I liave no doubt that tlie 
discussions will be extremely uselul as bringing out the different j>oints 
of view, and enabling differences of opinion to be ckarly stated and under- 
stood by both f)aities. (ioveinment , as I have said, are prepared to 
aceej)t the resolution in the form whicli 1 have read out. 


Mr. KRISHNA CHANDRA RAY CHAUDHURI S I accept the modi- 
fication. 

The PRESIDENT: The mover of the resolution asks for permission 
to aiiKUid liis resolution. Tfiis ]>erinission mny be given. 

Idle discussion will now pr()C(‘(‘d on the motion as amended. 

Rsi MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bflh&dur: T welcome this 
resolution. It is advisable first, to undertake inquiries, and secondly, 
to decide upon measures to be taken by the committi-e of inquiry. 

Two years ago this suggestion was made to the Bengal Legislative 
Ca)uncil, but nothing was doni;. ()f tln^ several laws wdiich jirevail in 
Bengal, there is only one, section 492 of the Indian Penal Code, which 
may d(‘al with such matteis, but it has a limited si'ope, and it deals 
only with contract of servu‘e. The authoi* of that Act did not antici- 
jiate strikes that- have re(‘(uitly occurnul. Then there is another Indian 
Act Xlll ot 1859, jiassed before the Indian Penal (hide came into opera- 
tion. It has also a limited scope. As tlie law stands, it is \ery difficult 
to meet tlie situation which arises almost every day. In 1870 tlie 
(juestion arose in England, and we find s(*veral Acts were passed. I 
may mention the Act of 1875, which dealt with the prevention and 
jirotection oi jirojMuty. Now that Act was interpreted in a very curious 
way. Subsequently Lord (k)leridge gave a wider interpretation of the 
several sections, but he legalised the strikes to some extent under the 
lirovisions of that Act. Whatever it may be, my view is that the com- 
mittee will hav(‘ to consider whether there should be a law protecting 
the workmen and their employers. Such a law is necessaiy for the 
good of the country. Anyone who w^as in a railway compartment two 
days ago will agree with me that action ought to be taken by Govern- 
ment at once. I was one of the passengers in that train, and i made up 
my mind to come to the Government and plead for some action in this 
direction, but it does not look well that at every stage Government 
interference should be asked. When there was the tramway strike 
questions were put in (kmncil, and applications were made to Govern- 
ment to intervene. When there is a railway strike Government is 
asked to intervene. It is not necessary that at every strike Govern- 
ment interference should be asked: there should be one procedure, be

concerning the wages of men who work in ^mills iind in mines in tin* 
coal distiicts. 'Inhere ought to be a conciliatory jiolicy in this matt(*r, 
and the problem can only be solved by taking vigorous steps in this 
connection. Leaving aside that (|uestion, if you, gentlemen of tli>s 
Council, could stand in the jiosition of tlu' miners :>1 the* coal distiicts, 

1 am sure you will welcome this lesolution. d1ie> hav(‘ no house*-;, and, 

when I put a cpiestion to the Council regarding the* bousing of the* 
miners, that cjuestion was not satislaetorily answc jcd. Hu* Bc'har 
Government has takcui up the matter and we iind that they have aiia!iged 
a good deal for the housing of the miners there. All these (jinvstioTis 
will come U]) for discussion before the (k)mmittee and the (^)mmittee, 
I am suie, will be in a position to advise what furthei- ste]>s are to hc^ 
taken in this matter. I do, very gladly and whole-heartedly sn]i])ort 
the resolution, and I say once Tnoie, that there ought not to be* any 
dissentient voice and the resolution be passed. 

Babu INDU BHUSHAN DUTTA: As there has b(*en no oj)positi()n 
to this resedution, I do not think much n(*(‘d be* said about it. I u ill just 
say a word or two. There have, unfortunately, beeTi Tiiany strikes lately, 
and one thing seems to strike me as rather ]>eculiar that n(‘ith(*r the 
employers ncjr the employc'cs, in thc‘ir natiual anxic'ty to look after tlic'ir 
own interests, have (•onsidered the case* of tin* jujblic at large*. In a 
matter like this, 1 think the j)ubli(‘ have* also something. to say. During 
the recent taxi strike, we know what difhculty the public had to j>ut up 
with — so much so that the Automobile Association had to hold a public 
meeting in the Town Hall to devise m(*ans to g(‘t rid of tlie strike. 
During the recent tramway strike, we also know, for more than four 
weeks, what great trouble the poor classes, the middle classes and others 
using the trams had to undergo, and nobody came to intervene. During 
tlie recent Lillooah strike, wc* know that tlie innocient passeng(*rs were 
put to great trouble and were molested in many cases. We know that 
at Karighat, blood has been shed. It is a matter still under judicial 
enquiry, so I cannot say what I want to say about this business. But 
these strikes are proving a source of great trouble and annoyance to the

Mr. HU8EYN 8HAHEED 8UHRAWARDY! After the acceptance 
of the resolution by the Ilon’hle Mr. Kerr and the i)athetic sixjech of Rai 
Mahendra Ghandra Mitra Bahadur, there is very little for anybody to 
speak on the subject. 1 only wish to congratulate the lion’l.le member 
who has moved this resolution and to congratulate Governnumt upon 
having accepted it so gracefully, becau.se the time is ripe. 1 do not 
wish to act as the unseemly .seer, but things are not well with us, and 
Government will do well, and we should do well, as soon as jiossible to 
try our best and pay more legard to the conditi.m of the labourer, not 
from the point of view of the inconvenience, which these strikes cau.se 
to the imblic, but from the isiint of view of the labourers themselves 
and the disaster and mismy they and theirs have to suffer in the asser- 
tion even of their just claims. 


Mr. W. L. CAREY: 1 am very glad to supjiort the amended resolu- 
tion, and I am sure most large emidoyers of laliour would do the same, 
that’a (amimittee be appointed to see if means can be found to deal with 
labour unrest of all kinds. 1 think there is no large employer of labour, 
who has not given much thought to the subject. We would welcome 
any really workable measure, which would give us the assurance that 
the just demands of labour will be met, and that such strikes as are 
without cause will be shown to be so. As one who knows the conditions 
in the coal districts, I beg to say that these conditions are md such as 
have been represented. They might have been so at one time, but 
most, in fact all, large collieric-s have, on their own initiative, and 
working hand in liand with the various bodic's and boards apjiointed by 
Government, siient large sums of money in housing, sanitation, in 
starting shojis and making food arrangements, contrcdling drink, free 
water-supply, hospitals and medicines, and so on. These have made 
the conditions of labour generally far better. 1 do not say of course 
that they are vet absolutely all that they should be. These kinds of 
measures take a little time to work out. Rublic companies have to spend 
out of their reserve and other funds available, as they find they can year 
by year, without damaging the future prospects of their (mmpariies. 
But everything, that T think is humanly possible up to the pre,sent, has 
been done. I beg to .support the amended resolution.

Mr. KRISHNA CHANDRA RAY CHAUDHURI: Since tln‘ resolu-

tics office, l^'roin tliesi* books it will be seen that the eiial-ininei .s ale tlie 
worst [laid among' the industrial workers in Rengal. Mr. ( arey says 
that tbe sanitary condition has been iin|)roved in the coal districts. It 
is true that the Mining Hoard of Health are doing their sliari' ot the 
work, but the miners are not reinesented in tho.se Hoards. 1 do not 
mean to say that the illiterati- miners should be members ol the Hoard, 
but what i mean is that iier.sons, who take an interest in the miners, 
should repre.sent them there, and it is high time that they are so reiire- 
seated. 'I'liere is, for example, a Swami in Raniganj who used to 
belong to the Ramkrishna Mission and who has founded a Workmen’s 
A.ssociatiori. He may be taken into conlidence by colliery owners, 
especially as he has got no jiolitical motive. Mr. Carey has said that 
drink has been brought undiu' control in the coal districts, but evidence 
does not iirove it. As a matter of fact anybody, who can iniy, can get 
drink. There is no question of restriction of any kind. Mr. ('arey said 
that, as far as is humanly possible, all has been done. 1 am very (Toiilutul 
about this. Ot course something has been done, and tbe capitalists liavi- 
done that because healthier labour means better income for 
them. Hut Sir, there is such a thing as the human factor in the labour 
()Uestion. 1 do not see why labourers should not be treated as human 
beings and not merely as so many head of cattle, because there is 
apparently a plentiful supiily of them. I would ask the owners of I'ollier- 
ies to fix their wages according to a definite standard. 1 he sliding scale 
system has been accepted in iron and other trades in England. If the 
coal prices go up, then the labourer ought to be given something more. 
They may be paid in proportion to thi' ]irices of coal, but I cannot pass 
an opinion as to what scale should be adopted. When the prices of coal 
go up, you do not rai.se the labourers’ wages, and you do not pay any 
attention to their condition, unle.ss there is a strike, and it is only then 
that you realise that the wages have got to be raised. Sir, I am very 
glad that my resolution has been accepted. 

The resolution was then put in the following form and agreed to: 
“This Council recommends to tbe Government that a committee b. 
formed to inquire into tbe causes of recent strikes of workmen in Bengal 
and advise what remedial measures should be adopted.”

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Babu 8URENDRA NATH RAY: This Council recommends to the 
Government that the Government of India be approached with a request 
that in connection with the recommendation contained in the second 
report of the rarliamentary »loint Committee regarding the peculiar finan- 
cial difficulties of the I^residency of Ihuigal, effect be given to the recom- 
mendation by an oidei’ of tlie Govenior-GeiKual in (kmncil de<daring the 
export duty on jute levi(‘d in Bengal to be a source of provincial revenue 
for Bengal from tlie hnamual year 1921-22.’^ 

It is a notorious fact that the finances of the country are in such a 
helpless conditi()n that we will not henc-efortli be able to me(‘t our ordinary 
expenses witbout borrowing or imi)osing fresh taxes u])on the people. 
This year we may diaw from our n'stuves, ?.r., we shall have to diaw 
moie than 2 (U‘()i t‘s of ru])ees fioni our resei ves or cash balance — by wluit- 
ever name we may (-all it — but the amount which will be left to ourselves 
will b(^ only about Ks. 50 lakhs. This means that we will not henceforth 
be able to carry on our ordinary duties without incuriing debts. It is 
ne(;essary that something should be don(‘ at onc(‘, so that we may no< fall 
into the mire. W(‘ cannot moreover go on l)()rrowing indefinitely, nor is 
it fair to the peo])le of this country that witli the advent of the Reforms 
the people should be burdened with fiesh taxation. The }>eople are 
poor, and any additional taxation at this timi* would nieid with absolute 
disapprobation of the public, and would be the cause of discontent 
among the people. 

It was only the other day that I moved a resolution in this Council 
for approaching tlie (Government of India with the recjnest that 
effect be given to the rca'ommendation in the second report of the Par- 
liamentary Joint Committee, namely: “The ’Committee desire to add 
their recognition of the peculiar financial difficulties of the Presidency 
of Bengal, which they aci-ordingly commend to the specvial consideration 
of the Government of India. “ That resolution was accepted by Govern- 
ment. 1 jiointed out that the introduction of the Reforms has brought 
about a complete change in the financial relations between the Central 
and the Provincial Governments. We have now been made independent 
in the matter of finance, but we shall not be able to spend or utilise our 
own money. The aiiportionment of revenue has been very unsatisfactory 
and out of all proportion to the contribution by the Presidency and its 
needs. It is, therefore, necessary that we should approach the Gov- 
ern^ient of India feu* a redistribution of the heads of revenue, at least 
to allow UB to utilise the amemnt which is purely a Bengal contribution, 
I mean the export on jute. The tendency in the United States, Canada 
and some of the British Colonies is to mark off all indirect revenue as 
central and all direct taxes as Provincial. But the allocation made by the 
Government of India, or rather by the Parliamentary Joint Committee or 
the Meston Committee, luoceed on a different basis. It may

legitimately the due of the Imperial llovernment. Jute is the 
product of Bengal and Bengal alone. Tlie ex])ort duty on jute can 
be wholly jirovincialised. It is no doubt now levied as “customs, 
but it may be levied as excise duty. In my note on the n‘port‘ of the 
Meston (committee I jiointed out that it was iii(‘(|uitable in practice, and 
wrong in principle, to select one or two particular coininoditi(‘s which 
were juoduc.ed in one or two particular jirovinct's only, atl# not gen- 
erally throughout India and which have s])ecial advantage's, and levy 
a tax on those (;ommodities, not for the benefit of those jiartie ular jirovin- 
CBs, but for India as a whole. This was a grievance sorely felt in 
Bengal, wdiere the (Government of India do not s])end a single pice 
for the benefit of the jute growers, who, as a resuB of this tax, can 
only sell at a price less than what they would otheiwise hav(‘ got. It 
will appear that our deficit is more than 2 (*roies of rupees, and, ev(‘n 
if the expenditure remains stationary, there will he at l(*ast this annual 
recurring deficit. We have no great hoi)es trom “excist* dutit's,” for 
they are liable to decrease, and we have every reason to h(‘liev(* they 
will decrease gradually. We therefore reciiiire a permaiuMit source of 
income, and that source should be in the strict sense of tlu' t(‘rm “juo- 
vincial.'’ The revenue as shown in the Budget estimates of ]hl!h2() 
from “Customs’’ or “Ex])ort duty” on jute w^as Rs. 2dh laklis, i.e., a 
little over Rs. 2 crores, the amount which we n'quire to nmke two 
ends nu'ct. W'e do not want anything to live a luxui ions lite. \V(‘ w’arit 
this sum of Us. 2 crores for our bare siibsisteiu e. I theiM'fon* move that 
this export duty on jute, wdiich is a purely provincial imoim', should be 
given to us by the (Government of India. 

Raja MANMATHA NATH RAY CHOUDHURY: I rise to make a 
few brief observations with regard to the resolution which has been so 
ablv moved by Babu Surendra Nath Ray. Sir, I had no mind to 
intervene at this stage of the debate, particularly so, wdien the empty 
chairs before us indicate that the House is in a mood to break up. But, 
as the representative of a (constituency, which is chiefly composed of 
poor people, I thought it was incumbent on me to say what th(\v feel 
about this matter. So far as the Budget is concerned, I think very 
many i)eoph‘ have actually been frightened at the enormous deficit. 
The Hon’hle Mr. Kerr has made a forcible speech to-day, and I fiml 
from the arguments in it that it is very diflScult to defeat him, but I 
think all the same the imjuession is that, unless the Government of India 
come to our rescue, it would be absolutely imix)ssible to get on. Sir, 
the Reforms Scheme is expected to give us popular government, and 
the idea is that, unless the Government of India come to our help, and 
unless tlie resolution which my friend Babu Surendra Nath Rav has

provincial revenue. 1 thought I should tell the Council what was the 
feeling of the iiojuilatlon in the riual areas of Bengal, but I tlinik I 
shall not be justifi(‘d in taking iij) the lime of the Council, and 1 whole- 
heartedly siipjiort the lesolution so eloquently moved by Babu Surendra 
Nath Ray. 

The Hon’ble Mr. KERR: This is another effort on the part of Balm 
Surendra Nath Ray to improve our financial position, and it would lie 
ungraidous of me if T do not webamu' his assistance. I would only say 
that we have hitherto looked on this maiter from rather a dilfment 
point of view or angle of vision. We have strongly urged u[K)n the 
Government of India that our income is insufficient to meet oui’ exiiendi- 
ture, and we have prov(‘d our jiroposition in great detail, but we have 
left it thei'e. So long as th(‘ GoviM’nment of India inci'ease our resources 
in siicJi a way as fo piodmte e(|uilibrium , it does not very much matter 
in what particular form assistance is givim. llowtn^er, there is admit- 
tedly a cei tain amount of ai)pro})riaten(*ss about giving us this jute export 
tax. It is levied on a prodiud- which is a monopoly of Bengal, 
and it so hap])(‘ns that just about what the tax' at present yiroduci^s is 
what we want to meet our deficit next year. On the other hand I do not 
know that the last consideration is altogether an advantage, because, as 
I am always saying, we are a very young Government and a very young 
Council, and we do not yet really know what are our ix‘rmanent charges. 
As an instance, we do not yet know what our responsibilities are going 
to be with regard to the Calcutta Fniversity, and there are otlier cjues- 
tions still ])ending. So we are not in a position at present to say that 
a sum of Rs. two crores would make us comfortable or would be suffi- 
cient for our purposes. It would be a great mistake, therefore, for us 
to commit ourselves to any suggestion that if we got this jute tax we 
should be happy and would not want anything more. However, the 
proposal in the resolution if given effect to would improve our financial 
position very substantially^ and, without going so far as to say that this 
transfer of the jute tax is the only method or even the best method of 
improving our financial position, I am prepared to accept the resolu- 
tion on behalf of Government and to submit it to the Government of 
India for their consideration.

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expeiiHes for their board, lodg’iiig* and other out-of-pocket expenses when 
attending Council meetings at Calcutta. 


New Roads and Road repairs. 

Babu 8URENDRA NARAYAN 8INHA: “ This (Joiiucil reooiunu n.ls 
to the (jovcMiinient tiiut the iliNtrict lumnls and municipalities he recom- 
mended to make uliotmeiits sei)arate]y in their Budf'ets inider the heads 
of N(!W Roads ’ and ‘ Road Rei)aiiN ’ according to the mileage of the 
dilfereiil tlianas and wards as tlie case may he.” 

Sir, ] have already given notice of the said resolution, and the 
hon hie niemhers in this House have got it on their agenda paj)er, and I 
hope they have all consideiicd the desirahiJity of adopting such a resolu- 
tion tor tlu‘ henefit of the gieneral public. Let me first explain what I 
mean hy the re.solution. The luevailing system of local self-governing 
hodie.s in the mullasal such as district hoards, local hoards and munici- 
palities is, when prejiaring their annual budget, to make allotments on 
the heads mentioned in the resolution, hut in seme cases the detailed esti- 
mates are iirei.ared later on. Now, 1 would like to see that the whole 
amount under the heads of road repairs, etc., be divided accordingly in 
proportion to the mileage of re.Hpective thanas and wards. Take, for 
e.xample, a municipality wi(h an average income of Its. d0,0()() a \ear. It 
allots Rs. 3,000 for road rejrairs in the budget, but subsequently e.«iti- 
mafes are made of diflerent parts of the road, which the autlioritie.s con- 
template to repair. Of course the executives take a formal .sanction of 
the Board. But the rea.sons for my moving the resolution are that no 
princijile is followed in preparing such e.stimates, and as a re.sult of this 
man\ roads are left without impairs for some, time and years even, 
and gradually the roads become rotten and the public feel great 

inconvenience. In some ca.ses M'e find that otdy the favourite 

roads and the reads through which high oflicials pass are maintained 
Tho,se who have gone to the interior of the mufassal in any district 
have noticed the facts and the existing bad condition of the 

roads. Some roads look as though they were abandoned and 

some are being encroache.l on by the cultivators and other people 
The tax and cess payers pay their taxes, but they are not getting equal 
justice. Therefore, if this principle of distributing money according to 
the mileage of thanas and wards be followed, then no one can complain 
and the executives of the self-governing bodies will also he saved from 
any sort of adverse critici.sm. Some will say that there are Public Works 
Committees, District Engineers and Municipal Commissioners, who can 
fight for their grievances, hut from the experiences which I have I may 
fairly say that in most cases the executives of the mufassal self-governing 
boards have their own majority, and the isxir members and commissioners 
are out-voted. Moreover in many places, though the district boards and 
municipalities have their non-official Chairmen, yet they require guidance 
from Hhe Government on various considerations. I admit that it is beyond 
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hilJM. Then thero la another qin'stion, and it is this: tlie meinbors of

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our scope to compel them, and on principle we sliouhl not, hul we can 
suggest to them any good idea. 1 admit and hidieve that the residution, 
if accepted hy this House and the Oovernment, will not have a liiTiding 
effect on the district hoards and municii)alities. Still 1 am s\ire it will 
put a moral jtressure on t hose Isiards, and at the same time it will gi'e a 
hint to the memhers of tlii'se boards how' to divide their money on the 
heads mentioned in the re, solution. In cases of emergency and in the 
absence of any complaint, the authorities of the hoards reteired to are at 
liberty to act aiauirding to tlieir jiious wish. I urge for the jiroper utility 
of the public money in a right way with a right princi])le. 1'lie tiovern- 
ment will he in no way doing wrong in its judgment in accepting the reso- 
lution, and it is simply in the way of recommendation or suggestion. 
I believe we should do justice, if we follow the iiriiieiple in our district 
boards, and municipalities. The local boards, and other union commit- 
tees will naturally follow the .same line, and then the money may he evenly 
distributed all over the districts. 1 hope the llon’ble Minister m charge 
of the department, and the House will consider the desirability of accept- 
ing the resolution. With these words 1 beg to move the resolution. 


Raja MANILOLL SINGH ROY: Having an idea ot the conditions 
of the rural area as well as of the system of preparation <d' the District 
Board Budget, as the riiairman of a district board, I regret that 1 
cannot but oppose the residiition in its present form, so far as it relates ti) 
district boards. In the Boards’ Budgets, allotments for “ New Boads ” 
and “ Road Reiiairs ” are .se])arately .shown, not according to the mileage 
of the different thanas, as jiroposed in the resolution, biit according to the 
needs of the district as a whole. 1 Ho not see how distribution of road 
allotments can be made according to the thana inileage. for, as regards 
“New Roads,’’ I think allotments .should be made not according to the 
mileage, but rather according to the inverse projiortion of the inihmge, 
that is to say, the thana whiidi has a greater mileage of roads should have 
8 lesser number of new communications. As for repairs, the cost o 
repairs to metalled roads is far greater than that of unmetalled ones. ne 
thana has a greater number of metalled roads than another while the width 
of metal required also varies in accordance with the traflm on each road. 
The number of bridges and culverts on roads in the diflerent thanas is 
also quite different from each other. In the above, circumstances the 
mileage of roads in a thana cannot be taken as a criterion for allotting 
funds Moreover, in my opinion the district, and not a thana, should be 
taken as a unit, and funds allotted according to the necessities of the 

district as a whole.

I do not (juite 
see any harm in the r(\solution of my friend. I do not find 
in the resolution that any suggestion has been made that 
the allotments should la* made (‘(jually for all villages or tlianas without 
considc'ration of other (‘h'nn'iits which should be consider(*d. I have found 
from my ])ractical exp(‘rienc(‘, and I am ready to bear out my leariu'd 
mover, that certain localities always get favoured treatment, while cer- 
tain oth(*r localities art* always n('gh*cted. As 1 inter])ret the resolution, 
the mover’s intenhion is to put a stop to lhai sort of thing by the execu- 
tivt* on th(' s])ot. W<* have been losing our belief and conti(h‘nce in the 
theory of the man on tlie s])ot, and this resolution is an illustration tlnuH*- 
of.

Mflulvl SHAH MUHAMMAD CHAUDHURIs Generally new madA 
and road repairs are sliown in the Budget, but it is not possible to show 
separately each thana according to the necessity of the roads. The 
district boards g(‘nerally oi>en roads where there is a large need for 
communication, and it is not possible for them to repair or open roads 
according to the mileage of the different thanas. There may be thanas, 
where it is not necessary to ojxm any new road.

'Die order to tiic 
should only lu^ given in the last resort, and when it is impossible to disperse tlie mob 
liy any otfier means; but wlieri tlie order is given, tlie firing should be at once etfective, 
ami must be such as, w ith the minimum of injury, to eonvinee the crowd of tin* neces- 
sity of immediately disjiersing. The mob should he kept at a distance, so that the 
police may not be overwhelmed by a rush ; full and sufficient wuirning shmdd be given 
by the civil oflicer or the squad commander, as the c*ase may be, to the rioters ol the 
consequences of failure to disjierse; when firing has to be resorted to, it must be im- 
mediately effective, but no more than is necessary in the circumstances ol the case; 
file firing, section firing and volley firing should be used according to the distance that 
separates the mob from the police, or the rlegree of danger to w fiich the pobce or the 
life or property of members of the public are exposed; and, lastly, the word “cease 
fire must be given as soon as the mob shows the slighest inclination of retiring or 
dispersing.

(b) In subdivisions where there is only one inspector and no (h'puty 
superintendent of police, the inspector j>erfornis Ihe duties of a suhdi vi- 
sional police officer. In subdivisions to which botli officers are posted, 
which are the heaviest and most important charges, the intcmtion is that 
the deputy superintendcmt will exercise gen(‘ral control and suju'rvision, 
so as to get into dirc'ct touch with tlie subordinate ])olic(* and tlie jx'oph*; 
and be in charge of the entire* administrative* work and the dntics of 
ins])ection ; while the functions of the inspectors will relate more dircndly 
to the ])rofessional woik of the ])i’ev(‘ntion and detection of crime. A ch‘ar 
distribution of duties b(*twe(*n tliese two officers on these* lines has not y<*t 
been made in all cases. It is being tried experimentally in three sub- 
divisions. 

(c) There is an inspector in all subdivisions. A statement is given of 
those subdivisions in which there are deputy superintendents as well as 
inspectors.

Nos. 167-71 T. — Medl., dated Darjeeling, the 19th June 1919. 

C. F. Fayne, i.c.s., Secretaiy to the Government 
of Bengal, Finance (Medical) Department,

1 am directed to refer to the correspondence ending with your (1) letter No. 219 M., 
dated the2l8t February 1919, (2) letter No. 193 L. dated the 14th March 1919,' 

(3) letter No. 1699 J., dated the 8th May 1919, (1) memorandum No. 2048 J., 
dated the 28th April 1919, and (5) letter No. 104 T. G.--X-3, dated the 2l8t March 
1919, on tile subject of the debit of the charges for diessings of x)atients in medico-legal 
cases in class 111 dispensaries. The reports submitted by the local officers show that 
there is at present a great diversity of practice obtaining in different localities in the 
matter. It ajipears that in the majority of cases these charges are met out of the 
funds of the dispensaries concerned j while in the remaining cases they are borne by 
Government, the expenditure being either debited to the Collector’s budget under 
the head “ Land iievenue— Suj)j)lies and Services — Hospital expenses of wounded 
persons,” or under the head “Magistrate’s grant — Law and Justice — Hospital 
expenses of wounded persons,” or met from the Magistrate’s contingent grant. I am 
to say that after a careful consideration of the question, the (Governor in Council has 
decdied tht a uniform system should be observed throughout the Presidency in the 
matter of these ciuirges. 

2. Class HI dispensaries are generally charitable imstitutions, and under tfie 
existing rules relating to these institutions any wounded j>erson can attend at such 
a dispensary and claim to be treated and dressed. His Excel Ituicy in Council is of 
opinion that the fact that the police send him to the dispensary does not make any 
material difference to this aspect of the case, and considers that expenditure incurred 
on this account is a legitimate charge on the Dispensary I’unds. Ho accordingly 
directs that the cliarges for the dressings of patients in medico-legal ceases in tdass HI 
dispensaries should henceforth be met in all cases from the funds of tlie dispensaries 
concerned, and I am to request that you wdll bo so good as to issue the necessary in- 
struction to the District Officers in your division and, through them, to the authori- 
ties of class HI dispensaries. 

3. I am to add that the charges on account of diet of patients in medico-legal 
oases will continue to be liorne by Government as at present.

The Council will observe that the salaries of Ministers have been 
classed as nou-vot(ul, and His Excellency has learned that some at least 
of the members of this (^.uncil regard this action as an unjustiha hie 
curtailment of the constitutional rights of the Council in relation to this 
particular item of expenditure. His Excellency, therefore, wishes me 
to explain the reasons on which the action of Government was based. 

It will he within the recollection of Council that under seidion 52 
M ) of the Government of India Act, the Governor ai.pointed three 
Ministers on the same salary as that drawn by Members of the Executive 
Council. It will equally be within the recollection id Council that on 
the lltli February various motions under section 52 O) t<> reduce t la 
salary were debated and finally rejected in this Council. 

A reference was maile to the Advocate-General-the highest accre- 
dited legal adviser of Government-as to the precise ellect ol the 

rejection of these motions, and we were advised that the intention o 
the section seemed to be that the power to reduce th(> 
ters could be exercised once only, and that the salary of Minister.s was 
now definitely fixed. In conne.dion with the discussion on wl.i.h wc

That is a most 
imjiortant thing. AVitliout liaving facts and figures ludbre us we shall 
not b(' able to argue. Some sp(‘akei-s, jiartieularl \ mv friend llabu 
Ki shori ^lohan ( haudhuri, said that w't* .should not sacrifice efficiency 
to an idea oi false economy. So 1 think the wlndi^ House will agree 
with me that there is some* harm in this debate and T think we should 
not be in an indtuent huriy to divide the House on this (juestion, and 
1 am eonfid(Uit that m\ colleagues in this Houst', wdio are all experienced 
imui men (connected with the management ol public affairs, — know it 
full well that in order to fix th(‘ .salaries of the officers it is necessary to 
know' our present finamdal condition. That is to say, W'e must go into 
the facts and figures, ma.ster them, study them, and before con- 
sidering all this it is simply a waste of time to decide about the question, 
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done in these distrieta and to jKistpone the operations would mean per- 
haps a loss of the money spent on this account. 1 will answer to this 
later on and will show that this alle^^’ed loss will be more than comi>en- 
sated hy the savings, which will follow, if my suggestioim are accepted. 
In fact, my contention is that tlie present system is ruinous both to the 
public and the particular individuals concerned, and the whole system 
requires a thorough overhauling. So far as 1 understand, the present 
system IS this: Fiider section 114 of the Rengal Tenancy Act the cost 
of all s<4,tlemcnt oi)erations is shared hy Government and the people in 
the ratio of 2h to 75. Now, what happens appears to be this, that a pre- 
liminary estimate is made, aitcording to which the peo])le are made to 
pay 75 per cent, of the estimated ex])enditure. At the conclusion of 
most of the (qierations a very large saving takes place even after meet- 
ing cxiienditure at a lavish scale, which saving Government ajijnaqiriates 
without any justification what.soever. It appears that in the case of the 
Mymensingh district the .saving amounted to about b lakhs of rupees 
which sum the Mymensingh public claimed back for starting a di.speii- 
sary, and the rei»ly they received was tliat the money belonged to tbe 
Government of India and the local Govi'rninent was not concerned. I 
ask th(‘ Goverriinent seriously, was it morally and legally justified in 
apfirojiriating this sum realized from the (leojde as their share of the 
cost P My first siibinission, therefore, is that the whole money budgeted 
foi is Tioi lejilly iioct'ssary and the esiimaie re(|uires closcu’ scrutinv. 

My second point is this, that in order to mitigate the hardship of 
the people and to minimise the cost of the Settlement Department the 
whole (luestion reipiires careful examination. It will be said that these 
are vague words. I, therefore, make certain definite suggestions. In 
the first place, 1 find that Bihar and Orissa with a larger area than 
Bengal, and having a larger number of Khas Mahals, manages the 
deiiartments of Survey and Land Records by a single officer. In 
Bengal we bave a sefiarate Director of Surveys. Surely there is scope 
for retrenchment here, and why cannot the Revenue Secretary, with 
Ins work considerably lightened by the appointment of a sejiar ate' Agri- 
cultural and Industrial Secretary, take up some of the duties of either the 
Director of Surveys or the Director of Land Records? L, the second 
place, from an examination of the present Civil List I find that in I'abna- 
Bogra the Settlement Officer, Mr. Philpott, has another I.C.S. officer 
under him. Similarly both in Bankura and Nadia the I.C.S. Settlement 
Officers have each an I.C.S. Assistant Settlement Officer under them 
Now look to Jessore where the Settlement Officer is Khan Bahadur Maulvi 
Abdul Momin, an officer risen from the rank of Sub-Deputy Collector I 
believe. There is no I.C.S. Assistant Settlement Officer there. The ob- 
vious reason is that it would be derogatory to an European officer to be 
placed under an Indian Officer. Whatever may be the cause, I put to 
Government this question : Ls the settlement operation at Jessore being 
managed less efficiently because the Assistant Settlement Offeers are not

Sir, tho iindorlyintT ])rinoij)lo of my rosohition is a sound 
financial ])()lioy, a poln‘v whiidi .should ^i‘o\(‘rn our administration, 
(‘spocially tho ])opular half, ovor which it is .stated that W(‘ have ^‘ot 
control and W(' ar(‘ tlioridoro ri'sponsihh* for tho administration of that 
half, and it is also stated that our loaders, tlu' Ministors, an* ros]>onsih1e 
to tho lj(%'isIaturo and to tho poojdo in p*cnoral ultimately h(*caus(* their 
salary has to hv \olod l)\ this (s)uncil. If thoro is an> moaning: in 
thoso ju’oposit ions, ct‘rtainly it is our duty to fix tho salary exactly as it 
VNill 1)0 in accord with our financial })osition. Last ovonin^'* a mover 
of one of tho aniondmonts stated to you that wo do not know as yet 
xvhat our actual tinaiicial [Kisition is, and hoforo tho roasonod statenieiit, 
which tho Tlon’hlc ^lomhor in cliarpo of Finance has promised to 
])ros('nt hoforo us on tlu' 21st of this month, it is not [lossihle for us 
to hav(' tho risjuisito data to proceed with tho question now hoforo tho 
Tlouso. I was a little surprised at that. Well, any exporioncod and 
clever hand may manipulate statistics and figures in any way, and T 
holiove tho ITon’hlo ^lomher in charge of Finance will try to present it 
in th(‘ host possihh* li^ht honc'stly and as hocoinos his hi<»'h jiosition, 
oonsistont with what ho thinks xvould ho honoficial to tho piaiplo in 
pfonoral, hut all tin* same a fact cannot ho ahsolutoly i^jnored, ahsolutely 
nullified hy any array of figures. Tho official statistics do not really in 
the least concern u.s when we are trying ourselves for the solution of the 
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problem ])el‘oie us. Wbat really eoneerns us is the pay wbirh we art‘ 
to allow lo our Ministers. I look uikhi tbe Ministers as one ol us 
and as our leaders, who have ^'•one Irom us and who will bav(‘ to leturn 
to us. 1 therelon* lay special emjdiusis on the point that we art' to fix 
the salaries ot our own Ministius, of our oun jjcoph*, and tln'iidoie w»‘ 
oupht to apjdy a businesslike standard. 1 am ”lad to set' that tlu^ 
imfxirtanee of the business jieojde ht'rt* is so mueh valut'd that we have 
clian^^ed practically the time of flit' sitting of ibis (Viuncil, and h‘t us 
lollow the j)roc(*(lui'(‘ wbitdi is adoptt'd in the maJia'^’t'uient ol thi'ii own 
allaii's. J)o th(‘\ rt'ally pay so much to tbeir .\Vana^eis as tliiur busint'ss 
cannot afl'ofd to jiay AVhy should we pa\ a pict' more than wt' can 
afford to pa> , or more than wliat is sufficient, to Ministtus with a 
sufficient amount ot ability and juactical knowlcd^»*(‘ of tb(‘ dt'jiaitmt'nts 
which lbe\ ha\(‘ to mana^^ey 'I'lieitdore tbe only tbinp to be seen is wbat 
is tb(‘ state of our ri'sourct's, and without waiting- foi tin* special bonnes 
which W(* (*\pect to ^■(‘t fiom tin' ffon'lih* the iMiiance Membei, we now 
conn' to tfie founta in-h(‘ad , Irom which iill the moin'y (d the Stall' ieall\ 
comes. Is it not the ])(‘o[)l(' at the outset liom whom moni'N will ha\e 
to b(* ('(dl(M ted ? And what is the condition of oui jicoploV ddiosi* 
whose lives are sjient in towns — or who on]> g'o into the inli'iior on a 
holiday or oi'casional visits — are not likidy to ri'alisi' the amount ol 
po\erty of oiii people The tow'ns]»eople, who ^'•(‘iieially live in towns, 
have not the diiect knowled^^i' and thi'V come away with only supiMficial 
impressions renderi'd still moie superficial l)> thi' natural anxiety ol our 
people to conceal their misi'ry from ^nii'sts and visitors. It is no 
lon^^er distress or extreme distress winch now ,nid tlii'ii ripples upon the 
surface — but it is now^ an apiiallinj^-, destnutive poverty. II 1 speak 
of my Division of (diitta^’^ong — and conditions elsewhme are iio betti'i — 
btf i)er cent of thi' jieoide, of whatever rank and social status they may 
be, do not know^ w’hat a proper meal a day is and cannot ^nve pro])(*r 
clothin^^ to their own chlldven. If you »:o into tfie intenoi you will 
sei' that the youn^ wivi's in the houses of so.(*alled hlxul niJofj classes 
have to loiii^ distances, clad in almost ra^^s, in ordei to fetch a pitcher 
of water. Dan you not find from that at once what is the leal misi'iv and 
what is the appalling and dire jiovertv that is ruining- the whide counli y ^ 
Money comes from that souriv, and with money coming- from that 
«ource wv cannot indul^o* in the luxury of entertaining^ hi}.,"hly jiaid 
officers. Therefwre, considering- the extreme poverty of the ix'ople, 
m j)ire saved will be a pice poin^r to alleviate the misery of the peo])le. 
In this silver ehnmber in comfortable spun#; chairs under electric Ians 
we may sometimes feel inclined to for^^et where we have come fiom, 
where we shall have to return to, and how our brethren in the eountry 
are toilii^r exposed to the sun and the rain, and how' we force thimi to 
pay by way of taxes the best and the most they obtain by sweat of Iheii 
brow and shiverin^^ of their nude or ill-elad hacks. Therefore, pentle- 
men, 1 appeal to you to once realise this dire poverty in your country.

The saving 
would be floinething like IJ lakh a year and noi more than that. You 
will ieall> save about Rs.lO or 12 lakhs in the ne^t ten years, and for the 
purpose of that saving should we jeoi)ai(lisv the (‘xpennnmt ? 1 think this 

proi)osal might very well have been moved by a non-<-o-oj)erator, and, if 
Rai Bahadur Togendra rhunder (those is a non-eo-operator, he should 
not have been in this Louneil. These motions should have beim moved 
by Iversons who want to see that the Reforms do not suee(‘ed. For thes(‘ 
reasons I strongly suggest that the Ministers’ pay should not be rediu'ed 
even by a single penny. 

Professor's. C. MUKHERJI: The House is getting ;i little impatient 
and I think it is oiii' duty to make our (d)servations as brief as jiossible. 
Sii’, in my hand 1 hav(' a report of a proceedings of a eoniinitteo of non* 
odieial members of liu' Rengal la‘gi,slative (’ouneil a])l»ointed to eon- 
sidei' the Reform ]>ro|K)sal.s in accordance with a resolution ]>assed by 
tlie iiHunbers at the meeting of th(‘ Bengal Legislative ('ouncil held on 
the 14th Novembiu, 191(S, which submitti'd itsr(‘i>ort to the (lovernnumt 
of Bengal. Sir, that commit t(‘e of non-official meml)ers v.'as piesided 
oV(>r by Babu Ambika ('haran Mazumdar, a man who is held in high 
esteem throughout Bengal, and I find that that rejiort has bemi signed 
by men like Rai Bahadur Mahendra (diandra Mitra, Bahu Sinendra 
Naili Ray, Bahu Kisliori Molian Lliaiidhuri, Rai Radha (Miaran Rai 
Bahadur, Raja Reshei* ( ase Law and l)i. A Suhrawardy, and, Sir, I 
find that on the Kith ^November, 191H, a residution was ])assed, which 
was mov(‘d hy the Hon’hle Maiilvi A. K h'azl-ul ILui; and tlu' r(‘sohi- 
tion runs as fidlows: — “ That tbe .status, privilegics and mnolument.s 
of tbe Minist^us should be the same as those of the Members of the 
provincial Exei'utive Louncil.^’ 

The committee unanimously agreed to the projio.sal. 

Sir, these ari' my country iium who are regarded a^' our greatest 
leadeis. Matiy of them are present in this House to-night. I flo not 
think that tin* projio.sition that Bengal is jiooi , that tlu' jicoijili' of Bmigal 
are very destitute, that the economic jHisition is very acute, has for 
the lirst time been discovered, ju.st as (’olumbu.- discoveied America. 
I think it wuis known to the great leaders at. that time Were not they 
aware that this Reform Scheme, which was going to be introduced into 
this country, would be a costly administration? M\ friend Dr. 
Suhraw’ardy says he was himself not aware what ihi.s administration 
wms going to cost. He may not have been aware of the number of mem- 
bers, but surely he was awar<* that the adminisiratior; was giuiig to be 
a bigger one and a costlier one. There is absolutely no sihadow of doubt 
about that. Sir, I am not convinced that this reduction in the salary 
of Ministers wdll materially change the economic condition of the 
country! I do not know what that reduction will amount to; the mem- 
bers of the House have not l)een able to make up tbeii- minds. 
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think our Ministers oiij^ht to Rs. 1,000, .sf)rne think Rs. 1,500, 
others think Rs, 2,500 or Rs. 3,000, some say Rs. 3,500. The tact that 
we liave not come te a decision yet shows tliat we have not yet been 
able to make up our minds in the matter. If reduction is to be made, 
why should redindion he made hy first of all stultifying the })osition of 
our own countrymen? 3’his is what I cannot undeistand. If reduc- 
tion is to he made, h*t it he made from flu* V(‘r\ top. Why should not 
the (iovernor’s salary he reduced? Why not the salary of the Execu- 
tive (V)uncillors ? I cannot understand why our Ministers should get 
salaries less than their Secretaries. It is preposterous that our Minis- 
ters should get salaries which would take away tin* dignity of the post; 
besides, reduction will juit a premium on mediocrity; it will mean an 
influx ()f men of mediocre ahility ami mediocie inhdligence. The great- 
est calamity that can Ixdall tin* couutr_\ is to reduct* it to mediocrity. 
E(‘onomy will lie assuied hy etlicieucy first, so W(* want the h»*st men ; 
we do not wnant mediocre, incompetent m(*n as our Ministers. Sir, 1 
do not hold a brief for our jnesent Ministers; thev ii(‘ on their trial, 
they will soon he tested; their ahiliti(*s will soon be examined; if they 
do not ris(* to tin* occasion, they must go; they will lu* weight'd in the 
balance, and, if they are found wanting-, the> must go. We want the 
very best men, and if we g-et tin* very best men, 1 am sure they will 
tak(‘ the initiative; they will sJiow us the vay how (o makt' retrench- 
ment, how to effect economy. They an* the men who will feel for the 
poor; they will' tell us how to devise the int'ans that will gc' to alleviate 
misery and distress. 

Therefore, Sir, 1 oppose the resolution and all the amendments with 
all the emphasis 1 can eommand, because I see that it w'ill suroly lead 
to calamity and catastrophe. 


Mauivi MUHAMMAD ABDUL JUBBAR PAHLOWAN; My learn- 
ed pn'deeessors have diseus.sed tlie subject in its various aspects. There 
remains very little to he discussed ; yet eonsidiu-lng the i;overtv of the 
province and the responsibility wdiieh lies on my shoiildeis, as a repre- 
seiitati\(‘ of 20 millions of iieople, most of whom are in a state of 
nakedness and almost without food, 1 am obliged to add a few W’ords 
on this subject. I have* come to learn that some of my eolle.'igues are 
of opinion that if the salary of the Ministers be less than the salary 
of the Executiv(* (kmneillors, the status of our Ministi'rs will he lowered; 
hut 1 appeal to those of my friends to consider wdiat the status is. 
Does the gradaXioti of status dei>end upon the money value of a post 
or on the resjumsihility of the post and respect thereby won? 

While considering this I invite the attention of the House to the 
past history -of the Muslims. When the Muslim (TO\ernment was on 
a representative s,\stem, and the Khalifa or temporal Presidents were 
elected by the people, they w^ould get only a small portion of tbarevenue; 
w’ere they not resi)ected hy the i)eople? Leaving aside the q^alion of 
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if we consider the ohjec.t of tlie (iovcrninent. we find tliat tjood 
Kovernment is necessary for the protfress of a .•onnt.t>, hv cstal,lisl|- 
inp pea<e and tranquillity. It is not meant to pay some ,.crson.s loph 
salaries to enahle them to indulfie in luxuries. Indeed, it 1 lie financial 
condition of a country liermits, some sort of luxury may he al owed to 
officials, hut in a province like Rental where medical tieatmen tor the 
poor is objected to on the excuse of want of mone> , can wc allou such 
a luxury « Apart from the (,uestion of poverty, if wc compare the 
salary of our Ministers with that of Ministers in .laiian and ( aiiada, as 
slated hv our learned leader Rai Bahadur .lo«endra < hundcr Uhosc, 
we find thaf it is far preater. Is Benpal richer than ■'“I’"" - 
siderinp all these statements, I say I would have been plad if the 
salary of the Ministers he fixed at Its. l.tMMI, althoiiph ( iis ipilie is 
staled by some of mv collcapues to be a ridimiloiis one; but I request 
Ihese friends to wait for a few years and see whet her H 
This idea is due to our blindness in repard to the question of status.

What do we intend doinp-f Are we pomp 
to find cheap barpains in our MinisU.rs If we do. we shall .some day 
pay dearly for our folly. The sound business man does not s arve liis 
factory He puts into it the best plant he can jmirhase, the most 
expert workers that money can procure. He recopnises that parsimony 
;■ will be fatal. He realises that the quality of the output will be repu- 
lated bv the quality of the maehine and the ability of those who work 
it • and so he invests his money in men and materials, and pays ade- 
quately and even handsomely, and reaps his leward in larpe profits^ 
Now 'let us admit that we are all in this Council from motives of 
patriotism, hut have we any ripht to put an unnecessary strain on any 
man’s patriotism? We want men who will pive us of their experience 
their culture, their hiph ability, their time, their health, -their all, and 
we would barter and happle with them over remuneration We put 
them in exalted positions of dipnity ami exactinp responsibility, and 
we want them to carry their dipnity and to bear the load of their 
responsibility for an inadequate return. We all know that men of 
outstanding worth often have unreasonable requests made tof them.

Are we ihinlving ol bidding for second-iate 
and third-rale nnm r' 1 feel, and feed most strongly, that in the critical 
jiei’ioil thioug’h whicli we are passing, India cannot spend too much 
i‘ith(‘r on Inn- stat(‘smen or on her educators. In th(‘ tim years of our 
probation in resiionsible govmnment , let us throw aside eviny other 
(Consideration, and put (‘ver> jiice we can into tin* ma(“hincry of our 
(lovi'i niiient ; ev(‘r\ pice wa* can s])are into speeding uj) the education of 
our jieoph* In both matters of governimmt end (‘ducatioii we should 
deal generously with thosi* njion whose (dliciency and pioficu'iicy the 
fiitun‘ of r(‘sj)onsibh‘ go\<‘rnment r(*allv dejxmds. We want that form 
of go\ernnient — let us jiay for it, and g(‘t it. Tln‘ time is not yid when 
we should put our ^Iinistins and our (ioveriinnuil on short rations.

A simple computation brings out the fact I hat. if each person in Ben- 
gal jiays h'ss than one jne pel' month, th(‘ annual salari(\s of all three 
(d our ]\I inist(‘rs at Rs t)4,(M)0 each would be obtained. Less than omi 
pH^ per man p(*r month ! I do not consider that asking ])e()])le to ])a> 
one j)i(‘ ](er month for the ministerial executive — without whiedi popu- 
lar government is impossibh* — is asking thmn to pa\ too much. Ten 
yeai's henc(‘ a reckoning will be made. Let us lay the foundation of 
self-govt'rnmmit upon a liberal scale so stiong and tuoad that, it will 
bear md only the first storey that it will fall to us to build, but that 
it ma.\ later attain its completion in a self-governing India within the 
Enijiire.

Tlieie can h(‘ no (juestion that tiie 
position of a Minister is one (d the liighest in tlie country: and tliat 
the ])osition itsidf will attract tin* best men m tln‘ country When wi* 
are thinking of our liest men, we aie not tliinking (>1 imm wlio are 
attract(‘d by emoluments, but wt‘ are thinking of those who ari' insjured 
by their love for the country to work foi the counli'v. AVe want su<‘h 
men; and we may congratulate ourselves that we have got some such 
men. 1 am a disciph* of one of these men, w’ho has vvoikisl for tlie 
country for a gieat many yeais, and who, 1 hav<^ not the least doubt, 
has been attracted to this oflice lor tlie ojijxirt unity that it gives him to 
serve the coiiiitiy. 

• We have heard a good deal about their status. Now, (hi‘ status 
that the Ministers have is admittedlv one of tin* higliest and we do not 
want it to be leduciul. 

With regard to the ({nestion of preslig(‘ it has got to be won b\ 
work. W(‘ are not in the habit of Ihinkiiif; that pav makes position, 
prestige or status, d’he otlier day W(‘ pas.sed a residution that the 
number of tlie Executive Coumdllors shouhj be reductul, and we did it 
on the ground of economy. We ask for economy ; but, wu‘ ha\e got the 
chance now^ of doing .something for oursidves. We want oiii very best 
men as I have already said: but not men who will refuse to work for ris,

Now, Sir, may I read just one passage from the Rejiort of the -loint 
Committee y “ Thev advise that the status of Afinisteis should be simi- 
lar to that of the Members of the Executive (’ouncil, but that the sala- 
ries should he fixed by the Legislative (Vmncil.” Later on, in this 
report, we find: “ It wdll be suggested that the Indian members ol the 
Council of India in London .should be paid a higher scale of lemunera- 
tion than tho.se of the memliers of the Council domiciled in the Enited 
Kingdom. The same principle might suggest it.self to the Legislative 
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The PRESIDENT: I <liink you hud Ix'Kor move' No. 33 first, and 
then move No. 35; ihey will he pul se])ar:ittdy lo Ihe vote. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH RAY: With 1 o itoiiis 

22 F., as I have said, this relates to th(‘ Fivil SiMTetinial , I'iiiance and 
Coninieice Dejiai tnuMit . You liavi* provided for Its. d (),000 in the 
Budget Estimates for 1921-22, as tlu‘ aniourit to he sptmt for hill and 
Dacca allowances, and Us. (),(H)t} as hill journi'v charj^'es. We thought 
that after the lesolution of iny friend, ftaliu Snrmidia Nath Mullick, 
had been jiasstnl by tliis ('oiiiu il tlnue would Ih' no moie exodus 
to the hills, and that this item of exp(*nditui(‘ would find no placi* in the 
Budg’et. Itut though the n^solution was passml by tliis House, still we 
find tbat nearly all the de])artments of (toviuiiimmt art* ^oin^^* to the 
hills! Well, 1 do not want to advance any m^w aiyruimmt, ])ecaus(‘ all 
the arguimmts that W(‘ had to advance wmc advanced on the last 
occasion. w e hav(‘ always sanl tlmt W(* Lave no ob|t‘ction to His 
Exc(dlen(*v th(‘ (toveiDor or ihe Membm’s of tin* Ex(‘cutiv(* Founcil, 
^•oin^' to the hills at tim(‘s, i)ut we c(‘rtainly havi* strong’ obj(*ction to 
His Excellency tin* tiovi'inor and all tin* M(‘mb(‘is ol tin* Fxecuitive 
(/’oiincil, witli their otfict's, to the liills and spending- a ^*ood ])or- 

tion of tin* yinu' in what has now b(‘conn‘ tin* summer capital of B(*n^i:al. 
This dislocat(‘s busintvss; the (lovernment do(*s not ]*(*main in touch 
with jmblic oj)inion, and no useful purjiose is serv(‘(l so far as tin* ])ublic 
is concei iied by tliis exodus to tin* hills. 

'Fhen, as re^'urds ^oin^- to Dacca, I leally do not und(*istan(l why the 
Memb(*is of the J'!x(*cutive Founcil, Hinist(‘rs anrl all thi* otiices of the 
Bengal Secretariat should ^-o there, and sjiend two months in the year — 
the months of duly and August — in Dacca, if i(*sju*ctab](* ^(‘ntlcnn*?! of 
Dacca want to have an interview with the M<*ml)ers of tin* J']\(*cntive 
Council Ol- with tin* Ministers, if they want to int(*i chan/^-i* tlieir views, 
well, the Members or Ministers can ^ 4-0 theie foi a we(‘k or two; but 1 
really cannot understand why tln‘y should sp(*nd a iiortion of tin* year, 
say two months or ev(*n a month, at J)a(-ca. AVdiat useful jiurpose will 
be served?. 

My friend, Babu Kishori Molian Chaudhuri may well say wliy shouhl 
not these high officials spend some time at Ilaishahi ? And the iwople 
of Murshidabad might w(*ll say that Murshidabad was the ancient 
capital of Bengal, why should not the (iov(‘rnoi and tlie Members of the 
Executive Council and the Minist(*rs and the officers of (lovernment 
spend a portion of the year at urshidaliad ? My Dacca friends might 
well say there is a great difference, Dacca was only the other day the 
capital of Eastern Bengal, and they want that all the paraphernalia of 
office should be there. Now that the partition has been unsettled, to 
use a well known Bengali phrase, it is useless lo tie the hair which you 
have already cut. 
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Council that it was reasonable for the Ministers of the Provincial 
Councils domiciled in India to be paid on a lower scale of remuneration 
than the Euroj>ean members.” I'hat is one g'round for our thinking 
that the puy of our Ministers should he r(?du(;ed as they are domiciled in 
tlie country. Are we to be told tlial persons elected as Members of this 
House, or ]>ersons sehu ted by the (lovernment having confidence in 
them, Imve been uilracted to come here because of the possibility of 
their getting a high pay ? 1 liojie that that will not be said of our 

j)resent Ministcus. My id(‘a is, that we ought to show that we can get 
our very l)est men at low figurcss. It has be(‘n said that we have always 
asked to b(‘ ])aid the same j)ay as ofhcers selected by the Oovernment. 
'J’hat was done on a racial basis, namely, that if they valued their men 
at a j)artieular figure, we wanted our own men to be valued at the same 
figure. 

We say that we can attra(‘t our veiy b<‘st mcu for a pay wbi(*b is 
lower than the ])uy of tin* Executive Councillors. If we can do so, 
it must be eom^eded that the pay of the Executive (Viuncillors, (lov- 
ernmeiit ofhetus is too high, and that tlu‘refore their i)ay ought to be 
redu<;ed. 1 am thei(*fore in favour of the proposition that the pay of the 
Ministers should he reduced. If, as a diseijile, 1 bad to make my 
offerings to my (jura, I should eertaluly wish tliat the whole wealth 
of Rengal be laid at bis feet); but, when w'e are dealing with a matter 
which is for tb(‘ good of the eoimtrv he ought to be satisfied with less. 

The PRESIDENT! 1 wish to tell the members of this Council that 
I Imve got a long list of si>eakers and that 1 intend to linish the discus* 
sion at this silting. Therefore*, the oiil,\ way to finish it is for the 
members to make tlieir sjHHu hes as short as they can. 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURl! 1 beg to support the motion 
that stands in the imnu* of Maulvi llamid-ud-diii Khan that the salary of 
Iht' Ministeis bo fixed at not above Rs. 8,000; and in doing so I not only 
feel called upon to exidaiu why of all the motions under section 82(1) 
of th(‘ (ioverniucTit of India Act this one meets with my approval, but 
at the same time to state wdiy I cannot vote for a ministerial salary 
being fixed at Rs. (i 1,000 j>er aTirium. 1 could have sjiared myself this 
labour, if 1 could lie sure that there was no likelihood of our eonduct 
being <juestioiu*d or motives misinterpreted. Sir, believe me when I 
say that I have given every thought to the arguments that have been, 
or enii ]K)ssil)l> be, advun(*ed wilh any show of reason for the proposal 
that tin* ministerial salary should not suffer any reduction; but in spite 
of all atiemjds to understand tin* position of the supporters of such a 
proiMisal, I have not been able to {lersuado myself to accept it. For 
what are after all the arguments in favour of noii-reduction K The main 
point that I have l>een able to gather is that any reduction in the salary 
of the Minister will go to lower his position. Sir, this, I beg to say, 
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Well I fWt ihink my Dacca friemls will take any offence at my 
renmrk/l, cause ,oin, to Da.ca n.eans so nnu.,h ad.htu.nal cxpenchture

IKjnds, not on remuneration or pay attached to the office, but on the 
function and duties he has to perform — dej)end8 on the powers, and not 
6i\ the ])elf. Who was there, excej)t the old woman at the countryside, 
who piayed for a darojjfasliip I'or the Subdivisional Officer, who could 
think that the office' of tlie English premier is inferior in position to 
that of the Governor-deneral of India, simply bt'cause the latter gets 
much higher salaiy Uian the former!^ Nor can it l)e anything but puerile, 

I suppose, to aigue that the status of the Secu'etary of State foi India 
is lower tlian that of a uu'inher of the Vi(‘eregal1 ’ouncil l)ecause he gets 
lessei- emoluffients. As regards the Secretary of State, I know, the nuj)- 
porters of juaxinium ministenul salary will say that he has not got to 
come out to India, ilut tlu'v (ainnot avail of this argument without 
cutting off the gioinids iiom under their own feet. However, the idea 
that the status of an othcial -a people’s representative— dt'pends on his 
pay is a mucli too antiquated one — a relic of old, wliich ill-assorts with 
ret onus. 

I'lie second argument that is advanced in favour of non-reduc- 
tion is that it will accentuate the difference betwei'u the Eurojieans and 
the Jndiaiis. How tliis argument can be lib'rally true and applicable, 
when there are Indian councillors and Indians in the higher ranks of 
till' (hvil Service, we cannot appreciate. Even if it does aiui'utuate 
the difference, it should cause others who are not in any way snjH'rior 
to our Ministers in ability and jmsition to be ashamed of their conduct, 
and not disgrace or in any way lower the jiosition of our Ministers. 
For the Ministers, by accejiting a lower salary, will sim]dy prove their 
kind consideration for their jioor country, theii high sensi' of patriotism 
and above all their fitness to be the jieople’s representatives in the Gov- 
ernment. If wt' are not to look b> the MinisUsrs to set examples, to 
establish by their ability and acceptaiu'e of a salary commensurate with 
the economic condition of their own jieople the case for reduction of 
adiiiinistrative exi^enditiire on unassailable grounds, then we do not 
know whom we can turn to. Will they not advance the cause of the 
Reforms by at'cepting a salary commensurate with the economic condi- 
tion of their own peoide? Will they not rise in iKipular estimation 
thereby? Were not G,00() francs a month lesixinsihle for the fall of 
MiralK*au, the only man who could bring about the c.onsiitiitional 
reforms of France even in lT9t)! But I forget there is yet another, a 
third argument, that tlie Minister’s salary should he sacrosanet and 
irreducible, in view of our incom^ietence to reduce the salary of tlie 
Executive Councillors and others. T think this argument can ap})eal 
only to those who think with the casuists that two wrongs will make 
one right. Our rejily is that we were not responsible for the original 
scale, nor we have any hand in the matter. It was done by those who 
thought it best to impose the costliest administration on the poorest 
country in the world, and the inadequate nature of the Refornis in this

Ministers one(‘ ^n‘\v rich u])on the ^’•ains of office, ’and 
jirovided for theii' rtdatives hy monstrous sinecures and a])j)ointmeuts 
epre/X'OBsly overpaid. ^nas}! a ^»-reat estate out of the juihlic 

service, was too often tludr hist tliou^'ht. h'amili(‘s w(ue foundeil, 
titles midowed ami broken fortunes rejiaired at the puldic* exjieiise. 
It was asked what an offic(‘ was worth, not what sm vices were to bi‘ 
r('n(h*r<‘d, T’his selfish and dishonest systmn pirished umhu* e\j)osure. 
but it ju'oved a tedious and unthankful labour to brin^ its abuses to the 
li^dit of day.” And thoii^di ” soon aft(‘r thi‘ Reform Act Ministers of 
State accepli'd salaries si'arcely e((ual to tin* char<.r(‘s of office, sinecuies 
and reversions were aladished, offices discont iniu'd oj- consolidated, and 
the ticale of official emoluments revis(‘d, and a)i]>ortioned to tin* duti(*s 
pm'forrned, tluou^hout the juiblic servic(*. Tin* chan^'-e attested a 
hi^h<*T sense of dut\ in Ministers and increased responsibility to jmblic 
opinion.” Now, Sir, anyom* who (*xp(*cts to s(*(* similar results from 
our R(*forms will not, 1 ho]>e, be ac<*used ol rank extremism or she(‘r 
perv<*rsity. 

IIowev(‘r, I don’t like to finish sim]>lv by examinino* the case for 
non-r(*duct ion. 1 w'ould like to re(juest the (kiuin'illors over heiv to 
take note* of the public opinion outside this (diamber, and to think of 
tin* condition ol the |>eople whom we havi* come to represent here. 
The Hon’ble Sir Abd-ur-Rahim has said: ‘‘ It is no use drawdn^ the 
analo^i(‘s of other countries — look to the comlition of Reiif^al,” And 
what is our condition? Our child-mortality is incl•easin^^ our deaih- 
rati* is abov<* the birth-rate, our vitalit\ is f>oin‘»' down, our 

jK)V(*rty IS increasing' and famines ai*e not oidy not infrequent but not 
even a thin»‘ lon^' past. Our afrriculture is in the primitive undeveloped 
state and financial striiifrency stands in the way of the diffunion of even 
primar> education.

Tt is not a mere sentiment 
and T may tell my friends from Western Bengal that the j.eople of 
Eastern Bengal demand that the Governor and high officials and the 
other leads of Dej.artments should spend .some time of the vear at any 
rate a Da.-ca T but is a thing which we have been demandin.r fo^ 
some time, and at this moment we cannot allow any. curtailment of 

if L;:T::rf::f pbudc^^^ and 
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small miiioriiy, and the majority, who (‘onstituto tho real i>tM)ple of 
BeTigal, are miserably poor.. A.s n‘gurds the wealth of Bengal, take 
any item— the land-revenue for instance- it produced nearly 2 SO crores 
of rupees in 1918-19. At a conservative estimate of five times, the 
landhohhu’s deiive at least 14 crores of ruj)ees as rent from land, iind 
therefore the capital valii(‘ of the landholders (‘Xcliiding ri‘venue-free 
Sunderhan lands, is, at the lowest estimate, 280 cnm‘s of rupees, ri:., 
twenty times the rental income. Take the income-tax as the m‘xt item 
Bengal paid, more strictly speaking tlie towns of Bengal ]>aid, 1 -ol 
crores of rupees in 1917-18, and a major ’poition of it is ])aid hy 
858 persons who enjo> incomes of over Its. 25.000 a >cai. Taking one 
aiiTia tax in the rupe(‘-income, tin* imamies of assessees (*\cc(‘d 24 ci'ores 
of rupees. Its capital value would theiefore he at 20 times- 480 crores 
of ru|W‘es. owners oi land and the merchants, tin* manufacturers 

and the mone\ -lenders own th(*refore ^00 ci’ores of rupiavs of projici’ty 
or wealth in Bengal. Imagine. Sir, that onl\ 2 jxu- c('nt. and not evmi 
that, of a population of 45 millions in Bengal, own TOtf crores of ru))ees, 
and the rest, mostly raiyats, wage-earmus and pedty traders wlio i>av 
rmit, interest and profit, are unusually ])oor. 1 don’t mind c^veu 
jiaying Rs. 10,000 a month to a Minister oi an ex|M*rt if he can help 
in th(' redistrihuiion of this (‘iiormous wiuilth, so that the pool' raiyats 
can secure lieUer inconu's from land, the hard-working and ill-paid 
labourei's can get hettm- W'ages hy the sweat of tlu'ir brows ami th(‘ v. age- 
(‘a riling hiuubaJoijfi better j)ay, and all ol them be fnod from the scourge 
of malaria and otlu'r diseases. 


Babu 8ARAT CHANDRA MUKHOPADHAYA: In rising to address 
this House foi the fiist time on a subject of very great imjiortance, 
I am, I admit, fully conscious of being inadeijuatidy eijuipjied with 
the nece.ssary information. Not long ago the Hon’ble Minister in (Large 
of the Kducation portfolio exposed in no unmistakeable ferms the ajmli- 
ing deficit with whi(h the approaching provincial budg(*t estimabvs 
were to start. Tliat astounding revelation was in itself enough to creab^ 
the ajijueheiision in the minds ol the public that nothing short of 
fresh taxation would enable the excheiiuer to avoid a catastrophe and 
recover from the imiiending unjxhssv. With that disheartening fact 
staring the province in the inve it would be unpolitic, nay hardly judi- 
cious. if we elect to close our <*yes and try to ignon‘ the gravity of the 
situation by maiiitaining an attitude of indifference and abusing the pri- 
vilege exmferred uiMin us by the Joint Selec.t Committee of voting the 
salaries of Ministers. The motions and the amendments dealing witii 
the (|uestion of fixing the salaries of Ministers,' with which the agenda 
paper is encumbered, because put forward with the best of intentions 
and with an eye to economy, should, I submit, receive the very careful 
and reasoned consideration of this House. If it is ix)litic, if it in just 
that we should cut our coat according to our cloth, then surely in the 
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The question is whether leave ])e given to Babu Sureudra Nath 
Ray to withdraw his motions Nos. and 35. 

The question was put and agreed to.

B&bu ANN ADA CHARAN DUTTA moved “ that tlie grant for the 
travelling allowance and tlie establislimcTit ol the Cady Adviser to the 
Court ot Wards lie refused.’^* 

Originally my proposition was aimed at tlie absolute abolition of the 
post of the Lady Adviser to the (\)Uit of Wards, including her estab- 
lishment and travidling allowanc(‘ cliaiges. It now aiq)ears that tlie 
neigh])ouring Governmtmt oi Bihar has kindly taken her over and we 
have been saved the situation of making paynnmts of her salary. But 
the other thing remains, and it amounts to Rs. 23,500: that is the 
amount in tiuestion now. 

I urge this motion tor the acc(‘ptance of this llon’ble (5»uncil on 
thiee j)rinci])les, namely, necessity, utility ami reti'(*nchment. 

The first ])oint is — Is there any necessity for (Ui tertaining a Lady 
Advisei' to the Couit of Wards, who would now and then be recpiired 
to i)ay some occasional visits to C(*rtain estat(*s, entertain an estahlish- 
ment and just b(‘ })aid to the extent ot about Rs. 23,500? What, we 
iinderstfind by the administration by the Court ot Wards is in its jnac'ti- 
cal as])ect administration ot the estates ot minors and disqualified and 
incai)able j)i ()])rietors, male or temale, under the (5)Uit of Wards Act. 
The very first premise is that th(‘y are inca]>al)le, and thercdore 
Government, in the shai)e ot the Court ot Wards, administeis their 
(‘states; and W(* know, from the Board ot R.evenu(‘ downwards, the 
Commissionei's, the (kdlectors, the managers appointinl under the Court 
ot Wards Act, in fact all Governni(‘nt otficials ot rijn* training and 
exj)erience and trusted Goveiiimerd servants have g*ot to manag’e the 
proj)erties under the Court of Wards. Idiey are also assisted, v hen 
difficulties arise, by the veiy hig-hly etlicient Law officials of Gov- 
ernment. viz., the Advocate-General down to tin* Government Pleader 
of the distri( t. As a matter of fact they are always theie to advise them. 
Where then is the room just tor a Lady Advisei- to tin* Court of Wards? 
So far as 1 have been able to gatl»ei', sonu' sort of an a])ology for enter- 
taining her and her de]}artrneni was tried to lie based upon tlie recpiire- 
ments of some of our temale wards lan ause of the system of purdah. 
So far as I know, this necessity has only l)een created for 
tlie purpose of maintaining and entertaining that (lejKirtment. J 
can speak with some amount of experience, so far as Hindu wards are 
concerned, that such a Lady Adviser is not at all necessary — not only 
redundant but sometimes i)erhai>s absolutely undesirable, as has already 
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present financial crisis, witli which we are confronted, we are justified 
in asking the Minislers to be magnanimous enough to concede to the 
proviiue the sacrifice which they can Well afford to make. Now is the 
time wh(‘ii a i)eiiijy saved is a pound gained. The present financial 
condition of Bengal, even if it may api)ear to have infinite capacity for 
im})r()vemcnt, does not warrant its debit side to be continually bur- 
dened wliile its credit side remains stationary. While, therefore, 1 have 
no liesitation iti joining the ranks of those members, wdio stand for 
all-round economy nnd thrift, and give my hearty support to the motion 
fcu' lesti icting w it Inn reasonable bounds the salary of our Minishu s, 
1 must coniess 1 d() Jiot see my w^ay to go so far as to recommend the 
whittling <lown of tln‘ salary of Ministers to some thing like a vanish- 
ing j)oint— to what in fact may not only effect the dignity of tlnur high 
office but muy chill tlieii enthusiasm. In the English constitution Min- 
ist(*rs are seivants ol the (hown as well as the servants of the jieople. 
In our embryo constitution it is the (lovernment that have apiiointed 
the Ministers, but it is tor us, imunhers of this (Council, to guard against 
being cariied away by tin* “ breezes or the gales of a jiublic ojiinion,” 
wdiieh, in its eiitliiisiasin foi- eff(‘eting economy, may lend itself to a 
policy that is de\oid oi a smise of proportion. On the other hand, we 
must guaid against tln> ])olic\ of robbing P(‘t(U* to pay J*aul. What we 
should aim at is consistency -a uniform poli(>y of retrenchments. It was 
only yesterday that this (ouncil jirotested against and, by a significant 
majority, n‘solv(‘d upon the diseontinuanee of the expenditure annually 
iiKUirred on the Darjeiding (‘xodus. Ai’e we not justified in rei'ominend- 
ing tliat the salar\ of the Ministers should be made to nuicli a point 
that may on the one liand effect an appreciable saving and, on the 
other be consistent wfith the dignity of their exalted office P Bahu S. N. 
Ray has shown an example of self-sacrificing devotion, desiTving of the 
highest encomium; but we would not go so far as to ask everyone to 
follow' his (‘xample, for (‘ver\one may not b(‘ fortunate enough like him 
to afford it. But w'e implore our Ministers, all the same, to rise to 
the height of the oeeasion, to help Bengal to extricate itself from the 
slough, if not of desjioiid, at least of a lamentable financial deficit. 
The golden mi'an would, I snhmit, he the fixing of their salarv not on 
the standard of Japan or ('aiiada, England or America, but at Rs. ^1,000 
a month or soim^tbing above the salary of the Secretaries under them. 

Witli these few wuirds, I heg to commend tliis important question to 
the W'isdom and good semse of this meeting. 


Babu 8URENDRA NATH RAY; I must say at the outset that this 
is not one of those resolutions which ought to have been placed in tlie 
agenda of tJie first meeting of the Reformed Council. It appears that 
some of iny friends here tlioiight that the Ministers were like so many 
burglars running away with the money from the pocket of the tax-payers. 
The hot haste witli which this re.solutloii has been moved shows that my 
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been explained; 1 eannot go fuillier. So far iis Muhammadans are con- 
cerned, who are supf)osed io be very keen in maintaining* their purdah 
system, 1 have got tljc assurance fiom some of the Muhammadan h'adera, 
tliat as a mattei* of fai t there is absolutely no necessity lor tliis sort of a 
Lady Adviser, at least the creation of a sinecuie posl for tier. 1 have 
nev(‘i‘ h(‘ard of thi* Lady Adviser ])aying‘ visits to tlie female Muhammadan 
wards in my part of the c.ounlry— so far as the whole of Chittagong* 
ami Mymensingli distj'icts is conceined. Well, in a sense, it appears 
it is admitted that there is no fuither nec*essi<y of cTitertaining* thi . 
othce' , as the!e is no luovisioii in the lludgei itself to engage some- 
l)()dy else in hei* ]»lace now that shi* has gone over to the Bihar Govern- 
ment. Therefoie, considering all ciri‘umstances ther(‘ is no necessity 
for a Lady Advisma So long shi* is not allowed to acijuire practi- 
'*al expel ienee of law courts, as you all know well, her book knowledge 
or theory is absolutely futile, and |M*i'hai>s oni* would like to be at i\ 
safe distanc(‘ fiom her.. 

Now, coming to anotber aspe(‘t ; a bit of advice about matrimony, 
about adoption by Hindu widows, about jiersonal health, comforts, etc., 
may be oblaimal fi*om the Lady Adviser. Does thV (k)urt of Wards, 
which represents Government, r(‘ally feel that there is any ne(*essity of 
having a special Jiost created and entertained foi* such ])ur])()ses Well, 
if there is any special niuessity or a sjau ial occasion, ere not tlii' local 
authoritiivs, thi* ('ollector, tin* ( ^unmissionei , ])ei'fectly isjual to the task 
of finding out some special means just to tide ovej* the ditlicultv that 
arises y 1 do not know what utility can there be in such an oflicer. 1 
think that 1 have been able to convince the (Council that theri^ is no 
fui'ther necessity of the Lady Adviser and of })aying tor hei* establish- 
ment. 

Then, comes the ipiestion of letrenchmcnt . I am not for cutting 
down everything. 1 am not for cutting down every item. What I 
mean is that it will be sim|>ly foolisli on the ])art of any one to sjiend a 
pice whi*re he can spare it. And 1 have already shown to you that 
as a matter of fact thiue is neithei* any neiessity for, nor any utility 
of, a Lady Adviser. In my opinion, her services are no longer required, 
and 1 lu)j)e and trust that this (\)uncil will acce])t my amendment. 

Babu JATINDRA NATH BASU ! 1 think it ini umbent on me to place 
before the Founcil some facts about the post of the Lady Adviser to 
the Board of Revenue. Now, it has to be remembered that the purdah 
system in this rountry is still juevalent. We do not olqect to lady 
doctors. We think that lady doctors are necessary. In the case of the 
I, ally Advisi'i in legal matters, theie is no reason wdiy we should object 
to the a]>poiiitment. It is in matters of law that it is necessary that a 
j'.erM)!! shoidd have free and frank consultation with his legal advisers, 
and it sometimes not possible for ladies, who reqiiire legal advice, to 
have that free and frank consultation with male legal advisers. 
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friends, the movers of the resolution and amendmenis thereto, have g‘ot 
no regard tor the Ministers. They eould certainly have waited till the 
budget time, and then we could hapve an opportunity of fixing the salaries 
of the Ministers. There was aliAolutely no (u-casion for hringing for- 
ward this resolution in such hot haste. 

Then, there is another thing which I ought to say at the outset and 
it is this that 1 have, very grave doubts whether the (lovernment them- 
selves could have fixed the salary of the Ministers. 

My friend, Rai .logendra (Miunder (ihose Bahadur, has said that he 
would fix the salary at £1,000 ; to that my answer is that that scale may 
be suitabltffor England and not for India, becaus(‘ here in India we have 
got the Se<‘retari(‘s who work urnhu- the Ministers getting each, at least 
a salary of Us. 2,700 per month. Does my friend want to say that tlie 
Secretary of State for India draws a salary less than that of the I'lider- 
Si'cretarv lor State? But I must sa> that our Ministers, as popular lead- 
ms and as r(‘{)i(‘sentativ(‘s of populai constituencu's, ought to havt* 
come forwaid before the jmblic in a sidf-sacriticing spirit and ought to 
iia\e ottered to accept the posts for a less remumu-ation than wliat the 
(io\ei nnimit wants to give them. We all know that such a spirit id 
self-sacrifice prevails in England. We all know that Sir William 
llarcourt, who was the (Oiancellor of tlie Excheipier and also as Home 
Secretary during the administration id Mr. (iladstone for a jieriod of 
nearlv 20 years, and what was his jiay— his ]iay was only £0,000 per* 
annum. But Mhat was his income before he served in tliose eajiacities — 
his income was £20,000 ])er annum; and he sacrificed this income for a 
period <d 20 yi'ars. Perhaps, you all know what sacrifice Mr. Asipiith 
has made. If lie had wished he could have become the Lord ('hancellor 
and could ha\e dVawn the handsome salary of .£lt),00() jiei' annum. No 
doubt we heal'd a good deal about jirestige and status in this Ifousi*; 
but we also know' that in England the Prime Miiiistm- ajijioints the 
Lord Lliancellor and the former gets £5,000 a year, wliereas tlie latter 
gets £10,000. The Prime Minister ai)])oints the Judges of the lligh 
(k)urts, the Master of the Bolls and the Attorney-Oeneial ; but the 
Ib*ime Minister gets a pay less than each of thes(‘ officials. For these 
reasons, I say, the question of status and prestige does not come in at all. 
I think that in a matter like this tlie Ministers ought to have set an 
example to the country. 

Then, my learned friend and pupil, Professor Mukherji has said 
that we must lK*gin by cutting the pay of the (lovernpr and not the pay 
of the Ministers. To that, I say — let our public men show' an examjile 
that they are willing to serve the country for a less amount, and then we 
can go to the (loverninent and say that our countrymen are willing 
to serve for a less remuneration. OthiTwise, we cannot go to them and 

ask them to use the pruning knife. He has also referred to a document 

the report of the committee of non-official members of the last Bengal

1 submit, therefore, that tlie Council will not decide this matter 
in a liurry, but will carefully considiu* the matter, so that the ladi(‘s who 
have had an o])p{)rtunity of consult in;^ a trained leg-al adviscw, to whom 
they can open out tludi minds, should not be debairt'd from that 
advantage.

2,500, l)ui, as I was in a hopeless minority, I thought it jirudent to 
submit to the voici* of tb(‘ majority. Hut things hav«‘ (‘liaufj^ed sine(‘ 
then. We hnv(‘ now ^ot th(‘ reiiort of tlie Joint Committee, dated 
the 1 Till Novinnbei , lillt). My frimid. Sir Ashutosh tdiaudlinri, lias 
already (jnoted fioni that report. Well, there we find that the Indian 
membeis of the ('onncil of tiu* Seeretary of Stati* are given a laiger salary 
than that of the Eiiro])(‘a'n members, beeaiist* it is a foreign serviee in 
the f’as(‘ of the Indians. So, h«‘r(‘ in India, we have to }>% a larger 
amount to tin* Eiirojiean membeis. In fact the Joint Committee dis- 
tinctly sa\ : that tlie status of MinistiU's should be siniihu' to that of 
the Menibt'is of the Executive ('ouncil, but that their salaries should 
be tixed b\ the Legislative t^mncil. Later on, in this rejiort, it is 
suggi‘sted that Indian members of the Council (d' India should lu* 
paid a higlnu' scale ot icmuneration than those niernliers of the ('oumdl 
doinicilt*d in th(‘ Cnited Kingdom. The same ])rinci])le might sugg(*st 
itself to th(‘ Leg-islative (Nmnml that it was ri'asonable for the Minis- 
ters of th(‘ Provincial (Joxernments domiciled in India to be paid on a 
loW(‘i scale of remuneration than tlu* Euro])ean niembms. 

Tliat was their nu-omniendat ion and it is for this reason that it 
was put down in the Covernment of India Act that the pay should be the 
saiiK' as that of the Meinlxu’s (d‘ the ILxecutive ('ouncil, unless the Legis- 
lative Council of 1h(‘ jirovinci* otherwise direct. 

W(‘ art* h<‘re to-day to consider the salaiies of Ministers. If w’e 
considm- that th('*]>ay ought to b«‘ less, 1 think we ought to reduce it. At 
least my own opinion is that Hie Ministers ought to come forward and tell 
us frankly that th(‘> aie willing to accept a lower rmnuneratioTi. 1 also 
deprecate tin* idea of extoiting this concession at the point of the bay- 
onet. Hut it is not also a g-ood spirit on thmr j>art to remain obdurate 
in dehanc(‘ of public ojunion. We have got a duty to perform to our 
constituents, and with what face shall we go to our constitucmts 
if we do not repiesent their views in this room? 

Mr. H. BARTON; 1 cannot ludj) saying that I view this resolution 
with a s(>ns(‘ of d(‘(‘p shame — a .shame in which this CouTicil will clothe 
itself if it jierinits this motion to be passed. 

Sir, this is a (jnestio?i which ought to be apjiroached with reasonable- 
ness, fairness and comsistency. But I cannot say, having heaid all 
the vai ious movers, that any one of them has disjdayed any one of these 
qualities. AVe have heard a great deal of the poverty of the people. 
One speaker also rebured to the Christian religion in connection with 
it. But 1 am sure no ndigion on the face of the earth has succeeded 
in warding off distress. AVe are told from time to time that charity 
begins at home. May 1 also imint out that self-sacrifice also begins at 
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The motion was then, by leave of the Council, withdrawn.

lb(m‘ lias been a considerable increase of expenditiue iindfu' this head 
which is mainly accounted for, as will appear from the estimates, by the 
fact that the pay of the I'rovincial Service and of the imjierial Service has 
been revised. ^ There has also been an increase in the cadre of Munsifs and 
Sub-, fudges. These are really th<> main heads of increase. There are also 
some small increases, for instance, there is that nnudi disputed item 
which IS classed under paper-book, but which is inaccurately classed a.s 
such, becau.se it repre.sents not merely the expenses of the establish- 
ment of the I’aper-hook Department, but it represents the expenses of 
the reorganisation of the oliices of the High Court mainly on the 
Appellate Side. During the geiiiiial discussion of the Budget I had to 
say something about this item, and I find from the agenda paper that 
quite a number of members of this Council want to move for reduction 
of this grant.

The residution tnoducivs befon* me a sad picture — standint^^ side by 
side with the messaf^e of our gracious Kin^-, uthI t,o see th(‘ m‘wly 
ajiiiointed Members of tlie Ouncil sharing in the dignity and splendour 
of an innovation which should be tin* hi'-ting jiride of ever\ son of India. 
What is the message that this picture conveys? Sir, it is a message 
that the power and the greatness you have .sought for is yours in full 
measure, and there are your trusted reju-esentat iv(\s, A\b() stand on the 
same jdatform with royalties. “ Honoui tlumi as you will honour me,” 
says the Koval message. Hut is this how we intend to siu ve tho.se, who 
are filling these higli ofliees in response to our demands? 

Yesterday by our verdict we n^jected by a large majority the motion 
for r( 3 dueing the number of Ministers. It was an (uilogy on the bard 
and necessary duties that must devolve upon them. It was a gcuierous 
verdict, w’hicdi showed clearly the finding of the Chmncil. As icgards 
the present resolution. Sir, if those who oiiposed the reduction in the 
number of Ministers desire that their tinding should he respecti'd, they 
should throw away this resolution also. The mere thought of reducing 
the salary of the Ministers implies an as|)ersion on their deservodness 
and, in face of the verdict arrived at yesterday, it would be inconsistent, 
unreasonable and unjust and not altogether free from a certain amount 
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iintlei’ the orders of the Government of India in finding the money for 
this expenditure; and we have then^fori* made a provision for it in the 
Budget. I may iioint out — and doubtless most of you liave noticed it 
already — that while Its. l,80,iK)0 is put down under the (vxpenditur(‘ 
head, there is a corresponding item on the revtmue side, so that so far as 
the provincial revenues are conctuned, no sort of burden is imposial on 
these revenues. Nor need I point out that the (fovernnumt do(*s not 
intend to make any income out of this establishment. All that we 
require is that the cost of the establishment should be paid by the 
litigant jmlilic, who reciuire paper-books for the use of tlndr appeals. 
It will be evident that the High Gourt does not make any incoim* by this 
establishment. 1 do not want to anticipate the nature of tlu» objec tions, 
that will be urgcal against this item of (‘xpcnditun*, but, so far as the 
economic side of it is concerned, there is no additional charge on the 
rt‘V(‘nues of this province. So that cannot b(‘ tin* objection to this 
item. 

1 may also point out that then* has been a (‘onsiderable confusion, if 
1 were to judge from what I see in the iiajiers, IxAwcam the (‘stablishrnent 
of the Paper-Book Department and certain rules which, 1 understand, 
hav(‘ been framed by the High Court for the purpose of conducting their 
busiiK'ss on the Appellate Side. This Governnumt is in no way conccuinxl 
with these rules. W(‘ know nothing about tlnun, and this (k)uncil is 
not now called upon to consider the advisability or the luojuiety of th(‘se 
rules. I shall therefore ask the Council, wlnm this qu(‘stion is discussed 
to separate the (luestion of tln^ necessity or piojiriety of this establish- 
ment from the ([uestion of the propriety of certain rules fiamed by the 
High Court. 

Anotiier thing 1 ought to point out to tlie Council is that tliis item 
of Us. 1,;I0, ()()() is merely an aiiproximatc* figure, as it is not yet known 
exactly what tlie printing of pa])er-l)ooks is going to cost. It was also 
under the consideration of the High Court - wh(*iher there should be a 
similar establishment for the Original Side. So far as tin* Apjiellate 
Side is concerned, the estimated cost of the Pajier-book Department pro- 
per_and it is only a provisional figure as the details are still under con- 
sideration— is about Us. 78,000 in round figures. I explained on a pre- 
vious occasion that the learned Judges of the High Court know best how 
these paper-books ought to be prepared. What tliey found was that the 
pajier-books latterly were not propeily juepared; and I need hardly iioiut 
out to the Council that it is very essential that the record on whi(di the 
Court has to decide cases should be accurate and legible. ]f the record 
is defective in these respects, there is likely to be miscarriage of justice. 
The learned Judges also found that there was considerable delay in the 
preparation of the ])aper-books. As some members of this Council are 
aware, there was very severe comment made by the Privy Council in a 
number of cases on the delays in the prosecution of appeals; and in the 
opinion of the High Court, who again, 1 say, is in the liest position to 
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of personal element which should never find a place in our deliberatioi 
For these reasons I oj)pose those resolutions. May I add that when y< 
start cutting down the ])ay of the Ministers, you must in fairness c.( 
sider that in the end you will have to cut down the ])ay of other peop

As 
regards the cost of the m‘w s( heme, naturally there will be a certain 
increase of cost ov(*r tlu' old rates which were fixed in LSSl. Since then, 
pric(*s of (‘vauytliing, materials and labour, have considerably gone up, 
and it IS really a matt(*r oi surp?*ise hovv’ tlie vakils managed to ])r(*])are 
any pajKU-books at all during recruit yeais. Of course the result in many 
cases was that the work was very unsatisfactorily done. The High 
(k)urt took lh(‘ precaution of consulting many ])rinting establishments— 
I think about eight jrrinting houses her('. Seven of them under the 
conditions of labour and fluctuation of prices now prevailing refused 
altog(dher to have an\thing to do with tlie jirinting of tl»\se papers. 
Only oiu' firm gave* (juotations, and those wer(‘ much in excess of the 
revised rales as laid down by th(‘ High Oourt . I may say in this connec- 
tion that the vakils thems(*lv(‘s found it very difficult to go on printing 
at the old rates, and shortly befor(‘ the new rat(‘s were liromulgated, they 
had ap})lied for a considerable increase in the rates wliich they wore 
allowed. I do not think 1 need say anything more at I Ins stage. 1 shall 
hear what the objections ai(‘ to this ( harge, and tluMi 1 will give mv 
explanation. 

As rt‘gards the increase in the Subordinati* Judicial cadre, I might 
point out that no less than 08 Munsifs have been officiating for several 
years. That could not be a desirable state of things. Idiese gentlemen 
would go to one district and officiate foi* a few months, (*ome ba(;k and go 
somewhere tdse. It became luMessary, theiefore, to increase the cadre. 
The proposal was that as many as 40 Munsifs and five Sub-Judges should 
be added to the cadrt*, l)ut we did not find it jmssilde owdng to want of 
funds this year to add more than 20 Munsifs and three Sub-Judges. 

Objection has also been taken to the aj)pointment of the Additional 
Legal llemembrancer. As regards that, all I wish to state at this stage 
is that in an answer to a (lueslion put by a member in this* House, 1 
pointed out that the Government is considering the question, whether 
at the end of the present term, the office would still be required or not. 
But I may tell you generally that T have looked into the matter with 
considerable care, and T do think that, if there be a sufficient number of 
important and difficult criminal prosecutions in this province, it is

Idle (Council was then adjourned to Monday, the liJst J^ebruary, 1921 
at 11 A.M., in the Town Hall, Calcutta. 
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and (h« Appellate Side. It is with the Appellate Side that we are con- 
eerned to-day, not with the eriniinal branch of that side, but with the 
civil branch (d the Apjiellate work in the High Court. The High 
Court in Its Apiiellate Side disixises of appeals and, I think, it is generally 
known that tliere are two kinds of apjieals which come up to the High 
Court. Tliere are apjieals from apiKillate decrees which are known as 
second aripiuils or special apj.ealH and there are appeals from original 
decrees and oiiginal orders which are known us original appeals or 
lust apjieals. Now, the High Court Judges always insist that vernacu- 
lar iiaiKTs sliould be translated into English. It is a matter of 
complaint to us, but it is irrelevant to the present point at issue that 
even the High Court Judges do not take the trouble of beiaiming 
ac(|uaintcd with tbe language of the country. However, vernacular 
papers have got to be tran.slated, and not only tran.slated, but tlie 
Judges insist lliat, exceid in very few cases, the.se papers must also be 
printed, as if manuscript papers would offend the judicious majestv of 
tlie Judges of the High Court. In the ca.se of the paper-books ' for 
second ajipeals, it is the High Court and the offices of the High Court 
which are charged with the duty of printing them. J1 is only in the 
ia.se of the ])aper-books for the hearing of tlie original or first ' aiipeals 
iliat the High Court allows the vakils of the High C’ourt to prepare the 
liaper-books in their own offices and to make their own terms with the 
i lieiits. I’his .system was introduced by the late Sir Rame.sh Milter in 
the year ISSd, and I claim that it has worked most .satisfactorily during 
the last 41) years. At any rate I am confident tliat nothing new has 
luijijiened within these years. 1 am confident that no case has at all 
been made out by the advocates of change to convince the members of 
this House that a practice which has behind it the sanction of 40 years 
should now be done away with in the face of the united protest of the 
vakils of the High Court, and, let it also be said, of the iei)re,sentative8 
of piililic in tluH Council. 


Various ])oiiits have been rai.sed by Sir Abd-ur-Hahini not merely in 
the cour.se of his speech to-day, but also on the previous occasion when 
he was .sjieaking on the Budget. His first point is that this provision 
IS being made at the instance of the High Court Judges and also of the 
Government of India and that we have only been asked to find the 
money. I say in reply that if the suggestion has come from the Judges 
of the High Court and endorsed by the Government of India, let the 
High Court or the Government of India, find the money.

Put it may not 
generally lie known to this House that after an ajqieal is disjiosed of by 
the High Court and aftei’ leave is granted for ajipfail to His Majesty in 
('ounril the matter goes out of the hands of the vakils and the jiarties 
and the jiajier-books are jirinted in the High ('ourt offices.

In the case of a jiaper-book of dOO papes, 
a vakil would (harpe Hs. ;f75, but if it is jirep.-ircd in the Hipb Court 
Ihe charpe would be Hs. S7f), that is to .say more than double. For a 
jiaiH'i-book of 400 ])apes, Ihe vakils’ charpe would be Hs. 750, and if it 
is ])rei)ared in the Hipb Court Ihe cost would be Hs. 1,450. For a 
luiper-book of 000 papes, a vakil would charpe Hs. 1.125, while the 
Hiph Court would charpe Hs. 2.475, nearly Hs. l.ljOO in exce.ss. And 
Ihe [loor litip-ant will have to pay all this exce.ss .money. It is not a 
simiilc matli'r for Ihe lilipant to jiay .so much more for bis paper-book. 
The other day I heard Sir Abd-ur-Habim say when he sat down that it 
was not the cost of Ihe paper-book that falls heavily on the litipant, 
but it is the hipb fees charped by lawyers. Sir, it is rather a delicate 
matter to be discus.sed — not that I have ever hud the pood fortune to 
charpe heavy fancy fees myself, but 1 know that members of the legal 
jirofession to which 1 Ix'lonp do not charpe fancy fees. Heavy fees are 
charged by members of the profession from which Sir Abd-ur-Rahim 
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district already has four juoviiicialised lii^di schools, (lovernmeiit arc 
not })rci)ared to consider ilie (luesiion of eslal)lislmi|.^ a iifth at I’atiiukludi.

1 mvself 
have never undertaken the prein.ration of a, pa-inn-book during my 
career as a vakil for more than d.b years, Imt 1 must say that tlie work 
ot the preparation of paper-books has been of some help to the junior 
members of the Har. There have been struggling juniors, who have 
risen very high, and, if it hud not been for the pri'iiaial ion of paiier- 
books, which they had in their early career as vakils, they would ])rob- 
ably have not remained in the Hi^di (k)iiit and met tli(‘ ban' 
expenses ,,! Cab utta life. The young vakils of the High Court have 
done their work exceedingly well. 1 may tell the members of this 
House that some years ago the High Court Judges ruled that the work 
of translation of the vakils should be revised by an editor— by an e.\j)ert. 
After a few' years it was found that there was absolutely no neccssitv 
for having these experts to examine the translations of the vakils, 
because they did their work exceedingly well. That shows unmistak- 
ably that the High Court Judges, at least then, thought that Ihere was 
no necessit.y tor interfering with the work which was then going on. 
The High Court Judges have the absolute jxiwer of removing the name 
of a vakil from the list ol those who undertake ]>re],aration of jiujier- 
books, if they think that the work which he has done is not u|> to the 
mark. I would ask the nu-mbers of the House if they have ever heard 
of a name of any vakil being removed from such a list. If Hint is not 
the case, has a case been made out by the Judges of the High t!ourt to 
frame new rules for the preparation of paj,er-books and to take aw-ay 
the work from the vakils f As I have said, I do not want to lake iip 
a long time, but I must tell the members who are sitting oj.posile and 
who represent the mercantile community of Calcutta, that they must 
consider the matter very carefully.

Mr. 8. R. DAS: I did not at first intend to intervene in this debate 
becauso so far as the members of this House, who are connected ^ith 
e Ilijrli ( ourt are concerned, we have discussed the matter over and 
over again, and I certainly am in sympathy with everything that has 
fallen from the mover of this amendment and from those wlio sup- 
ported him. I feel that the new rules are likely to create great hard- 
s ip on le litigants and I certainly was prepared, so far as I had heard 
lip to that time, to vote in favour of the motion, but a matter has been 
biought o my notice only within the last hour which has placed me 
in some diHicuHy in supiK.rting this motion, and I desire to place that 
lefore Ihe members of the Council. It, ai.jiears that it is the Privy

I siifrffest that the best course would lie 
tie- and I do not know wliy the imuiihers of the Icfral jirofession should 
not—represent to the Judges of the High Court that at least a. iK*reenU 
age of appeals, whether 45, 55 or 05 jier cent, whieli ai-e for values 
of less than Rs. 1(1,000 sliould lie printed as they are being printed now 
by tlie vakils. Whether the Judges of the High Court will agree to that 
I eannot say, hut what makes it dilficult for me to siipjiort this amend- 
ment is the fact that an estalilishment is to he kejit for this, and, if 
the establishment has to he kept, I am not in a jKisition to ask for tlie 
reduction of tlie whole grant of Rs. J, -'10,000 to the High Court for this 
purpose. I would he preiiared to suiijKirt any resolution w’liich would 
have the effect of reducing it to such an amount as would he required 
for the preparation of pajHir-hooks of cases of value of Rs. 10,000 and 
above. Under these circumstances it is for the members of this Coun- 
cil to consider how far our sympathy with the litigants should carry us.

Sir, it has been admitted that it will be a great hardship on the 
people of this country if the cost of the preparation of the paper-hooks 
is increased nearly three times. What is the justification for itP 
Mr. S. 11. Gas comes and tells us tliat ho has only got the facts to-day 
and upon that knowledge he opposes this resolution. He says he knew 
this information only half an hour ago, hut 1 knew it 12 months before. 
The pleaders also knew it very well and, if the other speakers did not 
refer to it, it was an oversight. The Privy Council no doubt has said 
that for any ajipeals for Rs. 10,000 and upwards in value the paper-books 
should be printed by the office. It is absolutely absurd to suppose that 56 
per cent, of the regular appeals are for Rs. lO.OOO. I make bold to say that 
the figure is not more than 10 per cent. Now, what ju.stification is there 
for 90 i>er cent, of the paper-books being printed by the office? And 
as regards this 10 per cent, also, the remedy is quite ciear. Mr. S. R. Gas 
thinks that there is no other way except these being i)rinted by the office, 
but the way is clear and it was jwinted out to the High Court that they 
have only to select a few from among the pleaders and entrust them with 
the preparation of the paper-liooks for apjHjals of Rs. 10,000 and upwards. 
The said remedy they would not accept. 1’lint letter of the Privy Coun- 
cil everybody knows is an excuse. The High Court wants to take away 
the work from the pleaders and apjwint their own men. Before I go into 
that question I want to ask the High Court that although Rs. 78,000 is 
required for the cost of establishment, why do they ask for Rs. 1,30,000? 
I think the extra Rs. 52,000 is for improving the i)ay of the staff. Have 
they got any right to exact this sum as taxes from the litigants for the 
improvement of the pay of the staff and can they take it as a cost 
of the preparation of tlie paper-books? 

Now, Sir, I come to my last point. People are very difiident of speak- 
ing of self-interest but self-interest rules the world. More than 100 vakils 
of the High Court make a living l)y the preparation of the paper-books. 
Why take it away from them? Tlie pleaders, by a majority of 75 per 
cent., have resolved that they should strike if this privilege is taken 
awn. 1 would not say whether they are right or wrong, but they 
would be an addition of strength to Mahatma Gandhi and it would be an 
act of extreme folly to allow them to strike. What is the justification 
for taking away this privilege from the vakils? The only justification

Mr. D. C. CHOSE: I desire to say a few words w'th regard to the 
demand of Its. 1,110, 000 for the pi-e[)aration of paiKU-hooks in the High 
Court. 1 liave followed veiy closely f he impassioned speech of my friend, 
Mr. A. K. Fazl-nl Ha(i, and while I congratulate him upon the zeal and 
elo(|uence with whi(di he has advocat(‘d the cause of vakils, I confess I am 
unable to say that his remarks have dissipated my doubts and difficulties 
regarding the question of our interference with the demand for the pro- 
vision of lls. 1,30,000 for the preparation of paper-hooks in the High 
Court. I may say at once that nobody is more anxious than I am that the 
vakils should have justice, if tliey think tliat justice has been denied 
to them, in the matter of the pieparation of ])aper-l)ook8. Hut 1 submit 
that the projrer forum for them to api>eal to is not this Council but the 
Judges of tlu? Court where they practice. I will explain briefly why 1 
say tills. Sir, we arc here not. as champions of any particular section of 
our countrymen but to pr nci f and safeguard the interests of the general 
public. The J udges of the High Court by virtue of the right they possess 
under the Charter have framed a rule by which jiaper-books wdll now be 
prepared in the office of the Court. Their object in making this rule is 
that the ends of justice will be better served by having the iiaper-books 
speedily and efficiently prepared in tlieir own oflice. The vast litigant 
public is not before us eonqdaining that any wrong lias been done to them 
by this new rub'. If their complaints were before us wa> might have 
considered whether we ought to interfere in this matter. But so far as 1 
know ihey liu\e not complained. The vakils of course are complaining. 
The question, however, is whether in tlie interest of the vakils w'e should 
interfere with the internal administration of the High Court. Remember 
that any reduction of the demand for Rs. 1,30,000 will amount to an 
interference with the internal administration of the High Court. 
Is it right that we should interfere, unless there are very 
great and overwhelming reasons? Remeimber also that no Parliament, 
no Legislature can assume the functions of administration. The proper 
functions of this Council is to criticise and guide the policy of those who 
are carrying on the administration. That is our normal function. I 
submit therefore that we should not lightly take upon ourselves the res- 
ponsibility of interfering with the intiTiial administration of the High 
Court. I say again that, if the vakils think that justice has been denied 
to them, the projier course for them is to appeal to the Judges and seek 
redress of their grievance. 

Professor 8. C. MUKHERJI: I am exceedingly thankful to you for 
giving me a chance of speaking on the subject when unfortunately 
1 was not in the room. Mr. S. R. Has has to a great extent anticipated 
me and therefore I do not desire to go over the same ground. So far 
as I can understand, this matter has caused a great deal of feeling in 
certain quarters. There is a feeling abroad that in this matter tho

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exorbitant auioinit. And then, why should not this be adopted in cases 
in the Original Side? Why this differential treatment? Is it because 
the High Court Judges are afraid of the stronger brethren of the Vakils, 
1 mean the Banisters? 1 understand, Sir, some of the High Court 
Judges, have deeidtul to bring about this tdiange; but 1 am also told 
tliat some t)f them are o})j)osed to it. It would not be out of place to say 
tlmt, Mr. rresident, when you adorned the High Court, you were 
oj)j>osed to HiH h a ])i o(*edure. Mr. Das says that some othei’ means 
sliould I e adopted for improving the administration of justice. This is 
an admission that something is wrong, and there is a good cause for our 
interfeK n( (‘, because there is no justification whatever for increasing the 
cost of pa]»ei-books ; it is, to my mind, irregular. If there is any special 
necessily for this, and any ])rovision is necessary, then a fresh proposal 
may come up in jijojhu* form, and may be considered later on. At i)re- 
sent ill the form in wdiich it has now come, it cannot be sujijxirted. 

Theie are many things w'hich I would like to say, but as the time 
at my disjiosal is very short, I am obliged to be brief. A suggestion 
has l>een made that junior vakils wdll be hard put to if the present 
juactice is done away wdth ! Well, Sir, the prosj^erity or otherwise of 
the vakils is not our concern so far as the present resolution is con- 
(•(MiKul; we are not heie to safeguard any particular interests; we have 
nol coiiK* h(‘ic to disiHuise jiatronage to our beneficiaries. It is for the 
jniblic intmests that we are here, and What we have jdedged ourselves 
to is to s(*(‘ that tin* welfare of the public as a whole does not suffer, 
and tliat the good of the general community is not sacrificed for the 
whims and conveniences of vested interests. 

W^ith these remarks 1 beg to commend the resolution to the accept- 
ance of the House. 

Mr, R. Mt WAT80N-8M YTH S I must oppose this motion. We 
hav(‘ heard a good deal about the preparation of these books from the 
j)oint of view of the lawyyer; may 1 put forward the p>oint of view of the 
jHior but necessary litigant? It seems to me that he is at the moment 
like a frightened sheep standing and w^atching a quarrel between two 
sheaiers, as to which is going to fleece him.

quent. It seems to me to be much more a matter for the High Court 
to settle themselves, and that this Council should not be dragged into

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As I understand it, the old procedure of 40 years ago, as Mr. I'^azl- 
ul Haq has told us, has apiiarenily broken down, and tlie Privy Council 
will have no more of it, and the alternative seems to have been presentiMl 
to the Judges of the High (’oiirt either to have two proctaliires, tine for 
the first api)eals and one for ilie second, or to allow tlie tihl system to 
go, and to have one procedure for the lot.

There were certain vested interests whiidi wtoe up in arms 
at once, and 1 understand a i)etition was presenU*(l to tlie lligli Court, 
considered by them and rejeided ; and so it is, 1 sujipose, rather us a 
continuation of this ]Kdition that the matter now comes uj) in its pre- 
sent form in the Council. 

It seems to me* that, if this item is expunged from the JUidget, 1 
supjKise it is ho{)ed that the new jirocedure in the High Court will be 
rendered impossible and therefore that the old leginn^ will lx* renewed. 

1 very much doubt whether this will be so; the rules have been mad(‘ 1)\ 
the Judges of the High ('ourt after very mature consideration, and, if 
by some manceuvre on the part of the opiH>ieMits of tliis resolution, this 
('ouncil can wijie out the money with which to cany these rules out, 1 
cannot see any result excejit chaos. Is it to be supposed that the 
Judges of the High Court .will accejd this jesolution and recede from 
the position which they liave taken up, and thereby jHactically admit 
that they are subservient to the members of this (youncil ? It may be 
so; 1 do not know. If it is so, then I must say that it will come as a 
very great surprise to anyone who knows the traditions of the High Court. 
It seems much more likely that chaos wdll result and that the jioor liti- 
gant will suffer. The vakils will not get their pajHir-liooks, the Judges 
cannot print theirs, because there is no money, au<l the litigant 
will suffer. And worse than that, it seems to me that this Council will 
be brought into direct conflict with the High Court, a thing wdiich, at 
any rate, at this stage of its proceedings, a sane man would avoid at 
any cost.

The objec- 
tions to limiting such a rule to appeals of the minimum value of Its. 10,000 as sug- 
gosted by the 1 nvy Council, are, first, that vakils filing appeals might be tenipt- 
ed to undervalue them; and, secondly, that some paper-books in appeals from 
Original Decrees would be prepared in the offices of the vakils, while otLrs would 
be p eparm in the Court’s office. In that case two sets of rules would )«, reqZd 
which would be confusing both to the public and to the office and difficult to wwk in 
actual practice. Moreover any regular appeal, oven if it be below Jls. 10, (XK) in valio 
may form the sueject of appeal to the Privy Council either on an important poilt of 
aw or ly consolidation with other appeals. In sucl. cases, the High Court would 
be technically re.q,o„siblo for the accuracy of the Privy Council record, althoiigb in 
J lactice, 't miK 't have la>en iinjiossible to exercise any control over its jirej.ui atiou 
In new of the a love considerations and the fact that paper-books prepared bv vakils 
mve fieiiueiitly left much to lie desired, the Hon’ble the Acting Chief Justice and 
the . udgos have deemed it expedient finally to adopt the principle tl.at all pa,.er-',ooks 
should lo r-repareri in the office of the High Court, it being provided that paper-book, 
in urgent cases may be pre).ared out of (kuirt, upon good cause being shown. 

Their Lordships' decision on this siiliject, together with the ailoptioii of tie. 
instructions of the Privy Council as regards the arrangement of the record h ue 
necessitated an extensive revision of the Appellate Side rules. In framing the 
neiiessary amendments, the Judges have examined the existing rules as a whole 
and have revised any rules which they found to he out of date or capable of 
improvement. 

Thmi, in Decmnlier hi.sl, the High Court were even more eiiii.hutic 
as to their requirenient.s in this resiK'ct. They say: 

in S ‘I*® "'ajority of such paper-books were actually prepared 

selected lor this purpose by the vakils undertaking the pro|.aration of the paper- 
books. The printing rate sanctioned by the former rules of the Court for work 
() tiis imturo was 14 annas a page. This rato has remained unchanged since 1880 
when It was probably sufficient in view of thi- economic conditions then prevailing 
to meet the cost of printing work suitable for the purpose, but the steady rise 
in prices during recent years without any corresponding modification of the’ sanc- 
tioned rate for printing has resulted in the steady deterioration in the quality of 
the paper-book work entrusted to vakils. Clenerally s, leaking, such paper-l^okx 
are badly printed and badly arranged and, as stated in paragraph 4 of the Privy 
rouncil’s letter ilaicd the 27th November 1919, the nece-ssity for some radical modi- 
fication of be Court’s former procedure was emphasised in the Court’s letter, dated 
the 7th lebruary, 191 1 . in which it was stated that “a reason for the present delay 
m the haphazard manner in which paper-books from which appeals to the Privy 
Council arose ore prepared by the vakils, with the result that the sworn examiners 
have, in a large numUr of cases, practically to prepare a new paper-book and to 
refer to the original documents.” The disadvantages of the former practice were, 
in fact, so many and so groat, that the Judges were of opinion that it was a source 
of considerable danger and might result in a serious miscarriage of Justice.

It will be seen that in accordance with note «3 to rule 24 of (chapter VI and rule 
2 of Chapter IX of the IteviBed Appellate Side Rules, every paper-book must 
be printed in the Government Press, unless the lli^gistrar shall otherwise direct. 
This provision w'as considered necessary in view of the inudeciuucy of the printiiij.; 
arrangements in the presses patronised by vakils, the general bad quality of work 
in those presses and the ('onstant delays in the prejjaration of j>a])er-hookK, the 
printing of which was undertaken by them. It was found, on the other hand, 
that the quality of work in the Government Press left little to be desired anil that 
all details regarding the preparation of paper-books received the most careful atten- 
tion in that Press. 

As regards the iiistiuctioiis of ilie Privy (yoiineil. Sir Asliutosli 
Chaudhuri is wrong. This is what the Privy (vOUIkuI laid down. I 
think it was read out by Mr. S. R. Das yesterday. This is what they 
said in this eoniiection : — 

Their Lordships are of opinion that all paper-books should be prepared under 
the direct snx>orvision of the officers of the Api>ellate Side as they understand is 
the practice in ilie Calcutta High Court in the case of the second apptmls. 

They then say : 

Their Lordships therefore desire that the Appellate Court should be asked to 
frame a rule giving effect to this suggestion in all appeals of Rs, 10, (XK) (apjieal- 
able amount in value). 

This reall y amounts to a direction by the l^rivy (\)imcil wliicdi tlu^ 
High Courl are bound to carry out. 

What then is tlie position with regard to this matter? Tin* High 
Court, I sulmiit to the Council, are the liest judges as regards the internal 
arrangements to be effected for the disposal of their business. Th(\v 
found it absolutely necessary that the old practic^e, which had come down 
from a v<‘ry long time, must now be changt^d under tin- alter(‘d con- 
ditions. Seveial members of this Council have emjduisized the fact that 
the practice has continued for the last 40 years, as if that w.as a strong 
argument why there should be no change. I submit that it is tlie 
strongest argument against the continuance of the practice, that it 
originated in ISiSG — as the condition of things has altered (ainsiderably ; 
and we are face to face with the fact that there is considerable trouble 
in finding adequate labour and in keeping it when you get it. The 
prices of materials have gone up considerably; and, as tlu‘ learned 
Judges pointed out, it would be a precarious state of things if they had 
to rely on small printing pres.ses, to which the vakils have mu essarily 
to resort, in getting paiier-books printed for tlu^ disposal of their busi- 
ness. We all know what was the state of things in May last when there 
was a strike in the printing presses. Surely, there is a greater guarantee 
that in the Government Press there w^uld be a steady outturn of work 
than in the smaller presses. As has been pointed out by Mr. Watson- 
Smyth very correctly, the position is that, if this Council comes to the 
‘%)ncluBion that this grant should not be voted, things will come to a

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stand-still. The High (k)urt, as 1 made it clear from the two letters, 
which I read out, entertain a very strong opinion that the present 
arrangement cannot be continued. It is not the case that the question 
was decided by them in an impulsive moment, they have in fact repeated- 
ly considered th(‘ j)osition. They have received represeiitations 
from the vakils; they liave held more than one meeting in order to con- 
sider these nq)resentations; and they have come to the conclusion that 
the time has come when tliere must be some radical modifications in 
t h e ar ra n gemen t . 

One member of the Council lias suggested that there has been a 
difference of opinion among the Judges of the High Court. I know 
absolutely nothing about it, and 1 do not know how the member came 
to know anything about it. Even if there was a difference of opinion 
among the Judges of the High Court, that does not make the slightest 
difffU'ence in this respect; we have to consider the action of tlie High 
Court as a whole. It would be impossible for any cor])orale body to 
carry on business of any sort if we always required unanimity of opinion 
among the members. The same principle applies to the High Court. 
We have to see what the collective opinion of the High Court is; and 
there cannot l)e the slight(\st doubt that they entertain a very strong 
oj>inion on this subject. Their i)osition shortly is that they cannot relv 
upon a i)ropcr prei)aration of the record if the arrangements whi(di they 
have suggested are not carried out. 

Then, as regards the delay, it has been suggested that the Gov- 
ernment Press its(df is guilty of much delays. One member stated 
that in the (’ase of a second appeal in which a few pages were to be 
printed, it took the Government Press nt'arly tw^o years to print them. 
Does anyone seriously believe that the Government Press could not 
promptly i)rint a few pag(‘s of a second apinnil. Surely, as the pro- 
fessional members of this Council well know, the delay even in second 
appeals is often caused by the death of parties or causes of a like nature. 
()n the other hand, wv have got to consider the opinion of the High 
Court and of the Privy (k)uncil, that at least the main cause of the delay 
in the hearing of first appeals is that paper-books are prepared in the 
offices of vakils. 

Then, as regards the rates, considerable arguments have been 
addressed to this Council that the High Court is charging unnecessarily 
high rates for the preparation of the pai>er-book8. I should like the 
members to consider the matter in this light. The High Court are not 
going to make an> profit; nor are the Bengal Government making any 
profit out of the iiaper-book estaldishment. The litigants will be required 
to pay for the preiiaration of the paper-books and not the general 
public, as you will find that against Rs. 1,30,000 on the side of expendi- 
ture we have provided the same amount on the side of revenue. The 
High Court considered this question.

The 
altered jxdic'v of Government folle)wing that gracious order has led te) 
the re'inoval of any congestion of we)i“k, so much se), that this temporary 
special office*!’ is tiow l)eing e*m])loyed for ordinary criminal cases, us 
admitted by the* Memlx*!* in charge of Judicial Department in reply to 
my (jue'stion on 28th February, H)21 . I find he is now being einployed, 
evidently for want of juiy legitimate work for which he was e)riginally 
appointed in ITlG -in cases of tlie Exen'se Department in Tuufassal Dis- 
trict Gourts and some commercial cases. On the e)ther hand, we find 
a sum of Rs. 1,20,000 is firovided under the sub-he*ad “ Fees to Pleaders ”

the proceedings eventually break down and justice is frustrated. It is 
that def(*ct which we liave been trying to riunedv.

Put the r(‘ason foi* this t(‘m])orary sanction was far othei- 
wis(‘. hor some tiim* jiast, the Govmnment of India, who wm'e as much 
ini]»n‘ss(Ml as w(‘ with the flaws in oui* arrang(‘mcnts In which our 
cases so oft(‘n failed on technical points, have been urging us to (U*eate 
a post on a far wider scale than this, a post more akin to that of the 
Director of Pulilic I’ro.secutions at home. The iiost of the Director of 
Public Prosciutions in England is a v(*ry im])ortant one. It is held 
by distingiiish(*d lawyers who have* very extensive and wide powers. 
Tlu* Dir(‘ctor has an exjiensive (‘stablishm(*nt under him, and he has 
authority to interfere directly in ]uosecut ions of specified kinds. The 
Government of India have been urging us for some time j)ast to create an 
exiieiisive and far-reaching apimintment of this kind. We, on the other 
hand, have been rath(*r diffident as to wlu‘ther an arrangement which 
may work succt'ssfully in a small country like England, where means 
of communicution are excellent, w'ould work equally well in a vast pro- 
vince lik(* Bengal, wdiere it is im])ossible to maintain the personal touch 
which is feasible in England. That is wdiy the Government of India 
maintained this appointment on a temporary basis only.

W’cll, as I explained the other day, and was admitted yesterday by 
Babu Surendia Nath Ray, we start from the })osition that the* Governor 
must go to the hills, although the* Secretariat, as sucli, will not. But 
the Governor must have* a free hand in keeping in touch with his Gov- 
ernment, which will mean that in the course of the* hot weather Mem- 
bers, Ministers, Secretaries and some of the Heads of Departments will, 
on occasion, go to the hills. We i)ropose that the stay of Govc*rnment will 
be fc)i‘ a shorter period than has hitherto been the (‘ase, while* the office, 
as such, will not move, but the exact duration of such visits c-annot be 
defined now. In so far as these officers do go to the hills it may be 
necessary that, for the pt‘riod of their stay, a small clerical staff, such as 
personal shorthand wiiters and a few c*lerks to look after the receijit 
and despatch of letters, etc*., should go too, while in the case of the Chief 
Secr(*tary, it will be necessary that he should have a clerk or two to get 
out orders which may be of absolute urgency. For these reasons the

The main interest of the revised estimates this year li(‘s 
in th(‘ fact that the\ show how our ojiening balance for tlu‘ next year 
is Hrriv(‘d at. ddiey also afford some basis of comparison betw'eeii the 
deiiartinental estimates for next year and those of the year just now' 
coining to an end. This again is vitiated to some extent hy the changes 
in tli(‘ classification, to which 1 have already referred. It will he noticed, 
for instaiK'e, that the rcvtuiiie statement on ])age 5 of tlie general review 
does not correspond w'itli the similar estimate on page 8. In working 
out tlie latt(‘r, whic h exhibits the main features of the Budget for 1921-22, 
wc have, as far as possible, given the corresjiouding figures foi 1920-21 
under the new heads. As an illustration of the important changes 
that arc coming, I may mention the income-tax. It will he seen that 
the juoviiH ial share of the income-tax receipts for 1921-22 is no less 
than 2 crori's, while income-tax does not appear at all in the Budget 
estimate for next year. The reason for this, of course, is that, under 
the new arrangeinent, income-tax wdll be an Imperial head, suliji^ct only 
to the excejition mentiniu*d in rule i4 of the Devolution Rules. That 
rule is, in its jnesent f(,rm, an extremely complicated one and we feared 
at one time that it might work to our great disadvantage, in that we 
might have to pay to the Government of India larger sums a.s income- 
tax assignments than we actually collected as tax. The interpretation 
of the rule has for some time ]»ast been under discussion Ixitween ilie 
Government of India and ourselves, and we have reason to believe that 
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it is a great pity that the House se(*ms to be divided, as Jumna and 
Ganga are divi(h‘d iieai’ Allahatiad. Why should it be soP The Budget 
is placed in our hands for eight days only. We are not omniscient lhat 
we should know all the details of it. 1 understand that there are 68 
Munsifs now toiling and drudging as officiating in the Judicial Service, 
and am 1 to understand thal these men shall to the end of their life toil 
as officiating Munsifs or officuating Subordinate Judges without being 
confirm(‘d and without being allow^Ml to enjoy the graded pay and the 
leave alhiwance which all other Munsifs and Subordinate Judges 
are entitled to enjoy P 

It was found after a cand’ul emiuiry by (lovei’nment that the people 
do not get siH'cdy justice, that jtistice is delayed, that cases are indefi- 
nitely delayed, and they found that additional hands weie leijuiied in 
oi(l(‘r to ex])edite the administration of justice. In this matter these 
officers are not imported from England but our own (*ount lynnui , and 
they have been toiling for over four years without laung confirmed. Am 
J to understand tliat my friends, the movers of the resolutions, do 
seriously think that th(*se officers should be tlirown out of tlieir appoint- 
ments altogether, ami the administration of justi(*e still further delayed? 

] do not think so. I (juite undeistand that there is a craze for economy — 
it is natural — and 1 am one of those who are bent upon cutting down 
ex]>ens(*s hiue and tlnu'c in ordcu* to imjuove our dephdt^d balance. 
AV(‘ are sti uggling as it w('re — a drowning man catches at a straw — and in 
the present state of our finances we must try to effect some naluction in 
our (‘Xp(*ndit uj(* under ceiiain items. 1 do not think that the facts that 
hav(‘ been disclosed will warrant us in making any reduction in this 
item. It will be direclly against the inteiests of tin* p(‘ople to cut down 
any amount from this head, and I am sure the movers ill consider the 
(juestion smiously belbre they juess their motions for the acceptance of 
the (Council. 

Babu IN DU BHU8HAN DUTTAs The only argument that has been 
brought forward by the Iloirble Member in charge is that the number of 
(‘ases have really so increasc^d that an additional staff of Munsifs and Sub- 
m-dinate Judges is necessary for the disiiensation of justice. He has said 
that the High Court wanted a large number of Munsifs and Subordinate 
Judges, but that he cut down the demand by half. Sir, I should like to 
point out some facts lief ore this Council, which will show that the number 
of cases is not likely to increase during the corning year. First, Sir, a 
movement has bt*(ui set on foot in this province for referring, cases to 
non-official arbitration boards and not to judicial courts. 1 do think that 
this movement is bound to have some effect on the number of cases, at 
any rate. Then, Sir, it is peidiaps not unknown to some members of this 
Council that the ITnion Boards, that have been established in some parts 
of the country, are going to be empowered to try petty cases and petty 
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it is going to be modified. In any ruse, so far as the lu'xt \eur is enn- 
cenied, we have reasou to anticipate that our assignment to tlu* (iovt^rn- 
inent of India will correspond to our net receipts; the exac t hgiiie is not 
yet settled, but, when it is settled, the entry on the reeiupt side of our 
account will he cancelled by a rorresjionding entry on the (‘xjxMiditure 
side rejiresenting the contribution to tlie (loverninent of India Tliere- 
fnre, the (juestion of income-tax does not aflVct the financial jiosition of 
the lb(‘sideucy at all as far as the Budget estiinat(‘ foi the next mmit is 
concerned, and for this reason no entry under income-tax is shown in tlu* 
accounts placed before tlie (’ouncil. 

1 now turn to the main point, which is tin* Budget (‘siiniate for the 
next year. Eh(‘ mam facts of the situation an‘ tliat our rmiujits undei 
tlie heads of rt‘venue, which have lieen allotted to us in eonne<*(ion with 
the Ui'forms Scheme, amount to Its. 9,72,00,000, wlule oni’ I'XpiMiditiire 
eliarged to revemn* is estimated to amount to Its. 1 1 ,S0,0(),00(). AVe 
liave, tliendore, to meet a deficit hetweee ineonn* and expi'nditnre of 
Bs 's!.(IS.nO,000. But, Is'fcie I go ’nto this, li will 1)(‘ eon\enieiil to 
giv(‘ a brief general (‘xjdanation of the expiMiditure estimates, wHh 
SIMS lal reference to the fact that they show an inenuise of Bs 2, bb, 00, 000 
over tlie corresponding figures for tlie current \ear.

We hojie to get its rejiort by the end of next montli and give efft‘et to it 
during the course of next year. 1'he other items undei the miscellaneous 
head an* a jiroviaion for the autieijiated visit of His Boyal ]figlm(‘ss tlx* 
Prince of Wales and a contrihution to the Vjetoria M(‘monal, proposals 
in iiegard to which w'ill hi* pul before tliis (biuix il in due course. Theie 
is also a new' provision of lis. 6,50,000 for remittances to the Higli (biin- 
missioner in London on account of the leave and pension allow’anees of 
officers m Knghind. These charges have hitherto been ux't hv Hie 
Gov(*rnment of India and shown in the transfer accounts, Imt under the 
lleforms Scheme they wOll fall on ]>roviix'ial vevenui*s. The tidal sum 
wliieh we expect to have to jirovide on this ari'ount during next M*ar is 
10 lakhs, hut we have as far as jiossihle allocated the amount due for 
dilfeient services under the projier service lx .ids. This item of Oi lakhs, 
W’hieli 1 liave already mentioned as showm under the miseellaneouH 
head, represents items in regard to which w’e liave not vet received 
particulars suffi(*ient to enable us to classify them under the ordinary 
budget heads ; they will have to he altered later. 
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P money suits to tlie value of Rs. 50 uud less. This will take away a large 
number of eases from the courts of Munsifs. From a refeienee to the 
Report of the Administration of Civil Justice in the })resi(hMicy of Rengal 
foi‘ 1010, 1 hiid that 45*5 ])er cent, of the suits instituttsl for moiu‘y or 
moveahh' property were for sums of less than Us.

From the list of Munsifs w(‘ find that there 
are 20 i)osts iiunaining vacant, four in the first grail(‘, two in the third 
grade and 14 in tln‘ fouitli grad(‘. 1 submit. Sir, that., if reall>' cases 
have gone up, as has b(‘en suggest(‘(l, what is tlu‘ use of k(‘(‘ping these 22 
])osts vacant for such a long tme? I submit that th(‘s(‘ 22 ])osts should be 
filh'd u]> at onc(‘ befor(‘ this Council is asked to vote for 20 n(‘W posts. 
As has been j)()iuted out by the gentleman wlio move<l this amendment, 
ou]‘ financial position is vmy difficult, and wc* should think twici* before 
W(‘ can vot(‘ for sonn* (*xtia ])osts, and no substantial casi* has be(*n made 
out for this increase*. It is tlu* ((uality of work, that rtMjuires i!n])rove- 
ment and not the (juaTitity of otiicers. During the last y(*ar, a large 
increase of pa>' was given to these oificers ainl \\v would like* th(‘m 
to show that they are* de>ing good weak and a laige*!’ outturn of work 
before we sanction tlie*se additional aj)j)e)intmenls. With the*se‘ werrds, 
1 be*g te) supirort the motion. 





Rai JOCENDRA CHUNDER CHOSE Bahadur: I am surj)i ised at this 
inert ieui. Whethe*r the‘Te‘ shemld be five Subeuelinate threlge's and 20 Munsifs 
is a {jue*stion for the High Ceuiit and tin* Judicial Dc'jrar tme*nt to ele*cide*. 
It is an undoubted fact that tlie* Munsifs and Subeuelinate* Jiielge*s are* harel- 
workeel; so bar d-woikeel that the*ir lert is jritiahle*. d'o ]e‘lif*\e* the*])) a 
little five Subordinate* Judge's and 20 Munsifs liave* ])e*en a])|K>inte*eI, but 
what gjeuinels are* the‘i*e* ter tuiri the*se* me*n euit It is said tliat a ee*]’tain 
numbe*] erf pleaele*is ernly will be a]r]rointe*eI. We* eler nert want anv ]rle‘ad- 
ers, but we are only concerii(*d with tin* e*on ve*nie*nce of tin* jrublic and 
of these judie*ial ofhce*rs, vher arv ove*rwe)rke*el . It has alser be*en sugge'sted 
that tin* village* committees will try anel eh*ciele some* j>ett\' case*s, but I 
know that 75 pe*r cent, of the jreojrle der rnrt wanttln'se* village* committees 
to exere ise juelicial j)(rwe*rs, where jrleaders will not be alloweel to appear 
under the* law. Now, Sir-, we liave come* up with motions against the 
best interests of the country, against the educated community, against 
ple*aders anel against the Subordinate* Jrrelges and Munsifs. What is this? 
It is wemse than anarchy. 1 say this motion cannot be* supjKrrted on any 
ground wliatsoe‘ver. 1 knerw of a fact; an executiern irroceeding of mine 
has been awaiting decisiern ferr some months, because the Munsif has no 
time to atte*nd to it. This is the experience of eve‘rybody. J ask those 
gentlemen who have brought forward the.se motions wlrether it is a fact or 
not. The people generally do not realize the pitiable condition of tht 
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] hiive now accounted for 127 lakhs of the excess expenditure, and 
the nunainin^ ld8 lakhs will he found nieniion(‘d under various heads in 
th(‘ stalerneiit on i)a^e 10 of iiiy general leMew.

and (he construction of bridges o\(‘r the ('iix'ular and Eastern C'anals in 
the noi th of (ailcutta. 

Endei' Police, there is an incn*ase of 27 lakhs, due mainly to the 
])rovision of pay for the higher subordinate staff both in the (kdcutta 
and the Bmigal 1‘olice. The pa> of tlie constabh's, head constables and 
sub-ins])ectors has been Revised this year, and a revision of th(‘ jiaA of 
inspectors and officers of similar status can no longfci* be deferred. We 
hav(‘ also pi’ov ided foi an imporlant sfhenn* foi the reorg-anisation of 
the town polici* in the 24-]'arganas and Ilooghly, a s(‘heme which wnis 
appi'oved long ago, but has had t(» stand over for want of funds.

(Li(h*r industries, then' is an inciea.st' of 7^ lakhs, jiartly due to new 
developments in th(‘ department, the ])rovision of training classes in th(‘ 
mining c(‘ntres and jiartly to the transf(;r of funds for industrial educa- 
tion to the l)eparlni(*nt of Industries from the Education Departnient- 
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Mun.sif.s, and liow tlieir shrnstas are ovei-fiooded with cases. We Avail t 
to saAe mouey, liiii iiioiioy is lecjuinHl for good goA eniiDeni, and, it 
good governnieiit tan be seemed, money does not matter in the least. 

Babu NITYA DHON MUKHERJEE: The only argument put for- 
ward by the learned gentlemen who proposed these amendments is 
economy, and on this ground they urge the House to refuse the motion 
for the grant of this amount. To do not understand what they mean. 
^Jdie otliei' day, when tiie Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan moved 
fora giant for tin* h'or(*st l)epartnn‘nt, wt* o))}>os(*d it on the ground that, 
if the grant Avas sanction(‘d, officers would be imjiorted from England 
to increase the eadrt* of tin* Im]K'rial Eort'st Service and our own eountry- 
nnvn would not be lienefited. Now, when the govcumment recjuires a 
giant for tin* a])])ointm(*nt of our countrymen, aie we to oppose them? 
We should not sacrifice efficiency for the sake of economy. Everyone, 
who is in cliaigi* of some r(‘sj)onsibl(* work, knows tliat our first duty is 
to sec that (‘ffi(‘i(‘ncv is maintaiiK'd and then to think of e(‘onomy later. 
Some days ago we heard in this (AUincil a comjilaiiit that tlnue are no 
o])enings foi* the young men of our country, and that they are going 
astray for want of iii'ojH'r openings. 1 do not think that it is a consis- 
tent and justifiable policy to refuse a grant, which aims jit jiiovid ing our 
young men witli appointmmits. 1, theiid'ore, ap])eal to my friends to 
withdiaAv their’ amendnu*nts. 

The Han’ble Sir ABD-UR-RAHIM : ] must ex])i(‘ss my surpiise at 
the amendment that has lieen just movial liefore tin* House. The Mun- 
sifs and Subordinate Judg(‘s are very deserving pmsoios; they aie (‘xtreme- 
ly hardwork(‘d, and vvi* eannol give them leave*, wlien th(*y need it, liecause 
the service is undermanned. 1 will give you some startling figures ; no less 
than (i(S Hunsifs liave* b<‘(*n oflieiating from time to time* since HH4. 
In HIM, six tempoiary Munsifs AV(‘re wanted; in 191d anotlier three more 
Avere demanded by the High Court; six Munsifs AV(*ie want(‘d in connec- 
tion with the settlement proces'dings and 21 Munsifs are Avanted for leave 
reserve. Many Munsifs do not get l(‘av(' when th(*y want it, with the 
result that many of them brt‘ak down in health. There is a eh‘ar neces- 
sity for iner(*asing the cadn* of Munsifs and Subordinate Judges fry the 
creation of some additional posts. The High Court, Avho ought to know 
much more alioiit these things than any member of this Council, 
have asked for 40 Munsifs and five Subordinate Judges. We are going 
to ])rovide for 20 Munsifs and three Subordinate Judges. If that is not 
enough, we shall have to ap]»oint more men next year. I submit that 
the ground of economy should not stand in the Avay of carrying out these 
necessary administrative measures, and I would protest against cutting 
down a demand of this nature, as it is likely to impair the efficiency of 
administration of justice. If any member of this Council moves amend- 
ments of this nature without seeking information he alone is responsible. 
One member said that litigation is not increasing. He is quite wrong. 
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The items uhieh I liave meiitiomal just now make up a total of 2L’l 
lakhs, ami Uie hahiiiee of ;)2 lakhs is made up of eomj)arati\ ely small 
items under various heads, iimhu d lakhs in each ease. I lu'ed not take 
U}> the time of the Eoiineil hy (hading \\ith them in detail now. A full 
explanation uill he loumi in Mi. Man’s revie'w. 

Tiiere is one moie cluaMlul item in the expenditure statenu'iit on 
pa^^‘ 10 of my revii'w, and that is the saving of Hs. 0,10, ()()() on account 
of interest on deht. This saving is due to tlie fact that we ])io|)os(‘ 
in th(‘ current year to pa\ off our jirovincial loan account \\itli the 
Government of India, amounting to over 80 .lakhs. This is nione\ 
\\hi{di was lent to us h^ tlu' Go\ernment of India in previous years, and 
wliH'h we, in turn, lent out to lo(‘al bodiivs, agriculturists and othms 
undi^r the Agriculturists Loans Act, the Agricultural Imjiroveimmts 
Act and so forth MTien we liave ])uid off the Governimmt of India, 
till' account will hecoine our own projierty, and can he regarihal as ]iart 
of the provincial i(*souiC(‘s. 

Btdore 1 go on to deal with the deficit, it may he of intmi'st to tlu* 
Gouncil if 1 mention that tlu' proportion of the jinivincial exjuuiditure 
allocated to icsened siihji'cts in the budget amounts to tid p(‘r cent,, 
and that to tlu' transfern'd subjects to dd p(‘r cent. Th(‘ Gounml will 
iimlcrstand that thesi' figtiriss arc only approximate, hecaiis»‘ many 
(h'jiartments woik for both sides of the Government, and it would be 
inij)ossihlc to disti liniti* the figuies without going into gieal details. 
We ha\i', in rcs]tonse to iiueslions w lindi liave beiui put in this (’ouncil 
on th(‘ subject, tried to work out figures for jirevious years, and, though 
th(‘\ ai<‘ only aj>pi ox imati*, tlu'V may he r(‘garded as fanly comjiarahle 
With one aiiothei , as the\ hav** hecm cab'uhited on tlu‘ same systi'in for 
each yt'ai'. 

In tlie four prcA lous >ears the exjMMiditure on the dejiartments \\hich 
an* now on ihe reserved side of the Government was b4, (i2. (id ami ()2 
per cent., res])ectivel> ; for lu'xt \ear tin* jirovi.sion is (id ]H‘r i*(‘nt. ddiis 
is a small inciease ami is due, as far as we can make out. mainly to 
the increas(‘d pa> givi’ii to estahlishim‘nts to m(‘(‘t the risi* in the (‘osi 
of living The major part of our eslahlishmeii ts is of coursi* in tlie big 
departiiU'iits on the reserv’d side. 

(lenerallv speaking, the main causes for the increased exjienditure 
m‘xt vear are the increased pay whu’h it lias been found m‘cessary to 
give to all th(‘ services to meet the ei'onomic situation arising out of 
the war, and partl> U» the fad that during the war, and after the war, 
e\]H*nditure has he<*n rigidly cut down under the orders of the (Ltvern- 
im*nt of India, and onl> urgent and inevitable expenditure has ])(‘(‘n 
]iermilted. The result was that new developments were ])racti(ally 
stoiijM'd, ami manv measures of ordinary maintenance liad to be sus- 
IxMided or greatlv curtailed This fact will be borne in mind wlien t-he 
Council comes to discuss the grants toi individual dej»artinents. and I 
need not elaborate it now. 
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There has been a eensiderable increase in litif-ration. ancl \i is absolnielv 
necessary that these additional Mnnsifs and Subordinate Jnd^ 4 *(‘s sliould be 
appointed.

The Hon’ble Sir ABD-UR-RAHIM: No, no, not at all It is simplv 
lie expenditure according to the present arrangement, and there is nc 
brovision for any improvement recommended by the Jails Committee 
Those recommendations, 1 may tell the Council, if they are to be carn>,5 
but, will cost very considerable sums of money.

Our halanc<*s aie unduly swollen; on 
tin* dist March tla^y will amount to ovei 2o() lakhs, and we need not 
feel any hesilation in sjiending these halancivs, now that we rerjune 
money. Eviui after we lia\e drawn this deficit ol 2l)S lakhs fioin 
halancfvs, we shall still he left at the end of n<‘xt >ear with a closing 
halance of ovei fit) lakhs, ami tin’s is sufKcient for all jirai tical ]mi poses 
Of the exjHUidiiure froih halances amounting to over 2 crores, we cal- 
(Tilat(‘ that about 94 lakhs can fairly he treated as ca])ital (‘\]MMiditiin‘ 
at the i»res(‘nt moment, as this could he met fiom a loan, if wt' were in a 
lio.sition at the ]ir(‘s(‘nt moment to (‘xercise the borrowing jiowms ^\hlc]l 
we ])ossess iindi'r the m‘W constitillion . TIk' remaimh'r of tli(‘ dehrat. 
amounting to 111 lakhs, canmd strictl\ he n^garrhsl as cajiital expendi- 
ture, and we could not pul it on to a loan even if we were in a jrosition 
to raise a loan, d’o that extmit 1 mlniit that, in imsding tins irortinn 
of th(‘ (hdicit from halan<*r‘.s, W(‘ aie open to the (diaigi', at haist iheo- 
reticall\ , tliat this is iin.sound finance, hut 1 liopi* Hint, wlien 1 have 
explained the position, the (Council will agree with im‘ that in tlu* 
circumstances of the yi'ar no other couis<‘ was opcui to us. The jrresiuit 
(lovmnmmit of Ihuigal was <-onstituted on tlu^ did .Ian nary last; the 
first husimvss we had to iindmtakc' was to gi*t oui Hinlget ready for 
pi'ivseiitation to the (’ouncil to-da\, and wt* had onI\ a little over six 
wt‘eks to do it in. We found oiir.selvt's fat't'd witli this situation that 
the heads of n‘\(*nue, allotted to Bengal iimhu' the Ih'fornis Scheme, 
were insufficient to met*! tin* necessary r(*cuiring (‘xjx'nditure. We 
ha^e. as T have already told the Goum'il, already submitted a r(*prt‘- 
st'iitation to the Governim*nt of India that our iiicoim* is (‘utirt'lv 
insufficient to meet our t*xi)endilure. We ha\(‘ drawn sjH'cial atten- 
tion to the rt'commeiidations of the Joint ronimittee, that the peculiar 
financial difficulties of Jh‘ngal should receivr* sj)(‘cial coiisidei-ation at 
the hands of Iht* Govcrnm(*nt of India, and in a tt‘legraui which we 
rt'ceived a few^ days ago. tin* Secretary of State has authorised us to 
announce that tin (iin*stion of the jireci.se ai'tion to he taki'n in pur- 
suance of the recomnn'iidation of the Joint Select Gonimittet* is under 
consideration. AVt* ma> n*asonahly hope, tln*r(*fore, that, h(*fore tin* 
time conn's round for asking tin* Gouncil to consider another Budget, 
our position, so far as our annual receipts are coneeiiied, will have 
tuafeT'ially improvi*d. ( In'rishing this hope, as I do, it is unnei'essarv 
for me to discuss this morning wdiat the situation wu’ll he if our 
expectations an* di.sappointed, and if we find it necessary to increase 
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Babu 8URENDRA NATH RAY: After the assiirarice given by the 
Ilon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler that the hill and Dacca allowances will be | 
reduced by two-thirds I do not wish to move my amendment. I beg | 
leave to withdraw it. 

I'he following motion was then, by leave of the Councii, withdrawn : j 

** That the demand for hill and Dacc^a allowances and hill journey charges 
in account No. /2f) be refused.'’ 

The oiiginal motion of the Hon’ble Sir Abd-ur-Rahim was then put 
and agreed to. 

MEMBER in charge of POLICE DEPARTMENT (the Hon’ble Sir 
Henry Wheeler) moved that the deTuand of Rs. 1,75,00,700 be 

voted by this Council as a grant for expenditure under the head ‘ Police ’ | 
for the year 1921-22.” As regards the minor entry of r(‘funds, the ' 
exjdanation in (onnection with the |)olice is similar to tliat which has 
already l»e(‘n given relating to other di'jjartments. 

In connection witli the general (piestion of the increase in police 
expcuiditure 1 spoke only the other day, and 1 trust it will not 
now be necessary to rej)(*at in detail the line of aTgunient 

which I then took. 1 admitt('d that the increase in expen- 
diture on the police was regrettably large, hut 1 end(*avoured to 

show that the maintetiamre of a ])olice force was. an unavoidable neces- 
sity in every civilised country at the j)r(‘sent day. hhiither*, that, 
judged by the test both of tlieoiy and of exjxMience, the strength of the 
j)olic.e force in Hengal was not exc(*ssive. lii facd it was otlnu’wise, 
whih‘ judged by the rates now current iii tlu* niaiket for labour of the 
descri{>tion which we nuTuit foi- the diffeient grades of the ]K)lice, the 
rates of pay wliich we give to oui* police officers at the ])resent time were 
not excessive. Therefore this increase in expcuiditiire, much as we ^ 
would like to avoid it, is unfortunately, in a gnuit mejisure, inevitable. 

1 also tried to explain to the (7)un(‘il that in the natuie of things, look- 
ing at the lines upon w^hich the province wuis developing, it was inevi- 
table that a high proportion of its revenues would have to lx* d(‘voted | 
to the maintenance of the jK)lice in an efficient state, partly by reason of i 
the fact that enough money lias !iot been devoted to the department in 
the past, and partly because conditions are altering so rapidly in various > 
ways, rendering additions io the polii^e imperative. More i>articularly 
is that true in the large industrial areas wdiich are now sjirnging up all 
round. 

With regard to this point of the regrettable necessity of heavy ex- 5 
penditure on the police, I would like to give the Council some figures, i 
which I did not (juote the Other day, with the view of showing that, ^ 
far from it being the case that this Government votes the bulk of its 
revenues to the police, leaving the rest of the administration to scramble 
for the balance, we habitually do not allot to the police anything like 
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our revenues in other ways. For the present, we can meet our defieit 
hoin aeeuiniilated balanees, whic h, for the reasons 1 ha\t' alrtnidy ^i\en, 
are unduly swollen, and 1 think that in the ])nsition in which we find 
ouiselves, no other course* is o])en to us. 

It will he ol)s(‘rved that, aj»art from the* l{e\<‘nuc‘ Bud^-c't, we have 
made jirovision for an exjieiiditure of 70 laklis undei head oT on the 
(irand Trunk ('anal. This represents the initial expc'iidilun* on a hi^ 
])i()jec1 which is ultimately exjiected to ecist about dOO laklis and will 
take* 10 to 12 \ears to complete; it is exjiected to be rc'mnnerat i\ c* when 
il is comjdetecl 1 1 is proj>osed to finance this ]>ro|ec‘t liom a loan, 
and the* (io\«'rnment of India have promisc*d us a hian of 50 laklis next 
M*ai , whic h w ill enable us to g'o ahead wuth the scdi<‘me 

1 ha\e already su^’‘^'‘(‘sted, in one or two conm'cU ions, the* ])ossibilily 
ol ni(‘etin;.;' oni capital «*\penditiire from loans. Ilithc'ito, this ]Hdic\ lias 
not bc-c'ii ctpc'ii to a loc'ul ()c»vernment. "tVv ha\e had lo jndc'pendt'iit 
boi I c»w iiij;’ ])owers of our own; our income has consisted of a share in 
cel tain heads of rc'vc'iiue allotted to us from time* to lime* by the* (lov- 
(‘rnnieiit c)[ India, and of the dole's whi(*h the (iovernme*n1 cd India huvee 
^lantc'd lo us wlit'ii th<*\ were in a position to do so. d'hc* local (iovc'in- 
iiu'iit ha\c* tliei c'tore, hitherto, not been in a position to maintain a loan 
account, such as most othe'r larfje c*or]>orations in this and otlic'r coun- 
ti les do. We ha\e* had to inc'C't our capital exjienditurc* on s( h<*mc*s, 
the bc'iic'lits of which are expected to last for many yc*ais, out id’ our 
annual rc'seiiuc*. We* have now been ^iven borrowing ]»owc'rs ol our 
own, and it is ob\ iousl\ sound finunc*e to spic*jid the* e*xpc*ndituic‘ on capi- 
tal scdi<*nic‘s o\c*r a number of y<*ars, instead of takin^^ tiic*ni uji hap- 
hazard in an\ sear when we happen to have a ic‘\c‘nue surjdus. If 
Wc* adopt a lemular loan polic y, we shall be* al»h* to diaw up a pro)^)amniec 
of c’a])ital ('xiienditurc* and i-arry out our sc*hc‘mc*s in the most cdhcieut 
Diannc'i j>ossible Hitherto, we have been more or Ic-ss m tin jiosilioii 
of a youn^ man in possession of a fine estate*, but limited as rc'i^arda 
bis annual expenditure to a hxed sum allowed to him b\ Ins ^niardiaiis. 
*We liave nctw be*c*ii jdac'ed in complete jmssession of our c'statc* and can 
develo]) it in the* manner which commends itself to us as most con \ emeu t. 
The (Vnincil may ask why, in these circumstances, wc* have* made* jio 
proMsion in the Budget for next year for any loan (‘xpenditurc*, eicejii in 
ConiH'ction with the (fraud Trunk Canal. Well, tin* rc'asoii is two-lold. 
In the* first plac‘e, it would lie uriwuse for us, in the jirc'sc'iit state* of due 
niom*y niarkc't, to float or atteinyit to float a i>rovincial loan ; on tin* other 
hand, wa* have no debts, and, wdth the resourc-e^ of the jnovinec* behind 
us, our c redit should la* ^oocl, especially if, as T hope, provincial jiatricT- 
isni lallic's to our assistance when w'e seek to float a jnovinc ial loan. Hut 
ayiart from the jireseiit state of the money market, there is a furtlier 
obstac le in the W’a> of our einliarking on a loan at the prc'sent time. 
Unfortunately, as I have shown, our total income is insuffieierit to meet 
our total recurring expenditure, and, until thi.s deficit is got rid of, it in 
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the exj)CTidi<uie which we lire told hv the departiiuMital heiuhs is iiecea*, 
saiy lor (lie dej>artm(‘iit, and should lie allotted il i!ie torce is to he 
maintained in a satislactoiy state.

Wt* have at tin* momt‘nt urgi‘nt sch(‘mes pending for Rs. Hi, IT), 000, 
while we are ]>id]M)sing in connection witli our juesent Rudgi*t to give, as 
a n(‘W scheme, only the one provision for the atajuisilion of land for 
married seig-eants’ tiuarters. As icgards peisonin*!, wt* havt* sciiemes 
relating to tin* ( alcutta ptilice, wdiich total Jhs. 4,d0,000, though in the 
])resent Budget wt* are projiosing tt* give only Rs. 2,17,000. I trust 
tlieiefon*, that it will ht* clear that, far from thiusting niont*y into the 
hands of the dt*i)aitniental heads, wt* are dt*])riving them of a large tint- 
portion of the sum \x'hich t}n*y tell us tln‘y ri*ally retjuire. 

There is anothei- jioint. There seems to ht* an impression, winch lias 
heen voiced in some (juart(*rs, that wt* an* simply going on increasing 
and increasing our expt'inliture on the juilice, without ever endeavouj ing 
to effect any reductions. May 1 give some figures showing what we 
Imve done, in connection witli the Intelligence Branch, thanks to the 
improved conditions wdiicli prevail in the political world. In 1P19 our 
temporary force in the Intelligenet* Blanch, that is, the hranch on which 
we rely for the supiervision of these matters, was costing us Rs. 8. 7S 000 
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clcarlv lor us to use our borrowiii^,^ powers to the best udvan- 

taf^e. A sound loan policy jiresupposes provision for a sinkiiif:^ fund, 
fi’oin wliieh a loan takiui for a s])eeifi(‘ object will be paid oil, both 
jiitiu'cst and juineipal, befon^ the life of the project comes to an end. 
It IS ob\ious that we cannot add any considerable jirovision for a sink- 
in^^ fund to our normal rccurrinj' exjieiidit ure, unless and until our 
normal recurring' income is increased to a jiitcli comnuMisuraU' with 
our ncc(‘S,sary annual commitments. As 1 have already exjdained, we 
ha\e laid our difliiuilties ludore the Government of India, and the 
niattiu- IS under coiiMdovation. 1 cannot, therefore, into it furtlnu- 
at the pri'sent monuMit, nor is it worth whih‘ for nu‘, as mattcTs stand 
a( )ui‘scnt, t(t tak(‘ uj) the time of the (aiuncil in analysin^^ more fully 
tlie \anous sources of reviuiue which have been allocated to us under 
th(‘ cxistin^^ arran^<‘m4‘nts. 

Many of the imunbers of this (kmncil have had no ]uevious exjie- 
rience of administration, and all of us are new to the jiroccdurc which 
will be followed this year in connection with the Budget; it nia\ , theie- 
fore, assist tin* (’ouncil if 1 (‘Xplain brii'fly what a Budget is and what 
the functions of the Council an* in regard to the Budgt*!. 

4'he provincial Budget is built up fiom the de])ai tiiK'ntal Budgc'ts 
wdiich are jirepared by the various departments and b} the Accountant- 
G(‘ni‘nil at the bi'ginniiig of the cold weather. These dejiart nii'iital 
Budgi'ts show th(* sums required for their establislnm nts and otla'i 
obligatory exjienditure in the various dejiartments, and they also contain 
tlie nt*w sch(*mes which each de]>artm(‘nt w’ould like to taki* up if they 
W’(‘re in a position to do so. Tlu'se budgets are [mined, in tlu* first [ihua*, 
in the FinaiK'c* J )(*[>artm(‘nt on various technical considerations, and then 
the\ are totalled U]). If the grand total excet*ds tlie amount at the 
disposal of (fovernmeiit or estimated to be at the disjxisal of Govern- 
ment during tin* coming year, the de|)artm«‘nts (‘oiu'erm'd art* asked 
to cut down tlieir demands. That was unfortunately th(‘ (‘ase this year. 
We have found it necessary, in consultation with the \anous ilepart- 
ments, to ri'duce very greatly the original demands of the dejiartments, 
and to postpone the execution of many excelh*nt and higlily 4lesirable 
schemes. 1 wish in this connection to exjiress my gratitude to my 
colleagiu's on the Executive Council and to the Ministers for the ready 
manner in which they have met us in regard to this. The jiosition is 
most unsatisfnetory. but everyone has realised that it has be(‘n neces- 
sar\ to fac(‘ the difficulties, and I can only hojic that thesi* ditliculties 
will b(* less next year. 

This is how the Budget w^as framed up to the stag<' which we liave 
r(‘ach('<l to- da} . 

The (k)uncil now have the Budget in their hands. They will liave 
a wt't'k to consider it, and next Monday we shall begin the general 
debate on the financial situation. In that debate — I wdll quote from the 
rules — the (kmncil will be at liberty to discuss the Budget as a wdiolc 
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But last year, owing to improved conditions, it seemed possible to effect 
a saving, and we spent only Rs. 2,55,000. This year we hope only to 
spend Rs. 1,65,000, thus saving nearly another lakh, although, to be 
on the safe side, we are asking for a i)rovi8ion of Rs. 2,74,000. These 
are substantial economies, and show that we endeavour to curtail expen- 
diture on the police whenever we see an opportunity of doing so. 

So much for the general question. I will now only refer very 
briefly to the new schemes which will be found on page 59 of this grey- 
covered book in respect of which amendments have not been moved. It 
is only fair that we should let the Council know what the general nature 
of each is. 

The first item is connected with the police force in the Chittagong 
Hill Tracts. This is a non-voted item, but this force is being thoroughly | 
reorganised in accordance with the general action that is being taken ] 
to bring the administration of this district up io a higher level. 

The second entry is for raising the rale of house-rent for the sergeants 
of the Cahuitta police. These sergeants now get an allowance of 
Rs. 50 per month, when they are not given free quarters. 1 his ii 
entirely inadequate, and there have been cases in which men are actually 
paying out of their own ])ockets, though nominally enlith*d to free 
accommodation. We i>ropose to raise th(‘ rate io Rs. 90 a month. 


Rai RADHA CHARAN PAL Bahadur: Is this for married or un- 
married sergeants? 


The Hon’ble Sir HENRY WHEELER: Both. 

Then we come to the supply of furniture, etc., to the new Calcutta 
police hospital. This is for the furniture in the new building which 
is rising at the southern end of Bora Bazar, and which must obviously ^ 
be furnished. 

The next three items are too small to deserve notice, and the next 
one is the subject of an amendment. 

The additional police force for the Public Vehicles Department is 
for the better control of Calcutta traffic, about which we arc likely to 
hear a good deal in a short time, when the report of Mr. BeadePs com- 
mittee is received. 

The next is a small item — purchase of cots for the Calcutta police. ^ 
We could not provide as many as Mr. Clarke wanted, and had to cut 
this item down. 


The next four items are all concerned with various resolutions. 


The next item is machines on account of the river i)olice — Hs. 85,000. 
This is the direct outcome of the c losure of the Government dockyard 
by the Government of India, a measure which has put the provincial 
Government to considerable in(U)nvenience, as we used to be able to 
get our repair work done there. Now we shall not be able to do so, and 
as we have a number of launches, we are putting up a small workshop 
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or niiY (iiK'stioti of j)riiiriplo invohod tlierein, but uo motion will lu* 
iiiommI at this sta^^‘, nor will the Budget be put b> I he \ote of the

md shown in the Budg(*t nl all. So far as the voted grants are eoneenied. 
under tlu* new system, the old powers of Government have, in a voi v huge 
moasuiv, passed to the Council. The Council will rmxt month vi'.te C(U'- 
tain sums of money to the various departments under (*aeh majoi head; 
neither tlu* Government m^r the, department roncerm*d wTll have imwmr 
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at Narayaii^anj in order to save the expense and delay involved in send- 
ing these boats down to Culeutta. The cost of sending these 
boats down would, I am told, be almost equivalent to the money sjient 
on this machinery. 

The revision of boat establishments for circle insjx*ct(>rs, etc., 
is due to the economic conditions of the present day, und(*r which lM)ats 
cannot be got at th(‘ rates lueviously sanctioned, and we know quite 
well what happens when we underpay our men. We want to be able 
to pay the fair market rate of the present day. 

The launch Juliet is the subject of an amendment. 

The last item is similar to tin* first, viz., in respect of the jH)lice 
establishments in the Chittagong Hill Tracts. 

1 will nol detain tin* Council longer, excc'pt, with reference to the 
various amendnuMits that are about to b(‘ moved, to ask the (’ouncil to 
regard tlie jMjlice not so much as an enemy of mankind that must be 
starved at all costs, but as an integral part of the ]>rovincial machinery, 
wvhich it is eminently to the jnterests of the members of this Council, 
as much as to the interests of Government to maintain in an efbci(‘nt 
state. 

Babu ANNADA CHARAN DUTTA: May I speak a wordy Maiilvi 
Muhammad Abdul diibbar Pahlowan is absent. I wdsh to move tlie 
resolution which stands in his name, if 1 can have the ]Huniission of 
the House to do so. 

The PRESIDENT: I would like ascertain the pleasures of the 
House in this matter. Is it the pleasure of this House that Hahu Annado 
Charan Dutta should lx* allowed to move this motion in the absence of 
Maulvi Muhammad Abdul Jubbar Pahlowan y 

The Hon’ble Sir HENRY WHEELER: I do not mind 

(Several other members nodded agreement.) 

The PRESIDENT: Very well, you may move this motion. 

Babu ANNADA CHARAN DUTTA: The motion that 1 have been 
kindly permitted to move runs thus : ** That the demand for Rs. 2,57,000 
for sergeanbs in the Calcutta I’olice Ixi reduced to Rs. 2,07,000, or, in 
other WH)rds, a reduction of Rs. 50,000 is only being moved/* 

I shall l)e very short in pressing this motion to the acceptance of 
this honourable House. It will api^ear from page 74 of the White 
Book, the Civil Estimates, undtff the detailed accounts No. 20A, thai 
in 1919-20, the Budget amount undei tliis head was Rs. 1,2d,dd0; that 
of 1920-21, Rs. 2,07,000, though the revised estimate shows Rs. 2,16,000; 
and this year we have all on a sudden the figure raised to 
Bs. 2,57,000, that is practically by Rs. 50,000. Indeed, the onlv reason 
which I can gather from page 33 of the other bdok is that this increase 
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to spond tliese grants on other major heads witliont reference to the 
Council, unless, of course, the (iovernor uses the jxnvers given to 
him under section 72 (D) of the Govern nicnt of India Act. Further- 
mor<‘, e^en if Government should find during the year that the sum 
piovided by the Couiudl for a jiarticular major head is not required in 
full for tliat head, it will be necessary for Go\ eminent to obtain the 
sanction ot the (^ouiuil t<> sj>end the excess on some otlier head. It will 
not be ojMMi to (iovernnient, for example, to transfer siirjdus lunds under 
Education to Ihdice, Jails or other de])artnieiits. ]t will lie necessary 
for (iovernnient to ask* the Council to sanction the transfer of funds 
from om* departnimit to the other, and, ordinarily, in ]nactice, the ])to- 
cedure will be for Government to ])laee before the ('ouncil a sujijilementary 
estiniati' and ask the (knineil to vot(‘ a siippltmientary giant. The 
powers of contr )1 over e>]»enditure, which are entrusted to th(‘ C^uincil, 
will be exercised through the (Committee on Public Ac(‘ounts. That 
Committee will be a]>}M)inted , under the rules in the Council Manual, at 
the beginning of April after the grants have been voted, d'wo-thirds 
of the members w ill be elected bx the non-oHicial nuuiibers of the ('oiincil, 
and the remaining one-third will he a])])Ointed hy Ills l^jxeelleiicy the 
Governor. 'J'he main duty o‘ the Comniitt(‘e, us laid down in the 
rules, is to satisfy itself tluu the money votisl by th(' Council has lieen 
sjient within the scope ('f the demands granted by tlu' ('ouiieil, anil to 
bring to the notice of the ('ouiieil every re-ajiju'ojiriaiion from one 
grant to another, and every re-approjiriatioii W'ithin a grant which has 
not been made with projier sanction, or wliiidi has the elfect of increasing 
tlie expenditure oii an item, the provision for which has been specifically 
reduced hy a \ote of the (’ouiieil. The precise jiroeediire uiidei- which 
the Committee will work has not >ei been decided, and I think it would 
be a mivstake to tie oursehes vlown to any definite jiroeediire Ixd'ore we 
have g-ained some praetieal ex]>eriene“ of the wmking of these novel 
functions. Tlie (s)uneil may, how^ever, he assured that wo shall afford 
tlie Committee every fueility for the due discharge of its impoitant 
duties and of its responsibilities to the Council. 

To sum up, then, the (Council has been given the pow-er to tlx the 
grant under eaidi major head in tl»e first iiisiance, and tlieii to see that 
these grants aie not exceeded without further lefmeiiee to tlie Council. 
I need not (mipliasize the importance of the jiowers of control given 
to tlie Council by these new measures. As I have alreadv said in a 
debat(‘ which took place about 10 days ago, our desire — the dissiiu of 
Ministers and Members — is to put the (’ouneil in a jKisilion to use its 
great j)owa*rs of control w'isely and sanely, and to give it all the infor- 
mation wdiieli it reipiires for this pur])ose. It will be a great eoiiveii- 
ieiiee to us if any member, wlio intends to rais(‘ any jiarticular jioiqts 
either dining the gen<‘ral disemssion of the Budget on the 28th, or in eon- 
neetioii with tlie \oting of grants, wdiieh will begin on the 14th March, 
will give us notice as early as possible. Notice of motions to reduce 
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is due niainly to the revision of the j)ay of the sergeants; of course, in 
a very general way, constables, head constables, etc., etc. But it is 
very difficult to find out from these scanty details given in these two 
books whethei-, as a niatler of fact, this Rs. 50, 000 is meant only for 
an increase of ]>ay of ilii‘ s(‘rgeants oi‘ not, or wludher theie would be 
any increase' in the numbei* of sergeants. So far as 1 have been able to 
gather, the w])ole amount will not l)e necessary only for the revision 
of pay of these seigeants, and, if so, then* is haidly any necessity for 
incrc'asing the ])ay of tht'se seigeants, so far as (kilcutla is concerned. 
We are now, if 1 (‘an say so, afb'r the war in ])eace times. If, 
dining thi' war a. emtain numliei* of serg(*ants could do the work, is 
there any necessity in tlu'sc' times that tlieir numlx'r should be increased? 
lV(dl, if this is so, I think the House should not grant this amount 
of Rs. 5(),{)()0. 

Flii'n, again, if it is only due to some increase of j>ay gianted to 
tlu'se s(‘rg(*aiits, I, for mysidf, do not know on wliat scale that has been 
fixed, wlu'tlK'i' tlieii' iilso the ((Uestion of ])racti(‘al non-voied items 
(‘-onies in, but, as it. lias bc'cn shown as a voti'd one. and a motion 
allowed, I for mysidf, cannot s(‘e wliy so nimdi ineieasi' should be 
granted, an<l, if any incrc'ase sliouhl 1)(‘ gianted at all, it should be done 
within till' amount of Rs. 2,07,(M)(), wdiiili still ri'inains after (hnlucting 
Rs. 50 000 

With these few wor<ls, I b(‘g to commend this motion for the 
accejitaiice of tiiis lloiLsi*. 

The Han’ble Sir HENRY WHEELER: 1 shall try to give the 
hoirble menihms the infoi-mation he wants as shortly as jKissihle. Ida' 
Europ(‘an smgi'ants in the (ddcutta jiolice an' a small body of some 152 
men. They an' an I'sseniial ])art of the ])olice administration in a large 
city of this kind, and in coina'ition with (/oonda.is m , to which 1 refeired 
briefly the othi'r day, on<' of the requests lecently put before uk' by ihe 
Marwari Association w’as that wi' should have more Ihiropean sergeants 
*11 Burra Ihi/ai . Tliis very small force in 1919 wuis paid at the rate 
jf Rs. 125, rising to Rs. 175. That rate was fixed in 1919 and has 
^inie been found to be hoix'lessly insufficient. As the Council is doubt- 
less aware, the i>ay of the Biitish soldier has been considerably im])roved 
dining and since the war, and we cannot, on this pay, attract the class 
of man we want, men of a sti'ady sobei‘ tyi>e, jirefeiably married men, 
who have given up the army, and are willing to settle down in India 
and good work in the Ihdice Department. That type cannot be 
procured on the jiresent rate of pay, arid in August last year, Mr. Clarke 
wrote and informed us that he had had to discharge 2d men for unsatis- 
factory work, while lu' had 2d vacancies wliiidi he could not fill. For 
this reason, in October last, we raised the pay from Rs. 125 rising to 
Rs. 175, to Rs. 15(1 rising to Rs. 200, and it is on account of that 
enhancement of pay, that there is tliis extra provision in the Budget.

Which of these officers may be designated as belonging to the higher 
subordinate executivi* staffs Do all the officers uruler the (Commissioner 
of l*olic(‘ fall under this categ’oryy Accoiding to tlie latest informa- 
tion I have obtained, I am informed that the subordinate higher execu- 
tive is included in these two itiuns, 37 insi>ectors and 117 sub-inspectors, 
total 154 men. Assuming that th(‘ higlu‘r subordinati* executive staff 
consists of 1()0 men, to piovide Rs. 1,50, ()()() for the revision of their 
])ay and ]>rosiK*cts, is to allows an increase of about Rs. 1,000 per head, 
or jK*rha]>s n little less. In otlier wx>rds, an increment of about Rs. Si! 
to Rs. 85 j)er month is allowed for each of these officers. I do I'ot 
know" wdiethei' this is a ri'curring exjienditure, or whether this is an 
increase of pay or not, Init at the same time, 1 may say, that, while 
1 do not grudge a reasonable increment to these officers — it may improve 
the jiiornlc of the sei'vice — I may say that, if the public w"ere taken 
into confidence, they woiuld urge the strengthening of the low-er rungs 
of tlie ladder more than the strengthening, the fattening of the higher 
rungs. As a citizen of (hilcutta I may inform the Government that the 
city of Calcutta is not as well indiced as it ought to be, and what is the 
reason? The HonTile vSir Henry Wheeler will remember, I believe, that 
I was one of those* w"ho were associated, — in fact I was asked to accom- 
pany a number of leading residents and citzens of Calcutta belonging 
both to Marwari and Bengali communities, — to represent to Gov- 
ernment the insecui'ity of life* and property due to the inadequacy of the 
staff’ of constabh*s in this city. In our interview w'ith the (Commissioner 
of Police (Mr. Roddis, T believe) 1 w^as told that the total shortage of

Sir Henry Whetder has ])laced Indore the lTous(» some estimates ]>re- 
pared by the departmental IunmIs of tlie police. 1 n‘gr(d with him tliat 
\ there was a want of far-sightedness on the part of the executive, either 
(tovernment or the jiolice; I quite agree that house rent has iinu'eascMl to 
such an extent that the provision of liouse rent has had to be increased 
^accordingly, and Government has also bt‘en })ut to considerable trouble 
Jin securing leases of premises for tin* location of their thanas. As 
regards tin* acniuisition of buildings and lands for jndice purposes, ] am 
' sure there would be no diliiciilty if Government had tak(‘n tin* public 
into confidem’e. As soon as owners (‘onn* to know that tln^ land or 
buildings are reipiired for jiolice pur})oses, prices go up at once. I 
; know that the demand of tin* ex(*cutiv(* is very much exaggerate*!!. ] 
have not ex'amined the figures, nor the estimates or jdans myself, but 
. from my experience as a municipal (‘ommissioTier, J may say that when 
’',4 our officers, highly i)aid officers, ])repare plans tJiey j)re])are 
5% them on a considerably more* expensive s<-ah* than if they had to ])r(*j)are 
them for their own houses and pay for them out of their own pockets. 

' If they want the public to build hous(*s for them, tln*y want, j)alac(*s, and 
therefore, generally six*aking, these* amounts are* susceptible of consieh'r- 
able improvement and reduction. If the Governme»nt will associate them- 
selves with the })eople, they will find that a considerable reeluction will 
be affected in the police charges without impairing effie iency in any way. 

With regard to this item, I think it is a recurring charge; it ought 
not to be allowed, but it can be examined by the Standing (kmimittee 
y appointed by the Council, and I am sure we will not be unreasonable 
.? and will grant the necessary sum. Tin* Standing Committee has suffi- 
cient authority to restore such sum as may l>e deemed necessary in 
l^consultation with the Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler.

lawyx(*rs, arguing h«*fore such oflieers, lose all contidcni-e in them, and 
a deej) undei -current of discontent is generated against the system 
wdiiili sends such men to pieside over them, lie is l(*d to think that 
he is wasting his aigumi'iits and that the jiresidiiig ofiicer is wasting 
puhlic monex and (lovernment ]n‘(*stige. In the Judicial Seixice again, 
the ])roximity ol the High ('ourt to some districts has given an 
immense advantage to the peo]de of these localities as ag-aiiist then 
hrethren who come from distant })aits. From the figures comjiih'd 
in l!tl(), it appeared that out of a total of dOf) memhers in the Judicial 
Service, the (Miittagong and llajshahi Divisions had only dl member.s, 
whereas om* district alone in AVestern Bengal had Od memhers ami 
the other three Divisions together had 2G9 memhers. Since then, 
further ap])oinfments liave been made, hut even now the pro})ortiori of 
apiKiiiitmeiits. as between one locality and another, is hopelessP 
abnormal. 
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and ihai they inuHt wait till next year. It wan hard on them, but we 
had no alternative. However, this did almost amount to a promise 
that we would take iij) their ease this year; and in redemption of that pro- 
mise we liave made this provision. The provision, as it stands, is for 
Its. H lakhs, but the scheme which Mr. Claike has sent up is for 
roughly just under Its. lakhs; and again we shall have to cut down 
his scliemc in older to get it within the measure of our resources. 

In outline, his proposals are these, though again I may say 
that tlH*s(‘ projiosals may not lie ultimately sanctioned in full, as we 
shall have to try to (dfect economies; but we shall not probably be able 
to make gieat retiencliimuits. In this connection 1 may mention that, 
if at tiH‘ time this case is rijie for disposal, tlie standing ]>olice committee 
to which His Excellency invited this Cmincil to elect members, is in being, 
then tliis case will go before that standing committee. Mr. (/larke’s 
profiosals deal with the three ranks of Assistant Commissioners, 
ins])(‘ct()is and sub-iiisp(‘ctors. The pcuinanent Assistant (Jommis- 
sioneis number 11, and they aie descendants of the old super- 
int(*nd(‘nts of jxilice who preced(*d the days of the Holiee Com- 
mission. Idle old suj)erint(Midents used to get a pay of Rs. 300 lising 
to Its. 000, and when th(\v hecanu^ Assistant (kunmissioners, th(*ir 
maximum was cut down to Ks. 500, and they were given Rs. 400 rising 
to Rs. 500. In Rom bay, they get Rs. 500 rising to Rs. 800, and 
Mr. Clurk(‘’s proposal is to put tluMii on the footing of Rombay. 

Turning to inspectors — their number is at piesent 30. The (dmi- 
missioner’s juoposals with nderence to them are twofold: one concern- 
ing the number and the other concerning th(‘ pay. At the present 
moment, in Calcutta, theie are 10 investigating sections, Ciich of which 
is in cliarge of a sub-insjiector. That is a state of things which did not 
exist befon? 1000 in Calcutta, and does not exist anywhen* else. It is 
not right that an important s(‘ction of that size should be in charge of a 
sub-insjiectoi*. The (Commissioner of Police wishes to ])ut them in the 
charge of insjiectors. H(‘ first asked for 31, but knowing that money 
is short, he has cut down the number to 14. That is one part of liis 
proposal, and the other jKirtion is in relation to tin* pay, which at 
present is in thr(*e graib*s of Rs. 200, Rs. 250 and Rs. 300, or the same 
as was recommended by the Police (k)mmission 17 years ago, thus 
taking no account of the large enhancement of the cost of living in 
recent times. Mr. (clarke’s proposal is to put inspectors on the Bombay 
level of Rs. 300 rising to Rs. 400.

I think it would :| 
serve an' einiiieiitlv u.seful purpose, if gentlemen both in towns | 
and in the mufassal were made interested in the maintenance of the peace v 
of the .aiuntrv. kike honorary magistrates the post of honorary inspec- 
tors, sill, -inspectors and constables can he created, and some Idini'tion. 
of the ordinary police-such as watching the movements of the bad 
characters anil suspects, the checking of rounds of constables, ehauki- 
durs and dafadars can safely be entrusted to them. They, being fi^y i. 
acouainted with local circumstances and having known mo.st of tiic | 
people in the locality, can discliarge these duties with greater advan- 
tage. Arrangements can be made for training of these honorary workers 
and they mav be encouraged by rewarding their good works, siiih as 
recruiting constables and assi.stant sub-inspectors from among them on 
the recommendations of the honorary inspectors. Even their presence 
in the mufassal will serve to check the activities of ihv Imchnashrs. 
When proiieily trained they can eft’ectively lucvent noting, murders 
and other grave crimes, as they are sure to get .scent of the smoulder- 
ing tires before they are ablaze. I'reservation of honorary insiiectors 
and sub-inspectors i'n the locality will .serve as a idieck on the work (d 
stiiHMidiary sub-inspectors in the matters of investigation as well, for 
they will think ♦wi<c before they do any iniproiier things. At present 
the reserve imlicc force enjoy a .sort of sinecure post. Their services 
can be iitili.sed in training u], the honorary staff and in doing some other 
useful iitiriioses, such as hunting down wild boars. As you are aware 1 Vj

The increased price | 
of sugar and molasses suggested to me that cultivators might with | 
advantage substitute sugarcane for jute, and I accordingly .sent for .some | 
members of the mufassal .societies and 1 made proposals to them. They

Mr, J, CAMPBELL FORRESTER: I find that the member who lias 
just sat down has abso]utel\ been working- on what is exactly m\ own 
o]union on this subji'ct, and 1 I'eel that much of what 1 could sa\, In* lias 
said Idi me, 

1 would call tlie attention of the Coum il to th(‘ fact, howu'vm , that 
we have been in active existence tor about one w(‘ek and duriii!.' that time 
we have bad on th(‘ afJTcnda 2(1 resolutions ;ind aimuidments ()ut of 
that 10 hnx(' Ikumi withdrawn, 7 carried and 0 lost; that j^'“o(‘s t(. sliow' 
that the resolutions have* not had sutficnuit < ()nsidei at am befon* lh(‘\ 
were brou^^ht foiward and little to recomnnuid them, and mui h of tlu' time 
of tht‘ House has been wasted; I would ])Iace back this resolution in that 
cate^or> . 

If we ^»-o back to the facts as n'pards jute, wa* find that in J(S27 we 
bepan to export jute; then we find a vm'v rapid increase in the cultivation 
of the fibre in Bene’al, Northern Ibuifjfal and As.sam. Aftei’ all. the e\dii- 
vation of jute in Bengal is a small afl’air; it amounts to Oil j>er cent, as 
a^minst bOA per cent, of rice. As rer^ards the effects of jute cultivation 
on the price of rice, if you wall take the figures you wall find that in 
Bengal, for example, we have —

Babu KISHORI MOHAN CHAUDHURI: I did a t, .t first, intend 
to {s]H‘ak at all, hut now T think I should say sonu‘thin^»-. All alon^ our 
protest a'^ainst the polna* ('\jK‘ndit uit* proNcd to hi* of no a\ail. It was 
a (diionie dis(*ase loi' the Ihiliia* (h'paitnient to sjiend inon* as in the ease 
of the Kdueation d(‘])artment to sjiend h*ss. I hopi* .ind helit've tin* 
departnu'nt will now hi* eai'eful about its (*\]>(*nditure, and without s].eeial 
sanction nothing- will he s])ent. 'riie estimate shows that there is a hny’-e 
increasi* and the di'inand is veiv exorhitant. This is not the year in 
which wi* can Ik* so lavish. We must he very careful ahout onr expendi- 
ture l)ut we all* ])r(‘]»aT(*d to keeji an o]K*n mind. If we are convinci'd tliat 
a (‘ertain amount of exjK'inliture is necessary wi* may I’eeonsider the 
matter, wlien a fresh jiroposal would come hefore iis. It is not only 
undei- the head Poliei* that all tin* expendituie on tin* dt‘partnient has 
h(*en shown, hut under the head ruhlie \\ orks theie is, I see, a laiy^e 
sum of ahout Ih*;. It). So, 0(10 ]»iovi(h*d for the holiee d(‘parl men t . ruder 
the circumstances, 1 think, these items should he considered hy the 
h'inaiici* ( 'omniit tei', which will come into existence sliortly, and if tln*re 
is a r(‘al n(‘cessity, on their ri'commendat ion , we will inovide iln* sum. 
Without examinin^^ the thin^V (ari'fully 1 think this ('ouncil should not 
he justified in sanctioning- so hi^h an estimate, specially as this is a 
yeai- of di'ficit. With these words I suj)port the motion, as I tliink 
we sliouhl cut down tin* estimate h\ tin* amount proposed. 

MEMBER in charge of POLICE DEPARTMENT (the Hon’ble 
Sir Henry Wheeler): This is, if I may say so, one of the most irrespon- 
sil)h* lesolutions which 1 have heaid moved in this ('ouncil, and a^^’uin, 
if 1 may say so, 1 have seldom heard a ser](‘s of mon* i rresponsi l)lr* 
s]K‘(*ches. In the coursi* of the last two or three da\s it has heen my fate 
to make several more* oi* less h*n^'thy sjK*ecln*,s (‘X j)la i n i n^- in detail tin* 
position in tin* matter of ]K)liee. I Iuinc r(*\n‘wed (In* e.\ pi'inl 1 1 ure in tin* 
])ast and endeavour(‘d to justify tin* scale on whicli it had h(*en incurr(‘d, 
I hav(* drawn tin* att(*ntion of the (’ouncil to factors in tin* provincial 
life leading* to tin* inevitalih* growth of e.\p(‘nditure on the police, and I 
hav(* explained at length the detaih‘d schemes to which at(‘nt)on has lK*(*n 
drawn. I should have heen (juite pr(*pared to <*xj)lain at length the 
detailed schenn's which w'(*ie the subjects of some of tin* rt'solutions last 
night but which the mov(*rs thought tit to withdiaw*. W(‘ w(*ie sitting 
hei’e pr(*pared w ith oui- rejdies. and we W(*ie j)(*rli*ctly ri ady to givi* the 
facts and to justify our action, iiut many memlK*rs of this ('ouncil 
did not even tak(* the troubh* to attend to hear those s])e(‘clies. The 
benches were stiangely empty. None of the Hpeak(‘rs to-day has been 
at pains even to refer to any of the arguments which I adduced, f)r the 
figures that I gave, j)i(>ving that the Police Department has be(*n, if 
anything, undeitinanced in the past and that there was a heavy leewuiy 
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SuppoMii^' W(‘ assume, ior the sake of aij^'-umeul , that jute has redueed 
the ar(‘a under rice* cultivation; we want to see how tlie reduction of the 
g'l-owtl) of jiit(‘ will h(‘l]) to raise tii(‘ area under ciiltivatjon of lice. The 
(jliestion IS, would the cultivatois ^niw jut(‘, or would tliev not prow it 
Itaiyjits like to ^low jute h(‘caus(“ it jiays tliem better; they will continue 
to j.,n'ow it if lelt aloiM‘; they mak(‘ uioi'c out of it than lice, -lute is an 
(‘arl\ cioji and is har\(‘,stcd at a tune when the raiyats are, as a rule, par- 
ti(‘ularly in n(‘(‘d of nionc\- wIkmi th(‘y aic hard up: furlhei', jute can be 
cut in an euKU ^^(Uicy at an caily sta^^i* biin^^iiif^ relief immediately to the 
rai>at. Ric(‘, on th<‘ < tluu hand, takes lon;.,»- to ^uow and the jirice real- 
ised for it fiarcls nH‘ets then ihuiiands. 

I woiidei what would happtni if this resolution were passed by the 
Hounc and (loviu'nmeiit ad\is(*d th«‘ laiyats to j.,'‘ro\v nc(‘. Sujiposing th(^ 
iic(“ clop turiK'd out a failuie, <‘ould you blame the rai\ats if they then 
ahus(*d the ( iov(‘i nnimit toi ^ivin^ them that advice and then asked to 
b(“ compensated loi tluni loss? Th(‘ i-ai\ats will blaiiU' ( lovernmeiit lor 
intci Iciciice w'ith their cultivation. This is a mattiu' which must be 
treatc'd by tlu' head and not b\ the heait. 1 woiidei if it is really the 
consi(b‘iation of the rai\at only that has <‘aused this K'soliition to be 
brouf^lit lorwaid We know foi certain that tins resolution, if it is 
jiassed, will b(‘ of considi'i able \alm‘ to those who ar(‘ luddin^'- laiyi‘(‘ stocks 
of jute and ^ninnies. I would ask th(‘ movei (d this nssolut ion to take 
Adam Smith’s (a ^'“nuit authoiit\ on Economics) adMce. lie lavs spiu-ial 
stress on the fact that natural liherty supm’sedes (lov ernmental 
interfenuice. 

Vs'i' ar(‘ not wantinr,'- in sympathy foi the raiyats. We all know 
that our w(‘alth comes liom th(‘ land and all ri*.; ht-t hinkin^^ jieople res])ect 
thos(‘ toilin^^ millions, imm, women and childieii, wdio are toiliu/^ on, 
wuestlin^’- with natun* to <‘Xtract an existence from the earth — unsophis- 
ticated simple mvn and women. All ri^^Hit-thinkin^r individuals wdsh to 
protect tlunn from b(‘in«^ exjdoited and used by a^-itators, and 1 fear if 
\ou ])ass this resolution, that is what will hajipeii. 

Now, Sii, retercnc(‘ lias been made to th(‘ middhmien, and the mover 
of this lesolution has driven us a lonp string: of fit^nires showin^r the profits 
(»f the mills. Did he immn to inter that these lar^^e profits made by the 
nulls wane the reasim (d the small jirices paid for jute? If so, he is 
entirely wron^^ for the war placed the mo.st imjiortant jiart in both the 
jiroflts of the mills ami the low ju ice of jute, because exjmrts wuTe inter- 
fertul with; tin* (|Ueslion is juindv one of economics. He* draw's a very 
jiatludic figure (d‘ the jioor raiyats, a (dass of jieojile that we are all in 
symjKithy with; but what is wanted to imjuove their lot is education, and 
1 am verv pleased that a memb(‘r has moved the previous rivsolution on 
the 8ubj(*ct of a^nicultural education. The raiyats want to be educated 
BA to the kind of croj) to jrmw. Jute is a more profitable crop to them 
than rice. Jute will cost Hs. 7 a imiund; if the jute is good jute, you 
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to be made up in future. Not one of ih(* s])eakers lias to-day made any 
reference to any of the ai'^uments vvhicJi, in the course of the last two or 
thre(‘ days, 1 have beiui trying to jiress ii])on the Oouncil, but the bemdies 
to-day are ci’owded, and 1 gather from tlie tenor ol the speeclies that, say 
wliat I will, this ](‘solution is sure to be su])])orted. I may be pardoned 
foi- saying that I admire tiu* adroitness of tlie cabal more tluin the wis- 
dom which un(hu‘lies it. 

Let us come now to the ai-^uments we hav(‘ heaid to-day. I will 
d(*al hist witli some of the curious arguments of the gentleman who 
mo\ (‘d I his aimuiduKUit . II is ]>i ()posal is to r(*diice (‘Xiiendil ure, and what 
h(‘ is asking.*- is lliat the exiauidituic sliould be limited to that of ll)‘J()-‘s?l, 
and ttiat we should cut down tlie j)olic(‘ bud^^et by the sum of 
Rs. ‘J'b(K),()0(), that is, about one-eighth of the total W(‘ ar(‘ askin;^ this 
yt‘ai‘ for. d'his is tin* (hdinite position to which he is seriously asking 
the vole of this (’oun(*il. How do(*s he justify it? H(* said: “ litd us 
g(‘t rid of the])c])uty I nspia tors-tuMxual of I'olu'e.” He might as well 
t(dl a (buKUal to run an army and get rid of his ('oloiuds. He says: 
“lad us g(d rid of l)t‘puty Suptuintendent s,” a grad(' created in modern 
times with the dinud purpose of encouraging th(‘ Indian element in the 
forc(‘ and giving it an av(nu(‘ to ]>ositions of r('sponsibility. Ib* argu(*s 
that union committ(‘(*s ai’e about to icduc(‘ ciime; suiidy hd us wait and 
see wh(dh(‘r th(‘y do so. Idu' Alluvial Hill, too, is going to dtuKuise 
criim*, but tlu* Alluvial Hill will be opeia t i v(* in lestriided areas only. 
Again, let us wait and s(*e tlie r(‘sult oi it. lb* ])roci*(‘d(‘d to tin* amazing 
stat(‘mi‘nt that the high(‘r police* olIic(‘rs of tin* ])r('S(‘nt day can easilv live* 
on half the‘ir ])ay, whe‘i-e‘as they eieveite* the balance* to luxury or savings. 

I only wish he were ac(juainte*d a little mole* with the domestic biidge'ts of 
many hone*st officers who are ne>w struggling in this province* to main- 
tain themselve*s and the*ir families. 

So much for his (h*st rue t i ve* ciiticism ; let us sec wliat his construc- 
tive* juopeisals are. As far as 1 e*an uneh'istand, the jiosition of the jiolice 
force* (d this juovinee* is to In* take*n by a curious network eif Imnoraiy 
eitlicers. e know heiw pojuilar in the past has l)e*e*n the apjiointment 
of s])ecial e*onstable*s, and 1 am sur])rise*el to finel it advocate*e! em so wide 
a scale*, but not conte*nt with s])e*cial ce)nstable‘s, we are* to have sjiecial 
inspe'ctors and honoiai v sub-insj)e*e'teirs. 

Khan Bahadur Mauivi WASIMUDDIN AHMED: I did not suggest 
sjiee ial constables to be appointed. I know they are appointed as a sort 
of punishment. 

The Hon’ble Sir HENRY WHEELER: 1 fail to follow the explan- 
ation given by the nieiver. 1 refer to the extraordinary proposal feir 
hemeuaiy inspectors and sub-inspe*e teirs who are in some curious way to 
supervise the* invest igat iem of e*rime. That is constructive preiposal 
number one. What is the constructive proposal number two? After 
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can 8‘ei a higher ])rice for it. The riiiyat.s reijuire to he educated to 
grow a better class of jnte; therefore, it is ui» to us to educate the raiyat 
to improve the crop. 

Rai MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadur: I feel it a great 
privilege to speak on this luatler, becaust* tlu* (]uestK)n was partuill;^ 
discussed by me in tlu‘ old ('ouncil. 1 brought to the* uotici* ot the 
Coun(‘il the fact that it was ii(‘cessaiy that sonu‘ ad\ H‘e b(‘ giv(‘U hy (jov- 
erniiK'iit toi the* cultivation ot j)a»ldy in art‘as whuh weie abandoiusl 
by the raiyats. 1 Indd that view, and therefore I think it necessary to 
su])j)ort this I'csolutuni. No doubt theie an* difficulties in the wa_\ . ^riu* 
law of supply and dcmainl is a lai'tor to lie leckonfsl with Tin* I'lvsidu- 
ticin is in a very modest foini. It sa\s that the ad\ic(‘ of ( io\ (‘inini'iit is 
neci'ssary lor tin* puri>osc ot inducing I'aiyats to abandon the sowings 
ot jiitt* for the jmrposi* of the cultivation of paddy 'I'ln* resolution 
onl\ asks ( lovm niiKMit to be an adviser, and that th(‘\ should 
impress u])on the raivats tin* necessity of the matter. It should be left 
entiT'ely io tlr* raixats to considm tin* matt(*i and if the\ think fit and 
juopei they ma\ abandon jute sowings and take* to paddy. It is a 
mattei ot g'eiK'ial comiilaint in aginultuial aieas that jiaddy (Miltiva- 
tioii IS on the decr(*as(*, and jute cultivation is on ihi* iiici(*as(‘ It 
depends on the (dVoits of tin* landlords; if the\ think fit and ])roper 
the> can induce tin* raiyats to taki* up tin* cultivation of jiaddy 
on a laigei scale. I'acls and figuies aie mori* ('loiimuil than sj>eeches, 
and 1 notice that tacts and figures haM‘ be(‘n biought betori* the House 
and the\ show that tin* culti\ation of jiaddy is deii (‘using . The 
jMobleiji Is t(t be sol\t*d. 1 th(‘ietoie, think it to be m\ dut\ to suj>]»ort 
the rt'scdutioii, notwithstanding the difficulties which have* b(‘en jiointed 
out b^ the iiiembei representing tin* landlords. 

The Hon’ble the NawabSAIYID NAWAB ALI CHAUDHURI, Khan 

Bahadur: Though J lecogmsi* the good int«*ntions which havi* actualt‘d 
the moNer of this resolution and others win* ha\e snjipoifed it — and no 
one can be inoie desirous than I am to see a substantial and jx'rmammt, 
decreasi* in th(‘ juice ol rice — I must o[>[)oso the resolution. The aiea 
brought undei jute cull nation in an\ M‘ai dejiends ju imarilv on natural 
and (‘conomic causes, hhrst, tlnuc is the (juestion of rainfall ]| it is 
unfavourable at the time of jiloughing and sowing, want of snflicient 
moisturi* may throw large tracts out of pite cultivation. On the othei 
hand excejit ionally favourable rainfall ma\ induce the cnltivatiu's to 
extend the area on which they normally gwiw jute. Hut the cultivator 
wdll mainly look to the jirofit which he will derive fiom the cultivation of 
jute as coinjiared with the profit which he might obtain from the culti- 
vation of rice or any other croj). If, after allowing for the extra labour 
and cost involved hi the steejiing and rotting of jute, he thinks it whll 
he a more profitable crop to him than rici*, then if his land is ecjually 
suitable for either crop, he wdll be inclined to grow' a greater quantity 
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some breezy remarks aboiii IIh' eiiliivat ion of sii^^areane, wbieb is searce- 
^.v apposite to (he prescMit subject, he hauls uj) to a ]>roposal to turn the 
police force inlo sJiiLftris for the desi ruction of wild hoars, tliou^h how 
that is to render possible a naluction of Hs.

\ention may lx* far-reaching and cannot be cleaily foieseen.

Jlut this (Toveriim(*nt, though they 
may influ(*nce the suj»j>ly in the manner suggi‘sted, have no jiower to 
influt*nce the demand. It dejn'inls on many factors, such as the exist- 
ing stocks of law jute held by the mills, the stoek of gunnies and the 
(h'lnand lor them in the markets of the world. It may be that the inills, 
if the> are carr\ing large stocks of raw jute, could meet a shortage of 
suj>j)l\ b} reducing the demand and so keej> juices down. If tliis occurs, 
the raiyat will not be comjiensated for having less jute to sell by getting 
a higbei juice lor it. It is eijuully impossible to foresee what the 
e.onsequenees of the juojxised action would be on the jute mills and jute 
presses, whu h, in 1919, gave employment to no less than 284,000

Thus, it will b(* seen that out of a total of 202 mills, 00 are situated in 
(Jeinian\, Austria and Hussia. Helore the war. (lermany, where the fibre 
is used in the manufm t uit* of blankets, elieai) carpets, etc., was, next to 
tin- United Kingdom, India’s best (‘ustomer for raw jute. Her noimal 
reiiuirements were in the neighbourhood of 800,000 bales anmially, and 
200,000 bales went to Austria-Hungary. So when the war broke out, 
two oi oui most im]iortant customers could not take jute and, owing to 
war comlitions in 10 1 4- lb, exports to all destinations, except to Italy 
and Spain, showed a considerable de(line. The market was glutted and 
priies came down. Noi was this all. India suffered a sacrifice to meet 
the reiiuirements ol the Allied armies. The contract prices entered into 
between the Calcutta mills and the London War Office in 1015 for the 
supply of bags for the Allied armies remained unchanged for three years 
although the commercial prices had greatly increased. Such are some of 
the ri'usoUvS why during the last six or seven years jute has not fetched a 
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estimaie for flio yoar iti piosi.cci . AlfhoufrVi tin- tigure.s arc apparently 
the saTiie yet they really represent a very fair increase in reeei])ls, a.s I 
mliall ]>res(‘iitly t‘Xj>l;nii. 

The ITastiiifjs House' School closed on the lll.st Deceinher 19‘J0, and in 
the course of the curr.-nl financial year and hefore the inaiig-uration ol 
the Rel'oiins, all technical and industrial schools, with the exception of 
tlie lleiifral Knf'-i"eerin;r ('(dlec'e at Sih).ur and the Daeca Scliool of 
MliKineeinc-, were Iransleired from tin' Education Department to the 
Department of Agriculture and Industries. The initiation of the Dacca 
T'niversity will result in the ahsoridion of the Dacca Ocdlefre in that 
Fniversity, the receipts from all these institutions will no lon^'cr he 
availahle to us, and the estimate of Rs. 11,00,0(10 therefore represents a 
very fair increase on last year s estimate.

The grand total of Rs. 1.20,07,(100 
therefore reiucscnts all general educational activitii's in the RTesidency 
of Rengal, exceid ing expendit ure on certain vocational institutions, such 
ns MiRical, Technical, Industrial and Agricultural education. 
The expenditure of Rs. 1,12,00,000 reiuesents the tidal demand for all 
general educational activities in the Rresidency of Rengal, excluding 
Eurojiean and Anglo-Indian .schools, for Indians in the excluded areas, 
and certain vocational institutions, to which I have already referred.

I come trom East Itengal where 1 ha\e li\ed within 
sight of jute when it was growing, and within scent ol it when it w’as 
rotting, the scent being not exactly that ot the lioneysin kle. 1 know’ 
how’ jute is a source ot great prolit to the cultivators and sujtpoits m addi- 
tion something lik(‘ a (juarter ol a million lactory o])eiati\es and their 
dependents. At jireseiil there aie about fifty mills on the ii\ei Ilooghly 
with about 40,000 looms worked b\ Indian laboureis. d'hosi* ol us who 
have taken the trouble (d studying the condition ol the country, know- 
how jute has enriched tlie jieo^di*. It has eniicluMl the ciiltivatoi-, whom 
it has freed from indebtedness to tlie innhojun. It has enriched the 
labourer, for tlie rates in the neighbourhood of l)acca and Seiajgani 
ha\(‘ recently been as high as a rupee a day. It lias benetiled a vast 
variety ol middlemen and traders. In otlu*r yvoids, it has bi'en of 
immense value to the province and the jieople. 

If now, the area uiidm- jute is contracti'd, and jun-es ai t itic iall> 
raised, what will be the result Let me (juote what the (’liairinan ol 
the Indian Jute Mills Association .said in lIHb; — “ \Vhat(‘voi idse the 
(lermansmay be, th(‘y are resoureelul and juM-sistmit ; they alnsuly shoyv 
sig-ns of chafing under the (‘xcessntdy high juices that liaM', in Hatuit 
years, ruled lor a commodity whose juincijial ilaim to jiojuilarity is its 
chea|Uiess. ILuse the juice still lurther, and you may be suie that 
tlie first (dfect will be to stimulate the s(‘ai-ch foi a substitule. and om* 
of these days some (i(‘inian will find one, and youi indust ly will b(‘ in 
danger of lollowing the jiath ol indigo.”

Now 1 mi'iition the item of Rs. 40,000 for tin* propo.sed Intermediate 
I a lid Secondary (‘ducat ion at Dacca. I will deal with it later in detail, 
las 1 find there are some amendments on the subject, but I will explain 
|slioitly wliat it is about. If memb(*rs will turn to the Dacca UniverHiiy 
lAct, section G clause (o) they will see that it has bt*en enacted that “it 
ahall not be lawful for the Dacca University to conduct courses or 
aaintain classes for the purpose of preparing students for admission to 
|he University, “ and under section 47 of the same Act it has been enacted 
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them that they had heiler sow ])jiddy instead of jute. Having i-e^ar<l 
to the resolution })ass(«d hy this ('onneil l:isi wetdi in this matter, if they 
grow jiaddy whicli is not to lie ex polled from the eoifntry, it seems 
to me to he a somewhat ridn ulous suggestion. 

Babu ANN ADA CHARAN DUTTA: While I quite aiprecmte the 
feeling of s\mj)ath\ for the pool agnculturists, which musi have 
induced the m(»\(‘r of this n^sdlution to bring forward this motion 
before the lIons(‘, I think that, if analssed, it means that these jioor 
agricultui ists should be encouragiMl to extend their ])add\ cultivation 
and to restrict then jut<* cultivation Ts\) doubt, we are apt to jnit down 
these agri( ult ui ists as rathm* illitiuate people not having much intelli- 
g(“nce in their brains, but so lar as th(‘se agriculturists are concerned, 
minus tin* ajijilicat mn of scientitic iniprov enuuits, I ficln've wu' have yi't 
to learn many things tiom them. Well, tln'V know better wdiat crop 
will give them a bettcn yitdd , and lor us to dictati' from this House 
that tlu'V might do this or that will only show' that we have got some 
sort ot siiiistm inotivi' d'h(*n, that ought to be a good reason why we 

should not lightly jiass this residiition Inu'i*. We ought not to 

give them a chanc(‘ of crving out “ Save* us fioin oui frnuids in the 
Council.” From m\ own pm’^onal exjau imn 1 have Inaui studying 
this (imsstioii foi sonn‘ \eais, h.iving olten h.id occasion to travel 
thiongh t h(‘ j ut('-g‘i ow ing distmts of M viinuisingh ainl Tijipera — mv idea 
is that uinh'r ceitain circinnstaiictxs | nt«‘-gTowi!ig is more paving than 
paddv -gi owing ; and, in these eircumstanc(>s, tlnui' is no reason wh\ we 

should intmleK* with this natuial selection on the jiart of the cultiva- 

tors. 'I'hat being so, 1 ojiposi' this resolution and hopi* that the House 
w ill not lightl\ pass it . 

Mauivi YAKUINUDDIN AHMED: The other day we jiassed a reso- 
lufion to stoj) the export of rice in order to ch<*apen it lor th(‘ cultivators. 
We wanted thmi that the cultivators should have sufficient jiaddy for 
tlnuT mainftuiance thioughoul the v<‘ai-, and to-day we are going to 
restrict tlunr jute cultivation, which is their mainstay for ])aying their 
rents, and meeting other needs. If we ar(‘ going to restrict it, Wv 
w'ould throw them in conlusion. Already by the stoppage of exjHirt of 
rice from India and other cinuimstaT'ces, its juice has come down; and 
now’ if we are going to restrict jute cultivation, it will dejuive the culti- 
vators of the powau’ to defray their exjKUises for mn-essaries besides 
food. Therid'ore, m,v suggestion is that before we ask or recommend 
to Government to int(‘rfere with the cultivators in their cultivation of 
j\ite, w'e should think Iwuce before w’e pass it in this Hou.se. I think 
that it is not the business of ours here to dictate anything to the 
cultivators. They will adajd themselves to the (‘ircumstances, and tlie 
law of supply and demand will give them the idea which course they 
cught to resort to; and therefore my suggestion is that the restriction on 
jute cultivation w'ould bring a <lisastrous result on the cultivators as at 
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that “save as otherwise provided in this Act, the powers of the University 
conferred hy or under this Act shall not extend beyond a radius of 
five miles from the Convocation Hall of the University. Notwithstatid- 
injr anything in any other law for the lime being in force, no educational 
institution beyond the limit shall he associated with or admitted to 
the jirivileges of the Tiniversity and no educational institution within 
that limit shall he associated in any way with or be admitted to any 
jirivileges of any other university incorporated hy law in Uritish 
India, etc., etc.” 

So that the ixisition in this: that within an area of five miles of the 
(^invocation Hall in Dacca, as soon as the Dacca University is sUirted 
and begins to work, no matriculation schools, nor colleges atliliated to 
the Iiderniediate standard of any other University can hold these exaniin- 
ations. The Dacca University Act comes into force on or before the 1st 
,luly next. It that University is to ojien its classes at the beginning 
of file coming session (it must be generally remembered that the Session 
begins by the Ust of dulyl all intermediate (la.sses and high schools 
within the Dacca University area will automatically lose their i onnei:- 
tion with the Calcutta University and the Dacca University as consti- 
tuted will not be able to heli> them. 'I'liat is a state of things which I 
am sure, no member of this House can contemplate with equaniinity. 


Now, this is one of the results of the iiiodificatioii introduced into 
the text of the Dacca University Act at the last moment when tliat Act 
was before the Indian Legislative Council and for that modification the 
old (tovernment of Bengal was in no way res)>onsible. But whoever 
might have been resjionsible tor this change, the fact remains, as I 
have already pointed out, that unless due provision is lade anil effective 
steps be takim all high schools and intermediate cob -es within the 
Dacca University area will practically have to close, a for that pur- 
pose this provision of Ks. 40,000 has been made, and 1 dder it to be 
very, very necessary. T have no doubt that th(“ membeis of this 
nou,se, in siiite of the fact that some of them have brought amendments 
to the contrary, will, after comsideration, ,seo that it will not he wise 
for them to jiress their amendments. When these amendments are 
pressed 1 shall go into further details, and will I hoiic have no difficulty 
in convincing them of the necessity for this provision. 


The provision of Bs. 9.00.000 to the Dacca University includes a 
capital grant of Ks. 4,00,000 for buildings and Rs. 5,00,000 for mainten- 
ance. I shall deal with the.se two items in connection with the amend- 
ments, the House will have to consider— I trust they may not have to 
consider them— but I may mention that the authorities of the Dacca 
University demanded Ks. 15? lakhs for capital expenditure, but 
Government have been able to give them only Rs. 4,00,000 and w en 
1 place the details, I am sure the House will see that Es. 4,00,000 is the 
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present circuinstanfed. Of ccnirse, there is no doubt that there is a dull- 
ness in tile jut(‘ market.

I 
lay special em])hasis on this because I have heaid it slated by oin* or 
two memlx'rs that the Dacca University is doing an injustice' to the 
Calcutta University. 1 have no doubt that this is ri'ally based on a 
misapprehension. I have not the slightest doubt that Sii' Nilratan 
Sarkar, who was on the committee to n'preserjt the interf'sls ol the 
Calcutta University, would have tx'en the first person to raise a voice 
of dissent, if the inten'sts of the Calcutta TLiivorsity wme not jU’opeily 
safeguarded on that board for he was on that botird in his cajnicity as 
Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta University. 

Another point, which T w^ould like to mention to the House, is that 
the Dacca University is (.onstituted under an Act passed by the Govern- 
ment of India.

The Hon’ble Mr. P, C. MITTER: Ih‘i*hHps i))y fiaVnd, Uai Uadha 

( haian Jhil Bahadui', was not here* whe*n I e*xplai!ied the* ]>osition din ing 
the ge*ne*ral de*bate. We liave Us. 51,00,000 and odd (here, and the pro- 
vision is Us. S, 00. 000 and odd more than wtiat we* sjM*?it last ve‘ar. This 
Us. 1,00,000 is an extia provision, foi which there* was no sche*me 7(*adv. 
Teclinically the binance DejiaTiment could have objected to this pio- 
vision for Us. 1,00,000 as tln*re* was no ch'linite se heme* ready, but they 
did not (d)ject. 

The PRESIDENT: The ne*xt ite*m stands in the name of 
Dr. A. Suhrawaidy; but he* is abse*nt, and so the motion fails. 

Mr. D. C. CHOSE: May 1 have* the* })ermission of the (5mncil to 
move the amendment standing in the* name* of Dr. Suhraward\ ? 

The PRESIDENT: Practically, it comes to this: Mr. (ihose is 
asking my permission to move a motion without notice. The*re is this 
to be said in favoui’ of it, that it tuke*s nobexly hy surjn’ise, because the 
motion was on the age'nda in another membe*i\s name; but 1 woubl still 
dike to know tlie sense of the Council. The (question is what practice 
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riirrif'd to aloiip the rivers of Assam. If this is fouii<l to 

lx* }i la<‘t, it is necessary tliat steps sliould lie taken to arrest its pro- 
gress, at t}i(‘ source, at any rate ludoie it reaclies the ])lains of Ifengal. 
Ill South Anieiica, its native home, Florida, Australia and otlier 
eountri(‘s, whert‘ thtvse jdants ahound. the ]>eopl(‘ grapple with the 
problem, hy arran<^^in^' to throw them into the salt wat(‘r of the seas, 
as saline watiT is unih‘rst(»od to he uncon<^(*nial to their f^rowih and also 
to destroy tiiem. So it appears to me, that tin* problem has also its 
scientific as})ect, and lias to be studied both liotanically and ch(‘mi(‘ally . 
Anyhow, an or^'anised endeavour should be niad(‘ without further loss 
of tiUK' to (h'visc nuMiis and wavs toi the I'xterniinalion oi the j)(‘st in 
consultation and collaboration with scKUitifii* i xjKuts. No money and 
no pains should be sjiaKal to check thmi deprt‘dat ions, which are 
likel\ to (h‘solat(* om‘ of the most fertile ])arts of the country. A lonp, 
laborious and costl> struts'^le, whiidi is n‘all\ a stiupj^le foi ver> 
(‘\istenc(' ils(df, has to be continued toi \ears It will be a treim'iidous 
fij^dit with Nature hmsidf. 1 am not at all jiaiticular about the jier- 
sonmd of tin* proposinl commission. Yhe names of two eminent 
scientists have bi'cn mentioned b\ way of su^“jj:estion meridv . I hope 
the (iovi'inmeiit will acci-jit the r*‘solution, without dividinj^ the House, 
on a matter of sin h urf^imt juiblic importance. 

Maharaja KSHAUNISH CHANDRA ROY Bahadur: 1 h ave very 

^n-eat jdeasiiri' in sujijxu tin^- the resolution moved by llabu Nibaraii 
(’handra Das Gupta. At tin* last DiGiict Board t ‘on li‘renc(‘ we had 
soiru' discussion about the (hssiiability of taking means to madii'ate 
water-hyaf'inth. Fatelv I hav(‘ made a toui in the interior of my dis- 
trict and 1 saw with my own e\(‘s what a terrible nuisance this water- 
hyacinth has b(‘com(‘ in the rivm Bhairab ])assing‘ thiough the Mehi'rpur 
subdivision in the district of Nadia. I am atraid, unless something is 
don(‘ to ('ladicati' and check the growth of the water-hyacinth, many 
of the waterways in Bengal will be similarly affected. It wms brought 
t-o our notice at the last District Board ('onference that the watcr- 
h>acinth came to Bengal from Assam. The growih here is surjirising, 
liow'«‘V<*r. One weed covms a large area in the water. One plant covers 
‘too feet of waler in the cour.se of a year. It is therefore highlv desir- 
able to lonsult e\p<*rts as to how’ to check and (Miidiinite its growth. I, 
therefore, sujijHut this resolution. 

Mr. G. MORGAN: 1 have much jdeasure in sup])orting this resolution 
and, in doing so, 1 am very glad indeed to hear from tlie mover and 
from the last sj>eaker that the weed has been brought down to Bengal 
by the rivers of Assam. vSince 191(1. I have been accu.sed of having 
brought it to Eastern Bengal. T understand it is called there “ Morgan’s 
Folly.” As a matter of Tact 1 did bring some plants, curiously enoiigh 
from Calcutta, and I know myself from what I have seen with my own 
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sliould be followed, and J would tlierefore like to know whether the 
Council is in favour of the leave being given. 

The motion whether Mr. D. C. Ghose should be permitted to move 
the amendment was then put and agreed to. 

Mfi D. Cl CHOSE moved that the demand for Its. 9,00,000 to tin* 
l)ac(!a TTniversity b(‘ reduced to Ks. 6,00,000.’' 

It will ap])ear from the details given in the Budget estimate at page 
91, ibat of ibe total sum, wliich tbe Hoii’ble Minister asks from the 
(V)uncil iindt‘r th(‘. liead “ Kdueation,” the expenditure in connection 
with University education forms an inii)ortant jmrt : that ex})enditure, as 
given in tlie Budget estimate, amoinjts to Its. 10,68,000. Of this sum, 
it a})j)ears tlnit no less tlian Bs. 9,00,000 goes to the Dacca University. 
Before 1 criticise this grant, I should like to say that T am not an 
enemy of tbe Dacca University. On the contrary, I honestly think 
that a n*sid(*ntial university of the type which is contemplated under tbe 
Dacca Tiniv('rsity Act, is entitled to full aTid umiualifiod support from 
us. But, at 1h(* sam(‘ time, we Inive to bear in mind that we in this 
(/oum il are somevvluit in the ])osition of a judge and we should 
impartially consid(‘r the claims of the universities that are under 
our control. 

Now, the first ground upon wliich 1 base my criticism about the grant 
of Rs. 9,00,000 for tlie Dact^a University is that sufficient information 
has not been placed at our disposal to justify us in acceding to this 
demand. In tlu' first place, we do not know the kind of studies u])OT) 
which the authorities of the Dacca University are going to lay emphasis. 
If they are only keen to duplicate what the C lcutta University now 
teai^hes, tlien 1 am afraid there would not be mu enthusiasm for sucli 
studies. Th(‘ great, 1 might almost say the univer. ' demand now is for 
vocational training; and, if the authorities of the 1 ^a University will 
take up agricullural or technological edm^ation ana _ ake provision for 
such studi(*s, T do not think tliere will be a single voice in this Couiu il 
which Avill o])po.se th(‘ grant of sufficient money. But as 1 have said, 
we do not know the programme of work of the Dacca Universitv. 


In the second })lace, although we are asked to sanction a grant ot 
Rs. 9,00,000 to the Dacca University, we are not given any idea of tin' 
annual recurring expcniditure of the University for which we shall have 
ro tind money year by year. We do not know how much of this 
Rs. 9,00,000 is required for the purpose of the administration of tlie 
University and how much wdll be required for the providing of education 
We do not know the conditions of service upon which professors 
of the University are being vr are going to be employed; 
we do not know the initial salaries that they are going to 
get; we do not know either their grades, the period for 
wdiich they are going to be employed, and, most important of all, the 
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o\i‘.s that it us of tlu* ^leatest |K's1.s I lia\r i'mm* si^mi. 'Flu* flower 
is heautiiiil , and (hat is all that is hcautiliil about it. It spreads ov(‘r 
padd\ -fields and dJum kJirts and sinyily lunis e^el\thln;^ tliat eonie.N in 
its \\a,\ Noi\ it has ojown so had that it is a que'^tion whether sti'ainers 
will he aide to ])1\ o\ei sinail khals oi livers. 1 have not tin- laintest. 
id(‘a as to how it would h(‘ pos'^ihle to luailnat-e the pest, hut 1 su]>]K)rt 
the resolution and I am sure tlial something- will lit' dom* to do away 
witli thus jiesi.

Rai MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadur: “ This (Viuncil 
recomimuids to the (Tovernment tliat a mixed corusultative committee of 
official and non-official medical men and other experts he j)ermanentlv 
constituted for adopting? measures Tor the prevention of the increasing' 
rate of child mortality in Bengal/^ 
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|)eisoii who is signing the eontniels which are being or ur(‘ going to l)e 
entered into ]n‘tween the University and tlu‘ ni(*inl)ers of the tt‘aching 
staff!. If we had these information, 1 submit, W(* would have got 
Motile idea of the annual recurring exiumditure for which this (’o\incil 
would be asked to ]>rovide money year by year. I cannot hel]) think- 
ing that the method in which money is being ask(‘d for the Dacca I’ni- 
versity is hardly fair to this Uouncil. Is it expected that this Uoiincil, 
without tlie sliglitest idea of tin* annual recurring e\[K'nditurc (»f tlie 
Dacca University, will vote whatever sums of money that the new Vice- 
(diancellor demands? We liavc* b(*fore us not an iota of fact which 
will give us any indication of tin* annual dt'mand with regard to the 
Dacca University. I do not know if tin* mc'mbcMs of tliis (\)uncil are 
awaie that the Dacca University Ac‘t is not in force*. It is un(lt*rstood 
lhat the work of the University will begin on tin* 1st .Inly. It apjicars 
that the money which wc* are ask(*d to grant will be recpiiic'd for nine 
months. If money on this scale wt‘re recjuired in*xt yc*ar, wc* would 
have to pi'ovidc* Rs. l‘J,00,00() foi’ tin* Dacca Univc'isity in subsc*(jin*nl 
years. The (j nest ion is wln*ther wc* are prejnired to grant sucli large 
sums of money to tin* Dacca Univc*rsity, wln*n wc* know that its juris- 
diction is nothing comjiared wuth tin* juiisdic tion of tin* Ualcutta Uni- 
vei’sity, and findher that it is concerned only with studic*s ]’efpnic*d for 
the degrees of Bachelor of Arts and of Bac helor of Sc*ic*nc<*; in other 
words the Dac-ca University is not (‘oncc*rnc*d, as the Ualcutta Univc*rsily 
at lu-esent is, with studies for tin* I ntermc‘diate and Mati ic iilat ion Exam- 
inations. It may be pointc*d out tlnit there is a large amount of 7 nonc*y 
earmarked for tin* Dac*ca T^niversity, and that tln*ref()re tin* Uouncil is 
not justified in (*riticising tin* manner in which it is sjient. But 1 sub- 
mit that, if there* is any money earmarkc*d for tin* Dac-ca TTnivc*isity , it 
is intended for c'apital expenditure; and I submit also that if is oj)j)osc*d 
to the c*lementai'y jirinciples of sound finance, to divc*rt moTn*y intc*n- 
ded for capital exj)encliture to ]nn’posc*s for which annual jnovision will be* 
necessary. I think, thc*rc*forc*, that tin* House ought to ic‘fuse this 
large grant to the Dacc*a Univ(*rsity, first, on tin* ground that there* is a 
lieavy deficit this year, and secamclly, that we are n<»t able* to r(*ndc*r ])rc)- 
I)er financial assistance to the (Calc utta T^niversity. 

The PRESIDENT: The next amendment is of tin* same kind and 
I c*all upon Professor Satish (diandra Mukherji to move it before further 
disc-ussion takes place.

Of course the members of the 
House an* aware that in dealing with these figures, which an* indica- 
tive ol the high late id' nmrtalitv, I ha\(‘ to d(*]H*nd \i]>on llie tiguii’s 
supplied to us in the report of the Sanitary ('ommissionei . In liis 
report foi' the \eai 191(S the Sanitary (Nunmissioiu'r says that as man> 
as 112 or niou* than a third (d‘ the total nunib(*r of rural an'as in this 
Ihcsidi'iicN r(*tiiiiied a death-rat(* <d oM'r 41 jxv' milh* during the year 
against onI\' I) and 7 during- the two preciMling years. In tlx* Ram- 
jibanjMii area in tlx* Midnajiore district, the death-rate was (dM ]ier 
mille, and in the Khirpai area in the same distri(*t tlx* death-rate was 
htM) per mille.

1 am aware that in tin* exhibitions at Nator, k'aridpur, (-alcutta and 
riowrah,. there was a child welfare section. I am also aware of the 
fai t that His Eicellem y takes keen interest in the malU‘r, hut so Jar as 
we kiiftw, he has not been able t(» take* any steps to eheck the hifi^k 
mortality which 1 have described. In this view of the matter 1 hroufrnt 
to the notice of the House tliat it is necessary to appoint a committee 
consistinjf of exjierts, ladies and other ffentlemen for puttinpf g stop to 
this hiffh rate of mortality.

In my gcnmal rtmiarks on the Budget, Sii’, 1 hav(‘ made it ahundant- 
Iv clear that the grant to ilie Dacca Enivmsity is no gift, but is what, or 
rather less than, what Goveinment is morally bound to give to tliat insti- 
tution. 1 Ixdieve and I do bcli(‘ve that the i)r(\sent allotment falls 
far short of tht‘ amount (’ont ributcal by th(‘ (foveiniiKuit of India 
annually for some ycais sp(*cifically foi' the Dacca University. 

The area of th(‘ laml occu]>ied by the Univiusity is about one siiuarc 
mile. The buildings, though laig(\ need (*onsiderabU' alterations fer 
University pui'lJoses, and fresh liost(ds for studmits are urgently lu'cessary 
if the University is to perfoini sat isiactorily as contcmjdated , its func- 
tions as a residential Univt*rsity. 1’he (d)jects of tin* Ualcutta, University 
Commission in regard to th(‘ Dacca University were set out in the Report. 
Volume 4, page 214. 'The Government of India desired that Dacca should 
have a model univ(M'sity, of a type new to th(‘ Presidency and to India. 
There are no adeipiate laboratoiies. A new Physical Laboratory rs 
urgentlv needed and th(‘ Library of the Dacca College must be greatly 
increased to provide for the needs of the University. Tliere are to he 
over 100 teacheis on the staff, and there is house accommodation only for 
40 including executive officers, clerks, etc. 

The Dacca Univtusity was ])romised by Lord Hardinge in 1912 in 
res])onse to a retiuest from the Muhammadan community. Lord Har- 
dinge made it clear that tlie University was to be a ujaiversity not for 
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pin‘l) 08 <‘ of (MK'oimi^jiig cliild wollaiv, luit ilu‘ diftlculiy ariseH wlien 
ilioy hav(* to be (ariied out, ai»d wluui tlies«‘ thiugn lire lo be fietually 
iiitiodueed into owv soi'iety. What funds are tlie ( Joverniuent about 
to plaei' before that (‘oininittee, so that their na-oinnuMidations may 
b(‘ given efTeet to, so that in the soeiidy, fidin wliieh we come, wliere 
the work of i lnld wellaie has n‘(‘entl\ been bt*giin, th(‘\ aie liktdy to be 
effeirtiveF Sir, in tlie ('aleutta ( ’orjMU'al ion only for tin* last six or 
seven years this uork of ( hild W4dfar4* has lieen taken up and a very 
large sum of mone\ lias alnuidy Iusmi spent over it and for some use- 
ful juiijiosi'.

209 in 1910 — here the figures show an ujiyvard tendency — 221 in 1914 — 
the situation is g<*tting yvorse and worst* — 218 in 1915 — noyy there is a 
droll — ill 1910, 195; in 1917, 1H4 — tin* figure again jumjis up — in 1918, 
228 and in 1919, 228*2. It is (juite ajiparent that tin* figures are ajijial- 
ling, and it ought to be a matter of the gravest (‘oiicerii for all of us.

Bengal and to the Muhammadans of th(‘ whole province to set up the new 
University on a worthy scale. j 

It will be within the memory of many members of this Douse that in 
laying the foundation-stone of the Dacca (\)llege in 1905, Lord (hirzon 
referred to my fellow-countrymen, the (‘xtraordinarily intelligent gefitl(‘- 
imm of Vikrainf)ur, aTid s|>oke of the benefits they were going to derive 
from the Dacca College, and that, in 1912, Loid Ilardinge refened to llie 
b(‘nefits my co-religionists, who are numeim ally jucnioininant in that pait 
of the (‘ountry but are lagg’ing behind in (‘ducation, were likely to dei ive 
from the p)roposed Dacca Univei’sity. My learned friends are tiying to 
neutralise the effects of those gemuous ])romises and are practically 
encouraging th<‘ (lovc'rnmc'nt to commit a breacdi of faith towaids tin' 
}>eo|)b* of East Bengal. 

At a time when so many things are being said by all and sundry ? 
about education and educational institutions, it is, to say the least of 
it, extremely unfortunate that a learned Professor and a learned Doctor 
should bring forwavd ])roi)osals calculated to ham])er the progress of 
(‘ducation of a very high order.

Babu INDU BHUSHAN DUTTA: This (Vuincil recommends to 
the Government that the Board of Uevtunie be abolished and that no 
provisiou be made foi it in the lo'xt year’s Budget.” 

This resolution is moved mainly on the grounds of economy and elti- 
cieucy, but before J say anything on the subjin t, I think I ought to make 
an explanation as to why the re.solution has lujen brought forward now. 
Ai the last imu'ting of the (hiuncil, it was suggested that after tlie pre- 
sentation of the Budget a committee or u iiunibm- of small committees 
might be apiKiinted to (amsider what economy could be effected in the 
cost of administration. In view’ of this suggestion, the resolution 
regarding the abolition of the jHists of the Divisional Commissioners 
was withdrawn. It may be thought that I might also jimt as well 
withdraw this resolution for the same reason. But I submit, Sir, that 
my case is quite different, because I take my stand on the unanimous 
recommendation of a committee — no less than the Royal Commission 
upon Decentralisation — a committee whose voice is always bound to 
carry greater weight than any committee that may be appointed by 
this Iloufle. I venture to make this assertion, because the mem- 
bers of that commission were all well-known and ex[)erienced 
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l^he eHial)lishnieiit of Dacca l-iiiversity will not certainly affect them, 
and Oalcutta can as lon^' as it lik(‘s (‘ijjoy the luxury of having* more pro- 
fessors Ilian students oi* professors without students. We do not want to

pi course public criticism is always welcome, and, il any new lines can

|X)acca will be only too glad to accept suggestions and to alter tin* ( ourse 
of studies. It has been said that it would liave l>een much ix'ttev to 
have a University something on the hues of a Ttndiindogical Institute. 

I submit it is desirable to have a Tcnhnologhiul University, but at the 
same time I would draw the attention of the Coumdl to the liepoi t of the 
Calcutta University C'Ominission, which w’as presided over by no less 
a person than Sir Michael Sadhu*. lie recommended that it was neces- 
sary, and the time was not very far when, evt*rv important town should 

I shave its own university, as in England and Scotland; and so 1 think we 
should have as many univiusit ies as the country (hunands, to meet the 
re(iuirem(‘nis of education. But, Sir, tliat is not the (luestiou before 

I ns. The (juestion is tliivS — the Dacca University Act has b(‘en passed. 
It is the law- of the land, arnl the Government has already given it a 
start by apjminting a Vice-Chancellor, and 1 think* a Boaid has also 
been constituted. There are also the houses — money only is re(|uiied 
|iiow. and as education has been made a transfi*rred subjin t, it has Oevol- 
h’ed upon us — the members of the Provincial Council — to ])rovide some 
puoney for it, and the llon’ble tin* Minister in charge of Education has 
^been called ui)on to provide in the present y(*ai’s Budget not the full 
amount, but a portion of it required l)y Mr. Ilartog or the Director of 
Public Instruction, who is vitally interested in the matter ajid wdio is 
Iways consulted in the matter. That is all that we have got to do, and 
the money we wuint is not adeciuate, and for the juesent Hs. 5,00,000 or 
Is. 4,00,000 for capital expenditure and for mef*ting reciiiring exjH ndi- 
ture is not a very large amount, and so the amount which has been ])ro- 
ided for in the Budget is inadequate, and 1 think this Council ought 
ot to vote out the provision made in the Budget. So 1 strongly oj)poHe 
he amendment for reducing the amount which has been j)rovide<l for 
*n the Budget. 

The PRESIDENT: I think I ought to tell the Council that I have 
ot 10 or 11 more speakers on the li.st, and unless members try to 
very brief in their remarks it will be imjxjssible to finisli the debate 
ithin the time prescribed. 

Mauivi A. H. M. WAZIR ALI: I beg to say a few words which are 
ost essential about the Dacca Univer.sity. After the annulment of 
he partition of Bengal, Lord Ilardinge, in order to pacify their out* 
ged feelings, promised the Dacca University to the Muhamraadanfl, 
ho were used as mere buffers to break the waves of anti-Governmenl 
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agitation during the partition days. Though it was originally pro- 
mised as a concession to the Muhammadans alone, Lord Hardinge, at 
the very outset, announced that the University was to be a university 
for all alike, and this is an essential feature of its constitution as pm- 
vided in the University Act of 1920. The promise was made as far 
■Itack as 1912, but the task of formulating definite plans for the redenip. 
tion of the pledge was relegated to the limbo of neglect for reasons bc.st 
known to the Government. 

Professor Satish Chandra Mukherji, in moving his amendment, said 
that the University is only the outcome of the redemption of a pledge 
given by Lord Hardinge. The remark is quite true. I know of aa 
other virtue in a Government than their readiness to redeem their jded- 
ges. At the .same time I must tell Mr. Mukherji that Lord Hardinge 
made the promi.se when he was highly impressed with the necessity nf 
establishing a university at Dacca and not before. It is generally 
argued that the world-wide war is the cause of this unusual delay, lint 
I .say. Sir, that the Patna University conceived on a much later dale, 
was brought into being at a time when the entile resources of the world 
were being tapjied in order to ensure victory for the Allies. So 1 can 
sa.v with every justification that a grave injustice has been done to tiie 
people of East Bengal by delaying the TLiiversity so' long. 

Sir, whether there was any jiromise or not, there i.s no denving tlir 
fact that there is a crying necessity for the establishment of a univer- 
sity at Dacca. The Sadler Commission stated that even if the Govern- 
ment had not promi.sed a university for Dacca, they would thcm,se]ve.v 
have recommended its immediate or early eslal)li.shment as part of their 
general policy of university organi.sntion. The congestion of the Cnl- 
cutta University is due to the fact that East Bengal students prei.on- : 
derate in it. I must also say that a vast majority of the very best stu- 
dents in the Calcutta University hail from East Bengal, 'rhe.se student,^ 
when the Dacca University is established, will have ample ojiportunities 
to do original and research work under the fostering care of the Dacca 
University. 

Some gentlemen argue that the University will benefit the Muham- 
madans alone. Sir, instead of putting forth anv other argument, I 
would only refer them to the University Act of 1920, where they will 
find writ large in letters of gold that the University will be a university 
for all alike. Now assuming for argument’s sake, although it is not a 
fact, that the Muhammadans will be benefited more than anybody else 
by the Dacca University, can’t I enquire of my friends whether it is 
not their duty to see the Muhammadans well educated and their back- 
wardness in education removed for the uplift and betterment of the 
Motherland P 

Sir, now coming to the amendments proposing reduction to the 
Dacca University grants, I must frankly say that I am sincerely sorry

The PRESIDENT: Personal romarks should always be avoided. 
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safely say that there can he no sound mind in an unsound bod_\. 
Another special feature of the Dacca University is that it will also pro- j 
vide affricultural and some other vocational education. In this respect | 
also it will he a unique university in India. Another sjtecial fetiture oi 
the University, as recommended hy the Nathan Committee, will he tin 
facilities which it will afford to the poor students in the shape of low 
fees. 

Sir, 1 believe I have sufficiently proved that the sum allotted to the 
Dacca University is already .so frivolously low that it cannot admit ot 
any further retrenchment. 

In conclusion, I would only read a paragraph from a note on the 
Dacca University hy Mr. P. J. Hartog, its Vice-Chancellor: “ I liavc to 
say a final word on the question of finance. My estimates have been 
based on those furnished by the Calcutta University Commission and 
revised by the Special Officer and the Director of Public Instniction. 
They are, I think, reasonable, though 1 should have liked to l)e able tc 
do more at the outset. The capital expenditure ])roi) 08 ed tor libruiv, 
laboratories and residential accommodation is an absolute minimum if 
the ITniversity is to have a fair chance of success.” 

It is really passing strange that the House which has voted 
Rs. 5,00,000 for one alms hou.se should be loath to vote Rs. 9,00,00(1 
for one great university with vast jxitcntialities. 

With these words 1 beg to opiX)se the motions. 

Mr. H. A. STARK: The Dacca TTniversiiy, as things staiuK leiivo' 
us just one duty to perform, and that duiy is to c-iialdisli ii on an adcqualo 
scale. Tliose who have ai’^iaied againsl voliii”' it a o-rani of Hs. l),00,()()(i | 
have alleged that the’tre is a certain amount of extravagance in Ihe Ihai^ot 
proposals and a comiiarison has been drawn between the (‘xpenditiirc of 
Calcutta Cniversity and Dacca IJniA^ersity . It seems to liave been for- 
gotten that, although technically self-contained and isolated institiitioiiv 
Presidency College, Sanskrit (Vdlege, David Tlare Training Collc^o\ 
Bengal Engineering College (Sibpur) and all othei- Covernment Colh^^rr'^ 
hU Bengal affiliated to tlie Calcutta University, are really as organic purl' 
oi the Calcutta ITniversity as will be the Tagannath Hall, the Moslim 
Flail and the several departments of the Dacca ITniversity. Nor ni oui 
.^onsideration of the Calcutta ITniversity ought we to exclude the many 
large hostels which have been built for Government and aided collfgof' 
in the city and even outside it. The Dacca University asks for 
Rs. 9,00,000. Of this sum lls. 1,75,000 is already what has been usually 
sanctioned for, and usually spent by, the Dacca College year after year 
So that in point of fact it is only Rs. 7,25,000 above the present grant 
that is being requisitioned by the Dacca ITniversity. Now the allot- 
»»*ents which we are prepared to make to Calcutta University Collegrsj 
^.re Rs. 1,75,000 to the vSanskrit College; Rs. 2,60,000 to the PresidcncyJ 
College; Bs. 3,20,000 to the Bengal Engineering College, The totall 
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Babu INDU BHU8HAN DUTTA: I did not intend to make a ])er- 
sonal remark. In whatever way we may lo<dv at it, the one-Memhor 
Board as a rev(*nue appellate* or revisioual <-ouil, is not much of a success. 

If it IS not thou/ifht desiialde* to ^ivc* th«*se pow(*rs to FommiHsioners, 
these can cuhiIn Ik* tiansferr(*d to a Memher of the Kxecutivci (k)uncil 
or to a Memher and the Le^al l{.enieml)ranc<*r sittnif^- to^'-etlicr.

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positions attainubU! througli the ohannel of open conii)etitiou. Ought 
we not to speed up the supply of such men v By stinting money to 
the Dacca University, are we going to retard our own progress? Aie 
we going to delay the introduction of complete self-government ? My 
own feeling is that, if we are wise, we will concentrate on education; 
sjtend money on it liherally; get the best teachers available; and theic- 
by speed up our prei«iredness for larger and larger measuies of sell- 
govt-rniiKUit. We ought to shorten the jHjriod of probation by strength- 
ening our Univeisities and aiding that talent and promoting that (mlturc 
whicli will enable our country to take her place in the British Emi>ire. 
Give then, 1 say, give the Dacca University the money she re<iuire8 with 
an open hand, regarding our grants to it as a sound remuneiative invest- 
ment and not as an ill-advised speculation. Have we forgotten that the 
Dacca Univ(‘rsity was pledged to the Muhammadans by 1/ord Hardinge 
himself, when ho was at Dats^a? Have we forgotten that it 'vvas offered 
as a salve to those who were hurt by the ro-paitition of Bengal in 19U>V 
Have we forgotten that it was given as compensation to those who regard- 
ed that their interests had been sacrificed to the interests of others? Cuii 
w-e repudiate in this Council Chamber the ])romises given them--can we 
offer them a mimic University in pace of the genuine ai ticle? The de- 
mand is comparatively small. J^ot much more tlniTi a lew (lovernment 
colleges in Calcutta ar(' <;osting; not much more than we are prepared lo 
spend upon a Imnatic Asylum. And may J say tliat, had we the imagin- 
ation, we would see in our sanction of the full grant a splendid opportunity 
for doing something beneficent for Bengal, and thus signalising the 
institution of this Tjcgislative Chamber. It should be our pride and 
our high privilege to launch the bark of the Dacca University on smooth 
seas, under auspicious omens, her sails set to propitious w'inds. 

Rai MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadur ; Tlic itoint at 
issue before the Council is the motion which suggests that the demand 
of Its. 9,00,000 to th« Dacca University he reduced to Its. 7,00,000, 
and it is not neces.sary for us to discu.ss whether there has been a breach 
of faith and other things. The arrangement that has been made by the 
Hon’ble Minister in charge of Education is that Its. !),00,000 be appro- 
priated by the Dacca University, whereas the contention of the mover 
is lo reduce this amount to Its. 7,00,000. As has been represented by 
Professor Satish Chandra Mukherji, it seems to me that the Dacca Univer- 
sity will not suffer much by this reduction. If that is a fact, which the 
Hon’ble Minister is in a position to answer, and, if the Dacca Universiiy 
does not suffer much, it is a matter for consideration with this Council 
whether the Dacca University ought to be .satisfied with Its. 7,00,000 at 
present. Now if the Dacca University considers that this amount i,i 
insufficient for its purpose, the argument which should be advanced on 
behalf of the mover is that the Minister in charge has not taken into 
consideration the claims of the Calcutta University. Those who are trying 
their beet to have a larger amount, and those who are satisfied with the 
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forward wiili it aflorwards, in a proiuM* form and with definite 
tions.

We ought not to neglect th(‘ claims of the Cal- 
cutta University and devote all the money to tlie Dacca University. 
This seems to be an erroi'. ^riierefore, altlioiigli I came to tlu‘ (kmncil 
with an open mind, I was thoroughly convinced by the aigunuMits of 
the mover that the claims of the (^ilcutta Univiusity ought to lie 
considered. 1 aiipeal to the Hon’ble Minister w]i(‘tlier he does not 
think that it was an erroi* on his jiart to negh‘ct the just demand of tiie 
Calcutta University. If the Calcutta Cniversity is in neinl of some 
money, will it not lie fair, will it not be just, to give it this mo(h*st 
sum of Its. 12, 00, 000 ? I'he Dacca University (‘an vmv well manag(* with 
iRs. 7,00,000, though at the very beginning it w’ill be an exiK'nsive 
affair. If it is an expensiv(‘ affair, thiui certainly Its. 0,00,000 will not 
meet their purpose. They can go on with a small beginning and start 
’ll University woithy of the name. The Minisuu' has told us just now 
that this University wOll not be a body incliiHMl to spend much and the 
W'hole of the Rs. 0,00,000 may not b(» spent by them dining the y(*ai-. I 
apj)eal to the framers of the Budged and to the Ministm wdicdlnu' th(*y will 
not consider that the maintenance charge ought not to be on tin* same level 
us an enthusiast desires. 

With these few remarks 1 beg to support tlie motion.

I hear Mr. Chose sayv “ Ilear, hear.’’ Let him hear others w ith all 
the patience that he can command, and wdth the advantage of his intelli- 
gence 1 think lie wdll be able to pickwip many things as he grow's older. 

What is this (|uestion? This is a question of education, lias any- 
body here got the heart to say that we opi>ose it? The money spent on 
education — wdiether jii imary or secondary-^is given by Coveriiment 
who is not particularly anxious to give it to us to throw it aw^ay and to 
say that w’e do not want it is an absurd idea. I am one of tliose who 
want larger sums given for primary education, but that is another 
matter. 

This idea of taking aw’ay Rs. 2,00,000 from this grant and giving it to 
th(‘ Calcutta University is a puerile and (juarrelsome id(*a, and it would 
not help the Calcutta University. And to those who have come forward 
with the claims of the Calcutta University, and who hold briefs for the 
Calcutta University, 1 say — How is it that the present Education Minis- 
ter, who is one of those who got his training there in his younger daj’s, 
is not kind to you? If you level that charge against him, then what 
is the answer? Are you men of the Calcutta Univeisity prepared to 
so shajK? your conduct in the management of your affairs that the people 
have more res]>ect for you ? 

The PRESIDENT; It is now" very near the time for adjournment. 
Are you likely to finish within five minutes? 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH MULLICK; 1 shall not bo able to finish 
wdthin five minutes, but I shiUl try to be as short as possible. 

Mr- D. C. CHOSE: Short and sweet. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH MULLICK: I have been asked by Mr. 
D. C. Ghose to be sweet. I wish I had his good looks and his sweet 
smiling face ; but I am sorry that at this age I cannot claim some- 
thing with which I have not been endowed by nature. 

Then, as regards education. As I was just saying, is there any doubt 
that the first thing we want in this country is education? When the 
greatest nobleman who came to this country — liord Ripon — left the

Board of Bevenue ; and it is also quite clear that ©von if the Member 
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of advice was cducatiou, his next a(ivi<e was education and his lost 
word of advice to tl»e Indians was education. Are we ffoing to oppose 
anything that is froinp to help the cause of education and of higher 
education ^ 

1 do very well appreciate that hy oixniing a university yon cieaU; 
a form of intelligence and culture which ought to be welcomed hy 
every Kast Bengal man. So far as the hast Bengal Hindus and 
Muhammadans are concerned, we all stand on the same platl'orm, for 
our common object is the advancement of learning and nothing else. 
Eiiuipment of character to help us in nation-building is what we want, 
and there cannot he any (lueslion about that. In the earlier days, 
when there w'as the partition of Bengal about 14 or 15 years, ago, 1 
ventured to mutter out something to my great and illustrious tjuru - 
and no man can have a bettm- <jurn that 1 felt that the jiarlition was 
a good measure; and he asked me why 1 said so. 1 said that 1 found 
in it great jxissibilities of a new centre of thought and aetivit\ opened 
in Eastern Bengal, which would help particularly our Muliammadan 
fellow-countrymen to advance. My great i/itru told me that 1 must 
not .say so; and I got muffled and I went on fighting, sitting at his feet, 
to have the partition .set aside, and, to his greatest glory, it was done. 
The starting of a University there will give an impetus to the highest 
forms of education; and you will have mom of these self-r(‘s|)ecting 
young men— educated men— to go and tell our administrators that this is 
W'hat we want and this is what w(‘ should not have. The days of milaiuns 
and these things wdll pass away, and the days of eflective eriticism will 
come. If you want to take the advice given by Uord Uipon you should 
go on witli education— the highest forms of education. It is really a 
matter of good fortune to us that we have been able to secure the ser- 
vices of a man of such iirofound scholarship us Mr. Hartog. hen he 
has condescended to open this University, should we not take thi.s advan- 
tage, and should we say that we should take away Us. 2,00,00(1.'' 

Then you are finding fault with your Minister for giving so much 
to the Dacca University. What did they wani? They wanted 
Rs 15, ,50. 000 and they gave us det.ails for capital exjienditure. Out 
of thi,s’the Mini.ster has given Rs. 4,00,000. They wanted Rs. T..50,000 
for recurring expenditure, and the Minister has given Rs. 5,00,000. 
Do you know what the Dacca College costs you, that you are lighting 
for this? There is no reason for you to fight. When you remember 
that the Calcutta University has not lieen given so much-, that is a 
different quarrel, which is perfectly irrelevant to the matter. Rrofes- 
Bor S. 0. Mukherji has said that the i>rofessors, who have gone to the 
Dacca University, have Ireen given fabulous salaries 


Professor 8. C. MUKHERJI: I nevmr said “ fabulous salaries.”

time men, and they used to get Ks. 20(t or Its. 250 or Its. 400. When you 
taki‘ away men to Dacca as iull-time professors, and readers you have got 
to pay them Its. 400 or Its. GOO to start with.

Babu 8URENDRA NATH MULLICK: I would take only a few 
minutes of your time. IIow^ is it that this thing has b(‘en taken up by 
the non’hle Minister tliis year, and these provisions have been made? 
We find that the University Commission unanimously recxmimended 
that the Dacca University should be started at once; and the language 
is that there sJiould be no further delay. You probably know" the names 
of those hon’ble gcmtlemen who sat on that Commission — Indians as 
well as Euro])eans In pursuanc'e of that recommendation, they have 
started this work; the work has commenced; and as 1 liave already told 
you, we have becui lucky enough to secure such a capable man as •Mr. 
llartog for the Vice-tvhanc'ellorship, who has staited this work. Are 
w'e now going to say that we take away Hs. 2, 00, 000 or Ils. 8,00,000 
from this grant? In that case you cannot really start work accord- 
ing to tlie scale on which it has been taken up. 1 therefore tliink that 
there is no justification for anybody to say anything against the grant 
that has been made to the Dacca University, unless he is speaking from 
a point of parochial antipathy which should not be cmr guide at all. 
If the ('alcutta University deserves, as I am sure she deserves, and I 
yield to none in my desire that she should get more money out of my 
hon’ble friend the Minister for Education, I am perfectly willing to 
join with some of my friends. But my friends are not right in saying 
that the Education Minister has not l)een kind enough to his own alma 
mater. His argument is that they did not come to him in proper time. 
I am one wdio is i>erfectly willing to concede that it is somewhat of a 
technical ground; but still I am sure tliat there is no doubt that the 
Calcutta University w^ould get something, if they w"ouId make an 
attempt; and that the Education Minister would somehow- find the 
money or at least a iK)rtion of it, because he has still that love and 
affection for the University lo which he and I belonged. There is no 
doubt about it and that cannot be a ground for standing ag-ainst this 
grant at all.

Aow, what.(‘V(‘r. its oth<*r 
merits mav have* been, the J)ecentialisat ion Foniniission was not very 
strong on the r(‘\(‘nue suh*. 'J’wo ol its niemlx'is, including t]i(‘ (diair- 
man, had never been in tiu' country belore, and two of th(‘ (dvilian 
membeis, naiiHd\ tho.s<‘ from ^ladras and Jhmibay, laid made their repu- 
tation in limns other than revenue, and weie not wliat is ordinarilv termed 
“ revenue exjierts.” 

Setondl\, how did this jiartii'ular recommendation about the Foard 
come to be niadey I can assure the (dmncil, as one of tin* few people 
living, and likidy to remain so, who have i<*ad the evidence wliich was 
taken lud'ore the Decentralisation Commission, that this recommen- 
dation was not ma(h‘ in respomse to any volume of (‘videnee that was 
given before the (_V)m miss ion in dilTereiit parts of India. There was 
no uni\ersal outer\ anywhere for the abolition of the Board, but the 
(lommissioii were \ery anxious to jiropose for other jirovinces the Council 
form of Goxeniment whicli has now come in, hut w^hich in those dayn 
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amount of control over the school hours or the colleg-e hours of the 
school or college inmates; l)ut that the University is not able to exer- 
cise any efficient control over the private hours of the students. We 
also find tliat, if the student does not prejiare himself projxirly, it is 
because he either missj)ends his private hours or does not utilise them 
proj)erly. If his health is injured, it is also for his indiscretion during 
the private houis, and probably he is living in an unhealthy house, or 
he is not mixing with proper companions, or on account of his environ- 
ments he is not able to participate in games and other pliysical exercises 
which go to develop liis constitution. So, this Dacca University, being 
a residential University, will be able to exercise efficient control over 
the private hours of the students; and 1 think that Mr. D. (‘. (jhose will 
agree with me that this difference is a very material one. 

Professor S. (\ Muklierji has said that the professors, who were 
entertained by the ('alcutta University at a moderate salary, have been 
taken away to Dac’ca at a mucli higher salary. That is, however, a 
matter of congratulation, because the number of high j)osts und(‘r the 
disposal of the (Calcutta University is not many, and they arc already 
occupied by af)le men no doubt. But there are other educationists, 
who sliould l)e given an o]>fKjrtunity of proving their worth; and I 
think the Yice-Ulianc^dlor of the Dacca University is giving them a 
very good opi)ori unity . That is, tlierefore, a matter for congratula- 
tion and not for regret. 

My friend, Jhofessor 8. C. Mukherji, insinuated that the Vice- 
Chancellor of tlu‘ Dacca University was present here, because he was 
interested. 

PfOtBSSOr C. MUKHERJI S I object to the expression “ insinuated. 

I never meant any insinuation, and I think that h is very unkind of mv 
friend to say so. 

Raja MANMATHA NATH RAY CHOUDHURY; I think the inter- 
pretation of what my friend said, if 1 remember aright, was that Mr. 
Ilartog wuis interested in the matter. But I may say that we are all 
encouraged by his presence here

1'liat is the 
whole (|uestion before the House atid, if for efficient Jidministration 
it js reijuired that tiie nurnbt*! of Membeis of t)ie Executive HounciJ should 
be still more increased, it is th(‘ii and then onlv that we can sav that the 
duties ot tin* Hoard of Kevenue can be safely transferied to the Members 
of the Executivi* t’oiineil; until and unle.ss that is done, f think Sii 
it would l>e (iuitt* premature to leeommend to (xoverninent that the Board 
of Kevenue be abolished. I aKo wisli to point out that, having redraw] 
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Rs 60 00,000 stands to the credit of the Dacca I’ inversity ; and the 
Vice-Chancellor is entitled to call for this sum. The tiovernmcnt of 
Benirul, however, are unable to pay it; and altl.ounh lie wanted more 
than Rs. 16,00.000, the llon’hle the Minister for Kdueation was only 
able to Kive him Rs. 9,00,000. 1 think that tliat is a very fan amount; 

and havinp rcffard to the fact that the Da.aa I’nive.s.ty is pregnant 
with possibilities of K'e»t mapnitude, 1 think that no member oi hiB 
Council .should oppose the plant. The fcelinp in Eastern llenpal is 
verv stronp in this resiH‘ct ; and 1 think the disap).o.ntmcnt will be 
very preat if any portion of this plant is cut down. It may he remem- 
bered that this University .scheme was oripinated in view ol the back- 
wardness of the Muhammadan )iopulation ol Eastern Rcnpal, hut I 
think it will he a pain to the whole of Rcnpal. In matters of educa- 
tion I think that either Muhanimadaiis or Hindus or Chnstuiiis, all 
stand on a footinp of equality; and if Re.ipal is to he developed, and 
if we are to eontrihute towards its prosiK-rity. there should he no dis- 
tin.dion as to its peoprapliical borders. 1, therefore, suppest that the 
demand for Rs. 9,00,61)6 to tlu' Dacca University he planted and that 
the amendment he rejected hy the Council. 


Mauivi A. K. FAZL-UL HAQ: 1 rise to opi>ose this imdion. 1 
deem it a preat privih'pe, and hd me add a matter of preat ideasure, 
that I am aide to extend my support and symi.athy to one of our popu- 
lar Ministers; for 1 feel that hy extendinp such sup)iort, where siqiport 
is needed, and not hy castinp our votes in an irres|.onsihle fashion, 
that we are poinp to reap the benefits of representative institutions. 
At this fap-end of the debate, and with only 16 miimies to my credit, 

1 cannot po into details; hut 1 shall say a tew words as repards the 
rmnarks that have been made hy I’rofessor .d. C. Miiklii'i-ji and my 
friend. Mr. 1). C. (iliose. 1 hojie I shall he aide to dis,)ose of the 
remarks of Mr. Ghose. hy only sayiiip that he is not quite eorreet when 
he says that as we are in a iKisition of a judpe, and that as details have 
not been supplied to us, we cannot do better than refuse this prant. 
It is well to remember that when the Minister for Ivlucation asks for 
this prant for the Dacca University, it is not pKissilde for him to po into 
minute details. We have pot to trust him,; and we have also p.ot to 
rememher that it is not the Minister alone who is poinp to disia.se of 
this .sum; but that in di.sposinp of the money that is jdaced to the 
credit of the Dacca University, there are responsible ofiicers who are 
to associate themselves with the representatives of l.uhl.c opinion, am 
to thereby frame a scheme which will enable the authorities to fulfil 
the objects for which the Dacca University is pomp to he established. 

As repards my friend. Professor S. C. Mukherji, he has made an 
appeal to us to dissociate our siieech from feelinp and to decide this 
question free from passion and prejudice.

dation was not made* in res]>onse to any volume of i*vi(h*nee that was 
given before the Commission in different jiarts of India. There w'as 
no uni\ersal outer\ anywhere for tin* abolition of the Board, but the 
(Nminiissioii were \er\ anxious to jiropose for other provinces the Council 
form of Government which has now come in, but wdiich in those day» 
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my own impression is that I have seldom listened to a sjieech more full 
of feeling, excepting perhaps one delivered the day before vesterday, 
in which an attempt has been made to cloud the real points at issue by 
asking us to decide the question not by apjHnil to reason but by appeal 
to feeling and feeling alone. Professor 8. C. Mukherji has mentioned 
certain instances of api)ointments made by the Vice-Chancellor ( f the 
Dacca University, in which salaries have been paid on a much more 
liberal scale than have been or are being paid by the Calcutta Univer- 
sity. 1 cannot rejreat the names; Imt let us take as a typical case the 
instance of any one of those gentlemen whom he has named, and who was 
getting Rs. dOO |H:*r month here, but wdio has been api)ointed on a 
salary of Rs. bOO ]x»r month. Ibofessor S. C. Mukherji knows very 
well that there are instances in which {People who have got their 
homes in Western Bengal wull not coiiseni on any consideration what- 
ever to accept appointments in Eastern Bengal. I know' from ])er- 
sonal exfrerience that after the partition of Bengal, when the new 
province of Eastern Bengal and Assam was formed. Government had 
the utmost difficuilty in inducing its officers to go over to Eastern 
Bengal; and in some cases 1 know*, as a matter of fact, that officers 
had to be given promotion in order to induce them to join the cadrt' 
of the Eastern B(*ngal and Assam Government. I'luit may be one 
reason. 

Secondly, if the ('alcutta TGiiversity has not been ‘juite generous to 
some of its officers, that is no reason wdiy the Dacca University should 
be e(iually stingy. There are occasions on which a maiTs worth is not 
recognised; and there is also such a thing in the disposal of patronag(‘, 
which, in ordinary language, we call jobbery. A man who is worth 
Rs. 50 may be paid Rs. 200 and a man who is worth Rs. 200 may 1 e 
paid Rs. 50. That is no reason wdiy, because a man gets a paiticul ir 
salary, we should create a distinction and say that there is anything 
like waste. As has been ])ointed out already, the apimintmen ts of the 
Dacca University are being scrutinised by a strong committee and 
there is every reason to ffidieve that the utmost care is being taken not 
only to make the selections, but also to have a strict control over the 
expenditure. 

Then, Professor S. C. Mukherji has said that Govcnimeiil have 
been very generous to the Dacca University and vei-y stingy to the 
Calcutta University. lie has said in fact that wffiereas we are giving 
to the Calcutta University about Rs. 1,00,000 or so, we have given about 
Rs. 9,00,000 to the Dacca I^niversity. My friend forgets that the 
contribution of Rs. 1,(K).000 is not the only contribution wdiicli the 
Government makes towards the upkeep of the Calcutta IJniversitv. 
What is this Calcutta University? It is a congeries of colleges held 
together by the common bond of an examination system. Govern- 
ment give not only this Rs. 1,00,000 but something more, and also 
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WHS a ])it of a rai ii y (Hitsido Madias and Jloinliay, witli wliicli Sii- William 
Meyer and Sii' Stexnin^r Fd^-mlx \\(Me |)ai 1 iculail v eoniu'cti'd. It was 
hardly relevant to tlie tmins id tlieir retiMiMiee to make tliis jiroposal, but 
witli tlu* J )i‘C(‘n 1 1 a 1 Isa t ion ( \>inniission , as with othei ('oinm issions 
and j)eo]>le who have to inaki' rejiorts, that lad did not wei^h ovmnindi 
The\ w'(‘i(‘ anxious to inak(‘ that lecomiiKMidat Ion and the\ aecordin^l V 
made it.

a (lore. My friend seems also to forget that, while (iovernment makes 
this generous contrihution to the (’alcutta U'niversity. the contrihu'- 
tion that is now being made to the Dacca University, is not at all com- 
mensurate with the importance of the university that is coming into 
being. Besides, Government have committed tbem.selves to contribute 
Rs. 50,00,00(1 as a grant to the Dacca l iiiversity, not merely lor the 
initial expenditure, but also for the recurring exiXMiditure. 

I shall not go into further details. Belore 1 sit down, I wish to 
say a few words to my friends who have taken part m this debate, and 
have opposed the grant to the Dacca University. D has been said that 
those who have opi>osed this grant to the Dacca University are not 
actuated by motives of jealousy towards Dacca; but T have a contrary 
feeling. My own feeling has been that ever since Lord llardinge 
announc('d that there would b(' this university in Dacca city- this long- 
promised, long-deferred long-wished-for university.— Dacca— has been a 
sort of eyesore to the intellectual savants who control the destinies of 
the Calcutta Fnivansit v. T do not wish to go into this mailer, but 
I wisli to give this warning to my friends of Western Bengal, who rise 
up on every occasion, when funds are provided for Dacca, to try and 
take awav from tl.is provision-" Hands off,” 1 say. If Vou raise this 
(luestion in Council, you will cau.se a cleavage between th(> two scm- 
tions of the i.rovince, which will be disastrous to 'he work of the 
administration. It is not merely on belialf of the Muhammadans of 
East Bengal but on belialf of the people of East Bengal in general, that 
1 appeal to my friends to drop all oiipositioii to this grant winch thc 
Minister wants for tlu' Dacca TTniversit\ . 

Rai JOCENDRA CHUNDER CHOSE Bahadur: J am a native 
of th- district of Dacca, and everything about its welfare must com- 
mand mv suiu-ort. But, there is a higher interest than the interest 
of mv own district. Year after year 1 have been pressing upon the 
Ooveiriment that we spend very little money uiK.n primary education, 
and we spend the bulk of our grant for education upon universities. 
Therefore, in the interests of the poor people of this country, 1 cannot, 
even in the cause of this University in my own district, sui.port this 
additional burden which takes away from the grant for pnmarv edu- 
cation. Further, the people of Dacca do not want thi.- TTniversity in 
the form in which it is proposed to be established. Only last w( .‘k I 
saw in the papers that the Dacca I’eoples’ Association waited in depu- 
tation on Dr. Hartog and told him that they did not want the duplica- 
tion of a literary university; they wanted an agricultural college, a im-di- 
cal college and an engineering college. Dr. Hartog said in replv that 
they were not of a representative character.

Babu INDU BHUSHAN DUTTA; May I rise to a point of order?

The PRESIDENT; 1 have not allowed it to he withdrawn. 

Babu SURENDRA NATH MULLICK; All the same, I feel that mv 
friend, Balm Indu Bhushan Dutta, has made out a very strone- ease, 
lie has ^n'yen us all his arguments, not mere ipsr dixit, hut hasial on the 
rejiort td tlu* Decentralisation (’ommittc^e; and other imjiortant (kunmit- 
tees which were held in this country. 1 am sorry that the Hon ’hie Sir 
Henry Wheeler wants to speak in dero^-ation of the recommendations 
of the Decentralisation Commission; and he, like my estt*emed iiuru, 
wants to chan^-e his opinion. He says: “ 1 w’as only the Secretary to 
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shared the views of the Assoeiation. Indeed, wheiever there is a new 
university cstahlislied, the literary side is not p^iven that prominence 
which is gi\eu to the teehrjolopfical side. Without the technological 
side, the eng'ineering* departnnmt, and agricultural department, there 
can be no university. That is the mainstay of a university. What I 
objec^t to in the Dacca Univ(*rsity is that so much money every year 
should be spent on mere literary educjition. My sup])ort of the amend- 
ment is not because I oppose the university; but 1 oi)pose the form 
in which it :h sought to be established, and 1 say everybody in h^astern 
Bengal, every educated man, will support me in this demand that then* 
should not bt* merely a literary coll(*g(‘ or university, but there should 
be a technological side atta(‘hed to it. In this view^ alone I oppose the 
motion, not because I op])()se the University, but because I am f'pjhi.sed 
to the form which it is assuming. 

The PRESIDENT: I shall now’ ask the HonMde the Minisler in charge 
to reply. 


Tho Hon^bl© Mr. P. C. MITTER: This question has been debated ai 
great length and arguments for and against have been advaiKaal by ninie 
than one speaker. 1 therefore do not ])r()]>ose to (‘liter into any detailed 
examination of the various arguments that have been advanced 1 
will try to reply g<‘nerally Init, although T shall try to be brief, I regret 
that oyving to the length of the si)eech(*s, 1 may not be fis brief as 1 
would like to f'C. 

My apjieal to the House* is let there be more liglit and less heat,’^ and 
I would say that if we are to get on, it W'ill not do for the East and 
West to quarrel, for Hindus and Muhammadans to quarrel; let there' 
b(* more of love and ju.stice and less of hate and rivalry. AVith these 
jireliminary remarks, I shall brii'fly toiudi upon the various j/oints. 

The first point to remember is, that for more tlian nine yeais tl.is 
University has been promised, noi a denominational university for 
Muhammadans alone, as was made very clear by Lord Hardin ge when 
Sir Rash Behari (those waited as the head of a deputation lit^fore him, 
but it wuis to be a university for Hindus and Muhammadans, for 
all classes. 

The next important point to remember is that this is a residential 
university, and a teaching university. As regards the giant of 
Rs. 5,00,000 to this University, without going into details, let me point 
out to the Council, whai 1 have already pointed out, that the cost of the 
l)ac(^a College alone is about Rs. 2,00,000 a year ; the cost of the Presidency 
(■ollege is about Rs. 3,TU000. Taking these two colleges costing 
Rs. 2,00,000 and Rs. 8,71,000, respectively, w^e find that the recurring 
grant of Rs. 5,00,000 for the Dacca University is less than the total ex- 
penditure for th(‘se iwo colleges. If you are at all serious about establish- 
ing this university, then don’t ap[>eal to me for reducing the Rs. 9,00,000 
to Rs. 8,00,000. On what data am I going to accept your appeal P Here, I

Mr. D. C. CHOSE; May 1 say one word by way of personal explana- 
tion y The other day I said that Council oupht not to assume tlic func- 
tions of the adnuni.strution. 


The Hon’ble Mr. P. C. MITTER: That is precisely my complaint, 
hut I (juite reali.se that Mr. (iho.se do(*.s not liki* t.his chaipe, that is 
anotlu'r matter. It is a question of poinp into details. 1 was told that 
1 have not piven sufficient, details to the House, 1 admit that chaipe. 
if 1 wanted to po into the details of a hip scheme liki* the Dacca l iii- 
versity, it would have taken me hours. Tliis fault is not mine; it is 
the fault of tho.se members of this Hou.se wlio want to arropatc to tliem- 
selves the jiosition of administrators, when they really Jmld only the 
purse-strinps of the nation. 

Another point to he remembered is that the Dac<;a liniveisity is 
not a State university; it is a univcreiiy created uiidm- a statute; the 
nation has to find the money for its maintenance; it is, therelore, (|uito 
ripht that those who find the money should scrutinise tlu‘ exjienditure ; 
that time has not yet come. 

An unfortunate discussion which I deprecated in my openinp speech 
has after all taken place ; and 1 repret it very much. 1 have pot to enter 
into the respective merits of the Calcutta and Dacca Universities.

12,02,000, grants to 
secondarv schools, Its. 10,87,000, besides grauts-in~aid to private 
secondary schools. Where would the Calcutta University be, if w^e had 
not su(di a large number of schools and colleges to teed it up’r' We all 
know the huge iuconie of the (yalcutta University earned from fees 
from the matricnilation students alone. Would there be so many sec- 
oTidary sidiools in this province but for grants of this Oovernmeut.^ 
We all know that the University derives a large income from the Tntei- 
mediate students and B A. students. Where would the Caliutta 
University he l ut lor the fees realised from these students V But as 1 
lune stat(Hl I shall certainly try to do the best T can for the Calcutta Uni- 
versity but. one has to rememb(u that heaven helps those who help them- 
selves and T am soiry that Calcutta University has not helped itself. 11 
the T^niv(‘rsity whiidi has so many eminent men in its Syndicate aTid Senate* 
do nt)t care to read the (Government of India Act and the Devolution lluh*s, 
who is to be blame? Not th(‘ (lovernment of Bengal. No application 
was made befori' tin* (dd (Tovernnumt- ol Bengal and it is not right either 
foi' the (dd (lovernment or for th(‘ Uducation Minister to act like an auto- 
crat. We must act umhw the powers W(‘ have und(‘r the (Govei nirnuit 
of India Act. Even if 1 wanted to be kind to the (hilculta Univcu’sity, 
I (^ould not give Bs. 2,00,000 or lis. 20,00,000 unhess I was aiithoiisi'd 
under tlu' constitution or authorised liy the statute to do so. If I wanted 
to make such im attcunpt 1 am sure Professor S. C. Mukherji would liav(' 
come down upon me and chaiged me with acting in an unconstitutional 
.manner. 

Idien a criticism has been levelled that the I)a(a*a University lias nol 
provided for vocational education. Members forget that thcie musi 
b(* ordinaiy general edmmtion, scientific education, before the qu(*stion oi 
vocational education (*an arise. Those who are familiar with the ohjci Is 
of the Dacca. U niv(usity know that vocational (*ducation will come, hut 
there can be no ])rovision for it, unless the provision for general education 
is made. After all Rs. 5,00,000 is less than the yearly expenses of two 
colleges. 

There has been a great deal of criticism about the provision for higli 
salaries in the Dacca University. I admit that I find it difficult to deal 
with a question like that in a plaice like this. I happen to know the cas(‘ 
of a gentleman, whose name I sliall not mention — I do not want to go 
into personalities. He was ofterod a post in the Indian Educational 
Service in the Punjab on Rs. 1,000 a month, with special allowamcs. 
If the Ualcutta University managed to get his sei-vices for a lower sinn, 
then that University is lucky, or it may be that for other reasons he did 
not care to accept a higher salary. It does not pay anyone to be stingy. 
If you want to attract good men, you must pay for them. After all 
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kiH*j) it ten (lui iiiture irtVroiict^. Wt* must icMiuMulhM tiiat \v«‘ ale 
new to tli«‘ situation: wc must reniemtiei tliat tlio whole situatKui is iiew 
to us.

6,98,000 rtvfereiu’e may 1)(‘ inadc 
to the table on pa||re 88 of tlu^ document with the j^r(‘y cover, entitled 
“ Budget of the (iov(‘rnment of Bengal for 1921-22.” It will lie seen 
that this table contains a heading Budget Estimate for 1921-22,” and 
that this lu'ading is divided into two sub-heads, viz., ” Reserved lL‘ads ” 
and ‘‘Transferred Ilc^ads.” It is to the column “Reserved Heads” tliat 
I invite attention. This sub-head is divided into thr(*e columns, naiindy,

All will have the amplest opixirtunitics, provided they 
have got the necessary qualifications, for the highest distinctions 
All will have the fullest opportunities for cultivating those gifts and 
faculties willi which nature has endowed them. In a matter of research, 
I am perfectly convinced that the policy of Government in connection 
with this institution will be the removal of all (pialifications and dis- 
qualifications founded upon racdal considerations. I desire to make this 
statinnent in regard to this institution liecause of the misa])pre- 
hension and misunderstanding which prevail on the subject. We have 
provided for expenditure for the Ihoiiical School of Medicine which, 1 
hoj)e, will be opened in the course of the next year, and there will be 
clinical arrangenKnits in connection with it. Gt course there will be 
receij)ts, and the receipts will be taken note of. 

J pass on next to the Jhdgachui School of Medicine, ior which a 
provision of Us. 4,00,000 has been made in the Budget. Eeferring to 
the Belgachia School of Medicine, 1 cannot help adverting for a moment 
to the great loss which the country has sustained by the death of Colomd 
Sarbadhikary, who was the Uresident of the Belgachia (^)lh‘ge Council. 
He was not only a prince among surgeons but a great jiulilic bmiefactor, 
and to him we are la?*gely indebted for the organisation of the Ilniversity 
Corjis, which I hojie w’ill soon be in a flourishing condition. It 
was represented to tlu^ Government that the Belgachia School wanted 
a sum of Us. 0,1 T, 000 for necessary improvements and in ordm* to 
comply with the. University requirements. We agreed to make them 
a grant of Us. 4,00,00(t, provided they were able to secure tlie balance 
from other sourc(\s. On this understanding we have made the ])rovision 
to which 1 have referred in the Budget. In the next place. I desire to 
call attention to th(‘ jirovision of Us. 15,000 w’liich is to be found in the 
Budgtd as expenditure for charitable dispensaries in tlie mufassal. To 
me nothing has been so heartening or stimulating sinct* the tenure of 
my office as the interest whicdi the bhadraloij class in Bengal are begin- 
ning to feel in the establishment of dispensaries in th(‘ mufassal. They 
are beginning to realise that these disiiensaries do a large amount of 
pulilic good, and to me it is a matter of very great gratification to find 
middle class people not overburdened with the wealth of this wn)rld 
coming forward wdth substantial contributions for the i)urpose of 
establishing these dispensaries. May this spirit grow and deepen for 
the benefit of medical relief and the alleviation of human suff*ering in 
this province. 

Then, Sir, on the expenditure aide there has been an fncrease in 
medical establishment and this is due to a twofold cause. In the first 
place, funds have to be provided in accordance with the orders of the 
Government of India sanctioned by the Secretary of State for increased 
pay granted to Assistant Surgeons, Civil and Military. In consequence

The Hon'ble Sir 8UREMDRA NATH BANERJEA; What is the dale 
of the Civil List? 

Rai RADHA CHARAN PAL Bahadur: 3rd January, 1921. We giu 
it only a week ago. It that argument holds good in the ca.se of (bvil 
Assistant Surgeons, I would show from this very liook that these Military 
Assistant Surgeons <'an also ri.se to the rank of Civil Surgeons, and on 
page 388 you will find that there are certain Military Assistant Sur- 
geons who have also risen to the rank of Civil Surgeons. 1 do nut think, 
therefore, ttuit there is any bar to any Ciiialified Military Assistant Sur- 
geon rising to that position, and neither any one in this House or out- 
side it would comiilain if any qualified Military Assistant Surgeon is 
promoted to the post of Civil Surgeon. I do not know what arc 
the academic or oUier qualifications of Military Assistant Surgeons, 
but 1 find from the list of titles appended to the names of a 
large number of 140 Assistant Surgeons, they are almost M.B.’s el 
the Cahuitta Medical (k)llege, and therefore, if such educated 
and qualified men can be obtained on a salary of Rs. 200 rising 
the maximum salary of the Military Assistant Surgeons to Rs. 700 ei 
even a little over that, tin the.se grounds. Sir, 1 think, when we aie all 
anxious for economy, and our Hon’ble Minister is also trying his best 
to get funds in order to take up the gigantic task which he has undei- 

the improvement of .sanitation, and also the natural ambition 

which he has in his mind to drive out malaria from Rengal — I think in 
this way if he goes on increasing the expenditure on establishment, he 
will not be able to find funds for that purpose. Although this is a 
small item I believe that it will be admitted that the cost of establish- 
ment has increa.sed and it is time perhaps, when we are pas, sing thl.- 
item, that we should .suggest that some reduction may be made under thi.« 
head. 1 therefore formally move the reduction of the allotment from 
Rs. 40,000 to Rs. 20,000. 
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I do not think it ne^eHHar^ to onlar>r«‘ on tlu* Hubert. The import- 
ance of the subject is, I am sure, admitted on all hands, and 1 do not 
think that any lengthy speech is necessary to impress it on the Govern- 
ment. I only ho])e that no time will he lost in giving effect to the 
wishes of the (^min il and of the puldic in this matter, llefore the next 
autumn session of this Council 1 earnestly hojie that a scheme ^\ill he 
published and placed before the (^nincil for consideration. 

MINISTER in charge of DEPARTMENT of EDUCATION (the 
Hon’ble Mr, P. C. Mitter): T intervene at this stage of the 
dfdiale, as the obji'ct underlying this resolution and tin' ann'iidment 
is aCce]>tablc to (lovernnient. The Government are as conscious of the 
urgency of this })robb>m as the mover of the resolution and the amend- 
nnuil As wc are agiccd that it is very desiiMble to prejiare a scheme 
for the furtherance of vocational education, ] and my fri(*nds over 
tln'K' talked ovei the matter informally, and at this stage T desire to 
place b(‘for(‘ the fV>uneil the amendment which, on behalf of Govern- 
ment, I am jirejiared to aeeejit. The amendment is this: “That steps 
la* taken foi pre])aring a sehenn* for the furtherance of vocational 
education and that j)raeti<‘al effect la* given to such a scheme 
as eaily as possilde.” If tin* mover of the original n'solution and tlie 
mover of tin* amendment would accept it, T do not juopose to d(*tain the 
Council b\ h'ligtliening my remarks. 

Rai MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadur: 1 thankfully 
acc(‘})t the amendment. 

The PRESIDENT (the Hon’ble Nawab Sir Syed Shams- 
ul-Huda): I think ]>ermission may be given to the mover of 
the resolution to amend his motion on the lines indi(‘ated by the llon’ble 
Mr. 1’ C. Mitter. The amended resolutnm stands thus: “ That steps 
be taken for prejiaring a scheme for the furtheranet* of vocational edu- 
cation and that piaetical effect be given to such a scheme as (‘arly as 
possible.” The debate will now pro<-eed on the basis of the amended 
resolution, if any one wants to speak. 

Professor S. C. MUKHERJI: I should like to make one 
observation in this connection. Thi.s very subject has just now lieen 
engaging the serious attention of all missionary bodies throughout this 
country. A commission which was appointed by the (Vmb'renee of 
British Missionary Soi'ieties in England, presided over bv Mr. A J 
Fraser, Die son of the late Sir Andrew Fraser, after visiting America, 
the IMnlipiiines, Tajian and Ceylon, made nn all-India tour throughout 
this country and their repfirt has now been issued. The booklet is 
entitled “ The Village Education in India.” I know that Mr. Ilornell 
and the Hon’ble Minister in charge of Education are perfectly aware of 
this book. I mention for the general information of this Council that 
there is a large ma.ss of information to be found in this book, and, if I 
mistake not, the subject will be taken up in right earnest at the end of

The Hon’ble 8URENDRA NATH BANERJEA; I am sure. Sir, 1 
fold that in view of the friendly and conciliatory attitude ol my tnend 
in regard to the whole iiuestion. that after the explanation, which I am 
nhoiil to submit has been placed before this Gouncil, my friend wil 
see his wav to withdraw his motion. I want to point, out, in the hrs 
idace, that these Military Assistant Surgeons are a part ol what, is called 
the mobilised military re.serve- they are a part ol the army. But cer- 
,ain civil appointments are given to them and a number of < ''d Sur- 
geoncies are allotted to them. At the pre.sent moment they hohl ive 
Civil Surgeoncies. 1 have made emiuines as to the way in whub tin y 
are doing their work, and the highest authority in the service the Sur- 
geon-General— has mssiired me that tlnyv are ])erforming their duties with 
ability and efficiency. I do not think we are entitled to call into ..iies- 
tion such testimony coming from the Surgeon-General. 1 herelore, heie 
are these Civil Surgeons— Military Assistant Surgeons undouldedly they 
forming their duties with ability and ethciency. I hey have 
been appointed to other positions and the Surgeon-t.eneral says that 
they have performed their duti,^ well. But their finam ial londition is 
pitiful, and here again I quote the testimony of the Surgeon-t.eneral, 

who savs: “With rigid rates of pay fixed a generation ago, it is 

imiKissible for them to long remain in civil employment where their con- 
ditions are always worse than in the military side. It, is niq.ossib e to 
expect these men— and that 1 think is most nn)u.rtant— to give wliole- 
hearted and contented service under the prevailing .'onditions ,.1 their 
service. As a class they fill difficult and trouble, some ap,H.intn.ent,s 
willingly atid lovallv.” T attach the utmost imi>ortanee to the con- 
cluding words of the Surgeon-General. If you employ the.se men, you 
must make them happv and contented. If you kei'p them in a wu tc m 
financial position, they will be miserable, they will be dissatisfied th.-y 
will Iw inefficient, and they will not perform their duties well. I hat is 
the whole iKisition. The Government of India directed that there should 
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thiw year 1)> tli<‘ Naliniial Missioiiarv (oinieil ol India, wlieii provincial 
I’ejxn'ts will 1)0 taken up hy thifl ('ouncil, and in this very book it has

It is admitted 
on all hands that vocational, aprncultural, teidinical and industiaal 
education should lx* imparti'd to our students. In the Distriid Boards’ 
Conferi'iice Ills hixci'llcin’x the (iovernor has expressed the desire that 
aran^n'iin'iits Nhould he made to introduce vocational training at cer- 
tain stages of g-i’iH'ral edueation. The question of unemployment is 
a serious (|in*st ion. Wln'ii poor parents see that their sons are not very 
useful nn'inhers after giving thi'in a costly course of education, their 
disappointment knows no bounds. I therefore sujiport the amendment 
moved hy Rai Hadha (’haran Pal Bahadur for the formation of a com- 
mittee on the lines suggested. 

Babu AMULYA DHONE ADDYs I thank the HorTble Minister in 
charge for his having kindly assured this Coumdl of the preparation 
gf a scheme for vocational education in Bengal. But I am soriy to say, 
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be— and thi« i.s the crucial point— a temporary mcreaae of pay mar 
the word “ temporary ’’-owing to the rise in prices, *<, Jl e 

whole .luestion being reconsidered when things have assumed t 
normal condition. As a matter of fact you have afforded relief to al 
classes of public sorvants-read the Budget-you have proMded 
Rs 40 00,000 for the increase of pay to the ministerial e^stahlishment. 
And here the Government of India direct that you should give a tem- 
porarv allowance to these men in order to afford necessary relief owing 
to higl. prices. It is an api>eal for justice, it is an appeal to inasters 
who it is hoped, will treat their servants in a generous ami lil.eial 
sTdrit and make them happy and satisfied; and I am sure you arc not 
going to controvert the orders of the Government of India based on 
reasons so sound, and uikiii which you yourselves have acted in other mat- 
ters. as for instance tlie ministerial establishment. You hiuj^ given them 
Rs. 40,00.000 and will you grudge this money to the poor Militaiy . ssis-

Again, my friend is a 1 wrong ahou 
the figures regarding the numher of Civil Surgeoncies held hy the ( nil 
Assistant Surgeons. If he had taken the trouble of lo.dung down the 
page and also Imddng over the next page, he would have found that 
there are not five hut seven Civil Surgeoncies held by them at the pre- 
sent moment, ami the numher will soon rise to nine. Not only that^ 
You have already seven Civil Surgeons and there are a numher of 
apiiointments rivserved for the Civil Assistant Surgeons from which the 
Military Assistant Surgeons are excluded. 

Rai RADHA CHARAN PAL Bahadur: There are similar aiipoint- 
meiits for Military Assistant Surgeons also. 


The Hon’ble Sir 8URENDRA NATH BANERJEA: I am speaking 
of Civil Assistant Surgeons. I find there are 29 .such appointments— 
4 Asisistant Chemical Examiners, 4 Assistant Professors in the Medica 
College, 17 Toudiers of Medical Schools and 4 Assistant Bacteriolo- 
gists They get allowances over* and above their p.ay from 
Rs. 50 to Rs. 150 a month. Not only that, but the Surgeon-

out that the total grant for medical purpones for 1919-20 
was Rs. 1,02,244, and out of this, Rs. 75,000 was budgeted for the Cal- 
cutta Nurses’ Institute. In 1920-21 the total grant was Rs. 1,10,000, 
and out of this, Rs. 85,400 was spent for the ( Calcutta Nurses’ Institute, 
and in the ensuing year, wheu the total grant is going to be Rs. 99,000, 
a sum ot Rs. 75,000 has been budgeted for this institution. My point is 
this: I'liat for the wliole province you spend Rs. G,400 for the training 
of pupils and dais and you sj)ent Rs. 75,000 for the (hilcutta Nursevs’ 
Institute, and nearly Rs. 11,000 for laidy Minto’s Nursing Institution. 
The Calcutta Nurses’ Institute was started in 1859 by Lady Canning foi- 
the trailing of muses. It is a very useful institution, no doubt, but what 
1 find is this, that last yeai* 188 nurses were trained and they were 
emjdoyed only in tin* Medi(‘al Colh'ge Ilospital and the Presidency Gem*- 
ral Ilosj)ital. When this institut(‘ was starbal the object was to supply 
trained nurses to the heading hospitals in (yalcut.tii. There are oihei’ hospi- 
tals in ( iilcutta besides tlie two hosjiitals named by me, viz., the Campbell 
Hospital, the Mayo IIos])ital, the Sambliunath Pandii llosjnial, and I do 
not find that these Hosjiitals ar(‘ supplied with nurses fioni tliis institute^. 
Personally I am not at all anxious to (‘rijiple the resources of this insti- 
tute; but looking to their report , 1 find that their work is very restricted, 
and it is nec^essary that, if we are to continue our grant, wi‘ must ask, them 
to enlarge therir s(‘()ih‘ and also ask thcmi to take a broadei* outlook. For 
the tiaining of nurses for the whole Ibesidenc^y a sum of Rs. 6,000 only 
has bcaui {irovidt'd, and a sum of Rs. 75,000 has been jirovided for the" 
training of nurses in (-aleutta. This shows a great disparity in the figures. 
No doubt the nurses of the institute render e.\(‘ellent service to the Presi- 
dencry General Hospital and th(» Medical College Ilospital, but ihe bulk 
of the* i)()or jicojile, especially Indians, are not accommodated in the 
Presidency General Hosiiital. They generally go to the Campbell, the* 
Mayo, the Sambhunath and the Howrah hospitals. Therefore J think 
it is necessary to bring this matter into prominence, so that something 
may be done to cmlarge ihe sco])e of this insiitute, so that it may render 
more useful service' to the community at large. 


Babu 8URENDRA NATH MULLICKs I am sorry I have to op|K)se 
my friend Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur in this matter. He venture's 
to exju'ess the hope that something ^y be done to enlarge the scoj)e? of 
the Calcutta Hospital Nurses’ InstiWte, and at the same time he wants 
to e'ut down the grant allotted to them. I cannot understand this policy. 
If you have got to enlarge the scope of an institute, which he has 
desc ribed as a useful institution, then where is the room for askinf>‘ thai 
this grant be not voted? If it is a useful institution, let it live,""lct it 
thrive, and let it grow. Why do you e-ome and say— let us not give them 
the moiun ? There is no meaning in that. Then my friend said that the 
work of this institute "was very much restricted. If my friend had anv 
idea — I mean he has the idea, but he did not express it it was due to 
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these two should be taken up together. The mover of the lu'xt resi»- 
lution, Babu Indu Bhushan Dutta, has also agreed to ])()st])one his reso- 
lution, and that is also jKistj)oned to the meeting of the 4th ^lareh. 

Rai HARIDHAK DUTT Bahadur: May 1 iiKiuire whetluM* it 
would be within the jiower of anybody else to move the resolution in 
the absence of the jirojioser, Rai tlogeiidra (blunder (ihosi* Bahadui ? 

The PRESIDENT: It is in in\ power to allow the ri'solution to 
be moved by another meinhei or to postpone it, but having regard to the 
fact that 1 liav(‘ alnaidy decided^ to allow a postponemiuit , 1 postpoiu* the 
resolution. 


Price Lists of Jute, etc. 

Babu INDU BHUSHAN DUTTA: This ('ouncil rccomnuMids to 
the (tovernuieni to take steps to circulati* in Bengali, to ail the union 
boaids, niunicij)aliti(\s, and < o-ojieratn e soiuetics of Bengal, Mciddy 
stateiiKMits of th(‘ pi'ice of jute, cotton, oilsecMls and other country jiro- 
(luce, juevailing in the foreign impoiting markets.” 

This is a very simjile projxisal, and J sinceiidy hope that the Council 
will accept this suggestion. 

d'he main object wdth which 1 move* this k solution is to give tin* 
agriculturists accurate information about the price of their commoditn^s 
in foK'ign markets, so that they ma\ not be cheated b\ , oi jilaced at 
the mercy ol . middh'men and jirofittaus, and als(» that tht'V ma\ dt*ci(h‘ 
on tlie basis of accurate information which crops to g-row and to what 
extent. In shoit, 1 want tlie peasant to b(‘ placeil on a footing of 
e(|ual advantagi' in his dealings with the buyers of his produc(‘, who h 
he is not at the jirestmt time. In the course of the discussion about the 
ri'solution regarding tlu‘ ])ro]K)sed restriction ol the g^iowlh of juti' at 
yesterdax’s Council imx'ling, 1 think, Sii Ashutosli Chaudliuri said tiiat 
the cultivator was a shrewd and intelligent man and knew his busiiu'ss 
widl. 1 quite agree with him as far as his shr(‘wdm*ss and common 
sense are concerned, but mere shrewdness does not carry a man veiy 
far. lie must have knowledge and education, so that lie max utilise 
his natural intelligence to tlie best advantage. But unforlunattdy our 
cultivators are lacking in that knowledge and information, xxliich alone 
can guide them along the right way about theii own busin(‘ss. How 
is the cultivator to get that knowledge and information y ddiis ('ouncil 
well knows the extremely jioor state of education that unfortunately 
]>revails in this country. The jHnisant has ])raetically hardlx any 
(‘ducat ion to speak of. If he were as xvell educated as his 
brethren in other countries, like England, Ameiica or Japan, 
then he might himself have studied the market lopoi ts and found 
out for himself what price his commodities were bdehing in the 
foreign marki'ts of the world. In America or Japan, the agriculturist 
always knows what price his produce is fetching in oulside markets and 
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the number of the nurses being very limited. A nurse bus got to sit 
bv tlie Bide of a patient for days and days together, wate ung her 
mtiout through sleeple-ss days and nights. It is true that we have no 
Lot a large miniber of them, and the institute cannot supply tlie nurses 
thiLare wanted. But it is beyond question that it is a inselul lustitu- 
tii'.n and it is beyond question that it is a noble institution -one ot the 
mddest institutions that England lias brought into this country, one 
tor which we ought to be grateful to her; and above all. it is an ms i- 
tiition in aid of suffering huinanity. It does not admit of caste oi lace 
or creed or anything ot that kind. There is another thing to remember. 
Your Hindu home, your joint family system, is dissolving <>very day. 
You have no longer a widowed aunt or widowed sister to sit and eatili 
YOU at the time of illness. Under the influence of Western ideas you 
have got rill of them. As you have driven them out, you must have 
the.se nursing sisters and mothers to watch by the side of your death-bed 
Ihther call them back, call back the widowed sister or the widowed 
Hisler-in-law. Give them food and everything that th(>y may require 
and they will nurse you during your illness and give- you comlort and 
solace at the death-bed. That is the one way doing it. But it you 
do not want to do it, you must have a system of nurses, il you want 
comfort at the time of illne.ss, of misery, or ot grief. 

BabU TANKANATH CHAUDHURI: I beg to support this rc,solu 
tion on a matter of principle. Some members of this (hnineil asked for 
medical relief in the mufa.ssal, but thidr questions have not received 
svmpathetie treatment at the hands of the Minister. In reply to Bahu 
I'troiendra Kishor Rav Chaiidhuri regarding a very had tyi-e ol malaria 
in the Tangail subdivision, the TIon’ble Minister in charge said on the 
14th of March that (lovernmeiit had rei^eivcd no commiinieat ion, and 
that it was the duty of the local authorities to take steps. If 1 may be

The PRESIDENT; You cannot read out the replies. You may refer 
to them.

BabU TANKANATH CHAUDHURI: I was only saying that the 
mufassal lias received unsympathetic treatment at the hands ol the 
Minister.

The PRESIDENT: I have already said that you cannot read the 
reply. Members are already in po,ssession of it. 

Babu TANKANATH CHAUDHURI: The fact is this that, when- 
ever any question for improving the sanitary ertndition in the mufassal 
is brought forward, it receives very unsympathetic treatment. Now, 
Sir, the institute for nurses in Calcutta may be very good, but these 
nurses would onlv minister to the needs of the Calcutta Pt-opl'’. 
tbey would scarcely go to help the people of the mufassal. Ihe local 
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ciiTi liold on oi H(*ll out according as rircunistunces reijuire. The whea 
and col ton growci s of America aJways k(‘(‘i) in toucfi with foreigi 
niaiket ijuotations ami know tlieii jxisition fairly well, but here, ii 
India and coiiseijinuitlx jn Ihuigal, tin* poor [>ea8ant is quite at tlr 
m(‘i'c\ ol 1li(‘ in iddlenieii .

Hengal peasant ju'odiiced more jute than there was market for. If 
tin* jute giow^'iN had always been sujijdied with information regarding 
the price of jute ever> year, he might easily have compared the price hi 
March last with the jirice in the jwevious years and he would not haY« 
growui as tiiuch jute as he actually did. He wmuld have produced moi*e 
*ricc, ami there might not have been any sc'arcity at all. Let us take 
the ease of tea, for instance. The tea imxhieer is always in touch.* with

authorities in the mufassal, with very small resources in their hands, 
cannot improve insanitary conditions, and yet they are expected to do 
it. Then why should not this institute he supported by the Calcutta 
Corporation, which has got a very big income? Sir, I hear a (yalcuttu 
member saying that the Corixuation has no means. But 1 can tell him 
that the same thing may be said oi mul'assal municipalities and dis- 
trict l)oards. They luive got many works to do and they cannot aftorti 
to look to these things. I’herefore, on princijde, I su])j)ort iliis resolu- 
tion. My point is that you accord the same treatment to the mufassal 
as you do to Calcutta. 

The Hon’ble Sir 8URENDRA NATH BANERJEA: In reply to this 
motion, I desire* to rcj)udiate with some emphasis tlie charge which has 
been brought against the Ministry of Public Health that we aic 
unsympathetic in our treatment of the mufassal, when complaints av<* 
made that diseases are j^revalent in the mufassal. I'lie instance ol 
Tangail has been cited. 1 desire to point f>ut to my friend that tlx 
prevalence of kala-azur in I’angail has been the subj(‘ct of tin* most 
anxious consideration on the part of the Ministry of Public Ilealtli. 
As soon as I learnt that then* was tliis disease in the I'angail subdivision, 
I consulted Dr. Bentley and 1 asked him what could l)e done and should 
be done, and I also told him tliat we must tak(‘ prompt action. 1 fur- 
ther asked him to wire to the District Board at once re(|U(\sting them 
to consider the feasibility of starting a bacteriological laboratory at 
Tangail for the microscopic examination of the blood, as it was difficMilt 
to distinguish betwe(*n kala-azar and malaria. If the diagnosis is 
wrong — I am not a doctor, but 1 can say that if quinine is administered in 
the case of knln-aznr, then tlie wlnde treatment becomes fruith*ss :ird 
no good result follows by the administration of quinine. It is '>! 
the first importance that the diagnosis should be correct, and the di:i«^- 
nosis (*an only be t(*sted ])y the microscopic examination of the bloixl. 
As soon as the inh)rmation was given to me that there was a serious 
type of malaria or hala-azdv at Ihngail, as soon as I got the information. 
I jdaced myself in communication with the Sanitary Commissioner and 
asked him to indicate to the local authorities the feasibility of establish- 
ing a laboratory. Am I indifierent to the case of the mufassal wlnn 
kala-azar is raging there? I want a reply from my friend. T think 
that after this explanation lie will be fair atid generous enough to with- 
draw his charge. 

Babu TANKANATH CHAUDHURI: The thing is this: We werr 
not aware of these facts. 

The Hon’ble Sir 8URENDRA NATH BANERJEA; Before yoi 
brought the charge you might have inquired of me 

Babu TANKANATH CHAUDHURI: But, Sir, as I was going to

It 
he could pi't an (‘\lra pi let' id' 4 annas per maiiiid, he would lia\(‘ 
been lieln'i- by <itt bikbs of rupi'i's. la't u^ paiisi' to consider W’bat Ibis 
means. l)oi*s this ('ouncil wish tbat tins btt laklis sbonld {.^’•o to tli(' 
]»oeket of tin* iinddlemt'n or to the jioekt't of the peasant P 

Yesteiday tht' Council deeidt'il that (loxenmient should not interfert' 
with the liheity (d tlie enllisator in the mallei of choosiii^^r which croj» 
to 1 have no ijuarrel with that dt'i isjon, hiil sun l^, it is lln* duty 

td' (Tovernnu'nt to siip}>l> tht' eultivatoi witli ai-euiale inloimalion as 
to what priet' his produce is pi'ttinp- in (lit' foieipn maikets. In an 
a^rienltural (-oniitiy like Bcii^mI, this seems to me to be tin* primal y 
duty of ( io\eriiment. Let (loxei riment supply tlie information and tlu'ii 
let the cultivator decide for liimst'll wlneb eroii to uiow and to wbat 
exttml. Without tliis infoi matioii, without tliis knowlediji:!*, the culti- 
vator, with all his shrewdness, is just at tin* meiey of the foM'ipn 
buyers, middlemen and jirofitt'ers. 

Now the question arist's how to snjiply tins information to the 
cultivate’. As 1 have isaid before, if the* enltivutor imd education tliv 
matter w'ould have* been very miieJi simplified, hut unfortunately educa- 
tion in this country is extremply backward, and, until and unless thiii/^s 
are materially chan prod, the cultivator cannot be nppjoaclied directly. 
We call, however, take the ludp of the tluee aj^eiieins I have mentioned, 
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Th« PRESIDENT! You may withdraw the charge, or offer an ex- 
idanation. But you cannot make another speech. 

BabU TANKANATH CHAUDHURl! Ill view of the assuraiiee given 
bv the Hon’ble Minister that he has been treating tlie mufassal sympathe- 
tically and will also do so in future. I withdraw my charge. 

The Hon’ble Sir SURENDRA NATH BANERJEA: 1 am in the 

deepest sympathy with the object of my friend and 1 may tell him that 
there is at the present moment a case under invc.stigation witli regard to 
the prevalence of malarial fever in tin* Pulia subdivision of tlie Rajshahi 

I think my friend Balm Kishori Mohan Ohaudhmi knows it. 

There the death-rate exceeds the birth-rate and, as .soon as the facts 
were brought to my notice, I .sent the paixws to the Sanitary t'ommis- 
si(mer and we are concerting measures for the purixrse of stariing an 
investigation. We are as anxious for the mufassal, as ftn- Calcutta, in 
regard to all jjroposals for the improvement of the public health. 

A statement has been made by my friend that this grant will only 
benefit (’alcutta and not the mufa.s.sal, hut my friend overlooks the fact 
that nur.ses are trained in the Medical College, and tlius th<‘ benefit will 
(lilViise it.self over the mufassal. 

Rai RADHA CHARAN PAL Bahadur: Do all the nurses get their 
training in the Medical College? 

The Hon’ble Sir SURENDRA NATH BANERJEA: Not all the 

nurses. 1 think you have made a mistaki': you ilid not <|uit(“ under- 
stand me. What I said was this: the nurses give training to the Indian 
(hu.'i who spread over the counti*y', and in that way tfn* mufassal will be 
benefited to some extent at least, partly Irom the existiMua' <d tliis inst itu- 
tion in Calcutta. 

Rai RADHA CHARAN PAL Bahadur: Is it not a fact that only 
10 native (hiis were trained last year? 

The PRESIDENT: I think that is more by wjiy of un aiguinoiii than 
asking for an explanation. 1 think the HonMile Minister sliould be 
allowed to go on with his reply Avithont constant intcrriijition. 

The Hon’ble Sir SURENDRA NATH BANERJEA: 1 think it is 
necessary that the members should know something about this institu- 
tion, because it seems to me that there is a considerable amount of 
misconcivption with regard to it. This institution was biunded in 1859 
through the influence and patronage of Lady Canning, the wife of 
lx)rd Canning, the first Viceroy of India — a name cherislu*d in grateful 
remembrance by my countrymen, for his rule was tempered with just- 
ice and clemency. I^ady Canning gave her all to India — slie died in 
India — she sleeps on the banks of the Ganges in the beautiful grounds 
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which aro in the cloHesl touch with the people. Union boanhs and 
co-operative credit societieN are mainly composed of educated a^^ricul- 
turists ()]• tli(Mi‘ lepiesentatives. If these ajfcncies are supplied WMth a 
list of prices every week in llen^rali, these can reach the peasant in the 
villa^^e in tlie most ((mvenient way possible. ^Plie co-operativ(‘ credit 
Hocieties and union boards hav(* fifreat potentialities for the improve- 
ment of th(‘ cultivator. 'I'lie information about prices supplied to them 
will be a sour(‘{‘ of ^^reat power to the jx'asant. As regards towns- 
Jieople and cultivatois livin^^ in towns, the> can be apjiroached through 
tounicijialities, and thmt'fore 1 have included tln‘Ne bodu's in the scojie 
•'f my ri'solution. 

Then conn's the ([uestion of cost and how to ^^et the information. 
Fafiers like (’oni nLcn (\ CnjnUil and some other jiajiers ^et this informa- 
tion without much ditficulty. Jleuter’s a^i'iicy may be utilised by 
(Government lor this jiurpose. As far us 1 have* bt‘en able to calculate, 

I tlmik in the near future there would not be more than l(),()tH) union 
boards, co-o)K‘rative societies ami municipalities all combined together. 
During the 52 weeks in the year 5 lakhs of hand-bills would have to be 
at'iit out. Taking the postagi' at hall an anna per hand-bill and the cost 
ol stall, ])aper and printing I worked out the whole amount to about 
Its. 110,000. This is n'ally a very small sum considering the immense 
b(‘neht that the majority ol the agriculturists will deri\(‘ Irom this 
sidimne. With these words, I commend this lesolutioii to the acct'ptaiu'-e 
(d‘ tlu' (\)uncil. 

Mr. TARIT BHU8AN ROY: 1 need not hardly tell the (\uincil that 
1 have gr(‘at ph*asure in supporting the resolution which has just been 
placed before the House. 

Yesterday 1 had the misfortune to bring before the House a reso- 
lution for the redui'tion of the area of sowings so far as jute was con- 
cerueil. In the course of the debate it transjiired that the sense of 
tiome of the members was that peasants were sutticimitly' capable of taking 
cart' of themselves and piotecting their interests. Upon this resolution 
the Hon’ble Minister was pleased to make a statement that it was the 
look-out of the jiea.sants themselves, that they understood their inter- 
ests, and he expressed his sympathy with them on belialf of (ioviTiiment. 

This resolution conveys a reipiest to a sympathetic (Government to 
supply information to the pea.sants regarding the price of jute, cotton, 
oilseeds, and other country produce, l^et them have this information in 
order that they may protect their own interests. This is an extremely 
modest demand. Mr. Montagu and Ilis Excellency the Viceroy have 
expressed the view— their delilHU'ate conviction — that the peasants are 
steeped in ignorance, but the sense of this Council was tlie very reverse 
of it. 1 will assume that Mr. Montagu and His Excellency the Viceroy 
held an enormous view on the matter; but I venture to say 
with confidence that, in the absence of information as to what is the 
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attached to the Government Fark at Barrackpore. This institution 

founded through her influence in 1859, and since 1863 it has been ohiain- 
ing a grant from Government. It is an institution of merc^ and henc- 
ficcnce, transcending all considerations of race, religion and cieed, aiul 
1 know of no sentiment more deep-rooted in the hearts of true-boni 
Indians than the sentiment of reverence for women engaged in the 
task of ameliorating human sulVering and human misery, and 1 am 
perfectly certain that there will be this feeling of respect and aftectioi, 
towards unseltish nurses devoting their time to ministering to the wauls 
and the sufferings of the sick, the poor and the dying. e in this 
Council represent the better mind of Bengal and I am sure by your vote 
you will give expression to the feeling that institutions of charity, institu- 
tions of beneficence and mercy are not, to be crippled, not to be fettered by 
the restriction which is proposed by the amendment. If you look at the 
figures you will find that we do not pay more than we ought to. ihis insti- 
tution costs Rs. 2,50,000 every year and we give them Us. 75,000 and im 
more. But what is the outturn of work that we get from them f There arc 
at the present moment 177 nurses, 99 of whom are, engaged in the Mudical 
College Hospital, in the Eden Hospital, and in the I’rince of V aU 
Ho.spitaI In other words, th<> majority of them are engaged in tlib 
sorUif hospital work, and in these hospitals the number of the Induii. 
patients is 4 1 1 every day on an average, h'irst, you have got the majority 
of the members of the institute engaged in certain hospitals where the nm- 
joritv of the patients— two-thirds of the patients— are Indians. Thereiore 
the greater part of their numlier are engaged for the benefit of our peiM'h. 
and vou pav them how much ? You pay them less than one-third ot tlie 
annual expenditure, and the bulk of them are engaged in hospitals m 
which two-thirds of the inmates are Indians. They would be entitled, 
at least as a matter of mathematical proportion, to half the expenditure. 
Their expenditure is Rs. 2,50,000: you pay them Rs. 75,000, or oue- 
third of the entire expenditure. It seems to me that they are entitled 
to a.sk for more than what you are going to give them. As a matter (d 
fact, the Secretary of the Institute saw me and he wanted Rs. 50^011 
more. I told him that owing to financial stringency we were not lu » 
position to pay the amount. Therefore, having regard to the justue 
of the case, it seems to me that you are paying less than what you 


ought to. 

I think you ought to look at the matter from another point of view. 
Bear in mind that this is a transferred subject; your vote and voice will 
be final. There is no appeal against your decision in this matter 
except to that great Tribunal, to which are addre.s8ed the jdeading.s of 
the iKior, the sick and the dying. Yours is the final voice. I ask you 
to rise to the height of your duty and to approach this question with an 
added sense of responsibility, having regard to the fact that your deii- 
sion will be final and it is in your power either to help the institution oi 
to cripple, to injure and to destroy it. And by crippling the institution. 
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extent of the demand for his produce by the manufacturers and by the 
forei^jn ports, it is ihiiM^ssible for the cultivator to know what (juantity it 
would be necessarv to produce, in (»rder that the demand and su])ply 
mi^dit balance each other. At the present moment the j>rice of jute has 
dropped to the level of Rs. 5 i»er maund. As most of you kn(*w , a bi^lia 
of land produces only 5 niaunds of jute, and calculatinjj: the value of this 
vield of jute at Rs. 5 per maund, W'e find that the peasant can g(‘t only 
Rs. 25 out of (‘veiy bigha of land on which he ^rows jute. LrM)k at the 
other side of the jiicture. If he grow's paildy in that hij^ha of land what 
does he get ? The >ield of ri<‘e per bigha of land is (5 maunds at least ; the 
pea.saiits might get from 1 bigha of rice-grown land Rs. 42 calculating 
the price of ric(‘ at Its. 7 per maund 1 refer to this matter only to show^ 
that the cultivators do not understaml ihtur own interests and that they 
do not get siifficnuit information on a subject u]>on which their very li\e- 
lihood dejiends. There is no doubt that the su))i»ly is considi‘rabl\ in 
excess of the demand, and, if the iieasants wtue taught to regulate their 
produ(‘e according to local and foreign demand, their i>osition would 
not lie so precarious and miserable. 

My friend. Halm Indu Hhusban Dutta, in his re.solution merely makes 
a demand for the sujiply of information to a edass of men who have not 
the slightest tincture of education and who need it most . 

With these words, 1 sup]>ort this lestdution. 

Mauivi EKRAMUL HUQ: To m\ mind then* cannot indei'd be any 
(juestion as to the importanci* of the resolution. It is absolutely neces- 
sarv that the iieasantry should know their own interests, d’lu* hon’ble 
the mover of the resolution aims at arming them against the cunning 
of tlu‘ middlemen. Hitlu'ito the ])(‘asants W(*rt‘ ijiiiii' an inarticulate 
class, hut fortunately for thi‘m, through the suj>j>ort of tlu‘ir voti's, many 
peisons have hi‘en able to get a seat in the ('ouiicil, and it is uj> to 
them, as the representatives iif this inarticulate class, to piess their intei- 
ests b(‘for(‘ the House. 

As the (juestion of providing the j)(*asantr\ with information as to 
the actual state* of tlie market, in which their jirodiice (;an f(*i(di the 
best value, is an imiiortant om* and necessaiw tor their welfaic, I 
hope the whole House will not at all find it difficult to agree to what 
is contained in the resolution of the mover and that (rovernment 
w’ill accept it. 

Mauivi SHAH ABDUR RAUF: It is with great pleasure that 1 
beg to support the resolution moved by Habu Indii Bhushan Dutta. 
One who has got any idea of the village life in Bengal and of the 
wretched condition of the agriculturists knows full well how these 
illiterate peojile are duped by middlemen who make a large profit out 
of the labours of these poor agricuUurists. Moreover, these people 
are deep in debt and cannot sell their articles to their highest advan- 
tage; the mnluijana to whom they are heavily indebted always buy up 
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whom <lo you injure? Your own countrymen Are you Roing 
t, do that^ Then there is another eonsiderution, which wo 
hive to hear in mind. We are here to ensure tl.e sm-cess of 
nient on which we are engaged, and what is the uuuha opcmiKiy Wliat 
is the process? It is co-operation— co-oi.eiation lietween Lmopeans 
and Indians-hetween all Bections of our great community. What is 
the first fundamental condition of co-operation? Mutual goodwill 
mutual esteem and mutual confidence. I am perfectly confident that 
there is an alisolute unanimity of opinion among the Kuropean menihers 
in regard to the grant of the demand which I have put forward to-day 
Will vou not treat that expres.sion of opinion with sympathy, with 
respect and with consideration? Europeans and Indians may not 
always see eve to eye. Differences of oi.inion there will he. On (|ues- 
tions of iirinciple, on questions of constitutional rights tlimc may be 
divergence and differences, hut 1 hope and trust that Europeans and 
ludians will always stand upon the same platform in matters of phdaii- 
Ihrophy, charity and heneficence. Let it not go forth that your decision 
to-day lias been determined by con.siderations extraneous to tlie merits 
of the case or by issues which should be buried in oblivion —

The Hon'bleSir 8URENDRA NATH BANERJEA : 1 hope and trust 
tliat you will look at this matter from the larger standpoint of hiinianit.i.- 
riaii interest, from the jxiint of view of the imblic interest and with du.-i 
regard to considerations of economy and prudence. If you look at the 
question from the.se points of view, 1 have not the slightest doubt as to

,.„rt This item consists of Es. 1,05,000. Now what 1 propose is that 
this grant should be redui ed by Es. 05,000. It will be in the recollect.oi, 
of most of us that , when Sir Eeonard Eogers orginated his scheme tor a 
School of Tropical Medicine and apiiealed for public supiioit, our coiim 
trymen re.Hponded generously and made it iiossible for bim to carry out his 
great idea. Sir Koilush Chandra Bose was most assiduous in collecting 
large donations for the Trojiical School fund, and 1 find from the sub- 
scription lists tliat all classi-s of our countrymen, Marwaris, Bengali, xani- 
indars, ricli Muhammadan gentlemen and others, all subscribed liand- 
somelv lo this fund. And what is the result? The School of Troiuca! 
Medicine has come into existence, but its doors arc shut against doctors 
who are outside the Indian Medical Service. A glance at the pro- 
fessorial staff of the school, as published last year, will convince any- 
body that this insiuution has been made a close preservi^ for membtrs 
of tie Indian Medical Service. All the chairs, 1 find, are held I'.V 
members of the Indian Medical Service. There is one Indian wlio 
occupies a suliordinate position. He is not a professor but a teacher. 
He however holds the most substantial degrees. lie is an M.Sc. of the 
Calcutta University, B.Sc. of Edinburgh, besides being E.E.C.S. and 
F C.S. 

Dr. JATINDRA NATH MOITRA: I rise to support the motion. 

Mr. D. C. CHOSE: Dr. Sudhamoy Ghose. This gentleman is not 
considered lit to be one of the professors of the school. Now I a.sk— is 
this fair? Here is an institution built ui>on Indian .soil and reared 
mostly* by Indian money but which does not give Indian doctors out- 
side the ivii'dical Service a cliance to undertake investigations into the 
cainses and remedies' of tropical disea.ses. 1 a.sk again--i8 this fair? 
There are in Calcutta medical men outside the Indian Medical 
Service, who have done considerable research work in connection with 
some of the tropical diseases. Why should they not be allowed to fill 
some of the chairs? Then, Sir, I do not find that there is any adequate 
piovision for the purpose of enabling Indian students to carry on research 
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1 am very anxious, Sir, that these cultivators should not he despoiled

(lovernment have not made adequate provision for the purpose of en-

large practice and having much knowledge of trojiical diseases should be 
on this governing Inidy. 1 submit therefore that this (iouncil will be 
well advised to reduce the grant, uule.ss it is made clear, first, that the 
appointments of professors in this school will not be limited to tin* mem- 
bers of the Indian Medical Service but will be open to all (lualified men, 
eitlier Indian or European ; and, secondly, that due provision will be imido 
for the purpose of enabling Indian students to carry on postgraduate 
researcdi work. 

Rai Dr. HARIDHAN DUTT Bahadur: Mr. I). (I Ghose has moved 
ill the way of uniendnieiit a reduction of the grant under “ .‘12 — Medical " 
bv 11s. iff), 001). If 1 have understood him rightly, 1 find that lie is lesmit- 
ing the treatineiit that has been meted out to Indians in this institution 
and that is what has actuated him to bring this jiroiiosal. 1 take it 
that he has no objection to the institution itself and, if he had. he 
would have taken a different tune in his sjieech. So far as regards the 
differential treatment meted out to the different communities in con- 
nection with tlie staff of that excellent institution, 1 must say that 1 
have great sympathy with what Mr. Ghose has .said. Rut 1 shall be 
the first ixM-son to stand here and to ask witli all the emphasis tliat I 
can command for aiiv grant for an institution like the Tropical School. 
The Tropical School, when it was first inaugurated in Galciitta was 
taken by us as one for which we, the jx-ople of Calcutta, may well con- 
gratulate our,selves. In India there are only two places in which such 
institutions have been establi.shed, namely, Calcutta and Romhay ; and 
what has Wii the result of that f Our boys, who liad to go outside 
India, to Europe and to other distant , .laces for tropual medical edu- 
cation. now get the same ed.uation here in Calcutta or in Romhay.

As icgaids union boards, p(*rhaps it is not known that they an* 
com[)os(*d t'litirely of the iepn*sentatives of th(*se agriculturists. 
The> haN(* been formed for the benefit of the agriculturists. If then* 
is any cause for their existence at all, it is their duty to circulate 
information of this nature among the villagers. If they do not do this, 
then* is no leason foi- their existence; they ought to be abolished. 

Then he says that the motion is premature and that it ought to be 
taken uj) after iirimary education has been spread among the masses. 
If wc an' to wait till tlu*n, we will have to wait for a century. For 
examiile, I happen to be connected with one of the small municijiali- 
ties - not anything so large us your Forporation- -and there, along wdth 
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things into consideration. As I have already said, I am not an admirer 
of the system that now prevails as regards the personnel of the insti- 
tutiou hut, whatever that may be, whenever there is a proposal for the 
improvement of the Tropical School of Medicine, 1 believe that this 
Council would do a very unwise act in opposing it.

30,0(10 
is going to lu'li) towards the sanitary improvement of the province ni 
only to give a few thousand rupees to a limited number of officers in the 
highest grade. Since 1 sent in this amendment, 1 am very glad in 
acknowledge that some of the higliest oHicers of this Department have 
been good enough to supply me with delailed information about tliis mat- 
ter, and some members of this IIou.se, whose opinion 1 value, even went 
to tlte length of reque.sting me to withdraw this amendment. 1 must coii- 
fess, Sir, that the information that 1 got has not been able to convince 
me that this motion is u.seless. All 1 can do is to lay the (piestion in 
all its bearings before the House and let the House decide the case on 
its ineriis. 

Sir, why is this grant of Us. 30,000 wanted? Is it for creating any 
new j)osts? No. It is only for giving temporary allowances, ad in- 
terim allowances, to nine officers, eight of whom are drawing salaries 
frt)m Us. 500 to Us. TOO a month and one Us. 1,200 a month. 1 admil, 
Sir, that they are all highly-tiualified men, some. Doctors of Public 
Health and most of them educated in Great Britain. It has been men- 
tioned to m(> that all of them arc non-I.M.S. officers, and most of them 
are Indians, and thmefore deserve great consideration, but that is not 
the (piestion befori' the Hou.se. The question is one of high salaries. Arc 
we going to give high salaries to everybody at this rate? It has lately 
bet'u noticiHl that there is an extraordinary ri,se, an extraordinary 
competition, for increasing the .salaries in the higher services. That ha.s 
got to be stopped. A standard of salary has got to be fixed and we must 
make a beginning somc'where. It is true that the Deputy Sanitary 
Commissioners are just as well qualified, nay, some of them better quali- 
fied than the average I.M.S. offitrers, who get a larger scale of pay and 
whose posts are pensionable, whereas these posts are non-pensionablc. 
Because, in this Council, we have no right to touch the salaries of the 
IMS officers, is it any reason why we should not touch the salaries of 
other officers, where we can show that the standard is really too high? 
Personally, Sir, I think, that it is a great humiliation to this Council, and 
to this province also, that we have to entertain a number of officers in 
this province, about whose pay the members of this Council have no 
right to say anything. I think that the time is not far distant when this

President’s Speech. 

The PRESIDENT (the Hon’ble Nawab Sir Syed Shams-ul-Huda): 

We im‘et lime to-day under the shadow ot a great misfortune. The 
gieatest llengali — nay, tlie greatest Indian of his age — passed away last 
night, leaving us to-day much poorer than we were when we last met. 
vSir Itash Ilehaii (ihose was a man of whom any country in the world 
may lx* jiroud. In Ilengal In* has filled every place of honour, and, 
wherever he has gone, he lias hdt the impress of a great and powiuful 
mind. He was for years a member of the Bengal Eegislative Council as 
well as of the lm{M‘rial Council. His work here as well as in the other 
(x)uncil is well known to the country. Of a life so eventful it is ditficult 
to s]H*ak without pre])aration and it would be wrong to pick U]> only a 
few facts and to dwell on them. A great deal will be said, and from 
every jdallorm, of his great pmsonal qualifications and of the services 
which he rendered to the countr\. That task I would leave to others 
better fitted to discharge it. I was for over twenty-five years in inti- 
mate touch with him. 1 think T voice the sentiment of this Council 
and of the j>eople of Bengal in general when T say that take any phase 
of his eharaeter, take him as a scholar, as a jurist, as a benefactor of 
bis ( (uintry, or as a ]mtriot, he was the greatest Bengali of his age and 
towered far above the rest. Our only consolation is that he has died 
full of years and full of honours, and a grateful country mourns hie 
loss. I propose with the permission of this Council to convey io 
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not available for these purposes, how can we honestly and conscieti- 
tiously vote this Its. a0,0()() for the temporary increase of pay ot the 
already highly-paid officers? 1 have been informed that in other pro- 
vinces of India, they have given these increase, and that we might lose 
the servi(ies of these gentlemen if we do not vote this increase. Because 
other provinces have given it, that is no reason why we should give .1 
in the present state of our linaiices; I believe they could afford it and 
so they gave it. When wo want money for other and important inn- 
poses, I do not know why these gentlemen should threaten us that they 
would go away? They knew what their prospects were when they join- 
ed the service. 

Then, Sir, it has been mentioned also that, if some of these officers 
went away, we should be in the helpless position of taking l.M.S. nun 
in this Department as in the Tro])ical School of Medicine, and that 
we should have to pay much more for those i.tficers than we are goiny | 
to pay for these. Sir, I hope that this Council will he strong enoiigli | 
to protest against any such step that is threatened to he taken in futuiv | 
We shall know- what to say then, and T am sure of the result. Willi | 
these words.

the like, under the orders of the Sanitary Commissioner, tlie 
Director of Pulilic Health. Tliey are to take measures for the pre- 
vention of outbreaks of cholera or other epidemic di.seascs. For ll.e 
Uist eight years I have been associated with these officers and, from iny 
exjierience of them, 1 can confidently ask the Council to vote this giant 
of lls. ;10,000 for tlui purpose of incieasing their emoluments. Very 
recently a Deputy Sanitary Commissioner, who was deputed by tlir 
Sanitary Commissioner to Midnaixire, reported that 80 per cent, of the 
jieople there suffered or died from diseases of the sjileen. Ihis i.s a 
startling fact. Wlien I moved my resolution on child-welfare, 1 
brought to the notice of the Council the work done by these officers and 
the amount of labour they put into the matters entrusted to them. If 
we dispense with the services of such men, I will ask the learned movci 
to tell us, who will look after public health and solve the problem ol 
child-welfare. What is the use of providing a large .sum of money in 
our Budget, if we have no agencies to take measures for the protection 
of our children? 1 say that we must have agencies for this purjxi.sr 
and, at present, so far as my information goes, there are only 10 or I'J 
Deimty Sanitarv Commissioners, who are holders of British degrees 
and wiio have had scientific training abroad. Are we to refuse nn 
increment of salary and tlie grant of temporary allowances to these 
men, who are in charge of most imi>ortant and difficult work— the 
work of impioving the sanitation of the province and of jn'otecting our 
children from the ravages of cholera, malaria and other epidenm 
di,sea.ses? Although 1 admire the spirit with which the motion wus 
moved— the spirit of practising economy in our expenditure— I am sure 
the learned mover would not have troubled the Council with this motidu 
if he were in i>ossession of the actual facts. It is extremely desirable 
that these officeis, who are moving from place to place and are con- 
certing measuies for the preservation of the people from epidemic 
diseases, should be encouraged not only by the Government, but also 
by the people. It would be an act of injustice not to sanction this 
increase to these otticers. There is another imint. 'J'here is no Ad. 
excepting the Hou.se and Lodging Act, in our Statute Book, under 
which such jireventive measures may be taken. These men are depuleil 
by the Sanitary Commissioner to go far into the interior of districts 
aiid to devise means for the prevention of cholera, malaria and other 
diseases; they take great pains in drawing up statistics for the inform.i- 
tion of the imblic. 1 am in a position to satisfy the mover that it is 
eminently desirable that this allowance should be given to these 
officers. If we do not grant them the allowance, we will be doing them 
an injustice. We must take into consideration the great responsibili- 
ties that lie on their shoulders, and the improvement of public health 
is a matter of great concern to us. We must show some consideration 
to those who have thrown themselves whole-heartedly into the work of 
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in,nrovmir the sanitation of the province. On these pronnds T opi^se 
.he motion. I do not know the temper of the House, hut 1 know this, 
that if it looks to the work done by the.se oflicers, .t will certainly say 
hev are entitled to get the allowance which has been provided for 
thilui in^the Budget and which has been san. tioned by the (iovernnien 
of India and the Secretary of State.

The sialo 
of pay in resjiect of all classes of people, in respect of people deing 
similar work, has lieen revised to the advantage of the incunibeids^ 
The Indian Medical Service got their pay increased first in 1919 and 
again later on. These Deimty Sanitary Commissioners and baclciio- 
logical officers are men of the same class as the men of the Indian Medi- 
cal Service and have similar duties to iierform, and it is only right and 
fair that, when relief is going to be given to every employee of ours, 
these iieople should also get an increase; it is only a temporary allow- 
ance You will find that it has been given in other provinces, in Bilmr, 
which is much worse off than we are, in the United Provinces, in ibul- 
ras, in the Punjab, everywhere, tuere nas neen a nse in tne emoluments 
of Deputy Sanitary Commissioners.

I must deal at some length with the estimates of the Af^rmultural 
Department proper, as an attaek has been made on this 
way of motions for reduction, which, if earned, would bring the activities 
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of the Department to an end. I confess, Sir, to my feelings of sm- 
prise at these motions for the reduction of the grant for the Agricul- 
tural DcpartmeTit. In the course of the general discussion on the 
Budget, attacks were made ujion the Ministers, including myself, on 
the ground that the allotments made for the Departments in our charge 
were inade(iuat(^ and 1 did not anticipate that members of the Council 
would propose to reduc^e these grants still further. 

The work of the Agricultural Department falls into two main 
branches, researcJi and demonstration. The former necessarily pre- 
cedes the latter, but, when rc'search has led to practical results, these 
must be brought to the notice of the cultivators, and the demonstration 
work of the Departmemt be(u>mes a matter of the greatest im])ortanee. 
Research work has now been in progress on the Goveinment faim ;t1 
Dacca for a number of years j)ast and has already been productive of 
remarkable results. The scientists of the Department naturally tuiiHMl 
their attention first to tlie two main ciops of Bengal jute and vmv. 
By a process of selection, the Department have produced two varieti(*s 
of rice, one transplanted aman paddy known as IndrasaU and the otln i 
an ans paddy known as Katakfara, The success of these two seeds is 
])roved by the grc'at demand wdiich exists for them among cultivatois. 
Both the varieties give a yield of about 4 maunds per acre more than Ili(‘ 
ordinary variety. The aiea under these two new paddies is estimated 
at 100,000 acres. The food-supply has, therefore, been increased by 
4 lakhs of maunds which, at the moderate estimate of lls. Ji-cS ]hm 
inaund represents lis. 14,00,000 ])er annum. 

In the case of jute, the variety known as Kakiya Bornhni, which has 
been produced at the Dac(*a Farm, has been definitely proved to yield 
on the average 8 maunds more ])er acTe than local jute. This variety of 
jute is now estimated to be grown on ai>proximately 200,000 acres. 
This is equivalent to an incuvase of Rs. 6,00,000 maunds, which, at 
Rs. 8 per maiind, represents Rs. 48,00,000, and the fibre is of mncli 
better quality and fetches a much higher i)rice than local jute. Thus 
the work of the ])ei)artment in connection with these two cro])s aloiu' 
represents wealth to the country in Ihe 8hai)e of increased crops wot th 
Rs. 62,00,000 a year. 

The Department has further introduced a new variety of sugarcane, 
which gives an increase of 5 to 15 maunds of g\ir per acre, and it is 
popularising Darjeeling seed potatoes and groundnuts, both of which 
are sources of great potential wealth to the country. It is spreading 
knowledge aboiii the value of manures and of improved machinery. To 
make known the results, which it has obtained in every direction, we rel> 
upon projMiganda by the officials of the Department, upon demonstra- 
tions carried out upon farms maintained for this purpose, upon tlic 
distribution of seeds from a network of seed stores and also upon non- 
offieial co-operation. We have now District Agricultural Officers in 
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I'lililii Woik*' lit'pai tnv'iit, 
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Malaria in the Vishnupur subdivision.

We hope eventually to have one demonstrator for each 
thana in the province. With regard to demonstration farms, it is our 
j)olicy gradually to establish a farm of this kind in every district in the 
Presidency. Seed stores have been established in every district head- 
quarters, and it is proposed to establish them in subdivisional head- 
(jiiarters as well. As regards non-official co-operation, it is the aim of 
the Department to establish a network of agricultural associations 
throughout the province, and much headway has already luam made. 
Thus, in Birbhum, there are 87 branch associations, in Faridi)ur, 58. 
In this matter the Director of Agriculture is working in close (*o-oj)era- 
tion with the Registrar of Co-oi)erative Societies. 1 think, Sir, that I 
have said enough to vshow that the Agricultural Dej)artment has already 
a record, of which it may l>e proud, and that there an^ infinite ]M)ssibili- 
ties of development in the near future. The estimated exi)enditure for 
the coming year amounts actually to less than the original estimated 
exi)enditure ior the current year, though it exceeds the revised estimate. 
The revis(‘d estimate shows a decrease, as compared with tin* original 
estimate, owing mainly to the transfer of Rs. 50,000 to the Public Works 
I)ei)artment for the construction of farms, to savings und(‘r Salaries, 
due to vacancies, to the transference of the provision of ]>ay for certain 
technical staff to the head ‘‘ 35 — Industries,'^ to the non-utilisation in 
full of the provision for the Sericiiltural Nurseries at Bholaghat. Tlie 
(‘stinmie for 1921-22 makes a larger provision for the ])urchas(‘ of 
cattle, distribution of paddy seed, and for an increascul gjnnt under 
“ S(‘riculture and Contingencies." Provision has also beeri made* for the 
appointment of a Deputy Director of Agriculture and a D('j)uty Diituior 
of Sericulture. As notices have been given of motions for omitting the 
allotment for these two officers, I shall have an opportunity latei’ of 
dealing at greater length with the necessity for th(‘ir aj)pointment . I 
need only say now that it has long been recognised that tin* Agricul- 
tural Departimmt in this j)roviiu;e is greatly under-statb*d and that fur- 
ther development of the Department is only i)ossibh‘ if an adequate 
number of superior offic^ers is provided. I think, Sir, tliat 1 liav(‘ said 
sufficient to show that the Agricultural Department has amply justified 
itself by the results which it has attained, and that expenditure on this 
I)e])artment will bring an amide return to the ])rovinc(». 

As regards the particular items, which certain members wish to 
reduce, I shall deal with them in detail in replying to the various motions, 
but I may explain briefly that the item, of Rs. 1,37,000, ndtured to in 
motion 108, is for the working expenses of the agricultural farms; 
Rs. 1,19,000, referred to in motion 114, represents the working exi>en‘ 
ses of the Sericultural Department, and the estimated receipts from thit 
[Department amount to Rs. 90,000. An examination of the Budget will

1, 
an Einnomic Botanist on Bs. 1,100, an Agneiiltura U.emist ^ 

and a whole host of underlings. In view of this stafl, I do no sk 
there should be another highly-paid oflicer as an extra charge on 
provincial revenues. So far as 1 have been able to f.dlow, no case W 
been made out for this additional post. The .|iie,stion is how can n 
alleviate the miseries of the illiterate masses or the raiyats ' 

ing raw science graduates from England, who have yet to make tlic 
accpiaintance wit!; paddy or the .iiite plant. Tliev have no knowle, , 
of the vernacular, no smattering either, drawing princely salaries 
onlv writing reports. In Bengal we have already got a top-heavy admir- 
Nation. In ’reading the re,Kirt of this Department i has s nn 
me that there is one thing, for which I must give credit to the l>in 
ment, and that is the work of the demonstiation conducted by 1. 
demonstralors under the supervision of an Indian district agneu 
officer These demonstrations have shown fruittul results in the ’"'I”'' 
ved (lualitv and outturn of crops shown by experiments upon the Uom ^ 
of the raivats th'emselves. This work. I understand, re.piire.s no pvn 
vigilance of the Imperial officers for its success and popularity, 
is whv while I oppose the appointment of a Deputy Director on a sali.n 
of Bs 6 000 a year.

What I further want to point out is that out of the total exiXMiditure 
of Rs. 13,48,000, for the I>ei)artment of Agriculture, only Rs. (>(>,000 
is provided for the distribution of imiuoved paddy and jute sitnl. What 
is the use of another Deputy Director, if we have proviiled only this 
small sum for the distribution of seed? Bengal is divided into three 
circles, and each circle has already seven District Agricultural Oflicers, 
and therefore there is need to strengthen the lower rungs of the hulder, 
ather than make the top^too heavy. 

On these grounds, I oppose the demand. 

The PRESIDENT: Maulvi Fazl-ul Ilaq has an identical motion. 
1, therefore, do not call ui)on him to move his motion but lie may take 
lart in the debate. 

Maulvi A. K. FAZL-UL HAQ: I do not wish to takt* u]> th(‘ time 
of the Council by delivering a lengthy sixHudi, Wcause the motion, of 
liich 1 have given notice, is exactly identical with the one just moved, 
biefly stated, my reasons, for suggesting that this money shondl not 
>c voted, are these. 

In the first place, 1 freely admit that the Depaitineni of Agricul- 
ure admits of great possibilities of expansion, and it is one of the 
nost useful Departments under the Government, but that is no jcason 
hy money should be sjX-Uit without, at the same time, iilanning tliat 
lie e.xpenditure must be on a productive juirpose. In othei woids, that 
he money spent must be commensurate with the results ol)laim*d. 
t is no argument to say that the Department is a useful one. AV(‘ always 
ail against exj>enditure on the Police Departnuuit. Who can say that 
he Police Department is not a useful one?^ 1'he Polica* Ihqiaitment is 
ot merely a useful Department, it is one of the most essential and 
sjxmsible services under the Government. But when we sei' in the 
udget figures like a crore or so, we at once say it is too exjHmsive. I 
dmit that the Agricultural Department is very usidul, but what I have 
oticed during all those years is this, that, although a very larg(‘ sum 
f money is being sjient, the correstKinding rate oi progrc'ss is not Ixung 
lown by the Department. At the i>re.sent moment thme are tluee 
teputy Directors of Agriculture, one for the Burdwan and Presidency 
^visions, known as the Western Circle, one foi‘ the Chittagong and 
area Divisions, known as the Eastern (Hrcle, and one for the Rajshahi 
ivision, known as the Northern Circle. So far as I have Ix'en able to 
ather from the departmental report, no good case has beiui made out 
r any addition to the cadre. On these very short grounds, I opjiose 
is grant, and I support the motion of Rai Radha Charaii Pal Bahadur.

Director in the Presidency. I think, if the learned men.ber had studied 
the question in the way which its importance demands, he would i.et 
have raised such a frivolous objection as this. 1 am a cultivator myself, 

I own a farm of my own and have been working for the advancement 
of agriculture for the last 14 years, and every day I have been feeling 
the want of some more Deputy Directors, if ixissihle, in this rresidemy, 

1 remember seven or eight years ago, when I tried to introduce cevtiun 
new crojis in my district of Birbhum, I wanted the help of a superior 
agricultural officer. In those days we had only one District Agruul. 
tural Officer in Ohinsura in the Burdwan Division, and he was then called 
the Sujierintendent of the Agricultural Department, or something like 
that; there was only one man. I wired him to come to my village; 
he could not come for seven or eight days together, and I was detained 
for seven or eight days in my village, simply because 1 was imA 
anxious lo get the benefit of his technical knowledge. Ten years age 
again, when I wanted to introduce the cultivation of Jndmsnil paddy, 

I sent for the District Agricultural Officer. I could not get him, ae 
lie was engaged in Some other part ol the district . 

Well, as to the work that these Deputy Directors of Agriculture aro a 
doing and have been doing, I can bear testimony to it and can prevr 
it by facta and figures. 

The Deiuity Director of Agriculture of the Western Circle, as the 
learned member remarked in which the Burdwan Division is included, 
is a gentleman who takes much trouble, and who mixes freely with tin' 
tenants, and whom 1 have seen sowing seeds with his own hand far 
the benefit of the tenants, in who.se interests he is working. Tlienc 
officers have knowledge that will greatly assi.st us in the improvement 
of our agriculture, and I really think their number must be increased. 
If they do not help the improvement of agriculture, 1 do not know mIhi 
else will. 

For all these reasons, I ojiixisc the motion that has been moved by 
Rai Radha Charan I’al Bahadur.

The PRESIDENT: I have taken the vote of the Council. 1 cannot 
allow any more discussion. 

Colonel A. J. PUGH: (in lookin}; throutfh the u};enda pajier, 1 tinil 
that out of all the amendments proposed under this head, seven have 
been moved hy Maulvi A. K. Eazl-uUTaci. one hy a /.amindar, who at 
least ou};ht to he in favour of agriculture (Kumar Shili .‘^hekhaieswar 
Kay), two hy Dr. Suhrawaidy and two more hy Kai Kadha Charan 
1‘al Ilahadur, an eminent agriculturist. 

Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul Haq says that he cannot see the henefits that 
have already accrued from agriculture. (If course, he cannot see the 
Irenefits if lie spends mo.st of his time in the High Court instead id' in 
the district of Barisal. That is the leason why he has not been able 
to see the benefits of agriculture and the effects of improvement in 
ufj^riculture. 

Kai Kadha Charan Pal Bahadur also stated that he was not yet 
convinced as to the necessity of this appointment. 1 noticed i«rti- 
cularly that while the Hon’hle Minister was delivering his sjieech in 
moving for the grant for Agriculture, neither the Kai Bahadur nor 
Mr. Haq were paying the slightest attention to what was being said. 
There are a few facts, which, 1 think, will convince all the leemliers 
of this Council a.s to the necessity of this appointment tor keeping up 
the prosiierity of the people. I have been reading the Keport of the 
Department of Agriculture, and I find that the departmentally selected 
ice and jute occupi^ 250,000 acres and 100,000 acres, respectively, in 
Bengal. The average increase is 0 maunds and 2 maunds per acre, 
"'herefore, the Bengal cultivator in the last few years is 40 lakhs better 
off than he was before, owing to the work of the Agricultuial Depayt- 
lent. This, Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul Haq cannot see, because aiiparently

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it does not go to Ids own ixjcket. The whole rice and j^ute crop will 
be affected, if the work is allowed to go on and not in,i>eded by resolu- 
tions such as those on the agenda paper. It will mean that the net 
income of the cultivators of jute and rice will be increased by the 
astounding sum of 12 crores iier annum. We are asked to postpone 
this prositrity on grounds of economy. The chief varieties of paddy 
discovered and distributed by the Agricultural Department are Indra.wd 
and Kaioktaro, the latter being discovered by a process of selection. 
Without careful re.search, no work of improvement is possible, ami a 
vast amount of skilful research, toil and patience is required to obtain 

^^''wrseralso from the Report on Agriculture that over 2,000 varietieH 
of naddv had to be tested and examined before the Jndrumil jiaddy was 
discovei'cd. This was done under the supervision of the Director and 
Deputy Directors of Agriculture; and 200 varieties^ of autumn pa.ldy 
before the Katakinra was evolved. Both these paddies arc the descen- 
dants of one single ear of corn; and from that single ear of corn Ihe 
Deputy Directors of Agriculture have been enabled to increa.se 1 le 
prosperity of the raiyats by Rs. 40 lakhs; and if they are allowed to go on 
with these particular seeds along with jute, as 1 have said, the agricul- 
tural prosperity of Bengal will be increased by Rs. 12 crores. Sure y, we 
want more Deputy Directors of Agriculture and not fewer. One oi 
the easiest and obvious ways of improving agriculture is by the intio- 
duction of better yielding varieties, esiiecially so for Bengal, where there 
are small holdings. The Council may be interested to learn that ho h 
these seeds, 1 have already referred to, namely, the IndraMnl and tlie 
Kakiva Bomhoi jute, have both already been obtained. The Bengal 
raivat, who knows a great deal more about this suliject than the niov.r 
of the amendment, is not conservative, and his demand for increased 
seed is enormous. At Dacca only, there were registered order.s 40. 

5 000 maunds of Kokiya Bomhai jute seed, while the supply of the 
Department was only 1,000 maunds to meet the demands of the wh.de 
of Bengal You must, therefore, have an organisation to increase the 
supply of the seed, and the only district that has a sufficient staff is 
the district of Birbhiim. If every district in Bengal were well staffed 
as Birbhum, vou would immediately have to have seven Deputy Dnce- 
tors At present, except Birbhum, no district has sufficient demon- 
strators to keep even the Agricultural Officers properly occupach 
Demonstrators are no doubt more important than Deputy Directors o 
Agriculture; but the moment you appoint more demonstrators and 
more suiHuinteiideiits, more Deputy Directors become necessary. !>'

Mr. 8YED NA8IM ALI: 1 rise to oppose the motions of Itai lUvdhu 
Charan Pal Bahadur and Maulvi Fazl-ul Ihui- The two avguineiUs that 
have been advanced by lladha Cliaran I’al Bahadur in favour of liis 
motion are tbe.se: first, that raw KuroiR'an graduates cannot confer 
any benefits upon the iK)or raiyats of this I’residency. Now this argu- 
ment amounts to this, that he objects to the iH-rsonnel of the individual 
wlio is to be appointed as Deputy Director ol Agriculture; but it does 
not deal with the question whether a Diqmty Director of AgriculKire 
sliould or should not be appointed. We all see that all that the llai 
Bahadur wants is that raw men should not be a.j>pointe<l and tlial raw 
jMtroj)eans .should not be apiminted. t’ertainly 1 must say that 1 would 
not like to have a raw man, but 1 would like to have an experienced man; 
hut, if I cannot get an experienced Indian, 1 would like Ui have an 
cxi^rienced European. Therefore, the question whether he is a Kuro- 
IH-au or an Indian does not affect us at all. What he wants is that he 
should be an exi»erienced man and this relates to the question of thij 
l>ersounel of the individual to be upixiinted. 

The other imrt of the argument is that the demonstrators have done 
v.-ry successful work, and the demonstrators are Indians. I do not 
think the llai Bahadur wants to suggivst that it is only the Indian demon- 
strators who can lie successful in this work. Of .x.ur.sc, regard being 
had to the salary we pay, we cannot exia-ct to have Euroiiean tlemon- 
strutors However, the llai Bahadur has linked both the words “ demon- 
strator ” and “ Indian ” together. His wh.de argument amounts to 
this: The Indians are doing very good work; the Indians are genera y 
demonstrators and the Deputy Directors are generally bunq.ean.s ; tl.eie- 
foif we must not have a Deputy Director; that .seems to be the sum 
and Hubstaiict* of tbo whole of hin reasoning.

That usually is 
the argument of a subtle lawyer, when he cannot support his aigu- 
meiit by facts and figures, putting his case theoretically in the widest 
possible language. However, we all know that the Deputy Director 
of Agiiciilture has combined in him two functions, one being theoren- 
cal ami the other practical. He has got to do research work; then he 
has also got certain administrative functions. He has got to suixu- 
vise the district agricultural officers and the demonstrators and other 
things. Hut the movers forget the other side of the work. What 1 
want to impress iiiHiii the members of the Council is that research is iv 
condition precedent to the starting of demonstrations. If you want h. 
attach any jH,cuniary value to the research work, I should «ay that we 
Indians ought to be ashamed that in a matter like this, iiitellectu.i 
achievements bv way of research are to be valued by pecuniary gain. 
Hut we all know that, when a certain amount of money is devoted b. 
research, and certain results are arrived at, the value of the results 
cannot be estimated in money. Therefore, the learned movers forget 
the other portion of the work. We have heard from the Ion ble Muns- 
ter in charge of the Department of Agriculture that the persons in 
charge of research work have been able to discover at least two kiiub 
of croii which have been jiroved conclusively to be far bettei than Ih 
usual crop which is now sown in the lands of our province. 

The leariie.l movers moved their amendments after their sihuhIu-s 
and when I heard the Hon’ble Minister in charge giving out these 
facts, 1 anxiously waited for what the movers of the amendments Inn 
to sav on them, but they carefully avoided answering these points. 
apiK-ars to me that they did not answer the points because they couW 
not answer them. Therefore, it seems to me that the fruits win, 
have been obtained from the research work arc most valuable and wc 
must have sufficient men not only to do the administrative portion .d 
the work, but also to do the theoretical portion of i^t^I mean the 
research portion as well; and it is only when researih.s 

are conducted properly then we can arrived at successful results 
—results which can be successfully demonstrated. Certainly, when 
voii are going to have more demon,strators, it seems very necessary to 
have one more Deputy Director to suiiervise their w^ork. When ue 
find that we have siient some money over research work and have b.-cu 
able to attain some sort of fruitful results, the temptation will natur- 
ally be to devote more money, in order to have more fruitful re.sulU 
Thit would be the natural temptation and the nafrral desire o th^ 
who are in charge of the i>articular department in question, if t 

to see the success and not the failure of the department. In this 
it h..

The whole nues- 
tion depends on facts and figures. Arc we in iKissesion of facts and

„ne more Deputy Director v We have got the suggestion from the 
(iovernment. and we must presume that they know the necessities of 
the department; and, unless and until we are convinced by tacts and 
figures that the conclusion of the Government is wrong, certainly we 
must presume that Government know the necessities of the de])artmont 
and that the grunt is ab.solutely necc.ssary. 

Mauivi YAKUINUDDIN AHMED: The oilier day tlie Council 
attacked the Ministers, as they hud provided a smulh>r amount than 
what was necessary for Agriculture and other transferred subjects; 
•111.1 it would have been more consistent with our conduct— conduct of 
the members of this Council— if we had not brought in this amendment 
that the grant for the Deputy Director of Agriculture be reduc'd. I 
think that agriculture is a necessity for Dengal, and it is borne out by 
every lierson who has any acciuaintance with the mufassal and not with 
the town One of the gentlemen who has brought these motions 
resides wit'hin the precincts of the Marhatta Ditc.h, and the other was 
for some time outside Calcutta, but he has been here for a long tuny, 
and both of them do not know, I b. g to submit, wd.at the y.i«iremcmts 
of the country are with regard to Agriculture.

1 think that we have to bear in mind that our Govern- 
ment should not he in a hankrui>t condition; and, therefore, we shoiihl 
try our very best to reduce the items in the Budget; hut I am afraid 
that with regard to Agriculture not a pice should he reduced. Have 
tlmse gentlemen wlio have jH-oposed this reduction any idea as to how 
the agricultural work is done by the United States? JJiVJ’C' .aJ-iA' 

idea of wliat amount of money Mj>end? 1 think that the nioiicy 

sjieiTi fn iengai is very insigniticaiit ; at least four times the money now 
8j)ent on Agriculture should he siKUit for the improvement of agricul- 
ture of an empire— and Bengal is an empire ; Bengal may not ho i early 
as large as tlie United States. Do we know the work they do? 'I'hcv 
have got not only research stations, hut the results of research arc 
brought home to every cultivator hy the ofhceis of the State.s. Uuai 
we got a machinery of that kind here? 1 hoix> that as long as I am 
here, 1 shall bring before you the system that luevails lu Americn : 
and 1 do hope that a portion of it, at least, should he adopted in this 
country. It may he that you cannot adojd their exi)ensive methods, 
because the United States is a very rich country; but something must 
be done and much more than what is now being done. 1 know that the 
work of the Agricultural Department is regarded as very unsatisfactorv 
hy the iieople of this country, notwithstanding the glorious acconnls 
about Imhamil and other .seeds. I know that every farm is a losing 
farm. 1 rejieatedly asked, when 1 was a member of the TiCgislative 
Council before, the Agricultural Department to run at least one farm 
on a commercial basis and to show the people of Bengal that pioiit can 
be made by improved agriculture. What they now find is, not profii. 
but, that great deal of loss i.s incurred in the farms. Therefore, the 
people are very dissatisfied and that is the reason why not a single man 
would take to agriculture. I read in the paiiers that a Depuiy Dirm - 
tor of Agriculture said that a Bengali young man could make a decent 
living on 50 bighas of land; and he gave a very glowing account of 
Agriculture. Many young men took to it and failed. What does 
Mr Smith say to tl'iat? It is desirable no doubt that a large number of 
people should take to Agriculture, but these are the defects whuh 
should lie remedied. Then the repre.sentatives of the people will tec 
that something practical and good is done by the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. But 1 shall be tbe last person to cut one pice from the grant 
for the Agricultural Department; on the other hand I would like to 
double it, so that we might adopt some of the methods of the American 

States.

1 
know a little about agriculture and, 1 appeal to the (diairman of the Uaj- 
shahi District Board who is present here, and 1 ask him to tell the 
House what great good the farms liave dom‘. Thenddre, to my mind 
demonstration work is what is necessary, Imt, instead of that, only some 
high a])pointments are going to be made. 1 do not (are whether 
Indians are appointed to the ]>osts or not. But I want a start to bo 
given to a demonstration farm with Its. (i,000 a year, and local zamindars 
mav also help. I am not awaiV what sort of research work is necessary 
and what exfieriments are to lie made. Sums aie s]>ent for travelling 
allowan( 5 es. These Deputy Directors insjiect farms and a ft‘vv agricultural 
exhibitions are held, but no real work is done. It is liigh time that 
some practical work is done of a nature by which the sons of agricultur- 
ists may be profited. With tlie.se words 1 support the motion.

Babu 8URENDRA NATH MULLICK: I am sorry I have got to 
oppose this motion. I* do not appreciate the point, from which this 
motion has been put, because what wi* all want is tliat this D(*partment 
of Agriculture should be a success and that it should move as (jui(‘kly 
as iKissible.

look upon agriculture from that old standpoint that agricultur<! means 
sowing a few imtatoes and growing a little rice, but they forget that 
at the present time Agriculture includes many other things besides the 
growing of rice and ]>otatoe.s, for instance, it includes sin^h important 
subjects as horticulture, floriculture, dairy-farming, poultry -keeping, 
etc. These are the things which we want our young men to take to. 
Who are there to give them these ideas'* Who are there to induce them 
to lake to this sort of work y We want to say to our young men that, 
if you have got a taipital of Its. li,5t)t) to start a poultry business witii 
yoii can earn Its. H)() a month and you will be saved tlie trouble of writ- 
ing applications to oftice, “ Being given to understand that there wa.s 
a vacancy.” Tliis is a necessity, and we must give the.se ideas to oui 
young men, so that they may take up this sort of vocation in life. My 
esteemed friend, Babu Kisliori Mohan Chaudhuri, said that he knew 
agriculture and that much had been done in the Department in the way 
of agricultural investigations, and that nothing more was reiiuired. 
But I am afraid that he is still sticking to the old ideas of agriculture, 
which means a cultivator, a small plot of land to cultivate and a coujile 
of wretched bullocks and the scratching of the surface of the earth. 
That is not agriculture nowadays. It is something quite different. 
You must look to agriculture from a different point of view'. 

Then there is another matter in this connection to which 1 wouhi 
draw the attention of the Council. Who are the men that give tlm 
largest revenue to the country? It is the agriculturists. Why are you 
80 anxious to lake away from the grant wliich is meant to help them 
Where is the justification for it? It is the tiller of the soil who con- 
tributes the largest po.ssible amount to the State. Are you justified m 
spending large amounts of money for the Dacca University or the Cal- 
cutta University in preference to helping the agriculturists? 

Babu KI8H0RI MOHAN CHAUDHURI: If I had the right of 
reply, I could have answered all his jHiiuts. 

Babu 8UREMDRA NATH MULLICK: Therefore, I think we (.ught 
to be more anxious to give our Ministers all the facilities that they 
require and hold them to their own ideas, and tell them that we have 
given you everything you ask for, and, if you have not done anything, 
we do not want vou to'remaiu in oftice any longer— if you have not done 
anything you have got to go. That is the whole ixisition, otherwise 1 
do not understand how the Government can go on.

Mauivi EMADUDDIN AHMED: Sir, 1 had no mind to speak on 
the subject. But 1 rise in resiwuse to an apjH'al that has heen made to 
me as the Chairman of the District Board of Rajshahi h.\ my fnenil, 
Bahu Kishori Mohan Chaudhuri. Sir, if 1 sjHUik, 1 speak from experi- 
ence I am an a^-riculturist in a small way myself and 1 have heen fol- 
lowinp it for the last 20 years. If I am the Chairman of the District 
Board of Rajshahi it is not Ix'cause that 1 am a hip; man, hut hecause 
tl.e memhers thoufrht me fit to occupy tl.e ixist. And I regretfully say 
that the Deputy Director of Agriculture, who is in charge of the Raj- 
shahi Diivsion, has never yet shown his face to us. That is the sort of 
Tierson who is apixiinted Deputy Director. On the other hand, I heg 
to mention one thing. Some three years ago I asked my servants to 
cultivate a plot of land, ahout two or thri'c cot tabs, and sow potatoes. 
Tliey did it in their own way, and what was the result V 1 got ten swrs 
,d' iK.tatoes for five seers of seed. So I gave up the idea of cultivating 
potatoes any longer. Now, a simple demonstrator of an agncullurnl 
farm near hy somtdiow came to know of this. He canu' and saw nie and 
showed me the improved method of sowing i>olatoes and 1 am nlad to 
sav that from that very plot of land, 1 had thr.>e and a half maunds of 
mdatoes. So I sav 1 do not care whether you appoint lK^puty Direc- 
tors or not, hut it would he more useful if you apixiint low-jiaid officers 
who would hring the results of research work on Indrmail paddy, etc., 
to th(> cultivators. We do not demur to the playment of tins amount, 
hut what we want is that we should have more low-])aid officers who 
could go to the interior of villages. If you want to imiirove agriculture 
it is necessary that there should he more low-paid othcers win. would 
not mind going into the interior of villages and carry agricultural know- 
ledge to the cultivators. Of course, I do not like to tetter the hands 
of the Minister if he says that a Deputy Director wilt he u.selul, hut 
at the same time, 1 must say that it would he more ii.sefut to apiioint 

tlemonstrators. 

Babu INDU BHU8HAN DUTTA: I did not want to say anything 
on the subject, hut something has heen said which demands a leply. 
The main i.ssue has heen confused hy an implication that those, who are 
in supiKirt of the motion, are going to do away with or at least diminish 
the importance of the Department of Agriculture. Sir 1 have heen 
associated unofficially with this Department for more than four yeais.

We want men in the countrypide and mit 
in the head office. As regards new jiaddy and jute seed.s I liave heard 
that some of the higher officers wanted to have them grown us experi- 
ments on fields situated along railway lines so that they might he ahk> 
to .see from railway carriages how the crop prospered and that they did 
not care to go into the mufassal. Sir, that is not ilie sort of officers 
we want. We realise that this Department has got to he developed, 
hut we want it to he developed along healthy lines. We want men at 
tlie bottom. We want demonstrators, who would go into the villages, 
who would talk to the villagers, who would show them the improved 
methods of agriculture, and not men who would sit under the electric 
fans and draw high salaries month hy month. With the.se words, 1 
heg to support the motion. 

The Hon'ble the Nawab 8AIYID NAWAB ALI CHAUDHURI, 
Khan Bahadur: T opjMi.se this amendment. It has long heen recognised 
that the Agricultural Department of this province is working at a great 
di,sadvantage owing to the shortage of supmior officers. In 191G tlie 
Government of India addressed the Government of Bengal on this (jues- 
tion and suggested that it was desirable to have a Deputy Diim tor of 
Agriculture for each ftoniinissioner’s Division and they jxiinted out 
that in that case Bengal, would require two more Deputy Direi tors. 
The Government of Bengal agreed with the Government of India tluil 
two more Deputy Directors were necessary. 

In recent years the number of offic-ers in the lower ranks of the 
Department has heen greatly increased. We have now a SujHointeii- 
dent of Agriculture in every Division, a District Agricultural Office i 
in every district, and, in certain imiiortant subdivisions, new deinou- 
strators are being appointed every year. To guide and sujiervise these 
officers in their work, an increase in the number of Deputy Directors 
is essential. The Agricultural Associations, on which we rely so large- 
ly, as I have already explained for making known to the public tlie 
results achieved by the Department, rerpiire constant attention in then 
early years. Further expansion in this direction is not }>o,ssible on a 
large scale, unless the suix'rior staff of the Department is increased. 
I doubt if the Council are aware how far Bengal has fallen behind other 
provinces in the matter of apiwintinent of officers of the Indian Agri- 
cultural Service. In this great province we have only seven posts sanc- 
tioned for Imperial Officers, including three Deputy Directors, 'i he 
Central I’rovinces have 13 such posts, including seven Deputy Direc- 
tors in charge, of circles. The United Provinces have 16 Imiienal

The Hon’ble the Nawab 8AIYID NAWAB ALI CHAUDHURI, 
Khan Bahadur: The member is n*fcrred to |rages ‘M and *48 of AjijK*!!- 
dix b. Volume II, of tin* Administration Report foi the y(*ai lbl!t-20 
on Eiiilways in India, published by the (ioveinnient Central Prey*^, 
Simla. 
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Bengal l)as been before the Government for many years. Mr. l.efroy, 
tlie well-known Serieultural expert in liis report of the silk indirstry, in 
India, whicdi was published in 1917, .strongly urged the neet'ssiiy of t reat- 
ing stieh a po.st. His propo.sul was support(>d by the Bengal Silk <’om- 
niittee, an advisory body consisting of members in close touch with the 
silk industry of the province. Mr. licfroy’s jM-oposal was accei)ted 
l,v this Government, and, in February 1920, the Secretary of State sanc- 
tioned the creation of the post. The work of the Serieultural dei.arlnienl 
is exi)anding rapidly. As is well-known, the main cause of the deeliin^ 
in the silk industry of Bengal, was the .sjwead of a di.sease kniuvn as 
“ ])ebrine.” The main work of the Serieultural DepailinenI is to ])ro- 
vide the cultivators with a seed which is free from this disea.se. I’racti- 
cal demonstrations are also given to the i)rofessional rearers who grow 
se(>d for sale to the cultivators. The cultivator who buys his seed in the 
market runs a very great ri.sk of loss from iM'hrine. If he buys a had 
hatch of seeds, the disease may d<!stroy as much as .hO pm- cent, ol the 
woinis before they begin to si)in. In the case of Government seed, the 
IK-rcentage of disea.se is less than 2. This is now well-known to the 
cultivators, with the result that the demand for Gov.wnment .seeds is 
very much greater than the supidy, and is constantly increasing. The 
receijits from tin* sale of silk cocoons in 1919-20 amounted to Bs. Sl.OOO 
and we estimate receipts for the current year at Ks. TS.OOO while for the 
year 1921-22, the receipts are estimated at Its. 90,000. 

There has recently been an improvement in the condition ol the silk 
industry in Biengal. Its jirogre.ss may be measured'by the fact that the 
area under mulberry on which the worms feed has inc>'eased by 00 per 
cent, in the last three years. This imiirovement is partly due to an 
increase in the price of silk, but it is also in a very huge measure due 
to the confidence which the cultivators feid in the Government seed, 
and theie is every reason to believe that the demand will continuB to 
imrease. At present the suiKTvisibn over this Deiiartment is exercised 
by the Director of Agriculture, but, with the growth of the Department 
under his charge, it is impossible for him to giv<‘ adeciuate supervision 
to (his jiaiticular branch. A suiierior officer with expert knowledge, 
who can give his whole energies to the work of .rganising the scmul.

The Deimrtment of Industries is a young one, but tlie neces.sary 
otlicers are being recruited, a!id in its organisation we arc closely follow- 
ing the lines laid down by the Indian Industrial (^mimission. The 
functions of the department, as indicated by that commission, arc being 
gradually initiated. The work of the dei>artment falls into three inain 
branches. First, there is the development of the knowledge of the 
natural resources of the province; then the departmmit must encourage 
by research and demonstration the application of what information they 
already possess, and what new information it obtains, on an industrial 
scale. Its third function is to develop the facilities for the training 
of young men for technical and industrial ociuipations. As an example 
of the working of these functions I may take the Calcutta Research 
Tannery. First, information had to be collected regarding the existing 
•state of the hide trade industry and regarding the tanning materials 
available in the province. When the information had lieen obtained, 
exjierinients and researches had to be conducted with a view to modifying 
the existing processes to suit Indian conditions. When gi.od cxjieii- 
mental results are obtained, they are ai>plied on a commercial scale in 
the attached tannerv. If these results are successful the processes are 
published in full detail for the benefit of the trade. 'Thirdly, during al 
this experimental work and in the application of the experimenta

Something can be said in sujjport of 
the existence of this dei>artmeni for Bihar and Orissa, beean.se you 
know there are foreshore fisluuaes at Balasore, at 1 uri and otlu*i sea- 
eoast t.ow'n.s and also there is an impoidant fisluM'v at’ t hdka Bake, but, 
as far as this province is concerned, there is no foreshore or estuarian 
fishery. All the fisheries are riparian. As far as the dellaii' area is 
concerned, we know that the fish sujijily was tinite abundant, but, .Sir, 
in an imirortant and growing town like (’alcutta the supidy may be at 
times scanty on account of the difficulties of trans].ort. It cannot be 
said that in Bengal there is paucity of fish, but I confess that, as 
our old ideas have changed, the protection of fisheries has become a 
thing of the past. We have bee-ome more voracious. We do not care 
for certain i>eriods which are called clo.se .seasons. Now, a. cording to 
our Hindu ideas, we in former days used to cdiserv.' strictly the.sc .lose 
l>eriods and these are the iieriods for bree.ling, but with tlu> dissipa- 
tion of that idea now the fi.sh supply has become limited, and that is 
not the only rea.son, and with a good deal of hesitation 1 want to draw 
vour attention to the fact that in the rivers the constant steiinier 
traffic has also interfered with the rearing and the breeding ol fish.

I should 
like to know’ what is said wilh r(*gard to this; T imagine that a con- 
siih'iahh* piopoitioii of tin* scln*mes has matun*(l, and, if imjuiries be 
iiiaih*, it will be iound that tlie scheme's wdiich wi'n* under consideration 
in l!)ld, at least a gr(*at man\ ol them, have now matured. Now’ that 
tin'v ha\(' matured, thes(* grants, which should bi* ajiplied for particular 
puTpos(*s, an* no long(*i available for those purposes, but tln'v are going 
to be utilised to me(*t the general expenditure, and therefore 1 submit 
that it would lx* wrong to usi* them in this W'ay. I also shall (^all 
to your recolh'ction Sii Henry Wheeler’s reply to Bnbu Kishori Mohan 
( diaudhuri ; he t hou gilt no doubt that it W'as the duty of th» G overn- 
ment to advance tin* milh*niiim, but that they could not do it at the 
time.” The quest ion of the millenium must now depart and' it is now a 
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well undei-Htaiul that the I^ishery Deimrtment in Mailvii.s is a veij 
“iiniwrtunt department, and there are many workshops for the mauu- 
fucture of fish oil started in Madras, and there is a very good chanw 
for the development of that industry in the province of Madras, Inu 
in ItenKul J submit that there is no such chance. Then, Sir, the leul 
difiiculty with regard to the fish supply is that these fishermen constitute 
a class of peoide who are extremely poor, extremely uneducated 
and they are entirely helpless. Now to improve their condition w 
have two other departments, which have to work with very great zeal- 
1 mean the l)ei>artment of Oo-oiierative Credit Societies and the Depiut- 
ment of Education. For want of education these fishermen do not glow 
beyond their traditional ideas. Then for want of funds they are w 
very poor that they cannot make two ends meet and most of t.lu 
fishermeii—tlie give up their own imterual profession and take 

to ainiculiutr, if land be available. The reason is not far to seek 
because whatever thev earn is ruthles.sly exploited by middlemen, and 
in ordei' to put a stop to this the work of the Co-operative Cicdil 
Societies l)(‘i>artment is most welcome. Now that the Department nl 
Co-operative (bedit Societies has been made jiermanent by the Secretary 
of State it can be exi»ected, that the department will work 
for the goo<l and benefit of the fishermen. So the Council will see tliat 
as far as this luovince is concerned, this department has been a losiii!- 
concern from the very beginning, and there is very little chance ol 
it,s future development. Money has been wasted. This isist of 
Director of Fisheries has lieen lying vacant for some length of tune. ^ 
But. it may 1 k' said that we want research work, and we want some | 
exiieriment. If that is desirable, I think that can be done as a part ()f 1 
the Agricultural Department, and also as a part of the Educatnm | 
Department, but a separate Department of h'isheries, with a Dirci tor 
of Fisheries drawing a largo salary, is not necessary for this i.rovin.e^ 
Of course it has been said by a friend of mine that Bengal is an advanced 
and civilized province and that every civilized Government ought tc 
encourage an industry like this. If that be the consideration, 1 have 
very little to say; but. Sir, that is not the consideration. We In.vc 
fallen on evil times. We should try our best to effect retrenchment 
whereviM- possible. If the members are all convinced that this dei.nrl- 
ment has a oreat future before it, that this department will tend 
to the abundant supply of fish, and that it will in the long run hiini; 
in a large amount of revenue to our coffers, I would not have tlir 
sliirhtest objei tion to the continuance of this department. But n.m 
facts which apiiear on the face of official reports, and from the tm' ^ 
whiii. we ourselves know living in villages, living in the mufassak 
living in the ripiuian districts-we know something of the life tl. 
habits and the condition of the fishermen, who supply us with fish-

We want much propaganda work on the ixirt of the* ('o-oiKMative ( ■n‘<Ht 
Societies Department to go to villages, where these tishermeii live, and 
it mav be that zamindars will be induced to advance a litth* money or a 
little capital to these fishermen, who for want of mon(*y cannot work 
proi)erly. I have a number of fishermen as tenants under me. They 
are extremely poor. They cannot even pay their rents. Th(*y d(» not 
know what it is to have a full meal from year’s eml to year’s end. 
So they hanker after lands, but lands an* not easily a\ailal)l(‘. They 
cannot even turn to agriculture, though they like it very much, and 
the hel]) that you can render to these fishermen is to organist* th(‘m. 
to give them some capital to start fisherit^s, and lo heli> them as much 
as possible by removing the middl(*men, the ])rofiteers. d’h(‘se mid- 
dlemen advance small sums of money to these poor lisliermen, and 
take away all the fish they catch, and sell it at a very high price 
and they manage to send it to (hihmtta. 1 refer to the ditficulty of 
transport, but that difficulty has been to a great extent ninoved by 
the cold storage system, which has been introduced. I think that with 
the development of railways in the province this ditH(*ulty will be 
further recluced, but all that is necessary is to give these i>o()r fisher- 
men some primary education by j>ublishing leaflets in very common 
Bengali explaining the iuoihu’ ])rinciples of pisciculture in order that 
th(‘y may take advantage of the scientific knowledge* gain(*d by experi- 
m(*nts or research w^k in other ])arts of the world, d'his (an be dom* 
by the Department of Education or (k)-oi>erative (h(‘dit Societies. 'Jliere 
will be no necessity for a Department of fisheries. B«‘sides the 
de])artnients I have mentioned, there is the l)ej>artment of Agriculture, 
which is (]uite comptdent to look after the int(*rests of the poo]- fislier- 
men. My motic^n is based uj)on the (a)nside]’ation that during the last 
nin€* years W’'e have sj>eni Rs. aiid have not d(*i'iv(‘d cun ]>en(*fit 

therefrom. My suggestion is that in this year of our financial 
deficit we should not and we cannot sjM'nd Ks. 54 ,()()() for a (ley)artment 
which will give us no return and which gives us no promise* ol any 
future development. W^ith thc'se few words, I comnu'ml my amend- 
ment to the acceptance of this House.

T have noted the rule in the 
Devolution Kiiles which relates to this matter, but before I deal with 
‘‘ Non-voted ” items, I should like to call attention to three matters 
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scientific iiivo.stigation into matters relating to fisheries. Mr. Gupta 
wa.s succeeded hy Mr. Ahmad, and the work was continued without 
any apjirecialde result. In ilay, 1917, the Department of I'isheiies 
was inaugurated as a sepaiuite department, the objetd. of the departs 
meat being twofold, namely — 

(1) the increase in the number of fish available; and 

(2) the oiganizalion of the trade in fish. 

As regards the first, there has been a sad failure; the departnont 
did what hud been done and is being done by private traders, viz., 
supj)lviT'g carp fry for cultivation in tanks. If the department, had 
supidied guaranteed fry— scientifically tested— there would have been 
some justification for the exiHUi.ses incurred by the Government. .\ 
(juestion aske<l in the Itengal legislative C-ouncil elicited the fact tliat 
the carp fry supplied to tlie public by the department was not even 
tested under a microscopic examination to obviate the charge ol nux- 
ing up varieties. Thus the fry suiijily of the department was in no wav 
superior to the fry suiiidy in the hands of ordinary private traders, and 
T may tell you, Sir, that in most cases, the department made ])urchases 
of the fry from the private traders. 

As regards the organization of the trade in fish, let us sc'c whai 
Mr. Southwell, Deputy Director, said in his report in 1917 — 1 ciiiote hi- 
own words: “ The (’alcutta fish-kings have agents every wliore througli- 
out the province. These agents make advances of money to' fishermcii. 
The fishermen repay in fish the value of which is determined by tlic 
agent, who also keei>s the account and forwards the fish to Calcnttii. 
As a rule the fishermen .are badly in debt to the a|Plnt or inahajaii. and 
it is for this reason, amoligst others, that even wdien willing (whii li i- 
seldom), they are unable to break free from the nr kart.” 

The co-o]HMative system suggested itself a remedy. But the ililii- 
culties of introducing co-op>ration among the fishermen were illustmt.d 
by the Rajmehal exjieriment, which resulted in the fishermen turnin- 
themselves into middlemen. 

In despair, Mr. Southwell said that the conditions will be improved 

only 1 quote his own words — “ when fishermen are educated and traincil. 

and when the moneyed classes of the province are ready and willing to 
interest themselves in the matter by providing the organization, tlio 
capital, and the banking facilities necess-ary to develop an imlu-nv, 
which is of the greatest possible importance to all sections of ite 
community.’^ 

But if we have to wait for the education of the fishermen ami lla 
enlightened interest of the moneyed classes, we cannot exi>ect to scf 
any general reduction in the price of fish in our own time or in the i < ar 

future. , 

As the department has not been able to show a record of useful wotk, 

I feel bound to oppose the demand.

Now. Sir, if we, iioor iK-ople, are to he troiihled in this fu-shion, I shall 
])e very sorry in deed. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH MULLICK; I think I can claim to he 
a e-ivlizeel man, and after all, 1 am also a fish-eate-r, hut 1 an, oppo,sed 
to this grant for the simple reason that for all tliese nine, or 1 sup- 
pose fifteen vears, ever since this eh-partment was started, it has

were made; for instane-e, when they started the Uohhn ( r.nrn to hung 
fialt fish into Calcutta. This was done from want of informatKm uml 
stujiendous ignorance as regards the habits of the pe oj.k ol t iis iijUii 
try; not knowing, or iKissihly not caring to know that we, us a nation, 
are oi>iiosed to eating salt fish; we do not like tn^ni, iiit s i we ait 
being provided with them ! These erratic efforts led to no be nefit to 
the people

There is aiiothei i-om])laint. ] would ask the House to look at Jiage 

If a fUidget of this kind was jdaci'd befort' any doint 
Stock Hoaid I do not know what would hiii)])en. We are supposed to 
luiM' detailed aci’ounts on this jiagi*; and what an* thi' detailed accounts? 
In SIX hni's \ou havi' got detailed! ai'i'ounts of Rs. 1,48,00,000. What 
aie the di'tails? IIow ai'e they to be voted foi ? What information 
have we about the matter? Is it expected that members of the 
House should go to the departments foi' tin' di'tuiks, and then discuss the 
muttei- belt'? That is my complaint. There are heads which hav(‘ not 
been ('xplaineil, and the ]>rinciples upon whuh divisions have been made 
have not been enunciated. My submi.ssion is, that time ought to he 
allowed and ex])laiiations given, before the Budget resolutions are 
brought forward. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH RAY: I do not envy the position of my 
friend the Hoii’ble the Finance Member, He is not responsible for 
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Babu 8UREHDRA NATH MULLiCK: It is no reason certainh I 
but it is a reason to prevent waste. Kai Jogendra Chunder Ghose is 
under the imiuession that we should have a Fisheries Department, 
whether the money is wasted or not. Just because this is a civilizt^d 
country, there must be empty show bottles in the windows in the slmpe 
of a Fisheries Department. I am certainly opposed to this. Why must 
we keej) a Fisheries Department just because of an empty show bottle 
make-believe y If we must keep this department, keej> it in a way in 
which it can be of use to everybody. 1 am one of those whom iny 
hoii’ble friend Itai Jogendra Chunder Ghose began by saying that he 
was very much annoyed to find himself oi)posed to. 1 do not want to 
o[)pose other things, but 1 would certainly opjKise this grant lor 
Its. 50,000 which is of no use either to the fish or the fish-eater. 
Jogendra Cliunder Ghose said, why abolish it? That is not the (luos- 
tioii. The (luestion is wdiether we should give this additional giant. 
May 1 ask if this is the wliole of the money required, or only an athli- 
tional grant? 

The Hon’ble the Nawab 8AIYID NAWAB ALI CHAUDHURI, 
Khan Bahadur: This is the whole amount. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH MULLICK: If this is the total amount. 

I am straightway for its abolition; it is a mere waste of money ah.so- 
lutely. It has been given a trial for 15 years, and it has been found 
sadly wanting. Is there any solid reason for incurring any fuitbn 
expenditure in this direction? 

The whole thing started in this way. Mr. K. G. Gupta was (o be 
given an appointment; there- was no appointment to give him. Ti i 
department was formed, and he was put in charge of it; it has continued 
since then. That is the real thing. In this Government, oiict* u 
thing is staited, it goes on, whether it is desirable or not. Tbi- 
department has failed in its object, which is to increase the sup])ly oi 
fish, to organise better methods of transport, and therefore it has not 
been able to do any good at all. Therefore, without any compum tiou 
I oppose this grant altogether.

Mauivi A. K. FAZL-UL HAQ: I wish to point out one thing to the 
House. It has been said that there is no civilized government where 
there is not a l)e}>artment of Fisheries. Tliat is iiuite true, but, .so far 
ns my information goes, there is nowhere a sei)arate depaitinent for 
fisheries; everywhere the work of this department is being done by 
ottieers of the Agrieultural Department. This is so in Kngland. where 
there is a Hoard of Agriculture and Fisheries. What we propose is tliis; 
tliat tliis department must go; this window-dressing must eea.se; and the 
work that is being done by officers of the h'isheries Deimrtment must 
henceforth be done by the oiflicers of the Agricultural 1)ci>artment. That 
can easily be arranged, because 1 maintain that, in spile id the aiKi'ise 
vote recorded a few days ago, the officers of the Agricultural Dejiart- 
hnent have not g-ot enough w'ork to do.

All this moin'v has bi'en 
granted by tiu' Goveiniin'iit ol India loi‘ certain specific ediK'atioiial and 
sanitarv purposes, and the Government of Bengal had bei'ii all along 
enjoined, and tbev have themsi'lvi's luiblicly di'clari'd, that tin* amount 
could not be spent for any other purjxise. Now, as soon as tin' contidl 
of tin* Government of India over the Biidgi't has ])asst*d away, and wi* 
have what we call provincial autonomy, all ])romises ait' svvt'pt away 
and the Governnn'ut blandlv projxises to divert the whob' amount to 
gt'm'ial pur])oses. I should like to know, and tin' jiulilic would likt' to 
know, whethei this has been doin' wdth the const'iit of tin* ^linistei-s 
After all, wdiatt'vei we may say, there aie moral obligatigiis and ]>ublic 
faitli even in administrative matters, and whatever you may say about 
technical or legal rights, this moin'y canmit be divi'rted to other pur- 
post's. 

The fact stands that the Ri'forms have md bi'ought in that era of edu- 
cational and sanitary ])i ogress which maiiv of us hopt'd to see. On the 
other hand we tiinl that the money, wdiicli had aecumulated under these 
heads, is being misaj»])ropria1ed tor other purposes. Then I find that 
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As in the case of the Agricultural Department, so with the 
Fisheries Department, research must precede demonstration. Up to 
the present the Department has been largely engaged in re.search. It 
is in tlio stage of propaganda and demonstration that the work of the 
department will la*c.ome kn<»wn to the ]>uhlic and he appreciated 1)^ 
them. In a j)rovince, where fi.sh forms such an imjiortant part of the 
di(‘t of the pc^ople, an (>fficient Department of Fisheries has great o])eTi- 
ings and may <lo work of inestimahlc value to the people. It is in this 
helic-f that we are now reorganizing the Department. We have asked 
the Secretary of State to recruit an Exiwt for the iM)st of Director and 
we have advertised for a new Superintendent. 

Three days ago, however, we received certain information whicli will 
involve a reconsideration of our plans. Hitherto the cost of the 8ii])eiioi 
staff has been shared hetw-een this Government and the Government of 
Hihar and Orissa. The Government of Hihar and Orissa have now intima- 
ted to us that they are unahh' in future years to hear any pint ot this 
expenditure. In view of this decision we shall have to consider the whole 
(piestion of the permanent organization of the I’isheries Departnmiit. 
As this information was only rc'ceived three days ago, it has not been 
jKissilde to go into the matti'r yet. Hut 1 may point out that, e\eii 
if it is decided to aladi.sh the department altogether, or to rwirganize it 
on a more modest scale, some- exiieiiditure will necessarily be incurred. 
'I'o those otiicers, whose posts are to be abolished, some pi'riod ot iiotiee 
must be given, and jicrmanent otiicers of the dejnirtment, wlm.se 
services may be dispensed with, will be entitled to gratuities or 
|H'nsions according to the length of their service. This motion, it 
carried, will m<«an that we have no money at our disposal even tor sucli 
unavoidable expenditure. I may point out that payment for liir 
services of officers rendered in March is made in April and that, it the 
motion is carried, its effect would be that no money would be availahlc 
to meet the pay already earned. 1 therefore ask the Goiincil to re.jvrl 
the motion, and in doing so I may point out that the whole ijiiestion nf 
the retention and reorganization of the Fisheries Department will he 
laid before the Standing Committee.

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considerable loss of life. This caused a strong* public demand for an 
authority, which should test boilers before they were brought into use 
and inspect them j>eriodictill y to see tliat they were in a safe condition 
The Calcutta Boiler Commission was accordingly set up in 1864 tor 
this pur})Ose. The Commissioner of Police has always been the Chair- 
man of the f/ornmission, and it is wliat is called a local fund; that is to 
say, it administers its own revenues and pays its own staff out of the 
fees which it collects for the inspection of boilers. These fees havt' 
generally exceeded the expenditure, and at the present time the 
Commission lias a surplus of over Rs. 2, 00, 000. One of the incideiilol 
results of taking over the CommissioiPs work by the local Goveriiment 
would have been that we should get this surplus, and we should of 
course take care to see that the department should continue to pa\ its 
own expenses, but of course, the financial aspect of the case* is not 
so imjKirtant as that of the public safety. The arrangements for 
boiler inspection in different parts of India vary very much. Beng;d 
is tlie only juovince, except Burma, wliere the work is entirely in li:c 
hands of an indeiHUideiit body. In Bombay, the administrativi* work 
IS in the hands of a commission, but the financial part of the business 
is managed by the (lovernment. Elsewhere, 1 think, the whole thiiin 
is run by Government. Ihith the VuhVw Services (^unmission and llie 
Industrial (Vunmission condemned the bajdiazard arrangements wlneli 
exist in different provinces in India, and recommended that boiler 
inspection should be regarded as a function of the local GovernmcTit , 
in the same way as factory inspection is. 44ie Government of Iiidin 
accordingly appointed a committee in the beginning of last cold 
weather to go round the different ])rovinc('s and submit a scheme tor 
co-ordinating tlie work of the Boiler (h)mmissions in different parts of 
India. The committee came to Calcutta last December, and gave us lo 
understand that we should be prepared to take over this work v(m v 
early nc^xt finaiu'ial v'ear. 4 his accounts for the provision whicdi w(* 
have made in the Budged. Idle committee, as Is the way" of committtM s. 
is still wandering over the country, and has not yet produced any 
repoi t. After the receipt of the rejiort, legislation will be riecessarv, 
and if, as we understand, that legislation will take place in the Imperial 
(vOUiK'il, we shall not g(*t a new Act before next September at thr 
earliest. After the Act comes into force, rules will have to be framed, 
and negotiations entered into with the present Boiler Commission as 
regards taking over its staff and surplus, and so on, and it will be well 
on in the financial year before w"e are called upon to assume any respon- 
sibility for the work wdiich is at present done by the Boiler Commission. 
It may" be found advisable to defer any" change until the beginning of 
the next financial year. Anyhow, we see now that we shall not wniit 
the whole of this provision put down in the Budget; w"e may wuint sonm 
of it, but as things are at present, we cannot say how mucli we shall 
need.

The next item is “ Communications,” for which a sum of Ks. (),25,00il 

is shown as required. Of this sum, Bs. G,(»(),000 are rcquirod for works 
in pro/jfiesfl. 

The prineiiial works in progress are Improvement of the Barnes- 
MainafTuri-lMiuppuri Road in the Jalpaiguri district, including the con- 
struction of a major bridge over tlie Jhaldhaka river. The sum 
required for this work is Rs. 3,50,000. It is part of a scheme of road 
improvement in this imiKirtant tea district, whicli embraces the oiieii- 
ing iij), not only of tea areas, hut also of rice-producing aieas, whicli 
supply food to the employees of the gardens. Better road communica- 
tions for the above purixises, as well as for the efficient administration 
of the district, are an important asset, and the Government of Bengal 
have decided to proceed with this scheme in so far as funds can be set 
aside each year. 

other works in progress in the district, involving the metalling and 
improvement of existing roads, account for Rs. 90,000. A sum of 
Rs. .‘(0,000 is required for carrying on the metalling of the Hilli-Baltn- 
ghat Road in the Dinajpur district, which it is jiroposed to comphde. 
if funds can be found, during the year 192K22. 


The completion of the project for widening the Kden Gardens Road 
on the ( alcutta Maidan and juovision of footpaths on each side and 
the laying of a better surface on the road accounts for Rs. GO.OtIO of 
the works in jirogress. Another u-ork in jirogress is the improvement 
of the surfaces of all the Maidan roads by laying tarmacadam instead (d 
ridayirig the present water-bound macadam surface. For this a 
sum of Rs. 70, tint) is reiiuired during the year. There lan be no questinn 
in view of the heavier loads and fa.ster traffic whi.di the Maidan roads 
are now required to carry, that the surfaces of all roads must gradually 
be improved. 

A small reserve of Rs. 25,000 is also p.ovided under this head 
CommuiiicaiioTis for unforeseen minor works. 

The Tie.xt item in the account is ” Miscellaneous Public ImproM'- 
raents,” for which a sum of Rs. 1 ,58,000 is provided. This is made up of 
Its. 1.50.000 for a work in progress, viz., ex'cnding the revetments 
required for the protection of banks at Surdah and Palma from the 
erosion of the Ganges river. The remainder, viz., Rs. 8,000, is for 
a leserxe t(' meet new minor works as they arise. 


For the next item, ” Repairs,” a sum of Rs. 32,GS.OOO is provided. 
This 18 intended for the reimirs and maintenance of buildings, commu- 
nications and mi.scellaneous public works which are the proiierty <>f 
Government and entrusted to the Public Works Department ' for 
maintenance. It is an imiKirtant item, for which the provision is none 
too liberal. 

The next item, “ Establishment,” accounts for Rs. 13,98,000 and 
IS based on the actuals required during the current year and the cost 
of the same establishment next year.

TheHon’ble the Nawab 8AIYID NAWAB ALI CHAUDHURI, Khan 
Bahadur: It is desirable that L should explain to the (’oiuicil the pur- 
poses for whicli a provision of Rs. 54,()0() has been made in the Budget. 
Of this sum, Hs. ;i0,0()0 is subject to the vote ol' tlie Council, and Babu 
Surendra Nath Ray desires that this should b(‘ reduced to Rs. 20,000. 

As no doubt tin* Council is aware the Public Works l)e])artmeni is 
concerned with tin* operations of two branches, vi/: “ Irrigation ” and 
“ Roads and Buildings.” The operations of tlie Irrigation Branch aiv 
reserved with Government, whih* those ot the Buildings and Roads 
Branch are transferred ”.to the cliarge of a Minister. While tlie 
operations of the department an* clearly divided, the establishment both 
engineering and ministerial, whicli carries out and administers the 
operations, is borne on one common list, and forms part of the subjint 
transferred to the Minister. Tliis does not moan that the Buildings and 
Roads Brandi of the dejiartrm^nt bears the cost of the eslablishmeiit 
employed on irrigation operations, as the Irrigation Branch bears the 
cost of the establishment employed on its own ojierations. 

It has long be(‘u recognised that the arrangement of a joint establisli- 
ment is unsatisfactory, and the recent introduction of the reformed 
system of government has em|)hasised the necessity of complete separa- 
tion ; so that the establishment employed on irrigation ojierations may 
be administered by the Memiiei in charge of the reserved branch, while 
that emjdoyed on buildings and roads operations alone may come undtM 
the admin istratioTi of tin* Minister in charge of that branch. 

The proposition for sejiaration has lieen aaaepted by the Secretary 
of State, and it is tlie intention of Government to give effect to his 
orders as soon as the requisite luimber of engineer officers can be secured 
and necessary Budget provision lias been made. 

Hitherto there have been three ^buildings and roads circles el 
superintendence, wliile a fourth tidrcle, engaged in both buildings and 
roads and irrigation opeiations, has been treated as an irrigation circle. 
As soon as separation takes jdace, it will be necessary, therefore, to 
create this fourth ciicle, wliicli will then be concerned entirely with 
buildings and roads operations.

The PRESIDENT: The next three motions (Nos. 1-49 - 151) are the 
same as motion No. 148. Those who have given notice of them may speak 
if they like. 

Babu KI8H0RI MOHAN CHAUDHURI: I suppoH the motion for- 
mally moved by my friend Mauivi Fazl-ul Haq. The partition of Mymen- 
singh was, so far as 1 remember, proposed in tin* year 1916-1 i u])ou the 
recommendation of the District Administration Committee. As far as 1 
have been able to see, this proposal was mainly based on jiolitical (’onsi- 
derations. For political unrest it was then thought advisable that the 
district should be partitioned and arrangements made for ]>io]5er control, 
but that state of things, I am glad to say, no longer exists. So, if now 
we are to launch upon any such scheme, if we are to spend a lot of money 
upon the partition of districts, we must first of all be satisfied of its neces- 
sity. If necessity has been established, then it must be done. It is for 
the Government to satisfy us whether there is such a necessity. 

It may be said that this is also an irresponsible motion. 1 do not 
really understand to whom we are irresponsible; if it is to the bureau- 
cracy, I for one plead guilty to the charge. It may be said that 8()ine 
years ago it was decided that the partition should be proceeded with, 
but as for want of funds it could not be done then, it may l)e done now. 
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While HoiiK' ()1 the iiiowt iiHefiil (lejiartinents are Hufferiii^^ lor want of 
money, want of forethoufrht and lack of ima^^ination and boldness, tlir 
expendituK* of otliei depart nn'iits, jiart ieiilarly the General Adnunis^ 
t rat ion and I*olie(‘, is ^jrrowin^^ to alarming dimensions. It is no ns«' 
trying' to set np a full show’ ol a eivilis(‘d and ]>ro^^i essi ve Govmnment , 
hy o])enin^^ (his hraneh and that, with full knowledge that Governineiii 
< aniJoi siMOid sultiMeiit money for their ])roj»er d(‘\ elojummt . If ihoik'n 
IS seaiee, thme is all the more reason for th(‘ exercise of caution, and 
(‘oiiceiiti at ion (d emu'^ies on a few chosen subjects, instead of a la\ish 
expmiditure without a d(‘finit(‘ schcune of pro^.riess. 

It has b(‘en stated that th(‘ m‘W Government has been confronted 
with the task of prepaiiiif^ (h(‘ prcvscmt Bud^^et within six W’eeks of its 
e\ ist.mice. Such a plea is hardlv w'oith consideration. The Ministers 
and Mmnbeis are all mmi v\ ho have d(‘\oted their life to tlie consideration 
of tlu‘ iimMls and reipiireimmts of the country and tlie condition of tin* 
pioviiicial financ(‘. The> have iindiM'taken their present task not with- 
out a knowb'di,^!' of its ditfieulties, and it t'an hardly be Ixdieved that 
th(\\ ha\(‘ as vet no id(*a of tln^ lim* of action they juojiosial to take. 

Turniri^^ now to sjiecitic heads, I find the provision of Bs. LM.bO(),(l()0 
foi Survi'V and Sidtleinent, as a^minst Bs. 20,00,000, actuals of 1010-20, 
and Bs. 24,r)0,000 r(‘\ised estimate of th(‘ (urriuit year Tliis is an 
exci'mlini^lv h(*a\y allotimuit in the jireseiit financial crisis. In this 
connection it is to be reimuniierml that we had to submit to eiifoiced 
(MononiN (luriiiff wai juudod. New ])io])osals foi any expenditun^ wmi' 
carefull> scrutinized and only ur^'ent and unavoidabh* t'Xjiendituie was 
piMiiiitted. ITi^h prices of food-stiiffs and clothin/.^ was a gra\e (‘on- 
tiiif^^ency and the puichasing' power ol th(‘ rupee was ^^reatly nxluced ; 
and w’ith all this bM'way to mak<* uji, and in view’ of th(‘ difficulties in the 
w’av of makino- it u]), the l*residenc\ is faci'd with an un])aralleh‘d d(‘niand 
for di‘\(‘lopment in every iliriM-tion. Gw’iiip to finamdal restrictions 
durin^^^ the war, Benpil accumulated ceitain balances, and it is now jiro- 
posed to dip deep into this ])rovincial balance to meet part of the jiress- 
in^^ demands of the (‘urrent yeai , Bs. 2,08,01,000 will be drawn from 
the lialaiice in 1021-22. In view of all these, there apjiears to be no 
reason w h.\ some of the settlement operations cannot be postjHinml till 
the ]ir«‘ssin< 4 ’ demands of tbe more useful d(‘j)artments are met, or the 
jirovincial resouices are ])rett\ accurately pfaupixl. 

Similarly, the very heav\ incnnise a^minst “ Jli^irh (kmrt,” under 
Admin isti at ion id' .lustici*,” should not be allow ed. The revised 
arraii^-mueiits iiitrodm'ed in the llip-h Uouit- have jirodueed very wide- 
s])read discontmit and disapproval, and the matter ou^'‘ht to be further 
examiiu'd. 

Uomin^]: to the Pohrc, it seems tliat the cost of the Presidency l^olice, 
which was Bs. 21,00,000 in 1018-10, is now projiosed to be put at 
Ra. 00,07,000 — an increase of nearly 80 per cent, in four years. The 
Police charge has been the subject of severe comment in the past, but 
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I do not know whether the Ilon’ble Finance Member has got any assur- 
ance of siiecial hnuncial help fiom the Government of India, so that if 
we are now very prosperous we might undertake this partition affair. 
The question of partition of the district of Mymensingli was raised in 
this Couiuiil once before, and we were told upon an estimate, put for- 
ward, I believe, by my friend Mr. Kerr, that about Rs. 45,00,000 would 
be required for capital expenditure, ajid tlie recurring expenditure would 
be about Rs. 3,00,000 or so. At that time the people had practically 
no voice in this Council; our juotests were simply ]>ious wishes. Now 
that the beginning of a responsible Government has been made, it 
ought to be shown to th(‘ people that the partition is netiessary. So far 

as 1 remember, it has been said in the District Administration Com- 
mittee’s Rejuii t that some objections were made wdlb a view to retain 

the district as it is and that these objections were made by some 

interested persons, viz., by some pleaders; but. Sir, J am not yet, 
satisfied that the partition is really wanted by the people in general. How 
is it that funds are forthcoming to undertake this pai tition scheme against 
the wishes of the people at a time w hen vo(-ational (‘ducation (uinnot Ix' 
arranged at Dacca, 1 understand, simply for want of funds' Peojile aie 
not at all keen about it. 1 have been told by a member of this Council 
who is an inhabitant of the Tangail subdivision, that people do not think 
it is at all necessary. There may be a few interested persons in favour of 
the proposal, but w^e must be satisfied that it is really intended for the 
benefit of the people. Unless that is established, w^e should consider, 
whether we should undertake such a costly scheme. It is simply for 
luxury, for increasing the number of district officers that this scheme has 
been brought forward. We should not therefore siqiport it, or at any rate 
I think there is no hurry for it. If tlie thing could not be done for so 
many years for want of funds, 1 do not think that we should undertake 
a costlv scheme like this this year, wdien, also we have not sufficient 
funds. 

Then, Sir, I believe a committee is about to be constituted with a view 
to suggest retrenchments where necessary. There aie many who art* oi 
opinion that instead of partitioning the bigger districts the smaller dis- 
tricts should be combined and the cost of administration thereby mini- 
mised : this I think a very important suggestion, and the said committc<‘ 
should consider whether it is possible to eff'ect some retrenchment in this 
direction. Further, when the idea of district partition cropped up, there 
was no proposal of increasing the cost of ordinary administration by 
increase of pay of the various services, for wffiich about a crore of rupees, 
I believe, would be added to the cost of administration by the end of next 
year. So we should consider whether under the circumstances it would 
be reasonable and proi)er to add that heavy expenditure to the cost of a<l' 
ministration : even if it be Rs. 3,00,000, still it is very considerable, and 
my information goes — we were assured by Mr. Ken* last year — that tlie 
estimate would be about Rs. 45,00,000. But I think that that estimate 
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without aii\ eflVct. The arranj^oiiienl in ivpii<] to tlu- Distiiri ('lianial)lo

1 should like to slate with regard to the (Irand Trunk t^anal jiroject 
which would necessarily in\(dve the destriu'tion of many houses, that 
instructions should he gi\(*n to make the alignment in such a wav as to 
avoid haiassmeiit of poci peojde as far as possible, so that they may 
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The question of the dismemberment of the district of Mymensinghl 
has been discussed threadbare. As a member of the old Council I know! 
that it was very fully and exhaustively discussed and I need not travel 
over the same ground again. Rut 1 would confine myself to the situa- 
tion in which we are now j)laced to-day, and that is, the j^eril of deficit. 
Well, it is a natural desire on the part of any member of this House to 
find out and to suggest if it is possibhi to make any retrenchment, liow- 
evei* small it may be, with a view to replenish our exchequer. Here is a 
big sum of Ks. (),00,0(H) reviuired — for what purpose? — reijuired to cany 
out the jyartition of Mymensingh. The question naturally arises, is it sudi 
an important itiun for which this immediate grant of Ks. G, 00, 000 is 
necessary? Does the llon’ble Member think that the administiation 
would come to a deadloc k if the grant of Rs. 0,00,000 is not made immedi- 
ately? Mymensingh is a i)rosperous district. Its prosperity both in 
wealth and education is well-known. It has got a water suj)ply of its 
own and a first grade college. You cannot expect, if you disimunber tlin 
district into three parts, that you will at once be able to install sepamte 
water-works in tht‘ three districts or a first grade college in each of thesn 
districts. What is the hurry then? It may be said — it is a (juestion of 
administrative* efficiency — tin* administration cannot be carried on with 
such an unwieldy district. J do not want again to travel ovei' the saiiii* 
ground, as I have already said, but is that a sufficient argument for w hi( h 
w^e should at once make a grant of Rs. 0,00,000 from our dei)lete(l 
exchequer? Take, for instance, the land revenue — the land revenue ot 
tin* 24-Rarganas, 1 find, is Rs. 18,00,000, of Barisal Rs. 19,00,()(}0, ot 
Mymensingh Rs. 9,00,000. Is the collection of hind revenue — take one 
item of the administration — sucli a heavy w^ork that you would rcjquire an 
immediate creation of the three districts and that you cannot wait till you 
see w'hether your financial position improves? Then as regards magi>- 
terial wo)rk. While the 24-lhirganas had »35,000 cases Mymensingh bad 
only 12,000. I again ask. is this such a heavy work that the di'itrid 
officers wdth (heir regiment of officers are unable to cope with it? Thru 
I find that last year a grant of Rs. 2,40,000 was made, and out of that, 
Rs. 1,40,000 — w^as sjK'nt over this partition scheme--Rs. 1,00,000 for 
the raising of the Dhanbari site, and the remaining Rs. 40,000 for ilu’ 
raising of sites and for the ])rovision of subdivisional headquarters at 
Bajitpur, etc. This year I find only one mystic figure in the Budgi't" 
Rs. 0,00,000. Are we not entitled to know* how^ it is proposed 
to be spent? Nothing is showm in the Budget Statement that has 

been circulated to us. 1 think, therefore, that the scheme is yet inima- 
ture, and that there is no hurry in allocating such a huge sum in Ou* 
Budget which may not perhaps be spent, and that it is possible (o 
carry on the administration with the present staff. It would appear from 
the figures which I have collected that the work in Mymensingh is half 
of the 24-rargana8 which has not yet been dismembered and if the pi t seid 
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rttiiff at Myinensingh is not sutficient then it is open to the Government to 
apiKiint one or two officers more, and it would cost much less than this 
.sum of Us. G, 00,000. I would tlierefore support the motion, and I ho[)e the 
ilou’hle Member will see his way to accepting our reiiuest ; and 1 hoiK) 
that the question will not he decided on the basis of what is sometimes 
called izzat or simple ztd. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH RAY: It may not be known to all ilie 
membeiH of this Council that the works in connection with the ])arti- 
tion of the Mymeiisingb district would cost (loverninent Its. 7;t,r>8,100. 
That is the figure which was given to me by Mr. Kerr the other day. 
And what is the financial condition of the (government. Mr. Kerr in 
ills Budget Statement said — I shall (luote his own words — “ our finan- 
cial position is unsatisfactory — most unsatisfactory — l>ut in our (»verv- 
day administration we are always running up against sonudhing unsatis- 
factory.” This is no doubt tiie consolation wliich tlu‘ (Tovernment 
wants to give us. I would ask: Is this the time to launcli a scheme 
which would cost lls. 78,5(8,100 or close upon lls. 80,00,00(i We know 
very well that the Public Works Budgid is sure to iniuiaise iiy leaps and 
iKUinds within a very short time. We know also Unit tin* ])rice of 
materials is now very high. Is tliis the time— even if you (‘oin'cde that 
the ])artition of Myinensingh is nei'cssary — to launch a sclnune lik(‘ this? 
What are you going to do then? One district of Myinensingh is going 
to be divided into three districts, and 1 have Ix^en told by a gentleman 
who is a resident of Myinensingh that the di.stance of one of the distihds 
from the other is only 4 hours’ journey by rail, that from Jamaliiur to 
Myimuisingli it is only about 4 hours’ journey. What is, then, the 
iiecessity of incurring this large expenditure wlnui you know that you 
I an go to the headquarters within 4 hours? Of course you know also 
tliat Myinensingh has now a netw’ork of railways, i^'ormerly it was no 
doubt very inconvenient for the j)eople of the miifassal to go to the 
headquarters, but now you have got a network of railways, you have 
got the Dacca-Mymensingh railway, and T tliink a .'•urvey is going to 
be made for a loop line also. Having this coiivenience and this advan- 
tage, I think it is time that the thing oiigld to be put a stop to at once. 
No doubt we are drawing upon our reserves and we shall have 
Bs. 52,00,000 from our net reserve of about four crones of rupees. 
Next year if the Government of India do not make any ade(juate pro- 
vision for us, we shall be forced to impose fresh taxation. Is it projier 
for us to launch this lieavy exjienditure without first knowing what our 
position would be in the near future? Let us see what the Govern- 
ment of India does for us, what additional money is added to our 
income. Ttnless we know that, I think it is not proper that we should 
launch further schemes which would cost aii immense sum of money; and 
is it fair to the public, to the poor, to the masses, that we should launch 
such schemes by which fresh taxation would be unavoidably necessary? 
With these words, I beg to support the motion.

Althoug-h these two hutches of r(‘s(dutions deal specifically only with 
Mymensin^rh and Midnaiiore, it is unfortunately the case that tins 
charu(‘teristic of over‘ 4 *rowth (list in^rnishes other districts in Ben^ml 
also. That is th(‘ answ(‘r to Hai lladlia Cdiaran Pal Bahadurs ar^'*ii- 
ment tliat because Myimmsinf^h is not much bi^pu* than the 24-Par- 
p-anas, wdiy should it be m^cessary to partition itP The truth is that tlu^ 
distri(*ts of the 24-Parpinas, Dacca, Baharpinj, Faridpur, are all, iindiM 
modern conditions, of inconveniemt size, and repirdin^ them* the samp 
committee also made proposals. But it is. of course, obviously im])os- 
sible to undertake chanp\s in six districts at oiK'e, and, therefore, oiii 
jiresent proposals are concerned with two only. But on the merits 
chanp-es in thos(' other districts are eriually justified. 

Now, Sir, what is tlie f^^em^ral position about the partition of dis- 
tricts? We have found aftin* many years’ experience that, in modem 
conditions, some of the district officers’ charj^es in Benpil cannot he 
efficiently and ])ro]ierly run as sinprle units. Whatever may have heen 
the case in tlie past, modern conditions of administration have altered 
the position, and we have a lono’ and consistent testimony from those 
who have been in charp* of the districts, as. well as from a series of 
experiencc'd administrators who have looked into the matter, that, unless 
something can he done to relieve the territorial burden on our officeis. 
the work of these districts cannot he properly supervised. I will reafl 
a (luotation from the District Administration report which puts the farts 
in a nutshell. They say: 

There are certain thingR such as the supervision of the courts, the disposal of 
case-work, of current references and correspondence, the control of existing insti- 
tutions, that, though by no means necessarily constituting the most important 
part of a Collector’s work, yet make the most insistent demand on his time. Thi* 
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class of duties has assumed such proportions that they leave the Collector hardly 
any leisure for other tasks, with the result that the latter, which are often of 
deeper necessity and more essential to the true welfare and advanceinent of the 
people, arc left undone.. We allude to such matters as the stipervisioii of educa- 
tion; i)er8onal intercourse with the people; the collection and assimilation of 
detailed economic, social and i>olitical knowledjj;e, and the elaboration of sihemes 
which require such knowled^^e. The ne^!;lect of these is not so readily apiiarent 
oj so easily discerii<‘d hy an ofht ial inspection ; hut sooner oi lalei some derp- 
seated evil is hound to make its appearance in the administrative orjraiiisation from 
this weakening: of its vital impulse. We have dwelt more particularly on tlu‘ neces- 
Hity for the relief of the Collector, the officer w ith whose functions our reiiort is prin- 
cipally concerned ; but the pressure of the work is almost as K»*eat in the case of 
other officers. The District .Judge is seddom ahh* to visit his outlying courts, and he 
has to rely on the Additional Judge to deal wdth many of the ai>peals that come 
from them; the (hvil Surgeon rarely inspccds a tithe of his nnllying disiuMisanes . 
and the Superintendent of Police has to delegate an undesirahly large ])ortion of his 
authority to an Additional Superintendent, an expedimd to which the ohjj'ctions 
taken in the case oi Additional District Magistrates aiqdy with cfiuul forci*. 


Thai, Sir, coiK'isedy Hinns ii]) the issutvs. The work eaiinot 1)(‘ done, 
while important jiortions of it have n vifal laniring on the inic'n^sis of 
the peofde. To take on<‘ example, — the p^rovvth of villagi' go\ (*rnm(‘nt. 
We hear mtieh ahotii tliat nowadays, and it is a snhjiM t in wliich w(' iwo 
all interest('d. But if village goverimuMit is to be fosti'nnl and (*neonr- 
aged it must be ])ossil)l(‘ for sn]>erior offietM's to giv(‘ sym])at Ind ic btdp 
to these bodies, and if there is a very large nninlu'r of tln’in it is absidnte- 
ly impossible for the (Vdlector to be in tiny sort ot jansonal touch with 
thcMi* members. Iti the abseiu'e ol this stimnlns (‘nthnsiasin will fade 
and the experiment will fail. 

But this same committee were not merely (ontiMit to (‘inphasise the 
difficulties; th(‘V tilso examiiK'd in dtdail various siiggivsl ions, such as 
tlu‘ ap]>ointment of Additional Magistrates, (de., which wmi* advanced 
in different (juarters by way of solution, and th(‘y tiiially^ ari'i\(‘d at a 
very cbuir and speeifie finding, nairudy : 


AVe have, therefore, come to the d(diV)erate conclusion that there is no ohjc(v 
tion of real importance to the partition of unwieldy districts and Hubdivisions, and 
that this is the only real solution of the difficulty. The district and the suhdivi- 
sional boundaries are not sacrosanct, and the sooner this is realisc*d the better. 
These l»o»iTidarieH have been repeatedly altered in tlie ]aiRt. Tn all hrji riches of the 
administration work is daily becoming more lieavy and mort* comph'X wdth the 
increase in population and education; and there is no reason why (fovernrnent 
should hesitate to (Jo now what it has so often done before— to niodif> tlu> ndminis 
trative charges of its officers in such a way that the work w’ill be efficiently p(‘rlormcd 
and the real wants of the people will be met. 


That is a very definite finding, and in the s:ini(‘ pariigrnpli if is 
supported by a remark wbieh has a very disfinef beniing on flu^ argu- 
ment wliicli we have heard io-day, Ibai these changes are not wanted 
by the people. They wrote : — 

There are some others who deny the nec-essity of reducing these lu'avy charges, 
w they have no means of gauging the volume or appreciating the d!fficulti(‘s of the 
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district officer’s work. But the mass of the population entertain no objection 
whatever to the proposals for the partition of districts and subdivisions. In fact, 
they welcome changes which are so obviously undertaken for their own protection 
and for their own convenience. 

The committee admitted that opponition was shown in some cpiarters. 
Obviously that was likely. None of us like change, especially when it 
means ])ariing with old associations and upselting loug-standiiig 
arrangements. But the c()mmitt(‘e said clearly that the opposition came 
mainly from h(;ad(iuart(u\s, where tin* course of life would necessarily lu' 
somewhat disturbed by a modification of boundaries of this kind, how- 
ever little the people at large shared in that feeling. In this particular 
case of Mymeiisingh it is particularly noticeable that the commitiee 
nunarked : — 

The Muhammadans, though somewhat nervous as to the effect of the partition 
uii their numerical position, were decidedly in favour of the measure; and tht>r(' 
were also whole-hearted supporters of the proposal among the Hindu zamindais. 

In fact a considerable rivalry sprung up l>etween outlying c(‘iitns 
as to which should be the headcpiarters of the new districts and su]>- 
di visions. 

So much for the general case, and before T leave this part of the sub- 
jeci I would like to emphasise that tlie question rests on tlie udminls- 
Irative merits to which I am making reference, and not, us Habu Kislioii 
Mohan Chaudhuri would make us believe, on what is known as iix’ 
“ uniest which ]>revailed in Bengal some years ago. The issues arc 
the wider administrative ones which I liave been outlining. 

Now, turning to this particular case of Mymensingh, let us see wli:ii 
the area is with whicli we are dealing. The committee’s description of 
the district is not without interest: — 

It contains five subdivisions, of which the areas vary from 1,822 square miles 
to U85 square miles, and the population from 1,185,330 to 655,295 persons. The 
population of any one of these exceeds the average population of a district in 
most provinces of India. Large areas in the south-east of the district are covered 
with swamps, which the rains convert into wide stretches of water. They are 
intersected by numerous channels, communications are decidedly deficient, roads 
are few and bad, and only one of the subdi visional headquarters is connected 
with Mymensingh by railway. 

The district is doubtless known to many of us, and I think that thi" 
will be accepted as a fair description of this area. That being so, and 
combining these facts with ihe general arguments upon which I have 
touched, I pui it to the Council that there is a strong primd facie case 
relief in this particular instance. Neither can it be said that in applying; 
that relief Government have been unduly precipitate, and this point lius 
a bearing upon the argument which we have heard from Babu Surendra 
Nath Ray, to the effect that ‘‘ When so much expenditure is involvixl, 
why not postixme it — why spend so much money on it now? My answer 
to that is that ihe members who talked in that strain, though urging

Neither can it be said 
that this project has been embarked upon witlumt the fullest consul- 
tation of all interested, and the most complete endeavour to ineet all 
reasonable wishes. Let me just outline some of the more imiiortant 
stages. As I have already .said, this propo.sal was initiated in 187(), when 
it was po,stponed for finaneial rea,sons. It was again examined in 1884, 
wlieii the sohition of a new subdivision was tried. In 1904 it came uii in 
Sir Andrew Fraser’s time and was shelved by the iiartitiou of Bengal. 
The Fastern Bengal and Assam Government took it u)) in 1998, and 
made detailed inquiries which rather came to grief over the inoblem of 
where the headiiuarters of th(‘ new district were to be. Lord t'armii'hael 
took it up tigain in 1912, iniblisbed a resolution detailing 
every argument that wtis relevant, while he himself went to 
the siiot, held coiiferenees, and diseiissed the i>roblem with all the 
leading men. In 191.‘1 the District Administration Coininittee examined 
it, while in 1915 the whole result of previous inquiries was again summa- 
rised in a resolution, opinions were ctdlected, and detailed < lianges were 
made by way of meeting local sentiment to a certain (‘xtent. So we have 
htid a protracted inquiry of some 44 years iirecmling this action which we 
have MOW begun and which we wish to complete in the approaching and 
subse(|uent years. Moreover, in this Council the question has been more 
than once debated in connection with rei'cnt Inidgets, and various resolu- 
tions connected with it have at one time or another bet'ii either lost or 
withdrawn. Therefore, our iiroi>osals are no ha])hazard ha])i>y thoughts, 
hnt are ba.sed upon exbaustive inquiries tind a general consensus of admin- 
istrative opinion that it is exiiedient that this change should he effected. 
.\nd in no respect is it more imiiortant than in that of the District Board. 
Noil-official, chairmen have lately been apiiointed to District Boards, but 
1 say without hesitation that a non-official chairman, who will normally 
find it difficult to spend much time in the mufa.ssal, will find it ah.solutely 
impossible to supervise his subordinates in a district of the urea of Mymen- 
singh. Mr. llopkyns, who was for three years ('ollector of this district 
and is one of our most capable officers, has just told iik* that dining his 
tenure he was not able to visit all his thunas. Now three year.s is rather 
longer than the ordinary time which a District Magistnite remains in one 
district, and if even in that time an energetic officer is not able to visit all 
his outlying thanas, it is unfair to accuse the District Magistiate of not 
exercising efficient supervision. 

There is one' final argument and that is the financial one. I freely 
admit that these partitions of districts are most unfortunately an expen- 
sive remedy, which nobody can regret more than we do. If we could have 
taken them in hand many years before, they could have been done f.>r 
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iijore cheaply than is the case now. That general point is unfortunately 
irue, and it is equally true that the bill for this particular partition is a 
\ery large one — a matter of some Rs. 73,00,000. But we have already 
cmnnieneed work, and it is only right that ihe Council should clearly 
1 (‘cognise what money we have already s[>ent and lt» wh.il exieni we arc 
coniniitted to ihiy scheme. We have spent about Rs. 7,50,000 on acquir- 
ing laTid, and with minor incidental expenses the total comes U) 
Rs. 7,64,000, whil(‘ we are at the present moment practically committed 
io works in ]>rogr(‘ss in connection with the preparation of the site whi( li 
account for another Rs. 85,(100. Thai is to say, we have already pracli- 
cally sp(*nt nearly Its. 8,50,000 on this scheme. Tin* Council may perha]>s 
say, “ Well, Rs. 8,50,000 is something, but Rs. 73,00,000 is more.’’ That 
also is true. But l(‘t it l)e remembered that if we adopt this jdea of posl- 
])onement, the cost will not go down, it will go iq); and if this change is 
ever to be efTected, then sooner or later we shall have to face the expens( . 
M('n‘ postponem(*nt w ill not afford a solutic^n. The question is wdudlu i 
we are going to give the administration x)f these overgrown districts a fail 
chance at this considtvrable and regiettable cost, or are w’e to cotdiniu* to 
say, as w'e liave for so many years said, ‘‘ We will just carry on as best us 
w(‘ (*an.” Rai Radha Chaian Pal Bahadur has urged that if we postpon(‘ 
this partition it will not bring the administration to a standstill. Th.it 
is true, as obviously the administration has been going on in a way for 
many y(‘ars. But it will mean that the administration will go on umhi 
thoroughly unsat isiactoiy conditions, and it wdll be unfair to complain 
if District Magistrates are unable to exenuse the suj)ervision for w lnh li 
we ordinarily look to them. 

For these reasons I ])ut it to the C(mncil that the project is very imi)()i* 
taut and fully justifiable, even though costly. 

The motion then being put, a division was taken, with the follow iiifr

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iuiy mills or factories. There are no factories or mills within the area. 
l-'oV the last century and a half of the Rriii.sh connection, clurinp the early 
part of which a considerahle amount of spade work had to ho undertaken 
and carried out, one single districl officer was found to he <nute sufficient 
to cojK- with the work of admini.straf ion. In those days there were no well- 
laid-out Imtrhd and piifr/i roads or csinals and othm' convenient means ol 
communication from one part of Ihe distriefto the other. Within th. 
last twcMity years, however, the a8])e( t of the eritirc' district has hecu 
changed almost out of recofrnition hy the introduction of railways. II 
you look at the map of Midnaiwue you will notice that the confi^Miration 
of the di.s'trict is almost like a circle and the town of Midnapore is at it- 
centre. From this centre radiate railway lines north, -ast, south ami 
west, dividiiifr the district into four scfrments. therehy oiieniiif-- out tin 
entire district and tnakinfr the most dis(:in; and obscure i-arts easd; 
accessible from the district head(|Uaiters. R.'sides this, the whole area of 
the district is covered by a mdwork of well al'oned and lono stretches o 
pima and kuf<,-ho l)i, strict Hoard roads w ith a total mileafre (if 1.498 miles 
including l-ocal Hoard and Union Hoard roads. .\dd to this there is thr 
further facility of c(mimunic!ition8 afforded by three refrular motor set 
vices connectiiiK' the three (•utlyiiif> subdivisions with the nearest railway 
stations. The district officer, tiventy years api, hiid not ii single one of 
these advanlaf-es. The appointment of tin Additional Di.strict Mayristral^ 
W'ith all the ])owers of a district officer has. to liepin w'ith, the practical 
effect of relieving-- the district officer of about 40 per cent, of his dut]e^ 
and this arranp'ement has been workiiifr very satisfactorily for a considet- 
able length of time. Under tbe existinfi: system his connection with tlir 
imjiortant departments of Rcffistration, Fxci.se and I’olice has becotm 
almost nominal. He is no longer tin* District ReKi.str.ir of Midnapoic. 
The apiiointment of a non-official Uhairman of the District Hoaid ha^ 
lelii'ved the district officer of a portion of his lulies. All this has lla' 
necessarv effect of further reduction of his duties. 


The effect of the partition of the district as ju-oitosed by the Henpal 
Government resolution is this. That MidimiKUe sadar would consist ef 
thanas Midnapore, Salbani, Garbhet, Ke.sh]nir and Debra. This has an 
area of 1.07.) square miles and a ])opulation of 414,258. 'I'lie new suli- 
division at .Ihargram would consist of thanas Jharpram, Hinpur and Gopi- 
ballaviuir, with ttn area of l,2d7 square miles and .‘{72,79:5 population, and 
the Ghatal subdivision would cmisi.st of thanas Gliatal, Daspur and Chan- 
drapurkona, with an area of :172 .s(|uaie mile.s and a ])opulation nf 
HO] ,-‘{90. I'his new district of llijli would have its headquarters at 
Kharappur, with the followinp subdivisions; — Hijli, Contai and 
Tamluk. This di,stribution was arrived at after .-.everal intennediai" 
stages, beginninp from 1!)0(). In point of area and poimlation, them 
fore, the two districts would be consider;ibly reduced, and the head- 
quarters of the new district would be only (1 miles off from the old one 
This is about quarter of an hour’s journey by railway. The town of 
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Miflnni)ore is an old one. The Miini(‘i|>ali1y luann^es n second grade 
tollege and has got a (‘haritahle dispensary. The Municipality 

t jis also taken up the water-works scheme' and it is in 
apid progress. The revenues of the' Munici})ality and the District 
toard will be greatly reduced, and it is doubtful whether tlie cost 
:>i upkeep of the existing establishment could be met from them. Tin* 
innual reeiirriiig expenses for the upkeep of the new district would come 
jp to something like Rs. 2,00,000 and the initial ex]K'nsc about 
is. 18,00,000. It administrative efficiency in the truest smisc' of the tenn 
s tlie sti'ongest leason fiom the Government jioint of view, it sc'cms it is 
;li(‘ weakest one from the people’s imint of view. What really is efficient 
dniinistration ? Is it not making the peojde healthier, wealthier, more 
itcrati* and mon* pros]K‘rous, making them fitter and betti'i citizens ^ I 
Link it would redound to the interests of the peo]>lc of llu' place*, if 
nsicad of spending about Ks. 18,00,000 and eaeating anotln'r district, 
he sauK* amount w(*re spent in works of jmblic utility, in sanitation and 
ti other schemes. 

With these few remarks, I beg to move the motion “ that tin* demand 
if Ks. 7,25,000 for the ])artition of Midnaiioii* lx* lefused.” 

The PRESIDENT: This motion and the nuitions that follow

When last, 
le case was taken up in 1918, after the decision of the apjieal in the 
ell-known MidnajKue law suit, a fre«h lesolution wuis issued inviting 
ijections, of which a jdentiful crop was forthcoming. Ihis shows, 
ir, tliat when there was unrest in the district, it was really thought 
?cessary. At last the Distri(*t Administration (’ommiuee said — I 
del to the last portion— that the masses of the ])opulation enteitain 
D objection. At first it wuis said that there wa'ie objections, but tlu’se 
ejections are from interested jiersons (from the zamindars point of 
lew ) — from pleaders and other persons — and the masses of the ]) 0 ]m- 
tion entertain no objection wdiatever to proposals for the partition of 
lese districts and subdivisions and, in fact, they welcome changes 
hich are so obviously undertaken for their own protection and for 
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their own coiivenieiKe. So, it conies to this that, on account of llie 
wishes of the jieople, the idea was orig’inated and seriously taken iij). 
Now if we are satisfied that it was seriously so, then a necessity arises; 
otherwise, I think we are ri^hi in saying that there is no necessity. As 
far as jiossible, we have ascertained the wishes of the lepresentatives 
of the i)eo])l(\ Rai Lalit Mohan Singh Roy Bahadur is there, who is 
ihe representative of the zamindar class, and I am sorry my friend, 
Babii Sarut ('handra Janah is not present on account of some berejivr- 
niont. He was ])iepared to move a resolution as a representative of 
ihe people io say that it is not at all necessary. Babu Satish (^haiidra 
Mukliarji, 1 believe, is here as a rejiresent alive of tlie jieojde, and lie is 
of o])inion that it is not w^anted by the ]>eoi)le. If it is so. Sir, tlion 
th(‘ real ground is gone, and I can sabdy say that Government lias no 
case at all. As 1 sai<l, if it is really necessary for th(* benefit of tin- 
peojile, it can be done. IHiless that necessity is established, we should 
not undertake a costly arrangement like this. It is not a very lighi 
(| nest ion. Lots of money will be required and there is no 

knowing how^ we can meet it. If, on tin' otbei* hand. 

fher(‘ is no necessity, I think this (k)uncil cannot accejit the pro|)osnl 
Here we are as the people’s represen tati vers, and wu* owu^ a duty 
them. As their rejiresentatives wu‘ say that there is no necessity and 
jieople do not want it, and in that view’, if the rejiort of tlie Distiirt 
Administration (-ommittee is w’rong, 1 think there is a stiong case for 
iiitei'ference. Simxily because it wuis taken u]> in recent years mid 
iiioney could not be found for it on aeeount of the shortness of fiMi(h 
— that is no ground wdiy this year it should be taken up. We see no 
Inirry. If the (|U(\stion could be in abeyance for several ycuirs, \n1i,v 
should it not remain in abeyance for another yearP In the meant imr, 
let the wishes of the p(*opl(‘ be useertained. It is not neeessa’v to 

speak much, and J believe the rejireHentatives are anxious to say soiiir- 

thing about it ; so, 1 do not wish to take u]) much time of the Housr 
With these few’ w’ords, I commend the amendment for the aeceptame 
of ihe House. 

Rai MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadur; I consider that 
the lednction of the demand by this amount is necessary. Looking at 
the proposal for the jiartition of ihe district we find that thero is rint 
only the initial cost, but also the recurring cost. Is there any lu'crs- 
sity of incurring this cost? It has been suggested that, as there have 
lieen changes in the condition of the country, there ought to be altcia- 
tion ill the old plan, and, if we consider the question in ihe light of the 
logic of facts, it wHll a])j>ear that the District Magistrates have hern 
given relief from th,e w’ork of the municipalities, district boards 
some other w ork ; they do not now’ exercise some of the power^^ they 
used to do formerly. T ran assert, and with confidence, that the Ik^* 
tri(*t Magistrates nowurdays have less work to do, so this Council ought 
not to approve of a pro|X).sal for the division of the district in order to 
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^rive further relief to the District Magistrate. There is little justitica- 
tion for saying that the work of a District Magistiate is mnv heavy, 
and for administrative convenience there sliould l)e a division of work, 
Mt, instead of one district there should he two. Hut ])leasc reineinhei 
llie fact that with the partition of the district various items of exjHUidi- 
tine of a heavy natuie are involved; we will have to estal)lish colleges 
and other institutions in two different districts and lonsequentl v the 
(•x})ense will be heavy. Is it not, theiefore, necessary to (‘oi.sider at 
the moment whether there is any ne(‘essity for the division of the dis- 
tii(d y T find that nowadays it is the policy of (lovernment to divide 
districts, and many districts have Ihumi divided, witli the result that we 
are fa^^ed with a financial crisis. We havt* now got a network of ri'ads, 
lailways and motor services, and I think tliere is little nect‘ssity for 
jiiirtitioning the district at piesent. I ask tin* Gouncil to considei’ 
whether it is necessary to spemd s(*veral lakhs of rupees in building 
court-houses and the like in a place whicli is not very far off fiom the 
picsent liead(jUarteis. On tinaiu ial grounds also 1 am op]»osi\l to the 
sclieme of partition, and 1 tliink it should be ])ost])oneiI. Of ci'Uise, 
in view of the diffieulties involved in the administration of a big dis- 
trict, it may be necessary to divide it, but tin* ]xu)ple at large are 
opiiosed to the judicy which tlie Government had liitheito adoptiul. 
Now, Sir, what is meant by “administrative con venienct* If it 
ni(‘ans that the offieei in cliarge of a district should be given relief, I 
suhniit that that relief has already been given, and it would be ca-n- 
sideieil as an act of injustice by the tax-jiayers ol Bengal it this 
Its.

Rai LALIT MOHAN SINGH ROY Bahadur: 1 leal 11 from the Bengal 
Aduiinisti ation Keport, 1914-15, that the proposal “ for the [lartition 
of Mubiapore foi’ ladder administration of the district was, for a 
long tineq under the consideration of the Goveiiimcnt of Bengal. In 
1914, tlic Bengal Government drew uj> a scheme ami snhmilted it lor 
public criticism. At last, a revised scheme was drawn ii]> in accoid- 
unct‘ with the recommendations of the District Administration ( om- 
inittee. Acctndijig to the new scheim*, the district ol Midmipore was 
]>roj>osed to be divided into two portions, Midnapore projiei witli its 
lieadquarters at Midnaixire, and Hijli with its headtinarters ver\ neai 
Khaiagpur. The two districts would he oi nearly eiiual size, the ]miJ)u- 
lation. of Midnapore will be a little more than ten laklis and that ol 
Hijli a little more than seventeen lakhs. 

According to the scheme, the district is to be divided hy a straight 
line drawn west of Midnapore. 1 narrate all these only to draw alten- 
tioii to the fart that m this scheme, no regard has lieen paid to the soc lal, 
economical and political condition of the ptniple. It is sim])ly a straight 
line, which will divide one portion of the people froiii another, tied 
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down together by bonds of relttlion.<)hip, ties of affection, from time 
immemorial. Midnapore, Sir, is a district, the mention of which can he 
ouud 111 our oldest .sY/.st/m. The solidarity of the district has remained 
iiila.’t, (hrmigh Mnimi.s chiiiJKe.s and calamities. l)ynu.sties after dynas- 
ties have nsen and iallen on the Iniiierial throne of Delhi, but Midnu- 
pore retained its unity, its soli.hirity; lample were never separated, 
ilu! iiartitioii will make a new move in their social affairs. 

The villages in this country, still love their villages, their castes 
and creeds. Their .sweet sleep will be disturlied when they will hem 
that some of their relatives have been separated and have been placed 
under a sejiarato administration. The idea of toleration, though Tue- 
senl among- the educated community, can scarcely be found among- the 
1 itfi.iti, mass. J he .sejiaration will iiicrca.se their ignorance, and will 
cause them to be enveloi^d with isolation. We know. Sir, our i.ronun- 
ciauon varies from district to district, the language of one distri, I 
difiers irom the language of its neighbouring district. The customs 
also differ from one district to another. Under these circumstances 
the creation of a new district, 1 fear, would lea.l to deterioration ami 
total isolation. Me want now that |>eople should get i>ractical political 
training-, but, instmid of that, they will be thrown back into isolation 
and (lurkneHs. 

Ihe iirojiosal conims from the Government for the better adminis- 
tration of the district. Now, 1 think, the days of i.uternal Government 
have ended, the mseate dawn of i)oi>ular Government is peejiing- tlirougli 
the horizon. M'e have been granted almost universal suffrage. M’c 
have our representatives in the Couiiml and even our own men in the 
Government. I think, therefore, before procee.ling into the matter, 
the ()uestion must be put to the iieople. Their o])inious must be invited 
and they should be asked to participate with us in the question. But’ 
if they as a body reiiudiate the Government’s proposal and refuse to lie 
favoured with the boon promised, is it not fair. Sir, that we should 
IKinder over the matter, and should hesitate a little? 

It is alleged that Midnai>ore requires a “better administration.” 
But Ihe i>eople are not dissatistied under the jiresent .system The pro 
sent system is certainly not a bad one. It is not warranted,' so at least 
appears from the Police reports or the reimrts of other deimtments. 
Ihe pre.sent admiiustratiou of the district, on the other hand, has 
worked successfully well to the prosiierity and happiness of the people 
for the la.st one hundred and fifty years, since Midnaimre came undci 
British rule. Midnapore has got a brilliant roll of district officers. 

It includes the names of Sir Henry Harrison, Sir Henry Cotton Sir 
Charles Stevenson Moore, (’. ,7. Faulder, R. C. Dutt, H.' Lee, W. II. 
^ight, C. 11. Bompas, Sir John Gumming, the Hon’ble Sir Henrv 
Wheeler and the Hon’ble Mr. J. H. Kerr, all worthy members of the 
Indian Civil Service. In those days, the duties of the District Magis- 
txate were very complex. Besides the general administration, they had 
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to manage 12 ward estates with the assistunee of a commoTi manager 
only, they had to guide and shape the iH)li(y ol a district hotird with an 
annual income of Rs. 11 laklis, and tliey had also to attend to the disturh- 
ances and the riots of the Indigo j)lantation under M(*ssrs. \^’atson ^ 
(\). In addition to all these duties, th(‘ lIoiThh* Mr. Kmi, when lu‘ 
was the District Officer of this district, in 1904-05, was also in charge 
of the settlement oi)erations. Now, Sir, 1 want to draw attention to 
another point, ecpially weighty, which uccmIs our serious (‘onsidcuat ion. 
The Midnapore of to-day is not th(‘ Mi<lnajK>rt* of the lOth (enturv. 
Kven in the first decade of the |)r(‘s(Mit c(*nturv, there weit‘ teu facili- 
ties for communication; ofticers had to go (‘ither hy steannus or hy 
(‘ountry boats. 'They had to tiavcd in tlu‘ interior either in a liamhoo 
cart or in a tumtum. It took 14 hours to reach Midna]>o]‘(*. In the 
course of thi‘s(‘ years, communication has maivellously been (imckeinnl; 
railways and motoi- services can always la* had which fac ilitate* a quick 
and easy journey. 

Now, Sii', Midnapore prospered w(‘Il, the Distiiet OHicers managed 
tin* district elliciently witli the lu‘lp of one Joint Mag'istiate ami a few 
Deputies only. They nc'vi'r thought of partition, though thi*y had 
numerous i(*sjH)nsil)h‘ duties to j>eiform, though they had to undergo 
seiious hardshi])s and many inconveniences during the time of trjivel- 
ling, in jKoforming their sup(*iinl(‘nding duties. 

At i)iesent, the District Oihet*!' of Midna]>ore has been i(*lievc*d of tlie 
duties of the Ghaiinian of tin* District Hoaid. The district has now l)e(*n 
])rovided with a quick(‘r modi* of transport. (dnlei' these improved con- 
ditions, what has happened that we have giown imi)atient for the 
])artitlon. Sir, 1 admit that partition has heconn* a fasiiion of tin* day, 
since 19()tJ wc* have se(‘n many ])artitions and s(‘\t‘ral I'edistril-ut ion of 
territoiies, both witli good and disastrous lesults. If the Governm(‘nt 
is anxious to fcdlow the fashion tln‘n there can he ijo argunnmt against 
H ; or t*lse, we must consi(h*r the (juestion carefully, must consult jaihlic 
opinion l)(*for(‘ we conn* to a conclusion. 1 want to j)r(*ss the fact a 
little for the j'ec'onsideiiition of the Government, even though it he a 
settled fac t, as we know, that the selth'd fac t of the j)artition ol Bengal 
was favourably disiKised of, when the cause was vehemently urged by 
the public. 

When the partition cd the district was proposed in 1914, theie was 
no idea of transferring the duties of the Distric t Board to a non-olii- 
cial Chairman, Since then, the circumstanc'es have changed a good 
deal. Still, if w^e be kdd that the duties of the Magistrate have enor- 
mously increased, 1 suggest that the desired end can be attainecl, 
some of the sui>erfluous duties of the Magistrate be entrusted to the 
ItUnds of two Assistant Magistrates, instead of one. Tlie Administra- 
tion Report says that one District Judge will continue to deal with 
cases from both the districts. Is it proiier, >Sir, to divide the district, 
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l*f^cau.se H is alleged that the .luties of the Magistrate alone have in- 
(leased am is it not advisable to reach the desired goal, as 1 have 
suggested, by creating the post of one more Assistant Magistrate 
instead ot dividing the district into two. 

One thing may be put that we have far a.lvanced into (he matter- 
we have beg-im the huihhnK operatioii.s already. Yes, J think it will 
not be very dithcuK for us to dispose of them or even to u.ake a good 
bargain out of them in the face of brisk s,,eculation in land and in build- 

11 we see the other side of this ijiiestion, we find that the jH'ople of 
Midnapore do not want the imrtition is jilain. I l.ave been reiiuested to 
move this motion by many of them. The zainindars also do not like (lo- 
scheme.

It is also not a question ot a particular distrii-t, that the roiincil 
should remain cal ous. I call it a national one. We are threatened 
with a huge deficit, we do not know how to make it up. We have been 
assured of the good intentions of the Government of Tmlia to reconsider 
our naucinl iiuestion. But in the meantime, so long as we do not eet 
any real help, I think it will be injudicious on our part to increase the 
reeurnng expenditure and thereby making the road more broad to a 
hnamnal crisis Ihe proposal of this jiartition, we are told, was foi- a 
long time under the (ainsnieration of the Government. It w-is form 
ally submitted for ,,ublic criticism in lf)14-15 and then remained for 
some time unrealised.

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Babu 8URENDRA NATH MULLICK: We are not convineed thi,t 
any case lias bec*n made out for the iiartition. The partition of a dis- 
iriet and things of that kind slunihl not he undertaken by (ifovernment 
unless there is real need for it. ft is not fioin any jioint of adminis- 
(lative ziil that things like these should Ih‘ rallied on. So far as dis- 
trict administi ation is conceined, anyliody who lias got any knowledge* 
oi e.xpeiience of tlu‘ matter will Immi* me out tJiat nowadays Distiid 
Magistrates of the most im|>ortant districts have Ikhmi considerably 
reli(‘ved of their work by having new Additional District Magistrates 
])ut in for important districts, who do all the criminal, aiijiellate and 
r(‘visional work. That is a very heavy amount of work indeed. Befoie 
the Magistrat(*s had to work at (d)urt, hear cases and lli.ui write out 
judgments at hoiiu*, whicli took a considerabh‘ jioition of their time, 
and theie was then the Distiict Board also. Now, in almost c‘vei\ 
ini]K)rtant district, the Distiict ^lagistrati* is lio longm* the (diairman, 
and, as such, he lias been relievcal totally of iierforming tin* duties of 
the District Boai’d , as as of looking after the did ails of the maiiage- 
intuit of the Board. riu*n, tln*rt‘ are several dejiartniioits in whicli 
important work has been taken away from tlnon, such as Kxidse, 
Registration, cdc. 1'en years ago, I know of Distiict Magistrates sit- 
ting here*, who had to do an amount ol work, which (•aiinot lx* com- 
par(‘d with wdiat his succt‘ssois of tin* ]>r(‘sent da> arc* called upon to 
do. In sjnte cd this, if any jiroposal is put before* us of subdividing 
a district, 1 am sure* a very strong case must be* made out by the (lov- 
ernme*nt. The (juestion is whether in the e'tise* of Midnajiore, any such 
case has been made out. D]! till now, all that we have heard in con- 
nection wdth this matter is not at all convinc ing. ( )ver and above this, 
there is the* fact that Midnapore is not an outlying district ; it is e iily 
JA hours from (Vileutta. No administrative difiic*ulties or anything of 
that descrijition are likely to arise, for which it is ncc*essary that the* 
district should now lx* }>artitione‘cl. Talking from a general jioint of 
viewy, no case' has bec*n made out at all for the partition of this district. 

(inning to tlie particular point, I must say that 1 c*ondemn these 
brick and mortar activities of new work in a year wlien we are about 
Bs. 2A crores in defic it. Ordinary common sense dic*tates that we must cut 
our coat acc*ording to our i*loth. This deficit is going to be clironie, 

w’^hetheu* anybody admits it or not, it does not matter. Unless and 

until w^e can lind out other sources of revenue to supplement our pre- 
sent resourc es, there is no c|uestion that this deficit is going to be chronic, 
and the only alternative is that next year w^e shall have to find more 
money in taxes. Because this is the first year of a new era; that is 
the reason why taxes have not lieen i)ro|M)sed, but anybody, who has 
got sense enough to understand things, knows very well that next year 
we wdll have to introduce taxes, if we wuint to avoid a chronic 

deficit. There is no ciiiestion about that. Is it not, therefore, high 

time that we should consider how to avoid this deficit as beat as we 
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can, or how to reduce that deficit? It is uol works of ordinary admin- 
istrative efficiency that I am j^oin^* to stand aoainst, it is not money 
voted for medical works or for ajifricultuial imj>rovemcnt or tilings of 
that kind; hut money huiied in hrick and mortar is certainiy some- 
thing* we can very well consistently o])jm)sc. So long as our tinaiu ial 
position is not hoiadul, we shall not l(»se, in any way it we wait. If it 
IS advisable to consider things and not hurry thcun on ('U oui* side, it is 
inucdi more so on the ])art of the (lovcunnumt not to |>ush on with their 
ideas with all the that they possibly can. 1 do not think this is at 
all necessary; they must help us, and try to sev whetluM wc could be 
in a better jmsition financially, and givc‘ up unnecessary ex juMnliture. 
There are one or two items on th(» agenda on which I might have to say 
the same thing. Idien, again, if you divide thc^ district into two, wliat 
is the result ? You wdll have to s]>end about Its. ‘JO. 00,000 cr 
Its. 25,00,000 on capital works, on rec urring charges, wc' must s])end 
over Hs. 2,50,000. Well, what is the good of wastijig all this money 
in a WHjrk of this nature*, wdu‘n you can bless eveiybody by at least 
dc'voting half of that on tcndinical oi* industrial institutions oi* evc'ii cm 
educatio7i or somcOhing of that sort ‘r" You w ill g(‘t everybody’s bh‘ss- 
ing, you wull be doing something good and usi‘lul, fo! which (‘ven in 
the ])resent distressed condition of our fi?iances, theic* will he some 
justification. Do not ]>r(*ss your point too hard; no (iov(‘rnmen I , how- 
evei mighty, has the* right t(» do so without any ahsolulc* justification, 
bnless your sch(‘nH\s are modc'iatc* and leasonable, no ( iovc*rnm(*nt , 
h()W(*ver mighty, ought to i)ush things to tin* bittc*) c xtjenn*. 

With these obsei vat ions, 1 would ask the House to reject this large 
and unnec’essary giant that has heen ask(*d ioi , ic>r the paiiition oi the 
district of Midnai>ore, and for which no case* has he(*n made* out. 


Mr. 8YED NA8IM ALI: 1 rise to oj)i)ose this motion and, in doing so 
J beg to point out that the memlmrs, w ho have siioken in sui>i>ort of this 
resedution, have* said again and again that it is tin* wish of tin* people that 
this }>artition of Midna])orc‘ sliould not be etlect(‘d. 1 do not know 
wdiether the members of the House, wlio have suj»j)orted this ifsolution, 
liave ever been to the interior of the district. I do not knovc whether the 
members have visited, sa> , the Naiidigram tliana in the lamluk sub- 
division. It is vei’N* eas\' to say and statc^ betorc* the (oum il what the 
wdshes of the people are that the partition should not be ctlec tcsl. 1 was 
a candidate for election for the Hurd wan South Muhamma- 
dan area, which coinpnses the districts of Howrah, Hooghly and Midna- 
IKire. I tried my best to inform my voters that I would stand as a 
candidate, and, when I tried to find out means of communication, 1 found 
it was impijssible to inform my voters that an election would take phwe 
and that they had the right to vote. It is sucli a huge district, ahsolutely 
without means of conveyance, and, if any member takes the trouble to go 
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into tlie interior of the distriet, he will find that it will take three or four 
days to ffo from one thanu to another. That is how the district stands. 

It has been said by iny learned friend Habu Surendra Nath Ray, that 
theie i.s a netwoi'k ot roail.s, l utchu and pticca. I do not know how he has 
ffot this infomiatioji. It he would take the trouble of {joinjr and seeinff 
what these roads are like, and how ditticult the people are finding it to go 
from one part ol the district to another, he would change his opinion at 
once, and he would say the sooner this partition is carried out, th(‘ better. 
11 a man wants t(» file an uj>peal from the judgment of the Munsif of 
Ghatal before the District Judge of Midnapore, he will have to leave Gha- 
tul at 4 o clock in the morning, take the Ghatal steamer going to Rola- 
ghat, which means a journey of about six hours, and if the tides are against 
him, sometimes he is stranded on the shores of the Ruimarain river. If 
lie succeeds in getting the train to Kharagimr, he will have to take 
another train to go to Midnai>ore, so that it would mean— 1 put it as a mat- 
ter of personal experience — that it would be imimssible to do any judicial 
work in connection with the matter of his appeal, if these two districts still 
remain one, and are not divided and siiffiiuent facilities for conveyance 
and building roads and other public works are not given effect to at once. 

1 thought that the gentlemaii who has been retuiiied from the Burd- 
waii Division, South, Mr. Zahid Suhrawardy, would have .said .something 
on this matter becau.se lie is a representative of the rural Muhammadans 
of Midiiaiiore. Balm Sarat (,'handra Janali and Raja Maniloll Singh

come from Midnapore. 


Mr. SYED NASiM ALI: They represent only a certajn section of the 
people ot Midnapore. Balm Sarat Cliandra Janah reiireseiits only one 
portion of the district. Whereas in MidnajKiie, if a Muhammadan 
w’anted to be returned, he has got to secure votes from the entire di.s- 
trict, and it is the Muhammadan candidate who can really tell the House 
what the difficulties are, even of informing the voters of their right to 
vote and the date thereof. 


Babii Sarat Cliandra Janah, of eourse, found it very easy, because he 
reinesented only the southern ]iortion of the district. But one, who has 
got to look to the entire district for votes, has to face many difficulties. 

Gomiiig to police administration, what do we find? There is one 
thana, I believe, for the eastern extremity of the district, that is 
for the .side of the Ruiiiiaii.in river. Any gentleman who has got any idea 
of the place will find that villages beginning from the western bank of 
the Rupnarain river up to the middle portion of the Ghatal subdivision 
are under one thana, and it is at Daspur. What is the result'^ If anv 
occiiiTence takes place, say, in one of these villages near the Rupnarain 
river, and if the jiolice are to be informed, it will take about 8 hours to 
inform them. If a man is killed by snake-bite or poison, before the police 
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can be informed, the dead body gets decnnijmsed. These are the prartiral 
difficulties. One of the movers said that he has ^ot mawy friends and 
relations in Midnapore. On the other hand, tlioup^h 1 have been elected 
to represent the district, 1 belong’ to tlie Howrah district; 1 livt‘ on tlie 
borders of the Rupnarain river; niy friends and itdations mostly come 
from Midnapore district, and I have been to them, and 1 know tlnit all 
desire that really such a bi^' area should not he there, Imt divid(‘d into two 
so that the administration ini^ht be more* com])h‘t(‘ and ellec tivc.

from the district authorities, foi* judicial and other ])ubli(‘ work, they 
have g’ot to go to the head(juarters, and thendon' th(‘ iKNuhjuarters must 
be situated in such a way that they (‘an afford sufficient facilities to all 
the peojde. No doubt it is trm* that a (‘ertain se(‘tion oi tin* ]>(‘oj)lc will 
feel much inconveuien(‘e. 1 mean tin* landholders and the lawyfus. We 
all know that when the (juestion of th(‘ transfer of judicial ])ow(ms from 
Hoop*hly to Howrah was discussed, certain ]>eo]de who had vested inter- 
ests at stake opj)osed, and opposes to the last, this transfer. Idle 
Howrah people were successful, and T do not know wind her 
a similar movement is ^oing on. It has been said in dis- 
cussing this matter that because our financial condition is had, it 
sliould be postponed. This will mean shelvinp the (pn^stion, if no ^jj-cant 
is made. I believe all these arp^uments are Ixdn^ put forward in the name 
of economy. There is a c(‘rtain class of peo])lc who have* n-ot lar^*!' landed 
interests at stake at MidnajKire; they will suffer no doubt, and it will be 
to their interests to o])lM)se this. Tln‘n, tlnuc* arc tin* lawycis, who have 
pot some sort of jiracdicc there, and many of them jierhaps vould not like 
to shift to the new district, where, it may be, iln'y may not hav(‘ tlie same 
amount of pracdice or they would not earn the same amount of 
money if the district wen* jiartitioned. Mi'inbeis, whih*, d(*cid- 
inp this, should kindly consider that it is not to the int(*r(‘st of \ ])ai ticular 
class of the people, but it is to the interest of tin* jieople as a whole, that 
this partition should be carried out. 

Now, Sir, looking to the southern paid of the distnd t, there are villages 
at Hijli, (yontai and other important ]daces. If tin* representa- 
tive of the Landlndders’ Association — 1 do not know whether this gentle, 
man has ever been to the mufassal — had consulted the wishes of the 
people, then, he would have at once found that those peoph* who an* liv- 
ing in the southern ])art of the district would wish this partition, so that 
they could have headquarters somewhere else, closer to them as it is too 
far to go to Midnajwre to have litigation there. 

It has been argued that district administration simydy means the 
appointment of a District Magistrate, and the duties of the District 
Magistrate have been, to a ceitain extent, rediu^ed, because a non-official 
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(chairman has Ix^en appointed. I do not know ^vhether the non-ofti- 
oial f'hairmaii, wlio is a member of this Council, would say anything in 
the matter, but the Cliairman of tlie District Board has also got to say 
whether he can manage such a liuge district as Midnapore eifectively, 
wdiether he can deal with ])ublic works, such as roads, w^ater-w^orks, etc., 
in siicli a ])ig aiea as Midnajiore. As lie lias assumed (’barge 
not very long ago, lu’ lias got some idea of ihe amount of w’ork which the 
( hairman of Uie District Board of MidnajioiT has got to do in connectic^n 
with public mads; thendore, lu* w’ould be in a position to 1(‘ll the Council 
wdiat really this wTirk means. 

I hen, I liave also refcuTed fo the Police, and if any genlleinan wdll go 
to the intfUMor of tin* village's, lu’ w'ill find that it is the universal wnsh of 
the peo]de tliat this is such a lieavy and big district, that it ouglit to be 
jiartitioned, so that the authoHties may b(' able to look to the needs and 
7i(‘cessities of tlie peojile more carefully. 

It has been said that Midnajiore is an agricultural distiict, and there- 
fore it is all the more nec(\ssary that the agricultural inovenu^nt or rather 
the movement for tlu’ advancement of agriculture in this ])articular dis- 
tiict should b(* s]HMUally att(^nd(*(l to bv tlu^ authoritic’s. Tf 
the co-operative movcuiK'ut is to lx* at all ('xtended, and is to b(‘ made a 
success, 1 think, it could not be contested fora moment that we recpiin* a 
smaller arc'a, so that the authoriti(*s in fjuestion may ch'vote more of their 
attention to the wwk. 


Takean^ portion of the adjiministration, wlndher ]m)1i(‘(*, judicial, public 
wau-ks, agriculture or education. The members of the Council pcu’haps 
know^ that so tai* as (‘ducat ion is c()nc(‘rn(*d, 1 can s])eak Avith authority 
that so fai as the Muhammadans are concerned, they are very backw’ard. 
So far as the tow n of Midnapore itself is (‘oncerned, it is different. There 
a cei’tain section of the people are w ell <*(lucated, but their interest is con- 
fined within th#‘ limits of the towm itself. So far as the mufassal peojde 
ar(‘ conceriK'd they are practically out of toucli wuth the authorities and 
with the legitimate aspirations of the ]>eo])h‘ in the town. Tn fact 
they ar(* all heading the life of the ancient ixxiple, im-ek, humble and 
innocent of the ways of the w'orld, of the iirogress in the worHl, and, if 
any life is to lie iutr(xluc(‘d into them, into their lives, if any improve- 
ment is to be made in the (condition of the peasantry, or the raiyats, it 
is absolutfdy necessary Biat th(‘ area of administration should be mad(‘ 
smaller and smaller until the amount of wmrk that is growing lanidlv 
can be sufficiently coped wu‘th. * ’ 


BabuNIBARAN CHANDRA DAS CUPTA: At this hour of the day 

I do not want to inflict any siH-ecii upon this Oiuncil. I only want to say 
one thinp, in order to he loffical and consistent. If this House refused 
to allot money for the iiartition of Myrnensinph, which is the largest dis- 
trict 111 Bengal, T think it would not be appropriate for this Council to 
grant money for the partition of the district of Midnapore. 
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With these words I support tin* motion. 

Bdbu 8ARAT CHANDRA MUKHOPADHAYA: 1 am a membt^r 

of ilie South Midnapore non-Muhauima<lan (‘onslituom y, consisting of 
tlie Taiulnk and the (\)Tilai subdivisions, wliicii would form tin* new 
Hijli district. Sir, the mol ion of (lie (fovernnumi io vole a grant of 
Hs. 7,25,000 for the jmrtition of Midna]M)ie means that they have invitcnl 
us to discuss the partition scheme itself. We cannot, noluuly can, 
f)ossibly grant any money to anybody, unless it is satisfactorily estab* 
lished that the cause for wdiicli the mom*y is wanted is a good o?ie. 
Now, Sir, tlie cause is not at all a good om* .ind. for iliat reason I oj>]M)se 
the ^notion and su]>port the amendment. .My grounds aie simph* enougli. 

Firstly, the |MM)])le of the district, zamindais and raiyats, not only 
do not want the partition, but arc* one and all o]>]>osed to it. (iovc*rn- 
ment has decided to effect this |>a!‘tition in s])it(‘ of the* r('|M*!vtc*d pro- 
tests of the* ])eoj)le of the district. Wc* do not at all sc*e the* utility of 
Cleat ing a new district headciuarters within six or sev(‘n mih*s of an 
already existing one, and we look upon it as an ahsolutc'ly unnecc*ssary 
measure*. In the second place*, it will e*ut oft* and bre‘ak asunde‘r old 
associations, ^diii’dly, it will cause* a very gre*at inconvenience and ve'ry 
considerable hardsliii) both to the* ]H‘ople who have* permanent houses 
in the town of Midna]>ore and those wlio are* to atte*nd district head- 
(juarters for business, h'ouithly, it will cause an enormous e*x])endi- 
ture of public mone‘y without aii> e'Oi re*s])onding gain in any way. 

The iirst and the* se*cond gi'ounds are* no doubt to a (*e*itain exte*nt 
sentimental; Vmt theie is absolutely no reason why the sentim(‘nt ol the 
entire district should not be respc'e ted, unle*ss there* are* ve*iy cogent 
grounds to go against it. The third ground is very substantial. It is 
cle*ar that the jmrtition of the* distrie-t will mate*jiallv ie*duce* the import- 
ance and necessarily the* value of j>ropertie‘s ot the town ot Midnapore*. 
Many persons shall have to huild new houses at tin* new distiie t town 
at great cost, especially in the*se* days of high ]>rices. 1 hose* who shall 
have to go to the* n(*w district town for busine*ss shall sutte*i g]e*at mcon- 
venience fe:)r W’ant of ae*commodation loi' a long time to e*ome, / e., until 
the new town is V)uilt and thoroughly elevelope*d. I hen come*', the* 
ejuestion of initial and recurrent e*xpenditure. 1 he building ot the new 
town with its office buildings and epiarters tor officers would (‘iHail a 
heavy initial expenditure. After that the cariving out ot administia- 
tion from tw'o district headejuarte^rs would necessarily reepiire* a large 
increase in the staff, if not practieadly doubling it, causing a ve-i \ ce.n- 
siderable recurrent ex|>enditure. I need hardly me*nti(m that the same* 
difficulty will arise with the Distiiet Hoard. I further understand that 
only the C'ollectorate has so far been ])roi)Osed to be partitioned ar*d not 
the judiciary of Midnapore. This means a very great hardship iijion 
the landlords and litigants, who will be obliged to set up two different 
establishments at two different district headquarters. 
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The reasons given by the Government to justify the partition nro 
far from convincing. Broadly sj)eaking the decision of the Government 
IS Itased on so-called administrative efficiency or, plainly speaking, 
what (.TOvernnHUj t says ns tins: “ The district is too big to be pro2)erlv 
administered from one centre.” But a careful examination will show 
the tnlility ol this. No doubt Midnapore, with its area of nearly 32, GOO 
square miles and a jxqailalion of nearly 2, 800,000, is j)erhaps the second 
distiicl ill Bengal. But that by its(‘lf does not show* that il 
cannot b(‘ administered fiom on(‘ c(‘ntie or that the adminisl rati\ c 
machinery wdll improve in any way. As a matter of fact, a resjiectabh' 
portion of th(‘ piestmt Sadar subdivision of Midna])ore is jungh' mahals 
entailing no gr(‘at admin istratna* inconvenience to anybody. I'urthcr, 
the lu *a VI ness oi woik, winch has laaoi sup])osed to be tlu' root-caust* 
of this decision, has never b(*en comjvlained of }>y any District Magis- 
trate— I go further and beg to point out that the llon’ble Mr. Kerr. 
wluMi he was our Distiict Magistrate for a pndty long time, wars 
oiaginally oi ojiinion that the partition of the district was not neces- 
sary. I do not deny that owdng to gradual expansion in e\(‘ry waiv the 
works of (‘ver\ dejiaitnuMit have gradually increased to a considfuable 
degree. But side by side w-ith this it must be considered that the means 
of communication liave impioved immensely. District Officers can 
now' reach subdivisional h(‘ad(juarters and the greater part of the district 
ill less than half th(‘ time that th(‘y leijuired twenty-five years ago. 
Furthermore, gradual d(‘centralization has lelieved the District Officers 
of a considerable ]>art of their duties. The ai)})ointment of a non-offi- 
cial (diairmaii for the District ]foai‘d, the transfer of tlie major ])ortir)Ti 
of the Arms and Incom(*-tax Dejiartments to Subdivisional Offi<*ers ami 
the a]>point nient of an Additional Distiict Magistrate hav(‘ consider- 
ably reduced tlu’ w’ork ol the District t )ffi(*ers. Fnder such circum- 
stances it is absurd to contend tliat the district, as it is, is too big for 
administration. There are many smaller districts in Bengal. It can- 
not be shown that the administration oi the smallest district is in any 
way more efficient than this district. Lastly, even after the announce- 
ment of partition, the Government have spmit large sums of moiu‘y in 
constructing huge and substantial buildings for the Collectorate, and 
the hospital, and the waterworks scdieme is also proceeding apace at 
an enormous cost.. All this will sooner or later come to useless exiiendi- 
ture, if the partition takes effect, for the old towui of Midnapore, after 
partition, is found to lose its i>resent imjKirtance. I had a talk with 
the late lamented Raja of Nnrajole, who reju'esented the North Midna- 
pore constituency and had a very big zamindari in the district. He 
w’as strongly of ojiinion that the distiict should not be jiartitioned. 

The last s[)eaker has said that a man going to file an ap])eal at Ghatal 
is generally put to considerable diffi(*ulty in going a long way ; but the 
proposed partition will not in any way imx>rove the situation. Ghatal 
will remain within the apiiellate jurisdiction of Midnapore, as it is now . 
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He further said that Naiidigram tluum of the Conlai subdivision is at 
a great distance from the sadar town; but the Nantligrain thaiia and 
the Contai subdivision, according to the new ])lan, fall within the jiir- 
isdiction of the Hijli district; so the change will not improve the situa- 
tion in any way. The litigant public will feel additional dilhculty in 
coming to a new place where they will find no shelter for their witnesses 
and other men. For these reasons I support the motion that the demand 
he refused. 

Th6 Hon^ble Mr, KERR: As the last si)eaker has referred to my 
opinion, may I have your permission to make a }Husonal ex])lanation ? 

He has said that when I was (collector of Midna|M)re, I did not con- 
sider the partition of the district to l)e necessary. 1 am at a loss to 
understand how^ such a misconception can liave arisen. When I first 
went to Midnapore. there was a scheme before the public for creating a 
new district with Contai as its head(iuarters. 1 opposed that sclieme, 
because I did not believe that it would be for the convenience of the 
inhabitants of the district. But I took a considerable j)art in 

working out the i)resent sclieme and 1 have always suiipoited it both 
when I was Collector of Midnapore and subseijuently. 

Mr, H, 8. 8UHRAWARDY: 1 do not know what magnificent 

buildings will crumble into dust if this motion is carried, or what 

grandiose plans will come to rack and ruin if w(‘ decide that Midmipore 
should not be partitioned. I do not know (*ven how ])ovverfiil and convin- 
cing will be the arguments that will be advanc(*d by the lloirble Mem- 
ber in charge to show' us that w^e are wuong. But wdiat 1 do know 
is this: that in spite of the statement of a membei' of this 

Council, the i>eople of Midnapore do not want the jiaitition (hear, 
hear). I believe that it is embodied in the District Administration 
Committee's report (and 1 am sure that the llon’ble Member in charge 
will produce it in due course) that the jieople of Midnapon* wdth (>re 
voice have proclaimed against the partition, that representations after 
representations have been made to Government by the jieople against 
the partition. I trust that this argument ought to weigh with tliis 
Council considerably, when they come finally to decide wdiether they 
should vote a grant against the wdshes of the people. I do not really 
wish to waste the time of the Council in dealing wdth the arguments of 
Mr. Syed Nasim Ali, which, with due deference to him, 1 consider to 
be futile. He has said that a person has to travel (S miles to go to 
a thana if he wishes to get hold of a constable; and the remedy, he says, 
lies in the partition and in creating more district officers. He has said 
that litigants have to travel great distances to go to Midnapore 
to seek remedy, and that the remedy is to bring litigation to the doors of 
the people and to create more district officers ! If you are to decentralize, 
ftnd d^p^litrali*ation is the only solution of such difficulties, you should 
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not eftect it by creating more diatrici ofticera but by creating more 
thanas and by increaaing the number of subordinate officers of the 
police. We, the peojde of Midnapore, believe that the work of the 
Collector has considerably diminished, and that the Collector, 
with the officers at his disposal, can and should manage the administra- 
tion of the district satisfactorily. For these reasons, I support the 
amendments. 


The Hon’ble Sir HENRY WHEELER; This aeries of resolutions 
is fortunately so closely akin to that with which I have dealt a little while 
ago, that 1 am relieved from th(» task of rei)eaiing the general argu- 
ments which I then advanced as bearing o!i this (question, and I will not 
now attemjd to do so. 

We have heaid with much reiteration the cry that there is no case 
and there is no justification. It all depends on what is meant when 
we say that there is a case and that there is justitication. Sjieakin^^ 
broadly, and putting the case as concisidy as possible, our argument is 
that if it is desired that tliese huge districts should be decently adminis- 
tered, it is (‘ssential to curtail their area, and we rely on the facts con- 
nected witli tluvse districts and the exjieriiuice of a long line of officers 
to establish tli.it contention. 


Maulvi Syed Nasim Ali has fortunately assisted me in r(‘scuing from 
ill-deserved odium tli(‘ much abused words ‘hidministrative efficiency.” 
We use ‘‘administrative efliciencv” as a (‘om ise expression, summing U]) 
a number of things, and T hnv(‘ already referred the (hmiicil to the report 
of the District Administration romniittei* in which they will find pages 
of details and pages of statisti(‘s, exjdaining in what way this matter (d 
partition has a bearing upon general efficiency. To judge hv 
some of the speeches we have heard this afternoon, one would 
have thought that administrative efficiency meant n desire on 
the |)art of the (Government to enable its collectors to go to sleep at 
3 o’clock instead of at 3-30, and that it was merely the personal 
convenience of a few collectors which was at stake. It is curious that 




that belief slunild exi.si, and 1 ean only i‘e])eat that the issues are of a far 
wider ty|)e. T previoush' mentioned the instance of village self-poverri- 
mont, while Maulvi Jfasim Ali has jjiven the examples of education and 
co-operative societies. T.et me pive another example of the often- 
urped needs of sanitation and drainape. Now, sanitation and drainapr 
schemes do not fall from Heaven. In this province, they involve, pro- 
blems of preat difhculty, technically and otherwise, and they involve 
problems of .some complexity in the reconciliation of conflicting intereslf 
and in petting those concerned to see the advantage of the financial sacri- 
fices involved. Now, if an advance is to be made in furthering these 
schemes, it will turn largely on the energy and enthusiasm of parti- 
cular district officers, and if this is to be effective a collector must have 
charge of a district of such a size as will enable him to discover where 
these schemes are needed, and will give him leisure to undertake the 
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propaganda work w^hich will be required if ihey are to be put through. 
That is one more example of what we mean by administrative efficiency ; 
mid, in short, we mean all tlnit we believe to be for the good of the 
people of the district as a whole. On this point, as I have said, I do 
not wish to speak at any length; but 1 would only refer again to one 
jioint upon wdiicli latlier more stress has been laid than in the ease of 
the Mymensingh resolutions. We have heard from several (jiiai ters that 
if we only appoint more AdditioTial Magistrates there will be no necessity 
foi partition. We ai)])oint Additional Magistrates and already w^t* have 
done so, for instance, in Hakarganj, Mymensingli, tlie ‘Jl-lhirganas and 
other districts. Hut may I read in this connection what is the deliberate 
finding of the District Administration Dommitt(*e upon tliat solution? 
They say : — 

The rnetliod of distribution of work between the two oHicers varies preatly in 
different districts, hut one of two things always happens: (other the additional 
magiRtrate sinks to the level of an expensive joint magistrate; or there is a most 
deplorable division of authority, division of knowledge, and division of adminis- 
trative grasp. The whole idt a of “two Kings in Bn'ntford” is foreign to the* re- 
cognised scheme of Indian administration, and we arc satisfiiMl that it surpasses 
the wit of man to conduct this dual system in a satisfactory manner. In fact it 
is the ofiiriion of all who have seen the inner working of the experiment that it 
has been a signal failure. It has (Tented administrative confusion and inefli- 
ciency, without in any way bringing the district officer into closer touch with th© 
people. 

I submit that tlic above verdict of an exj>eri(’uced body like the Dis- 
tinct Administration (nmimittee is w’orlby of tlie considtu'ation of thi^^ 
(4)11 ncil. 

Nowy turning to this ])articular scheme, what is it? Midnapore is 
a Iiug(‘ district of 5,145 scjuare miles, and w itb a jiojuilation of 2,800,000 
people. The pi’oposal, wdiieli tin* (lovernmeiit has mad(‘ and is already 
in the course of execution, is to split this disiri' t in two, leaving the 
head{[uariers of one charge at Midnapore and placing tin* liead(]uarters 
of the other at Hijli. Even granting that tlie division is made, one dis- 
trict wdll have an area of 2,000 ,s(jviare miles and a population of over a 
million, and the other wdll hav(* an area of 2,457 scjuare mihvs and a popu- 
lation of nearly IJ million peojile. In recommendiug this s(4ieme to the 
Government of India in 1917, it was stated:— 

The scheme is the result of careful consideration and discussion which has exten- 
ded over more than ten years. It provides two districts of suitable size with th© 
least possible disturbance of existing arrangements. Three of the existing subdi- 
visions will not he affected at all, and the headquarters of the new district and 
of the new subdivisions are so situatcHl as to he distinctly more convenient of 
access to the inhabitants of the areas concerned than the existing headquarters. 
Compared wdth the remaining districts in the Presidency, the proposed Hijli dis- 
trict will still have a largei^ area than eight districts, while the new Midnar)ore dis- 
trict will b© larger than twelve. In point of population the Midnapore district 
will be larger than eight districts, and the HijH diitrict will be larger than eighteen 
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lhat sums up the proposal, ami I cannot corroborate the assertion of 
the last speaker that the District Administration Committee franklv 
admitted that the whole of Midnapore opinion was against the partition 
On a cursoi^v examination of the papers, I find various remarks pointing 
clearly to the fact that they regarded much of the adverse criticism as 
hc-titious and not representative of the opinion of the district as a whole 
while I have already quoted their general remarks with reference to the 
nature of such opposition and the weight to he attmdied to it. 

As r have explained in tlie ca.se of Mymensingli, this scheme too is 
one of antiquity— of very ivspectahle antiquity. Tlic whole iiroblein 
goes back to LS;f6 I„ administrator amalgamate, I 

the dis ricd of TIijl, with Mi.lnapore; and it is not without significame 
that only (, years later (in 18521 Government wanted to have this un- 
done, while in 1920 we have still not eftV.ted anything. In 1876 Su

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project was, I have said, one oi about Rs. 75 lakhs. This scheme for 

Miditapore, on the estimate of works in progress, is for about Rs. 19 
lakhs — a considerable difference. The reciuring exiauise does not 
moreover amount to Rs. 2 or Rs. 2^ laklis, as has l)een somewhat lightly 
said, but it w^as estimated in 1917 at Rs. 96,000. Tliere is therefore, 
this important difference from the case ot Mymensingli in that the 
})roject is much less expensive, although involving, it is true, a large 
sum. What is the second point of differenced In the case ot Midna- 
pore, we are far more deeply committiHl to tlie scheme than we are in 
the case of Mymensingli, wdiere the expenditure, had been incurred 
mainly on land, and land is always to some extent an assid. The jiosi- 
tio.i heic is different. Here we have actually sjient uj) to March 1920 
nearly Rs. 2 lakhs; and during the current year we shall s]xnKl nc?arly 
Us, 6 laklis — the figure' in the' jninted statement is Rs. 5 lakhs, but 
Ml. Walsh’s latest information points to (>; that is Rs. 8 lakhs in all 
on works, while previenisly in 191 d eir 1914, when we took up the land, 
we' spent another Rs. lakhs. We' are therefore' alre*ady e'.ommitted to 
the' scheme to the' e'xte'iit of semie Rs. 8J lakhs, or prae'tically half the 
total cost involved. If we are now to abandon the se*heine, that money 
will practically all be lost, to say nothing of any further liability before 
work now in progress or emt ein contract e'an be cleised down. 1 cannot 
follow the Rai Bahadui* in his hope that land speculation will i)ersuade 
th(‘ millionaires of (’alcutta te> tide over the situation by securing land 
at fancy prices which, before we ce)vered them witli half completed 
stiuctures, was sal jungle. 

Let me exjdain in detail how the buildings stand. The main build- 
ings ajc the following, and they are at the stages mentioned. The first 
group of buildings, viz., tlu' ciia'uit hou.st*, tin* dak bungalow and three 
sets of quarters, for deputy magistrates and for the deputy siijicrin- 
tendent of police, is (‘omjilete. 1’he collectorate building is well in 
hand and is expected to be finished by Juni' 1921 — and a v(*ry fine 
collectorate it is. I’he jail buildings are expected to be comideted by 
June 1921. On the police buildings work is in progress, and can be 
completed by October 1921. As regards the residences for the district 
magistrate, the joint magistrate, the civil surgeon and the superinten- 
dent of police, the progress is not very satisfactory, but the work is in 
hand and may be finished by September 1921. The remaining build- 
ings are mostly of the category of (piarters, though there is a scheme 
fora new civil court and another for a hospital, w^hich, though desirable, 
18 not immediately essential. As regards the new subdivision of Jhar- 
gram, the last report that we have received shows that the various build- 
ings are under construction and are expected to be completed by the 
31st May 1921. Therefore, we should be in a jiosition actually to open 
this district in the course of the en.suing year. 

In view of the lengthy past history which I have detailed — let alone 
thin mucli abused point of administrative efficiency — and in view of our 
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commitments which 1 have explained, I put it to the Council that it is 
not a business proposition to ask us to drop this scheme at the 
time.

J reg’iet to have to announci* to you the d(‘alh of anotlier memlxu* of this 
Council, Uai Nalinaksha Hasu Hahadur, a i>rominent fi^nire in Hengal 
juditics — one whose oi>inion always (‘arri(Ml wiu'glil vvilli his (‘ountry- 
men. He attended the meeting of this Council held on Wedmvsdav last 
and di(‘d on Sunday afle?' a vtuy short illness. Tht‘ Itai Hahadui was a 
member of the old legislative Council also foi about five years, lb* 
was a holding lawyer in Hurd wan, and was for years the Chairman of 
the Hurdwan Municipality and Vice-(diairman of the District Hoard. 
'I'o his activities in the.st* local bodies the town of Hurdwan owes 
its many works of public utility. Whati‘ver work he undertook, he 
j)ut his whole heart into it. and that was tin* secret of his success, which 
many of us would do well to emulate. He wuis a man of kindly and 
generous disposition, resjiected by all who caim* into contact with him.

Babu INDU BHU8HAN DUTTA moved ‘‘ that the demand for 
Its. 48,000 for acciuisition of land for the District Judg'e’s residence at 
Comilla bt' rtuluced to Its. lb, 000.^^ I move it, because it seenis to me 
that the demand is extravagant and unbusinesslike. When public 
funds are l>eing generously distributed, it would be very natural for 
me to take as mucli as I can for my own town of Comilla, but I cannot 
be so tree when the tax-payers’ money is concerned, and esiK'cially when 
I know that the.se large demands are not at all nece.s.sary for the purpo.se 
of a((|uiriiig laud. I hope this Council will permit me to give s>.jiip 
details about tbe Additional District Judge’s quarters at Comilla. 
1 he Disi riel Judge of (a)milla is a permanent officer but the 
Additional Judge is not. He sits for a certain part of the year at Comilla 
and goes to Chittagong for the rest of the year. Government acquired 
a house for the Additional Judge some years ago for a sum of Rs. 25,000. 
I would request the memlier.s of this Hmi.se to rememhei that the house 
included ground, out-hou.ses, compound and everything. Now, the 
District Judge used to live in a hired house, which was unfortiinatelv 
damaged about a couple of years ago. Since then, he has been living 
in the house meant for the Additional Judge. So, the Additional Judge 
has no house at all. When he comes to Comilla, he has to put up either 
with the Superintendent of Police or the District Magistrate or some 
other officer. Of cour.se, it is very inconvenient, and we certainly feel 
that the Additional Judge should have quarters of his own. Now the 
question is wliether the sum of Rs. 48,000 is necessary for acquiring 
land for the District Judge’s house. I have been in Comilla for several 
years. I have some hou.ses there, and I know that in that town you 
can have one Zigha of land for Rs. 4,000— that is the maximum amount. 
On that calculation, I think we can get 4 bighas of land for Ba. 16,000 
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and T Bubmit to this Council that 4 bi^rbas oug*lit to be quite enough for 
the house of the District Judge. 

Now, to look at it from a busincNss point of view, the present Dis- 
trict Judge gets a salary of Rs. I have (‘onsulted the (hvil List 

and found that generally District Judges get Rs. 2,250 — they do not 
g(‘nerally get more than that. On that cahnilatioii, the District Judge 
would pay Government Rs. 225 per month as house rent, which works 
iit Rs. 2,700 a year. There are business men in this (council and 1 
should like to put this question to them — how much they would invest 
for a house which would give them only Rs. 2,700 a year, including 
repairs, etc.? I submit that wlien Government |)aper is yielding 0 per 
cent., we ought to expect at least 0 per cent, on our outlay. Working 
on that basis, I find that Rs. 4.5.000 ought to lx* (juite enough for l)uild- 
ing, land "and everything foi- tin* District Judg(‘’s hous(*. I should like 
to know if there is any criterion on which the Public* Works Department 
or any other Department, wliich is r(‘s]X)nsil)le for tins woik, mak(*s its 
calculation, when it makes lious(‘s for Government servants. I do not 
suj)j)()se it has got any. If it had, it would certainly not have come for- 
ward with a proj>osal like this — Rs. 48,000 for accpiiring the land and 
probably Rs, 1,00,000 for l)uilding a house lat(*r on. Tins is a sort of 
(‘xtravagance. wdiich this Council cannot allow, and considc'iing the 
fact that the District Judge has, for the last iwo years, b(*en occupying a 
house wdiich cost Government only Rs. 25,000, 1 think it is absurd to 
exj)ect this (Council to vote a grant of Rs. 48,000 for acquiring land for his 
house. There is no ])roi)o.sal for building any liouse this ycsir, tin* ])ro- 
l>o.sal is only for accpiii ing the land. So, 1 submit that no case* has i)een 
made out for a grant of more than Rs. 10,000 for that ])urj)ose. 

Rai JOCENDRA CHUNDER CHOSE Bahadur: When such vc teran 
councillors as Balm Surendra Nath Ray, Maulvi A. K. h'azl-ul Ilacj, 
Babu Kishori Mohan (Miaudhuri and others withdrew’ their amendments, 
and they did so wisely, Babu Indu Bliuslian Dutta should have thought 
tw’ice l)efore pressing his. As reg.'iids accjuisit ion of land, tin* 
Land Accjuisition De])uty t'ollectoi will always give less than the |U'oper 
])rice — 80 my friend need not be anxious al)out that. We all know what 
tlie Land Acquisition Deputy Collector does. 1 know sometliing of 
Comilla. My son-in-law’, who is a D(‘j)uty Magistrate, got transfened 
there some time ago — he is not tiiere now’ — and 1 know what difficulty 
my daughter and my son-in-law' had in getting a house till I had to 
ask Kumar Aroon Chandra Singha to give his hou.se to them. Govern- 
ment servants are always in a very bad way in the mufassal, so far as 
accommodation goes, and Government ought to i)rovide for all of tliem. 

Babu SURENDRA NATH MULLICK: I beg to support this motion 
for the simple reason that an exjienditure of R.s. 48,000 for acquiriiig 
land at Comilla for the Judge’s house seems to be extravagant. 1 do 
not know if in this matter any particular officer is concerned or anybody 
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with a predeliction for playing golf is concerned. 1 think the idea is 
that the occupant of the house would ])hiy golf in his compound, other- 
wise it seems absurd that a sum of Rs. 48,000 should be spent for 
acquiring the land for building a house. I)o bring in motions which are 
reasonable and wc arc bound to sui)port them. If you say that 
Rs. 48,000 is required for acquiring land at Comilla, you would surely 
say that another Rs. 1,50,000 would be reiiuired for the house. Well, 
under those ciicumstaiu^es, we are bound to oppose it. Re reasonable, 
and you can (‘X|)ect our cordial support. That is the way in which 
business oughi to l>e done. Rupetxs 48,000 for ac(iuiring land at 
(h)milla? That would buy, on niy fricMid’s calculation, 12 bighas ol 
land, and you want that for Uie Judge’s ( ompound ^ ISecessarily you 
must kive to build a palatial house theie. Sir, tbeie must be a limit 
even to extra vagaiua*. If you reduce it to a reasonable figure, 1 would 
support it. Rupees lOJlOn would give a judge 1 bighas of land, and ji 
house built on 4 bighas of land would lu‘ (juite enough for the academi- 
cal rei)OS(‘ and cool thinking of a judge and none of his neiglibours will 
be able to look at him wluui he is writing his judgment. If you art* 
reasonable, we are rt‘asonal)le. I (piite apiutuiate Rai Jogendra 
(Uiundei* Ghose Rahadur’s argument that Government servants are pul 
to much trouble over house accommodation in the mufassal, and 1 am 
perfectly willing to give them (juarters, but you inust be reasonable in 
your demand. And if you aie reasonal)l(‘ the matt(‘r (*nds there. 


Babu ANN ADA CHARAN DUTTA: I beg to supimrt the motion. 
Any one who has an idea of the j)rice of land in (a)milla and the neigh- 
bouring districts will certainly have to come to the conclusion that 
Rs. 48,000 will be (juite suliicient for even the (‘om])ound of a prince’^ 
palace, and, if so much is sjumt for the ac(piisition of land, it will bring 
in its train j)erhaps another Rs. 1,50,000 next year, for the erection of 
a building. From what you have seen of a distritd judge 1 may take 
it that he belongs to high society both in England and in India. 1 
have seen the district judges living in (’hittagong, Comilla and Noak- 
hali, but I have never seen tlnun living in houses with a compound 
which should cost Rs. 50,000. The reason, for which Rai Jogendra 
Chunder Ghose Rahadur opposed this motion, seems to be that he must 
have heard something from his deputy magistrate son-in-law, but upon 
the basis of that second-hand or third-hand information an experienced 
councillor like him should not have wasted his breath. 


MEMBER in Charge Of JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT (the Hon’bleSir 

Abd-ur-Rahim): I (juito appreciate tlic difficulties of the mover and 
the other members of this Council who supported his motion. I can 
assure them that tliis figure of Rs. 48,000 does not really represent what 
^we are resolved to give merely for the land required for the residence of 
the District Judge, The figure is taken from an older project. The 
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oilier scheme was to buy what used to be the Collector’s house and that 
was the price for that house. But it was decided afterwards that that 
building was not a suitable one and tlie project was, therefore, given up. 

'I his figure of lls. 48,000 is not going to be spent inendy for the acquisi- 
tion of the land. 1 admit that the entry in the estimates is somewhat 
inappropriate, and I can assure Babu Indu Bhiishan Dutta, as well as 
other members, that we do not mean to spend tin* whoh* sum for acquir- 
ing IL^ bighas of laml for the dudg(‘’s residence. VV^e shall rc(|uire what 
is sufficient for an ordinary residence of thi' District Judg*' and this is 
merely the approximate figure, and only represtuits the juoject we have 
in view. It may be that the whide sum may covei* tiie entire* ci st and 
tlieii we do not projiose to sih'ikI anything moie than what is reijuiied. 
I’heie will be a standing committia* aj)point(*d and that committei* may 
very W(‘ll examine this project. Jl the IIousi* accepts that situation, I 
do not think then* will be any difficulty. We are not hound to spend 
Hs. 48,00(1 only for land foi tin* Judge’s r(‘siden(‘(‘. That is not the 
i(l(‘a. The figure is taken from an older ]>roj(‘ct. It is simply to ])ut 
forward liefori* the House that wi* have* to build quarters for tin* Distriid 
Judge that we have taken that figure* as a sort of approximate figure. 

Babu INDU BHU8HAN DUTTA: May 1 take it that this sum ia 
meant for both the house and the land ? 

The Hon’ble Sir ABD-UR-RAHIM : 1 caTinot commit mysi'lf definite- 
ly. But it is ceHainly not solely for the* jiiirpeiso of buying laml. At 
any rate there will be a standing eommittee*, who will evvamine* this epies- 
tion and ascertain what amount will be required e‘xactly. 

Babu INDU BHU8HAN DUTTA: Can 1 g(‘t an assuraneM* lie)m the 
Hon’ble Member that not more than 4 bighas of land would he reejiiired 
for the House? 

The Hon’ble8ir ABD-UR-RAHIM: It would depend on the* size of tile 
house. It may be more than 4 bighas, but it would not he* anything un- 
reasonable. I can say this, he)weve*r, that the'je is no ide*a eif acejuiring 
12 bighas of land for this pur|>ose. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH MULLICK: I)e)es the Ilem'hle Member 
think that 4 bighas of land are quite emiugh for tlie house of a District 
J udge P 

The Hofl’ble 8ir ABD-UR-RAHIM: Let the matter be examined by 
the committee which is going to Im* apiK)inteel as to what would be 
required, and let the eommittf»e decide. It may be that the owner of the 
property which is sought to be acquired may object to severance. We 
cannot commit ourselves to the exact figure. But I can say that we have 
not committed oiirselve.s to acquiring anything like 12 bighas of land. 
There can be no doubt, however, that it is alisolutely necessarj^ that 
quarters should be built for the District Judge. There is no house at 
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present, which is suitable for his residence, and it is of urgent importance 
that a house should be built. We are quite prepared, however, to have 
this project examined by a standing conimittee. 

Babu INDU BHU8HAN DUTTA: Does not the Hon’ble Member 
think that 4 bighas of land are quite enough for the purpose of building 
a house for ihe District Judged T do not want an assurance from him — 1 
only want his opinion on it, and with that I shall be satisfied. 

The Hon’ble Sir ABD-UR-RAHIM : I think that ordinarily it ought 
to be quite enough. 

Babu INDU BHU8HAN DUTTA: Then I am quite prepared to with- 
draw my motion.

Professor 8. C. MUKHERJI: In viewofcei tain facts which have been 
placed before me, T beg leave to withdraw my motion.

Babu KI8H0RI MOHAN CHAUDHURI: I have recently been to 
Burdwan and I have seen that the work has begun, and the work cannot 
be stopped now. So I beg leave* to withdraw my motion.

Professor 8t C. MUKHERJI moved ” that the demand for Rs. 60,000 
for the construction of a civil court building at Serampore be refused.” 

I beg to press this motion of mine. My information is that the ori- 
ginal intention was to acquire 3 bighas 11 cottas and 12 chittacks of land. 
But by some mysterious process, that is not known to me at least, a house 
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has sprung up, which is meant for the Deputy Superintendent of Police 
and which covers 1 higha 12 cottas of land, leaving now 1 bigha 19 cot- 
tas and 12 chittacks. rerha[)s this plot lias now bet'ii acc[uired by 
Government, and the idea is to construct a civil court building thei*e. I 
had been to the plot and took pains to look into the court ])rt‘inises, and, 
though it was not in an ideal condition, I found it in a habitable condition. 
I am now told by some i)eople — 1 do not know whether they are 
exi^erts or not — that the house is unfit for haliitation. Well, 1 have been 
in Seraippore for over 11 years, and 1 find there are houses th(*re which 
are older than this court house. One of these houses we occuin’ as a 
hostel for our students where ‘fO or f‘15 of them live. So faj‘ as 1 am 
concerned, I am not in a position to say that this house is unfit for 
human liabitation. Dut 1 am not yet (‘onvinced that it is absolutidy neces- 
saiy to build the court house this year. It is going to cost us something 
like Rs. 1,^0,000. We are always told — what is Its. 50,000? — a mere 
drop in the ocean. But these drops go to make the ocean. If every 
time w’e have to give up items simjdy because they are drops in the 
ocean, the accumulated dro])s at the end may mt*an something tangible 
and substantial. If the TTon’ble Member, who is in charge of this 
matter, could show that it is absolutely necessary, or, if he could con- 
vince us that experts have looked into tlie mattiu' and th(‘y are of 
opinion that it is most risky to use this hous(‘ any longer and that it is 
unfit for human habitation, tlnui 1 shall be prepaiiMl to withdraw my 
motion. But till then T think this Rs. 5(1,000 should not be s])ent this 
year. ♦ 


Rai MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadur: 1 1 )i‘g to opjiose the 
motion. For the last 25 years I have been in touch with ih(‘ Seramiiore 
Court as a plead(*r, and I can say that the hous(‘, in which th(‘ courts aie 
located, is in a very bad condition. Th(U*e an* four munsifs courts in 
that house, and one of the munsifs sits in a v(u*y daik room, and another 
occupies a room in the lower storey, which is a very small one. Ihe 
pleaders working in the court find great difficulty in finding a joorn. 

Considerable difficulty was felt and is felt nowadays for tlie accom- 
modation of the judges and the pleaders. A Small Cans(* 1 ouit Judge sits 
in that building and he finds difficulty Viecause there is no coiuloiiahle 
office in which his nitilas can sit. It is foi th(*se reasons that the 
District Judge of Hooghly made an investigation in the matt(*i , and 
years previously a declaration was made tliat a large (luaiitity of land 
was to he acquired. That declaration was not put lietorc (tovcrnuient 
with the result that the matter was not taken ui>. Aloie than bighas 
of land were the subject-mat t(‘r of a<*quisition, out of wbicli a plot of 
land has heen taken for the occupation of the Assistant l)e]>iity Sui)er- 
intendent of Police. Under .such circuinstanccs the mover will he 
pleased to consider wdiether it is desirable to have a court house on a 
proper footing or not. It is the complaint of the j>eople of the locality 
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that there should he a building suitable for the purposes of a court. 
The suitors themselves have no place to ,sit; they aie obliged to go to 
the nearest .sliop for the purjxise of aceommodating tliemselves, when 
it is raining. Consequently tlie matter was taken up by the Collector 
and also by the District .ludge, who, the other day, inspected the place, 
and are of oj)inion that a suitable court house be erected. T submit 
to the members of tlie Council that it is very desiralde— 1 emj)hasise 
the word desira])le — that there ought to be a court liouse there. 
The old })uilding in which the court is now held is not in a go^xl condi- 
tion. It belongs to a juivatc* gentleman, and I know it for certain tliat 
the piivate gentleman is not in a iK)sition to construct a house for court 
purj)oses unless the nuit is incieased. Consecjuently, ditliculty was fell 
by those wvho are in charge of the couit house, and hence communi(‘a- 
tion w^as made w ith Goveijimcnt othcers, who hav(* very kindly taken up 
this matter . 

With these few’ w’ords, 1 oj){)ose the motion. 

The Hon’ble Sir ABD-UR-RAHIM : Th is is a very old project. As 
far back as Sir Andrew’ Fraser’s time he inspected the enurt buildings 
at Serampore, and considered tlnun extremely unsiiital)le. Since tlieii 
attempts have been made to erect suitabh‘ court buildings tliere. The 
strong ()i)inion of the local authorities will be appaient to the Council 
from what the District Judge jdaced on ie(*ord in 10 IG. What be said 
is this : — 

^Thou> 2 ;li 1 am tally alive to the tinaneial siriuj^jency of the (Government owing To 
the war, yet 1 feel constrained to bring to the notice oi the Hon’hle .Judges the mo.s: 
unsatisfaetory or even humiliating state of tilings that has to be snflered for the want 
of a suitable* Government buihling for the* accommodation of the civil courts at 
Serampore*. Sinct> about .*K) years ago, a hireel building has be*en used for the purpo.so 
at a montJily rental of Its. 8(). The Iniildiiig when nuited was an old one, and lins 
sustained <leteriorati()u by Iap.se of time. 'I'lie landlord is extremely reluctant t<> 
keep it in good repair, and, if pressed for il, threatens enhancement of rent. As ro 
other house is available for tlie accommodation of the civil courts, and Governmen: 
is not in a i)ositioii to undertake tin* construction of tliis prcssingly needed building, 
the landlord has at last made up his mind to take advantage of the situation a ml 
has served on me a ileiiiand for rent at lls. 125 a month. The building, if it wen* a 
Government one, iniglit be condemned as unsafe for human habitation. Put in spitr 
of such a condition, it has to l>e retained by us at the mercy of the landlord. Sucli a 
position is simply intolerable and ought not to lie suffered any longer. 

Then theie i.s another very cogent reason w’by this project .should 
not be delayed any longer. The estimate in 1913 was for Ks. 62,840; 
then it was revised in 1915, when it went up to Rs. 1,10,000; and egain 
in 1920 it reached up to Rs. 1,36,000. The longer we delay, the greater 
will be the eost. So I submit to the Council that ibis is a iiiojeC. 
which should be carried out, and ought not to be delayed for a rnonicTit 
at all.. 

The motion was then put and lost.

The Hon’ble 8ir ABD-UR-RAHIM : The iiosition is this: that there 
is no civil court building at present in Asansol, and then* is only (ne 
munsifi. Another munsif has been added, and that officer has to hohl 
his couit in the Subdivisional Office*, which tin* C^iiincil, T am sun*, wi). 
consid(*r is not desirable. Then Asan.sol, as <‘very one knows, has been 
growing very rapidly in inqiortjuice as an industrial c(*ntre. ()m* Rub- 
»ludge and an Assistant Sessions Judge have be(*n posted tli(*re, and it 
is absolutely necessary that thc're should be a ])ro]>(M‘ court building. 
The value* of land is rising there very rapidly, as is natural, it being a 
growing industrial centre, and, if we do not has<<*n the woik, the lesiilt 
will be that we will have to pav much more than we ar«- expeced to 
spend now. The total estimated < (;st of the ])i’oj(*ot i*^ Rs. 1,40,000 and 
land has been accpiired for Rs. 23,721. Tf the ])ro.ject i^ abandoned 
now, thc're can be no doubt that we will have* spond mon* in futuie 
There is really no court loorn for all the civil officers that are stationed 
there. So I must ]U(*ss the Council to fiass this grant. 

The motion was then put and lost.

With reference to this motion I am prepared not to press it if the 
HoD*ble Member in charge will let us know the details of tho work that 

Il seeius to me that a demand of nearlv 
Ks 1,00.000 IS a pood deal too much for havinp an upper storey over 
a buildinp whu'h already exists. It is not as though we are going to 
have a new building altogether. When it is proposed to add one storey 
to the existing building, the sum that has been demanded seems to me 
somewhat (>xtravagunt. If the Ilon’ble Member will be pleased to 
explain to us how it is that such a big amount is wanted, I am perfectly 
I)repare(] not to press the motion. 

The Hon’ble Sir ABD-UR-RAHIM : As regards this we have to 

(ei>end entirely u))on the opinion of experts. All that one can say is 
lat the cost of building here has gone u]) very considerably in the last 
two or three years, and the estimate that has been furnished to us k 
that It will cost Its. P.S.OOO ,o ,,ut up a .sec ond storey over the Snb- 
. udge .s court building tliere. As regards the necessity of it I under- 
stand that there could be no (juestion. The courts are very badly housed 
and there is not room enough for all the Judges that are there. Thei 
want additional accommodation for tlie Additional District Judge and 
two munsifs, and so the entire second storey will be necessary for the 
purpose. But as regards the estimate 1 cannot say anything be^ond 
this, tl.at It IS worked out. 1 take it. by experts, and we have g^.t tc 
rely upon their estimates. We have no other independent means ,d 
arriving at an estimate.

The* cost of maintenance of such n 
house, even at the ver-y low rate of one per e*ent. per year, is Rs. 4,00n. 
Our expenses therefore come* to lie at least Rs. 2S,000 a year. That is 
(certain. Now what are we going te) Inive in return? 1 am told tiad 
it is 10 per cent, of His Lorelship’s salary, wliicli means Rs. 7,2t)t) a 
year. By a simple process erf arithmetie*, though I do not e'laim mudi 
knowledge* in that branch of science, it e-oines to this, that we unde'i’g' 
a net loss of about Rs. 21,000 a year. IJiis is from a business point cl 
vie\v. What do yeni think of it as a business proposition, and ho'V 
have the custodians of public moneyv to deal with a question like tliis. 
1 would ask the House? 
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My third ground agaiunt this demand is that there is no ingeney 
about it.

Althouf'h thfiie may bo some members of this Council who aic 
finding it difiicult to obtain bouses, I think the case of the (Miief Jus- 
tice stands on a somew liat different footing. J'he members of this 
Council and tlie .Ministt’is are men, who aie either residents of IJengal 
or who are already in .service in ileiigal, and they, most of them, have 
been .some time in Calcutta, and they would have hou.ses already, but 
the (Jiief luslici' co7ne.s out from Kngland; his iiosition is very ditferein. 
It is the.se considerations that have induced the (iovernment to build a 
house for the Chief Justice. 


Then as regards the cost; undcuibtedly the cost will be very higli, 
it will amount (o Its. 2,58,001) exclusive of the juice of the land. 'We 
cannot po.ssibly charge the Chief Justice anything like 6 jier cent, of 
this investment, but, if tin- Ilou.se thinks it desirable in the j.ublic inter- 
est, that tlieie should be an otiicial I’esidence for the ( 'liief Justice, then 
I think it ought to be prejiare.l to make .sonit' .saciitice in this connection. 

To niv mind the most cogent consideration why this Council .should 
vote this amount for the construction of this house, is that the ci ntracl 
ffas already beeti placed, we have a.sked Messrs. Martin vV- Co. to build

offendei's and ciiniinals, and it so ha])jH'ns, even, I am told, that tlie 
thana olliceis. wlio go out on investigation work, find it difficult to cariv 
on tlieir work, liccansc' tlicy can get no information from these ]>olire 
sergeants, and tlicir head constables are not always available and clli- 
CK'Jit to lu'l]) in tlie I n vi'st 1 g‘a t loll work; .so that, it .seems to me that this 
outpost system, instead of heing a helji, is rather a hindrance. 

I hen 1 find from tlu' annual rejiort ot the jioliee administration of 
the tciwii of ( aicntta and its snhnihs for th(> year 1!)1!) that it is stated 
that, (luring that year crime increa.sed by about 10, OIK) eases; that shows 
that the outpost system has not been eliicient. Again, I find that tlii' 
old crime of f/oonddisiii has also imreased since lltKi; and it is (pule 
natural that th(‘ otiicers in charge of these onliiosts should not be aide 
tb check //eom/ci.'.in as elliciently as the Indian lns]iee|ors and Siili- 
inspeclors, heeanse, as pointi'd out, I hese .sergeants cannot he exiiected 
to be III toU( h w ith tin' old oflenders and old ('riniinals, wbo have had 
previous con vn t ions, as no record of these jieoph' is kejit at t he otit]io.sls.

When 1 st*nt in my amendment, 1 could hardly guiess that the very | 
jHilicemen for whom tlie ext(*nsion of this hospital was recpiired wotilii 
come forward and support my amendment; but lH‘re, that is pravt ic;ill' 
the case, Perhaiis, it is not unknown to soim* members of this ( outm i!. 
that only lately it was said in the pajiers that a ])etition had l)(*(‘n srri 
to His Excellency the Governor by tin* ]>olice constables of this ( ii)- 
mentioning some of theii- most urtrent ^ri(‘vances and prayinc* Id 
redress. Ainon^^ th(*se grievances, 1 find that there is one about tir’ 
system of being* sent to hosjiital for imui* indisposition. I'hey imuitidi 
in their petition, that they find it very hard that sometinn's for an 'li' 
ness, which they consider to lie no illness at all and for oven 
indis])osition, tht‘y are sent to hosjiital and k(*pt there; that they Inc 
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io lose their pny for ilie days they are kept there; and that their stay in 
]K)8i)ital is far from hein^* aceordino’ to their taste. I'nder tli(‘se eir- 
eumstanees, I think that it would l)e wise to eonsnhu* the system of 
this hospital treatment of jmlieemen liefore we vote foi- anythiii^- for 
an increased exinmclitiire. 

Now, there is another mattei- eonrorm'd with tliis. 1 find that a 
new liospital has just hecui finished at Bhowanipur; and if my informa- 
tion is eorreet, the* hosjiital is not yet o(‘eu]>i(‘d ; l)ul it will shortly ]»e 
occupied. Wlien estimates and pro]M)sals were made for the erc'ction of 
this li()S]>tal, I ”‘ave tliis ciedit to Governmemt, that thf\v cmlainly knc'W 
how much sj>ace would la* i((juir(*d, and how man\ patimiis they were* 
noin*^' to have in this hos])ital for tin* m‘xt hvc years at an\ rate. It 
IS not too much to ask Gov(‘i nmc'iit to hxik ahead hve yeai s; hut I now 
find that h(*fore tliis new hc>>])ital is occu])i(‘d h\’ any single ])atient at 
all, theia* is a pro]>osal imoh* l)(‘foi(‘ this Gouncil hy Govmaiment that 
a laiyt’e sum of niom*y ( Ks. d .S(>,0()()') is r(‘(|uir(‘d foi- ac(|uisilion of othc*!’ 
lands. In addition to tliat, if W(* do make this c'raiit, n(‘\1 yiair I 
sujijiose W(* shall liaA'e a jiroposal foi‘ m‘ai'1y Hs. lO lakh< tor the huildinc’ 
of this ext(‘ndc‘d hospital. I ask this (hmncil — is this fair; is this vGse; 
Is this ])olitic to> ^o on at this rat(* of ex]>(‘nditu]‘(* ? 1 do not know how 

tln'v — I im'aii those rt'sjionsihh* for the* selHom^ — (amid lx* so shoi t si^^ht(*d 
as not to und('rstand as to what theii- reipi irc’ments would hr as r(‘^ar«ls 
this hos])ital. I'h'om the* nature* of the ease*, it s(‘enis to me* that the* 
neea'ssity is not so ^reat. 

Then. 1 liave h(*e*n told that at Dallanda House* some* pati(‘nts are 
now housed. T do not think that the* Dallanda Mouse is t!a)in^^ out of the 
hands of the Govei’iinient just now; so, there doe*s not se(*m to he* any 
le-asou for this extension. It. is a simjde* matter and no e*!!^^/!^!*^*!)^^ 
sp(*e( h is nee*de*d for re*comme*n(lin^ this ame‘ndme*nt ; so, I ho]H* that the 
t'ouneil will consider it favourahly and vote* strong*' on it. 

Babu SURENDRA NATH RAY: 1 support this motion

Babu SURENDRA NATH RAY: 1 may say that I have nothin^r 
luither to add to what has already h(*e*n said hy my ine'iid. Balm Indu 
Bhushan Dutta. 

Babu SURENDRA NATH MULLICK: I do not like to repeat what 
has heen said hy my friends. I'his is a new hospital which is still heinf^ 
huilt and has not heen occupied. It is a T Hha]>ed huildiii^^, eine ]>ortion 
of which is 25() feet loiipf — I measured it this mornin|;if — and is ahout 
(12 feet wide; and the other part of it is 100 feet hy 02 feet. It coim*s 
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to about 300 feet louj? in three storey, which means about 1,100 f(‘et 
long*. The whole police force number about 5,000, according to tlio 
statement made by tlie Hon'ble Sir Henry Wheeler the other day, and 
if 5 j>er cent, is down on an average, it requires 250 beds; and we can 
very easily imagine wliai this hous(* can contain. I mean to say that 
there is a limit to eveiy thing. Why ask for this unnecessary expendi- 
ture? You oug*lit to hav(‘ known your further requirements. You now 
come u]> — as it appears from the resolutions — for Rs. 4.80,000 tor 
ac(|uisition of land for liiithei* extension of the (ailcutta police hos]iital. 
Tl scfuns that (dther your f)fhc(u*s wcua* all sh'eping; or are thoioughly 
incompetent, because' this giant seems to be absolutely ridiculous. If 
\()U weie antici]>ating exteuisions, why did you not jiiovide for it before- 
hand? You hav(‘ got high executive ofiicers — Su]>erintem)ing Engi- 
neers and others - and as soon as th(‘ house is finished, tln*y come \\\) 
With a deunand tor Rs, 4,80,000 for a further extension. What does it 
nu'an I)o(‘s it mean that tlu'se gentlemen did not bestow any attfui- 
tion on the matter? If that is not so, what is this demand 
for A ou have just built a big house on about OS bighas 
of land tin* whole of the daltoonghee, which was one of 
tin* biggest gardens in the Rhowuinijiur side*, and on which 
il is standing. Having built a three-storeyed house*, wliich will be one 
of the biggest hospitals in (hilcutta, and before* anybody has occuiiiesl 
it, \ou ceinn* u]) ne)W ieii* nearly Rs. 5 lakhs foi* ae*ejuisitie)n of land for 
furthe*r exte*nsiem feu* a new (hde*utta he)s])ital, whiedi means tluit anotlie*!* 
Its Hi lakhs will be reMjuir(*d I'eir ane)ther e'xtension. Is this the way 
we have geit te) sj>end e*verything for the police and is there* ne) limit to 
this ex]>enditure 3 his is tin* ejuestie)n 1 ask eif those who are res])e)])- 
sible*. J certainly eibjee t te) this and 1 he)i>e that the Ce)uncil wdl carry 
these rese)lutions. 

Babu KISHORI MOHAN CHAUDHURI: I support this reoti m 
The only iliin^ which 1 would like to add is tlud, if a hospital hr 
necessary foi’ tlie jndice, hy all means we must have it, hut we must, 
in the first instance, !)<• eonvinced of the necessity or the urgency ahciit 
it. We have not heard tliat the present arranffement is not sufficient, 
or that it cannot accommodate all the jiatienfs, or that any hired aecnin- 
modation lias hecome necessary. Tn that view' of the matter, il is rot 
proiK'r fur us that any heavy expenditure should he incurred. More- 
over, if for the acquisition of the land alone we sihukI such a hciivv 
amount as is now asked for, it will be a very costly affair. So, we shoidil 
consider the si heme carefully before we accord our sanction to il. Tn 
this view of the matter, I siq^iort the amendment. 

Professor 8. C. MUKHERJI : I simply support this amendment. 

Rai RADHA CHARAN PAL Bahadur: I should like to know om 
thuifr.

The HorPble Sir HENRY WHEELER: This s henn is nmeted 
with the medical relief of the ])olie(‘ in (hdentta, and in that li^ht it is 
om^ of ini]) 0 ]tanee, since the ^^ood lu^alth of th(> police^ has a (lost* 
hearin^»‘ on th(‘ir efficiency and jiojuilarity . 1 must say that 1 was some- 

what surjirised to hear the frank stattummt from Palm Indu Phuslian 
Dutta that lu* cannot see wliy, when we havt* a foict* of about ovt‘i o,0()() 
men, W(‘ need make spc'cial arran^'eimmts fo? th(‘ir medical attt/nda uce. In 
cv(‘rv uj)-countrv lines, theit* is a ])olic(‘ hosjiital. What would tin* 
nitmiher have us do? If our polita* 0*0 sick and unfoi t unattdy tli(‘y go 
sick fairly often — what are we to do ^ Ait* we to h'avt* tht‘ni on the 
roadside and let them die; or are wt* to show oi(linar\ hunianit\ and try 
and nurse them hack to healthy 

There has always been a ])o]ic(‘ hosjiital in ( alrutta as the (alcutta 
lut'niheis know — and it used to ht* in a straggling incon \ (*11 ient building 
in Amherst Street, which had a long frontagi* of valm* for purjio.scs otln'r 
than for a hospital. Some two or three years ago wo sold that fiontagc 
tor Rs. d, 00, 000, and by that sum tin* ])rovincial r<‘V(mucs h(*ncfit(*d. 
Naturally, having sold that frontage, w(‘ Iiad to build a new hospital, 
ptuiding which, as Bahu Indu Bhushaii Dutta s(*ems to lx* aware, we 
iiave to j'ush our sick men into a v(*rv uncomfortable and unsuitable 
house — th(* Dallanda House — which in the ol(h‘n days used to he a 
lunatic asylum. The construction of a new building has lieen in hand 
tor some time, and it is now nearing comj)h*tion. A juovision foi- its 
furniture and equipment appears in the Binlget, and the main block is 
standing visible for all to see.

Rut we an* sorry we cannot afford "to 
spend so large a sum this year and we must l)e in an atHuent position 
before we can undertake any such scheme. We must also examine what 
amount will be ultimately necessary foi- this purpose; and unless ami 
until this is done wt* cannot provide foi- this heavy item of expenditiiro. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH MULLICK: 1 do not like to repeat what 
was said at the time of the Budget dis(*ussion wlien Sii- Henry Wheelm 
said that if you do this these* pmiple will lx* very much contented. I 
doubt very much if that should be the ground for giving so much rnoimv 
—only tliat these people would be cont(*nted. I doubt if that is tlie 
proper view to take. On the contrary, if you give them this, then ^ou 
necessarily bring discontent in some other section of the service and 
you create distinction. That is not jiroper. Apart from this, there 
is another matter. In (hdeutta tliere are people -quofessional builhers 
who wull build for you if you assure them 6 per cent, interest.

I have* Iistenc‘d to his a r^'umc'iit s, and 
his ai'^uinents may be divi(h*d into two. ddic* first pait oi the aiyiumc'iit 
IS that be has absoliit(*ly no faith in the* p(*rman(*ncc‘ ol this I nivi'isity, 
and to that my reply is that the* matter has b(*(‘n sc't at r(‘st by tin* pre*- 
vioiis motions and by the* Act its(*lf, so that the* matt(*r is not ojK'n to 
discussion now*. The other jiart of the ai'f!'ument is that ihc'ic* aic* sev(*ral

2,00,000 1 understand will be spemt on 
buildings in connection with that hall, 1 do not think we can stoj) it.

Suiendra Nath Mulln'k has, to some (‘xtent, ami- 
(‘i])at(‘d m(‘. ^Idie position is this: umhu’ the Dacca University A(t 
we must ])rovid(* tor at h‘ast thi'ee resi(h‘ntial colleges and these ar(* dcs- 
cril)(‘d as halls, t )ne of th(‘s(‘ thi‘(‘(‘ is the daggannatli Hall. Now it is iic- 
(a'ssary that t h(‘ i'(‘sid(*nt ial students of the Jaggannath Hall should havi* ;i 
|)la<‘e of n‘sidmic(*, and this money is necessary for tin* building of liial 
hall. The work is under c<mstruction , and we liojie to finish this building 
befor(‘ the 1st duly, wlnri tin* Dacca Univeisity is going* to b(‘ oiitrad. 
If the Uouncil does not allow this giant then the University cannot hr 
opened on tin* 1st duly, and the* grants, wliicdi have alnvidy been passed, 
will be rcndeicd usehvss. 1 do not think 1 need detain the .House iiti\ 
longer'. 

Tli(‘ motion was then ])u1 and lost. 

Babu SURENDRA NATH MULLICK S Since I sent in this motion I 
have been satisfied as to the needs of the demand and 1 therefore h<*g 
permission to w i the! raw this motion. 

The motion was then, by leave of the Council, w’ithdraw^n. It w;is 
as follows: “ That the demand for Rs. 1,44,000 for the construction 
of bungalo'w s foi Civil CHie’ers, Dacca, be refused.” 

An ideritical motion standing in the name of Dr. A. Suhrawardy Avas 
also withdrawal. 

As Rai lailit Mohan Singh Roy Bahadur was alisent, the motion 
standing in his name was deemed to have lieeri wrthdrawn. Jt was as 
fedleiws: ” That the* grant for the construction of educational buildings 
under head ‘ 4U (hvil Works ’ be leduced to Rs. 5,11,000.” 

Babu HEM CHANDRA BH ATTACH ARJI moved that the 
demand foi' Rs, 4,00,000 for the construction of the Secretariat TresH 
building al Calcutta be refused.” 

[H(‘ spoke at length in Bengali in support of the motion.] 
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Babu AMULYA DHONE ADDY: I am very glad to learn tlmt my 
esteemed friend, Babn Hem Chandra Rhatiaeharji, is going to take a 
siXK'ial interest on behalf of the i)ressmen whom he ie])resents in this 
Council; but I am Sony that I cannot but o])])ose tin* amendment which 
he has moved. I shall be very brief, as time is short. 1 will simply 
state to you, Mr. Ibesident, that liot only land has b(*t*n aciiuiii‘d, but 
that the building has already been (‘onstructed. 1 think moie than 
half of the building has been constructed, and in the course* of the next 
few montlis the construction of the building wull be compl(‘t( d. So, my 
friend apjK*ars to me to be too late in making this suggestion be'fore 
tliis (auincil. It has been stated by him that 99 ])ei' cent, of fiie ])i‘(‘ss- 
nien wdll be affected by the lemoval of tin* ])ress-hoiise to Gopalnagai'. 
lie has stated to us that the ])eo])l(* of (h)ssipor(‘. Bally, Tollyganj and 
Sihj)ur comjnise 90 per cent, of the })r(*ssmei]. 1 am sorrv, I iiuestion 
that. I made a piivate einpiiiy, and I hfni that the ])](‘ssnu‘n come not 
only from the northern division of the town but also from the soiithei'n 
division of the towui. So, by the r(*moval of tin* ])r(*ss to Gopalnagar, it 
would be most convenient to the ])(*opl(‘ coming from tin* soiithciii ])art 
of the towMi. Then, again, it is stat(*d that it wn)uld lx* most incon- 
venient to those men who come from the Fast(*rn Ih*ngal Railw'ay 
stations. 1 beg* to submit that on the contiary, it will be most con- 
veni(‘nt for them. I'hey at j)resent get dow'n at Sealdah Station, whicli 
is at a great distance from AVriters’ Buildings, but now afl(*r tin* com- 
]>h*tion of the biiilding they w'ill get down at. Kalighat Station on that 
r.ailw'ay, whicli is in close* jnoximity to tin* inoposed building. It has 
been stated that (Toveriimerit is going to tieat these pressmen as nothing 
l)ut dogs. I (juestion that. On the (*ontrary it appc*ars to nn* that 
(TOV(*rnment is going to be more favourably dis])os(*d towaids tin* ]X'or 
])ressmen. It has been alleged by him that the sanitary conditijin of 
tfopalnagar is not a good one. On the contrary 1 would sa.\ that it 
is as good as jmssible. The sanitary condition of this , locality — the 
locality wdiich is WM'tliiii the jurisdiction of tin* Calcutta M uhicij)a]ity 
is mucli bett(*r than the other jnuts of (^ilcutta, and (*s]K*cially after the 
removal of the huts which wn*re in exist(*nce. On tin* contrary, I must 
congratulate the Government in having acpuiri'd thi*^ land, which < (Ui- 
sisted of a number of insanitary huts; and the ow'in‘r of the land did 
Tiot allow the erection of a substantial building — (*ven a masoniy build- 
ing — on this site. That is one of the reasons wdiy (iovernm(*nt has b<*en 
able to acquire tins land at a very moderate rate, which I understand 
is not more than Rs. 1,000 per cotta, and I doubt whether the (iov(*rn- 
inent could have selected any better site from the pc*cuniary ]x)int of view 
or from any otluvr point of view^. It is bounded on thrc'c* sides liy roads 
It is in close proximity to a railway station and also to the line of the 
Calcutta Tramw^ays Company. It may be said that there is no proper 
house accommodation. I (luestioii that. I know" that there is a Tiumbtr 
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Mr. c. MORGAN: 1 movf that the question be now put. 


Rai RADHA CHARAN PAL Bahadur: Is there any rule bv 
winch you cun only allow a Goverinnent Member to speak nnrl )iot the 
other members F 


The PRESIDENT: The matter is entirely one for me to decirlc. 


Colonel A. J. PUGH: May I ask for a ruling as to whether a motion 
cannot be j)ut before the Member in cliarpe l.as rejdied ? 


The PRESIDENT: I think we must ^rive both sides an opportunity 
of reiu-esenlins' their views to the Council, otherwise one side will he 
placed at a disadvanta>re. 


Babu SURENDRA NATH RAY: T think it will not be ncccs- 
sai\ for any other member to sjieak on this motion after hearing me. 
This morninfr, at the request of the Member in chaiare Che TIon’ble 
Mr. Kerr^. the Secretary Mr. Marr. Mr. Walsh. Mr. Norton. Superin- 
tendent of Government Frintinp. and myself went topether and ,sa« 
the site of the new Cress buildinp. It is admitted that the place is at a dis- 
tance cif nearly four miles from the present press premises in Writcr.s’ 
Biiildiiips. Of these poor iieojile, who have the misfortune of worli- 
inp in the press, som(> come from a distanci* of 10 to 12 miles; .some from 
Sulkea, Fttarjiara, Bally and Cossipore. A few of them no doubt couip 
from Behala, Tollypunj and the iieiphbourinp places, but the majoritv of 
them, as was admitted by Mr. Norton, come from distances of nearly 8 
to 10 miles. It was at last settled-at least I suppested to the Hoirhlr 
Mr. Kerr— that somethinp should be done to convey these poor people 
to the new jiress buildinp— either pive them free tram pas.ses or pive them 
somethinp e.xtra to enable them to po by tram from Writers’ Buildinps, 
or from their hou.ses. The Ilon’ble Mr. Kerr was pleased to assure me 
that somethinp would lie done for these poor people. Some of 
these pressmen saw me to-day at the High Court. I told them that this 


of homses in Kidderpore. Kalighat, and Behala and I don’t think 
that it Will be a source of inconvenience to the ])ressmen. It has been 
said that there is no school in this locality. I question that. In (hi e 
proximity to the site, there is a number of .schools— Matricula lion 
sclnioLs— not only in this locality but also in the neiphboiii hood— 1 men,, 
Kaliphat, Bhowanipur, as well as Kidderpore. The land has heeii 
acquired and the major portion of the buildinp has already been , (in- 
structed, and it .sefuns to me that it is too late to re-open this question.

Rai RADHA CHARAN PAL Bahadur: At a ])revious meeting, it 
was said that there' will be a branch Book ])e]>6t somewhen* in Writers* 
Buildings. Is that assurance to be carried out y 

MEMBER in charge of DEPARTMENT of FINANCE (the Hon’ble 

Mr. Kerr): 1 am soiry that I have to oj)pose tin' first re'solntion which 
has been mossed by tin* r(*pres(*ntative of labour in this House*, and I 
am still more sorry that my ree'cnt want of ])iactice in Bengali has made 
it rathe*!' difficult for me to follow what he* said. H he said that 
Government weie* tre*ating these jw'ople like <logs, 1 submit to the ('oun- 
cil that his language was not worthy of the* re*presentat i ve of labour, 
and 1 trust tlnat we shall liear no moie of that kind of talk in this ('ouncil. 

The PRESIDENT: He did not say that. He* said that, even if we 
w(*re to treat these men as dogs. 1 would have sto])j)ed the s])eaker 
had he said what you think he said. 

The Hon’ble Mr. KERR: Theii I withdraw what T said. A*, to the 
rest of it, I gather that the. two main objections tr) this building 
sclieme are* the difficulties of the juess e*mj)loye*(*s and the difliculties 
which will be ex])(*rienced by the public. I will deal with the latter 
point which has been mentioned by Bai Had ha (diaran l\'il Bahadur 
very briefly. The public will not be aff'ecte*d in the very slightest 
degree by the removal of the press to Chetla, as we will continue to 
stock Government j)ublications in the Book Depot at Writers liuild- 
ings, and members of tins Council and others will be able to get books 
just as easily as hitherto. 

As to the difficulties of the press employees, I admit that they cannot 
be brushed aside as altogether negligible, and I shall have to say 
something about that later on. But 1 do suggest that Government, 
like any other employer of labour, cannot allow itself to be dictated to 
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by its employees in regard to the site of its o])erations. T do not say that 
Governnient or any other employer should not listen to what its 
employees have got to say, and do its best to meet any inconveniviK 
which may ai ise, but 1 do say in this case, as in other cases, tiie (hh's- 
tion of tile site ot‘ the jiress must be decided from a wider aspect, arid 
I jirojiose to deal with the wider asjiect befor(‘ I considei the point 
abo^it th(* grievances of employees. 

Idle unsatisfactory and insanitary nature of the present press ariangi'. 
men is of the Goviu-nnKuit of Bengal have been notorious for many ycais. 
In tlte old da>'s, wluui tin* activities of the Governnient we^e hs^ than 
they ai(‘ now and tiu* dmnands made on tlie press were very much less, 
the anaiigaunent whereby the jness was located in Writius’ Buildings was 
])(‘rha])s not altogetiier unsuilahle, liul during the last tmi years, wipi 
the growing expansion of ( lovm nnuMit activities and pait i( ulai Iv 
the ex])ansion of tin* work of tin' Legislative Lounc il, the demands 
ma(U‘ ujM)n tin* juinss hav(‘ lieen so great that the accommodation m 
Wi’iteis’ Buildings is entirely ina<hM|uate. 

In 1910, the Suigeon-General , the SanitaiN Lonmiissioner and ibe 
Insjiector of Factories insjMudml tlie jiress at Writers’ Buildings. They 
said tiiat light and ventilation w(*i‘(‘ (‘xtrmmdy defect ivi', and w(‘i(‘ still 
farth(‘r impiMled by a mass of ])rinting ]>r('ss mateiials blocking iij) tlir 
vei'andahs and excluding the ojien aim The overinowding was eiiiin- 
nai and, to nuikt' matters worse, hal ing gas jets were used inst(‘a(l ol 
electric lights, thus still further heating and contaminating tin' fmil 
atmospheie. Tlie Suigeon-General went on to say : 1 am (juiie (I'l- 

tain that many (‘ases of inci])ient phthisis will be discoven'd, whl(li :it < 
present are sju'eading the infection.” After we got that rejioit, 
we tried to im]>rove mattms as far as wi* could. We jmt in elerliic 
lights and fans and we also imjnovml the ventilation by means of 
elecdric exhaust fans. But the prt*ss is still in a thoroughly lo satis- 
factory condition, and anybody who goes there at this time of Hit' \ear. 
and later on in the hot w(*ather, will find that the whole atmosjdn'i' i> 
extremely un])leasant. What it must be to woik there for 9 or 10 Imuis 
a day } hardly like to think. 

We have, as has been said, a bramdi piess at Sealdali. Tim ((nidi' 
tions timre are, if anything, (‘ven wors(‘. We have only got the gioiiud 
floor of the building which has been tempoiarily lent to us hy tlir 
GoAmrnmeni of India, and what the (Oiief Inspectoi’ of Factoiics said 
was this: “ In my ojiinion these buildings are quite unsuited loi 
])urpose of a jiass. The rooms are opened on one side only and, in roiis^^' 
quence, it waiuld be (piite impossible to use the wdiole of the ficiu ai’t’'^ 
witliout the use of artificial lights. ITie lights could be improved b' , 
means of reflectors, but owdng to the numerous large brick i-ilhos wbidi 
support tlie ujiper structure, this would only slightly increase llm L 
area, and there is no natural ventilation.^’ I think that from what I | 
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jiavi* said it will Ik* (iuite clear that it is necessarv for us to move out of 
,,uj existing’ piess rooms in Wiiteis* Jfuildings and in Seahhdi nol only 
in tlie interests of the work alone, hut in (lie inleK'sts of the nnm lluun- 
selves. We have accordingly been on tlu‘ look-out for s(»ine linn* ]>ast foi 
a new site for the |)i‘(‘ss. We ho]U‘d at on(‘ tiim* that wt* should ‘Jt'i't the 
(government of India press, Imt five (»r six yeais a^o we wen' told didinitcly 
lliat tlieir ])ress was ^*oinfj»‘ to sto[) in ('alcutta for a vt'iy lonj^ time and 
that we should not build our ho])es on that. \\ c tlum searched about lor 
sit(‘s in Calcutta. We could not seh'ct any sitt* near U'riters’ Huildin^s, 
as 1 need haidly say that they are too exp(‘nsive for a hard up (iovein- 

meiit like ours. We then selecic'd this sit(‘ at (lu'tla and W(‘ ae.juinMl it 

for Its. 2,94,000. We sttirted Imildin^- then* two yi'ars aeo. \\h‘ have 
speiil ui) to date ovt'r Us. 0,00,000 on tlu' buildings, which an* now , as

(d‘ the men do live in the northern ]mrt of tin* town, ami bu t!i“m, until 
the\ can ai!an< 4 ‘e to tak(* up their (|uaiters near the press, IiM'O* will 
he a certain amount of inconv(‘nienc(‘ in e()ino- to and Irom ( Imila lot 
their daily work Hut after all let us sec what this incon ven ii'tice 

I do not wisli to lie utisy m jmt hei i( , hut it i. tiol 
att insniuiountable incotivetiituice in any way. 1 best* tm*n coim* daily 
now to Writers’ Buildings or Seabiah tnostly by tram, and, 
when the pvess goes to Chetla, they will have* to continue their tram 
journey to lliat ])art of the towui. It will jierliafts cost tlu*m thtee or 
four antias extra a day in the matter of tram fare. I do md say that this 
is a negligible sum for men of fbe comjiositor class wlio are drawing Us. rlO 
or Us. 40 a montli and iierliaps less, Imt it is not a very large 
sum in fbe aggregate. The nlfimate solution of the preddem will be 
that the jircvss enijdoyees wdll lake up their (piari(‘is near the pi ess tt 
V\wih. The press will be there for- a great numfier of years, say bO 
years or* umie, and the men will very soon see that it will be io rnciz 
*>wu interests to live near their place of work. I have had a certain 
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lujioiiiil of ooiitiicting- evidence on (lie amount of acconimodatioii. wJiidi 
is available in tliat pari of the town for these men, but there is pleniy 
of land which has not been built over near the press, and it is lucttv 
ccriain that the landlords in their own interests will put up biiiblin^r,, 
and let them out to the press employees at a reasonable rent; but in i, 
matter of this kind we cannot exjiect the supply to anticipate the demand, 
and for some lime after the new jiress is oi>cned these men will r.o doubt 
suffei' a certain amount of inconvenience. I want to say iilainly wbat 
we are prepared to do to meet that inconvenience. Bahu Suremha 
Nath Hay has imjilied that we have settled our course of action ratlici 
mort' definitely than is the case. I'his buildinfj is not poinp to be opened 
before next cidd weather, and we have plenty of time to think tbi.s (ocr. 
I have told Balm Surendra Nath Hay and Balm llem Fhandra Bliaitu- 
charji that 1 am quite williiiff to meet the men of the iiress and talk 
thin{>'s over with them, and sec it we can come to some airano’ements tor 
mitif>-ating' the inconveniences of those who will suffer, eitliei by 
arraiiffing some special means (d transport, or by giving them a convey- 
ance allowance, or in some other way. This, of course, would be purely 
a temporary arrangement. When tlie jiress is removed to ('betla it 
will be a iiermanent metisure and then, if the men want to save tbein- 
selves from inconvenience, they will have to go and take u]) their le.si- 
deuce in that jmrt of the town. We will do what we can to imiuove the 
accommodation i.vailable there. We know that the move will ciiu.se, 

] hare said, a certain amount of inconvenience, but I have no doubt 
that we w'ill Ik- able to deal with it in ii .satisfactoiy way. 

lo sum up very briefly. If we are allowed to go on wdth the jucs' 
building and sjiend the balance of the money required upon it, we sliall, 
within a few months, have one of the finest jiress buildings in India, v ben 
the men will carry out their work in convenient and sanitary sonouiid- 
ings. If the Council adopt this re.solution and decline to allow us to go 
on with this work, we shall have spent Hs. 12,00,000 or more for abso- 
lutely nothing. Then we shall be thrown back on the jireseut unsatis- 
factory and insanitary surroundings, in which the pressmen do their 
work, and we shall have to start all over again to find a substitute for 
the pre.sent building. That is the position which this resolution juits be- 
fore the Council. If we abandon the scheme we shall have .spent Its. 
12,00,000 for nothing at all, but, if we go on with the scheme and .speiai 
one or two lakhs more, we .shall get a fine pre.ss building -that is the 
l>usition before the (.ouncil. If the Council (‘onsider the matter in tfie 
proper aspect , I have no doiild what their decision will be. 


Babu HEM CHANDRA BHATTACHARJI then asked for hu e to 

vrithdraw the motion. 

The motion was then, by leave of the Council, withdrawn.

You, Sir, know very well, that on one occasion, 
against the unanimous |(rotcst of the juihlic of (’hittagong a certain 
water-works scheme was thrust doAvn the unwilling throats (d the 
people. We have been laying at the rate of (i jwr cent, for our water- 
rate on a scheme, which has jiroved to be a failure, and the laymen’s 
o])inions have come to be true and now our water has been limited to 
only hall an hour or one hour’s duration! Well, that is the \aliic 1 
usually imt on this sort of exiiert opinion. I thank the Hon’hle 
Maharaja that he has really kept an o]M‘n mind, and that he really under- 
takes to jiul the icvised estimates and project before this ttoumil tor 
discussion and will come u|) later on to this Council with a suiiiilemeiitai v 
budget. 1 being a new member do not know what contracts have hern 
entered into. It ajijx^ars that the jirojeid has come through vaiinie 
stages through the jiroposed Hehala alig-nment to the Maniktala align- 
ment. It was first mooted in 1!K)2 and formulated as a matei iali'-ed 
project .some time in lillti; after that it appears that the opinion of the 
public was never invited, and the juiblic had no op]iortunity to di-cuss 
formally the /oe.v and riiii.s of this iiroject, and 1 do md know how ilie 
sanction of tlie Secretary of State was obtained to this project, and also 
how the dredgers wer<' contracted for, and land acipiisition went on 
rather mei i ily. 

One thing 1 have to complain of, and 1 do so on behalf of all the 
members of this f’ouncil, who have come here and have taken tlicii 
oaths of allegiance to do their work loyally and dutifullv. that we 
should lie dejirived of the information which wo generally seek with n 
view to formulate o|iinion.s on a ]iarticular subject.

Babu INDU BHU8HAN DUTTA: First of all, 1 must join with my 
fiiend, Hahu Armada Fhaian Dutta, in thanking the .Maharajadhiraja for 
giving us some information on the suhject. 1 j)ur]K)S(*ly say, “soirn* 
ni formal ion because theie is, 1 tlimk, additional inloiinatioii , uhich 
W(* sliould like to have, and 1 h()]>e that in reply to this motion, lie will 
he j>leas(Ml to give us some more information on sorm* of tl.e j>oints 
which 1 wish to place hefoit* this (’ouncil. 

Now’, the first thing, as Hahu Annada (’liaran Dutta has jioinled out, 
is that the latest papers in conn(*ction with this (irand Jrunk ( Miial 
jiroject have not been vouchsafed to us. I, howev(*i, Iried to g(‘t some 
ea!li(‘r jmjiers and 1 accidi*ntally caim* aiu’oss a eojiy of Mr. Adda ms 
M illiains’ report jmhlished in 191(*». I* rom a jiersual of this r(*]M)rt, I 
find that, though this scheme has been hanging fire sime Dh)2, in 19ld 
W’hen Air. Fees drew’ u]) a sidieim* for Us. 274 lakhs, the rej>l\ of the 
Government of Bengal w^as, that the amount was too liigli and the 
scheme would not be productive on that basis of calculation. In 
191fj, another scheme was ])eparca] by Mr. Addains \\ illiams, when the 
estimate went dow’n by Rs. 40 lakhs, that is, it came down to Rs. 2o3 
lakhs, W’hen by the same soit of magic, this sch(*me w’as found to be* pro- 
ductive. In that s(‘hemc*, Air. Addams AVilliams calculated the rate of 
interest at 4 per cent, on that amount— caleulatiiig that rate of interest m 
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1916 when tin* war liad been poins on for two years! Now I ask this 
Conneil, wliether it was fair to base our ealeulations on a rale of intn. 
est wliifh was piossly ou( of proiKotion to the actual state of tliiiijrs. 
The rate of interest nowadays is more tlian 6 per cent. Surelv, „ 
.s('heine, wliich is poinp to cost ns more than 4 crores of rui)ees in lonii'. 
alone, otipht to l)e fully considered, before we can think of suppestini' 
a ^rant of mom'y like this. 

1’lie IIon’l)le Revenue Member has piveii us many assurances, Iml 
may 1 ask him to pive us this a.ssurajjce, tliat this scheme will 1,,, 
discussed on its merits by the (Council, befoie it is taktm up apain;- 
He has only said that the revised <-stimates will be placed before llic 
Standinp Committee. This scheme should be discus, sed in all its hear, 
inps, with the ()])inion of the Standinp ('ommiltee, as wcdl the ()]iini(iii 
of the exi)erts. befoie this Council, befort' we can, in any way, conoml 
our.selves to it. 

1’hen, Sir, 1 should likt' to pet another |)i(>ce of informalion. I fiml 
from Mr. Addanis Willi, ‘ims’ ri'ports that he was .dronpK' in favoin al 
pettinp dri'dpers from Miirma; he mentions the names of two dicdinis 
and he said that lie was ap-ainst pettinp them from Kiipland. In Mrw 
of that opinion, J would like to know why tioveriinuMit has jilaced omIcis 
in Enpland at the exiiensive tipure that has been jdaciul before ii-,. 

Iheii, wc ha\e liemi told that thi.s scheme is p’oiiip to produce all 
.sorts of benefits to this country. The first is. that it will brinp I'seteni 
Beupal nearer to Calcutta and then, somehow or other, it will liclp tlii' 
development of industries all over the province. 1 do not know Imw ii 
will do fill this. AVc have also been told that it will be a very pu-ai 
sanitary improvement to this province. J think this oupht to be'reii- 
sidered by I)r. llentley s de]»artment thoroupld v wcdl. 

J hen . Me ha\(' bten told that this is a A’ery payinp concei'u. Ta 
that case, I think the scheme oupht to be jdaced before a business 
body, M’hich in the.se days of .joint-stock companies, will be plnl ta 
take it u)> as a hiphly jiayinp concern. It .seems to me that this Cniiai 
Trunk (tanal jiroject, which lias been hanpinp tiie for the last 20 yviis. 
ns pomp to he a .sort of conjurer’s hat, out of M-hich we are to pci all 
■sorts of benefits to the country. This sort of thinp invites suspicion, 
■so T .should like to suppest that this Council should considc llic 
scheme in all its asjiects liefore prautinp this vote. 

I hen apain, wo aie told that there is a jiroposnl to borrow lls. 20 liklis 
for this scheme. Noav, in the jnesent financial condition of flic pro- 
viiiee, I think it Avill be .suicidal to try and raise a loan at this time of 
the year. J hep to suppes! that, even if this resolution is not covied. 
the Hon’ble Member will pive us an assurance that this Rs. 20 liklis ''H' 
not be raised by loan, but will be met from some of the funds tlmi tins 
Council has lieen able to refinse durinp the last few days. So far I 
have been able to calculate, I think nearly Rs. 50 lakhs has been refused. 
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jind I think that out of his amoiini ilu* sum of Rs. 20 lakhs can easily 
l)c provided. 

With these words, I hef»’ to su])]K)ri tills motion. 

Raja MANMATHA NATH RAY CHOUDHURY: 1 must (onfess 

that 1 notice of this motion not without sonu' amount ct' hesita- 

tion. My h(‘sitan(‘V was due to mv scuise of i*es])onsil)ility as a imunher 
of this House with lef^-ai'd to this ittun of the Bud^^et, hmiiuse we are 
jipl to forget tliat Wf‘ aie not an administrative body, and mi^rht mit 
i(‘:di>** th(‘ difliculties of administration, and ai>ply th(‘ prunlTit^ knife 
ratiiei' liheially. Besides that, as my friend Bahu Annada (liaraii Dutta 
has said, we are not in possession of matmial which was (‘sscmt’al before 
foiiniiii^- a sound o])inion on the subjcnt. As thc^ Hon’hlc* Mtunher in 
( liaTf^e lias assurcMl tliis House that liy ^lantin/^- tin’s vot(‘ we aic' roi 
/^•()in;«- to commit oursidves in any wav, and that wlnui tin* Irrlp*ation 
( \)niniilt(M‘ is foinicMl, h(' will ^ive the nnunhcus (d’ that (‘ommittc'c^ fuller 
o]»p()itunity to o-o into the details of tin* suhjc'ct and conn* to a rir^hf 
II iidmvstandin^’. I think this motion oup’lit not to he pKvssed. Another 
point is that th(‘ Hon’l)l(‘ Memlau* in charp'e would ha\(‘ caiiied the 
]{oiis(‘ with him, if h(‘ had statcnl the t(*rms of tin* contract into which 
tin* ( T()vernim*nt lunc' (‘iitcucMl. ddierc* is some douht in m\ mind as to 
wlictlier these' tc'rnis art' so hindinp’ u]Mm the ( iovt'rnmt'iit as to reijuire 
ininiediatt' paynu'iit of the ])rict' of the drt'dctu-s and hiitdvs, or that th(‘ 
payint'iit could not Ix' kept in aheyaiict' for the tiim* heino*. Not ht'inpf 
in iKissession of the actual tt'rms of tin' contiact, I am not in a ])osition 
to say wheth('r the |)ayment should Ix' kt'pf in aht'yancc or not; hut in 
e:is(‘ the terms are so riooj'oiis as to dt'mand immt'diatt' iiavun'iit, I think 
tiit'rt* is no other alternativt' than to witlnhaw tht' motion. But at all

uiotion, hut at the same tina* 1 would like* to make* it known to the 
Mi'inliei :n eliarpe. that we ari' not actually commiiliii”- on:a‘l\(*s to 
the scheme, that we sliall he at liheity to di^cuiss it wla'ii an oppoitunity 
piesents itself, and, if after examining- (h'tails and ooin^ through 
pajiers, wc* find that the scheira* is not productive, wc* will h(* ai lihf'ity 
to withdraw from it. 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: I would like to suiport 
tuy friends, Bahu Annada Flu iraii Dutta and Bahu Indu BhiHhan Dutta, 
knt, if what has heen said hy tla' Ilon’hh* Mc'uiher in ehar^o* amounts to 
this, that tin* whole (|uestion will rc'main open; that hy vi'tinp this IN. TO 
lakhs w(‘ shall not he committing' ourselves ho]K‘lessly to the Gianfl 
Trunk fniial project, and that tin* Council will have an opiiortunity in 
future to re-examine and discuss the wlioh* scheme and that it will he 
undertaken only if if is likely to be ])roductive and heuoficeiit pirojc-ct, 
then I would not like to press this motion. But, if 1 have misundeistood 
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the Hoii’blc Member ami he is not prepared to pive us such an as.su. 
ranee, then I would like to support my friends, Babu Annada Cliarau 
Dutta and Balm Indu Bhu.sban Dutta. 

Babu SURENDRA NATH RAY: After Ihe assurance g'iven by Ihe 
Ilon’ble (lie Maliarajadbiraja Bahadur of Burdwan, I think it is imt 
I>roper for us to jiress this motion. 1 am one of those who know sdiiic- 
(liitig- about this scheme from its very infancy, i.r., since the year 
when (bis sclienie was lormulaied by the Government of Bengal. .At 
tha( time Sii Cliarles SteA'cnson-Moore wsis District .Magistrate of ih,. 
24-1’iirganiis and h(' jisked for (h<‘ o|)inion of (he hictil bodies soutb nf ili,. 
(hlciittii Muni<i])ality, and wanted to know if tins scheme wtiubl Ir 
liidfitable and also adviintageous to the jieople of the locality ami 
(he trading cbisses in jiariicular. 

Well, after .several vicissitudes of foriiine this .scheme, 1 (hink, caiiic 
into the hands, or rather was jdaced in (he hands, of ilu' steamer enm- 
piuiies, and Cajitain Boynton wnis iijijiointed to advise on the silii nir 
lie wtis th(“ (lenei'iil Maiuiger of the Inditi Geneial Steam Navigatimi 
(kimptiny, and he and 1 went through the whole site from (larden licach 
U]) to Kowrapukiir and a scheme was foiined to take the canal south 
of Behala from Garden Reach. Then, about the year 191:1, Mr. Icis 
was brought from Burma and e.sjiecially dejmted to give his oimiioii 
on this scheme. Hi' also apjuoved of the Behala scheme, that is, to lakr 
the canal from Garden Reach up to Kowrajmkur and then, 1 think, 
to Bidyahari. But this .scheme of Mr. Lees did not meet with 
iiliproval of Mr. Addtims Williams, who w'as e.s]iecially deimted tn 
consider the whole matter. Now we havi' a si heme to take it throiich 
the northern portion of (’alcutta, namely, through Baraiiagore and 
Miiniktala, thus depo|)ulating ti very large iiortion of thickly pojiiihitrd 
localities on the north of Galcutta. T think, if the scheme had hei'i. 
accepted, as siigge.sted by Mr. bees, the ex]ieiise would linvc 
bei'ii much less, becau.se it would have jias.sed through himls 
which aic not .so very valuable. If it litis to be taken throiigli 
Biirainigore, ( h).s.si]iore-(’hit]iur tind Illiinktala, it will cost a girtii 
de,il mole than the other scbi'me. 1 hi' W'holi* sc'heme w'lll litiM* 
to be threshed out anew. If the Hoirble Maharaja will give 
us the assurance (hat he .sim|ily wants the money for the dredgers, ami 
that the whole scheme will be considered by him and by the Irrigation 
Standing Committee,— well, my friend Babu Indu Bhushan Dutta kas 
asked that it should receive the sanction not only of the Irrigation 
rommittce but that the whole matter should be placed before this Rnii.'ie: 

1 think tlii.s is a very good suggestion, and I think the Maharaja would 
have no objection to place the whole matter before the Hou.se foi con- 
sideration,— w-e shidl be only too glad to give him our opinion and to 
pass the grant, if it i.s considered necessary. 
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With regard io the cost of the sclieine ; well, it is said that the whole 
scheme would cost about 8 erores of riipet's. 1Mie ^laliaraja has said 
in his Budget discussion that after 10 years it would \ ield nti income of 
Ks. 22 lakhs, v.c., in 10 years alter the scheme is eom])hded, it will yitdd 
22 h ikhs of rupees, 7*4 per cent. He has not taken into account tlie 
interest he would have to pay in the meant im(‘, and whi(‘h, 
if calculat(‘d, would, I think, give a protit of about 2 or d per ctmt. Are 
\()U going to launch into a scluune like this without going into the 
/oc.x and cons of the whole question V 

So, in these (di-cunistances, I think the lloirhle Meinluvr in charge, 
the Maharaja, will he pleased to give us th(‘ assuraina* that the niattm' 
will he ])laced before the W’hoh‘ House alter its discussion with the 
Standing foinmittee.

( hamher. T am of ojunion that it is a veiy corre*ct \ lew ot the matter. 

1 he (TOvernmf*nt ought to put the* whole scheme* hi'iore the House and 
lake its eonsiele*red opinion, e*sjH*cially with leferenee* to it> ])i oducl i \ it \ , 
ns a eomniercial venture*. If the ( loveiiime'nt. lefusi* to ]mt the* 
niatti'i- hefoi-e the (h)uncil, eve*ry memhe‘r of the House has a riglit to 
Vote* against it, and invite a dis(‘Ussion; and, the?e*toie', 1 think, it is 
better not to haste*n on with tlie preijee t, hut to wait for the* e*xjn*rt ojunion 
e)f the Standing Committee, before which the Hon’lde Memhe*r in charge 
of Re* venue has assure*el us, that it will he jdaeed. 

With these w’ords ] ojipose the motion . 

Colonel A. J. PUCH: The general trend of opinion is, T think, in 
favour of this motion, As a matter of fact, speaking on the gemeral 
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aspect of the scheme, I came to the Council with an open mind, because 
I exi>ectod to hear the (piestion, whether the scheme is to 
on or not, discussed. In my luofessional capacity, I have submitted a 
memorial to the Government of Bengal and the Government of India 
on behalf of over 1,400 inhabitants of Baranaf^ore, protestinff aeniust 
this alis'nnieut. I’he memorial was not very sympathetically received 
and it has been turned down, as it is called, but, in spite of tlial, l 
was prepared to come to the Council with an ojicn mind and vote m 
favour of tlie frrant for the Grand Trunk Canal project, provided tlie 
mover, asking for the grant, was able to satisfy me on two iMiints, 

Now, we know that Government sometimes makes certain statements 
that are not i>erfectly (dear, and are ajit to he misconstrued. ] 
understand the Maharaja is going to jmt u]) this scdieme before tlio 
Committee on Irrigation, and, after taking the advice of the Conimittep 
on Irrigation, Govm-nment will then apparently make uj) its iniml ns 
to what it should do. He has not definitely stated that this schem.. is 
coming hack to this Council for reconsideration. If the Maharai.i will 
say in hi.s reply that the whole scheme will come Ttack to the Cotiaeil 
for reconsideration, I personally will vote in favour of the grant he ask.s 
for. 

If, on the other hand, he is not iirepared to give that assurance, then 
I want to be assured on two points. 

Those two jKiints ar<>; first, as regards the necessitv of the scheme, 
and s(>cond, as regards the benefit to public health. As regards the 
necessity of the scdieme, I daresay you may have read the E»r,J{shwm, 
or the Slatcmm,-^ r>««sil'l.v you do not read the Slate.^vmn nowaday— 
and you may have seen a letter from Mr. Cowley. If what Mr. ('owlev 
^vs IS true, it is a very serious proposition which is before the Coimci!. 
What Mr. (’owley says is that several of the rivers in Bengal are new 
dying rivers, and that the.se rivers are dying in consequence of the acts of 
the raiyals and zamindars and local engineers. What he says has not 
been very complimentary to the Government of the country in 
the past 40 or 00 yeans. He also refers to the case of the rivers wiiirl. 
have silted up, and he says that as the dying rivers run east to vest 
they deprive the streams of the necessary scouring of the Saptamrikhi 
and its tributaries, whicdi them, selves are also dying. It is onb a 
matter of time when the effects of drainage will be unavailinir and the 
water-borne traffic of Calcutta will be interrupted. Now, it semns to 
me Mr. Cowley has .said that this is a matter of the m..s. m-ent 
importance, and I am .somewhat surprised at the Government treat iiiy it 
in a light-hearted manner. Apparently, they thnie.selve,s are extrcmel.v 
doubtful about the necessity of the scheme. What I would ask is: if 
we are not going to have another opportunitv of discussinc- this matter, 
that Government will tell us whether there is anv ^ossihilitv nf 
re.siiscitating these dying rivers? In other words, are they practieaD.v 
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dead!'' 11 are practically dead, liotliiiig could be done for tlieni. 

In tliat case, of course, we have got to go on with the Grand Trunk ('anal 
sclieine as quickly and as exi>editiously as juissible, always luovided 
that in so doing we shall not injme the ])ubli(‘ healtli oi the 
jirovince. Most of us know what these railwa} einbankinents havt* done 
and liow they have injured th(‘ natural drainage ol tin* conn try 
|)v jaitting u}> bunds and embankments all over the placi' : tlial is the 
real leason why there is so much malai ia ; and what I want myself io be 
satisfied about is whether this (fiand Trunk Ganal witli its (unbank- 
nients and sluices will not interfere with lln* natural drainage ot 
the country and make jniblic lumlth worse tiian il is at ])ies*Mit. If — 
as I understand the HoiTble the Maharajadhiraja Bahadur to say — the 
engineers of the Jhiblic Works Department are going to ec nsull tin' 
Irrigation Department and the ()ffic(u- in charge of tin* Sanitary D(‘])art- 
ment of the Government, the Sanitary ( ’ommissioner, and, ii they all 
a]»yn-ove of the scheme and vote in favour of it, tlu'n 1 tliink that the 
sehenu' ought to be ju'oceeded with with as litth' delay as possildc'. 

Rai JOCENDRA CHUNDER CHOSE Bahadur: Siaakd after 
s{K*ak(*r, and, last of all, (k)lonel Pugh, has asked the Hon hlt^ M(‘nib(‘r 
in charge of Irrigation to answer the simjde (piestion whethei the 
entire proj(‘ct should be placed befoii* the Gouncil lor saindion; but no 
reply has l)een given.

I do not think that T Iiavi* anything moic to say, 
exci'pt this, that 1 am tlnmkful to th(‘ Ilon’hh^ tlu‘ Maharajadli ira ja 
ItahaduT' of Hurdwan for his taking us into his confidence ainl 1 cannot 
liel]» thinking that if oth(‘r llon’hh* Members would onl\ combxsciMid to 
take us into theii* confidiuici* in the same way as the Ilon’hle the M.iha- 
rajadhiraja flahadur has done, then mucli of th(‘ trouhh* \\hi<h they 
think that we give* them would not arise at all.

Tlic 
resolution says that we should make this grant for the purpose of cari\. 
ing on the proje(‘t, but, Sir, we find that the money, which we are goiu^^ 
to give, is not for the purpose of carrying on the ])roject, but foi tlu* 
])ur])ose of meeting the liabilities already incurred. So, under the ( ii- 
cunistan(‘(‘s, oik* would natnially like to reject the resolution, and su])]Kiit 
the amendment, and ask the Ilon’ble Memlxu’ in charge to bring m a 
further requisition. But w'e ne(‘d not insist on this, and, if wo find that 
the lion’ble Member in charge insists on asking us to make tliis giaiii 
this year for the ]>ur]K)se of paying tliose liabilities, I wull not \(‘rv imu li 
object to that. 

The Heit’ble Mr. KERRs 1 think tliat some of these mi.s- 
a])pr(*h(‘nsions, which have arisen in regard to our undertakings in 
connection wdth this matter, are due to an impeifect reading of the 
Devolution lUiles.

Babu Tndu Bhushan Dutta has raised the (luestion of detail, wliirh 
I really did not waTil io })ring in at ihe present moment. Bui siiic(‘ lie 
has meniioTied something from the re]>ori whicii slu)iild not have bccii 
dis(‘ussed here, I would just say something on ihe point. In tlic first 
pla(;e Government are not bound to accetd everything what tlie n-poit- 
ing officers report to Government. Secondly, the dredgers in question 
to which he lias made a reference were not available at the time, oiid. 
as a cons(*(iuence, we had to ])ut the older in Fnghind. Now as we 
have come to tin* question of dr(‘dgers, I should like to point out liow llie 
matter regarding them stands at ])resent. There are three' of tln'iii on 
order, which were under the old estimate's to cost £‘T«S5,270, whicli siiin 
as 1 said, was calculated then at Bs. 10 to the pound. Neiw at tlu‘ ]m‘- 
sent rate it will cost Rs. 1,00,00,000. The divdgeis, as 1 have* said, are 
under contract Two are expeeded tei be elelive‘red next Se*ptem]ie‘r aiid 
another by the euid of 1021. Under these circuinstane'es it will be* quite 
clear to tlie (founeil that, although these dredgers will not be deli\e‘re‘(l 
before the ne'xt cold weather, we cannot postjione the payment of a (ri- 
tain amount The delivery may be delayed — owing to strikes ami 
other things — but we liave got to ])rovide for tht^ amount in this ycai’p 
Budget, because we have got to make payment before March next 
That point, 1 think, is made clear. 

As regards the liability being binding, I am not jueiiared at tla' 
dictation of my friend, Rai Jogendra Chund<‘r (those Bahadur, who gets 
so easily exciti*d, to ]u-oduce b(*fore tin* Council the terms of the contrart. 
but I may say this, that under the terms of tin* contract we an* liouiid 
to take delivery of the dic'dgers and ])ay the money. 

I now turn to (7)lonel Rugh’s remarks. He has asked me to make 
a statement. Well, T have already made a statement as regards the 
necessity of the scheme. 1 have told the Council that, as, a responsible 
Government, we ouglit to re-examine the scheme, and, when ve imve 
been able to satisfy the (kimmittee and the public as to the neci'ssity of 
the scheme, we will commence the work, and as to his referenci* to the 
remarks of a certain Mr. Cowley as regards the urgency of the scheme.

the Committee and to acquire land under the Land Accjuisition Act on l>chall and at 
the cost of registered companies formed for housing jiurpost's, whose s( Ikoih's iwv 
approved by Government, so long as emergent measures are necessary lor tlic di'vc 
lopiiKMit of Calcutta. In order to give effect to this decision, an oflicci will Ik* iilaccd 
on special duty, under the title of Developmmit Commissioner, w ho will he re(|uired 
to examine the schemes put forw'ard hy private companies, to obtain full iiifor- 
mutioii about them and to advise Government whetlier land should he acipiired, 
and, if so, upon wdiat conditions.

Hostel for Moslem students of the Chittagong College.

The Hon’ble Mr. P. C. MITTER: (a) A reference is invited to tin* 
answer to a similar question put by the Hon’ble Khan Sahib Amiui Ali 
at the meeting of the Legislative Council held on 22nd January, 1918. 
Government are aware that the hostel is a kutcha house. The I’li'i- 
cipal reports it to be in no way unsatisfactory. 

{h) No complaint has been made to the authorities that the hostel 
is unhealthy. The hostel has accommodation for 22 students, bul the 
number in residence on 31st December, 1920, was 20. Additional 
accommodation for 30 students has also been provided in a hou.se hired 
at a rent of Rs. 60 a month, but only 17 boarders were in residence 
there on 31st December, 1920. 

(c) and (d) Yes. Plans and estimates for the construction of a 
hostel were called for in August last. Efforts will be made to finance 
the scheme when it is complete. 

(e) The attention of the member is directed to the answers given to 
questions (c) and (d). 
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New bridge at Howrah. 

87. Ral MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadur: Will the

Fluctuations in the cost of material make it impossilile to 
frame any reliable estimates at jnesent, but it has been roughly calcu- 
lated that at current rates, an adeiiuate biidge of the floating tyjie would 
cost about £2,000,000 and a single-span bridge about £»b000,00(). No 
flcnision has yet been come to regarding the method of financing the 
])r()ject.

Crave state of affairs in regard to the PoHoe Force. 

Mr. C. W. RHODES: I ask permission of the House for an adjourn- 
inent for the purpose of discussing a matter of urgent public importaiu(‘, 
that is to say, the grave state of affairs with regard to the police force as 
disclosed by the replies to the questions put by Mr. S. K. Das. 

The PRESIDENT; This motion is in order and has not been dis- 
allowed by His Excellency the Governor under rule 22. 

Kumar SHIB SHEKHARESWAR RAY: May I rise to a point of 
order? Under section 80, sub-clause (m), I think the motion is not in 
order, because it says that the motion must not revive discussion on a 
matter which has been discussed in the same session. 

The PRESIDENT; I think this matter is not the same; when the 
Budget discussion took place a sum of Bs. 28,00,000 was reduced froia 
the police budget, but here the question is to draw the attention of I lie 
House to the grave situation that has arisen from that decision. Is tlieiv 
any' objection to leave being given for the adjournment of the house? 

Kumar SHIB SHEKHARESWAR RAY: Yes. 

The PRESIDENT; Tho.se who are in favour of the motion will please 
stand in their seats. 

The Secretary then counted the number of members standing as 35. 

The PRESIDENT; As more than 30 members have risen, leave i.s 
given under section 83 of our rules ; and I fix 5 o clock to-day foi the 
discussion. 

Babu KISHORI MOHAN CHAUDHURI; May 1 rise to a point of 
order ? If the House is adjourned for this particular purpose, how can we 
proceed with the other matters ? 

The PRESIDENT: The regular business of the Council will be in- 
terrupted at 5 o’clock for discussing this matter. Between now ainl 
5 o’clock wo can go on with ordiuajy business. Mr. Bhodes has only 
got leave of the Housd to move for adjournment. 

Resolutions. 

(under the rules for the discussion of matters of general pubilc interest). 
Technological and Agricultural College. 

RaiJOCENDRA CHUNDER CHOSE Bahadur: “This Council recom- 
mends to the Government that a technological and agricul- 
tural college on the standard of the great technological colleges 
affiliated to the Universities of Great Britain and Afnerica granting B. Sc., 
M.Sc., and D.Sc. degrees affiliated to the Calcutta University and closely 
related to the University as in other countries, should be established at 
Calcutta without delay.’’ 
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At the outset I must mention that the idea of industrial schools and 
colleges we owe to the British Government. Committee after committee 
has been appointed by the Government oi Bengal and the (Tovernraent 
of India to consider the question of industrial education. The last was 
the great Industrial Commission. 1 suppose Government have spent not 
l(.s8 than Rs. 20,00,000 upon this Commission. What I now desire is 
that the recommendations of that Commission should be given eifeci to. 
There is no room for uninstructed opinion in this matter. The question 
has been discussed threadbare upon all its bearings by those Commissions 
jmd esi>ecially by the Industrial Commission. Therefore, we have only 
to take the conclusions of that Commission. We have also 
the recent University Commission, upon which a very large sum of 
money has been spent, and that Commission has also reiM)rted in favour 
of the scheme that I now propose. All that I now ask you to-day is to 
give effect to the recommendations of the Industrial Commission and 
of the University Commission and no more. The Ciovernmcni of India 
have accepted these recommendations, and now it is lor you to give effect 
to them. If you don’t you wTll stand condemned before the country as 
Imving played false. 

Now^ let us see what the University (V)mmission says .after describing 
the K'sults of the old Government Committee about the industrial schools 
and technic.al schools. They Hay: — 

Wliile, therefore, these are institutions to be encouraged and developed williin 
the limits si>ecified, we regard them as altogether unsatisfactory, if employed to 
trjun artisans for organised industries. 

Tlicre is no one in this Council competent to (juestion this finding of the 
Industrial Commission. Let ns next go to the mat lei’ of t(‘chnological 
col l(*gcs and see what they say : — 

In the past the question of education of engineers has been too niucli iidluem t'd 
by the immediate requirements of the Public Works Department. Increasing 
attention has in recent years been paid to the provision of instruction in mechanical 
and electrical engineering, but the measures adopted are inadecpiate, and fire c(m- 
ceived on altogether too narrow lines to meet the needs, present and prospective, 
el a rapidly expanding industrial system. 

Tlicn the Commission quote with approv.al the repyrl of the (h)mmiltec 
a])|>oiiited by the Council of the Institution of (hvil Engineers in England 
<>1 1905. Their recommendations are admirable and include training in a 
fechnical college., They recommend that foi* fhe avtuage l)oy the period 
of college study should he three years, and at least three or four years 
"^Imuld he spent in practical tr.ainirig. The Commission then rcMomnuuid 
tliat provision should be made for the education of subordinaies in separate 
institutions which not being of a university rank should be placed under 
the control of the Director of Industries — that is quite a different matter 
■^and that should be done in the technical schools. Then they say : It 
is urgently necessary to prepare for a higher technological training, 
which will provide the means whereby physical science students of all 
colleges affiliated to the Universities may learn to apply their knowdedge 
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to industrial uses. The simplest way of meeting their demand would be 
to expand the engineering colleges into technological institutes by the 
creation of now departments. At present they are chiefly occupied in 
the training of civil engineers. We have since recommended that they 
should make provision for the higher technical instruction of mechaincal 
and electrical engineers, and we anticipate that the industrial expansion 
will justify the starting of departments of general technological chennstry 
which in each college and teacliing University will be specialised to ilio 
extent net-essary to meet at any rate the more prominent local iK'ods. 
We regard it as certain that public opinion will demand that these colleges 
should be connected with local universities, where the students will 
be able to obtain University degrees.’’ 

The Commission is emphatic that industrial education should be so 
imparted, that it may lead to University degrees. That has nothing wluit- 
soever to do with the training of subordinates and artisans. Noi in 
England nor in any other country, much less in India, will the bhadraloj; 
class like to be artisans. Brahmins, Kayasthas, Yaidyas, Maulvis and 
Shaikhs, will not like to be artisans. We want educated people lo lie 
overseers, engineers, and chemists and without degrees and higher c()urs(' 
that cannot be done. My hands are weak. For generations we, hhadro- 
lolc, have been engaged in books and w(‘ are weak. 1 cannot be a vilslry, 
but I can be an engineer. My son can be an engineer, or a chemist, bill 
not a rnist'nj. The Commission therefore rightly is very emphatic Ibai 
there should be degree courses in India. The Commission says that tliis 
College for technologi(‘al degrees should be provincial and not imperial. 
The Commission then contemjdated the removal of Sibpur College. 
They »ay: “For some years past the removal of this College has been 
under (consideration and Government has been reluctant to incur increased 
expenditure on the existing institution. I ought to tell you here that 
Government projxised to give Belvedere for a technological college 
instead of Sibpur College. The Sibpur property might be sold for several 
lakhs. Then the scheme would not have cost a very large sum of money. 
That has not yet been done. There are many Government properties, 
Kidderpore House, Hasting House, etc., all white elephants. But I am 
not concerned with the removal of Sibpur College just now ; that is a 
matter of detail. 

The recommendations of the University Commission were accepted 
by the Government of India Let us see what the University ConiiniS' 
sion says The Commission says: “ . . . and we concur in the 
findings of the committee which was appointed by the Senate of the Cal- 
cutta University on the 13th October 1917, that it is desirable and 
necessary that the University should take steps to develop the teaching of 
agriculture, technology and commerce.” 

The Calcutta University only this year applied to the Government m 
accordance with the above recommendation for a grant to open techno 
logical and agricultural advanced classes leading to degrees. Now, 
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ihp Calcutta TTnivcrsity at a recent meeting (the report of 
the proceedinps has been sent to me by the Vice-Chan- 
rellor and I place it before you) say that they have jfot the 
I'alit Professor of Chemistry, the Ghosh Professor of A]>i)lied Mathema- 
tics, the Palit Professor of Physics, the Gho.sh Professor of Chemistry the 
(lliosh Professor of Physics, the Ghosh Professor of Apricultural Potanv, 
the Ghosh Professor of Applied Physics and the Ghosh Professor of Ap- 
plied Chemistry. Then they say that the authorities of the Science Col- 
lefje have for some time past carefully prepared a proffrainme of woik 
lor the development of technological instruction, and its outline is as 
follows: It is proposed to teach A))i>lied Chemistry, Applied Physics 
and Applied Botany (including Agrieultur(>). It is proposed to under- 
take instruction in chemistry of leather and chemistry of dves, 
besides this, it is proposed to have arrangements for practical instruction 
in the manufacture of sulphuric acid, glass, paper and pulii, lijne, mortar 
and cement, sugar, soap, candles and glycerine, plants and essential oils. 
I'or these, factory appliances like disintegrators, centrifugals, 
filler-j>resses, hydraulic, presses, vacuum pans, etc., vrould be iTidispen- 
sahle. These would require a grant of Rs. 2,00.000 to enable the C(d- 
lege authorities to make a good beginning. Finally, at least Rs. 40,000 
would be needed for even a small lalKiratory for technical analysis. The 
amount required for the Department of Chemistry is Rs. 4,65,000. In 
the Department of Applied I’hysics, it is intended to undc-rtake work on 
Apidied Electricity, in the testing and standardization of instruments, in 
Applied Optics, (including Illumination Engineering^ in Pyrometry and 
ill Apjdied Thermo-Dynamics (including a study of the efficiency of 
different types of heat engines). An estimate of Rs. 2,00,000 is mani- 
fp.stly a very modest demand for so important a work. They go on further 
to describe their requirements, but I am a litte tired and cannot read 
further. 


I hen they proposed to open agricultural classes. They say they only 
ie(|uire land and they can do the rest. Thei'c is no reason why there 
sluiuld not be an agricultural college at Calcutta. It is said it is difficult 
to get land. There is plenty of land in the southcun suburbs opposite 
the lollygunge Club. I myself have got 500 bighas there and I am pre- 
pared to place it at the disposal of the University. The price to be payable 
"hen able. I shall wait for the payment of it when convenient. I can- 
"ot make a free gift of it as I am not rich enough. There is land south 
•iiol east of the Regent Park property, w'hich is much cheaper than my 
’"id. It can be had if required. All that I desire is this: that this re- 
I'O ution he accepted and that Government will appoint a committee to 
P'e effect to the recommendations of the University Commission and 
le Industrial Commission. That is all I desire. Money cannot be ob- 
'.iined this year; you will have to draw up a scheme, find lands bring 
in F* "I P'’”I®s®or8 from England — 1 want the very best that is available 
I'giand. Money is not required this year. I have told you at the 
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beginning that many Government Committees, especially the lndu.strial 
Commission, have considered every conceivable matter and I need not 
dilate upon it and upon the objections against the granting of degrees. 
There is one matter which I should like to mention. ^There were certain 
officials during the time of Sir Andrew Eraser, who, when I proposed a 
commission for the establishment of technological degrees, oppo.sed it 
on the ground that we must have industries first and then technological ; 
education. The matter went before Sir Andrew Fraser for decision. I = 
have his letter with me telling me that he had decided the question in my 
favour and that technological colleges should not wait until there me = 
sufficient industries in the country. That settled the question, but lliat .. 
was a long time ago. Government (hen decided that the degtee classes jj 
should be opened at Sibpur. I have a letter from the then Director of :: 
Public Instruction stating that the classes would open in June 19()T-()8. :: 

Fifteen years have elapsed and the classes have not yet opened. Will 
the Government tell us why ? 

Now, Sir, I have told you all that is material. Anybody who wants 
to satisfy himself, will find every objection answered by the ITnivcrsity 
Commission. The greatest objection to my mind is how to find employ- 
ment for these graduates. Sixteen years ago the Hon’ble Sir Surcndra 
Nath Banerjea and myself and six other leaders of the Indian Christian 
and Muhammadan communities issued a manifesto establisliiiig 
the Scientific and Indu,strial Association, one of the objects of wlndi 
was to have a technological college granting degrees. Every one 
of those signatories is dead. Only the Hon’ble Sir Surendra hbitli 
and myself survive, and I desire very much that before we two ]>a.ss 
away, this institute should be established. For the last 1(1 
we have sent about 300 boys to Europe and America and we have got 
D.Sc.’s by the dozen, M.Sc.’s by the score, B.Sc.’s by the hundred ntnl 
a large number have got technological degrees, and these gentleineii 
have got employment, and very high employment. Now, Sir, (In.s is 
what we Bengali hhadralok Brahmin and Kaya.stha, and Vaidva and 
respectable Muhammadans can and will do. In this work, d'f 
Hon’ble Nawab Sir Syed Shams-ul-Huda, the Hon’ble the Maharaja of 
Burdwan, Babu Surendra Nath Hay and other persons, whom I see here, 1 
have all co-operated, and the thanks of the country are due to them. [ 

am sure they will hdp ns now. ■ j i 

Now, Sir, we are anxious to send boys to foreign countries for mrtus- . 
trial degrees, for we know that without degrees they cannot get empm.'- i 
ment. Throughout India and Burma, all institutions take our boys ; 
Tliey all want B Sc.’s, M.Sc.’s from Glasgow, Birmingham, Mancliesmn 
Boston Poly technique, Berlin University and other institutions. 
boys want degrees. Without them they cannot find employment an 
the Commission knew it very well, and they recommended that, as 
England so here, there should be these degrees. There is one more^in»_' 
ter to which I wish to refer : the days for mere literary colleges a" ^ ^ 
versities are gone. There are only two now, Oxford and Cambridge of | 
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description. Oxford has also come to have a jiolylechiiic institute grant- 
ing degrees; Cambridge alone persists in its old ways. Every two or 
three counties in England have got a university with technological and 
agricultural departments. Every state in America also has got such a 
University. The mainstay of a modern university is the tecluiological 
dci)artment, not its literary side. Jilectricity, Mining, Agriculture, these 
are the mainstay of the universities of modern times. The old days of 
piose, poetry and philosophy are gone. The days of mechanical power, 
tlie ixiwer that is in electricity and other mechanical forces rule the world ; 
other things do not count. Therefore, w^e must have our university mould- 
ed on the modern universities. We musi have universities, but not like 
the ones that are being duplicated throughoui. India; iliat is-mere w^aste 
of money. T^et us have one university on the lines of the great univer- 
sities of Europe and America. We have not even got one. Do you 
know the cause of the great uin-est in this country? Our universities 
iiirn out clerks, ideaders and Government oflicuals by hundreds, but 
thousands remain unemployed. They cry for industrial education, not 
for literary education. Unless and until you supply this great want 
tliis dissatisfaction will remain. Therefore, I submit that we should have n 
university on the lines of the great universities of Europe and America. 

The PRESIDENT: The resolution that has just been moved, and the 
r(vs(dution that follow’s it, cover the same ground. T call upon Balm 
Indii Bhushan Dutta to move his resolution. 

Babu INDU BHUSHAN DUTTA: This resolution, if accepted, wnll 
he provided for in the next year’s Budget. To-dav is the 1st of April , we 
are starting on a new year. This is for 1922-23. I ought to make this 
clear, because members may object to it, on the ground ihat as we are 
short of funds, this cannot be provided for in the year just commencing. 

Ai first sight, my resolution looks very similar 1o the one moved by 
my friend, Rai Jogendra Chunder Ohose Bahadur, but I hope, I shall 
l»e able to satisfy this Council, that thougli both of us want a technolo- 
gical institute in Calcutta, his views about some of the details, are, on 
principle, quite different from mine. First, there is the question of the 
•"Agricultural college. I do not know that the greats technological col- 
legcs of England and America have agricultural colleges attached to 
^hein. I must plead ignorance of American conditions, hut I have some 
knowledge of the important technological colleges of Great Britain, and 
1 have yet to know that the industry of agriculture forms part of these 
'"stitutious. The Imperial College of Science and Technology of Lon- 
^k>n. Sir John Cass’s Technical Institute of Jury Street, the Great Regent 
‘direct Poly technique, the Manchester Municipal College of Technology , 
Ae Glasgow Royal Technological College, these are the most important 
technological institutes of Great Brityin, and I challenge ray friend to 

that each of these has an agricultural college attached to it. The 
important agricultural colleges are situated in places like Ciren- 
cester and elsewhere, and for very good reasons. Calcutta is a large 
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industrial city, and it is in the fitness of things that the technological 
institution should be establi.shed here; but as regards an agricultural 
college, I should think that Dacca should have the preference, first, 
because there is already a very large agricultural farm there, which is 
the nucleus of a good agricultural college, and secondly, because all 
the activities of the Agricultural Department are, for the present, con- 
centrated at Dacca. Is it not proper that the first agricultural college 
should he at Dacca? I do not say that that there should not he more 
than one in the province, hut let Dacca take the precedence in this mat- 
ter and then the' turn of Calcutta may come next. 

As regards the granting of degrees to technological students, I must 
confess that I have a dread of degrees. When the B. Sc. degree was 
first introduced into the Calcutta University, I was an Arts Course stu- 
dent in the Presidency College and 1 envied my Scientific fellow-stuih-nts 
on having chalked out a new path for themselves. Much water lias 
flowed past the Hooghly since then, and now, we have the sorry siw - 
tacle of B. Sc., B. L.’s roaming away from their scientific career, drawn t 
into the ever-widening current of the legal profession. 1 am nially 
afraid of the technological gi’aduates toying with the same tempting pro. 
fession. In Great Britain, where degrees have no such peculiar cliani 
as in Bengal, a large number of technological students are satisfiuil 
with their college certificates. They do not asjrire after degrees. Whiit 
is a degree after all? It is hut the guinea stamp; education — imutical 
training, that is the i-eal gold. In this country, unfortunately, the 
University dexgree has a fascination of its own — degree for degree's 
— which is proving a sourrre of discontent and danger; and 1 slioulJ 
jirefer that the industrial students, at any rate, should keep aloof from 
th«« temptation of degrees and the mania of degree hunting. 

Then I must confess, I do not understand what the Rai Bahadur 
means by proposing to have the technological college closely related to 
the Calcutta University. I have all respect for this University. I 
have studied in it, hut I am mortally afraid of bringing an industrial 
institution in close relation to the academic atmosphere and financial 
strain of this Unirersity. The advantages of close relationship with a | 
large university are dubious. I should like to mention the case of tl>« 
Imperial College of Science of London, and ask the members of *1“® 
Council to diaw" their own conclusions. This large institute — a techno- 
logical institute — is afiiliated to the London University in the sense that . 
its students may, if they like, appear for degree examinations of tli*' 
University. That is all the connection and nothing more. ho| 
Haldane and Sir William Ramsay, both well-known and estimable gentle- 
men, tried hard some years ago to bring this institute into closer rela- 
tionship with the London University. The Managing Committee « 
this institute at once scented danger and said in effect: — “We are 
obliged to the London University for its great interest in our welfai^’ | 
but we should much prefer to keep our finance and management in ® J 
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own hands. The Tiondon University has many schemes in hand, if 
our finances get mixed up with theirs, we are afraid we may have to go 
U) the wall/’ I shall not labour this point any more. 1 request this 
(^ouncil to remember that “close relationship’’ with the Calcutta Univer- 
siiy nniy not be at all a bed of roses for this newly-established techno- 
lo(r](‘al institute. 

I find that Dr. H. Suhrawardy has sent in an amendment referring 
tlH‘ matter to a Committee. I have long heard the political maxim — that 
if you want to shelve a matter, refer it to a committee. We have had 
enough of industrial committees and commissions, and don’t want any 
more. Nearly 20 years ago, Sir John Hev^ett of tlu* Ignited IVovinces 
said:— “The question of technical and industrial education has been 
before the Government and the public for over 20 years. There is pro- 
bably no subject on which more has been written or said, whih' less has 
been accomplished.” That was 20 years ago, and 20 more have passed, 
and we are in the same position as we were before. In 1912 a commit- 
tee drt‘W up a cut and dried scheme for a technologi(-al institute in Cal- 
cutta. Has the scheme matured? Is it desirable that we should launch 
on fresh committees for more voluminous reja)rts? I appeal to 
Dr. Suhrawardy to save us from the benefit of these committees. 

To come now to my resolution, what is the sort of ttudinological 
institution that I want? It seems to me that ther(‘ is some confusion in 
some minds as to what is actually meant by teclinological and techni- 
cal ('ducation. I have often heard technological confused with t(‘chnical 
education. Technical education is a broad and vague term. It means 
education that fits a person for the practice of any luindicraft, art oi- 
pioh^ssion. By technological, is meant that brancli of knowledge which 
deals with the development of industries, an education that trains the 
IxMson to develop the industri('s of the country. The car])enter, the 
l)lacksmith, the foreman-mechanic, the engineer, have all got tech- 
nical education; but the manufacturer of paper, glass, sugar, jiottery, 
is the real technologist. These are th(» peojile who have got real 
tei'bnological training. All technologists have, of course, to get tech- 
nical training, but all technically trained men aic* not technologists. 
As has been pointed out in the report of the Calcutta University Com- 
niission “technology must not be confused with that of training foremen 
nid other servants of the scientific industries.” I have gone into some 
detail regarding the matter, because our ignorance has landed us in a 
position of utter helplessness in the matter of the technical school that 
is going to be established in Calcutta. 

In answer to a question put by Babu Akhil Chandra Dutta regard- 
i^ig technological institutions, on the 19th November, 1919, Government 
^ejdied that they were determined lo establish a technical school which 
^^ght ultimately expand into a technological institute. And we, like 
Ignorant people, were content with this reply. Does this Council know 
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what this precious technical school is like? In 1919, when a schenie for 
a technological school was launched, an estimate of Rs. 10,00,000 was 
thought too much, and, in 1920, we find that for a mere technical scliool 
a sum of Rs. 8,00,000 has already been spent and more asked for in this 
year’s Budget. What is the technical school for? This is to provide, 
theoretical training for the apprentices of the large engineering tirnis 
in Calcutta. What are the subjects to be taught there? Drawing. 
Mathematics, Applied Mathematics, Heat Engines, Electro-technics and 
Building Construction. These very subjects have been taught at Sih- 
pur and many other engineering colleges. What is the good of launch- 
ing on a scheme of Rs. 8,00,000 or more to give some theoretical train- 
ing to some apprentices of European firms in Calcutta? I should like to 
read out to you the syllabus of what is taught in a real technological 
college, the Royal Technological College of Glasgow. These are some 
of the subjects taught : — Sugar manufacture. Textile manufacture, Dye- 
ing, Bleaching, Calico-printing, Boiler-making, Sheet metal work, 
Tanning, Watch and Clock-making, even Bread-making, and Tailoring, 
and a host of other real industries. This is the real technology and this 
is the sort of instruction that we want. This is what Glasgow teaches her 
children. Is it any wonder that Scotchmen take the lead in the industrial 
development of the world? What is this Calcutta technical school com- 
pared to this ? Is it not a mere camouflage foisted on us because of our 
ignorance? The Calcutta evening school has been doing this work for 
the apprentices of these Calcutta firms for many years past. The cost 
to the Government for the work w^as very small and now, for this verv 
work, Government is launching into a very great deal of unnecessii.v 
expense. We do not need a technical school like this; let the Sibpiii 
College be expanded for tliis purpose; we want a real tecdinological 
school. India is a country of vast potential possibilities with its ahiiii* 
dant supply of raw material, and we want to develop these raw materials 
and build up great industries here, as is being done in every civilised coun- 
try in the world. We want Indians to make themselves fit every wliere 
not merely as labourers, but as leaders who will turn their atteiitiou to 
industrial enterprise and equip themselves for tlie great iiidustrial 
regeneration of India ; that is what we want. This was a wish ex])res8e(l } 
by His Excellency Lord Chelmsford himself; but how can that wish be 
fulfilled if no facilities are given to equip our men and train them up a® 
leaders of industries ? 

Bengal is rich in raw materials, such as vegetable seeds, l)and)oo, 
grass, straw, sugarcane, hides, clay and many other things, and I have 
it on the authority of one of the best Indian industrial experts— a 
D. Sc. of London — that the following industries may be very successfuH} 
developed here: — Vegetable oils (fixed and essential), j)aper, sugar, nio- 
lasses, fermentation of grains, starches, tanning, pottery, glass, shell»^> 
soap and glycerine. When there are possibilities of so many great 
tries, how is it that we are still lagging behind? Some years agu" . 
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think it was in 1915 — Mr. J. A. L. Swan, whom I am glaJ to see in this 
Council, wrote a report on the industrial development of Benp^al and 
came to the conclusion that the failures in the development of the indus- 
tries of Bengal were mainly due to insufficient capital and inefficient 
management. The question of capital is not before the Council just now\ 
and capital is no longer so shy as before ; but how can you expect to have 
efficient leaders of industries if you will not give us the necessary train- 
ing? Mr. Swan himself has said: ‘‘I think that the encouragement 
from Government might take a more active form than it his hitherto 
(lone. One demonstration is more convincing than a dozen monographs.*' 
Where can such a demonstration be given, ex(‘ept at a technological 
institute? Do the member of this Council know what one single school 

0) technology — I mean the Manchester Municipal School of Technology — 
lias done towards the development of the indusiries of Mamdiester and 
liancashire? I have heard it said that unless there are factories around, 
it is not possible to have successful technological institutes. I am afraid 
tills is an argument to put the cart before the horse. 1 will just explain 
in as few words as I can, what Manchester has done, and this Council 
( un form its own conclusions. Raw materials for the brewery industry 
are abundant in Lancahsire, and what did the Manchester Technological 
School do? It established a model brewery inside the institute complete 
in all details: — I am quoting from the calendar of that institute, Bill- 
ie, page 120. ‘‘The experimental brewery contains a (‘omplete model 
working brewery plant of about 4 bushels capacity.’’ It is a miniature 

1) i(‘wery showing all the details of a working brewery. If a student 
goes through this practical work, is it any wonder that he (am found a 
iiotory and manage it with efficiency wherever goes? Then again, 
Sir, we are painfully conscious of the great success of tlie cotton indus- 
try of Lancashire. Here is what the institute has done: ‘^Tlie depart- 
ment of cotton contains a complete plant for all the various dej)artmentH 
of spinning and weaving.” So also with paper. 1, am quoting again: 
“The institute contains a fully equii>})ed paper-making jdant.” It is 
no use adding quotations. This great technological institute, establish- 
ed nearly 100 years ago, befoi’e there was any Mrvnchester University, 
has, through its small model plants and factories, materially helped to 
develop the great industries of Lancashire. Cannot a similar thing be 
done in Bengal? It cannot be very difficult to establish, gradually, of 
course, small model plants for the manufacture of essential oils, paper, 
sugar, glass, etc. The technological institute my thus give a great 
impetus to several industries in this country. A research laboratory in 
this connection may greatly help the present industries, which some- 
times find it diffcult to get expert advice. Without coming under the 
control of the Calcutta University, this institute may work in co-opera- 
tion with the Ghosh and Palit Science College. That will save a great 
deal of duplication of departments. As regards management, it may 
safely he left in the hands of men like Sir P. C. Bay, and some of bis 
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expert students like Dr. Hemendra Sen, practical industrialists like the 
Manager of tlie Pottery Works, the Founder Manager of the Belgac liia 
Glass Factory, the expert of the Tannery Research Laboratory, uiul 
people of this type. It is hardly necessary to go into details. 

In theory, the idea of the technological institute has been acce])te(l 
by Government. As I have said before, a detailed scheme was worked 
out in 1912. The Calcutta University Commission has accepted the idea. 
In September 1919, the Secretary of State accepted the fundamental 
principle of the Indian Industrial Commission, that in future. Govern- 
ment must play an important and active part in the industrial develo]). 
ment of the country. Why, only the other day. His Excellency land 
Ronaldshay said in his Convocation address: “I .think there are some 
grounds for the contention that we have devoted ourselves too exclu- 
sively to letters and law ... .1 desire to see education given a 

more practical turn.” 

After all this, would it be fair to delay the establishment of a tecli- 
nplogical institute? Much valuable time has already been lost. The 
matter cannot wait any longer. Let the scheme mature at once, and let 
there be ample provision for this in the next year's Budget, viz., tlio 
Budget for 1922-23. 

The question of funds cannot present a very difficult i)roblein iiftei 
all. During the recent Budget discussions, it was made alnindanil} 
clear that a large amount of money had been provided by the (iov- 
ernment of India for education, and that the money still remains unsiHUit. 
This Council has also been able to effect a saving of nearly Rs. 48,00,0(1(1 
from* this year’s Budget. Money is no consideration. It is the wisli, 
the determination, that is wanting. Is the Government determined in 
do good to the people of this province? Ignorance, poverty and cow- 
ardice are the three factors that keep a nation down. Is the Goveiii' 
. ment really anxious to remove these factors by providing sulficiciii 
facilities for industrial development? Let the Government answer. 

Dr. HA88AN 8UHRAWARDY : At the very outset I must say that 
I am convinced that^the proposal made by the hon’ble mover will cer- 
tainly benefit the public and has undoubtedly been put forward witli 
the best of intentions, but before we embark on schemes of technological 
institutions, it seems highly desirable that we should first of all consi- 
der — (I) the present and future needs in technical and industrial edu- 
cation in the province; (2) the present position of education in Bengal, 
and (3) adopt a broad scheme for the best utilisation of available money, 
for technical and industrial education, and establish some co-ordina- 
tion between the existing facilities and the future general scheme for 
the whole province. 

Everyone knows that the proportion of Arts and Law graduates in 
Bengal is higher than that in the United Kingdom, although the popn* 
lation is very nearly the same. It is not my intention to condemn the 
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fact of there being a large number of graduates, but what I mean is that 
there should be some reasonable and practical relationship between the 
sources of employment for such graduates and their number. We all 
know that one can provide easy wage-earning billets to the scientific 
artisans, men who have technical education, but wc have not sufficient 
openings for those who possess high diplomas of technological branches. 
The Rai Bahadur has just made mention of the B.Sc.'s. by hundreds, 
Al.Sc.’s by scores, and D.Sc.’s by dozens who have come out from various 
universities of Europe and America and who have got very lucrative 
;ip])ointments in various firms. 1 do not know any of tliem, but the Rai 
Bahadur may be able to give the (council facts and figures and tell how' 
many vacancies for such appointments occur every year. It is no use 
flooding the country with dii)loma-holders whose minds and brains are full 
of knowledge and not providing means for their employment to meet the 
hreacl ciuestion. In this material age, plain living ami high thinking are, 

1 am afraid, merely a lofty ideal incai)able of realisation wdne^h wdll, cer- 
tainly, not remove the unrest nor ease the economical distress of the coun- 
try. I recognise that at present there is a scarcity of educational path- 
ways which lead naturally to an occupation or a profession in life. In 
fact if we eliminate the meagre facilHies we have in this country for 
medieval and engineering training, there is only one natural pathway that 
is ()j)en for earning one’s bread, at least so far as Bengal is conca'rned, and 
that, is the legal profession. We have heard so much of the ovcu-crowding 
of flic Bar in all its stages that it seems almost a waste of time to r(‘.peat 
it and say that the congestion should be removed by throwing open the 
doors leading to other walks of life. 1 agree that technological education 
lias undoubtedly the potentiality of relieving this (‘ongestion. But edu- 
•cation in Bengal is topheavy, not only because it leads, with a very few 
exceptions, to practically one outlet foi* the graduates, but very largely 
because the number receiving elementaiy and secondary education does 
not compare favourably with the number receiving univeusity education. 
Are we going to repeat this vicious circle also with reference to teclinical 
and technological education? Let not the distant vision of fhe technolo- 
gical institutions of Europe and America so enchiint us and Idur our 
perspective as not to realise their relative position and utility. 

In this country we have nothing analogous to the extramural institu- 
tions of the United Kingdom, I mean those guilds wdiich have turned out 
ctlicient craftsmen and artisans in every department of technical industry. 
In the scheme for the development of education, let us aim that our 
teachers and young men should not be of the tyi>e whose l)rains are full of 
oidy theoretical knowledge, but of the type who have really worked 
with their hands and turned out products of commercial value in indus- 
trial undertakings by the sweat of their brow. We do not want the bfiad- 
f'alolc class who are afraid of developing corns in their hands by honest 
manual labour. These are not the persons who will turn out the type ol 
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men who will be the bulwark and saviours of our future generations. 
The matter requires careful and patient consideration. 

Now, Sir, a recommendation has been made for the establishment of 
a technological institution in Calcutta. Will the estahli.shment of one 
particular type of institution in one particular place necessarily solve tlie 
general problem for the whole province of Bengal? 

Is it not more important to have technical and vocational educational 
institutions, spread far and wide into ever.v part of the province, and 
thereby turn out efficient artisans and craftsmen worthy of successfull.v 
taking" the place of the European foremen and mechanics and thus form- 
iiig the backbone of the future industrial development of the counfr.v? 

Is it wise to attempt at once at tl»e very outset to establish a technolo- 
gical institution for conferring the highpr diplomas and degrees? If 
funds were available, I would certainly say, have both. But we mu.st 
cut our coat according to our cloth. Technical education in all its 
hranches is the one thing that seems needful for our emancipation, for 
the cure of the unrest of the unemployed, and for the cure for the idle i 
mind which is the devil’s workshop. 

This matter I submit should be considered very carefully before any 
definite steps are taken in the way of allotting money for any particular 
scheme for technological education, l.et us consider what are the par- I 
ticular professions in which there are pressing demands for trained nun _ 
of our own country ? What are these demands at present, and whal are 
ihey likely to be in the near future? We should also consider what are 
the facilities already in existence in the province and also what arc the 
facilities contemplated by those in charge of this type of education. 
For instance, we must not forget the great scheme we have of establish- 
ing the technical school in Calcutta, in which His Excellency the Earl of 
Ronaldshay is taking a keen personal interest and for which laud is 
already under acquisition in Corporation Street. Sir I would reque.st the 
Council to obtain definite answers to some of the questious, 
before taking a decisive step. It seems desirable that it would be better I 
to ascertain the position definitely and then to formulate a scheme on 
broad lines. Would it not be better to ask the Director of Industries 
and his Advisory Board to carefully consider and give their opinion on 
the general question and to put forward a scheme for general development 
which will cover the present, and lead up to our future needs? The 
Advisory Board of Industry is made up of a most happy blend of persons 
belonging to communities which have a genius for organization and for 
business acumen and of those who are gifted with imagination, idealism 
and education. Sir, we find in this Board, men of such great practical i 
and business capacity, as Sir Alexander Murray, the President of 
Chamber of Commerce, who, by the way, is also a Fellow of the Cal- 
cutta University ; and we find the Head of the renowned engineering 
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firm of Messrs. Burn and Co. — I mean our esteemed colleague on this 
Council Mr. A. Cochran, we have Rai Bahadur Oiikar Mai Jettia, O.B.E., 
we have the father of commercial and industrial chemistry in this coun- 
try, the renowned Sir P. C. Roy, and the experienced and erudite master 
of facts and figures, the Hon’ble Sir Nil Ratan Sircar, the Vice-Chan- 
cellor of the Dniversity of Calcutta. Besides these, we have representa- 
tives of the Indian Mining Association and others. 

I do not think I shall be wrong if I call such a body a sufficiently 
expert one and qualified to offer ojiinion on industrial and educational 
matters. 

As regards the financial position, everyone knows that the money is 
scarce in Bengal. Financial stringency forced the Government of 
lieiigal not to. contribute anything to the Indian Sciei^'c Congress which 
ludd its sittings here early in February this year, whereas last year the 
small Central Provinces iiiade the large contribution of no less than 
Rs. 10,000. However, different people liold different views and opinions 
as to the method in which whatever money is available, should be spent, 
hut it seems undesirable to send out on ambitious s(diemes for tlie finish 
of a superstructure without making provision for the laying of its found- 
ation. 

The foundation should be strong and the superstructure broad based on 
it. Tlie finish cf a sujwrstructure is usually the most expensive part of 
the job requiring as it does highly specialised skilled labour, and it seems 
undesirable to absorb all the available money, for some yeiirs to come, 
in the work of embellishment, while the foundation is neghuded or is in 
the process of construction. The lessons which can be learnt from 
a study of the present situation, in what may be called a general edu- 
cation, ought not to be oveilooked. If all the money be spent on technolo- 
gical education, what do we propose to do about vocational scliools!^ 
What about evening classes for ambitious youths who are serving their 
time as apprentices in various business undertaking's'^ Wliat about 
secondary technical schools? 

As a member of the Senate of the University of (kilcutta, T am aware 
of the scheme for bringing into existence a department of technology 
in the Calcutta University and I have every desire of supi)orting in this 
C\)uncil any scheme for spending money on technological education. 
But as the money available is not unlimited, the amount which should be 
spent on technological education should bear a reasonable relation to the 
amount available for industrial and technical education, which, after 
all, are only steps which would naturally lead up to it and are neces- 
sary for the establishment of the higher technological education. 1 
therefore request the hon’ble mover of the original proposition, and fhe 
Council generally to kindly consider whether it will not be a better step, 
a step productive of a larger outturn, a more remunerative scheme to 
ike country, to refer the problem to the Director of Industries and hi* 
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Advisory Board for an tally report on the general question and loi a 
definite scheme for consideration, before financial allotments are riia(i(. 
for technological institutions. Babu Indu Bhushan Butta has said just 
now that I am recommending the establishment of another committee 
which will have the fate of most committees — time will Iks 'vasted 
and no results obtained. 1 never suggested that. What T mean by 
my amendment is that as various committees have already given their 
opinions, an expert body like the Advisory Board on Industries should 
formulate a workable and piactical scheme. The Council, after all, is 
not comi>o.sed of experts. 1 hope that the hon’ble member will see his 
way to refer the question to the Director of Industries to draw up 
a practical scheme. In the meanw’hile we should carry out as exjxdi. 
tiously as possible the scheme which is really for the establishment of 
a technical educational institution in’ Calcutta. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH RAY: A large number of committees 
have sat for the last 50 years to consider and report on the establisli- 
ment of a technological institute in Bengal, but unfortunately no school 
has yet been established. We find that in .January, 1878, the Govern- 
ment of Bengal apiwinted a committee to consider and rei)ort wliat 
measures it was desirable to take 'for the establishment of a technical 
school to be connected with the work.shoi>s and manufactories of tlie 
Public Works Department of the Presidency. Sir Alfred Croft jno- 
posed that the civil engineering branch of the Presidency College should 
be incorporated with the proposed institution, the whole forming cue 
great technieal school for the training of engineers and mechanics. 
Nothing, however, was done. We then find that in 1888 the Govern- 
ment of India issued a resolution for the industrial survey of each pro- 
vince. This was done in Bengal .in 1890. The then Lieutenanl- 
Govemor of Bengal, Sir Charles Elliott, said, on a review of the lejMirl 
of Mr. Collins, who had been appointed to make the survey, that tlic 
advancement of technical education was not a matter which couhl he 
pressed regardless of the demand for it or of economy. We find next 
that in the quinquennial review (1898-1902), Mr. Nathan admitted tlmt 
the endeavours made ,to provide through State agency or under State 
control a system of technical education had met with little success. 
In 1905, the Association for the Advancement of Scientific and 
Industrial Education of Indians submitted to the Government of Bengal 
a proposal to establish a te<!hnical college on the lines of the Victoria 
Jubilee Technical Institute, Bombay. It was suggested that the (oUege 
should provide for mechanical engineering, electrical engineering, spin- 
ning and weaving, sheet metal and enixmel work, industrial chemistrv. 
dyeing and paints, ceramics, silk, mining and metallurgy. The result 
was the opening in 1911 at the Sibpur College of classes in dyeing, and 
this was closed in 1916. We next find that an influential committee 
was appointed b^r Government for the establishment of a technical 
institute in Calcutta, and their report was published in 1913. I should 
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mention that there was then also a proposal to abolish the Sibpur Enp^in- 
eering’ College or rather to remove it to Dacca for the training of about 
‘H) students up to the B.E. standard. Their main recommendations were 
tliat a technological institute should be established in Calcutta, that a 
residential and well-oquix)IK^d Civil Engineering College should be created 
indei>endently of this institute, and that a mining school should Im 
formed at some convenient centre, siich as Asansol. They advised that 
the subjects to be taught in the technological institute should include 
niechanical and electrical engineering, in both higher and lower giades, 
civil engineering up to and including the overseer grade, textile and 
commercial subjects, and the chemistry required by engineering and 
textile students. The committee said that there was a great need for 
a well-equipped and up-to-date technological institute in Calcutta, and 
KMommended that the institute should c()m])rise the following depart- 
ments : — 

Engineering. — Mechanical, electrical and civil; 

Textile fabrics. — Jute and cotton ; 

Chemistry. — Engineering textile ; 

Printing ; 

Commerce ; 

For women. — Dress-making, millinery and commerce. 


They further recommended that the Calcutta Institute* should pit sciibe 
its own curriculum and hold its own examinations ?n Civil Engineeiing 
as in other subjects. 

Wp find in the note appended hy Dr. DcMiniiifr to tin' report of the 
Calcutta Technical Institute, the followiiifr short .sketch of the t( chnienl 
and commercial education in London : 

(a) London University includc.s as incorponited institutions, 
University Colleges, King’s College, Strand and King’s 
College, Kensington, and as incor)«)rated “Schools of the 
University,” Imperial College of Science and Technology 
(which in its turn includes Royal College of Science, Royal 
School of Mines, Central Technical Cojlege), Bedford Co lege 
for Women, Westfield College N. W., East London College, 
Royal Holloway College, liondon School of Economics, 
Wye Agricultural College, I.ondon Day Training College, 
Five Theological Colleges, Ten medical colleges and some 1(. 
other institutions, of which eight are I-ondon 1 (dytechnics. 
At all of these, higher professional instruction is given. 
(h) In addition to assisting the University and many of its con- 
stituent institutions and schools, the 

Council aids ten semi-independent jxily technics, the GoL - 
smiths’ College, a number of Arts Schools and severa o her 
institutions. The students on the rolls ^ 
number over 35,000 and the annual cost to the London 
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County Council is about £110,000. The Council maintains 
17 institutions, including the Central and L'amberwoll Schools 
of Arts and Crafts, Paddington Technical Institute, 
Hackney Institute, School of Building, Brixton, Shorditoh 
Technical Institute, School of Lithography, etc. These 
deal with nearly 12,000 students, cost £S1,000, to none of 
which the Board of Education pays a fairly large amount. 
The total Board of Education grant is £52,000; also the 
Council runs 274 evening schools with a roll of 126,(100 
pupils. 

(c) Independent of London County Council aid, there are numerous 
institutions ranging from the City and Guilds Finsbury 
Technical College, the Trades Training School. Leather 
Trades’ School, South London Technical Arts Schools, Pit- 
man’s Clerks’ Colleges, etc., and a large number of small 
private commercial schools. 

When the question of the abolition of the Sihpur Engineerin); 
College was mooted by Government in 191-3, I moved a resolution m 
this Council that the proimsal to abolish the Engineering College at 
Sihpur be dropped and that the said College he either retained at Sih- 
pur, or if its present site was considered unsuitable, it be removed to a 
suitable site in Calcutta or its immediate vicinity, or be made a branch 
of the proposed technological institute in Calcutta. As a result of my 
moving that resolution, the Sihpur Engineering College has been 
retained and has been, under its energetic Principal, Mr. Heaton, con- 
siderably improved, and has now many of the branches of a technological 
college 'attached to it. We have, at present, the Electric and Mimni; 
Engineering classes But it is necessary that there should be an imle- 
pendent polytechnic in.stitute for teaching up-to-date standards oi a 
European and American Institute. 

In these days when the Arts colleges have flooded the country', vhen 
there is no suitable career open to our young boys on account of want 
of suitable and projxjr training, it is only meet and proper that Govern 
ment should take early steps to give the country benefits of technical 
education, and that of a high standard. Government have spent a large 
sum of money on an industrial survey of India with a view to the indus- 
trial development of the country. There cannot be any indiistria 
development unless we have properly trained men in the country, an 
there cannot be any salvation for India unless there is industrial develop- 
ment. You cannot hope to do it simply by foreigp labour. There iiuis 
be suflicient men in the country to carry out the great wor' 
of national regeneration. We are surprised and sorry to see 
years of labour is going to give birth to an apology for a technica 
institute, which to all intents and purposes would be of very ht 
advantage to the bond fide children of the soil. 
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Motion for adjournment: The Police Force. 


The PRESIDEHT: As it is now 5 o’clock, we may take np the 
question of the adjournment of the Council; and T now call upon 
Mr Rhodes to move the motion that the House do now adjourn. 


Mr. C. W. RHODES: In view of the permission so kitidly piven me 
l)v the Council I do not think I require to justify ray action in movinp 
(lie adjournment of the House. 

The answers given by Sir Henry Wheeler to Mr. Das this afternoon 
raise matters of very great urgency and importance, especially in 
regard to that supplementary question where he indicated the possi- 
bility of having to cut down the police force. I have read carefully 
(lirough the account of the debate on the ITth when the police grant 
was reduced by Rs. 23,00,000. So far as I can see no! (.ne of the 
sjieakers suggested an immediale reduction in (he numbers of (he jiolice 
force without adequate enquiry. The whole (one of (ha( debate showed 
a reluctance to make an increased grant for ]wlicc expenditure 1111(11 
(be Council had satisfied itself that economies could be effected wilhout 
(be sacrifice of efficiency. I think it was the intention of the House 
on that occasion to vote sufficient money for the riovernment to carry 
on for the present and to vote a subsidiary grant as soon as the Council 
was .satisfied that the increased expenditure was justified. It is quite 
clear from Sir Henry Wheeler’s an.swer this afternoon, howc'ver. that 
(be Council committed an error of judgment and that the (lovernment 
cannot act on the lines which I think the House intended and which 
are suggested by Mr. Das in his supplementary questioio I* is unfor- 
tunate that this was not realised or explained to the (’ouncil at the 
time. 


T am sorry to see that Mr. Montagu has been bombarded with ipies- 
tions on the subject in the Imperial Parliament. It mai Iiok <ei 
rlone with the best intentions, but T think this Council woubl prefer to 
work out its own salvation and may yet have to pray to be saved from 
its friends. We are faced with a hii^e deficit ihroiif:rh no an t o onr 
own, and in this resx>ect we are confronted with difficn firs nn i e lose 
of the other provinces. If the Council has exercise mor. zca 
cretion in cutting down expenditure, T think there is some c . ciise. 
There is not the slightest wish on the part of the ( ouni i ^ 
the Government or to bring about a deadlock. I c persis en c > 

throughout the Budget debate has been for more in oima ion, 
this respect I would bear testimony, as others ^

limited time at our disposal we have had to vote large sums in the 
dark, and during the debates constant reference has been 
need for the new standing committees which nve di e ec er 
The™ i, no aonht th.l the Connell look. *0 ‘k." 
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to protect the interests of the tax-payer and to give the Council con. 
fidence in voting away large sums of money during the Budget 
debates. We owe our thanks to His Excellency for the 8j>eed with 
which these committees have been called into existence, and 1 think 
the Council will recognise in that fact the obvious desire of His 
Excellency to hasten on full parliamentary government in Bengal. Wo 
have been told by the Government that under the Reform Scheme these 
committees have no statutory powers. We recognise this fact, bid we 
also realise the important functions which these committees will ]x‘r. 
form. They will keep us informed both in the House and in the lohhies 
about the details of administration, and it is obvious that the opinion 
of the Council will largely be guided by what our own representatives 
on these committees have to tell us. But we look to these committees 
not only to keep us informed of the problems of the Government, hut 
also to keep Government itself informed as. to the state of feelinn in 
this House. I hope Members and Ministers will not look askance at j 
these committees. T can assure the Government that they are goinj: to 
get more constructive assistance than destructive criticism from those 
new committees. Such deadlocks as th(» present are therefore unlike- 
ly in the future. 


In regard to the necessity for an efficient police force, I think the 
Council has made up its mind. We have had recent evidence of llie 
necessity for an efficient force in the out-districts, and, nearer limiie. 
it has been dangerous during the past week for passengers to enter or 
leave Howrah station by train. T am told that our available jjolin' 
force has been strained to its limit protecting railway passengers. \i 
is quite obvious, therefore, that the Council does not desire any rediu* 
tion in the efficiency of the i>olice force, rather the leverse. A reduc- 
tion of Rs. 23,00,000, I may say, is equal to the salaries of 10,((0(l 
constables, and I believe that the total number of constables in Bengal 
including Calcutta, is under 19,000. The matter is one of urgency, and 
my object in moving the adjournment is to press upon the Govenunent 
the importance of asking the Council for a supplementary rote in the 
shortest possible time after the appointment of the standing committee 
If the debate shows that my request is supported by my fellow- 
councillors, I sincerely trust the Government will take immediate step^ 
to give effect to our wishes. I think we shall be prepared to pasf- tins 
grant not only because the standing committee asks us to do so, bnt 
perhaps chiefly in the knowledge that this same standing commiitee 
will be watching the tax-payers’ interest throughout the coming vonr, 
and, even though the full amount may be voted, the commiiicc will 
still be there to suggest any economies that may be found possible will* 
out loss of efficiency. 

Ifi conclusion, may I submit to the House that we are not to-dfly 
discussing the efficiency of the police force. I know various views are 


held on the subject, but, whether we say that the whole force is K' 
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or ibat wholly bad, we are all UTiaTiiinous in our desire ilial it 

plioidd become the best ]) 08 sil)le force* at the lowest ])ossihl(* (‘ost. It 
is oiir first duty, as a (h)uii(‘]l, to assist in the niiiinti'naiKM* of order 
in ilie province, and our eejually inijiortant duty to work ev(*ntually 
towaids a reduction in llu* cost of tin* jiolice* by co-ojieratiiin- to remove 
all factors in our social and economic lib* that lend to unrest and dis- 
ojfler. 

The PRESIDENT: 1 wish io point out to tin* m(‘mb(*]s iliat 2 hours 
is tin* limit of time for the discussion of this (jU(‘siir)n, and the whole 
(liscussion has to be finished within that time. 

Babu AMULYA DHONE ADDY: May 1 ask what tin* ri‘solut:on 
is ?

Rai JOCENDRA CHUNDER CHOSE Bahadur: The epiestion e)f 
the reduction of the g*rant for an ine*rease*d expenebture in polie‘(* this 
year cannot be reopened under the law. ^ ou are trying tei in a 
reuuidabout way, but I am afraid the law^ will neit allow" yeui to do that. 
‘Section 80 is positive on this quenstion. What is now ]uo}K)seel is to 
override section 80 by some stratagem eir other. 1 told this ( euincil 
that the Government might be assured that we were in no w^a^ Inclined 
to put any difficulty in its way. By reiecting 165 amendments which, 
if carried, would have made Government impossible, W(* have proved our 
^rood faith. We do not desire in the least to embarrass the Government. 
I he fact is that we were not sa tisfied that the increa.se of Rs. 
lakhs — an amount which took our breath away — was indispensable this 
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year. We must be satisfied that the expenditure is indiaj^eng. j 
able in the interests of ^ood government, order .iiid peace; and, unless I 
you can show that it is so, we are not inclined to pass it. Mr. llhodes 
himself has just mentioned that we are faced with a huge deficit of 
Rs. crores. It is our bounden duty to try to economise to the utmost 
and to scrutinise every item of expenditure. 1 can quite understand 
that some additional amount would be necessai’y for the efficiency oi tlie 
police, becuiuse of the higliei* pay which the ])oIicemen would demand 
by strikes and other ways. Let tlie Government satisfy us that the 
policemen re(]uire higdier ))ay. I can say that there is not a single man 
in this Council who would oppose the Goveinment. Ibit you tell ns 
nothing’, and you only say, “ Give us Ks. 281. lakhs. ’ Why have you 
given us res]>onsible government; why h.av(' you brought us hein^ and 
why have you called us representatives of the peojde, if W(" eaiinot ^ 
scrutinise the finances of the country ? Our occoipt ion would he gone | 
and our places here should he vacated, if we cannot do so. T gave an i 
assurance, and am giving tlie assnrance again — T am not a leader in this 
Council, hut 1 am only a hnmldc jicrson — that so far as T know most 
of the memhers, if not all, would vote for iiic Government, il the (lov. 
ernmeni say that this amount of mom'V was i(‘(|uired for increased ]a\ 
or siudi oilier indisjven sable items; and for thaf maticr, 1 gave this 
assurance, ‘‘ Satisfy the Commitfee and, if you find that the Coniniitkc 
is not satisfied, that the Committee is unreasonable and unreasomdjly 
discards or rejects tbe items whicli you think are i ii(iis])ensal)]e, hiiup 
it to the House and appoint a (Vimmittee of tlu^ House a larger ( om- 
niittee.'’ And T can assure you that the memhers of this Couiied are 
not at all unreasonable. A few may Ix' irreconcilable and nnreasomdde, 
wbo oppose for ojiposition sake, but there ar(‘ many here who do not 
oppose for opposition sake, hut o]>])ose for conseience sake. Raiish 
them, and they will vote for you. If the Committee are unirmscnalh, 
come before us, and lay your case before the Council. Who is then' in 
this Council who will not pass it? There is no such man here. There 
fore, T say that the way in which Mr. 'Rliodes has brought this ques- 
tion is not the proper way. What ought to he done is this. Mdlim 
the next week, let'the Government show before the Police Commiffee 
that they require this increased expenditure for such and such 
and, if they are not satisfied, let them bring it before this Couiici- 
We should also know for what specific purposes the amount is lequire . 
and, if that Committee are unreasonable and reject the Goveriinx’Q 
proposals, he sure that we shall set them aside, when we arc s.atisfte 
that the amount is indisi>en8ahly required. We have been called 
to take some part in the administration of our country, and we do r\o^ 
want to he led like dumb-driven cattle. We want to exercise eu 
discretion, our own judgment. Be assured that we are not oppose^ 
Government, but, on the contrary, we shall help them to the i 

our power when we are satisfied that the amount is required m 
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interest of Government. I understand that there are certain people 
who think that the interest of Government is not the interest of tlie 
peo])le, hut I am one of those who considers that the interest of the 
Priiish Government is the interest of the ]>eople. Wlienevm' the 
iiiterest of the British Government clashes with the interest of the i)eople, 
J sav the rulers are wrong*. 1, for my part, do not wish to H(‘e any 
clashing of interest of the British Government witli that of the ]>eo])le 
of British India. Therefore, I say, take us into your confidence, and 
we shall certainly he with you and will never he against you. 

Babu JATINDRA NATH BASU: Rai Jogendia riiunder (ihose 
Bahadur has spoken from the point of view of an ordinary j)erson and 
I desire to do the same. The reduction was asked for by a resolution 
consisting of one line — that the grant he reduced by a certain amount. 
It is impossible for an ordinary man to understand as to why there 
sliould he such reduction. Should there he a reduction simply hecause 
t}ier(' lias been an excess of the demand over last year’s? Various cir- 
ciinislaiH'es may happen — the police force may recpiire to be strengtlumed, 
Ticw thanas may have to he o|xmed. We do not know. The details to 
soni(‘ extent are set out in the Budget, hut not in sinh detail as the 
('oiincil would have desired. But still the reduction was sought to he 
made in that off-hand manner. The (’ouncil should not have been k(*|>t 
ill the dark. All those who wanted a reduction ought to have indicated 
UTi(]('r what heads they wanted to effect a reduction, and the (ouiK^il 
may rcasoTiably recjuire some information on that jw)int. Tin* Council 
is (Miirusted, from the iioint of view of an ordinary man, to some extent 
with the pi’eservation of public ]>eace. hkir instance, if tlu' executive 
(if)\ eminent are to reduce the gr.ant for the police force in Itajshahi, 
there is every likelihood of more escapes of prisoners from the jail theie. 
If the grant for the police force employed in Calcutta in Burra Bazai, 
riive Street and other business localities — he rediicc'd, there may he 
r)])poitunities for more dacoities like the recent Chartered Bank dacoity. 

If it is intended to reduce the traffic police in Calciitia, then we shall 

have to be detained for half an hour instead of for 10 to lb minutes in 

soiri(‘ streets of Calcutta. So a reduction under ^hese hi ads is not 

]macticable. The new year commences to-day. The grant has been 
reduced, and if the executive Government now give effect to the lecuc- 
tion, what will happen?

within three days they will be able to understand tew o e ques ion. 
It is a Budget of a little over a crore and a half , and to ordinary rnen 
ivho have to deal with figures one would think it should ta e mon s 
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and probably years before they fully realise and understand how the 
reduction should be made. 

Kumar SHIB SHEKHARESWAR RAY; It is to be regretted that 
it has been thought necessary by Mr. llbodes to bring ibis subject before 
the Council for discussion. In fact there was absolutely no necessity 
for this discussion. 1 maintain that, on the materials which the llon'hle 
Sir Henry Wheeler supjdied to us wheTi presenting the Budget, we were 
fully justified in thinking that the police ex])enditure required a drastic 
reduction. Most of us were new to the Council, and so it was not quite 
possible for us to point out definite items wherein we wanted reduc. 
tions, and so we decided on a lump reduction, leaving it to the Hoii’hle 
Member to adjust his e.\iH-nses according to tlie grant. But most ot 
us made it (dear on that day that we were prepared lo reconsider the 
grant if either the Covernment or the Police Standing Committee juit 
further information before us or recommended any furtluvr expenses. 
We stiede to the same position to-day, as will be .ipiiarent from the 
speecln^s made by Balm Surendra Nath Hay and Hai logendra Cluindei 
Chose Bahadur, I still maintain that there was absolutely no neee.s-.itv 
for this discussion, and w’c are always ])repared to consider any respnii- 
sible proiiosal brought before us in a responsible mannei by any respm. 
sible officer of the Covernment. We are not here to make the admim- 
tratiou impossible, only what we want is more light and a little c mitesj 
and we are alwavs ready to help the Covernment.

explained to them how it is that we cannot do without this money. 1 
ies[>ectfully submit that, so far as 1 am (‘oncerned, 1 have no dou])t that 
we can place that much reliance n})on our own standing committees that 
are going to be formed, but, if confidence is not reposed on us, if we 
are treated as outer barbarians who must not be permit led to know the 
reason of things, who must not question the leason why, w^ho must j)ay 
because they are asked, if that is the s])irit in which things are done, 
then 1 am perfectly sure there vv’ill be very little co-ojKoation.

All the same 1 yi(d(l to none in my desire that any deadlock 
tliai is j)ossible must not be allowed to take jdace, 11 His Lxccdlency 
tile Governor be graciously of oi>inion that tilings should he done in 
such a way that you can tide over dilliculties and go ou witii the v\ork, 
we all bow to Ills decision, whatever it may he. dhat is the ])oint 
of view from wliich 1 have to urge. J have no reason to doubt that. 
Myself and all my brotlier membei's will only be too glad to acceiit the 
situation that lias been so eloquently moved by my esteemed friend over 
there. 

Babu ANNADA OH ARAN DUTTA: I do not think that there is 
any necessity of associating my views witli tliat^ of the geid lemen w o 
have spoken before me. 1 am of opinion that in spue of the position 
we created for ourselves by the refusal of the grant it is meet and proj^r 
that we ehmild reconsider our position, provided there are fresh materials. 
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I am sorry tliat 1 don't see eye to eye with some of my friends rogurd. 
iii^ the utility of these so-called standing committees, which the 
day the Hon’ble the Member in charge styled as simply advisory cqi]!. 
mittees. The information that the committees may be pleased to give 
us might be of some use to the members of this Council, and the (knmcil 
as a body should be supplied with all the facts which are in pcjssessioii 
of the Government and which w^e shall be perfectly at liberty to discuss 
and upon which we may frame our judgment. If we aie satisfied, 
certainly I think we should reconsider our decision, and should not 
hesitate a moment to make the grant necessary for the purpose of luii- 
ning the administration. 

Babu INDU BHUSHAN DUTTA: If I have been able to read aright 
the meaning of the vote of reduction that was passed the other day. I 
think it was done on two grounds. First, as a censure on the man tier 
in which the Department was carried on, and, secondly, as a i)]()tcst 
against the extraordinary increase of e.xpenditiire that was being incui- 
red from year to year. With this view in mind, 1 cannot C(jngra1iilate 
Mr. Khodes on the question that he has raised before this House to-day. 
His question pracdically amounts to this, lie comes and ask.s (]ii> 
House to go back on the vote that was jiassed by the majorily of tlio 
House only a few daj\s ago. To rescind or to consider the (jiu'stioii nf 
rescinding a vote like this in the same sessions takes away the ini])()i taii(e 
of this Council. It has been said by many member.s that a staiidiii^ 
committee is being formed for this Police Department. A question like 
this should have come from that standing committee and not io-day 
from Mr. Rhodes. As regards the standing committees, 1 must disscci- 
ate myself from the view that has just been expressed by my frieud. 
Babu Surendra Nath Hay. He said that if the Standing Coniiiiitlet' 
recommended that tliis expense was necessary, this Council would pas'^ 
it. 1 cannot agree to that view. We ourselves must be satisfied tliai 
every item, every detail of the items is absolutely necessary, not to 
create a deadlock. Then and then only, we may reconsider the luattei* 
The Hon'ble Sir Henry Wheeler said that the standing coiniuittees 
would be simply advisory boards. I think that it is the semse of ikt? 
Council that the four members whom we have the pleasure to tied 
to-day cannot always and in all matters, represent the opinion of thn 
House. Before 1 finish, I should like to add another w ord , tLo days 
of carrying on a high and mighty tone in this Council are gone. Tiie 
angle of vision has changed. I say that this House, or any other 
House, cannot submit to such terms as have been used during the 
Budget discussions. If the Standing Committee on behalf of ourselves 
01 on behalf of the Government come forward and say that the Govern- 
ment is in a diflScult position and that the Police Department cannot he 
carried on well for want of sufficient funds, then, after satisfy iui? dse 
that eveiy particular item is absolutely necessary., this Council 
reconsider this matter and not otherwise. 
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Babu KISHORI MOHAN CHAUDHURI: 1 do not quite under- 
stand why this motion has been brouf^dit before tliis TIoiise by my friend 
Khodes. This item of Rs. 2d,00dH)(), so far as I remember, rejire- 
seiits the additional amount that w^as ])ro]K)sed to be s])ent over and 
iiliove the expenditure last year — 1 mean the year ending on dlst March 
1921. It was not a reduction without rhyme or reason with a view to 
create a deadlock in the management of the Police Department. If the 
iiianagemeiit could be done in the year P)20-21 on a certain scale, that 
can as well as be done now. If additional amount is nec'essarv, it must 
he under certain heads and it must be show'ii that it is impossible to go 
on without incurring the expenditure at once — 1 mean on the 1st of 
Ajiril. It is an ominous day. Idie 1st of Ainil has some other associa- 
tions wdtli us. I do not know w'hat w’e are going to do and wdiat 
Rhodes is striving to take us to. If his intention is that w'e are to 
reconsider the whole thing because the information supjdied to us then 
was not complete and u})on incomjdete information we did something 
wrong and that w^e must now' (‘orrert our mistake' and say tliat we should 
not have cut dowui that amount, but w'e must go on w'ith the additional 
exiH'iiditure as pioposed, 1 submit, Sir that w’ould be a position 

The PRESIDENT: I must call tin' hon’ble incmbei’s attention to 
tlie ]>oint at issue. There sei'ins to be some misappreh(*nsion as to the 
effect of the motion. If tliis motion is carried, it would not have the 
effect of restoring the grant that has lu'en refused. It w’ould only have 
tlie efiect of draw'iiig the attention of the Council to tlie serious situation 
that has been created by tlie cuitailment of the dmuaiid as shown by 
tlie statement made, by the Iloidble Sir Henry Win'clei iind asking 
(iovernmeiit to take such measures as can legally b(‘ taken to meet the 
(iittieulty. Government may in another st'ssion conn* to the Council and 
ask for a supplementary grant. It is not now int('nded to leviuse the 
decision of the Council; that decision cannot be revi'ised in this session. 

Babu KISHORI MOHAN CHAUDHURI: I tluu k you. Sir, for the 
kind explanation. If that is the position, I am now^ showing that really 
we have not created a deadlock and immediate act’ion is iiot necessary. 
Me were not told then aiid w^e are not (old ev(*n by .Mr. Phodirs to-day i 
that an additional force of say^ some 10, (MM) (HUistables is to lie ajipointed 
at once and that it that is not done to-da.v, or that if to some alieady 
appointed payment is to be made, then it is a difficult situation and 
something ought to be done. AYe distinctly stated on that day that the 
money was not going to be approjuiated lor some other pm jiuse. Ihe 
money would be there. If it is necessary, if the (a)iincil is convinced 
that an additional sum is necessary, it would he granted. Theie would 
be no difficulty. I am sorry that the responsihle advisers of Ills Excel- 
lency could not supply that information to IDs Excellency and lequest 
him to place some confidence in us. Wc knew then that we might be 
overruled, but still we did it simply because we thought it necessary, as 
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there was a heavy deficit and Ave were going to encroach upon eaniiurked 
grants for special ])urposes of educalion and sanitation, and, if it 
he delayed, if anyhow tlie ex|)enditure can l)e lessened, tfiat (>iiglit to 
be tried and in that view Ave suggested, “ Ave grant you so inucli, ike 
amount Avhich you lequiied for the ycuir 1920-21. The sum over ai.J 
above that if you can shoAV as ahsoluiely necessary, we would he Aery 
glad to grant it,” but that Avas not accepted. There Avas room given toi 
bringing forward a supplejiienlary budget; that was not done, hut 
simply a censuT'e in a roundabout Avay, either direcdly or indirecilv, is 
now being attemj)ted to be i)assed upon this Counci] — that upon in. 
complete ini'orjualion, witJiout taking into consideration the serious 
dithculties tliat would ensue, tlie demand was curia iled. We inotrsi 
against that. 1 recjuest Mr. Jlliodes jiot to ])r(\ss the point, and ask ilit 
Excellency througli his lesjjonsihle advisers — Ministejs and Executive 
Councillors — luuc' to j)]ac(‘ some confidence ui)on us and to give us soiije 
reasonahle data upon wliich Ave can act. It is not a ihing on Avhidias 
my friend Mr. Hasu thinks tlie Standing (k)niniitt(‘e cannot in a dav or 
two (iome to any conclusion. I am not relying ejjtirely u])on the Slaud- 
ing (Jommittee. 1 do nol say (hat tJie Standing Committee would he (lie 
arbiter of this affair. But tlie Standing ('ommittee is cojn[>os(‘d of 
persons elected by us. Theii* existence' is between the Council and die 
Oovernment. They Avould l)e in a ])osition to say what additional sum 
Avould be necessary. Idiis can certainly be done in oiie or two days. 
Where is the special nec-essity of the motion? T'ake for instance (lie 
increment of pay. There is some jaroposal for gi ant ing incl ement of 
pay. That can be granted later on, and, Avhen the grant Avould he luaiie 
it can he made Avith retrospective ett'eel. In that way the chaige cuii te 
met. 1 do not see hoAv it is an imjiossihility to carry on the juilice 
administration Avithout the giant, and why the thing should lie correctml 
w'ithout a momenths delay. In that aIcav I say: ” Jlere is a standing 
committee consisting of our eh'cted memhers. We have some coiiii- 
dence in them. Tict them be satisfied.” 11 they are not amenahic to 
reason, and are not friendly to the (Government , the matter may be 
explained to the (Jouncil. An additional or sujipiementary budget may 
be broiiglit forAvurd at any moment. We do not say it should he six 
months hence; if nec'essary, it can he done at any moment, because iliere 
is ami>le room for it. We distinctly stated then that we Avere lud ceii* 
vinced of the sjiecial necessity. If we are convinced, we will he very 
glad to grant any amount they reiiuire. As my friend Mr. Mulbek lia^ 
said, we are not for non-co-operation. We are for co-operating ^^i‘b , 
the (Tovernmeiii. If we are shoAvn that for maintaining the (dliciency 
and usefulness of the Police Department any additional sum is neces- 
sary, we will be very glad to grant it. We di.stinctly stated it dien 
and for the information of His Excellency, through you, Sir, 1 reite- 
rate the statement even now. I believe all the members will agree with 
me in saying this that it was not with the spirit of non-co-operation 
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that we did it. We did it simply upon a public g'j ound, uj>oii a neces- 
sity wliicli w'e aie bound to look to liist. \\ c are not to encourage any 
unnecessary expenditure. A sum— a heavy sum of Its. 23, (H), 000 or 
]ts. 24,00,000 was asked over and abovt* the sum si)eiit Iasi year, and to 
that we objected. If we are satisfied, if we are shown that here are the 
thing's for which so much is required, if that can be cxidaiued, there 
would be no difficulty in getting- the consent of the House In that view 
1 request my friend not to press the point. My Iriimd Mr Basu remarked 
that perhaps, if the grant is not given, then fuitlic?- convicts would 
escape from the Kajshahi Jail or furthei- (/oondaisin wouJd be em ouraged 
in Hurra Bazar. I do not think that tlie members had any such idea in 
their mind or that they were ])riyy to any arrangement wliich could 
bring in such a result. I have no such misgiving uf>on tlie honesty and 
integrity of the members. I lio]>e my friend, Mr. Bliode,;, would not 
piess the iioint, and wdiat W(‘ say now may be communicabal to His 
Excellency, and I ho}>e His Elxcidlency would have' sonu* faith upon 
oui' lionesty and he would wait. If he can oveirule us to-day, he can 
overrule us a few^ days henc(‘. Ther(‘ is no urgmit nec(‘ssity why he 
should do it immediately. 1 think there is no Inirry aboui it, and my 
friend would not, I hoi>e, press the point any more. 

Babu JATIKDRA NATH BASU: I ris(‘ to offer a ])ersonal (*xplana- 
tion. I did not impute any dishonesty to any imunber of this (2)uncil. 
Ther(‘ are diffivreiit ways of understanding tilings. 1 understood it in 
one wuiy and my friend understood it in a different way. 

Babu NITYA DHON MUKHERJEE: IhfoK' 1 sjHak on this subject 
1 b(‘g to submit that 1 wuis not ])resent in the Council wdum tin's was dis- 
cussed, so that there might not be any niisap])reh(‘nsion on the j>art of my 
friend, Babu Surendra Nath Mullick. 

The first siieaker, Babu Surendra Nath Hay (lie is not here now ), in- 
formed us as he gave an assurance to llu‘ Members of ( lovi rnnHUi t, that the 
inattei' would be i-econsider(*d by tin* ( ouncil, th(‘ ( io\'( » imumt should lia\'e 
relied on that assurance. But I do md think thme is any member in 
this Council who can, on behalf of tin* non-oflicia^ members, give such 
an assurance and ask (jovernment to acceyit it. If there be any member 
wdio can do so, I hope the Oovernment would be glad to accept it. 

Tlie next speaker, llai Jogendra (Ji under (ihose Bahadur, w^mt into 
th(' question of law and said (Tovernment cannot i-(‘consider the matter, 
but I beg. to submit, in the first place, there is no (juestioii of leconsidei- 
ation, and in the second place, there is another law which has been re- 
sorted to by His Excellency the Governor of Madras. I saw in the pai)er8 
that the Governor of Madras expressed his regret for having to overrule 
the vote of the Council. Now His Excellency the Governor of Bengal 
may follow the example of His Excellency the Governor of Madras and say 
*‘I regret I am to veto the decision of the Council. I think that 
instead of allowing things in come to such a pass we should mend our 
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ways and do things properly and reasonably. When the demand was cut 
down not a single suggestion was made as to how this reduction should 
be cuirried out. Two suggestions 1 read in the papers had been 
made — one by the learned mover suggesting that honorary Inspectors 
may be appointed. Ins])eeiors have to enquire into dacoity and murder 
esses and are to be whole-time servants; they are also to prosecute (;uses 
like trained lawyers. Aie we to understand that these honorary In- 
spectors will able able to render whole-time and responsible service to 
Govei nnient ? At times information comes to a thana at one in the morn- 
ing that a murder had taken place ; the Inspector has got to go and make 
an investigation, but I don’t think anyone will come forw^ard to take 
such an honorary post. Moreover, if that is to be done, I think the 
mover of the resglution will liave to request his friends in the Legisla- 
tive Assembly to omit Chapter IX of the Indian Penal Code which deals 
with the olfences of taking and giving bribes to public sevants. If we 
have to iipimint honorary Insjiectois, we must make sure that that chap- 
ter of the Penal Code is deleted from that book. We have also read in 
a paj)er some suggestions about reducing the pay of the European Super- 
intendents ot ]*oli(*e. Poli(‘e Suiierintendenis are not like compositors 
and printers who can be asked to go away any time. Inspectors, Eiiio- 
peans and Indians, Sui)erintendents, whether European or Indian, have 
enteied the service under certain conditions and Government camiot 
disjiense with their services, and if that is done, they are entitl(‘d to 
compensation. Under the rules Government is bound to give tlieri 
comiiensation when their services are dispensed with wthout any reason- 
able gi’ound. Pabu Surendra Nath Mullick, notwithstanding his great 
legal abilities, has indii*(‘ctly made an admission that they made this 
reduction in the demand not only on the ground of the heavy deficit in the 
Budget, but also on the ground that there were some observations made 
by a certain member of Government whicdi they did not at all like. 

Babu SURENDRA NATH MULLICK: I did not say so. T do not 

think the si>eaker cared to follow me. 

Babu NITYA DHON MUKHERJEE: Yes, my friend did sny so 

during his si)eech and there are others, who heard him saying so. 
Besides these two suggestions there have been ah.soliitely no suggestions 
either in this Councdl or outside it as to how this reduction is to he carrjtd 
out, and without any such it would not Be wi.se on the part of this Coun- 
cil to reduce the grant. I ask my friend, Bahu Surendra Nath Mullak, 
if any Commissioner of the Calcutta Corporation wants to cut down a 
certain amount (say Its. 5,00,000) from the current budget of the Corpo- 
ration from a certain specific head, would he not ask him from what .sui>- 
heads that Commissioner wants to delete the amount. This is the most 
common-sense view that any reasonable man who has got any idea of 
administration would take. If we do something simply because a cer- 
tain gentleman made certain observations which we did net like ’f® 
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would not be doing tlie right thing. If you want to help Govern inent, 
help them without any prejudice and without any feeling. 

Rai MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadur; We came lo the 
(oMclusioii ihe other day upon some niaievials which were hel'ore the 
] louse in regard to tlie iiolice budget. Every item of the budget was 
(xainined and we came to the deliberate conclusion that llie amount of 
Its should be deleted as being unnecessary and extravagant. 

To-dav we are virtually asked to reconsidiu* our decision, and upon what 
uiaterials? If upon the same materials, we need not go into the subject 
a‘’‘ain; if upon fresh materials., tlien that is a different matter. In no 
^^av can it be argued that we, the members ol“ this responsible body, have 
tieated the subject lightly. On the contraiy, we have thought over 
the matter and, after considering the (laims of economy in the (‘X])endi- 
ture on this subject, we, the non>otiicial members of tin* Oouneil, came 
ii) the unanimous conclusion that this amount represented a \ery large 
sum and was conseiiuently disallowed. Is tluMc any gmitleman in this 
House who would come forward and say that we have not acted rightly 
or witliout any sense of responsibility? If b(' says so, I would say to 
him deliberately, unequivocally and unhesitaiingly that he is ])erf(‘etly 
wrong. No body of public men ever thought over a matter so (leliberat(‘- 
]y as we liave done. Our mission in this House is to co-ojxuate with the 
(iov(‘rnment and to help the Government with advice in mattfus of dith- 
eiilty; and we are prepared to discuss this ciuestion again if n(*w light is 
thiown on it, but in the absence ot suclra iai'tor 1 do not know what 
iiM‘lul imrpose is served by this fresh ((uestion. 1 am not raising a (lues- 
tion of law, because I am submitting that it is my avowaul object to 
assist the (xovernment as much as p(>ssil>le and to w'ip(‘ off tin* deficit- 
iiuge deficit as it has been rightly called. AVe ai(‘ ap])ointing cominit- 
t(‘es to see if retrenchment can be effected in Government exjumdituie 
and I am of opinion that inasmuch as the new Standing Commit tee on 
holiee has been elected to-day, let us not take up this (luestion again, 
but wuiit for their recommendations whi(h will, 1 havi* no doubt, be of 
great assistance to us as well to Government. 

Mr. HUSEYN 8HAHEED SUHRAWARDY: This (doumil is not a 

platfonii for displaying chea]) sentiment, or tor eai ning (dieaj) po}>ulai itv 
<»r for indulging in cheap oratory. I'o-day w(‘ am discussing a (luestion 
of considerable constitutional im])oidam*e, and it is u]) to us to (onsidf i it 
" illi all caution and delilwratio!!, to fed that wc ai'c here as responsible 
nieiuhers elected by the public to .serve the interests of llie public. 

Mr. Rhodes does not carry us very far in his motion for tlie adjourn- 
ment of the Hou,se. His adjournment barely amounts to nothing more 
than an expression of opinion on our part that jieiliaps wc ha\e done 
our work in pointing out to Cxovernment that ihe inci eased expem iture 
on the police is not agreeable to us; we have done our work in eliciting 
information from Government as to the reasons that have ed t em to 
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Bubaciibe to this iucieased expenditure. 1 would go further even than 
Mr. llhodes in my iipineciulion of the pavity of the crisis with which we 
ale (.onfionted and at a very ^lave iisk, I appeal to those members of 
the Council who think — and I know there are some who think the same 
as_l do— that if they liave done a wrong they must come forward and 
redress Ciat wrong. It is not Ixmeath our dignity, as it is not beneutli 
the dignity of an honourable gentleman, to come forward and acknowledge 
mistakes once committed. 1 think we shall rise in our own estimation 
and ill that of others it we are stronj,'' enough to come forward and declare 
publicly that at one time or another we did not know sufficiently when 
W'e voted in a particular manner. At this stage of our political existence 
we are far too young in western politics to identify ourselves with any 
party, to subsciibe to any irresiKmsible programme, and this is just the 
time when we can act according to our conscience, and 1 feel that if we 
do act according to our conscieiu'c, we shall have the approbation of 
the public and the satisfaction of having done our diitv. 


At this stage the Council adjourned for 15 minutes. 

After the adjournment. 

Mr. AJOY CHUNDER DUTT: I am afraid .some members of this 
(Council are labouring under a mi,saj>prehension. So far as 1 could under- 
stand, Mr. Ithodes did not desire us to-day to recoiisi.lcr our position. 
All what he really asked u.s wa.s that we-* .should keej) an i.'jien mimi ; 
nothing more than that. There is no (|Ueslion that the Budget was iioi 
understood by a very largi* number of members. I, for one, could net 
follow the Budget in every detail and i am sure tlieie were others in niv 
position, and 1 think 1 am right in stating this becau.se some of the 
members who si>oke during that dismission, .said that they were will- 
ing to make a supi>lementary grant if a proper cast* v'ere made out. It 
seems to me that these members were not (piite certaiu that they w'cre 

acting rightly in reducing the grant. What is jiroiiosed is this. We 

have to-day electc'd the Standing (Committees in connection with the 
various deiiartments. 'I'lie members of the Standing Committees are 
elected by non-oflicia*’ members of this (Council and it is presumed that 
they will suiijKirt the jiopular views. The members of the Standing 
Committee for the Police, will make themselves perfectly familiar v ith 
the figures, and in a very short time will be able to tell us whether we 
have acted rightly or wrongly in reference to this grant. It is not that 
we are bound by the o])inions of the members of the Com- 
mittee, but they will be in a imsition to explain the whole matter 
to us and if we are satisfied that that money is really nccessarv, then 

the only thing is to grant the money. That is the jmsition so" far as 

I understand it. What we are required to do is to .see whether we have 
acted rightly or wrongly when we have got materials before us. We 
have only to keep an ojven mind till we receive the opinion of the 
Standing Committee and then act upon it. We are not bound to agree,

as I have .said, with the wi.shes of the Stiuuliiio- Connnitlee. If the 
Stauding Committee can make out no case why the money should he 
given, we need not accept the ojunion of the Slainling Commiltce. I 
think tlie motion of Mr. Rhodes is very a])iiro])i iate and oiipoiiune. 

Mauivi EKRAMUL HUQ: I am afraid 1 c-aimoi mh’ (‘Vt* lo vyv wiili 
Mr. Khodes and io my mind ilm motion Ixd'oK' tlu' llonst' is jne- 
mature. We know that a Standi n^- ( 'ommiftt'e is /^oinn' to lx* io!nu‘d 
for all the departments of (joA’ernment , and a similar commit t(M‘ is to 
|x‘ formed for the Police Dejiartment as well. When r(*duclion was 
made wc had before our minds tin' fact that this Slandin^- ('ommittee 
will he aide to go into all tin' details of the Polict' l)('])a rlment and en- 
li(»liten us as to what c*ui‘ta ilnn'uts should Ix' madi'. It is not unlikely 
that this committee may say that, thert' is ahsolut(‘1y no room for any 
curtailment. But it is eiiually liktdy that this (‘omniitti'e may say that 
(*x pendi tui’e has g‘oin' u]) so vei'y rajudly that it is alisolutcly in'ces- 
sary and safe tluit a curtailment, md. of Hs. 2d, 00, ()()(), Vmt of 
Ps. 50, 00, 000, should Ix' made; so in every vii'W it will lx‘ our duty to 
look into the matter very minutely and tln'ii decide as to what we 
should do. . 

As has heeTi observed by Mr. A. i\ Dutt just now, we, as leason- 
ahle men, have to do what is rigdit and, to my mind, this (aiuncil wu'll 
do nothing* but what is right. When the (juestion of this leduction 
caine up liefoj’e the (hmin'il; it was c(*rtainly tin* \ k'W (d tin' nn'iubers 
of this Council, and I think this is idso the viev' c>l tin' country, that 
expenditure in this department of Oovernun'iit has .gom' uj) hy lea])s and 
hounds and that there is sufficient r(K)m for (‘urbiilmeiit . There are 
many who think, for instaiK’e, that the Intt'lby'i'iKX' biamli ol the 
Police, which sprang uj) with great rajiidity sonn' yc'ars ago, has ])ossi- 
bly been kept up at abnormal strength; that theri' is no ne(*d loi it at the 
]U('sent moment; that the ('xpc'iidituK' on luiiloings is niinh moie 
than what is necessary, and that the (*x|x‘nses on the higher jiosts should 
be, to a great ('xtent, curtailed. I In s(' are maiii'is foi the St«unling 
Committee to go into and to place their views Ix'forv the Council. When 
this is done, this Council will consider every maltf'r that is before it. 
T do not agree with some of the previous speakers wlio have said that 
this reduction was made in an irresponsible way. ft was nothing of 
the sort. When we took up the (pn'stion we thought it was (uir duty 
to do so. My friend, Mr. H. S- Snhrawardy, luw said that it might be 
within the mind of certain iiersons liere to svek cheap pn]>ula!ily; that 
is not true, hut I would have wished liim to add that we are not heie to 
hask in the sunshine of official favour. We are here to do our duty to 
our country. 

The Hon'ble Sir HENRY WHEELER: Hus delmtv which has 
been initiated bv Mr. Rhodes has touched upon a matter of great 
importance, and'npon a vote of this Council which undoubtedly might 
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create a position of considerable difficulty. I think, therefore, that 
nobody here has any reasonable ground of criticism against the mem- 
her for having brought this matter prominently to the fore; and his 
object in doing so, in his own words, is “ to press uj)()n the Govoiri- 
ment the importance of asking the CouikuI for a supplementary vote 
in the shortest possible time after the apimintment of the Standin^r 
Committee/^ That object has been secured in so far as an opportunity 
has been afPorded to the members of this Council of expressing their 
opinion, freely and frankly, upon the issue which he has raised, and 
to that extent, since there is no definite ])rc)])osition upon which, on 
the merits, this Council will take a vot(‘. 1 might be content to leave 
the matter there, with an assurance to the Council that the remarks 
that have been made this evening will be brought to the attention oi 
the Governor and will undoubtedly be duly considered by him. But 
on one point I think, in fairness to myself, and in fairness to niy 
colleagues, both Members and Ministers, it is only right that T sliould 
say a few words. 

We have been told to-night that for whatever has happened we 
have largely ourselves to thank, because we told the Council nothing, 
and we have been adjured to credit tl)e meml)ers of tliis (\uincil vitli 
honesty and good faith, and a desire to help the Government. That 
adjuration is really unnecessary, as all of us are prej^ared to credit 
the Council with the ])ossession of these qualities, but in all fairness 
to ourselves may T ask this Council, equally, to credit the Memher> 
of this Government with honesty and good intention, and to disabuse 
their minds of this figment of ‘‘ official superiority ” and “ bureau- 
cratic aloofness,’’ which figured somewhat pi’ominently in a recent 
document which must have been seen by many of the members here 
present, over the signatures of some of their number. I would like 
the Council to believe that we, too, are equally instigated by these 
motives of good faith which fhe members of the Council claim for 
themselves. 

In the malter of the allegation that we have told the Council 
nothing, might I recall to the mind of the Council a few facts in 
connection with the Budget. The whole Budget discussion was ini- 
tiated on the basis of a somewhat jxirtentous grey-covered book, wdiich 
figured so conspicuously in this Chamber a few days ago. In that 
book the Financo Department endeavoured to give the more salient 
facts. I have not the slightest doubt that many of the members of 
this Council, perfectly genuinely, found it difficult to follow those 
figures. Before my connection with the Finance Department, 1 nP' 
self did not always find it easy to understand similar details, but tli^" 
intention of Government in compiling that book and placing it ii^ 
the hands of the Council w^as to give all the information in their power. 
Apart from that, we have, in the course of the Budget , discussion, 
made various speeches in connection with the various points raised, 
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and may I in our justification plead that for my part, and I think 
that of all of us, we have tried to keep our speeches to the j>articular 
issue that was raised, and after any criticisms, to tib‘ best of our 
ability, have been answered, to be coTitent to sit down mikI to make 
room for other members. It is perfectly true that 1 minht have talked 
for hours on the subject of the police, tliounb 1 ima^iiu' the (\)uucil 
would have been conspicuously bored, and we have end(‘avourcil to be 
as concise as i>ossible. 

Well, what actually happened in this debate? As the (A)uncil may 
remember, I spoke for nearly an hour, till a (juarter past senam, in 
connection with the general discussion, and if the (lovei’noi* had not 
extended the time allotted, Mr Kerr, who had every ri^bt to l)e heard 
on that occasion, would have had to remain silent. Tbc ('ouiuil will 
also recall that Mr. Kerr offered, on behalf of himself and ns. to lielj) 
members who had any doubts, if they would only come to oui rooms 
and ask us about them; he assured members that we would then 
give them all the information in our ])ower. Various nnunlxus have 
thus been to me, and I have supplied them with facts immI with iiotes, 
while some of these facts have actually fornHul the basis of their 
speeches. We have to the best of our ability answ(‘r(Ml all tlu* (jinudes 
put to us. Apart from that, may 1 also rtunind the Council that when 
1 introduced the actual demand for a grant T nu'npit ula ;(‘d many of the 
general arguments referring to the ]>oli(‘e, mentioning also that I 
would deal with others in connection with s]X‘cific amendnumts. On 
four or five of these si>ecific amendments Mr. St(‘i>henso)i and I rejdied 
in further detail, but five or six of tliem wetv withdrawn. I 
leave it to the Council to say whether it is (piitt* fair first lo withdraw 
amendments, aud then to charge ns with williholding inforimition 
which we would have been perfectly willing to give had tbc oppor- 
tunity arisen. 

That, Sir. sums up in brief our atbunpts to clinndale tin* position 
to the Council in connection with tlie ])(>licc hudget. Babii Jatindra 
Nath Basu has said that it is difficult foi’ an ordinary jxnson to 
understand the raison cV ctre of a general cut, s^mli as tliis ])arlicular 
amendment was, and I would remind the Council that the (jovcinmcnt 
also is composed of ordinary j^ersons, .and it is (ujuallr diliicult foi 
them to understand the specific points wliicdi tlu? mover liad in mind. 
One could only in these circumstances be content to dwidl on general 
considerations, and could hardly answer specific crilicisms when none 
were made. 

I think, Sir, in fairness to ourselves, I am entithal to bring these 
facts once more to the attention of the (Council in instification of our 
contention that, to the best of our ability, and within the limits of our 
l>owers, our sole wish has been to supply to them all the information 
that was possible. 
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Mr. H. BARTON: Several members have taken exception to the 
action of Mr. Rhodes in havin»: this question rcoi>ene<i ; hut the feet 
that the majority of the members agree that ii should be brought (,ii 
for discussion, makes it clear that Mi'. Rhodes jnoposition is a vciy 
sensible one, while the attiiude of those members who have criticised 
it virtually amounts to a (ensure on the I’resident for having allowed 
this discussion to take place (cries of “order, order’’). 

A great deal has been said on the subject of the Government not 
placing confidence' in tine members of this (touncil. It seems to no', 
that this is a sinlenu'nt which cuts both ways. (Several voices; 
“ Ilt'ar, hear.’’) Wliy should we for a moment susiiect' the Goveni- 
inent of having dishonest intentions la'cause they pul up a demand 
for a certain sum of money f 'I’liere are indications — 1 say from vliat 
1 have heard during tin' past f('w days, and the various discussions 
that have taken place in the lobbi('S and elsewlu're- that a good num- 
ber of the members who voted against that grant have begun to 
realise that tlu'.v did not act quil(' wis('ly. 1 may also say that priK- 
tically all the speeches that we hav(' heard this evening opposing tlir 
attenipt of this Council to n'cumsidei' a resedution whidi has already 
been adopted indic'ate that the objectors arc^ willing to ]>atcli it up and 
bring about a ready sidution if they are only given a chance of dnino 
so. It also justiflc's the impression that a number of our members fc('l 
that the throwing out of that motion for the grant to the imlici' vas 
done in a most merciless, thoughtless and reckless manner -I miglil 
even say in a senseless manner. You do not think that Government, 
in preparing the Budget, does it for the sake of mere amus('incnt. 
They have gone into the Budget very carefully and 1 think it ouglii 
to be evident to any one who is watching the trend of events, specially 
as regards the claims of the workers of the various depart- 
ments, that there must be a large sum in this demand which will have 
to go to the increase of pay of the ]Tolicemen. One of our members has 
very generously said that if the Government will come forward and 
tell us plainly that this money has to some extent to be utilised for 
the pay of the policemen, we have no objection to giving it to them 
I think if ought, to have struck him without being told that it must 
be so utilised. 

Mr. TARIT BHU8AN ROY: I ri.se to a point of order. Hoes all 
that relate to the motion for adjournment? 

The PRESIDENT: I do not think the member is in order. The 
question is whether a serious situation has ari.sen. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH MULLICK: May I have a decision of 
the Rresident as to whether the whole of Mr. Barton’s speech is 
irrelevant ? 
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The PRESIDENT: I have piven my rnlinp. The member’ .s 
remarks must be relevant to the point niider diseus.sion. 

Mr. H. BARTON; I do think that we to have an adjournment 

as a very serious situation has arisen. One meinher has said that if 
we go back on the resolution, we mig-lil just as well vacate' our places 
in this Council. I say that if the resolution is piitjhrough we might 
as well leave the country or stay at home. T think the interest of the 
country and safety of the individual is concerned in tin's matter. As 
the (luestion raises a very serious issue 1 beg to support Mr. Ehodes’ 
proposal. 

Mr. H. A. STARK: Let us not deceive ourselv(*s. Tlie fact that we 
consented to interrupt the business of the day and adjourn on our reduc- 
tifin of the ])oli(‘e Budget by Rs. 2d, 50, 000, is an adjnission that we have 
iriisgivings, and a concession to our fallibility . TIk* truth is that since 
we discussed tlie police Budget in this Council and jiruni'd it, \vv have 
had time to reconsider the whole niatti'r in the light of the jidditional 
information which we have gathen'd. We find that we have tii'd our- 
se]v(\s into a knot and that we cannot undo our jiast action. At the same 
tini(‘ we are not inclined to forc’c the hands of His Mxc’idh'iicy th(‘ (iov- 
eriior to veto our reduction of the ])olice Bvidgi't. AVc' ai(‘ th(M’('for(' in 
seai’ch of a (leas e.r iiuK'limn a contrivance which will .save the siluatimi. 
Accordingly, wh' express our willingiH'ss to vote a sii])pl('m(Miiai y grant 
on the recommendation of the Police Standing (hmimit t(‘e. The (pu'stion 
HOW is — can we give that Standing Commit ti'c a mandat (* to mak(‘ any 
recommendation ? Jn any case there will be somi' d(‘lay, for wi' are about 
to adjourn sine die. What are Government going to do in the mean- 
time? Are they to work in anticipation of tlie supplementary grant? 
If they are to work to the curtailed Budget by redm’ing tin* streng’th or 
sahiries of the police force, difficulties may arise, (d uhich, at the pre- 
^^ent moment, we have no conception. 

Mauivi YAKUINUDDIN AHMED: From our expirieiue of dis- 
trict boards and municipalities of B(*ngal, we know.itlnit wh(‘n a resolu- 
tir)!! is arrived at, it cannot be altered or modified within si.\ months, 
lliis is a salutary juovision of the law which is exer<‘is(‘d in district 
l^oards find municipalities, but it seems we have c‘ome to learn a differ- 
^tit lesson here 

The PRESIDENT: I think I must again say that this i^ not a cor- 
rect view of the motion under discussion. There is no resolution before 
fhe Council to undo what has been done or to reverse the decision of the 
f ouncil. The only question is to draw attention to tin* gravity of the 
situation and I have pointed this out on several occasions. 

Mauivi YAKUINUDDIN AHMED: But when the discussion is 

going on, am I in order in referring to this matter? 
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The PRESIDENT: You are out of order and you must olm.v the 
chair. 

Mauivi YAKUINUDDIN AHMED: I beg to submit that only the 
other day we came to the conclusion that a lump sum grant oi 
Rs. 23,00,000 for the police he not granted. To-day we come to recon- 
sider that matter. 

Mr. TARIT BHUSAN ROY: I rise to a point of order. This is 
irrelevant. 

The PRESIDENT: I have told you that you cannot go into that 
matter. There is no question as to whether the vote was right or 
wrong, and I have stated it several times. 

Mauivi YAKUINUDDIN AHMED: Then T Leg to suhniit that wi n 
we aiTived at that conclusion we also kejit an open mind. We stiitol 
then that as the details were not given we come to that conclusion ; imd 
if hereafter there is a reason for onr modification of the resolution, wf 
may consider it when the time for it will come. Only to-day tin* olci- 
tions for the standing committees have heen held; and 1 think it is ]vru- 
])er for us to await the decision of tin' Standing (Jommitiee lavloiv we j 
come to a conclusion. j 

Khan Bahadur Mauivi WA8IMUDDIN AHMED: To-day wc li n 
heard that His Exc‘ellency has, before exercising his power of vcloliii: 
the resolution which was passed hy this (youmul, given us an ojii^nn 
tunity to-day of discussing the matier. h'rom the tenor of the sjuM'die^ 
that have been made in favour of the mover to-day, we find that soiih’ 
evil expressions had heen in store for us. From the very moment tlie 
Hoidble Sir Henry Wheeler began his reply to my motion for the reduc- 
tion of the police grant, he called ns “irresponsible” members; and to- 
day he has been followed by some of his followers with the same copies* 
sion ; and the climax has heen reached in llie end by Mr. llarton. lb' 
said that the motion was quite “ senseless.” (Several voices . “ Ib'JH 
hear.”) We must bt credited with what amount of sense we pcsscs.'-^, airi 
we have to act according to onr own judgment. We have not to hoi rov ar) 
sense from Mr. Barton or anybody else. We are the represcntatlMr^ d 
the ])eople, who have very little sense. If they had any sense, tluw 
could come and show that in spending the revenue you take to a bufre 
extent from them you give them the smallest return; yet they hrep 
sileiu^e. This is the sort of people who have elected us; and it is uatin’'^ 
that we who represent them are wanting in sense. (Several 
“ Hear, hear.”) We are not merely wanting in sense, hut in 
things. Of course, we thank the Government for providing some inond 
for the constables. The other day I stated that I bore no grudge 
the constables and that they should have a larger proportion of the 
ments. What I objected to was the case of the officers drawing lumber 
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salaries. But, at the same time, I must remind the Council that the 
gurus of patshalns, who arc also human heinps and have got to main- 
tain their families, have to remain satisfied with only Rs. 18 a year or 
Re. 1-8 per month. 

The PRESIDENT: The member is strayinof from the point. The 
(lUPstioTi before the CouikuI is not whether the money shonld have been 
speut on this or that object; but tlie (piestion is whether a serious situa- 
tion has been created as a result of the reduction of the grant. 


Khan Bahadur Mauivi WA8IMUDDIN AHMED: Of course, in 
moving that motion, T made certain suggestions. IMiose suggestions 
nm.v not be considered advisable and wc' expected that sonu' su])])lenH‘n- 
lajy budget grant would be brought in, sliowing in (bmiest jiossihle 
tf'inis that the expenditure was necessary foi* tlie maintenance of ])eace 
and order in tlie country; and witliout tliis the (iovernment could not 
go on. To-day a Standing Committee for tlie ])olic(‘ has been <‘on- 
stitiit(‘d. We ex])ect that this committee will consider the whole situa- 
tion; and we think it (juiet unnecessary to have any sort of discussion 
lieaiJiig on the cjiULstion which w(‘ alieady ]iass(‘d through. lTow(‘V(‘r, as 
tlie matter has been brought before tin' (Viuncil and difleient nnunbers 
have exjiressed their views, it has done some good no doubt ; and we 
ean assure the (Tovernment that we keej) an open mind and we are not 
in a mood to fight or thwart the (xovernment. But our object is 
that w(‘ want some materials for consideration. W(‘ see that the (iov- 
eninnmt could maintain peace and order in lfMO-20 with a smaller sum; 
tla'v could do so also with a smaller sum in the year 1920-21 ; but w(» do 
not know what stran.ge circumstan(*es have hapjiened in the year 1921-22 
so as to raise the exjieiidlture from Its. 1,07,00,000 to Its. 1,90,00,000. 
lhat was the thing we resented. Of ('ourse, we know that some* incre- 


unuits have been granted, but what we ])ropose is that imuements to the 
higher ofFicials might be postjioned for a ymir or two, because the finaii- 
< ’al situation is very stringent, we having begun the Budget with a 
defi(it of Rs. crores. Therefore, 1 think that 7he jiost jxmement of 
the increment to higher officials for a year or two will not stagnate the 
V bole Ikdice Department or will bring in anarchy and disoidcr any- 
'"here. Some of our friends apprehend that, if this amount be not 
giantccl immediattdy, it may not be possible for any one to ])ass through 
hurra Bazar safely to-morrow or something of that kind. Due of my 
biends has referred to the incident of the Rajshahi lail. May 1 remind 
that the same police, whom he wants to fatten, have proved them- 
, ^^Bes to be quite unfit to hold charge as they (-ould not stand in front 

the ])risoners and prevent them from escaping! (Cries of Order, 
order. 


The PRESIDENT: You are digressing from the main point. 
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Khan Bahadur Mauivi WASIMUDDIN AHMED: My suggestion ig 
that the Standing Committee, which has been constituted to-day, may 
prepare an estimate, giving due consideration to all the matters, and, 
if they present it before the Council, we are (juite willing to grant any 
amount that is indispensably necessary for the upkeep of the police, 
Mr. 8YED NASIM ALI: There has been a good deal of misapine- 
hension regarding the debate that has taken place ,iust now. It apjiears 
that many members thiiik that we are discus.sing the question ;\,s 1o 
whether the resolution which we passed the other day about the redin tinn 
of the police grant should be reconsidered or not. 1 think that tlif 
nd.journment of the Council for considering a question of public inipori- 
ance simply assumes two considerations; first, that the (juestion ot putilii' 
importance, and, secondly, that tlie {piestion is of an urgent natiire. Ihoii 
the matter comes up for discussion; and, while discussing the nia1l(M, 
any member may of course' exprc'ss his own vie'ws or suggestions. H licrc- 
forc', to me it seems that almost all the speakers have at least adniiltod 
the fact that a serious situ.'ition has arisen. The fact is clear from die 
speech of the Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler, as he says that he will have tn 
reduce either the number of the police officers or that he will have in 
reduce their pay. The question is whether these two facts, 

if we take the Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler’s statement 

to be a correct one, has created a serious situ.ation or not II i 
serious situation h.as been created, or, in other words if there 
really a sufficient ground for review, as the lawyers call it, tin' 
ohject of discussing this matter is simply to ascertain the opinion of dif 
Council as to whether a question of a serious nature and of urgeiil 
puldic importance has arisenOr not. I have listened to the various sjienk- 
cTs, some of whom, no doubt say that this should Inive been done or dial 
should not have been done; that we are not honest, we have not done mir 
duty conscientiously. That is not the matter for discussion. The ('oim- 
cil has simply to state its views about the situation that has ari.scn m 
consequence of the resolution that was passed reducing the police giant 
That is the only question ; and 1 think that even the members who veteil 
for the reduction of Ihe grant — in fact, T was not pre.sent on that pnrlicn- 
lar day and T do not know what they said on that day — are, I gather fmin 
their speeches, quite willing to reconsider the matter, if fresh materialf 
are idaced be'fore the Council. They themselves admit that a .serious sdii- 
ation has ari.sen, and say; “ Tict us have more materials.” That is tw 
whole quefstion before the Council: and in expressing my views. 1 won' 
also state, as the TIon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler has said, that he h.is 
other alternative hut either to reduce the number of 1 

police force or to reduce their pay. If he has really no <’t 
alternative, we must, as ordinary men, accept his s a c 
ment to be correct, unless and until we are in a position to 
tradict it by facts and figures — I myself must take his statemeal 1” ^ 
correct — and, if his statement is correct, then we must have to say, 
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there is no gainsaying, that a very serious situation luis arisen. Then 
there is the other question. If a serious situation has arisen, what are 
we to do? No definite resolution ean he moved in a matter like this, no 
definite suggestions can be made, but each mem])er, 1 think, undei- the 
rules, is perfectly at liberty to make his own suggestions legarding tin* 
matter. Some members have suggested that the matter be considered b> 
the Standing Committee, and then the Council may reconsider it. Other 
members did not of course in a way oppose it. One member said that he 
had no (confidence in the Standing Committee; another member, said: 
“ Well, I will see the opinion of the Standing (Dimmit tee first, and thmi 
I will decide for myself.'’ But, 1 think "that when we have elected a 
standing committee — and it is an advisory committee — we can have at 
h'ast a recommendation of tliat committee, and then we can have the 
matt(M* discussed. So, 1 think, that ol all the suggcvstions that have been 
made, the suggestion of the mover is the most prudent one and that it 
ought to be followed. Let the Standing (aimmittee give its ()])inion and 
tin'll we shall consider it and we shall see as to how we can avoid the 
serious situation. 1 think that 99 pei- cent, of us liave admitted that a 
sei ions situation has arisen on account of this reduction of tluc ]K)lic(‘ giant. 

Mr. KRISHNA CHANDRA RAY CHAUDHURI: 1 am not going to 
\\ast(' tlie {irecious time of this (k)uncil, which has already luuui wasted 
a little too miicli by long speeches. The question befoie us is not the 
merit or the demerit of the ])olice or our want of faith 
ill the officials who administei- the police. The question is 
w lu'ther a serious deadlock has happened in the police 
administration by the refusal of the giant of Its. 2d, 00, 000. 1 undei- 

staiid that the increased pay sanctioned for tlie subordinate Indian staff 
l aiiMot be paid in the face of this resolution. If so, 1 appeal to the meni- 
ht*rs of this Council to leave aside all (luestions of pride and jirt'stige and 
allow the tjovernment to bring in a supi>lementary grant with the fulh‘st 
possible explanation for discussion. The majority of llie members who 
voted in favour of the refusal of the grant, wanted the (iovernment to 
clinil) down, and the Government have climbed down ; and we should 
fac(^ the situation, and allow the supplementary grant to be brought in 
and discussed. 

Colonel A. J, PUGH; I think that Mr. Syed Nasim iMi has (xirrectly 
stated that the only question before the Council is whether a serious situ- 
nlion has or has not arisen as a result of tlie resolution passed by this Coun- 
‘ il reducing the police grant. Then, what is the answer? My friend 
sitting below me Kumar Shib Shekhareswai Bay thinks that a serious 
'situation has not arisen. He says that when they [lassed that resolution 
they could not decide as to what items should be left out. and therefore 
fhey decided to veto a lump sum and leave it to the Government t(j decide 
us to what items should be left out That is not the way we should 
approach ,a subject or the Budget. I do not wish tfi detain the ( ouncil 
lurther, because what I wanted to, say has very well been said by 
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Mr. Syed Nasim Ali. The whole ciue.stioii is whether a serious situulmn 
has or has not arisen. We know perfectly well, so far as ealcutta is r (ii,. 
cerned that we want more police and that, as the police are badly paid, 
their pay ought to he increased. I think that a resolution was rcicnOy 
passed lor raising the pay of the f^alcutta police, and, if the pay he not 
increased then a very .serious situation will indeed arise in the next iew 


months 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: I am glad that Mr. Rliodes 
has brought forward this motion. I am glad not because he has given 
us an opportunity of recanting what wc declared by our vote or of ackiunv- 
lodging our mistakes, for wc do not acknowledge we committed any iiiis- 
:ake, but because he has given us an opportunity of restalmg our position— 
the position we took up other day in voting for the reduction of the i.olno 
grant. What was our position that day ? In face of the fact that the tioliic 
expenditure was going up by leaps and bounds year by year and also llic 
fact that we were not supidied with faids and figures relating to tiio 
increased demand for Its. 23,00,0(10 we could reasonably doubt and wnr 
not in a position to understand why this increase w^as necessary ; and 
we voted for the reduction of the grant on the understanding that facts and 
figures relating to the ]>roiX)sed increase would be submitted before the 
Standing Committee which was going to be constituted. If the Staiidiii!; 
Committee apiuoved of it and. uiKin a closer examination of details, xeie 
of opinion that administration without this increased grant would he 
impossible, then and then only we could understand that a serious sitini- 
lion had arisen and. in order to solve the serious situation, if a snpidenu'nt. 
ary budget for the grant were brought forward, then we should vote toi tltf 
supplementary grant ; otherwise we could not acknowledge that a serious 
situation had arisen to merit reconsideraiion. However, T am sorry to 
find that in the course of this discussion some members have not only 
questioned our conduct , but have called us “ sen.seless and irresponsih!(n" 
I may say that we are not irresiionsible, because when we are the custodi- 
ans of the people’s money, we cannot vote it away, unless we are assiirol 
that the item of expenditure ie absolutely necessary. The onus is not 
on us and, as we are not administrators, we cunnot say under w'hat lieiih 
the curtailments could be made. We can only say; “ If you have siitt- 
cieiit reasons, very well, give us the facts and figures and convince u.^ 
that, the expenditure is absolutely necessary under such and such heaits. 
The onus is on the executive to prove the necessity of a grant and not o" 
us to show that it is otherwise, and I think, therefore, that these cni'- 
cisms of our conduct are nothing but irresponsible. I would also take 
serious objection

The 
present area under the former is reported to be over 12,000 
acres. The sui)eriority of the Kakya Bovthai jute over the 
local varieties has been established and the area under this 
crop is now said to be over 13,000 acres. The demands for 
improved rice and jute seeds are still very heavy and tlie 
areas under them are steadily increasing. 

(2) Introduction of new crops. — The cultivation of potato has been 

established in many parts of the district. The introduction 
of the improved variety of sugar-cane is progressing gradu- 
ally.

Techtmlegical Institute in Calcutta. 

The PRESIDENT: Order! Order! The debate on the resolution 
on the establishment of a Technological Institute in Calcutta will he 

resumed. 

Professor 8. C. MUKHERJI: I should like to make a few prelimin- 
ary observations of a general character on the resolutions that have been 
moved. A few weeks ago a resolution was passed by this Council on 
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vocational training, and that resolution is engaging the serious atlen. 
tion of the Hon’ hie the Minister in charge of Education. Here we have 
three cognate resolutions on a technological college or institute. A 
little later on we have two resolutions, Nos. 10 and 36, about the cstali. 
lishment of an agricultural school in every Division in Bengal. A little 
further on, in No. 39, we have a resolution that an industrial school 
with a workshop attached to it he established and inaintuiiied 
at the industrial centre of every division of Bengal. Fuillier 
on, in resolution No. 46, there is a proposal tha,t a connncicinl 
school with a museum of (sommercial products attached to it he CNtali- 
lished and maintained at the commercial centre of every Division in 
Bengal, and then in the very last resolution — resolution No. 48— tliore 
is a further proposal that a commercial college be established iii Cal. 
cutta as early as practicable on the lines of the Bombay Sydciihain 
College of Commerce. I wonder whether any u.seful or le.illy piticti* 
cal pvirpose will be served if resolutions of such a far-ieac;hing characte 
are going to be discussed in this Council in an isolated and disconncctod 
fashion.” What we need is an inter-related and well-adjusted coniinc- 
hensive scheme. We have three well-demarcated stages— the primary 
stage, the secondary stage and the higher stage. It is of utmost import, 
aiice to know how f.ar technological, agricultural, industrial and emu. 
mercial education (;an be related to the various stages. 1 shall siin|ilj 
(luote only one line from page 186 of volume 3 of Bart I of the Univer. 
sity Commission’s report. The opinion of Mr. E. F. Tipple, Biole.^soi 
of Boorkee College, runs thus; — 

In India much confusion has existed between high and low grade t<.cliio«l 
education, and it is only now being realised administratively that the high [;ni* 
must be reared on foundations laid in the secondary schools. 

The Commission then proceeds; — 

We endorse Mr. Tipple’s view in this matter. 

And the s,ame proposition has been endorsed by the great educati'in 
ist. Dr. Brajendra Nath Seal. So far as the present resolutions are 
concerned three distinct is.sues have been raised; first, should the 
in.stitution be affiliated to the University, i.e., should courses be pn" 
vided and recognised by the University? The University Commit 

sion’s report is distinctly in favour of this. I shall be satisfied bj 
quoting only one or two pas.sages. The Commission says;— 

The weight of our evidence is in favour of the University providing ^ 
recognising courses of instruction and facilities for research in connection with aPP 
Rcience and technology. . 

Sir Nilratan Sircar, the late Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta b"'' 
versify and one who may be regarded as an authority on the .«ubjeC' 
says ; — 

Under the present conditions it is desirable for the University to orga 
education in applied science and technology at least two standards, viz, a 
standard for degrees end a somewhat lower one for licenses or diplomas. 
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A little later on Mr. Alfred Hay of the Tata Institute, Bangalore, 
is of opinion that applied science and technology shouhl form an import- 
unt part of the scheme of any modern university and that degrees and 
(lijdomas should be granted in these subjects. I neiHl not i^uote any 
further: passage after passage there is in this leport copfirming this 

view. 

The second issue that has been raised by Babu Indu Bhushan Dutta 
is whether degrees should be awarded or not. In this connection the 
('ommission says : — 

It is essential that, before any new degree or eertiticiite is authorised iii 
te( Imological subjects, the organisation of effective teaching including practical work, 
sliould be assured . In our Judgment it would be premature to saiu tion them uulil 
the University has either itself made provision for the teaching and laboratory 
equipment required or is satisfied that students wishing to take tlu^se courses will 
he able to find in other institutions the scientific and practical training indisiamsabh' 
tor the purpose. . . . But precipitancy in awarding degree's or licenses in U'( hno 

logical subjects to students whose scientific and practical training iniglil hi' inade- 
((uate for the purpose in view would have the unhappy result ol disappointing ex- 
pectations in these branches of study. We suggest, therefore, that tlie (loverninent 
(»f India should express its approval of the addition of these technological subji'cls ti* 
tl.e courses recognised by the University of Calcutta, but should w.tl.hohl its assent 
to tlie draft regulations for degrees and licenses until the provisn.n lor the neci'ssary 
teaching and laboratory accommodation is guaranteed. A lurLhei reason which 
weighs with us in support of this recommendation is our anxiety that tin* work (loin* 
in the intermediate classes should he very materially improved hefore the ‘A 

vhaurh upon the practical execution of its plan tor the oncou,■u^:c.n.•nt ol thesr

Sir A8HUT08H CHAUDHURI: I have much pleasure in ^^U>Port- 
ing this resolution. There is no doubt that the 
tional education, and this resolution aims at giving s(ien i i 
lor the purpose of enabling our young men to earn their livel liooL 
When we first talked about a technological instUution 
the time when the question of the Victoria Memorial was 
we appeoeehed the G„w.™».,eC .--1 , “f t 
Curzon told us that it was an impossibility na 
available and he also doubted the efficacy of an ms i u ion o 
acter. Those days are gone. We want it-the country wants it y 
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badly — and I hae not the least hesitation in supporting this resolution. 

I do not think it requires a speech. 

With regard to the degree question, all I have to say is this. 

I think the Calcutta University will be prepared to add these teclino- 
logical classes and see to the subjects being introduced and provision 
being made for the training of our young men. 

As regards the granting of degrees, so far as the Calcutta Uuivei. 
sity is concerned, I do not see any reason why degrees should not he 
granted. But that is a question which may be discus.sed later on, hut 
wliat is needed at present is that education must be given in tecliuo* 
logical subjects. 

Dr. JATINDRA NATH MAITRAs I rise to support the resolution 
so ably moved by llai Bahadur Jogendra Chunder Ghose. It is a known 
fact that the majority of our students are in great need of new avemies 
of education to enable them to earn their living. The departments of 
Law, Medicine and Engineering are already congested and therefore an 
effort must be made, as early as possible, to j>rovide education in 
technology and other cognate subjects not only for the benefit of stii- 
dents of average merit, but also for those who want highei tialning in 
those subjects. We owe it to ourselves the duty of saving thousands 
of our qualified countrymen from chronic starvation and the miseries 
that follow in its train, and this is only possible if we provide them with 
the means to combat them. Those who have seen the Tata Iron Works 
(so close to Calcutta) will realise how many men of all shades of educa- 
tion and intelligence can be provided with their bread if we only ('pen 
similar avenues throughout the province, and it will lie in the fitness of 
things if Government take the initiative in this diiection bv ci eating 
fjolleges in Technology and Agriculture, and 1 am sure puhlie luiie- 
factions will immediately follow to supplement Government giants and 
resources. 

Now one word to Balm Indu Bhushan Dutta. He wants an agricul- 
tural college at Dacctj. and not at Calcutta. I personally belong to the 
Dacca Division and I sliall be glad if Dac(;a be allowed this proud 
position. But before quarrelling about the site of the agri(‘ultuial 
college, will it not be proiier for us to carry tlie resolution now' and 
settle about the details later? His second point is that he 'is not very 
keen about university degrees. Will my friend tell me that he reulh 
believes in what he says — that our B.Sc.’s and M.Sc.'s have not justi- 
lied their degrees. True it is that some of our B.Sc.’s and -AF.Sc.’s are 
following the profession of Law. The reason is that you do not j'lovide ^ 
any opening for their scientific talents and, to make two ends meet, 
they are forced to join the Bar. It is particularly to remedy this state 
of things, that not one but several technological colleges are necessary- 
Does jny friend dispute that? 
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Witli regard to the amendment of Dr. Hassan Suhrawardy, I not 
ea^’^er to refer the matter to the Director of Industries in the beginning, 
as'^we must first ascertain the views of the Council in this matter and, 
if our brother CouncillorvS realise the necessity of institutions of Techno- 
l()ov and Agriculture by signifying their assents to the lesolution in 
qirestion, it is then that we will ask the Government to give the resolu- 
tion a definite shape without delay, and Government knows whom to 
r(‘fer to for expert advice in that connection. 

Professor S. C. Mukherji has questioned the i)ropri(‘ty of several 
resolutions of a similar nature demanding the esiablishmenl of Teclino- 
logical, Agricultural, Industrial and ('ommercial (Colleges all at once. 
But necessity knows no law, and that several members who have given 
this matter their earnest consideration and have realised tlieir import- 
ance speak very greatly in favour of their acceptance by the Council. 

Babu AMULYA DHONE ADDY: We always complain of the high 
])]ices of the necessaries of life, and what is the reason for tliis? It is 
nothing but the undevelopment of the industries of India. 1 beg to 
submit that unless and until we give industrial education we sliall md 
he able to develop the Indian industries. I strongly object to the 
amendment of our esteemed friend. Dr. Hassan Suhrawaidy. lie has 
suggested to us that the matter of the establishment ( i a technological 
institute in Calcutta should be referred back to a committee. To speak 
the truth, we are sick of committees and commissions. Tiiis (piestion 
has been i>eiiding for a long time, not less than 20 years. 1 s(‘e that the 
(iovernment has already submitted a report on the subject and 1 may 
he allowed to say that the report may be regarded as tlie fifial om*. 1 
draw the attention of the Council to the report on th(‘ technologicuil 
institute for Calcutta. From that report it api>ea]‘s llnat the commitlee 
has carefully gone through the previous reports and they Inne submilhMl 
tliis opinion. 

They say that “ the result of the detailed enquiil(‘s wliich vve liave 
niade fully bears out the opinion of the Calcutta (dmmitlee that there 
is a great need for a well-equipped and uj>-to-dafe t(H*hnological insti- 
tute in (yalcutta. Such an institute on the one hand will remhu' import- 
ant service to the numerous industries wdiicli centre in Calcutta and its 
neighbourhood, and, on the other hand, will fit young men of Betigal 
to take a larger share in the conduct of those industries than has hitherto 
fallen to their lot.’^ So it appears that this Committee, the ( ommittee 
which has been appointed by the Government of Bengal, stated that no 
time should be lost in the establishment of a jwlytecdinic institute in 
Calcutta. This is the recommendation which had been submitted to the 
Government by the Indian National Congress from time to time. This 
is the recommendation which had been submitted by the Calcutta 
University Commission as well as by the Indian Industrial Con. mis- 
sion. We find that the cost of such a scheme is not a prohibitive (me 
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because it apiiears from page 60 of their report that the capital expendi. 
tiire, exclusive of the cost of building, is Rs. 1 0,20,001) 
only and the recurring cost — the gross cosh— is only Its. 5,46,000; 
or rather the net cost after amalgamation of the Civil Engincci ing; 
College will be Rs. 2,93,000. So, it will appear that the capital expendl- 
ture is Rs. 10,00,000 and the annual recurring expenditure is Rs. 3,00,000. 
Assuming for argument’s sake that the capital expenditure 
Rs. 15,00,000 or Rs. 20,00,000, or that the annual expenditure is 
Rs. 5.00,000, I think the Government is quite justified in taking up this 
institute as early as possible. It further appears from the proceedin^N 
of a Conference which was held at Belvedere a few months ago that ilic 
Government is going to abandon this scheme altogether. It pro]>us(‘s 
to establish a technical school in Calcutta instead of a technical collcfre 
as suggested before. The Government, or rather the Conference, is of 
opinion that this is rather an ambitious, scheme. However, we must 
thank the Government for having taken the initiative at least to stall 
a technical school in Calcutta. We find that the Government has 
already acxjuired a big ])lot of land in the centre of Calcutta and is going 
to construct a building, but 1 am sorry that no provision appears in \h 
Budget for the construction of that building and therefore no time 
should be lost in the construction of that building, not for the cstali- 
lishment of the proposed technical school, but for the establishment of 
a technical college as recommended by the previous Committees ami 
Commissions. 

It has been stated that an agricultural college .should be establislud 
in Calcutta. I am sorry 1 do not agree on that subject. Theie is uut 
the slightest doubt that an agricultural college should be cstnlilisliwl 
in Bengal, but not in Calcutta or Dacca. It is mo.st regrettable tlial 
though there is an agricultural college in Bihar, there i.s not a single (nie 
in Bengal. Therefore, there is not the slightest doubt that an ugricul- 
tural college should be established in Bengal as early as possible, esjiei wi- 
ly for the reason that 90 per cent, of the population of Bengal depend en 
agriculture; and to that college should be attached a big farm. There- 
fore, no time should be lost in establishing such a college in Bengal 

As regards exirenditure, I may be allowed to say that if a leehm'- 
logical institute is established in Calcutta, and as it is one of the duties 
of the Calcutta Corxroration to provide for technical education, the Cal- 
cutta Corporation would be very glad to make a substantial contribution 
towards the maintenance of such an institute. 

Therefore, I strongly support the resolution which has heeii moved 
for the establishment of a technological institute in Calcutta and 
strongly oppose the amendment to refer the matter again to a Coin* 
mittee.

In addressing a ('on- 
fereirce which was held at Government Ilou.se in November. 
]!M9 His Excellency said: “ The archives of the Education Department 
are choked with con-espondence on the subject of a technological insti-- 
tute. Multitudinous recommendations of innunu'iahle bodies and 
committees on the same subject constitute a foihidding va.lume 
of literature, hut have failed to generate any action.” Ills E.xcellency 
went on to say that he had come to the conclusion that the main ri ason 
vvhv nothing had been done was that the schemi's contemiilated had 
been on too large and ambitious a scale, lit' took the view that it was 
f ir better to do something practical on a modest scale without delay 
than to continue playing with visions of an ambitious and resplendent 
polytechnic. 

In accordance with this policy a scheme was i>ut htfoie the Confer- 
ence for establishing in Calcutta a technical school with the object 
of tiaining foremen mechanics in conjunction with the local engineering 
workshops, and, in conjunction with the llengal 1-mgineering o ege 
at Sihpur, a limited number of engineers. It was pro,.,pM tliid the 
school should deal with apprentices in mechanical and electrical engi- 
neering, including motor manufacture and reiiaii and should include a 
general instruction class.

Building operations 
will be started at once, and it is hoped that the building will be ready 
for occupation and the school will begin its work in June, 1922. I may 
also mention that a school for the training of apprentices is being started 
at Kanchrapara. For tlie buildings of the Calcutta Technical School 
a provision of Bs. 1 ,00,000 has been made in the Budget for 1921"2s.. 

The scheme is perhaps a modest one, but it is satisfactory to feel 
that we have made a l>eginning and I can assure the movers of these 
resolutions that the <iuestion of its gradual expansion into a technologi- 
cal institute will not be lost sight of. Meantime it must not be 
foj-gotten that many of the branches to which the Technological Insti- 
tute would devote its energies are being served, to some extent, 
by existing institutions, such as the Apprentice Department of the Sib- 
pur College, the Mainamati Survey School, the Asbanulla Sihool of 
Engineering at Dacca, the Calcutta Commercial Institute and the 
Serampore Weaving Institute. 

Rai Jogendra Chunder Gho.se Bahadur suggests that the Technologi- 
cal College .should be affiliated to the Calcutta University and 
should grant degrees. With the modest heginning that we have made, 
the question of affiliation to the University does not at present arise. 
Our present ob.iect is to provide apprentices in engineering worksbojis 
with a proper theoretical training and theieby turn out foremen mecha- 
nics and a few engineers. The institution will not turn out men witli 
such a high degree of training as would entitle them to degrees. As 
the scheme progresses and the school develops into a fully-cquip]>ed 
technological institute, the question of affiliation to the University and 
the granting of degrees will naturally arise. 

Rai Jogendra Chunder Ghose Bahadur asks for the establishment in 
Calcutta of an agricultural college. In the matter of higher agricul- 
tural education. Government can also claim that they have not been 
idle. At a meeting of the Bengal Legislative Council held on the 12th 
August 1919, Mauli Fazl-ul Haq moved a resolution, which after 
discussion and amendment, read as follows;—" That this Council recom- 
mends to the Governor-in-Council that a fully-equipped agricultural 
institute be established at Dacca at an early date.” 

This resolution was accepted by Government and agreed to by the 
Council. Active steps are being taken to give effect to it. An area 
of 300 acres of land has been acquired as the site of the institute and 
plans and estimates are well on their way towards completion. Beyond 
lectures on plant breeding, farm accounts and survey, the course will 
consist almost entirely of practical instruction. The equipment of the 
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■ qtitute will include mechanical appliances ol various kinds for the 
cultivation of land, and good workshops, where students will get a 
«nund practical knowledge of engineering, pumping and other imide- 
* .nts which are in use. There will also he a dairy, and an extensive 
irriiration system will he used to demonstrate the imixutance ol irr.ga- 
ti.m on high lands in assisting the growth of valualile crops and in 
elping to solve the (luestion of cattle fodder whicli is so a. ute a proh- 
leu in this densely ixipulated province. This institute is in accordance 
with the proposals of the Calcutta University Commiss.on ll«-» inain

tural education. He has, however, forgotten to mention a very impoit- 
ant scheme in which Government has taken action — a scheme which is 
ready for going ahead witli as soon as funds are available. The (jnes- 
tion which arose three or four years ago was this : that the trainiiio* of 
apprentices at Sibpur to be mechanical engineers — where could it he 
carried out and was it practical enough? Should not the xVpprentice 
Department be brought into closer relationshij) with workshops? You 
must train your mechanical foremen in workshops. It is a thing tliat 
has been admitted. Therefore the Governing Body of the Civil Engin- 
eering College first examined this question and invited the co-opeiatiou 
of certain railways. The Eastern Bengal Railway were willing to come 
in. Then the (fovernment had a second Committee, presided owr h\ 
my esteemed friend Sir Rajendra Nath Mukharji. They worked oui a 
scheme for providing a projHU* system of liostels and a proxier teclinical 
school at KaiHjhrapara and this has been a(*cei>ted. Arrangements are 
being made to admit apprentices from Kanchrapara who are particularly 
promising in view of their undergoing a s]ie(‘ial course at tSibpur. This 
Committee also suggested systematising the whole question of aiqu en- 
tices under a Board of Apprentices. This Board will generally co-ordi- 
nate the work of the Kanchrapara and Calcutta Technical Schools. 
I do not for a moment question that there may be room for fintlier 
expansion in the direction of higher technological training, but if the 
Council thinks that the industries of the country can progress without 
proi>er provision for the training of me(;hanical engineers near work- 
shops, it is making a great mistake, and what I should like io 
point out to this Council is, that now that His Excellency has appointed 
Standing Committees, I think that it would be wi.ser for this Council 
instead of simply passing this resolution, because a resolution can easily 
be passed here, but can* only be carried into effect if funds are availahle, 
and what I suggest is that instead of passing this resolution it would 
be wiser for the two Standing Committees that have been appointed for 
the Departments of Agriculture and of Industries to examine not only 
the Kanchrapara scheme, the schemes regarding which the Ilon’hle 
Nawab Saiyid Nawab Ali Chaudhuri has spoken, but also the scheme 
which Rai Jogendra Chunder Ghose and others have in contemplation. 


Rai MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadur: I beg to siippor| 
this resolution. I am fully aware of the fact that the institution a 
Kanchrapara, which I had the good fortune of visiting several times, 
is working quite satisfactorily, but I know also that the country is mag 
clamouring for higher training in technology. Our students have go 
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mifficieiit literary education, and if I may be allowed to say so, exclu- 
sive literary education, but they are not fully e(iuii)iH‘d wilh that know- 
It'dfte which would enable them to make two ends meet and eairy on the 
liitter struggle for life. It is, therefore, highly desirable that in this 
country, as I once brought to the notice of the Council, there should* 
he an expansion of education with regard to Applied Chemistry and 
liulustrial Chemistry, so that the people may be able to undergo the 
trials of life better. I am also aware of the fact that the University 
Commission and the Industrial Commission and iii fact, committees 
•ifler committees have reported in favour of the establishment of a col- 
leo'c for the higher training of technology, but nothing has been done 
s(rfar. Is it not, therefore, necessary to lake immediate stcjis for the 
establishment of such an institution? 1 think there cannot be two 
opinions in this matter. At Cawni)ore they have thought it necessary 
to establish a college of this kind and there cannot be any doubt that 
a cidlege ought to Ire established in (hdcnlta where there are more 
opportunities of its development than anywhere else in tlie province. 
Nfy submission to you, therefore, is that the establishment of such a cid- 
lcg(' is urgently necessary. 

Reference has been made to the fact that several ivsidutions had been 
moved in the Council urging the dcve1oi)ment of agricultmal edmmtn.n 
i„ the province. This education is a .iec.>ssity, ami 1 would ask the 
Council to consider what steps ought to be taken to attra. t peo,. c .. 
profit by it. This resolution emphasises the fa. t that there eugdd to he 
an agricultural college. The Minister in charge has brought to he 
notica* of the Council that Government have already taken steps in this 
direction at Dacca.

Mr. AJOY CHUNDER DUTT: “ This Council recommends to the 
Government to take the best legal opinion in England such as that of 
Sir John Simon or Sir Frederick Pollock, with reference to the inter- 
pretation of section 52 (1) and 72D of the Government ot India Act, 
on the following questions ; — 

(1) Whether by virtue of the power conferred by section 52 (/) of 

the Government of India Act the Council may at an ordinarv 
meeting reduce the salary ot a Minister, or whether that 
power may only be properly exercised at a Budget meetino; 
when the proposals of the Government for the appropriation 
of the revenue are submitted to the vote of the Council in 
the form of demands for grants (section 7..I)).

The Official Vote. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH RAY: ” This Council recommends Jo 
the Government that in any matter relating to purely transferred sets 
jectfl, the official Members other than Ministers, be requested not 
vote although they may take part in the discussion.” 
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The subject of this resolution is of fundameniiil importance so far 
s the working of the new principles of Government embodied in the 
constitution ushered in by the Government of India .^c•t, 1919, is con- 
cerned. Under section 72(6) (41) of that Act all (piestions in a Gov- 
ernor’s Legislative Council shall be determined by a majority of votes 
of tlie members present other than the yrerson presiding, and so far as 
st itutory provision goes, the official Members are within their legal 
lii-hts when they vote -on matters affecting purely transferred subjects. 
Ijoiral rights are, however, not always the same thing as constitutional 
rio-hts. 'Technically speaking, it may irerhaps yet be said tliat the King 
of England has the power to veto acts passed by the British Barliament, 
but constitutionally si>eaking, in the words of Bagehot, he will have to 
sKOi his own death-warrant if rarliameiit wants this to he done. I think 
tlmt it is not inopportune for me to bring this matter for discussion in 

tliis Council. , . n t 

Before going into detailed discussion, I must point out that the Legis- 
lative Department has so changed the wording of this resolution which 
was sent to them, that the import of the resolution has changed consider- 
ahly. The original resolution I sent in was as follows: 

Whereas it is the intention of the Parliament and of His Majesty 
tlie King that in the administration of transferred subjects, the resjion- 
sibility of the Ministers and of the elected rcpri'sentatives of the iKiople

In paragraph 233 of the Report on Indian Constitutional Reforms it 
is laid down : — 

We wish to see the convention established, though vfe propose to lay down no 
rule on the point, that on the subjects transferred to the control of Ministers, the 
official members of the Legislative Council would abstain from voting and leave 
the decision of the question to the non-official members of the Council. 

The principles upon which are based the present system of Govern, 
ment are in the words of the Joint Select Committee of Parliament as 
follows : — 

It (the Bill) partitions the domain of Provincial Governments into two 
fields, one of which is made over to Ministers chosen from the elected members of 
the provincial legislature, while the other remains under the administration of the 
Governor in Council. . . It is this distinction which justifies the method hy 

which the Bill imposes responsibility, both on Ministers to the Legislative Coimcil 
and on the members of the Legislative Council to their constituents for the losrdt 
of that part of the administration which is transferred to their charge. . . While 

the Committee anticipate much advantage from amicable and, as far as possihl v 
spontaneous associations for purposes of deliberation, they would not allow it to 
confuse the duties or obscure the separate responsibility which will rest on the two 
parts of the administration. 

The instruments of instructions to His Excellency the Governor also 
lay down as follows : — 

In as much as certain matters have been reserved for the adminstration 
according to law of the Governor-in-Council in respect of which the authority of mir 
Governor-General in Council shall remain unimpaired while certain other matters 
have been transferred to the administration of the Governor acting with a Minister, 
it will be for you so to regulate the business of the Government of the Presidenry, 
that so far as may he possible the responsibility for each of those respective classes 
of matters may be kept clear and distinct. 

You cannot have this separate responsibility for the administrniioTi 
of the transferred suhiects if the official Members continue to vote on all 
matters pertaining thereVo. Apart, however, from the question of 
rate responsibility, it is an administrative and political anomaly that the 
official Members should continue to vote on matters apertaining to thf* 
transferred subjects. In the present Council the Surgeon-General with 
the Government of Bengal, along with the Director of Public Instriictioii 
and the Secretary to the Government of Bengal in the Education aiid 
Medical Departments, are members. Now, suppose, that on a question of 
medical education — I take an hypothetical case — the Minister in charge 
adopts a policy contrary to the opinion expressed hy his three advisers, 
but in consonance with the view which he believes to be that of 
majority of this Council. The matter is brought to a vote. Whaf 
would be the result? Under the new regime all official members of the 
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Legislative Council, except the Members of the Execniive Council are 
free to speak and vote as they choose and, if they are iriie to themselves 
ihev are to vote according to their own consc'ience. Yon tlins find three 
subordinate f»fiBcers voting publicly against their ofiicial head, which is 
next day made known to the hierarchy of subordinate ofiicials under them, 
vet forsooth they are forced to carry out that policy as they must do. 
You cannot have administrative effi(den(‘y in that case. Suppose another 
kind of case. The Minister in charge a(‘cepts the advice given to him by 
Ills three official advisers and acts against the wishes of the m«\iority of 
the Council. The matter is brouglit to a vote and the Minister gets the 
support of his official subordinates, but is defeated by a majority of votes 
of this Council. In fact, the Minister loses the confidem'c of the Council 
;ni(] YOU get new men as Ministers who would try to carry out tlie policy 
of the Council. The new Minister now comes in public and opeti conflict 
with his official advisers, but he would have to carry out that policy all 
the same. Possibly the next time we may find these official Members 
voting against the new Ministers and trying to undermine their powers. 
So long as the Executive Government does not depend on the voters of a 
legislative body for their existence, you can allow subordinate officials 
who are meipbers of that body to vote freely. When, however, the exe. 
cutive have to change when they lose the confidence of tiie ( oiincil, while 
th(‘ subordinate officials must, as a matter of course, vote in support of the 
views of their officials superiors or mustViot vote at all, you cannot afford 
to exyiect them to vote freely and according to their own conscience. And 
as it is unthinkable that whoever be the Minister, the official Members 
should, like the King’s friend, by their vote either maintain them in power 
oi‘ turn them out against the wishes of the elected r(‘presentative8 of the 
people, the only alternative left is that they should not Aote in niatteis 
affecting the transferred subjects. This (iiiestion may be dealt with from 
another point of view.

1 hav(‘ said, ‘get rid of ofticial 
votes,’ — that you can do without getting rid of official sjieakcMs. II any 
('ouncil is to pronounce an opinion it must liavc' llu‘ niatler in (|uestion 
(‘xplained to it by those in actual charge of tin' business, lict Mc nibc'rs 
of the Government sit in the (’ouncil and speak, but let voting bc' confinc'd 
to members who are not officials.” 

The above lines written by a great yiolitical tlynker, cannot but com- 
mand the greatest respect of the House. 

With regard to the transferred subjects, where Ministers are substan- 
tially responsible to us, the official Andes have no ])urposi‘ to sc'ive. In 
paragraph 233 of the Montagu-Cffielmsford Be])ort, to whicli inference has 
already been made, it was thought desirable by the illu^tiious aut lors 
that convention would be established that offic ial M<*mbeis \iou d a istain 
from voting on titansferred subjec ts. In ]>aragraph b(l of tlic' (lOA^inmc nt 
of India despatch, dated the 5th March, 1919, tins subject has beei, 
examined in the light of the opinions received from the Provincial toA- 
emments and in the conclusions arrived therein, we find the Government 
of India admitting that the existing oonventions by which official 
Members invariably supjiort their Government have been too rigi } 
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followed.” “ Our own view is,” continues the Government of India 
despatch, “that as regards transferred subjects, it is undesirable to set 
up a convention which may have the effect of emphasising tlia 
cleavage between official and non-official members.” They fiuallv 
recommended that with certain reservations the official Memkis 
of the legislature should have freedom of speech and voiinj-, 
The parliamentary Joint Select Committee accepted the reconi- 
mendation and said : “ All other official Members of the Legislaliv,. 

Councils should be free in Iheir s|>eech and vote as they choose. but the 
Committee made one exception in the case of the Members of the l-ixc, u- 
tive Council and Ministers. They said that the Member of the Executm. 
Council and Ministers should not oppose one another by speech or vote. 
The Committee further laid down that they should not be required to sup- 
port either by speech or vote, any of their ccJleague’s proiiosals wlu.li 
they do not approve. The difficulty of giving effect in practice to this si.n 
of freedom of speech is very clearly set forth in letter No. 2304, daicil the 
15th October 1918, written to the Government of India by the Goviiii. 
ment of Ilengal. Here, the Government says; “Ordinarily in regard to 
matters coming before the T.egislative Council, the local Government tab 
a line which they consider correct, and to which they attach importance. 
To allow official Members fr<‘edom of speech and vote in such cases voulil 
result in presenting to the Council and the public the highly undesirnlile 
spectacle of the officers of Government in open disagreement with the 
authority which they serve, since there would obviously be no point iii 
allowing freedom of speech and vote, except in cases where those alfcetod 
were not in agreement with the Government. The desirability of a iiintci 
front in the local Government itself is recognised in the lleport, and ij 
seems no less desirable that the officers of the Government should he o 
one voi(;e in the Council except in the comparatively rare cases in wl.nli 
the Government is content to leave its own .attitude an open question. 
And, Sir, the lesson we have from the experience of the past few weeks s 
that, ill spite, of the admitted freedom of speech and vote of officiu s, ‘p) 
app.arentlv act on this dictum of the Bengal Government They niviiri- 
ably, and I might say, quite gracefully vote blindly and solidly for 
Government 

The PRESIDENT; Order! Order! Members of Government 
and are now allow'ed to vote as they choose and it is improper for yon ' 
say they vote blindly. 

Kumar 8HIB8HEKHARE8WAR RAY; I submit to your ruling i 
that is what the practice has been. However, I shall not be wrong 
say that the convention in this matter has already been set up 
officials. Such being the case we urge that instead of per^tuating 
unconventional convention, we ought to tackle the question man 
We do not mind, for the time being if the officials vote wi 
Government on questions dealing with the reserved stihiects, bu , 
regard to the transferred subjects, we demand that the officials do a 
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from voting. I say without fear of contradiction that a popular Minis- 
ter should not look for support to their salaried Secretaries. Our support 
ought to be quite enough for him. The Minister wlio, in support of his 
policy, fails to secure a sufficient elected majority, has no right to sit for 
a moment in his Ministerial chair. Realisation of this fact is essential 
in a responsible form of Government, for otherwise the responsibility 
comes to naught. This fact alone (‘an ensure the selection ol a Minister 
who can command the confidence of the elected majority. 

The House, I think, will remember what Lord Sinha said in the House 
of fjords during the third reading of the Bill. 1 might repeat it again. 
“ As regards transferred subjects,’’ said His Tiordship, “ legislation for 
them will be governed by the wishes of the elected majority.” Mark the 
word “ elected majority.” 

This resolution wants nothing more than this, and 1 lu^artlly siip- 
j>ort it and appeal to the House for its support as well. 


Babu NIBARAN CHANDRA DAS GUPTA: My Iriend, Balm S. N. 
Itay, has raised a very important constitutional (piestion, and I do not 
know whether he has been wise in his attem^ to introduce a debate on 
a subject of such vital importance at the fag-end of |])e session. How- 
ever, when the question has been raised, and it is to he debated, 1 think 
it is necessary to consider the matter very seriously and fully, f'irst 
of all, there is no question that clause (8), section <21) of the Govern- 
ment of India Act, gives the fullest freedom of s]HM‘ch to members, but 
with regard to voting and other matters, the Act itself is not so e\ illicit. 

1 do not agree with my friend, Mr. H. (b Ghose, when he says that if 
lliis resolution is carried, it would be interfering witii the ir(‘e right of 
the official Members. My submission is that tliis is not so. What are 
tlie rights of the official Members? Of course they have tlic fi'(‘e right 
of debate and discussion, they have the free right to vote on tlie revserved 
subjects. All that the resolution moved by Babu S. IS. Ray wants, is 
that the official members are requested to abstain from voting ( n trans- 
ferred ” subjecits. Now, this distinction of “ translcried and 
“ reserved subjects ” is surely to introduce some^^onliision and, in order 
to avoid that confusion, opinions have been expressed from time io time 
in this Council and other places. Now, with regard to the position of 
the Ministers, it has often struck me that it is an anomalous oiie. What 
is exactly the position of the Ministers? Of course, we talk so much of 
responsible government. Now, it is quite true, as has lieen said by the 
previous speaker as well as by Babu S. N. Ray, that whenever an> (jues- 
tion arose in which official Members voted one way, the ordinary elected 
members voted the other way, the Ministers always voted with the offi- 
cial Members. This may be due to their anxiety to avoid friction, but 
the position is quite anomalous. If the Ministers are our Ministers, if 
they are responsible to their constituencies and to the elected members 
of this Qouncil, t do not know how they can vote again.st us. Mr. Ghose 
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has said that this will come in time; that will depend on convention, 
this is an anomalous position; and the spectacle of Ministers alwjivs 
voting with the officials have created an ojunion outside the ( ouiu il 
that the lleforms are a farce. What are the Ministers? The Ministi^is 
are quite as good as the officials themselves and they vote with the olfU 
cials in every matter. I do not say that the officials are wrong, ])iil ai 
any rate the spirit is there, that is to say, they have to vote often against 
the opinion of the majority of the non-official members. This is an 
anomalous position, and this anomaly can be very easily and smooth] v 
removed by the convention suggested in the resolution that is to say, tlio 
officials, though they may take part in the discussion and put tlie official 
view before the Council, though they may supply the Council with am 
information which may modify the opinions of most of the mem hers, 
having the fullest right of free discussion and freedom of specM'h, thev 
should abstain from voting on ‘‘ transferred subjects. (Jf course, this 
convention would not be extended to reserved subjects. That will 
show that in regard to “ transferred subjects, the Council and tiie 
Ministers are quite indei>endent. Otherwise, on transfened subjtM ts, 
if the Ministers voted one way and the majority voted the ollaa wa.v, 
their position would sim^y becjome ridiculous and anomalous. I nder 
these circumstances, 1 think the suggestion in the resolutioii may he 
adopted as leading to the growth of a convention, thougli ilie void 
“ convention does not occur in the resolution itself. But 1 think ii 
is a very salutary i>rovision and will remove many difficultit‘s in llie 
future. There is no question of depriving the official Menilieis of any 
rights or privileges; they are free to make their speeches ami to take 
part in the discussions, and their opinions are quite welcome. We, 
coming from the outside, do not know every detail of admin isiialion 
and we are liable to commit blunders; we are liable to take (listoile'l 
views of matters and often our errors are to be rectified by the oilit iai 
Members; but, in order to secure full freedom in the inatter of voting* 
when, after a full debate or discussion, a question is put to the (k)un( il, 
1 think full responsibility and freedom can only be secured if the etli- 
cial Members abstain efrom voting. I beg to support Babu S. N. Hay s 
resolution whole-heartedly. 

Rai JOCENDRA CHUNDER CHOSE Bahadur: I beg to support 

the resolution moved by Babu Surendra Nath Ray. It is a very iioftrui- 
sive resolution. What does it say? It says that official Mem hers 
requested not to vote. There is no compulsion on them; it is a simpk' 
request not to vote and a very reasonable request it is. The (lovern- 
ment have granted us some sort of self-government through the eletted 
members and the Government have transferred certain subjects to the 
charge of Ministers. I do not see why Government should intervene 
in a matter in which the Ministers differ from the elected members o 
the Council. If they do intervene, there is no self-government 
ever of any kind. Therefore, it is only reasonable and proper t 
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they .should not intervene. There is another matter. If the Ministers 
know that they will not have the supiKirt of tlie (jovernment jiartj', 
they will not venture to go against the wishes of the elected members, 
as they have been doing the whole of this session. Tliat is not a posi- 
tion very much to be desired. I do not object to the Ooverninent having 
Ministers who have no following, who may not he able to ilo their work 
and who may only read the reports written by their Secietai ies. J$nt 
what I object to is this — that they sliould not go again-t tlie wishes 
of tire elected members. I therefore submit that this lesolution is a 
very proper one. 


Babu AMULYA DHONE ADDY: 1 have IIh' respec'l for tho 

ojiiiiions of our esteemed friends, Kai Jo<»endia (' 111111(101 (jrlu)si‘ Ihihadur 
and Babu Surendra Nath Hay but T am extremely sorry that 1 strongly 
differ from them in this particular respect. I admit the forc{‘ of their 
arguments and, I entirely agree with them that tlu^y ar(‘ (iuitt‘ cor- 
rect in the principle which they are going to hiy down. But I beg to 
submit that while it appears to be theoretically correct, there are prac- 
tical difficulties which stand in the way. They suggest Unit this Council 
should request the official Members not to vote. The reipiest of this 
(!ouncil should be regarded as a mandate, and I understand the otlicial 
Members of this Council will be placed in a false jiosition. Then they 
suggest that these official Members may take ])art in the discussion hut 
at the same time they suggest that they should not vote. It apjiears 
to be inconsistent. I am speaking for mysell — il 1 am called upon to 
express my opinion on a particular subjei t, 1 must study the (jiies- 
tion thoroughly, and if I am not allow'ed to vote, 1 douht wind her 
1 would take the same resj)onsibility. Thmcdoic it will lx* most icgiid- 
table it the officdal Members do not lake jiait in tin* delihmations o( this 
(oinicil, though on iiansleiied subje<*ts, without any t(*s])oij ^ ioili ^ n what- 
evei‘. I am really sori*y to find that under ccitain cii'cunistanccs the 
offi(;ial Members shall he undei’ the painlul mxxLssity ol itdinng iiom 
this (Jouncil. I find some ])ractical difficulty aiso. Su|)})osc, lor argu- 
ment's sake, this resolution is acaejded, then on itrnn No. S, which 
relates to a transferred subject, 1 understand that the offi( ial Memheis aie 
not to vote; also on item No. 10, T do understa^d that thc> ai(‘ to keej) 
themselves aloof when it is under disi ussion. WIkucmis il it(*m No. Id oi 
any other item which relates to a reserved subject is under discussion, 
they are to take part. I am a co-operator myself and 1 want to co-operate 
with the official Members of this Council. I know' that inost o t lein 
have the greatest experience of the administration ol the Beng<il Govern 
ment, especially on transferred subjects; and I want to heai then \iewB 
and to give weight to their expressions of opinions. 1 (o not rnean to 
say that I would accept their opinion as a mandate, but I must give it my 
best consideration. That is the reason why 1 beg to submit that the 
official Members of this Council should be allowed to take part riot only 
in the deliberations of this Council but should also be allowed to vote. 
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It must not be presumed that they are to follow the Government, as it 
appears to me that the Government of India have just laid down a rule 
under which they can express their independent opinion and vote accord! 
ing to their conscience, irrespective of the orders of the Government 
Under these circumstances, I do not think that I would be justithnl jii 
suppori ing the resolution moved by my friend, Babu Sureudra Nath 11;, y. 

Babu KI8H0RI MOHAN CHAUDHURI: 1 heartily support the 
resolution moved by my friend, Babu Surendra Nath Bay. I am glad 
that an opportunity has been given to discuss the relative position of the 
official and non-official members in respect to transferred subjects. To 
my mind if the official Members can control the deliberations and the 
decisions on transferred subjects, 1 do not know what is the force of the 
subjects being called “ti'ansfened/’ Under section 40 of the Government 
ot India Act the presidencies of Fort William in Bengal, Bombay, uvi] 
Fort St. George, and Bihar and Orissa shall each be governed in relation 
to reserved subjects by a Governor in Council, and in relation to trans- 
ferred subjects by the Governor acting with Ministers appointed niuloi 
this Act. A distinction is made there as to how the reserved subjects 
should be dealt with and as to how the transferred subjects should be 
dealt witl). Under section 49, rules are to be made by the 
Governor for the convenient transaction of business in his Exetnilive 
Council, and with his Ministers, and every order so made shall be bind- 
ing, 1 ask if the Ministers have got any vote or any voice in the delibiua- 
tions of all the subjects brought before the Governor's Council. 1 
believe that the Ministei's have got no controlling voice. Ihider scM tioii 
50, if any differencje of opinion arises on any (luestion bjonglit 
before a meeting of the Governor's Executive Council, the Goveiuoi in 
Council shall be bound by the opinion and decision of the majority o! 
those present, and if they are equally divided, the Governor or other 
person presiding shall have a second or casting vote. From this section 
it appears to me that over the reserved subjecd-s the Ministers have got 
no vbice in the Executive Council. I think, therefore, that in consider- 
ing the transferred subjects the official Members should have no voice 
or should have no control. Though they may take part in the delibera- 
tions and express their opinion on the subject, in coming to a decision 
they cannot be allowed to vote. If they are allowed to vote, then ibey 
can control the decision one way or the other. If they can go against the 
wishes of the representatives of the people, so far as the transferred sub- 
jects are concerned, I see no utility of the subjects being called “trans- 
ferred." If the Council be outvoted by the vote of the official Members 
it would to my mind be inconsistent with the principle of the arrangement 
as between transferred and reserved subjects. I am not sure, however, 
what rule prevails in the deliberations of the matters in a full Council of 
the Governor — I mean the Governor and his Executive Councillors aiiJ 
Ministers. But if I am right in my conjecture that the Ministers have 
got no controlling voice there, that they cannot outvote the Governor, I 
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believe similarly by analogy the official Members should have no voice in 
the deliberations of the transferred subjects. So I think that no anomaly 
would arise ; and I do not agree with my friend, Mr. 1). C. Ghose or 
Mr. Addy. It is but proper and reasonable thai the transferred subjects 
should be allowed to be dealt with by the representatives of the people and 
not by the official Members. With these few woids, I whole-heartedly 
supiK)rt the resolution. 

Sir A8HUT08H CHAUDHURIS I look uj)on this resolution in this 
way— it is simply a request and nothing more. We aie not going to de- 
prive anybody of any rights. The question before the (k)uncil, as the 
mover put it, is not that we are going to deprive* anybody of any rights. 
There is no quettion of that. I cannot understand why it has been 
thought so, because the resolution is very clear on tlie j)oint. It is said 
that we have not much experience of these matters. What is the 
experience we have to acquire in these matters and what is tlie meaning 
of such experience? The officials may vote or may not vote; they may 
vote on a particular transferred subject and if th(‘y vote against the ma- 
jority, it will not be of any value. What we undoubtedly want is their 
advice in these matters. When a subject is being discuss(‘d, we want in- 
foiination from tliem and the way they think about it. No restriciion 
is intended to be put upon their freedom of sjhmmIi ; in fact, we (cordially 
invite their advice in all matters. Then the (inestion is that if official 
members vote on a resolution of this cliarac ter, it is liabh* to be misin- 
terjneted that is to say, the attitude of Government may be misunder- 
stood. I want that in these matters the voting should be independent of 
such a factor, that is to say, the people who are going to vote may not 
l)e influenced in any way because tln^ Government view may or may 
not be (onsidered in favour of or against the j)articuhir resolution. 1 
think that the voting ought to be entirely inde}H‘n(lent of tliat factor 
and 1 therefore support this resolution. I ex]uess a hoj)e that it should 
be possible for us in discussions of this (character, when we are moving 
resolutions or supporting them, not to speak eipii vocally, as we sometimes 
do, and always to try not to be oflensive to anybody. I certainly 
think that ought to be the rule in this (council. If we want to attack any 
one, if he deserves to be attacked, we should do it oj»enly, but ambiguous 
reflections which are very difficult to get liold of should not be indulged 
in. I think we have no right to attack any one in this way, and I hope 
that it will be borne in mind when we take part in these discussions. 

The Han’ble Sir HENRY WHEELER: This resolution is of a kind 
which, I think, the Council will do well to regard with some caution ; as 
if it means anything — in some resi)ects its meaning is not altogether 
clear — it practically indicates an attempt on the part of one section of the 
Council to deprive another section of what has been given to it as a statu- 
tory right inherent in its presence as members of the Council. Under- 
Ijing the resolution there is also a theory of the tyranny of the majority, 
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which might conceivably be pushed, in other circumstances, to very vin- 
dtssirable results. 

I have found some difficulty in appreciating the arguments which have 
been advanced, not, I am glad to say, with unanimit.v in the Comic, 1, 
but, practioally they seem to amount to three. In the first place, we Imd 
a reference to paragraph 2;i;f of the Joint lleixut of the Secretory of State 
and the Viceroy, which did, quite truly, refer to the possibility of a cun- 
vention by which the transferred subjects would be left to the discretum 
of non-official members alone. But it appears to have been overlooked 
that that pronouncement preceded the final form which the Be onus 
Scheme took, and for the authoritative interpretation of the iritenlion at 
the Beforms Scheme we must look to the report of the Jomt (Aunniitiee 
of Parliament and to the Act itself. Moieover, incidentolly thal pro-

They sj)ccitically guvi* to tlie 
ordinary official member a free right of voting on all subjects ; to the 
Members of the Executive Council they specifically gave a right of vot- 
ing on all subjects, provided only that on tiansfeiicd sulejecis, in the ease 
of disagreement nvith Ministers, they should not vole. These are thie 
clear conditions relating to the exercise of our pi ivileges laid down by 
tlie Act and by the report of the Joint Committee, and 1 put it to the 
Couiudl that it would be an attempt unreasonably to interfere with these 
privileges were this resolution to be passed. Underlying it is a 
theory which, as I have already said, might lead us far in very undesira- 
ble directions.

Mauivi EKRAMUL HUQ: I thank Baku Surendra Nath liay for the 
resolution that he has l)rought before the Council and I am in full ac cord 
with the spirit of the resolution, but 1 am sorry that I have to oppose the 
resolution on other groxinds. As far as I see it is never the wish of the 
Muhammadan members here to make themselves subject to the decision 
of the majority for the present. Their experience also of a time befoie’lhe 
Reforms and even their experience at the present day dctes not make lliein 
hopeful and cjuite willing to submit to such a proposition. If I were to 
cite any case in point after the Reforms, I may say that, if you consider 
the (juestion of nomination to the Calcutta Corporation, you will find 
that while formerly there used to be seven or eight Muhammadan niein- 
bers in the Calcutta Corporation at the present moment, when we have 
got at the head of affairs a venerable gentlemen who was taken to lie 
the champion of Muhammadan rights and liberties, we find the munbci 
much reduced — and you will also find that along with liim there are other 
bright luminaries of our caruntry who could have set matters right, hut 
that is not done. These are matters which make us ponder, and 1 ask 
our Hindu friends not to go so rapidly, but a bit slowly. 'Without iiican- 
iug any offence to any of them— and among them 1 have persons for wlnmi 
I have the greatest regard — I have said that the Muliammadans in a body 
do not like such a measure at the present moment. It may be said that 
when such depredations are made on the l ights of Muhammadans— even 
the officials are parties to it. They used to be parties to it before and they 
are parties to it even at present— it is the duty not only of us, the Mcdiaui- 
madan members here, but also of the Hindu members, of the memheis ol 
the Anglo-Indian community and others who are here to see that justice 
is done in every case. There is another thing to which, if my Hindu friend 
would look, they would find that there does not seem to be any nece ssity 
for the resolution. During the short time we are here, our llindn 
friends must have noticed that we, the Muhammadan members, did not 
hesitate to side with them in every matter in which we were in the rieht 
and there is no reason fc!r them to think that we shall on any occasion go 
against them when ciuestions which will lie brought forward before the 
Council will be in the interests of our country. There is no reason wli> 
they should be in a hurry now. I should ask them to wait for a hette' 
time. And to my mind the time is not very far off when both the Mein- 
bera and Ministers will always think that the interests of the minority is 
a matter which requires the greatest consideration, and particularly cx 
minorities who are very much leas in number, for instance, the Ango- 
Indians, the Namasudras and others, and I wish to ask the meinbeis 
wait for that time. 

The Hon’ble Sir Henry 'Wheeler has told us that there arc^ many 
matters which come before the Council, for instance, the question

landlords and tenants. If tlie officials were left out of account, if their 
valuable opinion were not considered, it is quite likely that either the 
zaniindars will get the sack or it is quite likely that the tenants will be 
nowhere. Under these circumstances, I am sorry I ha^a* to oppose the 

resolution. 

Mr. H. A. STARK: I think we ought to remember lhai State admin- 
istration is as much a science as it is an art. Some of us may liave some 
theoretical knowledge of Government as a science, but very few of us 
have had an opportunity of learning anything of it as an art. It seems 
that under these circumstaiu'es the wisest course is not to rid ourselves 
of the help of those who have knowledge of Government both in theory 
and in practice. It was said by one of the speakers that in a certain 
quarter the advice had been given that the members of Council should act 
on their own initiative and responsibility as soon as ])ossible, so that at 
tlie end of ten years they may l>e abb to i)rove what rapid piogrt'ss has 
been made in the direction of self-government. 1 feel that the 
advice given is not particularly sound. If at the end of ten 
years we are going to give a good account of ourselves, it will be largely 
due to our having been put on the right lim‘s by those who aie in a losi- 
tion to guide us while we are still in the earlier stages of legislative 
experiment. Vi^e are in a transitional stag'e. Nobody (hanges horses in 
midstream. We want to feel the ground beneath our feet before we 
attempt to carry a load. The load of Government consists not imuely in 
giving directions, but also in reflecting whether our dircndiona can be 
carried out. The latter consideration will assist us largely in taking our 
line of action. Emphasis has been laid on the tact that what is being 
{U'oposed is not that official Members should be forhuJdrn to exei cise their 
vote, but that they should be requested not to use their vote- -to abstain 
from voting. But is it human for any one to glow enthusiastic in dis- 
cussion when he knows that at the end of it he will have no voice in the 
settlement of the question; that he will have to look at the scales wit lout 
being able to put the weight of his vote into either pan ; that he wi 1 lave 
to stand passively by and witness an improper, a mischievous and a dis- 
astrous decision being arrived at without lieing ^allowed to save the situ 
ation, though he knows he could do so, by exercising his vote c o 
feel we have no right whatever to impose such a reciuest on anybody ; 
and it is wise to make a request when we have not the power to com[)e 
its being acceded to and acted uponP I do feel most s Tong y 
that we want the official Members to help us. They have sj^cia now 
ledge and they have special experience, and we do not dou 1 1 eir lones y 
of purpose. We can trust them to help us, and I for one raos earnes y 
desire that we should take advantage of their presence as or mem 

hers of this Legislative Council. We want their experience. We want 
their support. We want their guidance. We want t eir vo e. 

Colonel A. J. PUGH: The real objection on the part of Mr. Curtis 
and others to the official vote was this, that the official classes were boun 
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to vote as they are told and not as they pleased. That is the real qneH- 
tion before us. This question was first of all discussed by a great many 
of us here be^fore Mr. Montagu came out to India. The report was then 
made by Mr. Montagu and Lord Chelmsford. It was again dis. 
cussed by Lord Southborough’s Committee and it was again discussed 
by the Government of India. Then the Joint Committee of the House of 
liords and the House of Commons sat in London and they heard witnesses 
from all over India. This matter was fully discussed and gone into. 
Their objection was to the blind voting on behalf of Civilians and they 
have said, in their report, that so far as the Members and Ministers are 
concerned, they should not vote against one another, but so far as the 
officials are concerned they should be free to vote as they please. Wlieii 
any particular Bill or matter is brought forward by a Minister, we 1 io]h' 
that the officials, if they really believe that the matter which is beiiio 
brought forward by the Minister is right and is for the good of the com)- 
try, will vote for it according to their (‘onscience, and if it is not foi the 
good of the country, we hope that they will vote against it. That 1 hi- 
lieve is the real criterion of their voting for the last few weeks in this 
Council. They have been voting so far as their conscience is concei iied, 
that is, they have voted according to their will and we liope they will 
continue to do so. 


Khan Bahadur Mauivi WA8IMUDDIN AHMED: 1 am sorry tlmtl 
have to oppose this resolution. My first point is that we may consider 
the official Members of this Coumul as ballast of the ship of (h)nn(il, 
because there are various interests lepresented in this Council — some 
have got their majority and some are in the minority. As pointed out 
by the Hoirble Sir Henry Wheeler in deciding these matters, the oflit nd 
Members will be very useful members and their opinion will be one ni 
disinterested nature and without any prejudice in any direction. In the 
next place, the adoption of this resolution would mean the exclusion of 
experience and professional knowledge. Take, for instance, the matter 
of public health. In t^his province matters are quite new. There are 
some official Members coming from England and some other Europmin 
countries who may give some important and experienced opinion on 
these matters. So it would not be right to exclude these gentlemen 
from voting in deciding these matters. There are various cominiinitH^" 
who would like to have the greatest amount of money for primary edn- 
cation. There are some classes who would want greater aniount o 
money for University education. In these matters we also gain mn 
from the official Members who give their opinion based on expciiem;^^ 
and according to the interests of this country. So I oppose 
resolution.

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Medical Training Schools. 

Mr. D. C. CHOSE! “ This (Council recouimeiuls to the Govern- 
ment that early measures be taken for the estahlishuient of medical 
schools for the training of village doctors.” 

The resolution merely reiterates a demand which lias often 
been made hy our countrymen. Some years ago. in l!»l(i I 
think Dr. M. N. Banerjee moved a resolution in tlie liniierial l.egisla- 
live Council urging the estahlishinent of schools in different parts ol (lie 
country for the purpose of imiiarting nu'dical education in the veriia- 
(ular. And in the last Bengal Legislative Council, some of its distin- 
Tuished members, namelv, Babu Kishori Mohan ('haudhuri. Balm Suren- 
dra Nath Ray, the Hon’ble Mr. V. C. Mitter, Sir Nilrataii Sircar and 
others pleaded on several occasions, the urgency and importance of 
providing means for the training of doctors adeipiate enough in number 
for the needs and requirements of the rural areas. Besides, the i>ress has 
repeatedly brought to the notice of Government, that the nuinl.er ,d do<- 
tors in Bengal is so deplorably small that it is impossible to have iiny 
medical relief in many parts of the rural area in the )>rovnic('. In 
Council, some figures were placed before the members by Mr. Mittcr. 
which demonstrate tbe absolute lack of doctors in the rural areas in 
Bengal. Let me give those figures to the ('ouncil. There are alto- 
gether ll.UOO registered medical practitioners in Bengal. ()l this 
about 2,000 practise in municipal areas and the rest in rural areas, 
where 42 millions of our poimlation live.

Now, 

lages, I found it was impossible to ge ^ Q-vernraent so far to our 
Sir, I am bound to say that tbe response of Government 
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demand for doctors for rural areas has been very disappointing indeed 
It is true that in the Imperial Legislative Council Dr. M. N. Banerjee’g 
resolution was accepted by Government. But as yet it appears that 
nothing has been done to give effect to that resolution. As I have said, 
the question of providing more doctors for the villages was also raised 
in the last Bengal Tjegislative Council, and in answer to the demand 
made by several non-official members, Sir Henry Wheeler used very 
guarded language and said that although Government were in sympathy 
with the desirability of affording additional facilities for medical edu- 
cation, it was not wise to be carried away by the appreciation of the 
medical needs of the country. Sir, I (juite appreciate the necessity of 
using careful and guarded language by a Member of Government, hut 
I confess that reading Sir Henry Wheeler’s speech in tlie last Council on 
the 13th March, 1919, I felt that there was a limit even to caution on 
the i>art of Government. Sir, in the face of the staggering facts thsit 
I have placed before the Council regarding the high rate of mortality 
in the province and the absolute lack of medical men in the villages, is 
it wise, is it humane, is it even prudent on the part of any Governuieiit 
to refuse to accede to the demand of the people for doctors achuiuiile 
enough for the requirements of rural areas? What I complain most is 
that Government have no definite medical policy. 1 venture to think 
that Government should seriously consider the advisability of adopt- 
ing a medical jrolicy whicdi will aim on the one hand at producing o 
comparatively limited number of highly trained doctors for Calcutta 
and other big towns in Bengal, where they will be able not only to 
pick up a lucrative practice, but also to investigate into the causes nnd 
remedies of diseases that ai'e yet baffling medical science, and, on the 
other hand, training large numbers of medical practitioners intended 
for the rural areas. Such medical jrractitioners will have as their trani- 
ing the ordinary course of medical education and a special knowledge 
of treatment of diseases which are prevalent in the villages, namely, 
malaria, kala-azar, cholera, dysentery and small-pox. 

That, in short, is the medical |>olicy that I urge Government to 
adopt. I leave it to Government to decide whether the training that 
they will give to men who, it is intended, will practise in the rural areas, 
should be in English or in the vernacular, as was suggested by Dr. M. N. 
Banerjee. That is a question uixrn which I should not like to dog- 
matise. It must, of course, be decided by expert opinion. But I sub- 
mit I am entitled to ask that the Government should without delay 
adopt a policy which will meet the pressing medical needs of our villages 
and pursue such policy with great vigour and resolution. Sir, I feel so 
keenly on this question, that if I had the Archangel’s trumpet, the Mast 
of which could startle the living of all nations, I would sound it in the . 
ears of Membeis of Government and say; Doctors, more doctors, and 
ever more doctors for the villages in Bengal.” 
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SHAH 8YED EMDADUL HAQ: I projwse that the words “ medi- 
cal practitioners ” be substituted for the word “ doctors.” 

Mr. D. C. CHOSE: I have no objection to accept +he member’s 

amendment. 

The PRESIDENT: The debate will now proceed on the resolution 
as amended. 

Bflbu ANN ADA CHARAN DUTTAs I am very plad to be able to 
support the resolution moved by my friend, Mr. I). (\ (ihose. Times 
out of number it has been fully demonstraied before this founeil that 
if tliere is anything needful, needful for our very existeiu'e and the con- 
tinuity of the ]>eople. that is medical assistance. The fa( ts and figures 
which have been quoted by my friend and the answers obtained by 
(juestions from (jovernment will go to show that the figure is not 
2Lh00() but 44,000 per one qualified doctor. 

Mr. D. C. CHOSE • That is what I said. 


Babu ANNADA CHARAN DUTTA: I beg your pardon 

When Ttai Jogendra (^hunder (ihose Ihihadur iuoyimI his first resolu- 
tion about having one or two do(‘tors in every thana, theie was a full 
(lieussion about this matter and the Government reqdy was tliat there 
was such a paucity of medical practitioners that (‘ven if Govern nnmt 
could finance the proposal and the IHstrict Board or N1 unicijialily wcue 
to sliare in the financing, still from the veiy fact that theie wiua* not 
sufficient number of doctors, this laudable projiosal of the Jtai Bahadur 
could not really be realised in praidice. 1 for myself (ould not imagine 
that the material progress of the country was so much i'eglect(‘d for 
so many years under such an enlightened (iovcuiirmuit that at this day 
we find there are no qualified medical ]>racl itioneis tliere being 
only one for about half a lakh of j>ersons in India, while 
there is one for 1,200 persons in England. \ hat. bidng so, 
the first thing that is needful is to establish medical instilutions. We 
are not very much ambitious to have colleges, but would be content 
wdth institutions like the Cam])bell Medical Scl^iol in diflerent jdaces 
which might supply us with a sufficient number of ijualified medical 
practitioners. 

I am very sorry to refer to one thing. When I referred to this 
flatter in my Budget speech, the Ilondde Sir Surendra Nath Banerjea 
wanted to know whether we had sufficient local patnorism so that (xov- 
ernment might come forward for the purpose of helping in starting 
naedical schools. I for myself could not really understand the morality 
of that sort of statement. Is local patriotism to be inteipreted by the 
amount of money that could be put in by way of contnluitions from 
the locality? If it is intended that only those places which are rich 
enough to raise a certain amount of money will have Government help, 
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I should draw the attention of the members of the Council that this should 
not be so. The poorer a place is, the less they can assist or help them- 
selves, and I believe the Government should more readily come forward 
to give more assistance to those people. That is my plea lor establish- 
ing such schools in distant places like Chittagong, Rajshahi, and other 
similar localities. Burdwan has got its Government medical institn. 
tion, though Burdwan has got its big zamindars. Rajas and Maharajas, 
and Burdwan is within one hour’s journey by train from Calcutta. If 
any serious case occurs, one can manage to come down to Calcutta and 
can get the best possible medical aid. What about ibose ])laces from 
where people cannot (;ome to Calcutta within 4(S hours? Is Goveriinient 
so very oblivious that they really forget that those places, because their 
distance is great, are not within their regime? That being so, I heartily 
support this resolution of Mr. D. (h Ghose who, with his usual yoiilii- 
fill energy and liberality of heart, has really understood the })()sil.ion, 
and wants to have equal treatment meted out tliroughout the province 
and wants to have such schools throughout all jdaces. 

Babu RISHINDRA NATH SARKAR: T rise to give my hearty 
supi)ort to this resolution. As a representative ol one oi the ]K»orcsl aud 
most backward districts of Bengal, the district of Bankura, 1 want to 
mention to this House that there are vast tracts in the district vlicic 
there is absolutely no doctor, not even a compoundc'r, to lender uic'dicil 
help to the i)oor j)eo]>le. There are other fortunate ]>arts of the distiiit 
where there is some kind ol medical hel]) available and the* doctors 
there are qualified in tliis way. Some of them work as conqrouiidcrs 
in some dis])eiisaries of some cjuacks for only a fe\v months and them coiiir 
back and practise as doctors and command extensive ])ractice, Tlieir 
are other tracts of the country which are more fortunate in getting lioni(ro- 
pathic practitioners whose mode of treatment is jieculiar. They don’t 
know English. They find advertisments in the vernacular pa])ors 
that for a few rupees they c'.aii get a box of homoeopathic medicine and 
also directions for their use. They send for these boxes, and when these 
boxes come, they find that the names of the medicines are not wiiiten 
in the vernacular, but in English. When they want to administer these 
medicines, what they do is this. They open their box, shut their eyes, 
take the name of God, put their fingers into the box and take out tlie 
medicine that comes first and administer it to their patients. The} 
.know that no harm would be done to the poor patients by taking these 
medicines. That is the way they treat and these are the various kinds 
of medical help which the majority of our people get. Therefore, the 
demand for medical help, particularly in the district of Bankura, 
very great. With these words, I ask this Council to see that this 
resolution is carried. 

Rai LALIT MOHAN SINGH ROY Bahadur: I rise to oppose the 
motion. The proposal before the House is a titanic one. With fee 
purse and without practical training, the attempt to realise the coloss 
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result would be futile, especially in these days, when we feel the dearth 
of proper medical practitioners. I want that tlie House will vsurvev the 
proposal with the eye of a critic, as on the very surface of it, it is a very 
interesting one, as on the very lace of it we are likely to l)e con- 
vinced that it is a very useful proposal. 1 op])ose the motion not heeause 

that I do not a]>preciate the benevolent merit of the motion, hut 1 oppose 
it on the ground of its impracticability. Bengal is a luovinee of v il- 
lages, the number of which is a very large one. To pin vide all the 
village medical practitioners wdth medical schools, we iiave to start a 
large number of schools, and these again maul to be m a fined by i)ro])er 
medical instructors. Supposing for the moment that we are tinaneially 
able to launch so large a scheme, but will it b(‘ juiu t icabh' for us to 
ju'ocure so many instructors at once? Again w(‘ ha\e to look to the 
other side of the matter — who will be the village doctors? To learn 
medicine a certain amount of litcuacy is needed, a certain amount of 
g(*neral attainment must be the sure mark to (jualify one to study medi- 
cine. The general standard of literticv cannot b(‘ itii-ed in a day. 
People cannot be taiiglit to (lualify in medicine easily. My fritunl, 

Syed Emdadul llaq, perhaps recognised this fact and that is why he 

wants to substitute “ pi'act itioners '' for docdors.” Wt‘ hav(‘ already 
a large number of village ]>ractitioners, but 1 am sony to say that most 
of them ai’e quacks, innocent of the art of imnlicine and h(‘aling, vnIioho 
votarie!*! they j)rofess themselves to be. Theses nuui adinjiiistfu’ imalicine 
without any res])onsibility and they geneially kill mort‘ patiemts than 
they cure. The ordinary standard of ac(|uir(‘m(mts oi villag(‘ practi- 
tioners is already very low and their knowhulge oi mediciiu' is geneially 
nil. But we feel the necessity, I should not deny. »\ (‘ cannot und(*r- 
lake the proposal at once in these days of financial stringency, when we 
are always anxious of saving our national treasury from a finan- 
cial crisis. I therefore think that if the motion b(‘ ( arried, it will lead 
us to further ftnancial embarrassment, whicli we could haM‘ ittlorded to 
hear with, had there been a fine juosjiect; bat when tl-e pi-osixut is 
doubtful and the measure itself seems to be im])ract icahle, at least in 
these days, I think, it will be difficult and dangerous for us to commit 
further expenses for an impracticable selieme. I*sugge^l that the exist- 
ing circumstances be best improved if the Medical Boaid be asked to 
hold a proper examination for the existing village iirnctilioners, or 
rather quacks, and grant licenses to the successful candidates with 
authority to practise. Some of the medical praclitioners wdll he tuiiher 
empowered to keep pupils like the native kavirajs, wh(>, nftei under- 
going a certain practical and theoretical training at the liands of their 
instructors, will be allowed to appear at the examination of the Board 
and to qualify themselves for independent practice. I hi.^' airangeTnent 
I think will increase the number of efficient practitioners without heavily 
taxing the national treasury. This is feasible, as the custom is already 
a native one. 
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Babu TANKANATH CHAUDHURI: I wish to support this resolu- 
tion whole-heartedly. In the distant villages people are dying away in 
large numhers without medical aid, and any movemeid. that is started 
for giving relief and medical aid to the villagers cannot hut eAohe whole, 
hearted support from all of us. But the thing is this. Ihe mover 
has not suggested any practical means by which this end should he 
attained. 

Mr. D. C. CHOSE: That is the business of Government. 


Babu TANKANATH CHAUDHURI: He says that is the business 

of Government, and I hope that the Government will find mean.s of 
establishing schools wherever necessary. With these words, 1 beg to 
supfKirt this resolution. 


Mr. 8. M. BOSE : I whole-heartedly supiiort this resolution. I 
think that there should be at least one medical sclnad in each district 
of Bengal. For example, I think a medical school should he 
immediately started in, Mymensingh. There is a first class hospi- 
tal, and a scheme for this school has been ap]>roved of by Govcinmciit. 
So, there is no reason why there should l)e any further delay at all. 
There can be no question that in Bengal the number of doctors avail- 
able is absolutely insufficient , .so that during e]>idemics. like (holm 
and influenza, village peojde die without any medical aid. 1 think tliai 
money spent on this will be well si)ent and will result in untold hemdit, 
Further, this money will be amply repaid in the increase of heallh, 
happiness and w^ealth of the people. With these few words, 1 support 
the resolution. 


Khan Bahadur Mauivi WA8IMUDDIN AHMED: It i.s an admittcil 

fact that the number of (jualified doctors in the mufassal is very limited 
It is also a fact that a number of people who practise medicine haw no 
knowledge of the nature of the disease and do not know what medicine 
they should use, but I think that by suiqdementing their knowledge in 
medicine they can do a great deal of good to the country. Even tio"’ 
we find it very difficult to get qualified doctors to man the disj)eusarjes. 
Recently the District Board of Pabna decided to appoint four subsidised 
doctors with an additional allowance to act as epidemic doctor, hut I a"' 
sorry that up to date no more than two doctors have been found. In 
mufassal there are many doctors who have got some knowledge of 
Bengali literature and, if properly trained, they can be of very great us® 
in treating simple cases as for instance, malaria and ( ther sirnuaf 
diseases. Of course, in the case of a complicated disease, people r'l 
have recourse to highly-qualified doctors, but in simple cases, whic 
form by far the majority of cases, these village doctors will serve use- 
ful purposes. So if a committee be formed for examining 
who are already practising, and if they are found really 
understand the art of medicine, they can be trained up m su* ® 
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centres ; in that way these people will be of ^neat use to the men in the 
mufassal. So I heartily support this resolution. 

Rai JOCENDRA CHUNDER CHOSE Bahadur: 1 am ^lad that 
for once at least I am able to sui)port my younjr friend, Mr. 1). C. Gliose. 

] am very glad to find that member after member has risen in liis seat 
and supjmrted the first resolution in this Council which was i>assed, 
namely the provision of docdors in the mufassal. Indeed this resolu- 
iion of Mr. U. C. Ghose is a corollary to the first resolution which thi^' 
(\)uncil, I must say to its glory, ])assed as ils very first act. You must 
oivc employment to doctors and this resolution, if carried out, will ^ive 
(‘inployment to many doctors, and when there is a demand there wdll 
])e a sup]>ly by the proposed medical schools. These medical schools 
should teach a two years’ course, as was the case ijreviously in the 
Cam})bell and Dacca Medical Schools. The entrance (inalification should 
not be higher than what it w\as before in the Campbell Mi'dical School, 
and the cost should be pro}>ortionately less. In tliis way we can have 
cheap doctors and not otherwise. We cannot Imve doctors 
trained for six years in a medical colh'ge to go to the 
niiifassal and work on a subsidy of Rs. dO or Ils. 10 a month. They 
won’t go. They have got big ideas and large exjxn'talions. That will 
not do. We must have doctors who are able to treat malaria, cholera, 
and give saline inj(‘ctions and the like. Me do not want highly (piali- 
iied doctors, hut su(di doctors as will be able to gi\e reli(d in cases of 
(holera, influenza and other such diseases, and to attend to ordinary 
surgical cases. We know that there are hundreds of cases where poor 
women die in labour without any medi(‘al help, and th(\v do nxiniie such 
medical help. I do hope that the time will conn* when poor men and 
women will get some mednuil hel]> in this countr\. II (annot 

grant this help, I say that we shall be failing in our duty. I therefore 
support this resolution.

The Hon'ble Sir 8URENDRA NATH BANERJEA; (»,: J.ehaH of 
the Government, I desire to express my w lo e- uai ec 
the resolution which has been moved and also, w one e. p . 
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the various speeches to which we have listened this evening. This very 
question, soniewhat on ditPerent lines, was discussed in the Imperial I.ep. 
islative Council in March, 191G. To that discussion my hon/ble friend 
the mover referred in the course of his opening remarks. That discus, 
sion i)roceeded upon a resolution moved l)y Dr. M. N. Ranerjee, now the 
respected rrincdpal of the Belgachia School of Medicine. The resolu- 
tion was accef)ted by the (loveinment of India, subject io certain limita- 
tions, to which 1 need not refer, and it was sent down to the Goveriimeiit 
of Bengal for a(dion. The Government of Bengal consulted their 
advisers and they came to the conclusion that they could not give etfect 
to the resolution as it stood. 1 think in justic^e to the Government of 
Bengal, 1 ought to state that tliey consulted the Bengal State Medical 
Faculty, and the Bengal State Medicjil Faculty unaninioiisly 
suggested that insttuul of medical education proceeding 
on vernacular lines, as recommended by the resolution of the J legislative 
Council of India, the medical education which would be hel])fiil 
to Bengal should ])i()ceed uy)on the lines of tlie education imparted iji the 
Campbell Medieval School and the Dacca Medical School. The same vie^^ 
was expressed with a little less emphasis by the Bengal (h)uncil of Medi- 
cal Registration and, what is even more important a more enipliatic 
expression of tlu^ same view came from the Calcutta Fniversity (omniis- 
sion. The Commission said — 1 am (pioting from their report — “We cati* 
not endorse the vi(‘W that a fresh scheim* of vernacular medical education 
should be stal led.” My hoiCble fiiemTs motion sic'ers clear of these difli- 
culties. He does not suggest that the scheme of medical education whA 
he recommends the Government to a(*cept should proceed upon vi'riiacu- 
lar lines. It is altogether an open (jiiestion with him. His coniplaint 
is that the Government has not a medicnl policy, and that expend opinion 
should be invited in older to formulate such a policy. Well, I am (iiiitn 
willing to invite expert opinion u])oii the lines of medical education 
that we have to follow in res])ect of the different districts, but I camiol 
plead guilty to the charge that (tovernment has not formulaled its polie v. 
It has a medical policy, a wise, beneficent, merciful, and if I may he per- 
mitted to say so, an all-comprehensive medical policy, but the basis of 
that policy is money. * We want medical schools. My friend said that it 
he had the blast of the Archangel he would blow it into the ear of the 
Minister and tell him : “Medical schools, more medical schools and iiiedi* 
cal schools for ever.” 


But if you are to have more medical schools grant us the money, 
it is for this Council to vote us the money. If the Council will plane us ni 
possession of funds, I undertake to say, on behalf of the Government, that 
nothing will be wanting so far as persistency and completeness of oigani- 
aation are concerned, to complete the scheme. This is the message vha 
the members of this Council should communicate to their constituents, 


but it is for you to vote us funds. You hold the purse-strings 


of the 


nataoD. 


You have complete command over the funds at the disposa 
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the Ministers, and uiiles.s you give us funds, how cun we proceed in the 
mutter of medical relief to which you have invited our attention.. 1 pro- 
po.se therefore to accej)! this lesolutiou and to api)oint a connnittee to 
formulate such measures as may he necessary for the ])urpose ot carrying 
out the policy to which (lovernment is committed. 

(iomplaints have heen made about medical institutions lud heiug 
established here, there, and elsewhere. Well, the Burdwan Medical 
School will he opened in the cour.se (>f this year. As regards 
Mvmensingh — my friend has referred to this matter— jiegotiations are 

going on for the establishment of a medical scliool ; at ,lal]iaiguri the 

case is similar. 

I am afraid I am unable to give the same satisfactory answer as 
regards Chittagong, and my friend, Bahii Anuada t'haran Dulta, seems 
to think that the claims of Chittagong are neglected by the tiovernment.

and not the business of the non-official members of this Council to for. 
mulate schemes, and place them before the Council. 

Now my friend the Minister has said, that I liave been wrong in say- 
ing that Government have not got a definite medical policy to suit the 
requirements of the rural areas. I may have been wrong, but I do think 
that it is difficult, if not impossible, to find any evidence of the existence 
of such a policy. 

My hon’ble friend has said that he is willing to push forward niiy 
scheme that may be necessary to give effect to this resolution, if funds 
are forthcoming. I am certain, and I think, I can assure my lion’ hie 
friend on behalf of all the non-official members of this Council that, if a 
suitable scheme for the purpose of giving effect to this resolution is 
placed before the Council, the non-official members, at any rate, vill 
not hesitate to vote as much money as it is possible to vote for such an 
object. 

The motion in the following amended form was put and agreed to:— 
“ This Council recommends to the Government that early measures ])c 
taken for the establishment of medical schools for the training of village 
medical practitioners.^’ 

The Council here adjourned for 15 minutes. 

After the adjournment. 

Agricultural Schools. 

Mauivi EMADUDDIN AHMED: *This Council recommends 
to the Government that an agricultural school be opened at a 
suitable centre in each division, half the costs being borne by (iovcrn- 
ment and the other half by District Boards of the division in propor- 
tion to their income.” 

This subject is so very important that I do not think that any 
lengthy speech on it is necessary. 1 have had occasions of drawing the 
attention of the House to the fact that we reciuire a real eiithusiasiie 
set of workers in the agricultural districts — in the remotest corners of 
the districts — and show by practical results to the actual cultivators the 
best methods of idoughing and manuring their fields as well as the 
utility of other improved methods in connection with agriculture. And 
liow can we do this? Unless we establish agricultural schools there 
is no hope of our getting the agriculturists to know all these; and it 
only the schools that, hy supplying the actual cultivators with the infm- 
mation they want, can train them in their profession of cultivation. 
This work, if successful, is sure to be imitated by others. One effect 
of the establishment of primary schools in the rural districts has been 
that most of the pupils who are themselves boys of agriculturists have 
come to neglect their own profession; the primary schools have p^'o- 
d\iCed a body of men who have failed to go beyond the primary stages 
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and finding no other suitable means of employnieni have taken to tout- 
ing and creating village faction and giiiling simple village folk. In 
order to provide the boys of the cultivators with iiractical training, it 
has been the policy of Government to set a])art at least U biglias of 
land attached to the lower primary schools, so tiiat boys may l(‘arn the 
use of implements and tools with whieh tin'v liave to work in lat(‘r life. 
But it is a pity that these boys should be trained by teachers wtio have 
no knowledge of practical agriculture. Tiiese teachers are trained in 
guru-iraming schools where there is no ]>i()vision for ])racti('al ediuaition 
in agriculture. So is it not idle to ex]>ect that the boys should be bene- 
fited by the instruction as imparted therein ? 


Should it not be far better to open new agricultural schools at suit- 
able centres of every division in Bengal and send a lew ])easant gurus 
from every village to get their practical training tlnMc'^ It will also 
attract men interested in agriculture and do a lot of good to tin* country 
by giving practical training to the boys. 


If the teachers are jiroperly trained tliey may beconu' <listrict agn- 
cultural officers, and if the Deputy Directors of Agricultuiv comh'scend 
to help them, I am sure they will be able to cultivate* tin* land which is 
attached to the schools with advantage not only to tlnuiisel v(*s, but also 
will be encouraging the sons of the cultivators to take* to agiieailt ure*. 
In fact, if these methods are taken to, I am sure* in e‘ve‘ry distne-t, in a 
very short time, we shall have a netweirk eif agrie iilt iiral se he»e>ls, whieh 
though modest, will be sufficient for the* puriieLses e)f luactie al training 
to the villagers wdio want it most of all. 


While on the subject I wish to draw the attentiein of the* Henise* to 
the fact that the price of food-stuffs has geme* up veiy high, ihe* either 
day we passed a resedution prohibiting tlie (*x]»e)rt eil rice* tei feue*ign 
countries. This may be a temporary measure*, hut 1 tliink the* Ileiuse* wib 
agree with me when 1 say that the emly way to re‘me‘ely this evil is te) 
ge‘t up better outturns from the yield of fiehls, and unle‘ss agi ie ulturists 
are regularly trained to the use of iin])1ements ami e'm enii age‘d to take 
up the profession of cultivation, wdiie li is he‘re‘e]jtary to tlie‘m, >ou < ari- 
not hope for better yields from their fiedds. 1 am suie* th.it if \\( eaii 
provide this lesson of cultivation by means of te*ach(*rs vho take instrue 
tions in these schools, then they e*an se‘le‘ct their own se*eds, t le ir own 
manures, without having to depenel feir exte*rnal helj>, and it is on \ lu 
this way that the outturn of cro[)S will be greater and imjuove e . e e^ 
not think I need take much longer time to recommend this suhjemt ; hut 
with regard to the means also, I would like to suggest that i t le lov 
ernment cannot bear the whole cost, let th(‘m bear at hast la 
and the District Boards in the Division may be called upon to hnd the 
other half. Section 100 of the Self-Government Act says that District 
Boards can spend money on certain measures for the improvement of 
agriculture, and, if Government will take the initiative, many 
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Boards will come forward, if not to give them recurring expenditure, 
at least to grant a fixed sum of money for scholarships and take an 
interest in these institutions. With these w'ords 1 heg to commend the 
resolution to the accej)tance of the Council. 

The PRESIDENT; I think it would be convenient now to call upon 
Babu Amulya Ohone Addy to move the resolution which stands in hiy 
name (No. 3G). 

Babu AMULYA DHONE ADDY: I’his (council recommends to 

the (jovernmenl that an agricultural school, with an experimental lariu 
attached to it, he established and maintained in every district of Bengal." 


Mauivi EMADUDOtN AHMED: May 1 be permitted to say a 
word. This cannot be an amendnH*nt. It is a motion that stands in 
his name. It may have the effect of some kind of amendment to my 
resolution, but it asks for something more than my motion. 

The PRESIDENT: It is not an amendment, but an original motion 
somewdiat analogous to yours. 


Babu AMULYA DHONE ADDY: I thank you for your kind iier- 
mission to move tliis resolution. We all com])luin of the high iiiice of 
food-grains in Bengal, and we are all under the inijuession — and 1 
must say under a false imiiression — tiiat heavy (luantities of these food- 
grains ar(‘ allowed to be expoj ted, and that is ilic leason for the liijili 
pric(‘. 1 l)eg to sulmiit that this is not a fact, as we have found that the 
total quantity of food-grains exjiorted from India to foreigui countries 
is not mor(‘ tlian b ])er cent, and, even in the case of wheat, it is not 
more than 20 ])er cent, of the outturn; hut if we exclude Biirnia in the 
case of J’ice, it is not more than 21 per cent, and, if we exclude Iho Pun- 
jah in the case of wdieat, it is not more than 0 ])er cent. What is them 
the reason l\)r the !iigli pi ice of food-gi ains ^ 1 find, how^ever, that the 

outturn of .food-grains in Bengal is much low^er than that in the' other 
provinces of Jndia and much lower than Jajian and other civilisen] coun- 
tries of the world. What is th(‘ ixuison ? Is it due to the fact, as 
alleged, that the soil (tf Bengal is not so fertile as that of ihe other 
countries. 1 beg to siilmiii, it is not a fact. On the contrary, 1 would 
say that llie soil of Bengal is more f(‘rtile than that of any other countiN 
in the world, esjiecially Japan and the United States of America. 


As regards outturn, I may state that the average yield \)er aeie 
of wheat in the Bombay^ Bresidency and the United Brovinces, as will 
appiear from the report of the Indian Industrial Oornmission, was 1,-^^ 
lbs. in a certain year, but in the United Kingdom in the sain(‘ year, h 
was 1,973 lbs. per acre; in Belgium 2,174 lbs. and in Denmark it was 
2,526 lbs. per acre. Similarly in the same year in the case of harle}' 
the average yield jier acre in the United Brovinces was 1,300 Ihs. ni ^ 
United Kingdom 2,105 lbs. and in Belgium it was 2,953 lbs.

Then in the case of rice — the average yield of rice per acre is only 
oiie-half of what it is in »lapaii. What is the rt‘as()ii, thoiig-h tlie soil 
of Bengal is more fertile than that of otlier (‘ountries and though the 
export of food-grains is not even more than 5 per cent? What is the 
reason for this nominal onttnrn of food-grains in Bcmgal? 1 Vu'g to 
submit that it is due to want of agricultural education in Ihmgal. We 
tiud in the administration reports of »]a])an tliai there aie agricailtural 
schools in every village, or grou]) of villages in Japan. W(‘ also find 
that in every village or group of villages in the l-nited States of America, 
there is an agricultural schoed with an ex])erimc‘ntal faini attach(‘d to 
it. We find this even in (iermany and Austria. 

But what do we find in Bengal? Practically nothing of the kind. 
It a])pears from the otficial reply which has Ihhmi givcui to the ciucvstion 
which 1 asked in this House on the ITtli luduuary last, tliat only in 
Dacca, in the month of January PLH), an agricultural school had been 
cstahlished, and it was ])rotH)sed to c‘stahlish one* in ('hinsina at an 
earlv date. So that, in the (‘ourse of a f(‘w months, w(‘ shall have only 
two agricultural scdiools in the whede of Bcuigal. Is that enough? It 
mav be said that there are a number of exiHuimcMital farms (‘stahlisiicHl 
in Bengal. 1 admit that, and 1 tliank tlK‘ ( lovcummcMit for theun vc'ry 
much, but that is nothing; It is like the ]Jay of Hamlet without 
Tlamlet! It is something like the battle of Ivurukshcdra witlioui Sri 
Krishna ! 

Unless an agricultural scdiocd be estaldished along with an experi- 
mental farm, we cannot fully utilise th(‘se c‘X]Huiim‘nta 1 larms. I h(‘g 
to submit that an agricultural scdiocd should not only 1)C‘ estahlishc*d in 
every division, but in every district ol Bengal, and, in the* ccuiisc* of 
time, in every group of villages thcu'c* should he* an agiicult ural schoed 
with an experimental farm. With th(\sc‘ rcunarks I l)c‘g to submit m,v 
resolution before the Council. 1 do not mc‘an that thc*s(‘ scdiools should 
be established in the current year, but that they should be staitcui as 
early as possible. 


The Han’bie the Nawab SAIYID NAW/\^ ALI CHAUDHURI, 
Khan Bahadur: I am fully alive* to the imimrtancc* (d agricmltural edu- 
cation in this province, (jovernment have already announec'd th»it it 
is their policy to aim at gradually establishing an agi ic ultiii «il bu m 
in every district.

The Hon'ble the Nawab 8AIYID NAWAB ALI CHAUDHURl, 
Khan Bahadur: Progress must necessarily be slow. In the first pluci', 
a suitable type of schools has still to be evolved. The schools at Daccn 
and Chinsura are in the nature of an experiment, and modifications in 
their working may be shown by exf)erience to be necessary. Secondly, 
the rate of progress must dej>end on the financial condition of the 
province. 

1 regret that I cannot accept the resolution moved by Maulvi Eniad- 
uddin Ahmed, h’rom what 1 have said he will see that I have every 
sympathy with his desire to see an extension of agricultural edru^ation 
in the province. Ilut 1 cannot accept that part of his resolution relaliiiy 
to District Boards. Government are anxious to secure the co-oixuu- 
tion of local bodies in these matters. But it is not in a position to lay 
down that each District BoaJ-d in a division must bear a share in the 
cost proportionate to its income. 'I'o do so would be an infringement 
of the principles of local self-government. 1 would refci' tlie movei' to 
the important resolution on local .self-government issued by the Govern- 
ment of India in 1918. Tlierein it is laid down that the piactiee of 
requiring local bodies to devote fixed portions of tlieir revenue to ]iarli- 
cular objects of expenditure .should be done away with as unduly limit- 
ing their freedom of action. It would be a redrograde stiq) if Govern- 
ment w'ere to attempt to force on District Boards the contribution of 
fixed sums for the eslablisliment and maintenance of these schools. 1 
do not think that it w'ould be possible to secure unanimity among all 
the Distiict Boards of a division, and in pracdice Government would 
have to put pi’essure on them to secure the, contributions. ( bi this 
ground 1 must opjiose the resolution as it stands. If, however, Maulvi 
Emaduddin Ahmed will omit the last portion of his resolution from tlie 
words “ half the costs being borne by Government ” down to the end, 
then 1 am prepared to actmpt his residulion as amended. 

Maulvi EMADUDDIN AHMED: 1 accept the modification suggest- 
ed by the Hon’ble Minister and 1 would omit the words “ hall the

Judicial and executive functions. 

Babu KISHORI MOHAN CHAUDHURI: '' ’TItis Coum il Kuom- 
mends to the Government that early steps lx* talum tor the total 
separation of the judicial from the executive functions in th(‘ adminis- 
tration of this Presidency.^’ 

At the onset I may be permitted to refer to the ]U’oc(H‘dinns oi (he 
Tin])erial Council. Recently Mt. Bhng’ri, I l)elieve, hrouohi uj) lh(‘ 
matter before the (^ouiK’il of State, and Sir Williani Vincent, on Ix'- 
half of (tovernment, stated that the mat ter was now a ])roviii( ia] on(‘. 
This is what he is reported to have said: “The CovfMiiinent will meel 
the Ilon’ble Member as far as ])()ssible. and 1 ]iop(* that tlie follouinp 
undertaking will satisfy him. The mattcu- is a ])roviTJcial one, hut il 
any local Government decide to take this (jiiestioii ol sc'paiating thc^ 
jndicial from the executive functions, the matter is om* tor them, the 
Government of India would raise no ohjection and ivill })roc(‘ed to jiiakt* 
‘^uch legislative changes as may he necessary to giv(‘ eflect to t]i(‘ pro- 
posal of the local Government. We are not, li()wev(‘r, ])i*(‘j)a red at 
this juncture to interfere in any way with the discretion ol tin* local (io\- 
ernment in a matter which is one of purely ])r()vincial administiation. 
hi the debate Sir William Vincent refeired to the queslion as d(d)iitcd 
Ol the Madras Legislative Council. He said that it was nqccled aud 
he read a telegram to that effect. I see, however, in a local papeu , the 
^'itizen of the 24th February last, that the amendment vas rejecled 
and the main resolution was carried by 45 against dd. 1 robablv this is 
a mistake, because Sir William Vincent referred to a telegram to tlie 
effect that the motion was defeated by 45 to 33. However Mr. Shastn 
Pmnted out that in Madras the question was somewhat different,

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because there the queBtion between Bralimins and non-Brahmius was 
very Kreat and the two communities were not pulling weU. there- 
fore, that should not be the guide for other provinces; and as lar as I 
have been able to gather, this (piesiion was also raised in the t inted 
Provinces Council, and a Committee has been appointed there to con- 
ftifler llie mutter. The Government reply given in the touncil oi State 
was therefore favourable and assured that, if any local (lovernmeut 
wishes to introduce the matter, any legal help that might be necessary 
by ameiidiiig the law would be given. 

■ The (Uiestion, I may be permitted to say, is not a new one. li has 
been dis.uissed at some length on various platforms, in Legislative 
Councils, on Congress platforms and in tlovernment replies giveu at 
the time of the debate. It has also been discussed in several reports and 
in several pamphlets on the sub.iect. 1 may, however he perm, te 
give a short history of the .luestion, and 1 am indebted lor tlrnt Instory 
to the excellent treatise on the sub.iect published by the lion ble 
Mr. P. C. Milter. The East India Company began by taking the grant 
of Dewani from the Emperor of Delhi in 1705, and the admin istralioii 
of criminal justice was left in the hands of the otlicers of the 
Nazim of Bengal. The two functions were combined, 1 believe, ii, IW,. 
Sir John Shore remarked that th(' peo],le were accustomed to a ,«• 
potic authoritv, ami naturally they looked to one master, mul i,po„ th,a 
view he thought that there should be a “one-man rule intrcuhiod. 
Lord Cornwallis, however, very soon after taking up the (xovernorship, 
thought that the two functions should not be confined to le same 
hand, lie thought that the result of the combination would be a 
sacrifice of the interests of the administration of justice to t '«• 
interests of the Covernment, and ho was able to pass Begulatioii 11 
1793 and, as a result, the Collector was deprived of judicia powci. 
This state of things continued for nearly 30 yi'ars and again to ui, 
of the two functions was effected gradually by the year 18~1---'- 
Auckland, with the consent of the Court of Directors, again eftccte 
a separation. But in 1859 both these functions were again iinitec ^ 
a temporary measure only. The Police Commission,

guidance of Sir James Fitz James Stephen, I believe, 
the reactionary measures are being perpetuated even now, thoiig 
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attempts have been made to remedy tlie evils. In ilie Impurial 
Gazetteer I see it stated that the i>eople are accustnined to “ one-nuin- 
rule’’ from a very great antiquity. lUiere it is stated that the unit of 
British Indian administration is the district, and tla^ (hie! executive 
officer is the Collector-Magistrate or the Deputy Coininissionei . ]n 
his executive capacity this officer is (haiged with the (‘ollecti(»n of 
various branches of revenue and at tlie same tinu' he is the child local 
Magistrate. It is also remarked that the union is ciif' to vdiich the 
jxiople of India are well accustomiHl, for it has existed from time 
immemorial in the east, and separation of the two f unit ions is the rule 
only in the most advanced western communities. Sir, 1 have not with 
me the Manu Saiighita, and tlie Muhammadan duris])rudencc edited hv 
the Hon’ble Sir Abd-ur-llahim. Ciiminal administi ation is dealt witli 
in Manu in Chapter Yll, and in Cluqiter VI 11 the judicial vvoiks have 
been described. It is stated there that the two are (iuit(‘ separate. I’or 
judicial administration the Brahmins were ajipointed and, with their 
advice, the judiciary was managed, but for the executive work they 
were not entrusted with any part of the iluty — tleui^ wiue otln'r juusons 
for it. I need not take muidi time of the (kmncil on this suhjiM-t, but 
1 (;an safely assert that it is a mistake to say that in aindent India there 
was ‘‘one-man rule” in vogue. In (diaiitei’ V]\\ ol the Manu 
Sanghita it will be seen how the thieves are to he dealt with in the 
judiciary undei the management of the Brahmins and Cha])k‘r VI i 
describes how thefts are to be investigated by a diiTcient ( rganisation. 

I may refer to another book. Dr. Bramotho Nath Banci ji, in his hook 
on the public administration in ancient India, says that th(‘ administra- 
tion of justice w'as kept sej)arate from the executive tunction of the 
Estate, and no interference wdth the judicial business by tin' executive 
was permitted. Accairding to Muhammadan law again, the judiciary 
was managed by the kazis, according to th(‘ teachings of thi' hornii, and 
“ the administration of .lust ice must be above the suspicion oi subser- 
vience to the executive” — to ipiote fiom page 27 id' Sii- Abd-ui-Hahini’s 
book on Muhammadan juris])i‘ndcncc. I have alnuidv sbowui that Sir 
lohn vShore thought — on what anthoiity 1 Jo not know’ that the 
Indians were accustomed from a long antiquity to look to ‘ one-man 
rule.” To my mind this “ one-man rule ” is ciutainlv based u])on 
prestige theory, it being ultimately imaetiMl by tin* ('riminal Broeediiie 
o! 1872. Sir, it did, as it was bound to, ercuite Si'rious dissatisfaction 
throughout India. The late Mr. B. C. Dull publisluMl in bSftd an 
excellent pamphlet on the subject sbowdug bow’ flic s(*])aration ol tin* 
two functions could be easily effected.

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At the outset let me suy that 1 think it is a pity that this resolution 
should have been moved to-day. It involves a matter rf such peat 
imiK)rtance that it should have been iKJstponed to the following session. 
We have been fairly hard-w'orked and we shall be glad tc; have a holi- 
day. We have hardly had time to give this matter the (consideration 
it deserves and most peojtle feel that such an intricate and important 
subject deserves greater attention than we can give it to-day. 3 Im 
matter is just as inijxjrtaiit to-day as it was when first broa(jhed, and ] 
feel that a mere resolution asking (lovernment to take early steps to give 
effect to the desired separation is not very useful. I should have thouglil 
that some of the members of the (Council would have proposed a concreto 
scdieme of separation. There are a number of schem^cs before us; tbo 
first scheme is that of the late Mr. R. C. Dutt, whicdi was published ns 
early as 1893; then tliere is a skeleton scheme which was put forward 
by Sir Harvey Adamson in 1908, and lastly, there is the scheme that was 
conceived by the Hon’ble Mr. 1’. (\ Milter in 1913. These schemes 
possess very valuable materials for help, but 1 do not know that any of 
these scdiemes can be ajiidied to-day by reason of circumstances hav- 
ing changed. Therefore, it would have been very much better if, instead 
of moving the resolution to-day, w(‘ had takiui tfircce* oi' tour months 
time to construct a new scdieme and ])ut forward that srheme for the 
aciceptance of Government. Anyhow, since the hon’ble mover thought 
fit to move this resolution 1 had no othei- option but to put in an amend- 
ment and include in it a number of imiMutant principles. 1 desire tn 
deal with these luinciples one by one. But, before doing so. let me 
shortly state what the evils of the luesent system are. Th(> Disirut 
Magistrate, as everyone' knows, w’ields very large powers. He is ihe 
head of the imlice, he is also the head revenue officer and he does a cmi- 
siderable amount of judicial work. Now', as head oi the pr.lici;, he has 
got to suiipress ciiine. Supposing a dacoity takes place, it is possihlr 
that be may have to go to the spot, bold a local emiuiry, possibly re'conl 
a confession or two. and then gel the iiolice to commence an investiga- 
tion. The.y send him diaries day after da.v to infoini him how the 
investigation is proceeding, and in other words the Magistrate sees to 
the building up of the case. ’The District Mag'istrate thereafter semb 
the case for trial to one of his subordinates, say a Dejuity Magislrate. 
Now if it so happens that the District Magistrate taki's more than lU' 
official interest in the case, the fact that he is keen upon a convulmn 
is (luickly noised about and tbe Deputy Magistrate who has to try the 
case imruediately comes to know of it. There is a firm impression in 
minds of Deputy Magistrates, right or wrong I do not know, that iheii 
prospects in the service depend uixm the good-will of the District Magn>' 
trate; so that in a case in which the Magistrate takes a keen interest, 
the Deputy Magistrate is generally not in a position to exercise fn® 
judgment. A trial is held and a conviction is recorded. Now 
state of things has got to be removed by a scheme of separation. 
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olivioii'' i^uggestioii is to divide up the Deputy Magistrates into two 
roups, that is to say a judicial grou]) aud au executive grou]). That 
. X have suggested. Ijet the judicial giouji only deal willi judi- 

cial matters and l)e placed directly under the District .ludge lad it 
„(',t he subordinate to the District Magistrate. The executive gro\ip, 
Ilf course, will remain subordinate to the District Magistraie A mere 
sciruation of functions will not he suflicient to reniedv these evils. A 
scinratioii of the services is essential. A schenie of se])aration of fum- 
tioijs may he conceived which does not involve a sejiaiation of the ser- 
vices. Thus in a small district a Deituty Magistrate may liave to 
:|,eiform both judicial and executive woi-k. Wlieii doing judicial work lie 
‘ will he under the District Judge and when doing executive work he will 
he under the Magistrate. But I beg to snhniit that such a se]iaralion, 
which is only a separation of the fuiudions, is not useful, hecaiise so 
long as an individual remains under the influence of the Disirii t Magis- 
tiaTc, even in judicial matters he will not he aide to ('xercisc fiee judg- 
ni'ent'. Therefore a separation, not only of functions hut also id’ the 
services, is necessary, and a scheme providing for such sciiaration has 
got to he framed.

Rai JOCENDRA CHUNDER CHOSE Bahadurs This Council 
recommends to the Government that the separation of the judicial and 
the executive functions in the administration should be carried out witb 
out any delay, if possible by dividing the members of the provincial sw, 
vice into two classes of Deputy Magistrates and Deputy (>>llectors, tlie 
former exercising only judicial powers in criminal cases and the appellate 
])owers of the Magistrate being exercised by senior Deputy MagistraUs 
Ironi whom Assistant Sessions Judges and Sessions Judges should b 
partly recruited.” 

I only beg to add the words “Joint Magistrates and Senior Deputy 
Magistrates.” The evils of the present system have been described by toy 
two predecessors and I need not dilate on them. They are admitted In 
everybody, but there is an element of doubt and suspicion in it which niiist 
be mentioned. It is said that the separation would entail large iiiciease 
in expenditure. I do not believe it. The proposals that I mtike in 
my resolution which are identical with the original resolution nialu' it 
clear that there will be no additional expenditure, but tlie real qia stion 
is not ex})enditure — the real question is the prestige of the 

District Officer. I fully appreciate that the District May^^is. 

irate should have great prestige to enable him to keep the 
disorderly elements of his district in order. It is therefore necessarT 
tliat he should liave certain powens for dealing with cases under sectioriji 
107 and 145 and cer tain other ])enal powers in criminal cases. ] am not 
willing to derogate in Ihe least from the prestige of tlie District 
irate. That is the most serious question in this matter, tlnat tlii^ ])i(‘sti[?e 
and powers of the District Magistrate should not be diminislied, but coii- 
sistently with that this division can yet be made. What T juojiosc is this 
There are many districts now in which the District Magistrates sliouhl 
remain the head of the district, but their powers tor dealing with cases 
under sections 107 and 145 should be vested in either a Eurojicaii iloint 
Magistrate or a Senior Deputy Magistrate. In most cases there will he ;i 
European Joint Magistrate, but in many districts the Senior- Dejiuty 
Magistrate will exercise these powers. Even now, if the Distrid 
trate can be an Indian, there can be no objection to the Senior Deputy 
Magistrate exercising these powers. Therefore, I say that the divisioD 
should be so made that the powers of the District Magistrate and of the 
Oovornmeiit should in no way be impaired, and I believe that it can he 


so divided that the powers of District Magistrates and of the executive 
Government would not be impaired. The British Government here have 
established a system of judiciary for ministering justice in a fonu of 
purity which was Jiot known to Ind ia before, and I say that that pmubv 
ot justice should be kept intact. The great glory of England hs 
administration of pure and impaitial justice, and that should lie main- 


tainod. People have got a suspicion that the District Magistrate exer- 
cises a i>ower c\er his subordinates which does not lead to puiiD’ ^ 
justice. Thciefore, it is the dut^ of Government to disabuse the 
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iniod of that jiiejudice or of iluil iii)i)ielion,sioii. I to submit tlmt 
every effort sliould be made by Goveniment to sepaiale lliivse two func- 
tions consistently, so far as possible, with the prestige of the Magistrate 
and of good government in this country. 

Babu ANNADA CHARAN DUTTA: This reforni which is demand- 
ed by all the resolutions under discussion is overdue. To say so is to say 
the least about a demand which is now moie tlian a cenlury and a tpiarter 
old. It was brought upon a poor, lieljiless — 1 do not know whelhei 1 
shall say a conquered — people by ceitain aggressive rules wlio lueferied 
financial security to administjation of justice. Allei' the transfei (d tlie 
Deimni to the English in 1705, Sir .lohn Slioic made sonu' sort (d re])i)rt 
to the Board of Directors that we, Hindus and M uiuiniiuadans (d’ llengal, 
W'ere lovers of the dr‘si)olic rub', and in this country, unless th.il despoiic 
rule was made permanent by combining tlie c.vcciilive and judicial func- 
tions in the same person, certainly we, Hindus and Mulianiinadaiis of 
that time of Bengal — lovers of such despotic autliorily -would be rather 
very worse off, and, out of kindness to us the gt'utlcniaii made the .said 
report. Such a good Governor as Lord Cornwallis had to bring the 
despatches some time in the year 17S1 and inculcated u|)on us this 
insidious poison which has eaten out our vitals lor a (cntiiry and a 
Quarter. Even at the end of Lord Cornwallis' own lule lie liiniself aas 
of opinion that the system was not goodt and should be alndished. Since 
then high officials, judges, including several Chief .lust ices oi the Cal- 
cutta High Court, and, lastly. Lord lliddiouse, all ol ihcni have been 
iileading that this system should be done away with. I'.iit untortui.ately 
thought it a])pears that this system never existed in India, whether you 
refer to the Hindu sy.stem of jurisprudence and ]s, lily, or reier to 
Shukraniti. or if you refer to the system .d adniiiiisliation ol justice that 
obtained during the Mussalman period (there might have been indivi- 
dual cases of scandalous miscarriage of justice heic and there), it vas 
thrust uiron us at the time. And why'. Ih ■•ause we were powerles.s 
and because revenue was preferred to the prope, admini.lratio of 
justice We have all along been demanding its relorm 
and it is not question of one party asking aiql the other paitj " • 
so-without any distinction of caste or creed, religion or race 1 ,11

slave mentality, in ns. I am very 
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sorry that I have been ■siieaking' rather in a strain rvhich may not be 
palatable to certain gentlemen, but. if I have given any cause for 
offence, I beg pardon. But I would ask them in all seriousness to 
consider in their minds what if our position was theirs, their feeling 
would be. If they in their own country had been demanding a reform 
for a century and a quarter and they would not get it, what would their 
feelings be? I am sure that they will perfectly appreciated my sentiments. 

But why has tlie much-needed leform not yet been carried out ? First 
comes the question of prestige. I’o prestige is leally due a number of 
scandalous cases, two ot which are to be found in that excellent (■ollection 
of Mr. Monmohan Ghose — the Fenua and Lai Chand Cases. These are 
only the types of several — almost innumerable — cases which occur almost 
every day in the administration of criminal justice in this country. 1 
am not quite sure whether I am right in formulating such a projiosition 
in Calcutta, where the High Court is close' by, but I can assure vou. Sir, 
that there is no place in the country where some such thing does not 
occur almost every day. It is perhaps one in a thousand such cases that 
you read in new’spai>ers, atid even in these cases they have got to be hack- 
ed by men of tht' mental calibre of the stanij) of Mia Monmohan Ghose 
and the like. Otherwise, these iieojde suffer in silence. This miscarriage 
of justice has so demoralised the people that they have leally come to 
think of it as a necessary incidence of life in India. If that is so, I 
appeal to you to say whethei' time has not come when w’e should not only 
enter oui' emphatic protest against this sort of unholy combination of the 
two functions and take the earlic'st opportunity of sepaiating them on the 
principles which have been veiy well laid dowji !)y Mr. A. 0. Diitt, the 
worthy son of a worthy fat hei', who perhaps devoted some of the best years 
of his life for cari ying out this reform. Now (a)ming to the point. I have 
already t(dd you that it is the prestige that has been keeping up the sys- 
tem. As against this, I point out one fact, viz., the demoralisation not 
only of the English .fudges and Magistrates, but also following their 
earthly masteis, a worse demoralisation of my own countiymen — the 
Indian Deputy MagistTutes. To si)eak from experience when the English 
Assistant Magistrate come from home, there is a great deal to admire 
in them, but aftei taking a few lessons perhaps at the feet of some pucca 
bureaucrat and .after diving deep into the knowledge of the powers winch 
are vested in them, say after a couple of years, they turn out different 
beings. We were tedd by our late piofessor, Mr. N. N. Ghose, that one 
of the best traits in the English character was to enjoy power without 
exercising it. In the combination of the two functions, judicial and 
executive, in India the converse proposition is rendered true so far at 
least as those gentlemen are concerned. When these English gentle- 
men are demoralised in such a way this system should not be continued 
any further even for their interest and good name. Many Indian Mag- 
istrates are worse sinners. Sometimes the English Magistrates are 
bearable; they are sometimei^ open to conviction, but when the Indian 
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Magistrates sit iu Courts, how often a wliisper of a police otlicer or u 
significant word of a Court Inspector has been suflicieni to can y the day ! 

In my long experieiuie before several courts in the province on differ- 
i.,it occasions 1 have had freciuent o])i)oi tunitics of noticing and feeling 
tlie evils of the combination and with no pow('is to renn'ily tliein. Some- 
times 1 was bound to put up with it in silence on account of vaiious 
reasons and on other occasions had even to give U]i my brief as hoiie- 
fess In the provisions of Law regulating exercise of judicial functions 
there are such things as summary trials, which give a good cloak to 
many of the vagaries ],)erformed uiuh'r tin* ex(>cutive influences. How- 
ever 1 shall not dilate upon it. My ]ioini is this. This dcniorali.sation 
not only of the English dudges, hut also of the Indian Magistrates is a 
factor which should carry weight, and it should he put a stop to. Then 
comes the question of expen, ses. Is it a fact that money is not available 
foritl' Sc heme after scheme has hc>en iinqioundcd where an extra 
expenditure is i;ece,ssary or where really the expenditure would he 
ajipreeiable. Money has always been found for the same. Hut foi over 
a century not to g(*t money for this necessary letorm is really .something 
"which one should be loath to ludieve. So the.se two grounds really do 
not hold good. Therefore the reform ought to have hc'cn given cITcct to 
long, long ago, and if .von do not give it to us even now, well, the only 
thing we can say is that you can afford to do so as wc are helpless, and with 
this''stamp of our helplessness some of our mm- 'o-oiierator friends out- 
side will (mrtainly say that the licformc.l Council is hut a .show. 
.\s to mv amendment 1 have asked for omission ol a ]>orlion from the 
rccsolution of Hai dogendra Chundcr Chose Bahadur to bring it in line 
with the underlying demand and the jiolicy of all ihc resolutions on this 
siihject of the scqiaration of judicial and executive functions. 1 oh,)ect 
to the portion, which 1 ask to omit, on the grounds which 1 have tric.l to 
e.cplain before this Council.

As to appointments, CTOveinment s lo * ( a 
open field in order to get the best possible recruits to tluise lug icr i)os 
I am very sorry to observe here that the experipient of piomoiing 
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of the Subordinate Judges to be Session Judges is not quite satisfactory 
Much dei>ends upon the proper selection of deserving persons. With 
these words, I beg to urge my amendment on the Council. 

Mr, D. C. CHOSE: The question of the separation of executive and 
judicial functions is so old, it has been discussed so often, and so often 
has Government procdaimed its acceptance of the principle, that it is an 
irony of fate tliat it should be at all necessary for any one at this time 
of the day to be still pressing this matter upon the attention of the Cov- 
ernment. But the fact remains, and it is a humiliating confession to 
have to make, that Government so far liave done little to redeem tlieir 
solemn pledge and remove this blot on the administration of criminal 
justice in this country. The existing system has been condemned so 
often and so strongly, that I do not tliink that anytliing T can say can 
possibly add to the force and volume of sudh condemnation. 1 may. Imw- 
ever, mention that the condemnation has proceeded iu)t merely fiom 
persons who may be dub])ed as agitators, but it has (;ome also from offi- 
cials of the highest rank and eminence and of rii)e judgment and exi)eri- 
ence. There is voluminous literature on this subject and members in 
this Council are i>erhaps aware that the Hon’ble Mr. V. C. Mitter has 
made a notable contribution to tlie output of information on this 
tion. Government lias always pleaded the question (vf cost as a bar to 
carrying out of tliis measure of administrative reform. I do not 
I>rofess to si>eak with authority on this asi>ect of the question, but I am 
certain that now that the purse-strings are held by the repiesc'iitatives 
of the ]H?ople in this (h)uncil, the supply of money will be foTthcomiiig 
if a well-considered scheme is placed before the Council and is a])j)rovc(l 
by it. It is repugnant to commonsense and to our ordinary notions 
of fairness and justice that the prosecutor and the judge should be rolled 
into one and that the man who catches the thief has got also to try 
him. We have waited long, too long for this crying measure of reform. 
Pray do not let us wait till the Greek Kalends. 

Maulvi A. K. FAZL-UL HAQ: I gave notice of this resolution 
suggesting that steps h?, taken for the separation of judicial, and execu- 
tive functions not so much to discuss the defects of the present sysiem, 
as to suggest to Government that it is a pledge which was given several 
years ago and which ought to be redeemed and that this is a incasuie 
which ought to have been undertaken long ago, but has been nnfor' 
tunately deferred so long and should no longer be deferred. 1 ^ 

not particularly understand the speeches of members who nave Iricd io 
dilate on the defects of the present system, because I feel that so 
as these defects are concerned there ’is no room for controversy. 
officials have never claimed that the present system of administiation 
of justice in this country is anything like a counsel of perfection. 

1908, the HoiPble Sir Harvey Adamson made a speech in the 
Legislative Council which puts very briefly and cogently the e ec 
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of this system and far more lucidly and plainly than I can ever attempt 
to do. This is what Sir Harvey Adamson said, on the 28ili of March 
1908, from his place in the Viceregal Legislative Oouncil :~-‘* The inevit- 
able result of the present system is that criminal trials affecting the 
general peace of the district are not always conducted in that atmos- 
j,]iere of cool impartiality which should pervade a court of justice; nor 
does this completely define the evil whicdi lies not so much in what is 
done as in what may be suspected to he done, for it is not enough that 
the administration of justice should he pure. It can never he tlie bed- 
rock of our rule unless it is also above suspicion.” But this is not all. 
l.ong before Sir Harvey Adamson spoke in the T.egislative Council, 
eminent men, past administrators like Sir Fredeih'k Ilalliday, Sir 
dolin Peter Grant, Sir Bartle Frere, Sir Cecil Beadon and Sir Barnes 
Peacock, all joined in (‘ondemning this system. x\gain, in 1899, a 
memorial was presented to the Secretary of State for India urging the 
separation of the two functions and signed by such eminent jurists as 
Ford Ilobhouse, Sir liichard Couidi, Sir Picl)a7‘d Garth, Sir lolni Phear 
and Sir William Markby and many others eiiually distinguished. It is 
therefore a i)erfect waste of time for anybody to go into details and to 
(‘onvince anyone in this (huincil that there is mindi room for reform. 
Tshdiody disputes that proposition, and if any one vveie to discuss the 
defects of the present system he wunild only be trying to iirimcli to the 
converted. The whole point is this: granting that tliei'e is room for 
im])rovement, what are the practical ste]>s which ought to be taken in 
order to give effect to this much-needed reform. It is trin* that two 
schemes have been put forward, one by the late Mr. P. (h Dull, as late 
as 1898, and another which wuis recently ]>ut forw^aid by the lIonMde 
Mr. P. C. Mitter. Now, as I understand the situation, it seems to me 
that hoth these systems require to be examined and perhaps also revised 
in c(‘rtain respects before they can be acccqitial as a 'Ort of leform of 
the system of administration of justi(;e in this country. 1 wdll make 
niy point clear by going a little into the details in this resjK'ct. It was 
one of the two arguments in favour of the separation of judicial and 
executive functions when we used to say that the District Magistrate, 
the head of the police, used in some mysteri^is w^ay to influence the 
pidgments of the Deputy Magistrate. Now, every one knows that the 
District Magistrates at the present moment have got very little to do 
with the police. The Police service is now a close service, and from 
ihe Insjiector-General of Police downwards to the very constable they 
a ('omplete set of public officers who have practically nothing to 
wdth the District Magistrates. It is true that in former times even 
^^Pl>eals from orders passed by the Sui>erinten dents of Police had to go 
to the District Magistrates and through the District Magistrates to 
, ^ ^^^^^^i’^'^ioners of Divisions. But to argue at the present moment 
at the District Magistrates influence the decision of Deputy Magis- 
^ates is an argument which will not bear careful scrutiny. Then it is 
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sometimes said that the District Magistrates in some mysterious way 
influence the decisions of Deputy Magistrates. That is what I have 
heard, but I can say from i>ersonal experience that I have never inyseif 
come across a single instance of this cliaracter. Secondly, it must 1)^ 
admitted that in carrying out tliis reform some amount of money wilj 
have to be spent. The question of cost comes in. It may be or it may 
not be very (jostly. A scheme may be put forward which niiolii 
represent the minimum of cost, but if there be some schemes or if 
is more than one scheme, all the sdiemes will have to be consideied. 
before one can say thai a particuliir scheme will not only meet the 
requirements of the situation, but will also entail the minimum cost 
to the i)ublic purs('. It theiefore seems to me tliat a sort of committee 
might be appointtMl to consider the schemes which have already been 
put forward or which might be put forward and to see which is the 
scheme which will bring al)out the much-needed reform without throw- 
ing any great burden on the ])ubli(* jmrse. At the }>re«‘nt monuMit we 
are very much juessed foi- funds, and it would be extremely uiidtvsii- 
able to thrust upon the fTovernment a measure of reforjn, wJiidi 
although very necessary, would cost, the imblic exchecjnei’ a surii of 
money which will be sonu'what appalling. I therefore suggest that a 
committee be api)ointed 

The PRESIDENT: There is no such inatter l)efore the Council. 
There is no resolution or amendment to cover it. 

Mdulvi A. K. FAZL-UL HAQ: My resolution says that steps lie 
taken, and I submit that in recommending st(q)s that should he t.'dxcu 
it is quite open to me to suggest the form the ste]rs should take. 1 
am suggesting that in taking the ste])s for tlu' separation of judicial and 
executive fundions, Government might, as a first step, apjyoint a com- 
mittee to consider what scheme would be suitable. It may he a sugges- 
tion, which might be considenul along with other suggestions that 
might be jmt foiward. It is true that I haA^e not put forward this as 
a substantial resolution, but I say this in supporting the resolution. 1 
do not think that I will be justified in taking up the time of the (^oiincil 
by going over the ground which has been covered by the jiievions 
speakers. With these few words I commend my resolution to the accept- 
ance of this Council. 

MEMBER in charge of POLITICAL DEPARTMENT (the Hon’bic 
Sir Henry Wheeler): The subject of these resolutions, as has been 
mentioned by more than one sjreaker this afternoon, is one of great 
antiquity, and upon no subject of Indian administration, pculiaps, has 
more ink been expended and more eloquence displayed. If 1 rise at this 
stage of the debate to explain in what light these resolutions are viewed 
by Government, it is with some hope of curtailing further addiiions to 
the mass of literature which already exists in connection with this 
question. The extent of this written matter will to some degree he 
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realised if I draw the attention of the Council to lliese two books 
These are two bound volumes compiled in 1908, merely coniprising* the 
most important papers as regards Ilengal, and lliey dale i'roiii 1836 
downwards. It is worthwhile recalling to the Council that, wliereas 
these judicial and executive functions of the District Officer were joint 
up till 1836, they were actually separated slioitly after that year, until 
the >ear 1859, when they weie again united, separation having thus 
once been tried, though ultimately the joint system was ])iefer]xn1. 

In mentioning this ancient history the Council will no doubt l)e glad 
to hear that 1 do not intend to go l)ack to the days of Hindu anticiuity, 
or (‘ven to the early days of the Comi)any, and if 1 biieily mention the 
modern history of the subject it is in order that the Council may appre- 
(*iate the general trend of the views expressed from time to time, and 
the cir(>umstances in which this qiu'stion has been held in abeyance and 
Covernmeril has been so long in arriving at a decision ui>on it. The 
modern history, so to sjK'ak, of this (luestion may lu' said to date from 
1899, when a very influential memorial, sigmal among otlnus by Lord 
Hobhouse and Mr. Wedderburn, was jnesented to the S(‘cretary of State 
and sent out for emiuiry to this (‘ountry. That memorial was based 
very largely on the writings of an eminent Bengali, Mr. Monmohan 
Ghose, and it was supported among others by the abh i)en of Mr. IL C. 
Dutt. It was exhaustively examined by the Bengal Government, 
among others, and as an im])ressioj» has been sought to be given this 
afternoon that tliere is absolutely nothing to be said on the other side, il 
is worth while mentioning that the local Government came to the con- 
clusion that in the intertvsts of good government, '.c., of general 
administrative expediency, the union of ('xecutivc' and judicial func- 
tions in district and sul)divisional otticej's was at the j>resent day essen- 
tial.^' That was their opinion. 1 do not say whetlier it was right or 
wrong, but it wnis the opinion of many ex])eri(mced administrators of 
that time. That was in 1901. The matter went up before the Govern- 
ment of India, no doubt along wu'th v(duniinous reports fiom other ])ro- 
viru'cs, and T think that it was Lord Curzon, wdio, on one* cccasion, 
referred to the literature on the subjecd as filling a fair sized room and 
as having taxed even his great enei gies to grapple v ith it. Time 
passed in discussion and the variety of views was great. 

Ihe next landmark was Sir Harvey Adamson’s sj>eech of 1908, when 
lie said that the Government of India were prepared to make a cautious 
and tentative advance in the direndion of separation, but one aspect of 
that pronouncement is not without its relevan(*y to our discussion to-day, 
as it emjffiasises the possible danger of committing ourselves to a Una 
of policy and then enquiring afterwumls wdmt it entails in carrying it 
out. After Sir Harvey Adamson made this announcement references 
were again made to local Governments. In Bengal at that time Sir 
Andrew Fraser was Lieutenant-Governor, and he frankly recommended 
that the whole scheme be dropped. Sir Edward Baker, who succeeded 
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him, was on the other hand in favour of Sir Harvey Adamson’s scheme, 
in the framing of which, as a Member of the Government of India, I thiuk 
it is a fairly open secret that he had had a considerable hand. But 
while he was in favour of the scheme, he proposed that it should he 
deferred in view of the political situation at the moment. Those were 
the days when the province of Bengal was divided, and in Eastern Ben- 
gal Sir liancelot Hare, while complying with the request of the Gov- 
ernment of India to work out an estimate of cost, stated definitely 
that he did not agree that there were adequate grounds for making the 
change. All these rei>lies went up about the year 1908-0!), and ihen 
ensued correspondence between the Government of India and the Secre- 
tary of State, leading to further enquiry of local Government, in 1911- 
12 as to certain details of the scheme. That was replied to in the same 
year, and the matter again came before the Government of India. By 
that time, however, other ojvinions were making themselves felt, and 
there were considerable differen(‘es as to the merits of Sir llaiv(‘y 
Adamson’s proixisals. In fact they had by that time been subjected to 
the examination which from some points of view had better have pre- 
ceded the definite pronouncement, and the case again went home to 
the Secretary of State, aft(u* which the war broke out and the whol(‘ 
thing was held in abeyance. Up till then the question had been 
regarded as an all-India one, but subsequent to the creation of the 
Ileformed CouihuLs, as members are aware, it was raised at Dcdhi the 
other day, when Sir William Vincent expressed the* ojrinion that it 
need no longer be treated on uniform lines throughout India, but that 
each province might consider it for itself, while the Government of 
India would be prepared to examine and consider any recommendaiions 
submitted to them. That being, in brief, the modern histoiy, it 
is not surprising that the question should be ventilated now in this 
Council, though I share the opinion of Mr. A. tb Diitt in regndting 
that this debate has come at the fag-end of a somewhat protractf'd 
session. 

What are the arguments in a nutshell on either wside? In favour 
of separation we have those who assert that in so far as the District 
Magistrate and Collector is, in the last resort, the head of the police, in 
so far as he supervises the work of the subordinate magistracy and hears 
appeals from those of the second and third class, in so far as he possesses 
the power of himself hearing cases while responsible for the peace of 
the district, and in so far as the enforcement of what are known as ih(' 
preventive sections of the Criminal Procedure Code is subject to his 
control, to all that extent the course of justice is liable to be deflected 
by the subordinate magistracy. The theory is singularly uncompli- 
mentary to the subordinate magistracy, but it is that, looking to the 
position of the District Magistrate, they are liable to be influenced iu 
the direction of conviction. It is for some reason always supposed that 
(he District Magistrate is a , tiger for conviction, and that owing to his 
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.nfluence many innocent men. to adopt the classical phrase, “ now 
rot m jail. The fipurea, ol course, do not entirely hear this out, when 
we realise that the percentage of convictions before the ina<Mstr-.cv is 
roughly in the neighlKmrhood of 50 per cent. only. Jf it is a fact tint 
more than 50 iKir cent, of the piuiitle put up hefore the ma-istra1cs are 
iaiKxauit, the amusement of bringing false cases against one’s nci.'.li 
hours must prevail in this country to an extent which I hesitate" to 
believe to be true. 

However, that is the argument, in brief, for sejvaration. 

On the other side, opinions hav<> b(>en held by many exi>erienc(>(l ad- 
mmistrators-distioguished names can be claimed on eitlicr side— that ,' in 
fad, the course of justice is not impeded; that whatever scaiuhds may’ be 
adduced might equally be adduced under any system, and that looking 
to the conditions of Indian administration in the mufassal, it does make 
for better administration and for better ix-ace and ordcu' in the districts 
that there should be one offit^er in whom ultimate control of the two sides 
of a<lministration is centralised, he being responsible for the peace of 
the district. That, in brief, is the argument of those who dejnecate 
change; while they urp the further objection that to make the change 
would entail a dislocation of the present system, the results of which it 
is somewhat difficult to foresee, as also expenditure on a very consider- 
al)b‘ scale. 

These are the arguments very shortly, on either sides and T do not 
now pronounce upon them. The essential theory underlying the r(‘(|U(‘st 
lor the separation of judicial and executive functions is that luagis- 
terial authority should not be subject to interference and (‘ontrol by 
executive authority, and that theory is one, whiidi, T may say at once, 
local Government frankly and freely admit. It is obviously a (‘or- 
rect theory; but while admitting that much, the issue which I would 
like to place before the Council this afternoon, is wha( are the practi- 
cal steps that this Council would propose to take in order to give effect 
that theory, and what will the^^ cost? 

We have had various schemes of separation, the leading ones of which 
nve been mentioned to-day, though not much detail has been given of 
the various respects in which they differ conspicuously amongst them- 
selves. We have the?«cheme of 1893 of Mr. Romesh Chunder Dutt, which 
certainly purported to be, and I think was described by him as, very sim- 
P He argued that '‘Here is the Collector and District Magistrate ; under 
are certain deputies and sub-deputies performing magisterial and 
executive functions respectively.

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Then we came to the scheme of Sir Harvey Adamson in 1908. His 
scheme was an improvement on Mr. Dutt’s. He said, in brief, “I;et us 
have in esich district an executive officer or district officer, and eiiliust 
him with all executive functions. Alongside of him let us have a senidr 
magisterial officer, to be known, possibly, as the chief magistrate, who 
will supervise magisterial work and take over the judicial functions 
of the district magistrate other than the jneventive sections of the Cii- 
mmal Procedure Code ’’—rather an important exception. In suhdivi- 
sions Sir Harvey Adamson outlined a very complicated plan for liuvini; 
separate boundaries for judicial and executive subdivisions, the ulei, 
being that the ordinary subdivisional revenue work would not he suffi- 
cient for a full-time executive officer who would have to be given a 
larger charge than his magisterial counterpart. That was the skele- 
ton of this plan, and it will be ob.served that it is very diircient frnm 
Mr. Dutt’s. But when it came to be examined as to cost, some rnilier 
startling figures emerged. Sir Edward Baker had an estimate tnnned 
as regards the introduction of this system in the districts of the 24-rai- 
ganas, Nadia, Murshidabad, Ilooghly and Howrah, and 1 would draw 
the attention of the Council to the fact that, except the 24-1’arganas. 
none of these districts are equal in size to the largei districts in Bengal. 
But it wa.s estimated that in buildings alone in these five distiicts, the 
cost would be about Rs. 1,80,000. On his own showing nearly 
Its. 1,90,000 was recurring and Bs. 1,80,000 non-recurring. Ihcrc is 
a tendency to insinuate that Government exaggerates the cost ot any 
scheme in order to put off the execution of what they do not like, am 
it is worth remembering that these estimates were given by Sir Edward 
Baker, who was a strong advocate of sei>aration and at the same Imic 
an experienc.ed financier.

to lake. We have no wish to start another inquiry as to everybody’s 
views on the theoretical merits. The literature on tliat subject is already 
wore than ample. No doubt these opinions will have to he considm'ed, 
and sooner or later judged, but almost all that can be said on that asiwet 
of the subject has been said. What wc want to get at is more 
definite. To what extent is there, in fact, an actual com- 
bination of functions at the iiresent time, .and by what means .wild 
separation lie effected, and at what cost?

What we want this Council to do is to decide that this principle of the 
separation of the executive and judicial functions must be accepted hy 
Government, and that, without dela.y. The details may be worked out 
by any committee. 

My friend, Mr. 1). C. Ohose, has said that this question has been 
discussed by agitators and experieiuard administrators for years with- 
out number. I do not know what he means by the word agitator, s; if 
he means all who are not exirerienced administrators, I may tell him 
that I am proud to belong to that baud of agitators wdio have been 
agitating for this reform. The question of prestige has also been raisrMl. 
Prestige is a very good thing, but there is a limit beyond which 
prestige ought not to be pushed. We have noticed that in the adiinini- 
stration of the country, the cry of prestige has been raised in si'veiid 
matters, which have gone to the detriment of the country. It is all 
very well to talk of prestige in every case, but it goes against the .souse 
of the country to make a fetish of prestige. Let us do away with that 
fetish. 

Maulvi Fazl-ul Haq has quoted from the speech of Sir Harvey Adam- 
son. I would like to quote one more sentence from that speech, which 
shows that an experienced administrator like him has also found the 
defects of the present system in the administration of justice, lie has 
said: “ there is the unconscious bias in favour of a conviction eiitei- 
tained by the Magistrate who is responsible for the iKiace of his district 
or by the Magistrate who is subordinate to that District iVlagistratc. 
Even this bias towards conviction is unjust and is detrimental to the 
best interests of the country. 

We know. Sir, that the District Magistrate has to send in a confi- 
dential report about the work of the Deputy Magistrates; is it any 
wonder, knowing about these confidential reports, that these l)epiit,i 
Magistrates, when they sit in judgment in cases where the police or 
the Magistrate takes some interest, are afraid not to convict, wfien 
these confidential reports on their work are hanging like the sword o 
Damocles over their heads, and they cannot, therefore, with the n’H 
intentions, do justice to justice. 

Sir Henry Wheeler has given statistical records showing how ver.v 
few convictions have been made by Deputy Magistrates. It i^^ ^7 1- 
question of statistics; if there is one case of injustice, if there is a 
ing in the country that the Magistrate is capable, by the ]X)wers 
to him, of doing an act of injustice, that act of injustice, or a 
of his capability of doing an act of injustice, strikes the 
multitudes of the country, who naturally lose all feeling ot love < ^ 
respect for the Government, which allows that sort of injustice 
done. ‘ 
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It has been said, Sir, times without number, that a new era has come 
before the country. His Excellency, the new Governor General said 
in his memorable reply to the Bombay Municipality in words Uich 
ought to be written in letters of gold:_“ .Justice and sympathy never 
tailed to evoke responsive chords in the- hearts of men of ‘whatever race, 
creed or class. They are the two brightest gems in any diadem. With- 
out them, there is no lustre in a crown. With them, tliere is a radiance 
which never fails to attach loyidly and affection.” Above all these, 
are his words: ‘‘Justice must be regardless of distim^tions and rigor- 
ously impartial.” Then he continues: ‘‘ I am convinced that all who 
are associated in the Government and administration of Indian affairs 
will strive their utmost to maintain this reputation at its highest 
stiiuclarcl/’ 

After tliese words, can any nieinlier of the Governnient refuse to 
accept this proposition which will not only S(‘cuie pure justice, hut, 
in insure that justice, like Caesar’s wife, may he above suspicion. With 
these words, I siiX)port the motion. 

Rai PYARI LAL DOSS Bahadur: The question of the separa- 
tion of judicial and executive functions has been aoitatin<^^ the public 
mind since a very long time; its origin dates far back into the early 

pait of the last century, when the strange union of llie two fumdions, 

the thief-c^atcher and Judge w^as severely criticised. It attracted con- 
siderable public attention when the dangeis resulting from the com- 
innation of the tw^o functions were brought to light, by the late 
Ah’. Monmohan Ghose, a renowned Barrister of the Calcutta Bar, whose 
name, as a genuine patriot, and a true benefactor, has become a 
household word in Bengal. The extent and gravity of the mischief 
have been well illustrated in a series of sensational cases 
wherein Mr. Ghose ap|>eared as counsel for the defence in 
which the hand of the indice in guiding the Magistrate, 

sitting in judgment, was exposed in its nakedness. This 

was in the ’eighties of the last century. Tjater on, on Ist 
July, 1899, a memorial was submitted to the Secretary of State for 
India, by the Right Ilon’ble Lord Hobhouse,‘»K.r..s.T., Right Hon’ble 
8ir Richard Garth, Q.c., Right Hon’ble Sir Richard Couch, Sir Charles 
Sargent, Sir William Markby, k.c.i.e.. Sir John Budd Rhear, Sir John 
Scott, K.C.M.G., Sir W. Wedderbum, Bart., m.p.. Sir Roland R. Wilson, 
Baht., and Mr. Herbert J. Reynolds, c.s.i., for preparation of a scheme 
for complete separation of judicial and executive functions and for 
report upon this urgently pressing question, at an early date. The 
Secretary of State forwarded this memorial to the Government of India, 
l^nt no scheme j>re pared by the Government of India has seen the light 
^f <lay. 

This i« ancient history. In the modern history, we find that in 
1908, the Hon’ble Sir Harvey Adamson, the^then Finance M(*mber of 
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the Viceroy's Council, while replying on the Budget debate, admitted 
the principle of separation and said : ‘‘ that on these grounds, the (xov- 
eriiment of India luive decided to advance cautiously and tentatively 
towards the separation of judicial and executive functions, in those 
parts of India, where the local conditions render that change possible 
and appropriate." 

The question was again discussed in March, in the Viceroy’H 

Council. 8ir Surendra T^ath Banerjea (then Mr. Banerjea), from Iuh 
seat in the Viceroy's Council, moved a resolution for grant to the local 
Government for carrying out the scdieme for separation of judicial and 
executive functions. The motion was lost, all Indian members voting 
for, and the Eurojiean members against, it. A very sad exhibition of 
co-oi>eration between the two communities ! 

Lastly, the question was discussed in the Council of State at Dcllii, 
only the other day, when the Hon’ble Mr. Bhugri. looved the resolu- 
tion, namely, that early stc'ps be taken to acconqdi^li the sivveraiicc of 
judicial from executive fuiudioiis almost immediately. There was a 
full dress debate, when the Hon'ble Home Member, Sir William Vincent, 
said, towards the close of his s]K‘ech, that the matter wms a provincial 
one, and assured the House that if any local Government decoded to 
take up the (juestion of sepaiating the judicial from the e.xecutive func- 
tions, the matter was one for them and the Government of India would 
raise no objection. This is, in short, the history of the question; hut 
it is strange — surpassingly strange — that after a century’s agitation 
and cogitation, it is in the same embryonic condition in which it was 
at the time of the earliest agitation. 

The question has been discussed threadbare, in the press and in 
public meetings, and every year at the sittings of the Indian National 
Congress and the Provincial Conferences, and the Indian public mind 
is unanimous upon the point that the combination of judicial with 
executive duties in the same officer, violates the first ])rinciples of c^cjuity 
and that the existing system produces actual miscarriages of justice, 
and creates opjiortunities of suspicions, distrust and discontent, which 
are greatly to be deplored. It may be, Sir, that additional expendi- 
ture may be required to be borne for introducing this reform; hut 1 
may say, in the words of Sir Harvey Adamson, “ that the experiment 
may be a costly one, but we think, the object is a worthy one.” I 
further and say that no expenditure is too large for the introduction of 
a reform of such vital importance to the public. The present Relorms 
have been condemned by a section of the public as disappointing, 
and to disprove it, it is the imperative duty of us all to pass the presen 
resolution and give a notable proof that the Reforms are nut meie 
shams, but give large powers to the j)eople, in the administration o 
the country.

the impression that the (i«estion has now only a sort of academic interest 
because the principle has in a manner been accepted bv the high umi 
the low, by the Government and the people; and the demand for the 
actual separation has been insistent and ix-rsisteiit. Nevertheless on 
some plea or some pretext or other, the actual separation the canTinir 
out of the -reform has up till now been iKistponed. Now, I tliink^he 
tune IS quite rijic for taking up the question in right earnest. It did 
strike me that an important resolution like this should not have been 
tuought at the fag-end of the .session ; and my idea Wiis that the Govern- 
nieiit should have been informally apiuoached and in the meantime, a 
practical scheme adapted to the circumstances of the province and also 
adapted to the times, because all the old schemes nferred to decades 
gone by, should have been submitted in order to, induce the Government 
to give immediate effect to such a scheme. T would then have asked 
some of my friends to withdraw the resolutions and to bring up the 
question at the next session. How-ever, that has not been done and 
tbe question has now been put before the Council. It seems to me— 
ol course I take, some pride in having been a close student of this qnes- 
tion that the question of cost should not be brushed aside as some 
eminent men did in the past ; and I find that the question of cost did 
not strike me to be so very frightful as to scare us all away from the 
re orm altogether. Coming to the lowest unit of administration, we 
go to the subdivision; there is some difficulty in the subdivision, as in 
some of the subdivisions there is one Subdivisional Officer, w ho exercises 

Magisterial powers and also certain executive powers, and there is no 
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other Magistrate, thoiigh there may be an honorary bench or seme Sub- 
Deputy Magistrates. Supposing that there be a separation of the 
functions in these subdivisions — and I put it very briefly — it 'vill be 
necessary to place a full-fledged Deputy Magistrate with first class 
powers to dispose of the criminal cases, if the Subdivisional Officer is 
to be relieved of his magisterial functions. So, that would involve some 
cost. Then, again, there are certain districts where we have not got 
Additional Magistrates. It is said that in some of the districts, ihe 
District ()ffi(^ers have now been relieved of their judicial duties, because 
there are Additional Magistrates who jiertorm the judicial functions. 
Now, as a matter of fact, every district has not got an Additional Magis- 
trate. SupjK>sing a separation is to be effected now, it will then be 
necessary to have an Additional Magistrate or an officer cc.ire.spouding 
in status, to such a Magistrate in every district and that would indeed 
involve some cost. There is no cjuestion that to gave eftect to the pini- 
ciple of separation, some additional cost .shall have to be incurred. The 
Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler has given us figures collected by some of 
the administrators in the past. Their estimates may or may not be 
correct; and we cannot go upon the.se estimates for this reason, that in 
many cases we have increased the staff of officers or in others sve iniglii 
have shortened the staff of officers. So the whole question has to be 
gone into, anew. 

The proposal of Sir Henry Wheeler with regard to the formation of 
a committee to consider the question of costs, seems to me to be vtsy 
reasonable and very practical, luovided, of course, like other commiltees 
its formation be not put off till Doomsday and the consideration of the 
report is not put off till the Greek Kalends. Under these circumstances, 
I think it would be proi>er if I take it that the principle in a manner bus 
been accepted by the Government, and if the jirinciple is accepted, thaf a 
committee be formed to consider a practical scheme of seiiaration. Tlie 
committee may inform us about the financial aspect of the (juestion, 
which is a most important asixict now, in view of our financial position. 
We have been throughout the session debating the Budget and we have 
been pressing for retrenchments ; we have refused many grants and our 
deficits are very great ; -»ind it is quite on the cards, that in the next 
session we may be called upon to devise ways and means for making up 
the deficit either by fresh taxation or by fresh loans or by other means. 
In such circumstances the formation of a committee to go into the tpies- 
tion of cost — that is to say, at what minimum cost this much desired 
and long-deferred reform can be effected — is very desirable, and 1 think 
the Council should accept the suggestion thrown out by the Hon’ble 
Sir Henry Wheeler. 

Mr. 8YED NA8IM ALI: 1 rise to support the resolution moved by 
Babu Kishori Mohan Chaudhuri.

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not understand what his suggestions really amounted to. Does the 
llon^ble Member suggest that the resolution as it stands in the name 
of Babu Kishori Mohan Chaudhuri is accepted by the (Jovernment, or 
does he suggest that this matter should altogethei- be diopped out* for 
the presents If the suggestion amounts to this, that in view ol the 
fact that there are well-balanced arguments — to (piote the language of 
Sir Henry Wheeler — on both sides and that it would involve a great 
amount of cost, the question need not b(5 discussed now and the resolu- 
tion need not be i)assed, certainly, I, foi* my part, juu not (juitt' iu a 
j)osition to accept the suggestion. Sir Henry VVlunder had to admit 
that the x>rinciple must be theoretically accepted; and though Sir Henry 
Wheeler said that the arguments on botli sides wer(‘ evenly balanced, 
1 think it would not be out of place if 1 state belore the Council one 
or two facts which would at oiu'e convince tlie memb(Ms ol tbis (\)uncil 
that the arguments are entirely one-sided and not evenly balanced. 
The arguments that are generally advanced in favour oi‘ tin* prescmt 
system of the administration c^f criminal justice are that if there be 
a sej)aration of judicial and executive functions, then the ]>restig(‘ of 
the District Officers will be reduced, and that as the sense that sochdy 
sufi'ers from failure of imnishment of the oft'enders has not been ycd 
conqiletidy develoi>ed in oriental countries, it is esseniially dt'sirable 
that there should not be any diminution in the prestige of the District 
Officers. It has been said that the juestige of the District Magistrate 
(umsists in the fact that the ])eoi)le in the district know that the i>erson 
who is the head of the executive has also the i»ower to punish the 
offenders, and the prestige of the Distiict Ofiicer consists in his i)ower 
to punish the offenders. Now, for mysell, I am unable to lollow this 
argument, for the reason that if the prestige of a jvarticadar ofiicer 
depends upon his power to infli(d imnishment, then 1 think our Viceroy 
must be taken as to have no prestige at all, because wc* all know that 
the Viceroy has not got any power to infljtd anv punishment. No 
doubt the Sessions Judge has got the power to sentence u man to 
death, to commit a i>erson to Iran s imitation for life, but certaiidy the 
Viceroy has not got that power, and that does not mean that the prestige 
of thJ Sessions Judge is greater tha^ that of the Vic.eioy. 
Therefore, there is absolutely no foire in the argument that unless there 
be this corresponding power in the District Magistrate to inflic t punis i- 
ment upon the offenders, he would not have the corresponding prestige 
in the district.

Now, we all know that the 
Reforms Act has been passed on the assumption that the people aie 
now fit, at least to a (certain extent, to help in the administration ui 
their own country ; and that also assumes that we are not so backward 
as some people would call us in their speeches. If that is so, that 
argument has at present no force. 

Then comes the question of costs, with regard to which Sir Ileiu v 
Wheeler hast given us certain figures. He has said that certain 
estimates have been prepared to give effect to the separation of judicial 
and executive, but he has not said whether, in view of the importance 
of this particAilar measiu’e, such exi>enditiire is justified or not. W(‘ 
have not heard from Sir Henry Wheeler whether the Council would 
not be in a position at the jneseiit stage to supply money or at least lo 
suggest means for finding out the money, if really it is a measure 
which must be given effect to at once. As Mr. 1). C. Cxhose has poiiit(Ml 
out, if the Council passes the resolution that early steps should be 
taken for the separation of the judi(‘ial from the executive, it is ibe 
look-out of the (youncul to find out money and as to how the sclieme 
is to l)e given effect to. When the mover brought this lesoliition before 
the Council, he knew that there would be some diffimilty in procur- 
ing the money, but at the same time he knew that it was for the 
Council to decide and for the Council to find out whether they could 
provide money for the particular purpose. We have been able to pro- 
vide money for urgent and important measures, and if it is ouce 
conceded that it is a measure which is long overdue and which niii-t 
l)e accepted at once, I think no pains would be spared to find cut money 
for giving effect to this particular scheme at once. 

It has been suggested that a committee must be formed to formulate 
a scheme, to elaborate a scheme as to how' this separation of judiiial 
and executive can be effected. Certainly that will be one of the meauH 
of effecting the partition, but that would not, and that ought not to, 
prevent us from passing this resolution, because the language of the 
resolution is quite wide« enough to include such things. The resolu- 
tion says: ‘‘This Council recommends to the Gov^ernment that early 
steps be taken for the total separation of the judicial from the executive 
functions in the administration of this Presidency. ’’ This early step 
may be the formation of a committee ; that may be the initial step ; and 
what is desired is that not only one step, but all the steps should he 
taken and taken early. If we simply say, and if we simply remaiu 
satisfied with this, that a scheme should be elaborated or that carlv 
steps should be taken to elaborate a scheme, certainly we restrict oiir 
resolution simply to the theoretical portion, namely, to the framing nii 
of a scheme, but nothing is said in the resolution about giving effec 
to that pious wish. Therefore to me it seems that the suggestion o 
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Sir Henry Wheeler is incaiided in this resolution, and the resolution 
goes further than the suggestion of Sir Henry Wheeler. In that view 
what I would submit is that, as on princiide notliing can he said 
against it, the resolution, as it is, ought to be acax^pied. As regards 
the amendments, different members have suggested different sehem(\s. 
And, as the Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler stated, the rpiestion is a diffi- 
eult and intricate one aiid it is desirable that a com in it tee should be 
appointed to sift all these things and to arrive ai a jnactical solution 
of the question, I think the suggestion of the Hon’ble Member in 
charge should be accepted, and in tliat view, so fai* as lh(‘ ])i‘incij)al 
resolution is concerned, it also should be accepted, as the piinciple is 
accepted, and that effect should be given to it at once. 


Babu 8URENDRA NATH MULLICK: 1 do not think there would 
have been any difficulty about our accepting tlu' sugg(‘stion of tlie 
TIon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler, if he had b(‘en ph‘ased to a.cc(*])l the ])rin- 
ciple of the motion and then to suggest tliat there should b(‘ a 
committee for working out a scheme. As he is not preiiared to do that 
let this resolution be accepted now; but, so far as the details are con- 
cerned, we cannot discmss theni lu‘re as to wlndhei' a Dc^putv 
Magistrate should be pla(*ed under a Judge or that half of the Deputy 
Magistrates should be plac(‘d under the ('ollectoi- anri th(‘ other half und(*r 
the Judge. That should C(*rtainly have to be decided by a com- 
mittee. That is the right position and 1 wouhl bow' to siudi a decision, 
hut instead of that, I find that the (lovernmmit is not pi‘e]>ared to 
;u*(‘ept the situation and thei’efore it is our bounden iluly to cari'v this 
ri'solution first and then to ti*v to liave a committ(‘e afterwards p7‘esid(Hl 
over by a High (k)urt Judge, say, the Hon’lde Mr. Justice Gieaves or 
some such other Judge. If that is not going to be a(*ce])ted, then 
it would be our bounden duty to ]>ass this resolution. Otlunwise, if a 
committee is allowed to sit now for discussing this (jmvdion, it woidil 
take years and years, probably 80 or 40 y(‘ars moie, to ari ive at a 
decision; for this mucJi is certain that the Governimiit of Bengal is 
opposed to the very idea of vseparation. The Hon’ble Sir H(*ni'y M heeler 
has traced the history of the matter from 1880 onwards. 'That alone 
shows what regard is paid to public opinion in this country. Tt 
declares in most eloquent terms what a scant regard is paid by the Gov- 
ernment to a long and consistent flow of jmblic opinion. Ihen, it 
has been said by Sir Henry Wheeler that so far as the modern history 
of the movement is concerned, in 1901, Loi'd Hobhonse, Sir M illiam 
Wedderburn and others, and big Judges like Sir Tlichard Couch and 
Sir Richard Garth reported in favour of the abolition of the system, 
and we find that the Government tersely said at that time that the 
united system was at present essential.” That had a bureaucratic 
^^ang about it. Whatever you choose to say, whether you are Judges 
of the High Court or the Chief Justice of the High Cou.t, or 
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other eminent persons, we, the people of the Civil Service, are deter- 
mined to continue this united system for ever. That is the wlioE 
story. That is the long and short of it. And I think that if we only 
resolve to have a committee, as suggested by Sir Henry Wheeler, uiid 
nothing more, then it would go on for years and year.s to no useliil 
purpose. That will he mere shelving of the <iuestiou, and, as f-ucli, 
that will not do. If we have the power we must pass this resolution 
at once. We must insist ui)on the (fovernraent etfecting a sepanilion. 
If we have to go to the Government of India for it, we should do so. 
The Lord Chief Ju.sti(;e of England has now come as our Viceroy, and 
if ever there was a time when we should insist uj)ou the question of a 
separation between the executive and the judicial being ttken it 
is now, when the Lord Chief Justice of England has come out as Viceroy. 
We are sure to have a symptithetic solution of the question from liim. 
But if we unfortunately find in him a iKUson who is not willing to lend 
a sympathetic ear to our irrayer, then we shall know that the tiir of 
the Red Sea has changed his cliaratder. Therefore, as I say, this is the 
time to pass the resolution, and if we fail here, we should go to 
the Government of India. And if the Viceroy does not do anything, wr 
should take further steps, though I do not at present know what further 
steps we should take. 

Then as regards the merits of the question. I think it is an insult 
to the intelligence of the House to say anything on the merits of this 
question now. Mere civilisation wants thi.s — civilization demands that 
there should be a separation between the executive and the judicial. 
It is but right to say that this system is a part of the bureaucratic Gov- 
ernment who fear that there should be no izzat for the District Officer 
if a separation is effected. As some District Officer told me they must 
have control over everything, i.e., they must be the lords of all they 
survey. That is why Sir Henry Wheeler wanted to support the existing 
system. And the arguments which he put forward had nothing new 
in them. 

There is another aspect of the question on which I want to say 
something, as it has not been pressed before this House. A very great 
reason — perhaps the strongest reason for effecting a change— is that 
you would make your police honest by making your magistracy inde- 
pendent of the police. There are very few Civilians who do understand 
this. I have passed years dealing with cases about the police and the 
magistracy, and I can assure this House that, if the people once know 
that there is a trying Magistrate who is an insaf iarna walla and w lo 
is going to do justice, irrespective of whatever the police might say, 
then the dishonest element in the police will not be there at all. ' 
Deputy Magistrate trembles at the frowns of the Superintenden o 
Police. What is he to do? The Superintendent and the Ihs nc^ 
Magistrate are practically one and the same, so far as their 
are concerned. Everybody knows that. But nobody repeats 
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Every endeavour ie made to shut it out. The whole country knows this 
and it is useless to try to disguise it. The fact is, that if you want 
to make the police honest, you must effect this radical change. An 
addition of Es. 50 or Es. 100 to the pay of the darogas will not make 
them honest. I can assure my hon’hle friends that a daroga of a hig 
ihana like Canning Town earns, sometimes, about Es. 2,000 a month 
1 say -this from my position here and I take the fullest responsibility 
for saying this. I am prepared to prove everything ui) to the hilt, 
and I challenge contradiction. Why is it so? Eecause ix‘0}>le \erily 
believe that as the judgment of the Magistrate is most likely to uphold 
the police view, they had better invest a good amount in secuiring the 
police on their side. Money is not cheap. People do not pay the police 
for nothing. They pay because they know that in the long run 
it would be to their advantage to pay to the police. Tliat is the whole 
situation, and therefore if you wuint to make the police les.s corrupt, 
1 will ask the higher servants of the (lovernment here to see that 
the magistracy is relieved from police control. Eemove the root-cause 
and the result will melt aw^ay. That is absolutely certain. Do not lay 
the flattering unction to your soul, that by an addition of pay you will 
mak(> the police honest, when it is an o])en secicd that many 
of them often earn Es. 1,500 or Es. 2,000 a month. Therefore, in 
your j>er8istency for ])reserving your prestige, you are in a manmu* jkt- 
petuating this corruption in the poli(‘e by keeping th(‘ magistracy under 
the control of the i)olice. I was perfectly surprised to read in this 
morning’s newspaper that the Chief Presid('n(*y Magistrate on an appli- 
cation for reducing the amount of bjiil said sonndhing to this 
effect: I cannot do anything unless I consult so and so in charge of 

that police case.” If you cannot do anything without first consulting 
that police officer, then why are yu)u there at all? Why should an 
application be made before you? That shows how unh(‘althy the system 
IS. It has run on in such a vicious line that even the (fiiief Presidency 
Magistrate sitting in a place like Calcutta hesitates to pass an order 
without first — not hearing but — consulting the police. Therefore, if 
you want to make the police less corrupt, then l^iy all means introduce this 
change; if you want to make them less corrupt, you must strike 
at the very foundation of the mischief. No amount of tinkeiing will 
do. No amount of residential houvses for the police will do. Do not 
shut your eyes to it. If you do shut your eyes you will simj>ly encourage 
them. 

The PRESIDENT: You are not to address the Ilon’ble Sir Henry 
Wheeler, but you are to address the chair. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH MULLICK: I was addressing the Presi- 
dent and not Sir Henry Wheeler, and the Secretary is not the President 
here. * • 
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The PRESIDENT: You have uo biisiuess to inquire what the 
Secretary was doing. He was only doing his duty. 

Babu SURENDRA NATH MULLICK; Your word is law here, Sir, 
I know. 

One thing more and I am done. We have nothing to do in these 
days with the views of Sir John Shore. We need not quote aneh'iit 
history. We need only the administration to justify itself. Has Sir 
Henry Wheeler been .able to cite one single fact or to give one single 
reason to justify the present situation as to why this should be continued y 
In spite of the rej)eated o])inions of congresses, conferences, meetings 
here and meetings in England of most respectable, educated and cultured 
men with special kno^^dedge in this line, nothing has been done. What 
is the clear position now? Why? It is this, that the (Government 
must j>erj>etuate this evil because this evil helps them in their poliey 
of the repression of the children of the soil. That is the whole under- 
lying idea. We know it. Whatever may be said on the other side we 
are not prepared to accept it. All the arguments that have been put 
forward by Sir Henry Wheeler were bombarded long ago, — not l)y an 
humble man like myself — but by men in the position of Lord Hobhouse, 
Sir Richaid Couch, Sir Richard (larth and other eminent jKU’sons like 
the late Mr Monmohan (Ihose and Mr. R. C. Dutt who, in those days 
as things go, could have risen to the {K)sition of the Viceroy of India. 
All those theories have been bombarded and those arguments are nowln^e 
now. And what is the argument for persisting on in this line? It is 
nothing but zid and prestige and nothing more. Sir, the time has come 
when the Government must change their methods— the country is get- 
ting alive every day to the situation around. People are realising their 
position every day and we, the children of the soil, are realising every 
day that we have got at no distant date to be a self-respecting nntion. 
The policy inaugurated by Sir John Shore, 150 years ago, and the oj>inioTi 
that the people of this country like to be governed by an autocrat — 
all these things are things of the past. They are hopeless anachronisnifl 
which are insults to our present-day ideals. If you do not treat us as 
we now want, you cannot expect this form of Government to last. And 
now as the liord Chief Justice of England has come here as the Viceroy 
and now that the Reforms have been introduced, I ask the House to 
carry this resolution, as this is an eminently suitable opportunity. We 
can no longer believe on pledges that have been made nor rely on promises 
that were made to the ear and broken to the heart. We must siippe^’l 
the motion now before us. VTe must work out our own s.alvation. We 
must do alt that we can in this line. We must leave no stone unturned. 
Do not for one moment look to the bureaucratic Government for su]v 
port, for their policy is such that they are bound to oppose it. 

Kumar 8HIB 8HEKHARESWAR RAY: After what has fallen 

from previous speakers and a sort of assurance which Sir Henry Wheeler 
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has given to us, I think I need not speak at length on the subject. What 
I want is that let the Member in charge accept the resolution in so many 
words. What he assures is surely covered by the resolution, and I do 
not understand what objection there can be in accepting it. Sir, let 
us resolve upon a speedy introduction of this reform. After we have 
once made up our minds sincerely, there would be scluuues enough to 
select from and adopt and I am confident that ways and means would 
he found to give effect to the selected schenu'. 

The House knows very well how keen the demand is in the country 
for the separation of judicial and executive fuiutions. As a member 
of the zamindar community, 1 can further add that the demand is keener 
fjTun this community. Zamindars have to come in frequent contact 
with officials vested with both executive and judicial powers and the 
zamindars are perhaps the worst sufferers utider the present system. 
We are so much at the mercy of the District Officers, simply beiause 
of the union of these two fiim tions, that we have actually got to 
refrain from all movements which may have the remotest possibility of 
disjdeasing any of the executive officers. And, Sir, this is one of the 
reasons why the zamindars as a class have been brought down so low in 
public estimation. Whenever there is any i)ul)lic movcuneni , if rightly 
or wrongly we do not jcdn it, we are oiHUily held up as c-owards, and 
taunting remarks are made, ‘‘Oh, he is a zamindar, how can he do 
otherwise.’^ 

I beg of the House to realise our humiliating position and to help 
ue to get out of this position and make us free men by introducing the 
much-needed reform as early as possible. 

Mauivi RAFI UDDIN AHMED: T beg to sui)port the resolution. 
The matter has already bi^en d(*alt with at some length and there is 
very little left for me to sj)eak on the subject. Tliere never has been 
so popular a cry as this separation of tlie judicial fjom the executive 
functions of this administration of justice. 

The PRESIDENT: Will you speak louder? 1 cannot hear you. 
Vou can come nearer if you like. * 

Mauivi RAFI UDDIN AHMED: Two things have been mentioned 
Jigainst this — one is prestige and the other is inonc'v. As to money, 1 
^><^g to say that we have been asked during the Budget discussion to 
sj^end more than 11 crores of rupees on many matters, but in a matter 
hke the separation of the judicial from the executive functions the 
money could not be found. When this is a necessity, money must be 
found out for this purpose. As to prestige, 1 would, like to say that 
if reminds me of a story of tlie frogs and the boys that, while it was piny 
fo the boys, it was death to the frogs. The question of prestige has 
nothing to do with this here. It may be the prestige to Government 
officers, but it is a life and death question* to us. So the question of 
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prestige should not be allowed to prevail in this matter. Besides in 
the resolution and in Mr. Dutt’s amendment, it is suggested that tlie 
Deputy Magistrate should be somewhat of a Munsif who would have to 
decide (criminal cases. From our experience we find that the promotion 
of police officers more or less depends on convictions, and whenever 
police officers send uj) cases they take more personal interest in (lie 
cases than the complainants. They want conviction somehow or other. 
I know from my personal experieiu^e that these poli(*e officers are more or 
less bazar-sircars to the Magistrates, though this practice is now going to 
be given up. In case of an acquittal the investigating police ofIi( ei 
has to submit an explanation to the higher officers, and is thus ])iit io 
shame and humiliation. So th(»y somehow or other want to i)leasc 
the Magistrate to secure conviction and the trying Magistrates pass 
convictions in many cases for fear of incurring the displeasure of ila* 
District Magistrate. Besides there is the magic wand in the hands of 
the Magistrates, t.c., summary pro(^edure. It recjuires only thiec 
minutes to put a man into three months’ imprisonnuMit without recoil- 
ing any evidence. So if these pow(‘rs are to be given to the Magis- 
trates, lives will not be very safe. That is why it has been suggested that 
there should be a separation betw(‘en executive and judicial functions. 
I have heard that British peoiih* are always very keen about justic e and 
I know that they are dispensing that justice; and now I think it is high 
time that they should begin to do so more comiiletely here than they have 
hitherto done. With the advent of our popular Viceroy, who was the 
Lord Chief Justice of England 

The PRESIDENT: That has been said several times and you need 
not repeat it. 

Maulvi RAFI UDDIN AHMED: In Bengal, the premier province of 
India, this separation should bc^gin at once, so that we may have even- 
handed justice. 

Mfi Ft At LARMOUR : I am afraid that after the eloquence of previous 
speakers I feel rather like a lost soul struggling under the weight of 
adverse opinion for some way in which to put my thoughts into words. 
We have had authors and literature on India quoted to us. We have 
had Mr. It. C. Dutt and many of his sayings quoted. We have been 
told that he would have been fit to be Viceroy pf India if he had been 
alive to-day. Sir, I had the honour of Mr. Dutt’s acquaintance and 1 
treasure the memory of much that took place between him and myself, 
but I must say that the opinions of Mr. Dutt varied on different occa- 
sions — it depended whether he spoke as District Officer, or afterwards 
as platform orator. In one case (on page 86 of his work, ‘Teasantry 
of Bengal”), speaking of the zamindars, he was particularly severe on 
them. Kumar Shib Shekhareswar Ray spoke of the good opinion that 
he earned from officers* and people alike. Mr. Dutt speaking 
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„f the Bengal raiyat wrote : v„,„. a 

f„r relief from a handful of alien rulers of llie eountry' but fvoui 
thine own countrymen don’t.” In many other wavs Mr Dutt sur.nort 
ed the present, ^stem of Government. Those who'have read two of his’ 
hooks, VIZ., Peasantry of Beng:ul,” and ‘‘h'aniines and Land Assess, 
nient in India, know that in speaking of the svsfeni of tl.e executive 
and judicial functions Mr. Duff said : do not know how far the 

einjdoyment of barristers and vakils hy private parties in the suiierior 
courts served the piirjiose of jirstice.” Speaking of the mufassal eriiiii- 
nal courts he said that ‘‘there the ])roeedure was very simple and exeep* 
perhaps in a few serious cases, tlu- parties neinl not he repiesented at all.’’ 

T feel at the same time after all that 1 have heard that still 1 would 
like to say what I had all along intended to say on this (luestion I 
look at it first as a commercial man and view it from that standr>oint 
Two questions occur to me first, what is the cost, and second, is it neces- 
sary? In my notes I have dealt with the cost first, and therefore, 1 
proceed on those lines. Almost every speaker who has sp.ken on ,miy 
subject which has reference to our Budget ex].em1iture has taken 
exceiituin to certain items. We have been reminded lliat this is an 
adversity Budget; we have been told that expenses on the preseiva- 
tion of law and order must be cut down and that the ciying needs of 
the country are sanitation, pure drinking water, a fight with malaria 
and the like; yet in the resolution now before the (’ouncil— a moment- 
ous (jiiestion — we have no statistics of any kind to guide us. We iire 
asked to support a scheme which so long ago as lf»(W was estimat'd 
to cost as much as fifteen lakhs of ru]K‘es a year in Bengal al 
shudder to think what the annual cost would he at tlie 
I lielieve we may safely jmt it down at double that 
.sj)eakers have warned the Government of any increas< 
iny friend, Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur, .sounded a note of \variiiii/:>‘ 
one of his many eloquent vSj>eeches in this (^ouncil hy sayiiif^* he 
^oulfl he a hold man indeed who attempted to im]X)se any increase in 
the taxation of the people.’^ Here I see eye to eye with him, yet this 
qnestion of the separation of the judicial and executive functions will 
uertaiTily enormously increase the cost of Government. Increase of 
taxation provokes discontent, the country is constantly crying out 
^igainst increase in taxation and one is naturally prompt^'d to ask why 
add to the existing cost of Government hy introducing clning(‘s, the 
lunefit of which is more than doubtful, wliilst the increase in cost is 
‘I one absolutely certain. We liave no scheme before us to eritieise. 

‘^hall therefore only make some observations in the projiosed change 
^ in my opinion '^the results of the change would be to weaken 

^ executive. A strong executive is vital to the interests of the com- 
mercial community a section of which I represent in this Council. It 
^aid that the faults of the present system are manifested in the ordi- 
appellate divisional work of the higher judicial tribunals hut, if 
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in the face of an educated public, expert in law, and prone to litiga- 
tion, the irivstances in which such faults have been brought into the 
courts are so few as to be practically negligible, it cannot be said tliat 
the system has failed. It has been argued that the people are quite 
ready to assert tlieir rights against Government or its servants, that 
they seldom do so must be taken to show that these rights are not 
infringed under the present administration. 

Tlie ohjections to the present system are merely theoretical, and 
their ai)plicability to it is extremely attenuated. Moreover, the law 
furnishes abundant safeguards to correct any miscarriage of justice that 
may occur. Any miscarriage is ]>romptly brought to light. Any 
illegal act done by an officer subjects him to liability to be sikuI for 
damages. Such safeguards are furnished by codes which have* t)eo]i 
repeatedly amended where actual experience has shown amendnieiit to 
be necessary. To chang*e the system and introduc^e a new cue would 
be to establish a need for fresh exi)erience and to wipe out a large 
amount of the ex])erience gained through years of ])alient work and 
observation. 

So far as my exjierience goes — and those whom 1 have con sail od 
who are engaged in the commerce of this country agree with me — tliore 
is no demand among the peoi)le at large for any such change. It niiist 
not be forgotten that even in Bengal the educated class is vastly out- 
numbered by the illiterate; St. Nilial Singh in an article in the lAmdon 
mapazine of April 1921, received heie by last mail, puts it down at 94 
to 1, and it has yet to be proved that the aspirations of the lawyer and 
student classes are shared by the people. On the other hand the pre- 
sent system is both effective and economical. It has stood the h'si of 
criticism and has not been damaged; this is because the system is piqni- 
lar It must be remembered that it is not English, but racy of the soil; 
it is the ina hap system and has its roots deep down in the Oriental 
need of a personal rule. This may be primitive, but no cojivincuig^ 
argument has been brought to show^ that it is inapplicable to even 
present-day conditions . 

The last few years-~in fact even the present time — have brought into 
strong relief the injury done by the repercussion of political lenneiit 
uj)on trade and industry. As a representative of commercial interests 
in the country I feel strongly that the best guarantee for the mainten- 
anc;e of law and order is a strong magistracy. It is e^^sential that the 
powers and prestige of the District Magistrate should be preserved 
intqct. T cannot but feel that the proposed change would lower hn^ 
jir estige and undermine his power. It is ^admitted that the Disti’i^^ 
Magistrate actually disposes of only a few important cases, hat it 
in my opinion eminently desirable that they should remain vested J ‘ 
judicial authority in order that they may be free to deal judicially wi 
any case arisir g in the district. Surely a District Magistrate may ^ 
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trusted to deal impartially with the sort of case which arises in the 
imifassal. 

A District Officer travelliTi^ tliroiigli in his (listi i(‘t is enabled 

to get in direct toiudi and intimate knowledge of the lu-iple, their wants 
and grievances. His business is to do jusliee amongst ihe’ people, pro- 
tect them, and look to their welfare as a judge posted to the ht‘ad. 
quarters of a district could not possibly do. Tli(‘ introduction of purely 
English ideas without reference to their suitability is bound to prove 
disastrous. It is better to let any necessary reforms lie developments 
of the existing system than to start a new system, simply for theoreti- 
cal reasons based on English views and systems wliich have been 
d(‘veloped under an entirely alien set of circnmstances. Tlie concen- 
tration of power works well in Indian States, where it is in vogue. The 
suggested change is advocated by persons who are not res])onsible for 
the maintenaiKie of peace, and the present, to my tlunkicg, is not the 
time for inaugurating changes of tliis character. TIu' peace enjoyed in 
the Indian States is due to strong executives, (.ow-killing riots such 
as liave been experienced in Bombay, C'alcutta and otliei- paits of British 
India are not known in the States. Take Hydeiabad for instance. 
Wliatever may be the case in the other presidem ies, in Bengal at least, 
where we have the i>ermanent settlement, the reveniu* work is jclatively 
unimportant. The police under the present system hav(‘ a resjxinsible 
offi('er at their head, and if the District Officer is merely to disjmse of 
iniscellaneous work it is useless to disjmte that he wdll not stand out, 
as he now does, the representative of (Tovernment in the district. Th s 
would be no gain, but a decided loss. I would (]uoie S. M. Mitra'a 
admirable book, ‘‘ Indian Problems,’’ pages 22b to 25S, where the argu- 
meuts in favour of the present system are fully marshalled. 

There may have been, in the past, a few^ (‘ases of misearriage of 
justice owing to the combination of the two functions in the same officer, 
hilt one has hardly ever heard of any sncb eases in recent vears in Bengal, 
because new conditions have rendered its occurrence difficult, if not 
impossible. The fierce light of jmblie cjunion, the right of inierpella- 
bnn in the enlarged Council and the scatbing criticism in the press have 
put an end to this. Tin's costly scheme sbonld not, therefore, he sanc- 
boned for mere sentimental reasons. 

Mr, D. C. CHOSE: I move that the (piestion be now put. 

The motion that the question be now put was put and agnuMl to. 

'Ihe amendment (item No. 16 in the list of business) was then put. 

Babu ANN AD A CHAR AN DUTTA: I ask for a division. 

At .this stage the Council adjourned for 15 minutes.

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Rai JOCENDRA CHUNDER CHOSE Bahadur: This Council 
recommends to the Government that the separation of tlie judicial and 
the executive functums in the admini.stratioii sliould he carried out 
without any delay, if possible, by dividing the ineinbers of the provin- 
cial service into two classes of Deputy Magistrates and Det)ut,v Collec- 
ior.s, the former exercising only judicial jiowers in criminal cases and 
tlie appellate powers of the Magistrate being exercised by .senior Deiuitv 
Magistrates from whom Assistant Sessions Judges and Sessions Judges 
should be partly recruited.” 

Babu ANNADA CHARAN DUTTA to move, by w'ay of amendment 
to motion No. 17, ‘‘that the words ‘and the appellate powers of (he Magis- 
ti’afes being exercised by senior Deputy Magistrates from whom Assistant 
Sessions Judges and Sea.sion8 Judges should be partly recruited,’ be 
omitted.” 

Mauivi A. Ka FAZL'UL HAQ: I beg to withdraw niy motion 
with permission to bring it u]» in the next .session in July. 

Babu SURENDRA NATH RAY: The same iirayer. 

The motions were then, by leave of the Coum il, withclrawji with 
jiermission to bring it up in the next session in ihily. They were as 
follows : — 

Mduivi A« Ka FAZL"UL HAQs This Couneil reeonnnends to the 
Government that immediate steps be taken to giv(‘ to ilie resolu- 

tion carried in the Bengal Legislative Council on the 7tli Apjil, 1915, 
for the establishment of a City Civil Court in Calcutta.” 

Babu SURENDRA NATH RAY: ” This Council I’ecioin mends to 
the Government that early steps be kiken to give effect to tlie resol ntion 
])assed at a meeting of tliis Council for the esttil lishnient of a (hiy 
Civil Court for Calcutta for the tiial of suits up to Its. ]0,(K)0 in value.” 

Non-official Chairmen. 

Babu FANINDRALAL DE: ” This Couneil recommends to the Gov- 
ernment that they be pleased to direct that no official member of Tjocal 
Boards in Bengal should stand for election as Chairman thereof.” 

Local self-government as a conscious process of admin istiative 
devolution and political evolution dates, outside Presidency triwns, trom 
the financial reforms of liord Mayo’s Government. Legislature affect- 
iiig the province began primarily under Lord Kipon, and, af tei* his 
^^onumental work, when district and sub-district boards were formed, a 
Scries of Acts were passed to grant financial iiidepeiidence to, and effc^ct 
^ ^©duction of, official control over these boards; to-day these stand 
nearly on equal footing ‘with similar institutions in the civilised coun- 
ties of East and West. The object of this resolution, this afternoon, is 
to remove one of the few shortcomings still existing. 
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An official President, even an elected one, in the local l)(«ard is 
rather anomalous in the liglit of recent developments and contradict r)rv 
to the spirit of the Reforms. Mos^ of the district boards have got the 
non-official Chairmen and the few still left will have the privilege very 
soon. His Excellency the Governor said in the District Board Coiiiei- 
ence year before last: “The decision of Government to empower dis- 
trict boards to elect their own Chairman constituted the greatest adviuiie 
in local self-government since the time when district boards came into 
existence under the administration of Lord Riimn.” On the other side, 
under the Village Self-Government Act: “ Every union board shall be 
presided over by a President, who shall l)e elected by the memheis of 
the union from among their own number.” Here, also, a non-olKdid 
. President is an established fact. It is certainly inconsistent no v llial 
local boards, the connecting links between the two extremes, will have 
officials still at its head. If by local self-government we mean “ the 
system of government under which the greatest number of minds, know- 
ing the most and having the fulle.st oi)portunities of knowing aboni tlie 
sitecial matter in hand and having the greatest interests in its acll- 
working, have the management of it or control over it,” and if the 
authorities accept the spirit of the various recommendations of the 
responsible bodies, formed from time to time to report on this vital 
matter, there is no other alternative than to have non-official elerted 
Chairmen in all the rural boai-ds. In the recommendations of the 
Committee appointed by liord Chelmsford, in 1916, wo find that il 
should be followed by an extension of the system of elected Chainneii. 
It is hoped that the election of Chairmen will be the general rule in 
future. Again, “in case of rural boards and local boards Govern- 
ment will be urged to appoint non-official aiid perfectly elected 
Chairmen.” 

Coming to the practical side of the question, we find that the argu- 
ments in favour of a non-official elected Chainnan in the district hoards, 
hold equally strong here. An official, when he so desiie.s, is in almost 
all cases, elected Chairman of a local board and, when once elected, con- 
trols it, in fact. This is just what is not wanted in the pj'oper develop- 
ment of local self-government. In the original resolutions, in ISt^h 
in the despatch of Lord Ripon we find that “there appears to him to 
be great force in the argument that so long as the Chief Ivvecnlivc 
Officers are Chairmen of District Committees, there is little chance of 
these Committees affording any effective training to their mem hens in 
the management of local affairs. The non-oflicdal members mn.st fed 
that real power is placed in their hands and that they have real rcsjion- 
sibilities. The Governor-General in Council, therefore,' would wish to 
see non-official persons acting, whenever practical, as Chaimen of 
local boards.” Again, in the Montagu-Chelmsford report we find that, 
If our proposals for changes in higher levels are to be a success, there 
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must be no hesitation of faltering about (.luinges in local boanls. Res- 
pousible institutions will not be stably rooted, until they become broad- 
based, and farsighted Indian politicians will find no better field in wliich 
their energy can be more profitably thrown than in developing the 
boroughs and communes of the country.” 

Numerous utterances, both official and non-official, can be (luoled, 
and a host of arguments, exhaustively discussed in the press and ])\il)lic, 
can be brought forward to show the desirability of having non-official 
(Chairmen in local boards, and so 1 do not like to tax the patience of tlie 
House any more. Government cannot justly recede liack and refuse the 
local boards the privileges which they have granted to the district and 
union boards. 

With these few words, Sir, I earnestly commend the lesolution to tlie 
acceptance of the House. 

MINISTER in charge of DEPARTMENT of LOCAL SELF- 
GOVERNMENT (the Hon’ble Sir Surendra Nath Banerjea): I think I 
shall best consult the convenience of the House and simplify mattei s of I 
say at once that I accept the resolution of my hon’ble friend '^^i’lie district 
hoards having been given the right of ele(‘ting their non-otlicial (Muiir- 
inen, a similar concession to the local boards could not be resisted with 
anything like consistency, logic or common-sense, for tlie iiovvcjs and 
responsibilities of district boards are far larger and far nioie onerous 
tlian those of the local boards. The ([uestion might thercdorf^ he ;isked — 
liow it was that this concession bad so long boiui det'eried in the case 
of the local boards? I think 1 have a simple answei- to give and 1 trust 
it will be accepted as satisfactory by this Council. I think the diffi- 
culty so far as I can understand, wliich arose in the mind of (lovenmieiit 
in this connection was that peihaps in the small areas with th(‘S(‘ 
small responsibilities it would be difficult to find suitjible men. I fear 
it was the apprehension that the proj>er kind of men, duly (pialified, 
would not be forthcoming to discliaige the resiKuisihililies of (diaiinnui 
of the local boards that lay at the bottom of the besiintion which (fov- 
ernment showed in this connection. Hut coniin unities grow, ideals 
grow. Governments also grow, and we feel that occasions and ojijiortu- 
nities create men, and that if we accord to tln^ loc^al hoards the oj)por- 
tuiiities which they desire in this connection and which have lieen so 
eloquently set forth by my hon’ble friend, the suitahl(‘ kind oi men 
Would be forthcoming. It is in this ho})e and in this confidence that 
Government desires to make this concession to the local hoards. Let 
nie remind the members of this Council and memhers of the diatiict 
boards who are here that a right always connotes an obligation, and 
I hope and trust on behalf of the Government and 1 may also add on 
behalf of the House, that the local boards and the representatives of the 
local hoards will recognise the concession which has been made, will 
rise to the height of their civic duties, justi^^Ae trust reposed in them, 
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and qualify themselves for tliese hi^*lier duties which, under the new 
readjustment of our local institutions, await them in the near future, 
hor let it not be forgotten that the system of local self-governnunit 
is but a part and parcel of the broader system of responsible govern. 
merit; that it is the basic foundation upon which this great and majes- 
tic fabric rests. I desire to remind the House of the recomineiida- 
tion contained in the Montagu-Chelmsford Scheme, which says, Uiat 
so far as may be, pojnilar control shall be accorded to the local bodies. 
Let me say this, on behalf of the (xovernment, that it will be its earnest 
endeavour to give effect to this recommendation, to make the sys- 
tem of local self-government co-ordinate with that of responsible 
government which has brouglit us into existence and which I am ])ei. 
fectly confident has a great and brilliant future before it. With tliese 
words I beg to accejit this resolution. 

The resolution was then put and agreed to. 

Telegraphic communications with the Island of Sandwip. 

Babu ANN ADA CHARAN DUTTA: -This Council reconi. 
mends to the Government tliat immediate steps be taken to 
open telegraphic communications between the mainland and the 
island of Sandwip in the Chittugoiiff IlivisioTi.” 

At the outset J should thunk the Qoviu’iiiiioiit for tlio syiupcilLotic 
treatment which has been a(-(‘orded to me in tliis connection. I liave 
already I'eceived a letter on the 2nd instant from the Secretary to 
Government saying' that some (iorrespondentie is going on with legiird 
to the opening of this telegraphic communication. Sandwip is 
an island which is at the mouth of the Megna and really coniinuuds 
the western coa.st of Chittagong, the coast of Noakhali and Shahabai!- 
pur in Barisal. It has also got some strategic value. It is an inijioi- 
tant island. It has got a Munsif’s court, a Sub-Deputy Collector’s 
Court, a police-station, some six or seven post otfices and more than a 
lakh of inhabitants. The River, s Steam and India General Navigation 
Companies have got their steamer stations. During the rains, it be- 
comes almost impossible for country boats to ply between Noakhali 
and Sandwip. It sometimes happens that for three or four days, when 
ordinary postal communications are cut off, the people there are entirely 
isolated, having no other means of communication. Sandwip can claim 
special consideration at the hands of Government, because it supiilied a 
large number of recruits during the war and a large number of its 
people are still in the labour force in Bogra and other places. So 1 
hope and trust that Government will kindly accept this resolution. 

MEMBER in charge of DEPARTMENT of FINANCE (the Hon’ble 
Mr. Kerr) : This resolution asks us to take immediate steps to opt'n 
lolegraphic communication^ with the island of Sandwip. The local 
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Government have of course no power to establish telegraphic communi- 
cation anywhere j they can only ask or recoinnieiul the Telegraph ]3epart- 
ment, which is an Imperial Department, to establish sucli communi- 
cation, and one of the rules under wliich the Telegraph Department 
works is that where it is doubtful whether a telegraph line will pay 
its expenses a guarantee against loss on working and maintaining it must 
be provided. I am afraid there is no doubt tliat this conimunicatioM 
with Sandwip would not pay, and whoever supplies tlie guarantee 
would have to be prepared to lose a considerable sum per annum. This 
(juestion, I find, was examined in 1919 when certain local bodies made 
representations to His Excellency the Governor on the subject. We 
tlien ascertained that the guarantee which would be required for this 
line would amount to Rs. 10,006 per annum. That seems to be a some- 
what high figure, and I have asked the I'ostmaster-General whether he 
adheres to that figure at the pr<\sent day. Tl)e Postmastcu-General 
has kindly pioinised to have a revised estimate drawn u]), but he Wijns 
us that the guarantee is bound to be considera})le because it wa)uld be 
necessary to lay a cable to connect Sandwip with the existing telegra- 
phic line on the main land, and cables are one ol’ those things which, 
altei’ the war, are very expensive, llow^ever, when 1 get the Post- 
iiuister-GeneraTs revised estimate, I shall be glad to communicate it to 
the mover and to any other members wdio are interested in this (luestion. 
Meanwdiile we may take it that we cannot get this telegraphic com- 
inuiiication established unless we are prepaied to put up a guarantee 
of several thousand rupees a year. Government are not prepared to pay 
any large sum by w^ay of guarantee, because the administrative advan- 
tages of a telegraphic connection wdth Sandwdj) are not sufiicieni to 
justify any considerable expendituie. It would no doubt be convenient 
to have a telegraph station at Sandw ip, but there are many other mat- 
ters of greater urgency to which we slioiild give pi«d'crence if we had 
money available at this time of financial stringency. 1 fear, therefore, 
that there is no prospect of getting this line established unless the local 
people are prepared to put up the guarantee. I am very sorry to have 
to be unsympathetic to a jdac^e like Sandwip^ whose inhabitants are 
deserving of great consideration owing to their loyal services during the 
wai‘, but at the present time I do not feel justified on behalf of Gov- 
ernment ill accepting the resolution. I can only say that wiieii we get 
the revised estimate from the Postmaster-General we shall be glad to 
discuss this matter further with the mover of the resolution. 

Babu ANNADA CHARAN DUTTA: In view^ i)f whit has been 
said by the Hon’ble Mr. Kerr and of the assiiraiH^e given by him that 

will allow me to discuss the question further with him later on when 
lie hears from the Postmaster-General, I beg leave to withdraw the 
i*csolutioii. 

The resolution was then, by leave of the Council, withdraw n. 
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The following amendment was also withdrawn : — 

SHAH 8YED EMDADUL HAQ to move, by way of amendment to 
motion No. 22, “that for the words Hhe mainland’ the word ‘Noakluili’ 
be substituted.”

Rule 49, 
Chapter I, page 17, of the High Court’s General Rules and Circ ular 
Orders, Civil, however, requires a list of all cases to be posted uj) at the 
close of each day in whicdi dates have been fixed for hearing or adjourned 
hearing in the course of that day. This rule is carried out. The sig- 
nature of the pleader of the party on the order-sheet is not required by 
any rule, except where any particular order directs anything to be done 
by the party (Rule 18, Chapter III, page 87, of the High Court’s Gene- 
ral Rules and Circular Orders, Civil). This rule is observed. 

(ii) Postponements are not granted, except on the applications of the 
parties and on account of the want of time of the Court.

of state on Fridays after Juina prayers? ] had the privilen-e of heini-' 
attacdied to the staff of His late Majesty Amir Hahihulla Kliaii ol 
Afndianistan during his tour in 19(tS, and have seen tlie aTTangennoits 
made in different places by tlie (Government of India for his perfoj ining 
Jiimn ])rayers in public. Here, in tliis very city of Calcutta, which llis 
Majesty visited as the then capital of tli(‘ British Indian Knii)ire, special 
arrangements were made and many of ns r('meml)er the (‘crcmony with 
wliich he attended tlie Jinua prayers in tln‘ cathedral mosque in Lower 
Chilpnr Hoad. T will not forget the scen(‘ of (‘iithusiasm which was 
witnessed at Delhi wlnm tin* main doors of the Jnimi Af usju]^ called the 
SJifihi Ddvwuza, weT‘(‘ thrown ojien for the Amir to enter the Junui Alm- 
ji(J in stiite. Muhammadans from far and n(‘ar were attiacted and floched 
in laige numbers to the mos(|ne to attend th(‘ prayers. These facts, ■'Gir, 
show the significance of tlie J uina juayers. Indeed the v(‘iy exisUujce 
of a siiecial moscpie — the Jvrnn Af usiuJ — in Ihdhi and other important 
Muhammadan towns, is a proof positive of th(‘ gicat inqiortance the 
^Inhanimadans attach to th(‘ J unia pi-ayers. As a furtlno' proof of its 
gieat im])ortance I would ask the hon’lih' memliers to visit Sundhnria- 
palty, Colootola, Sir Stuart Ilogg Market, Cliandney ('howk or (’arming 
Street on a Friday morning, and there tlicy will find tln^ poor Muham- 
madan trader's and shop-keepers closing their shojis and susjiending 
their business and hurrying off to neighbouring mosipies to attend the 
Jvvui prayers. The Jurna \m\yvr is tliei'efore recognised by Muham- 
madans of all (dasses as a vei’V impor'tant fumdion. The inqiortance of 
Jmna prayer^ over other pi*ayers of the week is also re- og'iiised by (hw- 
eriirnent, as we find that (Tovernment institutions like the Madrassas 
of (hihartta, Dacca and Chittagong and other' places are dosed on that 
dry to allow the Muhammadans to say their prayers. We arc very thaiik- 
lul to the Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler for permitting for the past few 
years that the convicts in the Alipore Centrul Jail may sav their Jmi\a 
[uayers. We hoj>e that the privilege which has been allowed to the 
hmsoners, will not be withheld from the free peo|)le, who freijiient the 
courts either as litigants, or witnesses, or as lawyers or- clci'ks. 
^Several voices: ‘'Hear, hear.’') Every one knows that, what Sunday 
lo the Christians, what Saturday is to the Jews, that Friday is to the 
Muhammadans. The Christians get a full holiday on Sundays; the 
d‘ws a half-holiday on Saturdays. Will (xovernment deny only one 
‘"boi't hour’s recess to the Mussalmans to say their prayers? Sir, is this 
liot a very small and modest request? 

We find that business is suspended everywhere in the law courts, 
including the highest in the land— the High Cgurt of Judicature, every 
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day for lunch to enable the Judges and Magistrates to satisfy their 
physical needs. This is done for the benefit of the Hakims only, as the 
Indian litigants and office employees, who have their hhat at 10 
in the morning, and do not require lunch at midday. Sir, will it be tao 
much to ask for a suspension of business for an hour only once a week for 
our spiritual food? (Several voices: “Hear, hear.’’) 

From the Government point of view, 1 think the eucoiiiagement of 
Juma prayers is very important. 

The late Justice O’Kinealy, while dealing with the well-kiimvii 
Wahabi case — that great movement to subvert the Hritish Governiuent, 
the seriousness and magnitude of which is known to 7 , on much more 
than to myself— recognised that other things being e(|ua.l, a Mnsliui 
who said his usual daily prayers but abstained from taking part in the 
Juma prayers may as a rough and ready method be looked upon witli 
great suspicion. We all know of the conflagration that was fanned 
by this movement and extended from Ghittagong to Cliitral, and the 
valley of the Swat. Sir, the very .steps of this historic hall were .stained 
with the blood of the victim of Wahabi fanatici.sm— 1 refer to the 
tragic death of the acting Chief Justice of Bengal (Jidin Norman ) at the 
hands of a Wahabi in 1871. Ju.stice O’Kinealy was not only an emi- 
nent Judge but also a great Orientalist. He knew Muslim polities 
and the Mussulmans very well. What O’Kinmily did not kmov about a 
Mu.slim question or a Muslim family from Be.shawar to Shillong, one 
could take it, was not worth knowing. He said that those H 11 ssaliuiuis 
who performed the Juma prayers recognised and accejited British India as 
Dar-al-Aman (Home of Peace). Imagine what a great thing (iovcrii- 
ment would be doing by encouraging Muhammadans to recognise that 
British rule in India does not create Dar-al-Harb (Home of war), tlud is. 
an enemy country, where jehad or religious war could or .should hi' wngeh 
I have given an expert opinion from an expert of experts on Muhaniimnlan 
questions. Government are doubtless aware of the Faraizi sect 01 tlie 
Bey Juma people; I need hardly take the time of the Council by lejifai- 
ing what their tenets and teachings are. I maintain that the encourage- 
ment of Juma praters by Government would also materially help )» 
counteracting the forces of evil let loose by the movement of non-co-opera- 
tion. Sir, you are aware that the non-co-operalion niovenicD'. 
with all its potentiality for mischief, is also, -among other things, urgmP 
the Muhammadans to believe that British India is Dar-al-Harh iroin 
where either one should migrate away (perform hijraJ) or wage a i‘C 
war. We are now asking Government to afford facilities for the olleiinr 
of Juma prayers. The request has come from non-official memhers^ 
has come from a quarter where official inspiration or influence cou c 1 ^ 
be thought of. Therefore I request Government to very carefu Uy 
aider this question and allow suspension of business for one 
Fridays. We, most of the non-official Indian members, at any n 
the Muhammadan members, have come to this Council in spite 0

opposition, m .spite of the calumny and odium that was 
cast on us, by the so-called “ Khilafat Committee ” and tlie non-co- 
operators. We have (unue liere to co-operate with tlie Government, 
we have come here to help (lovcrnment, where such help 
i,s possible. Will it be too much if we ask liovernment to co-operate 
with us? Help us in every small mattter, a veiy reasonahl(' nuitter, by 
ullowiTig only one lloul•^s recess in the week? 

We do not ask the peojile who do not say their prayers to suspend 
their work perforce. They can certaiuly employ the hour of recess in 
writing .iiidgments, or going throngli a file if llicy are Magistrate's or 
Judges, The 7iakalnawis can go on copying and flic ty])ist can do his 
tvjiing if he* is ke'cn about it. Itut wc te'el that an official susjieusion of 
husiness will go a long way to aflord fae ilities for saying tlie Jvnia prayers 
and will give satisfaction io a large body of men wlio appear in the law 
eouris either as witnesses, e^lienis, vakils, pleaders or as luuharrirs eir 
clerks, or are attached as (loveriiment servants in erne ca|)aeity eir either. 

Tf according to existing (teivernme'nt circulars only the Muslim 
(ioveriiment emjdeiyees and Muslim lawyers and litigants are givem leave 
and absented tbemsedves from woik, peojde will be chary of employing 
Muslims, on a(‘count of this invidious distinejiou whicJi marks out the 
Muslims as working one hour less than othei's, whereas if an eiffiedal sus- 
Iiensiori of business is established, this disadvantage is got oven*. Mus- 
lim holidays are few and far be'iween, and their claims eiught to be 
favourably considered in the light of this fact also. In this very Coun- 
cil, we find that it has been recognised that the Muhammadans should get 
fifteen minutes to say their evening prayers. The whole Council suspends 
business during this time. Those who do not pray utilise the time in 
taking tea, or in having their evening constitutional, or smoking and chat- 
ting in the lobby and the lounge. In any case, the importance of 
ordinary daily prayers has been recognised ; and in ilic resolution before 
us we recommend that for the most important prayt'r of the week, only 
during the Muslim Sabbath, one hour’s suspension of husiness be granted. 
Ill this matter all the non-official meinhers of the Council, Hindus, Mus- 
lims, and Christians, are united. Ijet not Goyernnient alone stand in 
our way. 

Mauivi HAMID-UD-DIN KHAN: The resolution just moved by my 
fiiend Shah Syed Emdadul Haq for suspension of business in all courts 
and (jovernment offices for an hour for Juma prayer vitally concerns 
those who are the followers of Islam. This is not an educational, .social 
or political question, but it is a question of religion, and it is the question 
of all questions. Any religious question to all, especially to Muham- 
madans, is sacred and should not be lightly dealt with. It is a matter 
relating to prayer, which brings man to the level of God when in direct 
communion with Him. 
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The prayer mentioned in the resolution is a weekly prayer, i.e., Juma 
prayer for an hoiii' on every Eriday, assembled in mosques. Ihe time 
for prayer is between 12-30 and 1-30 t.m. The time for this prayer is 
very sliort. As regards other' lu-ayers, say noon pr-ayers, time is exten- 
ded from 12-30 to 3-30 p.m., and afternoon prayers from 3-30 to 6 p.m., 
but the time for Juma prayer' is limitral to one hour or so. This prayer 
is obligatory on all Mrtssalinaris. Juma pr'ayer cannot be dispensed 
with. If facility for this prayer is done away with, tlnui er'{^eps in the 
question of Dar-al-Harh or Dar-al-l slam . If this opportunity of saying 
this pr'aver r.s not given, then India becomes ])ai~al~l[a'ih^ 7..c., enemy 
country. If India becomes enein.v country, what will be tlie duty ol 
the Muhammadans? Their duty will be to leave this country and te 
go away to a country where they will get facility for- saying their prayers. 
But, it has been decided, and long decided, that India is not a Dai-nl- 
flarh. What is the I'eason of this deci.sion ? Simply because taedities 
and oiqicr'tunities ai'e given to the followers of Islam to say tlieir piayer, 
and to perform all I'eligious ceiemonies without the lea.st objection on llie 
jiart of the (iovernmeiit. But time has wrought a (diange in the minds 
of the ofiicei's of (Jovernment, and especially the judicial ollicers. 'In 
the judicial ofticers, specially, the injunction to give facility to say 
Juma prayer gradually lost its force and become a mere “pious wish.” 
Some of the judicial officers go so far as to say that the India (ioveni- 
ment resolution regarding Juma prayer is a pious wish and is rneanl for 
ministerial officers and not for litigants and other Mussalniaiis. In 
several cases, the answer comes fr om judicial officers when they are rcniiiid- 
ed of the pious wi.sh: “We are hei'e to di.sjrense justiiie.” But. they do 
disiiense justice by the sjreedy disinisal of tlie cases fjefore them with- 
out thinking for a moment about the “pious wish,” for they think tliot 
their promotion depends upon their speedy disposal of cases. The vio- 
lation of the wish often happens in mufassal courts. The Jlon’hh' 
Member in charge of this department may say in re])ly that no com- 
plaint or specific case has as yet been made out, so it will not be out ol 
place here to cite two cases which have been disposed of : — 

(1) The first case is of Ealeswari Nathiii versus Tarikulla, nione.v 

suit No. 157*3 of 1918, in the Court of the second Munsif, 
Oaibandha, decided ea- parte on 8th August, 1919. Kovie" 
No. 228 of 1919. Rejected on 10th January, 1920. 

(2) The second case is of Bachui Bibi versus Yajuddiu Sheik, peti' 

suit No. 617 of 1920, in the Court of the Second Muum , 
Gaibandha, decided ex parte on the 30th July 192(). Ilevu" 
No. 221 of 1920. Rejected on 28th August, 1920. 

Hence, Sir, there is no denying the fact that tins pious wish 
violated, or sometimes disregarded, if I may be permitted to ®'‘'? 
W-ith contempt. An hour’s suspension of business on Friday trom ^ 
to 1-30 r.M. will not materially afluct or hamper the business ot tae 
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If an hour’s suspension is granlcMl for lunch, i.e., for coniforis of body, 
then does not fairness and justice demand that sus])eiision lor an hour on 
Friday for prayer be granted to the Mussalnuins? ' 

Somebody may argue, what will the judicial officers do during the 
lime of suspension r To him my answer is that they may out 

judgments or inspect their offices in charge of Hindu officcMs and other 
eimihir business. 

The J^ima prayer stands in greater sanctity than that of Id ])rayers. 
What reason can there be when holidays are sanctioned for Id festivals, 
that suspension of business should not be made on Friday for an hour 
only for a greatly important prayer by 21 croies of Mussalmans of 
Bengal? So my appeal to my Hindu and Chiistian bretliren in the 
Council is that they should consider the resolution fiom a iidigioiis ])oint 
of view and give their weighty decision in favour of tlieir Muslim 
brethren who live, move and work with them. 

With these words I sii])port this resolution, 

Maulvi EMADUDDIN AHMED: Before taking uj) the subject I 
think T ongdit to let the Council know what Mr. Hornell has himself 
done with resjiect to the Juma prayers. He has sen! a ciicular to all insti- 
tutions to allow half-holiday on Fhiday if the govcrnitig bodi(‘s have 
no objection to that or to set apaid one hour on that day for th(‘ Juma 
prayer; and I understand that effe(‘t has been givcui to it ; in some cases 
half-holiday has been allowed, and in some cases whm*e a full silting is 
held, one hour’s recess is given, and for this concession there has been 
no loss and no students have suffered in cons(MjU(‘nce. Mr. Hornell 
lias thereby put us under a deep debt of obligation ; and 1 ho]>e what 
Mr. Floinell lias done will be done by the officers who are in (harge of 
the other de])artmeiits of (xovernment. It may ])erhaps be argued that a 
ciicular has been issued drawing attention of the officers that fardlities 
should be given to Muhammadans to offer their jirayers on hridays; but 
this has not been sufficient. 1 beg to submit that one ouglit to under- 
stand that a petty peshkar who has to work under a District Judge oi 
some other judicial oflicer does not dare to absent himself fiom the 
court. I, therefore, submit that unless there Is a full hour’s recess the 
(dfect will be nil. We pray, therefore, that one hour’s recess should be 
given. Perhaps you do not know what is the feeling about this. I may 
tell you a story about it. There was a liigli official who used to go ry 
at 1 o’clock to his bungalow, which was very near to the court, in 
order to take his lunch. He had a motor c.ar and his driven- was a very 
pious Muhammadan and, therefore, particular in saying his inayer at 
the Juwa time. But the time when the officer used to go to his bunga- 
low used to clash with the time for his Jmna prayer; hut the driver being 
a very pious Mussulman never cared what the high official ^ou e 
because, after all, he was not a petty cleik that he 
any other employment. One day it so hapixmecl that the high olhciaJ 
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was very keen on g^oing* back to his bungalow as the time for lunch was 
up, but the man was going on with his prayer in the mosque near by. 
Conse(iucntIy, there was a little delay and the official got very angry. 
As I was present there, the officrial asked me to somjao the man that it 
was better to pay more attention to his duty than to his prayer. I must 
admit that in my weakness I ventuied to put a word or two to the num, 
but do you know what he said in liis reply? He said: ‘‘Here is yom 
motor car, Sii*, and I sliall nevei* do your work against the call of tlie 
Almighty h^ither. T shall no longiu- be your servant.” It seemed to 
me that it would have been bcdtei* on my part not to touch that question. 
From this you can easily understand wluit is the feeling of the Miiliam- 
madaiis in regard to Junta prayer. That is the feeling of all the Mussal- 
mans who form half the population of this iiresidency, and they demaiid 
that not a full holiday but only an hour’s recess be granted. They 
could have demanded a full holiday, but they know that there are otlur 
considerations and theiefore they should be very reasonable. In view 
of the fact that the Muhammadans entejtain strong feelings in this 
matter, T hope that this Council will a(U‘ede to this modest prayer and 
put them under a deep debt of obligation. I beg to submit that durin^,^ 
the hour of recess when it is proposiul to susi)end the business in many of 
the mufassal (u)urts and district courts, as many of us know, the ])i’esi- 
ding officers generally idle away their time in talking to their friends or 
in taking their lunch. If, therefoje, for an hour they rise and kee]) lluiii- 
selves absent from their courts, no harm wull be done, as they ordiiiajily 
have half an hour’s r(‘cess for lumdi. Therefore, it seems to me iliai 
it is not asking for too much, and that by granting this request you will 
put the people under a deep debt of obligation. 

Babu NITYA DHON MUKHERJEE: I think, Sir, enough has heeii 
said on this (luestion and I do not like to add anything more. 

I wish to support the motion. 

Babu KISHORI MOHAN CHAUDHURi: I support the motion. 
The fear of God is a great qualification in man. If my Muhammaclaii 
friends want only an hour a day in a week to say their prayers, nobody 
should grudge it. I tlinik there would not be any iiK‘onveniei)('o 
allowing them to say their prayers. If there is any urgent woik, tl'^^ 
particular court can sit a little earlier, if necessary. In some cases during 
tiffin time much office work is done. So practically there will not 
any difficulty and there should not be any objection to this being granted. 
We, in this Council, by a majority of votes, decided that 15 minutes 
time should be granted for evening prayer. If this has been done, d 
is sufficient recognition of the importance of the Muhammadan prayei 
time, and our Muhammadan friends’ prayer for an hour should also be 
granted. We all know that the Junta prayer is looked upon by oui 
Muhammadan friends with sanctity and reverence. And on Friday a® 
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hour's time devoted to prayer is not too much. I hope and trust that the 
authorities will raise no objection and will giant it. 

MEMBER in charge of POLITICAL DEPARTMENT (the Hon’ble 
Sir Henry Wheeler): This resolution is almost a rei)li(a of one which 
was moved by Maulvi Abul Kasem in Huly, 10 IT, in the old ('ouncil 
and, after the reply gdven by Lord Sinha, was withdrawn. That reso- 
lution of 1917 was in its turn tlu^ successor of a very similar r(‘solution 
of which notice was given in 191(), having six'cial rei'eience to the 
adjounmient of the courts for this jiurpose of Liiday ynayers. At that 
time, after inquiry had b(‘en made of the High t4)urt, and attention 
had been drawn by them to their orders of 1899 and 1904, which per- 
mitted an optional adjournment of the courts, thiit resolution too was 
withdrawn. 

There is, therefore, not mmdi that I can say that is new. It would 
obviously be imiiroper for iiu' to offer any comment on this (pu'stion 
from the religious point of view, which is doubtless held, and rigidly 
held, strongly by the great Muhammadan community. 1 can only deal 
with the question from the point of view (d public business, and exi)lain 
what the attitude of (Tovernment in the matter is. The position of (iov- 
erumeiit is that it is anxious in this respect to give all I’casonabh' conces- 
sions and facilities to its Muhammadan emjdoyees. Aiteiition was diawn 
to this matter in 1912, largely at the instance of Mr. Gha/.navi, and 
orders were then issued to all com'erned that for the purpose' of Friday 
])rayers facilitu^s sliould be given to Government emjdoye'cs. It is true 
that to that order a (H)nditi»)n was attacdied that Muiiammadans so 
absenting themselves should work extra Jiours at othei’ times. Terson- 
ally, 1 doubt if that was a very necessary condition, and 1 very much 
doubt if it was evi'r enforced. There is a practical diiliculty in bring- 
ing isolated inenibers of an ofh(*e to work at a time wln'ii the \vholc offic e 
is not sitting, and reviewing the matter now, 1 would be pei fectly w ill- 
ing to ask Government to consider the withdrawal of that condition 
which, I think, is, in effect, an impractical condition. Another rea- 
son for doubting whether it was ever practically in lorce, is that all our 
information as regards the working of these qrders is to the effecd that 
they have been worked without discontent or dissatisfaction. Tliat was 
the’ action taken in 1912, and it was then greeted by the Muhammadan 
community as a reasonable concession to their views. When the niatter 
was brought up again by Maulvi Abul Kasem in 1917. a s])( v lal iiKpiiiy 
was made as to the working of these orders, and the replies vtere piac ti- 
cally unanimous that they were availed of by the Muhammadan emp o\ccs 
of Government and worked smoothly and well. I am well aware that 
isolated exceptions were mentioned in 1917, but they were few in nuinWr 
lind were susceptible of explanation. Since then, no special attentmn 
has been drawn to the matter in the same way, but in 1 ebruary of this 
year Government again said, in answer to a question, t at t ey won 
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make inciuiries AvhetlK!!' tVieir emi)loyees had any reasonable complaints 
in this matter. That iutinirt will be made, and should there be any 
grievances we will do our best to remedy them. Also I am perfectly 
willing to forward the pioceedings of the Council to-day to the High 
Court hi order that, in the light of it, they too may re-examine the work- 
ing of their orders of 1889 and 1904, and see if anything further is 
required. If action is taken on these lines, T put it to the Council that, 
so far as we are com^erned in our relation to our officers, we have done all 
that is reasonably possible. 

The other aspect of the question is that of public business, with which 
Government is naturally also concerned. It has been held, and 1 am 
afraid I must urge again, that while we are willing to do all we can m 
respect of our own officers, we cannot, compatibly wnth the efficient and 
satisfactory discharge of business, impose this restriction on the public 
at large. I submit that if a thought is given to the matter it will he 
foumrthat it is not a reasonable proposition. It is a mere platitude 
to say that in tliis vast country of India there are many communities, 
manv creeds, and many different religious observances, and we have 
to endeavour to ensure the efficient conduct of the affairs of the couii. 
trv with reasonable concessions to tlie susceptibilities of each. Rut the 
public business has to be done. Again, in all friendliness, 1 put it to 
the Muhammadan members of the Council that it is not wise to push a 
too rigid restriction in a matter of this kind. The Muhamimulan coin- 
munity is entering mori' and more largely into a jiartiiujiation in jniblic 
life_a process which we hope to see continuing— but it will not fai ilitaie 
this if their participation is accompanied by conditions which, from the 
public point of view, render their assi, stance less valuable than that ol 
members of other communities. 

The subiect is one of some delicacy, upon which one of another (reed 
naturally finds some difficulty in speaking, but I put it to the Jluhiuii- 
madaii members that we, as a Government, hav«> endeavoured to meet 
their susceptibilities to the full in this matter so far as our own ofiieens 
and employees are concerned, and if we are not able to make this Imu- 
tation bimiing upon the public at large, it is betaiuse other members ol 
the public have rights and interests to which we equally feel ourselves 
bound to pay attention. 

Mauivi A. K. FAZL-UL HAQ; It is not much that I desire to say 
on the subject, but I anticipated .some of the remarks which have 
been made by the Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler, and it is more by vay 
an appeal to him than to lengthen the discussion that I beg io saj 
few word, or, (hi. oubjocl- A» «>« Hon’l.lc Sir Heo^v W"', " ±. 
pointed out, tie subject i« not nt nil n new one .n tie llengn 1,^ 
tive Council. It was debated more than once and vnterpellatums w 
made to which replies were given by Government, but long befoie th^ 
'subject cume up before any of the Iiegislative Councils, the qne. 
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had attracted public attention in tlie (country and had been brought to 
the notice of the authorities on more than one occasion. 1 might cite 
a few instances. I remember that a very infiuential deiiutalion wailed 
on Sir John AVoodburn, the then Lieulenanl-tJovermn ot Bengal, and 
later on on Sir James Ilourdillon, who was then acting as Lieutenant- 
(lovernor. On these occasions the (luestion w'as discussed from all 
liossible points ot view and inslruidions were issued not nieiely to 
heads of offices but also to the piesiding odicers of the courts, through 
the Uigh Court, to afford facilities to tlieir Muhammadan enijdoyees 
and Muhammadan litigants, witnesses and others for saying tlieir 
Juma prayers. Thftse orders worked satisfactorily for some lime, but 
somehow or other they ceased to be observed as time wore on, and 
latterly it was found that they were honoured more in the breach than 
in the observance. That was the reason why this (juestion had to be 
brought up repeatedly in various shajies and (loveniment had to be 
approached for definite instnii tions md merely by circular oiders of a 
recommendatory, but of a mandalory, character. 

The resolution brings up the (luestion in two distinct shapes. One 
atVects business in law courts and the otlier in (lovemment oifices. So 
far as business in Government ottiiies is concerned, it is (piile iiossible 
for Government to pass oiders that business should be susi>ended for 
one hour and that the work which might sulYer might be made up by 
extra hours at the end of a day. Tlie llon’ble Sir Henry AVbeeler has 
already said that he is ready to issue a circular making it unnecessary 
for heads of offices to insist on Muhammadans working extra hours in 
order to make up for lost time. That might meet the i.;H|uircmenls of 
the situation .so far as Government offices are conceined. Jtut it is 
with regaid to law courts that dilHculties would arise, and I also recog- 
nise that there are complications by reason of the fact that, the busi- 
ness of the law courts is regulated by circular orders issued by the High 
Court. And if the matter is left to the High Couri, 1 have absolutely 
no hoiie that any .satisfactory solution would lie arrived at. \\ e do not 
know whether the High Court would think it. necessary to lake up the 
matter at all, or if so, in what sha,K- they will think ,t .uc.ssary to 
is.sue orders in order to provide facilities for Muhammadans to say their 
prayers. 1 want, tlierefore, to put forward the fo owiii^ pom s y 
wav of suggestion.

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oflScers and is in touch with them, can easily issue orders to these officers 
to the effect that they should sit for an hour more on Fridays. But if the 
matter is left to the Hi^h Court, I am afraid nothing would be done by 
them which could satisfy the Muhammadan jiublic. The matter has 
been considered in various shapes on various occasions, and I confess 
that no satisfactory solution has been arrived at. 

As regards the (piestion as to wliat the presiding officer should do 
to occupy the \acant hour, 1 tliink he might easily find some emidoymeiit 
to occuiiy himself during that time. It is only a question of an hour 
and it would afford facilities for Muhammadans to say their prayers. 
It will not do to say that Muhammadan litigaiyTs or witnesses n.ay 
absent themselves in that hour. I might point out that in Eastein 
Bengal there is not a single case in the law courts where MuhaniTua- 
dans are not interested, it not as litigants, at least as witnesses (»r even 
as tatbidkars. And so if it is a question of Muhammadans absentiii^r 
themselves from courts at a particular hour, it would mean that the 
whole business of the court wanild be stopped. It is no use hiding 

facts the whole l)usiness of the (a)urt wa>uld have to be held up for an 

hour. 

Sir, this wa)uld be a concession to Muhammadan feeling, which is 
very strong in this matter. I therefore beg to support the resolution. 

Babu SURENDRA NATH MULLICK: I do not- piopose to look at 
this matter from the political point of view which my hon’ble friend lias 
mentioned. I consider that the necessity for finding time for suyirif; 
Juma prayers cannot he (piestioned. So great is the feeling of llic 
Muhammadan world in this matter that we find our itoovest sho])- 
keepers clo.sing their shojts on Friday noon at considerable siicrificc 
only to he able to attend to their priiyers. I think. Sir, it has been 
very aptly said by one of the greatest of men that man does not li'C 
by bread alone. Tlierefore, 1 do not think that there should be any jwi- 
son so hold as to venture to stuiid in the way of our Muhamiuadiiu 
brethren to get time to say their prayers, and in that view of the 
matter I support the motion in its entirety. 

There is only one thing that I would ask my Muhammadan friend.s. 
I have just listened to Maulvi Fazl-ul Haq and I do not know whether 
I could make a suggestion. In making the suggestion I would beg my 
Muhammadan brethren to remember that I do it in a spirit in which it 
may be possible for other jreople to accept it. It has been sanl th.it 
much difficulty would he cau.sed because there are ireople who wnu 
ask: Why lose public time in this way? I therefore think— thoug 
my friend Maulvi Fazl-ul IIa<i said that it would not do— that if t e 
resolution is put in this way — that courts should be closed for an horn 
on Friday in order to enable such Muhammadans a.s are m n'O' 
concerned with the cases to say their Juma prayers— the jjy

1 have just looked 
into the circular which has been referred to by the Hon’ble Sir Henry 
Wheeler. It has been said that no complaints are made by the employ- 
ees of (fovernment so far as the facilities for Juma prayer are concerned, 
I myself know, though it may not be officially known to Government 
as comi)laints have been made to me and to other persons living in 
the mufassal districts tluit due facilities are not given by the presiding 
officers of the c'ourts. The circular refers only to cnii)loyees under 
Government; it docns not make any concession to I he public; at all. 
But here the aim of the resolution is to give facilities not only to tlie 
Muhammadan einjdoyees but also to the litigant public;, 99 per cenl. of 
whom in Eastern Bengal, T believe, are Muhammadans. My friend 
Maulvi Fazl-ul Hacj has said that they are connecded with the law coiiiis 
either as pleaders or ac;c*usecl or \vitnesses, and so, if 99 per cent, of (he 
court-going people, at least in Eastern Bengal, are Miihannnadaiis, and 
if due facilities are not given to these persons to offer tlieir Jinrm ])rayer 
for only one hour a week, T think a grc'at injustice will be done' to 
Muhammadans, and the hands of Govern nuuit will l)e laid on 
their religious susc‘eptibilities. I support this rescdiition on the gionnd 
that muc;h inc*onvenience is c*aused to the litigant public. Theie is llie 
circular before me, but in connec tion with this I may say tluii (lu‘ 
presiding c>ffic;ers in the mufassal courts are hardly aware? of the (‘xist- 
ence of a circular like this. Gn one ocauision a edient of mine was away 
attending the Juma prayer and his c*ase wuis struck off. 1 inyscdf was 
absent from the c;c)urt and was in a mosejue offering my Jidhu ])raycr. 

I then referred the court to the existence of the ciicuilar, but it a. as 
ignored. And afterwards a search was made in the •iffice and the cir- 
cular was found, and the learned Munsif agreed with me and allowc'd rny 
case. My friend Maulvi Hamid-ud-din Khan, who was the second 
speaker on this resolution, referred to two cases which were rejected 
simply because the parties absented themselves at the time cd the' Juino 
prayer on Friday. There are innumerable cases unreported. These 
cases are hardly reported. I would invite the attention of the ITon’hle 
Sir Henry Wheeler to the fact that these cases hardly reach the ears 
of Government, and the litigant public suffer a great deal at the hands 
of the presiding officers. I think that some order from Goveruiiient is 
absolutely necessary to save this trouble. I do not think it wuuild he 
out of place if I mention that we are now" in the midst of perilous waters 


so far as the non-co-operation movement is concerned. We are awaie 
of the movement for the boycott of law courts, and if Ave deny these 
facilities — this small concession — to the Muhammadan litigant iiuhlic, 
I think it may go a great way towards the boycotting of law com is. 


The only ground on which a resolution like this is tipposed is tha 
it will cause great inconvenience to Government work. But T siihim 
that if you take facts into consideration no sort of inconvenience 
be caused by this, because #1 have found from my personal esF^nence 
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that in miifassal courts the Miinsifs couie out of their ehauibers moat 
irregularly to try cases, sometimes at 1‘2, sometimes at 12-30, some- 
times at 1 and sometimes at 1-30. They are eoiifined to tb(‘ eliamher 
because they have to sign a very big pile of paivers. After luneh they 
do not generally come to the court before 3 or 4, and so, ])ia(*tically 
s})eaking, the business of the court is suspended for some time. I there- 
fore submit that the business may be (‘ondinded by the pi'(‘siding oHicers 
ill their chambers and they may utilise one hour in the latter part oi the 
day, nnd sometimes it so hap])ens that adjouriinumts ar(‘ given a* rording 
to the sweet will of the Miinsifs; sometimes they get headaclu* and tli(‘y 
take an hourbs time as leisure. So luactically sjieaking, (loveininent 
business will not be suspended or afti'ctial in any way if one liour’s 
time is given on Friday for Junta prayer. In this conm'ction 1 must 
say that my Hindu friends have most sympatlud ically sui)port(Ml this 
resolution, but what I feel is that my Christian fiiends should consider 
this case of the Muhammadans, inasmuch as they get one wliole day in 
a week as the Sabbath day. And T refer to it because that shows clearly 
what the susceptibilities of a man might be. T do not su])port this 
resolution on any political ground, as my Iriend Dr. Suhrawardy has 
done. Political or not political, tin’! (juestion is that we mnsl ha\(‘ it. 

My friend Rabu Surendra Nath Mullick has said that a c(‘rtain modi- 
fication might be made in the residution, so that busim'ss may be sus- 
pended so far as* Miihammadans are concerned, but J say t hat tlnut* viill 
be some difficulty about it.

Rai MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadur: “ This Cmmcil 
recommends to the Government that immediate steps be taken to inves- 
tigate the cause of prevalence of kala-azar in every district of Bengal 
in which the disease is either known or suspected to exist. “ 

The subject of this resolution is second to none in importance from 
the public health point of view. Kala-azar is to be recognis(»d as the 
most dreaded and dreadful feature of a malady which is making headway 
in paralysing and killing the people. 

A death-wave is sweeping Bengal. Bengal suffers from malaria 
in all its forms, cholera, small-pox. beriberi; and we hav(^ also to fio-lii 
with this kala-azar. It is a matter of grave concern that the malady 
is also spreading in Calcutta, more six‘cially in Wards Nos. 1, [) ml 
2 .C., Shampukur, Muchipara and Bho\vani|K)re. It is officiallv con- 
tended that the number of imported cases is larger than locally infected 
ones. But this contention is of very poor consolation to us. 

In kala-azar infected (*ommunities in civilised countries it is coninioii 
to find whole families showing a marked degree of illiieracy, which is 
traceable to the disabling effects of the disease, and in many instoTices 
it has been found that for several generations none of these peojde has 
so much as entered a school. Kala-azar becjueaths a pernicvious h'^^acy 
to the infected communities, its work being done in a subtle, 
insidious manner, weakening the race, generation after geneialion, 
always tending to produce a condition of physical, intellectual and 
moral degeneracy, and economic loss to the infected country and commu- 
nities. 

Kala-azar was well known to the ancients. It was referred to by 
early Greek and Roman writers, and a description of it is to be found 
in one of the oldest Hindu Tantras, It was known even in those early 
days as “ daukalin fever, with gradual painful enlargemeni of tin? 
spleen, marked emaciation of limbs, and muddy appearance of the skin, 
and that is why it is called “ kala-azar,’’ “ kala-dukh ” or black 
fever.” 

Closely allied to malaria and due to the same causes — neglected 
drainage, stagnant water and decomposed vegetable matter — is kala- 
azar, or Dum Dum fev^r, occurring both endemically and in epidemic 
form. 

Kala«azar is not connected with the malaria mosquitoes, though 
common bed-bugs have been suspected to be the inveterate carriers o 
infection. 
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The disease was unknown in Bengal. Bengalis knew if to l)e ronfined 
to the. wilderness of Assam, where it first attracted attention, and 
the Government there, on account of high mortality, sent medical 
exiKsrts, one after another, to find out the cause. Assam js no douht 
resiwnsihle for spreading kala-azar into Eastern Bengal, and the disea.se 
spreads along the lines of communication as also in villages on the 
arrival of an infected stranger. I'he Assam Governnn'nt has since tahmi 
n]> the duty of fighting kala-azar, has surveyed the districts to locate 
the infe(!ted areas, and opened treatment centres according to local 
rie(*essities. 


It is officially stated that iiol only [ndians hiit Europeans also in 
East Ben»‘al (Myrnensingli, ])a(u*a, Earidpnr, Bakai-^anj, Tip])(‘ra and 
Noakhali) are victims of kala-azar. Enitber, it is said that ISorth 
Benf>‘al (Jalpaiguri and Dinajpiirt and West Biui^-al (Duni Duni, 
Biirdwan and Iloofi^lily) ar^ not tiee fiotn kala-azar inieedion. Myinen- 
sin^li is suffering the worst. It has been found that 80 per cent, of 
the villages of t^he Tangail subdivision are infeidial liy kala-azar. 
Peoi>le suffering from kala-azar, or daukalin ’’ fever as it is known 
in eertain quarters, are succumbing in 95 per rent, of tb(‘ eases (dtln'r 
from nervous debility or from some eomplieations, sinh as dysenleiy, 
diarrhoea, Jung troubles, etc. As T have already said, the Baj- 
shahi, presidency and Burdwan Divisions, are not tiee trom kala- 
azar miection. Sir liconard Rogers, Dr. IT. N. Brahniai liari, Dr. (lojial 
Ehandra Chatterji and other medical men have tlieii* own ojiinions, as 
to the cause of kala-azar infection. 


While speaking on this subject, 1 must not forged to immtion tln‘ 
mode of kala-azar treatment adojiteul by Di . Muir, a missionary ge ntle- 
man, who lived and woikeel at Kalmi, distrie t Burdwan. and \\he) e on- 
seerated his life in the servie*e of humanity. Dr. Muir had under 
his treatment liundreds of kala-azar i>atients, and I am pieiuel tei te*st.ify 
te) his marvellous success in the treatment e)f these patients. 


I have it on the authority of Rai Dr. Fluridhan Dutt Bahadin, a 
member of this Council, that endemic fe‘ver, hotter kneiwn as ka a-a/ai , 
is devastating the Tangail and Manikganj subdivisieins. I k 
Member in charge of liocal Self-Cfovernmemt told us the ot u i ( av la 
the District Board, Mymensingh, propose io start 18 eentie s oi a a 
azar treatment. Nothing done yet. Only it is proposed to start 
treatment centres. Are questions of life and death o‘ i ic peop e <> 
dealt with in this way? I wonder. 1 have yet to learn, and 1 am 
anxrous to learn, what the administration has dom^ ane 
arresting the devastation of the infected localities. ea\( i c 

thi. Co™.il, and .,k m all .erio»..,«.a-0»a th.^ t TI 

its direct responsibility to the suffering and dying peop e o i e a 
and ManikgLj subdivisions? The implied official mept:tude and 
apathy would never have been passed ovei in an\ o ler cou 
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desire that efifeotive steps be token, irrespective of localities, not only 
to arrest the 8prea<l of kala-azar but also to eradicate the malady from 
ike country. We have had several maladies and we are long suffeiino; 
from them. We have endured many ills and evils. We cannot afford 
to add fiirther to our miseries and misfortune and bring about a siill 
larger death-roll. Once more T reiwat with all seriousness that practiwil 
steps should l)c taken to investigate the cause of the prevalenfce of 
kala-azar and to eradicate it from Bengal. 

Mr. H. BARTON: I ri.se to support the motion which has heoii 
moved. The question which the resolution aims at is a simple one, 
which is merely to investigate the cause of prevalence of kala-azar. 
T had occasion to rai.se the question some time ago and had a reply fiom 
the Hon’ble Member setting out percentages. I have made a referenor 
to some of the best medical authorities in Calcutta, who are .suiprise,! 
to find that the figures submitted by the JTon’ble Member are so Imv 
that they arc not prejiarcd to accept them. One very eminent authority 
writes to say that he is fully convinceil that the majority of cases of 
fever are treated as chronic malaria, indicating that those who tniil 
fever cases do not go sufficiently deep into the treatment to satish 
themselves whether it is malarial fever or whetln'r it i.s kala-azar. Tlif 
(ptestion does not apix-ar to be faced with the seriousnes.s thaljt 
deserves. But it seems to me that the time is not far off when tks 
disease will fall upon the people as a scourge, and then it will l>e tw) 
late to check its spi-ead. The treatment of fever cases ought to bo 
brought under clo.ser supervision and under the best known niedira 
authorities, and in all ca.ses of fever the usual blood test ought to bo 
insisted upon, as it is only then that any trace of kaTa-azar or malarial 
fever is possible. The cause of the si>read of kala-azar is just non 
occupying the attention, 1 understand, of the best medical authoritioj 
in Calcutta. Tn my own case my child suffered from kala-azar, an' 
uyi to the present moment the doctors who attended are racking t wr 
brains to find out how this contraction could have taken i.lace. ^ ^ 
was in Darjeeling for the whole .season. Tie came <lown to ‘ , 

two months after he. was stricken by this fell finseasc, tbo « 
living in one of the most healthy places in Calcutta fm > 
Doctors up to the pre.sent moment are unable to say how he cou ( 
contracted the disease. At the same time it is gratifying to Ki 
the disease has to a very large extent been brought under, ^ 
it on the authority of some of the medical profession that i^ 
treatment of intravenous injection 80 per cent, cures are ju.

I he^ to 8up]K)ri the resolution 
moved by Rai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur, if at all any su}>port 
is necessary. Mr. Barton has very rightly said that many a life has 
been lost for the cases not being diagnosed properly. To my knowledge 
I have found some cases whitdi were treated as sini])le malarial fever 
but they afterwards came to be proved as kala-azai-. I know what 
Dr. Muir was doing at Kalna. He was doing immense good to tln^ 
people, more to the Iliiidiis and Muhammadans tlian to the Christians, 
and my District Board — the Distiiet Boaid of Burdwan — gave him 
Its. 12,000 to help him in connection with Ins liosi)ita1 and it will get 
every help that is necessary, Now the time has come when we should 
tackle the matter properly. First of all, to iieat Ili(‘ cases [>roperly 
w(‘ should know for certain thai it is kala-azar, and conseciuently w’(‘ 
cannot but take steps to investigate the cause of the prevalence of 
kala-azar if we are to get rid of it from the ])rovinc(\ 1 whole-hc'aidcdly 
support the resolution that has l)een moved by i\w Rai Bahadur. 


br. J ATI NORA NATH MOITRA: I rise to support the resolution 
of Rai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur. Some of the councillors 
may not fully know that kala-azar, whicdi played havoc in Assam in 
past years, is nowadays found in Mymensingh, f'aridpur, Ranginir, 
parts of Nadia, Hooghly, Burdwan, etc. In tact it is almost as common 
as malaria, but it is a much more deadly disease, and in ])ast years the* 
mortality reached as mucdi as 90 ]>c'r cemt. amongst those attaek(‘d. 
Tluuiks to the I'esearches of Drs. Leishman, Donovan, Sir Lcnmard 
Rogers, Brahmachari, etc., the disc'asc now sc'cms to he amienabh* to 
tiealrnent, but our primary duty must be to find out tlie etiology ot the 
dis(*ase, which, I am sorry to say, has Jiot yet heen fully w'oikcd out, 
and it is the investigation of this disease that this resolution aims .0, 
and I therefore most heartily support il. The School ( f Iiopic .d Mcdi 
eine is going to be an accomplished fact hefoie long, and w(» cnteitairi 
very great hopes of finding out suitable treatment foi tliis affection. 
But how this disease spreads; whether this disease has got any connee 
tion with malaria, as at one time it w’as supposed to have, nec < s so u 
tion, and early ste]>s should be taken to investigate the disease in a 
its aspects.

Babu TANKAHATH CHAUDHURI: 1 rise to 
tion. I may add in this connection that thb resolution does not (.o 
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far enough. It suggests that steps should be taken for investigating 
the cause of the prevalence of kala-azar, but I think that steps should 
also be taken for preventing the spread of kala-azar as much as possible. 
Much has been said on this subject already, and I do not think I should 
take up the time of the Council in dealing with this further. 1 heg 
heartily to support this resolution. 


The Hen’ble Sir SURENDRA NATH BANERJEA: I may at once 

that I accept this resolution which has been moved by my friend llai 
Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur, and I am sure that the House avjII 
place Goveiiiinent in i)(>ssession of funds that may be required fo] dis. 
covering the cause of the prevalence of kala-azar and also for the 
tical purpose of checking the spread of the disease. The lino of 
Government action is of a twofold character. We should not only 
have to find out the cause of the disease, but, having ascertained ilial 
fact, we ought to adopt practical measures to fight kala-azar 
and to check its spread. So far as the investigation into tin 
caTise of the disease is concerned, it would be obvioqs that we have an 
institution ready to hand which would take it up with knowledge, and, 1 
am sure, with efficiency. To that school my honTde friend Dr. Muiira 
has referred, namely, the School of Tropical Medicine. I am per- 
fectly certain that the School of Tro])ical Medicine, e(|iii])i)('(l 
as it will be shortly for practical work, will be in a i)oslii()n 
io address itself to this very important task. Some reh'KMirc 
has been made to the rate of mortality from kala-azar wlileh 
was given by me in this House, and it has been suggesied ilnd 
the figures should be taken with a grain of salt. May I tell my lioii’M*' 
friend behind me (Mr. Barton) that 1 have given the Council the Cor- 
poration figures and 1 was quite justified in placing them before the (V)uii- 
cilas perfectly reliable and trustworthy, and unless and until these fi<:i:’invs 
are challenged specific.ally and definitely by a different set of figmes 
I am entitled to hold that they are coirect. There may be an eJemeiit 
of suspicion with regard to their accniracy, and perhapS’ it is justified 
because in many cases it would be difficult to differentiate beiween knla- 
azar and malarial fever, and a microscopic examination of the Idood 
necessary in order to ensuie such differentiation. Therefore I am 
entitled to hold that the official figures which the Government 
placed before this Council for acceptance are figures which, so far as tlie.^ 
go, are reliable and trustworthy and must be accepted as such. Sir. 1 
am very glad that my friend Rai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur hns 
introduced this resolution before the House. He is an enthusiast m a 
matters relating to public health. He has given notice of another reso u- 
tion regarding the cause of the prevalence of beriberi. My friend h*'’® 
thus afforded me an opportunity of placing before this Council and before 
the country all that Government has been doing in this connection anf ^ 
that it means to do. I am afraid that my friend has been a little too 
upon the Government. ^ am alraid he seems to think, and there a 
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others who think with him, that we have been allowing- ourselves to to 
sleep over the prevalence of kala-azar in the Tanoail subdivision. The 
other (lay I was very much amused lo read a letter wliieh ai>peared in 
one of the newspapers purporting to be written l)y a rotiiod servant of 
Government. In that letter the writer told the publics thni the nmsh- 
room Ministers ’’ had gone to sleep while kala-azar was decimating tlie 
Tangail subdivision. The writer in this case liapi)eris to be a man of 
science, and if there is one thing inor(‘ tlmn aiiotlier which science tem'lies 
her votaries it is this — investigation first, judgement afterwards. But 
this man of science forgetting this elementary primuple passed a verdict 
of condemnation upon the (jovernment of Bengril without caring to 
imiuire into the facts of the case. I desire to tell him and all else whom 
it may concern that we have noi l>een imudive in this matter. As soon 
as I learnt from the newspapers that kala-azar was prevailing in a sonu‘- 
what virulent form in the Tangail subdivision 1 at once placed myself in 
communication with the Sanitary Commissit)ner and we concerted 
measures and sent down instructions to the District Board to follow a con- 
structive policy which we thought might be hel])ful. 1 am glad to be 
able to say and I have the assurance of the deputation to which 1 shall 
presently refer, that that iK)licy is being energetically imr- 
sued by the District Board of Mymensingh. A deputation waited upon 
me this morning from Tangail subdivision consisting of nniny eminent 
re|)resentatives of that subdivision. There wei‘(‘ pi‘(‘sent my friend 
Mr. S. M. Bose a member of this Coumdl and the Raja of Santosh. 
These two gentlemen and the Subdivisional Offi(*er of Tangail si)oke to 
me with authority and a sense of responsibility. They informed me that 
the District Board bad allotted Rs. 1,000 for operations in connection 
with kala-azar; further, that the work was being carried on syst(‘mat ically 
and with energy. Not only that; we are going to have LS centres 
in the subdivision of Tangail foi* tighting kala-azai’. Ther(‘ are to be 
six medical licentiates to be posted to each dispcmsary attached to the 
place and, not only that, there are lo be two moi*' centres lor the 
admission of patients within five miles of these dispensaii(‘s. There will 
thus be as my friend has pointed out IS centres, which will cover 425 
square miles and about 900 to 1,000 villages. That represents the scope 
of the operations which are being undertaken to fight kala-azar in the 
Tangail subdivision. If my friend, the mover ol this resolution, after 
hearing my speech and after having listened to these facts, still holds 
the opinion which he expressed in this House, that there has been a good 
deal of apathy on the part of Government, I (daim on the basis of the 
facts which I have just stated, on the basis of the work which is being 
prosecuted with vigour and of the activities which Government ha^e 
displayed in This connection— I claim, and I^am sure I will have the 
House with me in this matter, that we have done our duty consistently 
with our resources, and subject to the advice and guidance that we are 
^hle to command. 
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It is necessary that I should put in, a of justification not only 

for myself as a member of the new Gov^lmment but also for the old 
Government, which was not inacti ve in this matter. So far back as 1919 
a survey of kala-azar was started by the Government of Bengal and 
a kala-azar survey was carried on in most of the Easteni 
districts — Mymensingh, Daccia, Tippera, Bakarganj and Farid- 
pur, and Dr. Sur, wlio is in charge of this work, is now ip Assam, carry, 
irig on a personal investigation, because it is understood that Assam iy 
the centre and the seat of the disease. Well, that represents the work 
of the old Government; much of it was underground, much of it was 
not advertised; tiu^ Government worked in secrecy and silence and tliey 
did not (Ydve to reply to criticnsms direcied against them. Now I desire to 
raise a note of warning. It must not for one moment be supposed that 
kala-azar is confined to the eastern districts; nothing of the sort. The 
late Dr. Nott discovered several years back that there was kala-azai 
in the Muishidabad district and esiKHUally in the area between the 
Bhagirathi and the (Jhota Bhairab. Cases of kala-azar have been 
reported in the Biirdwan district, and as my friend has observed also in 
the Rajshahi district, in Ihibna, Rangpur and even in Calcutta: The 
Calcutta cases may l)e imported. I\) be forewarned is to be forearmed. 
We must try to realise the danger in which we are at the 
present moment and take necessaiy meahrtires. There is that meiiaee 
of kala-azar before us and we have to safeguard the population of Ih^ngal 
against this terrible danger, more devastating in its consequences than 
even malarial fever. I think an HonMde Member has stated heio lhai 
the mortality was 80 per (?ent. That statement is challengcjd; the 
mortality is believed to be higher; certainly a great deal more than the 
mortality from malarial fever. That being so, I ask the Couiudl to be on 
their guard against the insidious advance of this terrible disease. We shall 
do our best with the oiganisation, staff and the resources that are at our 
disposal, but it is for you to vot(^ the money. You hold the purse-strings; 
give us the money and then charge us with apathy if we neglect to a})pl.V 
it to the important purpose to which we are asked to devote it. 1 
desire to raise this warning note and I hope it will be taken in the 
spirit in which it is made. With these remarks I desire to accept the 
resolution. 


Mauivi SHAH ABDUR RAUF: I must thank the Government that 
this resolution has been accepted by the Hon/ble Sir Surendja Natli 
Banerjea, and after what he has said 1 need not add anything further. 
%. support the resolution. 

Rli MAHENDRA CFfANDRA MITRA Bahadur: I have already 
addressed the House on the points which I wished to say. I have also 
listened to the siieech of the Hon’ble Minister and I notice that he told 
me that I am an enthusiast. I have been long connected with medica 
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„f workinp. I thought it mf-duty to hring to tlu> riotioe of the Council 
thut there has been apathy on the part of (foveriinient. The Hon’blo 
Minister says that he had had a (;onsultation with a few gentlemen 
of the Myinensingh district, hut as yet no report of it has been published. 

The Hon’ble Sir 8URENDRA NATH BANERJEA: I have to cor- 
rect my friend. The report has h('en jmhli.slied in to-day’s pa])er. 

Rai MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadur; I missed the 
report in to-day's paper. When T scmt notice of this resolution I was not 
aware that any effective steps were taken hy (foveriinient, and that 
was tlie reason why I complained to the House thai there was ajaithy 
on the part of Government. 1 am deliodited to see that the Hon’hle Min- 
ister has taken steps to eradicate^ the disease, which is certainly insi- 
dious ill its charar^ter. T siihmit to th(‘ Council that the (]uestion which 
1 hate raised is ngt an easy one. In fact we find it stated that a di*ath- 
wavc is sweeping Bengal, and from peisonal experience J can say that 
it is necessary that effective steps should he taken; hut the Ilon’hle Min- 
istei* assures me that he has already taken steps in this conn(*ction. 
1 am greatly delighted to hear of it, and I shall cease to wony him and 
sliall congratulate him when I find that he has actually done someihing 
to rmnove this scjourge. The Council is aware tliat th(‘ Ihoigalis are a 
dying race. 1 am trying to find out the reasons which have affected the 
puhlic health of Bengal, and the Hon'hh^ Minister will have to take 
trouble to devise means to improve the health of the people ol the pro- 
vince. 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 


Steamship Companies. 


Mauivi A. H. M. WAZIR ALI: ‘‘This 0«uncil recommends to the 
Covernment that immediate steps he taken to compel all steamship com- 
panies carrying on passenger traffic in Bengal, especially the India 
General Navigation and Ilailway and Rivers Steam Navigation Com- 
panies and their Managing Agents, to provide suitable waiting rooms at 
all their stations, and also that the ahovenamed Companies he asked to 
reducie their rates of fare to the rate charged hy any of the Sfate-owned 
Railways in Bengal.” 


This resolution hardly requires any speech. It is of such a simple 
nature and of such a general character that it is within the easy ken of 
every one present here. I doubt if there is a single peison who will 
nppose this resolution. In my resolution there are two prayers: firstly, 
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it appeals to the Government to exact some of our legitimate clues from 
a few capitalists; and, secondly, it appeals to the Government to save 
us from the exploitation of the said capitalists. To our European 
friends here it may sound as an anomaly that there can be a station 
without a waiting room. But to us, the poor Bengalis, it is a hard 
matter of fact of eveiy-day experience. I have travelled on most of 
the services run by the India General Navigation and Railway and 
Rivers Steam Navigation Companies, but I do not remember to have seen 
a single waiting room in any of their stations. Sir, you can easily 
imagine the sad lot and the untold miseries which the passengers iisiji»- 
the stations of the abovenamed companies suffer. The sufferings of 
these poor x^^issengers can better be imagined than described. 

Sir, so long I have only attempted to give you a glimpse of our 
sufferings in general. Now I wish to refer to a few specific cases. 
There is a station called Hularhat on the K.N.M. service. It is a very 
important jumdion of several steamer services and used by nearly 400 
passengers a day. It is also the station for the subdivisional town of 
Pirojpur in the district of Bakarganj. But Messrs. Macmdll & Co., who 
are so very fond of flouting and riding rough-shod over public feelings 
and opinions, did not think it worth their while to jjrovide a waiting 
room there. Sir, the Barisal express with a full load of passengers 
reaches there about 3 in the morning. Can anybody tell me w^here these 
unfortunate |jasscngers, esi)ecially the i>oor helpless Indian ladies, will go 
at that ungodly hour? There is no waiting room, no human habitation 
near by, wliere these i)assengcj's (am go and take shell er. These passeie 
gers and the i)assengers who want to embark from Hularhat have no 
other alternative than to expose themselves to the inclemencies of the 
weather for hours and hours together. Sir, it is impossible to descrilM' 
their most j)itiable condition. They suffer from the rigours of a chilly 
and biting cold in the winter, from torrential downpours during the rains, 
and from a tropical sun in all seasons. Messrs. Macneill & Co., not only 
do not provide any waiting room, but to crown all their misdeeds they 
drive away those unfortunate passengers who come to take shelter in 
. their leceiving flats and jetties. This is neither a barberhs tale nor a 
farmer’s news. I say this from my own j)ersonal experience. Maulvi 
A. K. Fazl-ul Hacj Sahib too had this unpleasant experience on the 
first of October, 1920, when he went to attend his mother’s burial. Sir, 

I have faintly described the sufferings of the passengers in one station 
only, but that is the condition of the poor passengers at all their other 
stations as well. Hularhat may be taken as a type of the rest. You will 
. be astonished to hear that the net profit of the conapi^ny at the said station 
is nearly Rs. 1,00,000 per annum. It is not that they cannot make both 
ends meet with their little income, so they are not in a position to provide 
^ese little comforts to the passengers. They are simply piling money 
at the expense of our countrymen. The same tale is told everywhere.

also proved that these companies have deliberately refused to provide 

rest-houses in utter disregard of public feelings. 
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Now coming’ to the second point, namely, reduction of the rates of 
fare. Sir, I think I have made a very modest request in this respect. 
In fairness to the railways I should have suggested that the rate of the 
steamer companies should be lower than the rate of the railways, 
because the latter have got to make a very vast outlay in the beginning 
which the steamer comjianies liave not. Besides, the costs of the railway 
companies are much higher than those of the steamer companies. 
Under the Barisal agency they have got 209 stations, but of these 110 
are ‘‘sircir’’ stations, that is, the cost of maintaining each of these sta- 
tions is only Ks. 7-12 i\ month and not full Ils. 8 even. This very clearly 
shows how cheap their costs of maintaining most of their stations are. 
Look at the railway stations, how beautiful they are; look at the railway 
officials, how’^ well paid they are ; look at their workshops, how vast and 
expensive they are; in short, look all round them and you will find iliat 
they excel the steamer companies in every department. The cost of 
laying a mile of track, as I have been informed by the*Traffi(i Manager, 
.Eastern Bengal Tlailway, is a lakh of rui)ees. So, according to this 
calculation, the (Hist of laying a line from Barisal to Khiilna would have 
lieen one crore and four lakhs. But what is the cost of the steamer com- 
panies in this direction? Nothing but a big Zero? The cost of llio 
steamer conijianies in this direction is nil, as against one crorc^ and four 
lakhs of the railway companies. Still the railway companies (diarge a 
lower rate than the steamer companies. The railways charge a fare and 
a half of their thiid class fares foi* the intermediate class, but tli(‘ 
steamer companies charge full two third class fares for their intermedi- 
ate (3lass. The railways never (airry goods in a passenger train. They 
have got to run a sejiarate servicje for carrying goods. But steamer 
companies can carry, and really do carry, both passengers and goods 
in one and the same vessel. The hold of a vessel is stuffed with goods, 
and so also the lower deck. Only the upper deck is reserved for the use 
of the passengers. Moreover, when necessity demands, railways pro- 
vide additional trains, but these steamer companies will ne\^r do that. 
The steamers sometimes, especially during the Puja exodus and other 
Hindu festivals such as the Snan Jatras and Jogs, carry more passen- 
gers than they are licensefl to carry. According to the license certifi- 
cate the companies ought to allow the passengers to use the lower decks 
as well. But this they, in direct violation of their license regulations, 
never do. The result is that during the Pujas and other Hindu festi- 
vals passengers are hardly provided with seating accommodation even. 
The steamers that are used by the India General Navigatioil and Kail- 
way and Rivers Steam Navigation Companies are a very cheap means 
of transport. These steamers are so ill-furnished ^hat, not to speak of 
their intennediate class compartments, their second class cabins even 
are not furnished with cushioned seats. In spite of all these the steamer 
companies delight to charge a very high rate from the helpless passen- 
gers. They have been emboldened to do so on account of the Government 
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giving them a long rope to do as they please. A glance iit the follow- 
ing figures will show how exorbitant the* rates of the steamer companies

Sir, these time tables and coaching tariffs are sold by all companicH 
except Messrs. Macneill & Co. This clearly shows that their conduct is 
not fair and above board. 

Sir, not only do they charge a very high rate, but they are .^also 
always in the habit of increasing their fares without any justification 
whatsoever. And the Hon’ble Mr. Kerr told the House the day before 
yesterday, in reply to a question put by me regarding the said companies, 
that these enhanced rates do not cause any inconvenience or hardship 
to anybody. How can the Hon’ble Mr Kerr know from his Secretaiiat 
chair whether these enhanced fares cause hardship or not? If he really 
wants to know, let him take the trouble of going round these stations 
and inquire whether these systamatically periodic increments cause 
hardship) or not. There is, moreover, another reason which may account 
for the blissful ignoraiice of the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Marine 
Depiartment. The reason is that first and second clasfl fares have been 
left unassailed and only the third class fares have been increased. It 
is only the wearer who knows best where the shoe pinches. Is tlie 
Hon’ble Mr. Kerr aware that meetings were held at Barisal early in 
December last vehemently protesting against this nefarious practice of 
the said companies? The public are so very excited that they are think- 
ing of inviting Messrs. Bando & Co. to open steamer services througli- 
out the whole of Bengal. This unfortunate utterance of the Hoirblc 
Mr. Kerr will give a fresh imj)etus to the steamer comj)anies to incucase 
their fares furthermore.

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Barisal to Cbjttagong is shown as 139 miles, but in coaching tariff cir- 
cular No. 187, dated Barisal, the 8th February, 1915, the distance is 
shown as 141 miles.' The distance from llularhat to Kaukhali, as shown 
on page 41, joint comx)anies’ fare tables, 1921, is 2 miles and the dis- 
tance is actually 2 miles. But in a circular issued on 1st March, 1918, 
the distance is shown as 4 miles. So 1 propose that the task of cab u- 
lating the distance from one station to another be undertaken l)y Oov- 
ernment and the cost be levied from tlie said coni])anies. 

Sir, ac.cording to an antediluvian reckoning Baiisal was 104 miles 
from Khulna, and the companies, deliberately and dislionestly winking 
at the fact that the distance has been reduced l)y 12 miles on a(‘(‘onnt of 
the dredging of the (jabkhan canal, are still putting the same figure on 
their tickets and robbing the passengers thereby in an indiiect way. 

The distance from Kaukhali to Barisal is at ])r(*s('nt , on account of 
the short route through the (laldshan canal, not 35 miles but only 23 
miles, and for tliese 23 mih‘s the steaimu- (‘ompanies aiv chaiging 
annas 13-3, the., more than double the fare that the railways would liave 
charged.

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is a modest and reasonable one, and we see no reason why this resolution should 
not be 'accepted unanimously. Further, the Maulvi’s demand tor reducing the 
fares has our whole-hearted support, and in the interest of the poor people of tiny 
country the members of the Council should have no hesitation to accept this 
very reasonable demand. 

Sir, with these few words, I commend my resolution for the acc^ept- 
ance of the House. 

Babu NIBARAN CHANDRA DAS GUPTA: I do not like to make 
a long speech on this subject. It would have been better, if my friend 
and colleague in Council, Mr. J. E. Roy, representing the steamer 
companies, had been here. I regret his absence. I rise simply to bear 
testimony to some of the allegations made in the speech of the mover. 

With regard to the point of rest-houses and waiting rooms at the 
steamer stations, I think ihe inconvenience to the public is tremendous. 
Of course, I fully ap])re(;iate the difficulties of the^ companies in 
erecting rest-houses and waiting rooms, because the river-bed is 
constantly changing and there is constant cutting away of the livii 
banks. There is the same difficulty in having permanent rest-houses 
but considering the inconvenience to tlie travelling public, there is no 
reason why temporary rest-houses, to give shelter to the ladies and 
children during the rains and in fhe hottest part of tlie summer, should 
not be erected. This question was also brought to the notice of tlie 
District Board of Bakarganj sonu' years ago — 1 was then a memb(‘r of 
the District Board — the steamer companies promised to have 
rest-houses at some of the more' important stations. Since then, 
nothing has been done. I think this is due to the golvial in every pari 
of the world, not only in this country, owing to the war, and it is very 
necessary that the attention of the steamer companies should now he 
drawn to these facts. It is a very small matter — the erection of 
temporary or permanent rest-houses where practicable, at all important 
stations. This can be easily done, and T think if the steainer 
companies took up the question in right earnest, the District Board of 
Bakarganj and the district boards of other places concerned, will be 
only too glad to come to th# help of ihe steamer companies and have thf 
rest-houses erected. 

With regard to the rise in the rates of fares, T can say that tlie rise 
has been steady, and it does affect, very materially, the poor travelling 
public. Now these steamer companies have, in a manner, the mono- 
poly of navigation throughout the rivers of Eastern Bengal, and tin y 
are taking advantage of that position. There is no other rival company; 
that gives rise to a very important question, the (juestion of the State 
management of railways and of steamer companies. Of course, this is 
a very large question, and a question like this should have been brought 
before the Legislative Assembly of India, and I think we shall have a 
definite pronouncement after the report of the Railway Oomraission is 
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submitted to the Government of India. Of course the rccomuicmlatioiis 
of the Railway Commission, with rcj'ard to the nalionulisation of these 
railways, will affect steamer companies as well, but so far as this 
Council is concerned, I do not quite see what we can do in tlie matter. 

It is a matter within the competence of these private companies, and 
our recommendations will be of no use— of no practical u.se— unless that 
recommendation is accepted; Government interference in a matter like 
ihis may be resented by private companies. Nevertheless, 1 think this 
is a matter which should be discussed and fairly debated upon by the 
District Board of B.akargan.i, which is the proper phiia> where this 
question should be discussed. At any rate, I thank the mover ot the 
re.solution for drawing the attention of the Government and the puldic 
to this all-important matter. It affects public convenienc(> greatly, and I 
thinh the mover’s speech would have been very much appreciated by the 
Railway Commission, if it was placed befori' it ; though it lefers 
particu'larlv to tfce steamer companies. They arc a inost on the same 
ground, that is to say, whetlier tliese comi.anies should be allowed to run 
their busine,HS, mi lines chosen by them, or whether the State should take 
up the mangcmeiit of the railway and the steamer companies. I us is a 
very large question, it affects the public very much, and 1 think the time

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consequently large outturn of profits the disparity between the 
two means of carrying passengers is very remarkable indeed. 
I do not mean their rate of locomotion. I mean the ditferepcc 
one notices between the comforts and facilities offered to tlie 
travelling public, by the two undertakings. At the railway stations 
we find that trains nearly always arrive and depart at the hours stated in 
the time table, but such punctuality is not the case with the stemnei 
companies. It may be due to the varying tides, sudden hurricanes, 
shifting sands and other natural causes. However, whatever the con- 
tributing causes may be, the fact remains that passengers have to wait 
longer at stations on the river system than on the railway system. And 
therefore it is very desirable that at steamer stations suitable waitino 
rooms should be provided by the coTlfipanies that run the line, as is the 
practice at every railway station. Want of suitable waiting rooms, or 
even of temporary sheds to be utilised for that purpose, is very keenly 
felt, especially by the Indian community, who travel liwith their women 
folk, whose needs are too well known to require repetition. I believe a 
great deal of hardship and discomfort is experienced^by all classes of 
passengers, as in many places even a temporary shed to take shelter from 
the sun and the rains are not provided. Then again, as a steamer jcni- 
ney takes longer than a railway journey, one would naturally expect tlial 
suitable arrangements should be made at a station and on board the 
steamer for providing fresh and wholesome food to the passengers. ll(‘re 
again we find the railways providing arrangements for Indian and hhiro- 
pean refreshments, under the supervision of a regular staff of Kuro])eiiM 


and Indian food inspectors. I do not think the Indian passengers on oin 
inland steamers get anything excepting old purl and some- 

times stale tarknri. A little re-arrangement for cooking accommodation 
on board a steamer for both Hindu and Muhammadan passengers will 
provide necessary means for supplying fresh Indian food to such passen- 
gers on the same lines as is done in the non-orthodox European style 
for the upper class passengers. Such arrangements will g(^a long way 
to materially add to the comfort of the poorer classes of the Indian tra- 
velling public — not to speak of their being conducive to their health and 
preventing diseases. ^ 

I do not know whether we have the power of compelling private 
companies to do what the resolution recommends. I have, howevei^ im 
doubt that the Hon’ble Mr. Kerr, whose sympathies with us are we 
known, will find some ways and means for ensuring comfort and safety 
to the poorer class of Indian passengers. Government has the 
granting charters and licenses to steamers, and they may so upset e 
profitable business of carrying of goods, that the request from the ® 

Member in charge of Commerce, even in the absence of a 
power of compulsion, will make the Directors ^ the steamer 
seriously think qver the expediency of taking early stq^s for provi in 
waiting rooms and "ensuring other facilities, to Indian 
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steamer companies at the different stations of Bengal, whei'e steamers 
ply for passengers. 

BabU ANNADA CHARAN DUTTA: I am Sony in this resolution I 
have to pai’t company with my friend Maulvi A. H. M. Wazir Ali on 
principle. The steamer companies, two of which have heen spccinllv 
mentioned in this resolution are, after all, private coiuenis, and their 
dealings with the public are governed hy the ordinary law of contract, 
supplemented by a few provisions of the (Carriers’ Act. In none of these, 

I believe, has Government got any direct power to intervene in any of 
those matters between the public and the steamer companies. 

I do not' suggest for a moment that if any paitiiuilar policy of 
importance is at stake, such as we have recently had bet ween the Tram- 
ways Company and its employees, them it is the duty of the powers 
that be to interfere and make matters smooth. But in the jiresent lesolu- 
tion, there is nothing to bo met with which really re(|-uires such particular 
attention from the tlovernment, because at certain pltuies certain waiting 
rooms are more oy less necessary, or because at certain other iilaces the 
company charges fares under certain rules, which do not (iompare 
llavourably with those obtaining in railway comparnes. There is a 
great deal of difference between railway companies and steamer 
companies. In my professional capacity, 1 have done the wor • o w i 
companies for several years. Railway (ompanies are governed by the 
Railway Act. Under the Railway Act we have got risk notes 
and guarantees, and the law has invested the (governor Gene .1 

in Council with power to make certain rules. On i )e one lam ic 
way company has got a great deal of advaiilaj^e by leason o i 
such other favourable provisions which do not apply io s ( anui to } 
ies.

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the mover of this resolution should not he removed, but I believe that 

ppopor representfttion is m&de to these compunies, they will be the 
first to adopt suggestions for the improvement of their own business, 
and at least meet us half-ways. But there are stations, such as 
Ooalundo, where the landing stage has to be shifted every two oi' three 
months where it is really impossible to suggest the building of any jxm- 
manent structure. But in tliose places some shelter is afforded by the 
receiving flats, and at the other stations some amount of shelter is pro- 
vided at the stations themselves. 

In these circumstances, the main question that arises is, since tlie 
steamer companies are running the service as a private concern, 
whether there is such an important policy involved, --such as the 
companies taking advantage of their position as monopolists, as to cull 
for interference on the part of the Govermnent? I do not see anv 
reason why the absence of a few waiting rooms should necessitnlo 
Government interference. If Government is going tck interfere in th('se 
matters I do not see how they can avoid interference with private com- 
panies always. I can well see the mischi(>vous re.sult if Governnient 
interfere with the liberty of trade. 

Coming to the rates of fares, I have also taken certain figures; the 
rates never exceed 4 pies per mile between Goalundo and Chandpnr. 
These rates differ and in many .stations are lower. For carrying mails 
better class of steamers have got to be kept; navigation is very 
difficult in the Padma and great expense has to be incurred to keep the 
mail steamers up to the high standard of efficiency. But when yon go 
to more di.stant places, such as, Dibrugarh, the rate is less than 3 pies. 
From Calcutta to Chittagong the direct route costs 4 pies including the 
Assam-Bengal Railway fare. The Assam-Bengal Railway fare is 4 jiies 
a mile ; from Calcutta to Chandpur it is 4 pies per mile; from Goalundo 
to Chandpur also 4 pies and if you go to other places such as Fenchuganj 
and Badarpur, it is less than 3 pies. In the Ganges service it is not 
more than 2 pies a mile, because it is a safer service. So.many things 
have got to be considered, not only the capability of the people to pay, hut 
also the question of coigpetition, difficulties of the route, expense o 
upkeep, etc. It is all very well to say that the steamer companies air 
earning Rs. 2 lakhs at a station and therefore they should spend Rs. « 
lakhs on the convenience of passengers; this is a very superficial way 
of judging things, and I submit that the Council should not take i up 
and force the hands of Government to make any recommendation m 
a matter like this. 

' Babu NITYA DHON MUKHERJEE: We have heard the nmver of 

the resolution on behalf of the public ; we have hedrd Mr. ! q 

we have also heard the case of the steamer companies from r. 

Dutta ; we also expect to hear the Government point of view from 
Hon’ble Member. Now I really .sympathise with the supporters 
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resolution for havinpr put forward so many farts in its support. It is 
ahsolutely necessary, as suggested in the first part of the resolution, 
that there should be waitinp^ rooms or idares for rest |)rovided for passen- 
gers. Just ima^^ine the difficulties of peo])le, respectable or otherwise, 
waiting for many hours with families and children, in the sut^ and tain 
in expectation o'f steamers cominpr! It is absolutelv T>ee('ssarv that these 
companies should, as far as practicable, make suitable waiting- rooms for 
these passengers. 

As regards the second portion of the resolution iho reduction of fares, 
mv friend has said that there has been exploitation of the public. Well, 
we are not in possession of facts and figures to endorse that view. But 
there is one thyig w^Hich strikes me in the resolution, and that is that 
it asks that immediate steps be taken to compel all steamship companies 
to do certain things. 

I do not know how the Hon’ble Member will reply, or how far Govern- 
ment have got tliQ powder to compel these ])rivate (‘ompanies to do this. 
If any member of this House brings in future a resolution that Govern- 
ment should interfere and compel jU'ivate companies or zamindars, or 
lU’ivate individuals, to do something, I think all non-o(fic’ial members 
will oppose the resolution. Now practi(*ally it comes to this: that Gov- 
ernment will be asked to compel these steamship companies to do certjiin 
things. If Government had the ])Ower to do that, some day or other, I 
think, one member may wish to bring up a motion that in certain khas 
mahals Government realise rent at a certain rate, therefoie all the zamin 
dars in that locality should be compelled to realise theii lent from tun 
tenants at the same rate. In this Council there was a gie<\t njiroar a )out 
the high charges of the TTon^de High Court for making ]>aper books. 
One day we may hear of a member sending in a motion that the High 
Court should be compelled to reduce the amount of (Inirges or ina in^ 
paper books. No doubt mv frieiKhs object is very s>mp.ithet ic an( le^ ]

waterways of Bengal and Eastern Bengal. These two l 
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Indian General Navigation and Railway Company and the Rivers Steaiu 
Navigation Company, have been enjoying a sort of monopoly ; and they, 
with the advantages of large capital and large staff, have, I believe, some- 
times endeavoured to stifle Indian companies who tried to compete with 
thetn in small waterways. I do not know whether it is known to Babu 
Armada Charan Dutta, but I have been told (I stand to correction if 1 
am mistaken) that some Indian gentlemen, once, tried to start a service 
with two steamers. But what did the I.G.N. and R.S.N. people do? 
I believe that they carried passengers without charging any fares (1 
have also heard it said, but I am quite certain, that they promised to 
give away handkerchiefs to passengers who travelled by their steamers). 
This is the sort of company against whom we are asked to take steps. 
They are practically momopolist companies, and I say, without fear oi 
contradiction, that the public have a right to enforce their views in con- 
nection with matters which touch the public more seriously than the 
companies themselves. * 

Babu Annada Charan Dutta has said that these companies do not earn 
large dividends, as has been asserted by the mover of this resohition, 
but he has taken good care not to mention what those dividends are. 
May I know from him what dividends they earn? Did they come here 
out of pity for us to start the service? I think it would have been beiter 
for Babu Annada Charan Dutta to ask this Council to vote an address of 
welcome to these companies for the great work of charity that they have 
come to do in this part of the country. 

There are certain regulations which are always insisted on evc^ry 
company before a license is granted by Government to utilise their sleain- 
ers for carrying passengers. 1 shall not go into the details oi what 
these regulations are, but I beg to submit that the necessity of having 
waiting rooms at every steamer station should be and ought to be one of 
those conditions which must be insisted upon by Government. I do not 
know if my friend, Babu Annada Charan Dutta, has had the good foitnne 
or rather the misfortune of waiting at a wayside station in the burning 
heat of the tropical sun or in the torrential rains. Perhaps, he has no| 
had that misfortune, and that is the reason why he spoke so glibly t la 
there is no necessity of having such waiting rooms. But those who have 
had the great misfortune of having to wait in the rains or in the 
sun at some of the wayside stations know what that means. ere 
are hundreds of j^assengers, who have to go through the 
daily and they know what this means. To ask for certain waitmg roo 
is such a small matter, that I am struck with surprise that it can 

opposed by any serious member of this Council. i bv 

As regards the fares, we believe that large^ dividends are earn e 
these two companies, but we need not go into* the details. As as 
pointed out by the mover of this resolution, the steamer companies 
not to spend anything for making permanent tracks an 
np, like the railway companies. They have the use o ^ 
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waterways and rivers of and 1 do not know whether they have 

any dredgers to improve the waterways. If they laid any dredgci*s, we 
should not have been asked to vote sucili a large sum for the (hand 
■J'riink Canal scheme; because, I believe that it was at the instaiu^e of 
these very steamer companies whom Babii Annada Charan Dutta wishes 
to helf), and because they complained tliat th(‘ channels and waterways 
of the Sunderbans were silting up, that the (hand Trunk (^aiial scheme 
became necessary. If they were enihusiastic, in thtur love for us, could 
they not spend some amount of money for dredgnus? Under th(‘se cii- 
cuinstaiices, as we find that these companies hav(‘ not to pay anytliing 
for the upkeep of the route, we ought to support tlvis resolution whole- 
heartedly. I 

As regards the question of compulsion, I do not know what jiowtus 
the Government have, but 1 do supposes tliat the GovcrnnH'nt hav(‘ tln‘ 
t^ower to compel the steamer conquinies to reduc(‘ their lares and to 
insist on certain ^)onditions being fulhlhal before lic(‘ns(‘H aic granted 
to them as carriers of the public. 


Mauivi EKRAMUL HUQ: In order to get enlightened on tlie sub- 
j(‘ci I had to hear with* attention the address just didivtued by th(‘ 
nu)ver of the resolution. 1 was labouring under a disa<l vantage, 
because I feared that 1 might be called iiixm to s])Oak at a tinu' wIumi 
the opposite side of the question was not befoie the Council. Hut 
fortunately that drawback was removed, as my filend, Habu Annada 
Charan Dutta, has pleaded the case of the company before th(‘ (huncil. 
(Certainly, from the facts and figures of the case as laid Ix'foiv the 
(kmncil by the mover of the resolution it is quite plain ihat the (‘om- 
pany is not looking after the convenien(‘e of the public, luit to nrv mind 
it is catering for its own greed and avarice. It is in i«i( t light ara 
pro{)er that whatever comxiaiiy be iormed in this countiv 
first of all look to the interest of the juiblic; it is a wom i i t la ns 
company which hOvS all along been carrying ])ass(‘ng(‘is fioni s ..i ion 
to station, lias not seen it proi>er to have wailing loonit^ lor ])asseng( rs. 
This it could easily have done if it had a mind by kee])ing s( para c a s 
at every station. This, I am sure, would haVe removet t ic inconven 
cnce. 

The next thing on which a complaint has been made is that ^ 
of fare is much higher than what we are called uixin to 
journeys. This is also a complaint which could qiiik cgi mia ( y 
made by the public, and arrangements should be mate in 
that this is removed. It might be said that the ‘ ^

it knows that a request from the Government moans that tlic comia y 
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must comply with it or else it will have to wind up. If we had any 
fear that if this tiompany were to go, there would be no substitute to 
take its place in this country, then we would have hesitated to take 
steps ; but as has lieen pointed out, several other companies were stai tc,l 
but their efforts were stifled by this company, and from this, it is 
quite plain that there are people in this country who want to have com- 
panies of their own. Even if there were no enterprising persons in this 
country eager to start such companies, then we could have asked the 
Government submissively that it was the duty of the Government 1., 
see that companies were started on the lines of the Iiiastern Ih'iiijal 
llailway Company. Tinder the circumstances we should not hesitate to 
support the resolution and compel the company to do what is right. 

At this stage the Council was adjourned for 15 minutes. 

On the Council reassembling the President called upon the Ilon’hlc 
Mr. Kerr to reply. ^ 

MEMBER in charge of DEPARTMENT of COMMERCE (the 
Hon’ble Mr. Kerr): This re.solution recommends the' Government to 
compel the steamer companies to provide wajting rooms and to ask 
them to reduce their fares. I am not sure why the mover lias jnade t liis 
distinction between the provision of waiting rooms and the reduction 
of the fares. But I think it will save a good deal of the misunderstand- 
ing that appears to exist if I explain at once that Government have no 
powers of compulsion whatever in regard to either of these madeis. 
The legal position has been quite correctly stated by Babu Nibaran 
Chandra Das Gupta and Babu Annada Charan Dutta ; and if it is turn, 
as has been alleged, that Mr. Dutta is the legal representative ol tin' 
steamer companies, it only adds weight to his view of the legal i)()sition. 
We have of course certain powers of control over the steamer cojiiimn- 
ies under the Inland Steam Navigation Act. Under the provisions of 
that Act their steamers have to be surveyed and their officers ha^■(■ to 
be licensed by Government, and so forth, but we have no. more power 
to compel the steamer companies to provide waiting rooms or to rednec 
their fares, than we have the power to compel Messrs. Whiteawa.v, 
Laidlaw & Co. to provide waiting rooms for their customers or to sel 
their goods at certain rates. It is of course true that the comfort aiu 
efficiency of the steamed services is a matter of some public interes , 
and we can, if we think it justifiable, make representations 
steamer companies in compliance with any requests that are m.ade m 
this Council. I have no doubt that the steamer companies ^ 

willing to listen to any reasonable requests or representations; 
submit that they shouid bq rea.sonable and expsessed in a reasona ' « 

manner. I do not think that in a matter like this it is m the 
interest of the mover of the resolution and his friends that they s 
come to this Council and accuse the companies of dishonesty an( 
robbing the public, and so^on. 
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W6 have been in coniiniinication with the steamer companies 
with regard to these matters. I am sorry that ^Ir. Roy is not here to- 
day to defend the companies. I understand ihai he lias been obliged 
to leave Calcutta. It is not my business to deiend the companies; it 
is merely my business to state the facts as T hnd them. In regard to 
the question of waiting rooms, the companies have iohl us that they 
took up this question so far back as 11)13; and they have since then 
erected a number of waiting rooms at steamer ghats and steamer 
stations; but during the war, owing to want of materials, tlu‘ work 
was suspended; and the companies now say that tlu'v are jnepared to 
proceed with the construction of waiting looms at ]>hices where they 
are reciuired, as soon as the price of materials falls to a rcasonabh* level. 
They have told us further that they have been in (ommunicat ion with 
district boards and have made an offer to share with the distiict boards* 
the cost of construction of waiting rooms at certain ])lac(‘s whmc* such 
(onstriiction wouhi save the district boards from eimling r(‘stdious(‘s. 
From what they tell us T gather that th(‘ negotiations with th(‘ district 
boards have not ^nade any great jirogress so far, and tin' compajiies ttdl 
us that the Bakargaiij District Board have intimated that th(‘y have 
not sufficient funds for the puriiose. This seems to me rathm' a jntv, 
and subject to what the llon’ble the Minister in charge of Focal Sell- 
riovernment may think, it seems to m(‘ that this is a^ matter whnh 
greatly concerns local convenience and that local bodii's might 
well take it up with advantage to th(‘. residents in ih(‘ areas with which 
they are concerned. The (‘ompanies, however, warn us that it won ( 
be impracticable to erect waiting rooms at all stations owing to th(‘ 
changes which become necessary in the jiosition of stiannei ghats v\ a n 
the rivers change their course. The mover of the lesolution lias mmi- 
tioned a number of places, where waiting rooms aie said to k ui^^int \ 
necessary; and we will bring this point to tln^ notice of the steamer 
companies; in fact I proiiose to send a completi' lecoid of t iis < iscus 
sion to the steamer comiiaiiies for their considmation. 

As to the matter of fares, I also have ^ot figures eoinpiuiug Il,e rail- 
way fares with those of the steamer eompaiiie^s.

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it. In regard to the actual figures which I have got, they show tluit 
on the main lines the steamer companies’ fares vary from 3*3 pies poi 
juile to 4-4 pies; the difference, I suppose, is due largely to the size of 
the steamers and the expenses of the establishment which have to l,e 
kept up on particular runs. The railway companies’ fares on muiii 
lines vary between 3 and 4 pies per mile, which is a little less than tlo* 
steamer fares. On the bran(;h lines, the steamer companies chuiov 
from 2*53 pies to 3 pies per mile, which is considerably less than tlu* 
railway fares on feeder and branch lines, which vary from 4 i>ies in 
4i pies per mile. On the whole, then, it may be said that there is 
nothing much to comidain about in regard to the steamer fares from 
the point of view of comparison with the railway fares. A moie im- 
portant point is what the recent enhancements in steamer fan's lmv(' 
amounted to. As regards this, I gave some particulars to the ConiK il 
on the 4th April in answer to a question. T showed in my answer tlml 
intermediate and third class fares on all steamer services were incrc'ascMl 
by 10 per cent, in 1916 and again by 10 iier cent, in elanuary, 11)21 . 
In addition to this on three branch lines third class fares were iin rc'iised 
by 10 per cent, in 1919; that is to say, since the war, the steamer com- 
panies’ fares have been increased by only 20 per cent, on niosi lines 
and by 30 per cent, on (certain branch lines. But having regard to IIk* 
great increase in the cost of working the steamers, the iiHuease of tlie 
cost of stores and in the payment of staff, the increase of the cost of 
repairs, and most important of all the rise in the prices of coal, T do not 
think that we can say that the increases in fares which the sti'anun 
companies have effected can be regard(‘d as excessive. I do not suy 
that these increases have not caused a certain amount of hardship to 
the public and I did not say so in my answer. I said that (xovernnKMit 
were 'not aware that these increases had caused great luirdship mikI 
inconvenience to the travelling public and that is i)erfectly trin‘, ns 
Government have not received any representation on the subject. I 
have no doubt that these increases do cause some hardship) and iticoii- 
venience to poor people to whom a few annas is a matter of import- 
ance, but my point is whether we can call the increases which the 
steamer companies have*effected during the last five years excessive, 
having regard to the circumstances I have mentioned. I do not think 
that Government would be justified at the present time in making 
representations to the steamer companies in the matter of fares. 
ernment cannot, as I have indicated, accept the resolution as it stands, 
because it asks Government to do something which Government ha\p 
no power to do. We shall, however, be prepared to send the record o 
this discussion to the stean\pr companies and asl^ them to consider t n 
matter. 

At this stage, Babu Bhal>endra Chandra Bay and the Maharaja o 
Nadia moved that the closure be put. 

The motion that the (yiestion be now put, was put and agreed to.

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Bengal Pilot Service. 

Rai Dr. HARIDHAN DUTT Bahadurs “This Council recommends 
to the Government — 

(a) that immediate effect be given to the decision of the Public 
Services Commission to amend the rules prescribing that candidates for 
the Bengal Pilot Service must be Europeans or the descendants ut 
European or Anglo-Indian parents; 

(/.;) that ap])lication be made for the appointment of officers in England 
only after the Bengal Government is satisfied that no suitable can- 
didates are available locally, and that experience in a sailing-vessel Ix' 
not regarded as an essential qualification for admission to the service as 
decided by the Public Services Commission in 191G ; 

(c) that the foreign and travelling scholarships proposed to be given 
during the years for literary and other studies be made available^ for 
students willing to proceed to England for a Board^of Trade certifi- 
cate of competency as second mate or to join a mercantile training slii]) 
for master’s certificate.” 

The resolution I have the privilege to submit to this Council aims at 
the removal of a long standing grievance of the sons of the soil againsi 
their most unjustifiable exclusion from the. Pilot and wharfage seivitM's 
witli the result that there is not a single Indian Pilot or Indian Harbour 
Master in the Port of Calcutta. The exclusion is so very unjustifiable 
that the Public Services Commission have peremptorily decided that 
this most invidious racial distinction must at once be removed. 

Sir, the time is very short or I would have quoted at length from flie 
report of the Public Services Commission. But on page 292 of fheii 
report, the Commissioners say that “ there is no justification for exclu- 
ding Non-Europeans from the Service on racial grounds. Further at 
page 293, we find: “the change we recommend is in regard to the iul(‘ 
prescribing that candidates for appointment must have served for two 
years in a square rigged sailing vessel. Sailing ships no longer come to 
Calcutta and experience in the handling of such vessels need no loiiger be 
regarded as an essential itepi in the training of a Ilooghly pilot. 

This regulation is also open to the objection thaj; it operates unfairly 
against local candidates who for the most jiart are denied the oppor- 
tunity of obtaining employment on sailing ships. We recommend that 
the rule should be abolished.” 

Next I quote from the minutes by Sir Abd-ur-Rahim at page 4G9: 
“In the department there are 55 officers of whom 39 are Europeans 
and 16 Anglo-Indians. They are i)aid from fees ^and their earningi^ 
vary between lls. 600 and ifs. 2,000 or more a inonth. The present 
rules exclude Indians of pure Asiatic descent and I agree in the recoiH- 
mendation of the majority that the bar should be removed. This, how- 
ever, will have no practical result unless the Government of Bengal sees 
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its way to provide facilities for tlie training of Ividiao yoidhs for the work. 
There is at present a class of Muhaimnadans in Bengal” (he evidently 
forgot the Nurpiir fishermen who are Hindus) “who would he extremely 
well suited for pilots’ duties if tiaimnl. Many of them have prov(>d 
themselves excellent navigators on the dillicult rivers in Eastern Ihm- 
gal and on the Hooghly. In fact tlie inland navigation of Bengal is 
ni().stly managed hy them.

We should not forget that with this iniquitous racial bar 
staring them in the face no parents or guardians can allow their wards, 
however adventure-loving they may be, to adopt a cxrurse of life which 
can land them nowhere. There may be exceptions, and who has not 
heard of Captain Suresh joining the Brazilian service to satisfy his mili- 
tary and naval predilections. But unless these prejudicial restrictioiis 
be expunged no one with a normal frame of mind would indulge in 
having a training in such lines for a pastime. 

The essential point now is — unless the Government is determined to 
flout the decisions of the Public Services Commission — to amend the 
rules of recruitment and to give wide publicity to the new condition after 
doing away with the racial disqualifications and sailing ship experience. 
But this is not all. As wo have no training ships here and as all .steainsliip 
lines are in the hands of foreigners, Government must hold out sonic 
encouragement to Bengali youths to go to Englaml to qualify for the 
Board of Trade Certificate as master or to be traine<l in the training 
ships Conivay and WorcAster as second mate. For this as an experi- 
ment one or two scholarships should at once be offered. If there he 


any want of money. 1 would suggest diverting some of the educational 
qualifications offered by Government for various studies, namely, Com- 
parative Philology, Critical method of learning oriental languages, etc. 
There is some apprehension that these young men on coming back may 
not find any ready berth at once or it may so happen that the varioms 
steamship companies may from racial prejudice refuse to take them in 
their services and thus they may get stranded. I, however, do not see tlie 
validity of such an argument or any reasonableness in such apprelien- 
sion. As a matter of fact Government never guarantee any scholar to 
provide him with suitable appointment on return. I know of State Scliol- 
ars in Agnculture now carrying on business of their own and one m 
I'hilology has returned about four years ago and has not yet got any 
appointment. I cannot therefore accept the plea of the want of 
immediate prospect as a valid argument against establishing one or 
two scholarships to train our youths as naval officers, masters or 
second mates and make them eligible for the posts of pilots ami 
harbour masters, if not aif officers and masters in troopships, merc^an- 
tile marines, etc. Some of these scholarship holders may go m for 
degrees in Naval Architecture and on return may find employment in the 
Iloyal Indian Docks in Calcutta or Bombay or in any of the private docks. 

In conclusion, my humble submission is that Government has, with- 
out any justification whatsoever, neglected to carry out the clear an<

MEMBER in efiargo of MARINE 

Mr. Kerr): The first two clauses of this reso u urn a. 

to the proposals of the Public Services and 1 think 

Bengal pilot Service. This, however, has aheady 
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in conversation I mentioned this to the hon’ble member. After the usxial 
corespondence with the Government of India and the Secretary of State, 
in May last year, we got the Secretary of State’s final orders, authorisinp 
us to alter our rules in accordance with the recommendations of the 
Commission. The rules now provide that any statutory natives of India, 
if duly qualified, will be eligible for these appointments. They also 
provide that the Government of Bengal will use every endeavour to 
ascertain the existence of suitable local candidates before applying to the 
Secretary of State for India for the selection of candidates in 
England. There is no provision in the rules requiring experience in a 
sailing vessel to ho regarded as an essential qualification for appointment 
in the Service. That rule was, I believe, abrogated some time ago owiiif; 
to the small number of sailing vessels now available. We have, therefore, 
no objection in accepting the first two clauses of the resolution, because, 
as I liave said, they have already been embodied in the rules. 

No case of recruitment has come up since I took chivrgc of the Marine 
Department three months ago, hut when the question of recruitmeni 
does arise, I need hardly say that 1 shall follow the rules in the letter 
and in the spirit. There is now a Standing Committee attached to Ihe 
Marine Department; and I furtlu'r undertake to consult them on tlie 
occasion of the next recruitment for the service and see what steps we 
can take to get suitable Indian candidates. 

That is all I have to say, so far as the first two clauses of the reso- 
lution are ooncerm>d. The third part of the resolution is more dimeiilt 
and 1 must say that I have had some difficulty in understanding wliat 
exactly the mover wants. I have, however, informally discussed Uie 
matter with him and from that discussion and from his speech I gatlier 
that his object is to afford Indian youths who wish to take up a sea- 
faring career every opportunity of doing so. But for this purpose a 
course of training on a training ship in England is not essential. Not 
only is it not essential hut it is not sufficient. The requirements for a 
second Mate’s certific^ite are either four years’ service at se^, or, as an 
alternative, two years’ service in a training ship and three years’^ sea- 
service. For a Master’s certificate, the requirements are six years ser- 
vice at sea, of which one fear mmst be service as second Mate while 
holding a first Mate’s certificate, and two and a half years must be ser- 
vice in charge of a watch as third or fourth Mate, while holding » secom 
Mate’s certificate. All these certificates can be obtained in India an 
it is not necessary for a candidate to undergo training in a training slnp 
in England. Nor is it necessary, as appears to be supposed, for a can 
date for the Pilot Service to hold a Mate’s certificate. It is true t • 
the nautical examination which will be held here if we ff®* ^ 

didates, requires a knowledge in navigation and seamanship up ^ 
standard of a second Mate’s certificate, but the actual j 

nqder the rules are four years’ service in a Merchant vessel e^loy^^ 
in foreign trade either as a Seaman or as an Apprentice. Ih 
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are the essential (lualifieations for Mate’s and Master’s certificates and 
for entrance into the Pilot Service; and in none of these cases is a 
course in a training ship in England essential. The fact is that the veal 
difficulty is not the course in a training ship hut, as wo have found in 
connection with our enciuiries about the nautical school, the fact that there 
will he a considerable amount of difficulty in finding shii^-owiiers who 
ivre willing to take Indians as apprentices. It is no use coneealing this 
difficulty, and until it is overcome there must he considerahle ohstaeles 
in the way of educated Indians wishing to take up a sea-taring career. 
Even if we found an Indian youth willing to go to England for training 
with a scholarship, there would be a considerahle risk that at the end of 
tliis training he would find it wasted, eithei- because he was not willing 
himself to go to sea or because no ship-owner would take him. These 
•ne serious difficulties to be overcome, but the mover aviparently asks us 
to provide facilities for boys to go to England on th(> off-ehance that 
they would get service in merchant vessels. We must rememher in this 
connection that the foreign scbolarshiiis rid'erred to in the resolution are 
granted by the Government of India and not hy us. They are granted 
for the purpose of enabling Indian boys to get a training in Englam or 
in other foreign countries which they eannot get in their own conntry. 
But they are granted on the a.ssumption that the Indian hoys will he 
aide to make use of this training when they conm hack to then min 
country.
